of my Travels paſt, as I have to render him thanks for the benefits which untill now I have 
received of him ; ſeeing that by his Divine bounty he hath preſerved my life, tothe end 1 
might have means to leave this rude and unpoliſhed Diſcourſe unto my Children for a me- 
morial and an inheritance. For my intention is no other, but ro write it for them, that they 
may behold what ftrange fortumes I have run for the ſpace of one and twenty years,during the 
which 1 was thirteen times a captive, and ſeventeen times fold in the Indies, in Azhiopia, in 
Arabia, in China, in Tartaria, in Madagaſcar, in Sumatra, and in divers other Kingdoms and 
Provinces of that Oriental Archipelage upon the Confines of Aſia, which the Chineſes, Szames, 
Gweos, and Lecquios name, and that with reaſon,in their Geography,the ey-lids of the world, 
whereof I hope to entreat more particularly, and largely, hereafter. Whereby men, for the

for that ſhe ſeemeth to have taken a particular care to perſecute me,and ta 
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the aſſiſtance of Heaven. Now, that others may help me to praiſe the Lord Almighty for the 
infinite mercy he hath ſhewed me, without any regard to my fins, which I confeſs were the 
cauſe and original of all my miſ-fortunes, and that from the ſame Divine Power I received 
ſtrength and courage to refiſt them, eſcaping out of ſo many dangers, with my life ſaved, I 
take from the beginning of my Voyage the time which I ſpent in this Kingdom of Portxgal, 
and ſay, That after I had lived there till 1 was about eleven or twelve years old, in the miſery 
and poverty of my Fathers houſe within the Town of Monte-mor Ovelho, an Uncle ofmine, 
defirous to advance me to a better fortune then that whereunto 1 was reduced ar that time, 
and to take me from the careſſes and cockerings of my Mother , brought me to this City of 
Lishon, where he put me into the ſervice of a very honourable m : the which he was car. 
ried out of the hope he had, that by the favour of her ſelf and her friends he might attain to 
his defire for my advancement;and this was in the ſame year that the funeral pomp of the de. 
ceaſed King Emanuel cf happy memory was cel:brated at Lishon, namely St. Lucies day, the 
x3, of December, 1521, which is the furtheſt thing I can remember. In the mean time my Un- 
cles deſign had a ſucces clean contrary to that which he hath promiſed ro himfelf in favour 
of me: For having been ſervant of this Lady; about a year and a half, an accident befel me, 
that caſt me into manifeſt peril of Life, ſo that to ſave my ſelf I was conſtrained to abandon 
her houſe with all the ſpeed that poſſibly I could. Flying away then in very great fear, I ar- 
rived before I wasaware at the Ford of Pedra,which is a ſmall Port fo called; There I found 
a Carvel of Alfams,that was laden with the horſes and ſtuff of a Lord, who was going to Se. 
tuval,where at that inſtant King Foana the Third kept his Court, by reaſon of a gteat plague 
that reigned in divers parts of the Kingdorn. 

Perceiving thenthat this Carvel was ready to put to Sea, Iimbarqued my ſelf in her, and 
departed the next day, But alas ! a little after we hacer fail,having gotten to a place named 
Cezmibra,we were ſet upon by a French Pirate,who having boarded us, cauſed fifteen or fix- 
teen of his men to leap into our Veſſel, who finding no refiſtance made themſelves Maſters of 
her : nowafter they had pillaged every one of us, they empricd all the Merchandiſe where. 
withal ours was laden,which amounted ro above {5x thouſand Duckats, into their ſhip, and 
then ſunk her ; ſo that of ſeventeen of us that remained alive,not ſo much as one could eſcape 
{lavery,for they clap'd us up all bound hand and foot under hatches, with an intent to go and 
ſel] usat La Rache in Barbary, whither alſo,as we fonnd by being amongſt them, they carried 
Arms to the Mabometans in way of Trade;for this purpoſe they _ us thirteen dayes toge- 
ther,continually whipping us ; butat the end thereof it fortuned that about Sun ſet they diſ- 
covered a ſhip,unto which they gave chaſe all the night, following her cloſe, like old Pirates 
long uſed to ſuch Thieveries, having fetcht her up by break of day,rhey gave - A volley of 
three pieces of Ordnance,and preſently inveſted her with a great deal of courage;Now though 
at firſt they found ſome reſiſtance, yet they quickly rendred themſelves Maſters of her, killing 
fix Portzgals,and ten or eleven flaves. This was a goodly Veſſel, and belonged to a Portwga! 
Merchant of the Town of Conde, named Silveſtre Godinbo, which divers other Merchants of 
Lisbon had laden at Saint Tome with great ſtore of Sugar and Slaves;in ſuch ſort that thoſe 
poor people ſeeing themſelves thus taken and robbed fell to lament their loſs, which they eſti- 
mated to be forty thouſand Duckats, Whereupon theſe Pirates having gotten ſo rich a booty, 


changed their deſign for going to la Rache,and bent their courſe for the Coaſt of France,car- 


* Tying with them ſuch of ours for ſlaves,as ys fit for the ſervice of their Navigation. 


The remainder of us they left at night in the at a place called Melides, where we were 
landed miſerably naked, our bodies covered with nothing but with the ftripes of the laſhes 
which ſo cruelly we had received the dayes before. In this pitiful caſe we arrived the next mor- 
ning at St. Fagode Caten, wheee we were relieved by the inhabitants of the place, eſpecially 
by a Lady that was there at that time, named Donna Beatfix, daughter to the Earl of Villa- 
nova,and wife to Alonſo Perez Pantoia, Commander and grand Provoſt of the Town. Now 
after the ſick and wounded were recovered,cach of us departed, and got him where he hoped 
wo find the beſt afliſtance;for my ſelf,poor wretch,I went with 6.0r 7. that accompanied me in 
my miſery to Setval ;Thither I was no ſooner come, but my good fortune placed me in the 
lervice of Franciſco de Faria,a Gentleman belonging to the great Commander of S, Fago,who 
in recompenee of four years ſervice that I did him, put meto the faid Commander gi wait 
oi himin his Chamber, which I performed for an year and an half after. But in regMfd the 


entertainment which was given at that time in Noble-mens houſes was ſoſinall as I was =

able to live on it, neceſſity conſtrained me to quic my Maſter, with a delign to imbarque my 
ſelf by his fayour to go to the Indies ; for that I thought was the beſt way I could take to free 
me of my -. So albcic 1 were but meanly accommodated, 1 imbarqued my {elf not- 
withſtanding, ſubmitting my ſelf to whatſoever fortune {hould arrive un,o me in choſe far 
Countries, cither good or bad.

way6s,arrived ar length at a great Port called '(/Mozambigree, There we met with the Saint 
Michael hat winered thert,and was commanded by Duar: Triſtas,who parted thence rich- 
iy hdenfor to return into Pormgs! ;Howbeir I believe ſhe was taken,or {uffered ſhipwrack, 
as it happens buc roo often in this Voyage to the Indies, for he was never heard of ;fince. 
Aﬀer our five Veſſols were &q with all:that was for chem, and ready to ſer 
Gail from Mozambique, , the Licutenant 'of the Fortrels, Vincent Pegado, ſhewed the 
Captains of che-fxid five ſhips a Mandate from the Governour, named Nunbo de Cunha, 
whereby he commanded that all jPortwgs] ſhips, which did arrive in that Port this 
year ſhoald go to Dix, and leave their men there for the guard of the Fortreſs, becauſe of the 
fear'they were in of the Turk Army,which was every hour expettcd in the Indiesbyreaſon 
of the death of Sults Bandar King of Cembaye, whom the faid Governour had put to death 
the Summer before. n-regard this affair was'of great importance, it was the cauſe that all the

Now as ſoon as the Kings three ſhips eame torhemouth of the River of the Port of Dix, 
which fel] on the fifth of Seprember the ſame year, 1533.Antonio de Silvera,gthe brother of Louys 
Silvcya, Earl of Sortelba, 'who was there at that time, gave them all the teftimany 
that poſſibly he could of the joy he took at this their arrival ; for proof whereof he beftowed 
liberally ow every one, keeping afct tablefor above 7 hundred perſons which they brought 
with extraordinary gifts, whereby he fupplicd the 
CONIESI RS COINS oyage. A were he wes _ 
thi ho I Ye royally.that he payed before-band, diſtribuzed their 
ray and niemition romaine bis mans 7 pas the-fack to be carctully tended, and 
ſhewed himſelf moſt ready rpaſkit every one, it ſo wrought upon them, that of their own ac- 
cord they offered roftay there for to ſerve him, being no way conſtrained thereunto, as they 
viſe tobe(m thoſe Conmries)inall the Fortrefles which a ſiege.This done,as ſoon as the 
three ſhips hail foId the Merchandiſe rhey had brouphr, rhey ſer fail for Goa, carrying none 
with them bir the Officers of the Vellels, and ſome Sca-mento condudt them 3 where they a- 
bode till ſuch time as the Governonr had given them diſpatches for to go to Cochin, where 
being arrived they took in their hding,and returned all-fiveſafe into Portiga/. 


Seventeen dayes after we were arrived at the Fortreſs of Dix,where at that time two F oiſts Se&. 2. 


were ready prepared to go tothe Streight of Mecqua, for to diſcover,arid find out the delign 
of the Turk;ifs Army, whoſe coming  —— in the Indies, becauſe one of mw 
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Foiſts was commanded by a Captain that was a great friend of mine,who gave me good hope 
of the Voyage he was bound for, 1 imibarqued, my (elf with him; Re'ying then on the promi- 
ſes which the Captain made me,that by his favor and means I ſhould quickly be rich, the only 
| thing in the world that 1 moſt defired,and ſuffe;ed my ſelf ro be deceived by my hopes,] ima: 
gined that | was already Maſter of great wealth,never confidering how vain and uncertain the 
| promiſes of men are,and that I could not reap much benefit by the Voyage I was going to un= 
ſ | dertake, by reaſon it was dangerous, arid unſcaſomable for Navigation in that Country. Now 
being departed from Dix, we ſailed in a time fiill of ſtorms, becauſe it was about the end of 
| Winter, which ſeemed to begin anew, ſo impetuous were the winds,and ſo great was the rain: 
a Nevertheleſs, how violent ſoever the Tempeſt was,and dark the weather,we letted not to diſ- 
y cover the Ile of Caria, Mwria, and Avedalcuria, at the fight whereof we thought our ſelves 
quite loſt,and wirhout hope of life. Whereupon,to declihe the danger, we turned the prow of 
our Veſſel to the Son h-Eaſt, knowing no other mean then that to avoid ſhipwrack * But by 
gcod fortume for us, it pleaſed God rhat we let fall an Anchor at the point of the I{land of 
Socotorazthere we preſently Anchored, a League below the place, where Don Franciſco 4 Ale 
mey1la cauſed a Fortreſs to be bullt in the year 1 557.when he came from Portzgal, as the firſt 
Vice-roy that ever was in the Indies. In the ſaid we took in Freſh water, and ſome pro- 
vifion of Vietuals, thace we bougheof the Chriftians of the Country, whichare the deſcend- 
ants of thoſe whom the Apoſtle S. ' Thomas cotiverted in thoſe parts. Being refreſhed thus, we 
parted from thence wich a purpoſe to enter the Streights;ſo that after we had failed nine daycs 
with a favourable wind, we found our ſelves right againſt Mazxa ; There about Sun-ſet we 
deſcried a Sail at Sea, 'whereunto we gave fo hard chace, that before the firſt watch of the 
night we came up cloſe to her; and then to fatisfie the defire we had for to learn ſomthing of 
the Captain by gentleneſs touching the Txrk;ſp Army, we demanded of him whether it was 
parted from S»es,or whether he had not met with itin any place; and that we might be the 
: better formed; we ſpake aloud to/all thoſe that were in the ſhip. Bur in Read of anſwer, 
without ſpeaking a word,and in contempt of us,they gave us 12, pieces of Ordnance, whereof 
AY five were ſmall, and the other ſever field Pieces, together wich good ftore of Muſquer ſhot , 
47 And withall, jn a kind of jollity; and as it were believing that we were already theirs, they 
; made all the ayr about reſoand again with their confuſed cries:Aﬀer this,to brave and terrific 
us the more,they flouriſhed a many flags and ftreamers up and down, and from the top of their 
' poop thiey brandiſhed'a number of naked Scymitars,commanding us with great threatning to 
| : come aboard and yield our ſelves unto them. Ar rhe firſt view of fo many Rhodomontados and 
bravings we were inſome doubr and amaze,which cauſed the Captains of our Foilts to call the 
Souldiers to Councel, for to know what they ſhould d the concluſion was,to continue 
fhooting at them till the next morning, that ſo by day-lighe they might be the better fought 
withal and inveſted,it being agreed upon of all fides that they were not ro be let go unpuniſh- 
ed for their 2 : wWhich'accordingly was performed, and all rhe reſt of the night we 
; gave them chaſe,plying them with our Ordnance.So morning come,their ſhip being ſhot tho- 
row and thorow in many places,and cruelly battered all over,they render themſelves into our 
| | hands, In the eticounter there were 64.0f their men killed, and of $0, that remained, the moſt 
| , part, ſeeing themſelves reduced to extremity, caſt themſelves into the Sea, chooſing rather 
' there to be drowned, then to be burnt in their ſhip with the artificial fires that we had hur- 
| Jed into her; ſo that of all the fourſcore there eſcaped but five, very fore hurt, whereof one 
; was the Captain. This ſame,by force of torture, whereunto he was expoſed by the Command 
of our two Captains, confeſſed that he came from Fadea, and that the Twrkiſh Army was al- 
ready departed from Szes, with a defign to take in Adem, and then to build a Fortreſs there 
before they attempted any thing in the Indies,according to an expreſs charge ſent by the great 
| Trrk from Conſtantinople to the Baſſa of grand Cairo, who was going to be General of thc 
| Army : Beſides this, he confefſed many other things conformable to our delice; amongit the 
which he ſaid,that he was a renegado Chriſtian, a Maliorquin by Nation, born at Cerdenbs, 
and fon to one named Parl Andrez, a Merchant of that Kland, and that about four years be- 
tore growing enamoured cf a very fair Greekiſh Mabhumetan, that was then his wife, for thc 
love of her he had abjured Chriſtianity, and embraced the Law of Mobomer. Our Captains 
much amazed hereat, gently perſwaded him to acquit this abominable belief, and become a 
Chriſtian again; whereunto the wicked Caytiff made anſwer with a brutiſh obſinacy, that 
at no hand he would yield to forſake his Law, fhewing himſelf fo hardened in the reſolution 
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ts continue therein, as if he had been born in ir, and never had profeſt any "other. By theſs 
ſpeeches of his,the Captains,perceiving there was no hope of recalling him from his damnable 
error, cauſed him to be bound hand and foot, and fo with a great ſtone tyed about his neck 
to be caſt alive into the Sea, ſending him to-participate with the rorments of this Mb m_ 
to be his companion in the other world, as he had been his confident in this. This Infidel- be. 
ing, executed in this ſort,we put the other priſoners into one of our Foiſts, and then ſunk their 
Veſſel, with all the'goods that were in her,which conliſted moſt in . packs of tained Cloths, 
-— we had no uſe,arid a few pieces of Chamler thac the ſoldiers got to make them appa+«

E departed from this place with an intent to go to m_ the Terricory of Preſter Se&.. | 


 Fobn, Emperour of Xthiopia ; for we had a Letter to deliver, which Antonio de Syl- 
vera ſent to a Faftor of his, named Awrique Barboſa, who had been three years reſident in 
that Country, by the Commaridment of the Governour Nuno de Cunha, When we were arri- 
ved at Gottor, a League lower then the Port of Mazxa, we were all reccived there very cour- 
tcouſly,as well by the Inhabitants,as by a Portzgal called Vaſco Martin de Seixas, born in the 
Town of 05idvs, wh6 was come thither by Henrico Barboſa's order, and had been there a 
moneth atcending the arrival of ſome Portzga! ſhips. The cauſe of that abode was to d-liver 
a Letter from the ſaid Hemrico, as accordingly he did to the ins of our Foiſts; by this 
Letter he certified the eſtate of the Turkiſh Army, and beſought them at any hand toſend 
bim ſome Portugals; to induce them whereunto,he remonſtrated unto them how it much im- 
ported the ſervice both of God and the King, and that for his own part he could not come 
unto them becauſe he was employed with —_—_— Portugals, in the Fort of Gileytor,for the 
guard of the perſon of the Princeſs of Tigremabon, Mother to Prefter Fohn. The two yn 
having peruſed this Letr&, communicated it to the chiefekt of the Souldiers,and fat in - 
cel upon it,where it was deterthiried that four of them ſhould go along with Yaſco Martins to 
Barboſ,and that they ſhould carry the Letter which Antonio de Sylvera had ſent him: This waz 
no ſconer reſolved then executed;for the next day three other Port#gals, and my ſelf, departed 
accordingly,and we went by Land mounted upon good Mules, which the Ciquaxy, Caprain 
of the Town, ſent us by the command of the Princeſs, theEmperours Mother, together wich 
fix Abiſins to accompany us. The firft night we lay at a very fair Monaſtery, called Satilga- 
on, The next day before the Sun roſe we travelled along by a River,and by that time we had 
rode five Leagues we arrived at a place named Bitontegwhere we ſpent that nightin a Convent 
of religious perſons,dedicated toS.Michael ; there we were very well entertained both by the 
Prior,and the Friers: A little after our arrival, the ſon of Bernagais, Governour of that Em- 
pire of Ztbiopia, a very proper and courteous Gentleman, about ſeventeen years old, came 
toſee us, accompanied with thirty men, all Mounted upon Mules,and himſelt on a Horſe tur- 
niſhed after the Portugal manner; the furniture was of Purple Velvet trimmed with Go'd 
fringe, which two years before the Governour Nuno de Cznba ſent him from the Indies, by 
one Lopez Chanoco, who was afterwards made a {lave at Grand Cairo, whereof this young 
Prince being advertiſed, he preſently diſpatched away a Fewiſh Merchant of Azgbib4 ro re» 
deem him;but as ill fortune would, he died before _ ew could get thither, which ſo griev- 
& this Prince when he underſtood of it, as the ſaid V.1ſco Martins affured us that in the faid 
Monaſtery of S. Michael, he cauſed the moſt honourable funerals tobe celebrated for: him that 
ever ic faw, wherein) aſſiſted above four thouſand Pricfts,belides a greater number of Novices, 
which in their language are called Santilcos : Nor was this all, for this Prince hearing that 
the deceaſed had been marricd at Gog, and likewiſe that he had left three daughters there 
behind h'm,which were very young and poor, he beſtowed onthem three hundred Oqueas of 
Gold, that are worth twelve Cru(adoes of our money apiece; a liberality truly royal, and 
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which I relate here, as well to amplifie the nobleneſs of this Prince, as that it may ſerve foran ; 


example to others,and render them more charitable upon like occaſions. = 
The next rhorning we continued our journey, making all the haſte that poſſibly we could: 


© which end we got upon good Horſes, that were given us by this Prince; and withal he * 
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inted four of his ſervants to accompany us, who during our Voyage entertained us ev 
There very ſumptuoſly. That day our lodging was at a goodly place, called Beteni wy 
which fignifics a royal houſe; and in truch it was not without reaſon ſo named, for on what. 
ſoever part one caft an eye, it was invironed with great high Trees for three Leagues abour , 
nor j3 it to be credited how pleaſing this Wood was,for that it was compoſed all of Cedars, 
Cypreſs, Palm,Date-Trees,and Cocos, like to thoſe inthe Indies;Here we paſt the night with 
all kind of cbntentment : In the morning we proceeded on our journey, and travelling after 
five Leagues a day, we paſt over a great Plain, all full of goodly Corn; Then we arrived at a 
Mountain —_ Vangaleu, inhabited by Jews, which was very white and handſome ; Two 
dayes and an halfafter we came toa good Town, called Fumbar, not above twelve Leagues 
diflant from the Fort of Gyleytor , there we found Barboſz, and the forty Portugal: aforeſaid, 
who received us with great Demonſtration of joy, but not without ſhedding of ſome rears, 
for though they lived there at their caſe, and were abſolute Maſters of all the Country, as they 
faid, yet the conſideration how they were as men baniſhed from their Country into this place, 


did very much trouble them. 
Now becauſe it was night when we arrived, and that we had all nced of reſt, Barboſa was 


bf the opitiion that we ſhould not ſee the Emperours Mother till the next morning, which was 
on Sunday,the fourth bf OZoberzthat come,and we well retreſhed, we went ac ied with 
Barboſa, and his mn ro the Princeſs Palace, where we found her at Maſs in her 
Chappel : A while after, being advertiſed of our arrival, ſhe cauſed us to be admitted into 
her preſence ; Whereupon we fell on our knees before her,and with all kind of humilicy Ted 
the Ventilow that ſhe held inher hand ; To theſe ſubmiſſions we adjoyned many other C <- 
remonies according to their faſhion, conformable to the inſtruttions we had taken from the 
Porttegals that conduſted us thither. She received us with a ſmiling countenance; and to teſti» 
fie how much ſhe was pleaſed with our coming z Verily, ſaid ſhe, you cannot imagine bow gle 
T a to fee you, that are right Chriſtians z, for it bath been a thing which I have alwayes « muc 
deſired, as a fair garden enammelled with flowers doth the morning dew , wherefore you are moſt 
welcome , come, and-may your entrance into my bouſe be as propitious as that of the Vertwous Queen 
Helena's was tuto wr Herewith ſhe made us to fit down upon Mats, not abow 
five or fix paces diſtant her; Then ſhewing her felf exccedingly contented, ſhe queſti- 
oned us about certain matters, of which ſhe affured us, thar ſhe much longed to be 
ſatisfied : Firſt, ſhe asked us the name of ourholy Father the Pope, alſo how many Kings 
there were in Chriſtendome,and wherher any of us had ever been in the holy Land ; where. 
ton ſhe much condemned the Chrittian Pririces, for their negleRt and wanc of care in ſcoki 
to ruine the power of the Twrk, who, ſhe ſaid, was the common enemy of them all. Likew! 
ſhe would know of us, whether the King of Portwgal was great in the Indies, what Forts he 
had there, in what places they were ſeated, and how defended, She made us many other 
Hke demands,to the which we anſwered the beſt we could for to content her aotipenths 
diſmifſed us,and we returning to our lodging, continued there nine dayes, which we ſpent in 
waiting on this Princeſs, with whom we had much diſcourſe on ſeveral ſubje&s: That Term 
=_ , we went to take our leaves of her; and in kiſſing of her hands ſhe ſeemed to be fom- 
at troubled at our departure, Truly, Gaid ſhe,Je grieves me that you will be gone ſo ſoon; 
but fince there is no remedy, I wiſh your Voyage may be þ roerns that at your 'arrival in the 
Ingies, you may be @ well received by yours, as the @uten of Sheba was heretofore by King So. 
Jomon i the admirable Palace of bis greatneſs. Now before we departed ſhe beſtowed on #s 
OI of Gold, which make rwo hundred forty Duckats of our money ; She 
cauſed us alſo to be condufted by a Naigque, and twenty Abiffins, as well to ſerve us for 
Guides, and guard us from Robbers, whereof that Countrey was foll, as to farniſh us with 
ViQtuals and Horſes,until ſuch time as we got to Arguico,where our Foiſts attended for us. This 
Princeſsalſo ſenta rich preſent of divers Jewels of Gold and Stones by _— Martins de Seix- 
& untothe Governour of the Indies, which by ill fortune was loſt in this Voyage, as ſhall be 
declared hereafter. | 
After we were returned to the Port of Arquico,where we found our companions caulking of 


our Foiſts,and furniſhing them with all that was neceſſary for our Voyage, we fell to work 


with them for the ſpace ofnine dayes. Ar length, all things being ready,we ſet ail, and parted 
from thence on _ the ſixth of or =, 1538. We carried with us both V oſco Mar-

the Preſent, and a Letter from the Princeſs to the Governour " the 
Indies, 
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Indies, as alſo an Abiſſin Biſhop, who was bound for Portugal, wit h an intent to go from 
thence to Galicia, Rome and Venice, and afterwards to travel to Fernſa/em, which eſpecially 
he deſired to ſee in regard of the holineſs of the place. An hour before day we- left the Porr, 
and failed along the coaſt before the wind,until fuch time as about noon we reached the point 
of the Cape of Cocam;and before we arrived at the I{land of Rocks, we diſcerned three Veſ. 
{:!s on the other fide, that ſeemed to us to be Gelvas or Terrader, which are the names of the 
Veſſels of that Country; Whereupon we gave them chaſe, and with the ſtrength of our cars, 
becauſe the wind was then ſomwhat down, we-purſued them in ſuch ſort, that in lek then two 
hours, having gotten up to them, we might eaſily perceieve them to be Twrkzſh Gallies, where- 
of we wereno ſooner afſured, but that we preſently be took our ſelves to flight; and made 
rowards the Land with all the haſte that might be, to (if ic were poſſible) to eſcape the danger 
that inevitably threatned us: But whether the Tyrks ſuſpefted our deſign, or knew it, in leſs 
then a quarter of an hour they hoiſted upall their fails, and having the wind favourable they 
followed us very hard, ſo as in a little while getting within a ſmall Faulcon ſhot of us, they 
diſcharged all their Ordnance upon us, wherewith they not only killgd nine of our men, and 
hurt fix and twenty, bur ſo battered our Foiſts, that we were fain to caſt a g:eat part of our 
goods into the Sea ; Mean while the Twrks loſt no time, bur joyned as ſo cloſe, that from their 
poop they hurt us eaſily with their pikes : Now there were four and foaurty good Souldiers 
remaining yet unhurt in our Foifts, who knowing that upon their valour,and the force of their 
Arms depended the lives both of themſelves, and all the reft;they determined to fighe it out: 
With this reſolution they ſet couragiouſly upon the Admiral of three Gallies, wherein was 
Solyman Dragat, General of the Fleet z Their onſet was fo furious, as they inveſted her from 
poop to prow, and killed ſeven and twenty anizaries ; nevertheleſs ſhe being inſtantly ſuc- 
coured with freſh men by the other two Gallies,which had ſtayed a little behind, we were fo 
wearicd and opprefſed with numbers,that we were not able to make any further refiſtance;for 
& four and $15 that we were at firſt, there was but eleven left alive, whereof two alſo died 
the next day, whom the Twrky cauſed to be cut in quarters, which they hang at the end of 
their main yard for a fign of their Vifory,and in that manner carried them to the Town of 
Mocaa,whereof the father-in-law of the ſaid Solymar Dragus,that had taken us,was Governor, 
who with all the Inhabitants waited the coming of his Son-in-law at the entry into the Port, 
to receive and welcome him for his Vitory.In his company he had a certain Cacis, who was 
Mowlana, the chiefeſt Sacerdotal dignity;and becauſe he had been a little before in Pilgrimage 
at the Temple of their Prophet Mahomet in Mecca,he was held by all the people for a very ho- 
{y man:This Impoſter rode up and down the Town in a triumphant Charret,covered all over 
with Silk Tapiftry,and with a deal of Ceremony bleffed the people as he went along, exhort- 
ing them to tender all poſſible thanks unto their Prepher for the ViRtory which $ olyman Dra. 
ext had obtained over us. As ſoon as they arrived at this place, we nine that remained alive 
were ſet on ſhore ,ticd altogether with a great chain,and amongſt us was the Avifin —_— 
{o picifully wounded, that he died the next day, and in his end ſhewed the repentance of 2 
true Chriſtian,which very much encouraged and comforted us, In the mean time all the Inha- 
birants that were aſſembled about us, hearing that we were the Chriſtians which were taken 
Captives, being exceedingly tranſported with choler, fell to beating of us in that cruel man- 
ner,as for my own patt I never thought to have eſcaped alive out of their hands, whereunto 
they were eſpecially incited by the wicked Cacis, who made them believe they ſhould obtain 
the more favour and mercy from their Mahomet, the worſe they entreated us. Thus chained 
all together, and perſecuted by every one,we were led in triumph over all the Town, where 
nothing was heard but acclamations and ſhouts, intermingled with a world of mufick,as well 
of inſtruments, as voyces. Moreover,there was not a woman, were ſhe never ſo retired, that 
came not forth then to ſee us,and todo us ſome outrage ; for from the very leaſt Children to 

the oldeft men,all that beheld us paſs by caſt out of the windows and balcons upon us pors of 
piſ,and other filth,in contempt and derifion of the name of Chriſtian, wherein every one ſtri- 
ved to be moſt forward,jn regard their curſed Prieſt continued ſtill preaching unto them,chat 

they ſhould gain remiſſion of their ſins by abuſing us. Having been tormented in this fort 

until the evening,they went and laid us(bound as we were) in a dark Dungeon,where we re 

mained 17.daye*,cxpoſed to all kind of miſery, having no other viftual all that time, but a 

little oatmeal, which was diftribured to us every morning to ſerve us all the day : Somtimes 

—__ us the ſame meaſure in dry Peafon a little ſoaked in water,and thiswas all 7 meat 

we had, HAP.

ear; = next day, in regard that we had been ſo miſerably moiled, and our hurts that werc 


reat but i!] looked unto, of us nine there died two ; whereof one was named Nans 
Delgado, and the other Andre Borges, both of them men of courage, and of good Familics, 
The Jaylor, which in their language 15 called Mocadan, _—_ in the morning to us, and 
finding our two companions dead, goes away in all haſte therewith to acquaint the Gawzi/, 
which is as the Judge with us, who came in perſon to the Priſon,attended by a great many of 
Officers and other people ; Where having cauſed their irons to be ftricken oft, and their feer 
to be tyed together with a rope, he commanded them ſoto be dragged from thence clean 
through the Town, where the whole multitude, to the very Children, purſued and palted 
them with ftaves and ſtones, untill ſuch time as being wearied with hurrying thoſe poor bo.. 
dies infuch faſhion,cthey caſt them all battered to pieces into the Sea. At laſt we ſeven, that 
were lefc alive, were chained alrogether,and rank © forth into the publique place of the town, 
to be fold to them that would give moſt : Thereall the people being met together, I was the 
firlt char was pur to ſale ; whereupon juſt as the Cryer was offering to deliver me unto whom- 
loever would buy me, in comes the very Cacis Mowlana, whom they held for a Saint, with 
ten or eleven other Cacis, his Inferiours,all Prieſts, like himſelf, of their wicked Set, and ad- 
dreſling his ſpeech to Heredrin Sofo, the Governour of the Town, who ſate as Preſident of the 
Portfale,he required him to ſend us,as an alms, unto the Temple of Mccqua ſaying, that he 
was upon returning thither, and having reſolved to make that Pilgrimage in the name of! all 
the people,it were not fit to go thither without carrying ſome offering tothePropher Noby,({o 
they termed th ir Mabomet,) a thing,ſaid he,that would utterly diſpleaſe Razaadat Moylana, 
the chict Prieſt of Medina Talnab, who without that would grant no kind of grace or pardon 
to the Inhabitants of this Town, which by reaſon of their great offences ſtood in extream 
need of the favour of God, and his Prophet. 

The Governour having heard the Caci ſpeak thus, declared unto him that, for his particu- 
lar,he had no power todiſpoſe of any part of the booty, and that therefore he ſhould apply 
himſelf to Solymam Drag his Son-in-law,who had made us {laves; ſo that in right it apper- 
tained only unto him to do'with us as he pleaſed ; and I donet think, added he, that he will 
contradi&t fo holy an intention as this is. Thou haſt reaſon for i:,anſwered the Cacis,but witt: 
all thou muſt know, that the things of God, and the alms that are done in his Name, loſe their 
value and forcc,when they are fifted through ſo many hands, & turmoiled with ſuch humane 
opinions;for which very cauſe ſeldom doth any divine reſolution follow thereupon, eſpecially 
ina ſubjett ſuch as this is,» hich thou mayſt abſolutely diſpoſe of, as thou art ſovereign Com- 
mander of this people:Moreover,as there is no body can be difpleaſed therewith, fo 1 do not 
{ce how it can. bring thee any diſcontent. For belides that this demand is very juſt; it isalſo 
moſt agreeable to our Prophet Noby,who is the abſolute Lord of this prize, inregard the Vi- 
acry came ſolely trom his holy hand, though with as much falſhood as malice thou goeſt a- 
bout to attribute the glory of itto the valor of thy ſon in law,and the courage of his ſoldicr-, 
At this inſtant a Fanizary was preſenr,Captain of one of the three Gallies that took us,a man 
that for h's exceeding valour was in great eſteem amongſt them,called Cope Geynal, who net- 
led with that which he heard the Cacis ſpeak,ſo much in contempt both of himſelf and the 
reſt of the Souldiers,that had carried themſelves very valiantly in the fight with us, returned 
him this anſwer, Certainly you might do better, for the ſalvation of your Soul,to diſtribut- 
ſome part of the exceſſive riches you poſſeſs among theſe poor Souldiers,then ſeek with feign'd 
ſpecches,full of hypocrilie and deceit, to rob them of thefe ſlaves, which have coſt the lives of 
ſo many brave men, their fellows inarms, and have been dearly bought by us that ſurvive, 
even with our deareſt blood,as the wounds we have upon us can but too well witneſs ; ſo can 
it not be ſaid of your Cabayage (a Sacerdotal Robe after their faſhion,) which forall it fits 
ſo trim and neat upon you,coversa pernicious habit you have of purloyning other mens eſtate: 
from them : Wherefore I would with you to defiſt from the damnable plot you have la'd a-' 
gainſt the abſolute Maſters of this Prize, whereof you ſhall not have ſo much as a token, an 
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(::k out ſom? other Preſent for the Caczs of Mecqua, to the end he may conceal your theev- 
rie-,and impiety, provided it be not done with the expence of our lives and blood, but ra- 
ther wich the goods you have (ov Iewdly gotten by your wicked and cunning devices. 

This Ces loul ina having received ſo bold an anſwer from this Captain, found it very 
-11e,and hard of dizettion, which made him in bitter terms,and void ofall reſpetts, exceed- 
ny wo blame the Captain, and the Souldiers that were there preſent,who, as well Tw-s as 

:-4c4n1,being much offended with his ill language, combined together and mutined again 
1n,and the rett of the people, in whole favour he had ſpoken fo infolently ; nor could this 
znuriny be appeaſed by any kind of m2ans,though the Governor of the Town, Father-in-law 
© the faid Solyman Dragnt, together with the Officers of Jultice, did all char poſſibly they 
could. In a word,that I may nor ſtand longer upon the particulars of this affair, I fay,that from 
this mall mutiny did ariſe fo cruel and enraged a contention, as it ended not bur with the 
dzath of 600 perſons, of the one,and the other ſide: But at length the Souldiers party prevail. 
in:;,.hcy pillaged the moſt part of the Town, eſpecially the faid C :civ Morlans”s houſe, killing 
7 wives and 9 children that he had, whoſe bodies together with his own were diſmembred, 
21:4 caſt into the Sea with a great deal of cruelty. In the lame manner they entreated all that 
belonged unto him, not fo much as giving lite to one that was knowa to be his. As for us 7 
P114gals, which were expoſed to ſale in the publique place, we could find out no better cx- 
p<.jent to fave our lives, then to return into the ſame hole, from whence we came, and that 
t60 without any Officer of Juſtice to carry us thither z neicher did we take it for a ſmall fa- 
v ur that the Jaylour would receive us into priſon. Now this mutiny had not ceaſed but by 
{hc authoricy of Solyman Draznt, General of the Gallies aforeſaid ; For this man with very 
v-ntle words gave an endo the (edition of the people, and pacitied the Mutiners,which ſhews 
v4 what power courtehie is, even with ſach as are altogether ignorant of ic, In the mean time 
Heredrin Sopho, Governour of the Town, come off but ill from this hurly burly, by reaſon 
that in the very firſt encounter he had one of his arms almoſt cut off. Three days after this dif- 
der was quieted, we were led all 7 azainto the Market place, there to be ſold with the reſt 
0f the booty, which conſiſted of our Stuff, and Ordnance, that they had taken in our Foifts, 
and were fold ata very eafic rate : For my (elf, miſerable that I was,and the moſt wretched of 
them all ; Fortune,my ſworn enemy,made m: tall into the hands ofa Greek renegado, whom 
1 {hall deteſt a3 long as I have a day to live, becauſe that in the ſpace of 3 Moneths I was with 
him; he uſed me (o cruelly, that becoming even deſperate, for that ] was not able to endure 
th: evil he did me, 1 was ſeven or eight times upon the point to have pm_ my ſelf, which 
queſtionleſs I had done,if God of his infinite mercy and goodneſs had not delivered me from 
it, whereunto I was the rather induced to make him loſe the money .he paid for me, becauſe 
he was the moſt covetous man in the world, and the moſt inhumane, and cruelleſt enemy ro 
thc name of a Chriſtian, But at the end of three moneths it pleaſed the Almighty to deliver 
me out of the' hands of this Tyrant, who for fear of loing the mony 1 coſt him ; If I ſhould 
chance to make my ſelf away, as one of his neighbours perſwaded him 1 would, telling him 
thathe had diſcovered ſo much by my countenance, and manner of behaviour, wherefore in 
pity of me he counſelled him to ſell me away, as he did not long after unto a Jew,named A- 
brabam Maca, Native of a Town called in thoſe quarters Toro, not above a League and an 
half diftant from Mount Sinay:This man gave for me the value of 300 Reals in Dates,which 
was the Merchandize that this Jew did ordinarily trade in with my late Maſter; and fo I par- 
ted with him in the company of divers Merchants for to go from Babylon to Cayxem, whence 
he carried me to O-muz, and there preſented me to Don Fernand de Lima, who was at that 
time Captain of the Fort,and ro Don Pedro Fernandez,Commiſſary General of the Indzes,that 
was then reliding at Ormuz, for the ſervice of the King by order from the Governour Nunh» 
de Cunha, Theſe two, namely Fernandez and de Lima, gave the Jew in recompence for me 
200 Pardans,which are worth three ſhillings and nine pence a piece of our coyn,whereof part 
1948 their own mony, and the reſt was raiſed of the alms which they cauſed to be gathered 
fr me inthe Town,ſo we both remained contented, the Jew for the fatisfation hee had re- 
cived from them.,and I to find my (elf at full liberty as before, 


Secing my ſelf by Gods mercy delivered from the miſericsI had endured ; after] had been SeQ.2. 


ſcventeen daysat Ormuz, I imbarqued my ſelf for the Indies in a ſhip that belonged to one 
Forge Fernandez Tabords, who was to carry Horſes to Goa, In the courle that we held we fail. 


-d with ſo proſperous a gale, that in 17 dayes we arrived in the view of the Fort of —_ 
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There, by the advice of the Captains, coaſting along by the Land for to learn ſome news, we 
deſcricd a great number of fires all that night,alſo at times we heard diversPicces of Ordnance: 
diſcharged, which very much troubled us, by reaſon we could not mnmagine what thoſe fires,or 
that ſhooting in the nizht ſhould mean ; in ſo much that we were divided into ſeveral opini. 
ons.During this incertainty our belt advice was,'tofail the reſt of the night with as little cloth 
as might be,uncil that on the next morning by favour of day light we perceived a great many - 
fails, which invironed the Fort on all fides. Some affirmed that it was the Governour newly 
come from Goa, to make peace for the death of Sultan Bandur,King of Cambaya,that was lain 
a little before. Others ſaid that it was the Infant, Brother to the King Dom Fovan, lately ar- 
rived there from Portugal, becauſe he was every day expedted in the Indies.Some thought that 
it was the Patemarca, With the King of Calicats hundred Foiſts of C :morin. And the laſt al. 
ſured us, how pr rooms” a with good and ſufficient reaſons that they were the Turks, 
As we were in this d'verfity of minds, and terrified with that which we diſcerned before our 
eyes, five very great Gallies c.me forth of the midſt of this Fleet, with a many of Banners, 
Flags and ſtreamers, which we ſaw on the rops of rheir Maits, and the ends of their Sail-yard:, 
whereof ſome were ſo long, that they touched even the very water. Theſe Gallies being come: 
forth in this ſort,turned their prows rowards us in ſuch a couragious and confident manner, 
that by their ſailing we preſently judged them to be Turks ; Which we no ſooner knew to b; 
ſo indeed, but we clapt on all our cloth for to avoid theuz, and to get into the main Sea, not 
without exce2:ding fear, leſt for our fins we ſhould fall into the like eſtate from whence | 
was ſo lately eſcaped. Theſe five Gallics having obſerved our flight,took a reſolution to pur. 
ſue us, and chaſed us till nighr,at which time it pleaſed God that they tacked about, and re- 
turned torhe Army from whence they, came. Seeing our ſelves freed from fo great a danger 
we went joyfully on, and two dayes after arrived at the Town of Chax!, where our Capcain 
and the Merchants,only landed for to viſit the Captain of the Fort,named Simon Guedez,unto 
whom they reported that which had befalſen them. Afſuredly, ſaid he, you are very much 
bound to give Gud thanks for delivering you from one of the greateſt perils that ever you 
were in,for without his aſſiſtance it had been impoflible for you ever to have declined ir,or ty 
tell me of it with ſuch joy as now you do : Thereupon he declared unto them,that the Army 
they had encountred was the =? ſame,which had held Antonio de Silveyra twenty dayes to- 
ane beſieged, being compoſed of a great number of Turks, whereof Solyman the Baſſ: 
Vice-Roy of Ca.re, was General, and that thoſe Sails they had ſeen,were 58.Gallies great an 
ſmall, 6achof which carried five Pieces of Ordnance in her prow, and ſome! of them wer: 
Pieces of Battery,beſides eight other great veſſels full of Twrbs, that were kept in reſerve to 
ſuccour the Army, and ſupply the places of ſuch as ſhould be killed : Moreover, he added, that 
they had great abundance of Viftuals, amongſt the which there was 12. Bafilisks. This news 
having much amazed us, we rendred inftaite praiſe to the Lord for ſhewing us ſuch grace, as 
todeliver us from ſo imminent a danger. 

We ſtaid at Chaut but one day, and then we ſet ſail for Goa?, Being advanced as far tothe 
River of Carapatan, we met with Fernand de Myra, Captain of three Foifts, who by the 
command of the Vice-Roy, Dom Garcia de Noronha, was going to Dabsl, to the end he might 
ſee whether he could take or burn a Tzrkifþ Veſſel which was in the Port laden with Vittua!s 
by order from the B2ſſ:r This Fernind de Morais had no ſooner gotten acquaintance of our 
ſhip,but he defired our Captain to lend him 15 men, of twenty that he had, for to ſupply the 
great necellity he was in that way, by reaſon of the Vice-Royes haſtning him away upon the 
ſudden; which, faid he, would much advance the ſervice both of God, and his Highnel-. 
After many conteſtations of either part upon this occaſion, and which, to make fhort, I wil! 
paſs under ſilence, at length they were agrecd,that our Captain ſhould let Fernand de Morais 
have 12 of 15 men that he requeſted, wherewithal he was very well ſatisfied : Of this numbe! 
I was one, as being alwayes of the leaſt reſpe&ted. The ſhip departing for Goa;Fernand de M:- 
razs, with his three Foiſts,ccntinued his Voyage towards the Port of Dabu!, where we arri- 


| vedthenext day about nine of the clock in the morning, and preſently . took a Patach of Ma- 


Libar, which laden with Cotton Wool and Pepper,rode at anchor in the midſt of the Port, 
Having taken it we put the Captain and Pilot ro torture , who inſtantly confeſſed that a ter 
dayes before the ſhip came into that Port exprefly from the Baſſz to lade ViRuals, and that 
there was in her an Embafſadour, who had brought Hidalcan a very rich Cabaya, that is, © 


garment worn by the Gentlemen of that Countrey, which he wanld not accept of, _ ,” + 
thereby 
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thereby he would nat acknowled ze himſelf fubjet to the Tark, it being a cuſtom among the 
M:bunetansfor the Lord todo that honour to his Vaſſal;and further, that this refuſal had fo 
much vexed the Embaifador, a h. rettirned wirhour taking any kind of proviſion of viftuals, 
and that Hidalcan had anſwered,he made much more eſteem of the ts.of Portugals amity,then 
of his, which was nothing but dec-ir, as having viurped the Town of Goa upon him, after he 
had offered ro aid him with his {lavour and forces to regain it, Moreover, they faid, that it 
wa: not above two (aye; lince the {ip they {poke of parted from the Port,and that the Cap< 
tain of her, nam<d Cie Ale,had denounced War againſt Hidalcan, vowing that as ſoon as FM 
Fort of Diu was taken, which conld not hold out above eight dayes, according to theeſtate 
wherein he had left it, Hid tear ſhould loſe his Kingdom, or life, and that then he ſhould (to 
hiz coſt ) know how that the Portwga!s, in whom he put his confidence,could not avail him. 
With theſenews Captain Morass turned towards Goa, where he arrived two dayes after, and 
gave account to the Vice-Roy of that which had paſt. There we found Goncallo vaz Coutinhbs, 
who was going with five Foiits to Ozor,to demand of the Queen thereof one of the Gallies of 
$;/ymans Army,which by a contrary wind had been driven into her Ports : Now one of the 
Captains of thoſe Foiſts,my ſpecial Friend, ſeeing me poor and neceflitous, perſwaded me to 
accompany him in this Voyage,and to that end got me five Ducares pay, which I very gladly 
accepted of, out of the hope I had, that God would thereby open me a way to a better for- 
time. Being imbarqued then, the Captain and Souldiers, pitying the caſe | was in, beſtowed 
ſuch ſpare clorhes as they had upon me,by which means being reaſonably well-pieced up a- 
gain, wepartcd the next morning from the Road of Bardees, and the Monday tollowing we 
caſt anchor in the Port of Onor;where,that the inhabitants of the place might ho” how lit-- 
tle account we made of that mighty Army, we gave thema great peal of Ordnance, putting, 
forth all our tites, beating our Drums, and ſounding our Trumpets, tothe end that by theſe 
exterior demonſtrations they might conclude we regarded not the Tarks awhit.

Goncallo vaz Coutinho's Treaty with the Queen of Onor ; bis aſſaulting of 2 Turkiſh 
Galley, and that which hapncd uno us as we were upon our return to Goa. 


# > Flcet making a ſtand upon the diſcharging 'of our peal of Ordnance, the General Se&-:: 


Goncallo vaz Continho ſent Bento Caſftanho, a very diſcreet and eloquent man, tothe 
Quzen of Onor,to preſent her with a Letter from the Vice-Roy, and to tell her that he was 
come to complain of her, for that ſhe had (worn a peace and amity with our King of Portugal, 
and yet ſuffered the 7rky, mortal Enemies to the Portugal, troabide in her Ports. Hereunto 
ih< return:d this anſwer ; That both himſelf and bis company were very welcome , that ſh: greatly 
eteemed of them, hecauſe they were Vaſſals to the King of Portugal,and 4s tonching thatbe ſaid of 
the Peace ſhe had with the King, and his Gonvernours, it was moſt truce, 2nd that ſhe deſired 
t, maintain it 4s long as (he lived : For that which be jaid of the Turks, ſhe took, her God to 
witneſs bow much againſt her will ſhe had receive4 and (uffered them in her Ports , but that 
Fnding ber ſelf tos weak, for to reſiſt ſuch powerful Enemies, ſhe was conſtrained to diſſem= 
ble, which ſhe wonld never have done had ſhe been furniſhed with ſufficient Forces ; Further 
mare, to clear her ſelf the bettcr unto them, ſhe offered both her power and people for to repel 
them ont of her Parts : and whereas be had brought Men enough to chace them thence, ſhe reque/t- 
«4 bimt9 doit, wherein ſhe would aſſift him all that poſſibly ſhe could, which ſpe confirmed with 
Oaths, (rearing by the Golden Sandals of the Sovereign God whom ſhe adored : To this ſpeech 
ſhe added, that ſhe ſhould be as well pleaſed if God would give him the 'Vittory over them, a if 
the King ef Narfingua, whoſe Slave ſhe 948, ſhould ſet ber at the Table with bus Wife, Goncallq, 
a2, Coutinho having, received: this Embafſage, and other Complements from the Queen, 
though he had lictle hope of any performance on her part, yet did he w ſely difſemble it. At- 
terwards being fully informed by the leof the Country of the Twrky intention, of rhe 
place where they were,and what they did at that inſtant, he called a Counce! thereupon,and 
having throug'y debated and confidercd all things, it was unanimouſly concluded, rhat both 
for the King of Portzgal their Maſters honour, and his own, it was expedient toſer upon this 
Galley, either for to take, or fire it, wherein it was hoped that God, for whoſe Glory we 
fought, would be aliſting to us againſt thoſe Enemies of th2 holy Faith. This refolution bzing: 
madz,and figned by us all, he entred fome two faulcons thot within the River, where — had 
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ſcarce anchored, when as a little Boat, «which they call an Al/mazdia, came aboard us, with 4 
Brachman that ſpake very good Portuguez: This man delivered a meſſage from the Queen 
untoour Captain, whereby ſhe carneſtly defired him, that for the Vice-Royes ſake he would 
defiſt from the Enterprize he had undertaken, and not to affault the Trrhs any manner of 
way,which, ſaid ſhe, could not be done without great diſadvantage, for thar the had beer, 
advertiſed by her Spies,that they had fortified themſelves with a gocdT rench,which they had 
caſt up near the place where they had moored their Galley;in regard whereof it ſeemed to her 
almoſt impoſſible for him with no more Forces then he had to be able to prevail in fo grear 
an attempt:wherefore ſhe took her God ro witneſs how much ſhe was troubled with the fear 
ſhe was in, leſt ſome miſ-ſortune ſhould betide him. Hereunto our Caprain returned an an- 
{wer full of wiſdom; and courteſie,' laying that he kifſed her Highneſs hands for the extra- 
ordinary favour ſhe did him,in giving him ſo good advice : but for his combat with the Twrky, 
he could not follow her counſel,and therefore would proceed in his determination, it being 
always the cuſtom of the Portzgals,not to inquire - whether their Enemics were few, or many 
tince rhe more they were,the more ſhould be cheir loſs, and the greater his profit and honour. 
Thus was the Brachman diſmiſſed, our Captain beſtowing, on him a piece of green Chamlet, 
and an Hat lined with red Sattin, wherewith he returned very well contented. 

The Brachman diſmiſt,Goncallo vaz Continho reſolved to ig with the Twrks, but before 
he proceeded ay further, he was advertiſed by Spies what ſtratagems the Enemy would uſe 
againſt us,and thar the precedent night, by the favour of the Queen, they had moored up the 
Galley,and by it raiſed up a platform,whereupon they had flanked 25. Pieces of Ordnance ; 
but all that ſtayed him not fromadvancing towards the Enemy ; Seeing himſelf then within 
a Cannon ſhot of them, he went our of his Foift, and wich bo. men onely landed, the reſt 
which he had brought with hitm from Coafor this enterprize,being but an hundred more, he 
left for the guard of tlie Foiſts, So after he had ſer his men in Batre! array,he marched coura- 
gioully againſt his adverſaries, who perceiving us making towards them valiantly: reſolved to 
defend themſelves, to which end they allied ſome five and twenty or thirty paces out of their 
Trenches, where the fight began on cicher fide with ſuch fury, that in leſs then a quarter of an 
hour, five and forty lay dead in the place, amongſt the which,there was not above $.of ours : 
Hereupon our General not contented with the firſt Charge, gave them a ſecond, by means 
whereof it pleaſed God to make them turn their backs, in ſuch ſort that they retired pell-mel, 
as men routed, and in fear of death:Mean while we purſued them to their veryTrenches,wherc 
they turned upon us,and made head anew, in the heat hereof we were fo far engaged and in- 
tangled together, that we knocked one another with the pummels of our ſwords : Mean while 
our Foiſts arrived, which were come along by the ſhore to ſuccour us, and accordingly they 
diſcharged all their Ordnance upon our Enemies, toſach good purpoſe, as they killed 11. or 
12. ofthe valianteſt Fanizaries, which wore green Turbants, as a mark of their Nobility. 
The death of theſe fo terrified the reſt,cthat they preſently forſook the Field, by means where- 
of we had leaſure to ſet the Galley on fire upon the expreſs command of our General Gorc«/. 
lo, ſothat having caſt into her five pots of Powder, the fire took hold on her with ſachvio- 
lence,as it was apparant it could not be long before ſhe were utterly conſumed ; for the Maſt 
and Sail-yards were all of a flame, had not the Turks, knowing the danger ſhe was in, moſt 
couragiouſly quenched the fire; but we laboured all that poſſibly we could to hinder them 
from it, and to make good that we had ſo bravely begun, which the enemies perceiving, as 
their }aſt refuge they gave fire to a great Piece of Ordnance, which charged pwith ſtones, and 
other ſhot, killed fix.of ours, whereof the principal was Diego vas Continho, the Generals ſon 
be{ides a dozen others were hurt, that put us quite in diſorder; whereupon the Enemies find- 
ing how they had ſpoyled us,fell to ſhouting in fign of Viftory, and torendring of thanks to 
their Mahomet * at the naming of this their falſe Prophet, whom they invoked, our Genera], 
the better to encourage his Souldiers, Fellows in arms, ſaid he, ſeeing theſe Dogs call upon the 
Devil 11 aid them let ws pray unto our Saviour Feſus Chriſt to aſſiſt w. This ſaid, we once more 
aſlaulted the Trench,which the enemies no ſooner perceived, but they craftily turned thei; 
backs, and took their flight towards the Galley, but they were inſtantly followed by ſome 
of ours, who within a while made themſelves Maſters of all their Trenches ; in the mean 
time the Infidels tgave fire to a ſecret Mync, which they had made a little within their 
Trenches, and blcw up fix of our Portzgals, and eight Slaves, maiming many others beſides , 


Now the ſmoak was ſuch and fo thick, as we could hardly diſcern one another, in d regart 
rey 
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whereof our General, fearing 1:{t ſome greater loſs then the former ſhould befal him, re-= 
rwreated to the water fide,-carrying along with him both the dead bodies,and all the hure 
men,and {© went where his Foifts lay, into the which every one being imbarqued,we rerurn- 
ed with ſtr2ngth of rowing to the place from whence we came, where with extream ſorrow 
he cauſed the {lain to be interred,and all that were hurt to be dreſt, which were a very great 
number, | 


The fame day that was (© fatal to us,a Liſt being taken of all the ſurviving ſouldicrs, that $8-4; 


{o it might be known how many had been loft in the laſt fight upon aſſaulting of rhe Trench, 
we found rhat of fourſcore which we were,there was fifteen ſlain, fifty four hurt,and nine quite 
maimed for ever: The reſt of the day,and the night following, we kept very good watch to 
avoid all ſurprizes of the enemy. As {oon as the next morning appeared,there came ah Embaſ. 
{fadour from the Q 1cen of Onor to the General Goncallo, with a Preſent of Hens,Chickens,and 
new layd Eggs, for the reliefofour fick men;Now though we had great need of thoſe things 

yet in ſtead of receiving our General utterly refuſed them ; and ſhewing himſelf very much 
diſleaſed wich rhe Queen, he could not forbear laſhing out ſome words that were a little 
more harſher then w+ requiſite ; ſaying,that the Vice-Roy ſhould ere long be advertiſed of 


Portx74ls, who had been miſerably ſlaughtered through her praftices, by aſſiſting the Turks 
againſt them : and iti a word, that he would thank her-more fully 


veck, $4 
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our hurt men unto,he reſolved to be gone, and fo the ſame day after dinner we departed ; 
Howbeit he firſt left one, named Georgio Neegweyra, there, with expreſs order exaftly to ob= 
ſerve all that was done concerning that affair, and thereof to give certain intelligence to the 


Vice-Roy, as the Queen her ſelf had requeſted, 


CnuaPp. VI. 
What paſſed till ſuch time a Pedro de Faria arrived at Malaca ; bis receiving an 
Embaſſadour from the King of Batas ; with his ſending me to that King, 
and that which arrived tome in that Voyage. 


$.&:1, 2] Ui next day our General Goncallovas Continho arrived at Goa, with ſo many of us a: 


remained alive : There he was exceedingly welcomed by the Vice-Roy, unto whom he 
rendred an account of his Voyage, as alſo of that which he had concluded with the Queen of 
Onor,who had promiſed to burn the Galley within four dayez, and to chaſe the Twrts out of 
all the Confines of her Kingdom, wherewith the Vice-Roy was very well ſaticfied.in the mean 
time,after I had remained three and twenty dayes in the faid Town of Goa,where I was cured 
of two hurts which I had received in fight at the Twrks Trenches, the neceſſity whereunto I 
ſaw my {elf reduced, and the counſel of a Frier,my Friend,perſw2ded me to otier my ſervice 
untoa Gentleman, named Pedro de Faria, that was then! newly preferred to the charge of 
Captain of Malacs,who upon the firlt motion was very willing io entertain me for a ſouldier, 
ds promiſed me withal co give me ſomthing over and above the reſt of hi: Company during 
the Voyage which he was going to make with the Vice-Roy, For it was at that very time 
when as the Vice-Roy Dom Garcia de Nor mba was __ to go to the ſuccour of the For. 
treſs of Din, which he certainly knew was belteged,and in great danger to be taken,by reaſon 
of the great Forces wherewithal it was inveſted by the Turk; and to relicve it the Vice-Roy 
had aflembled a mighty Fleet at Goa,conlilting of about 225. Veſſels, whereof fourſcore and 
threes were great ones ; namely, Ships, Galleons, Carvels, and the reſt Brigantines,Foiſts, 
and Galleys, whercin it was ſaid there were ten thouſand Land-mcn, and thirty thouſand 
Mariners, belides a great number of {laves. The time of ſetting fail being come,and the Foilts 
rovided of all things neceſſary, the Vice-Roy imbarqued himſelf on Saturday the 14. of 
wvember, 1538. Howbeit five dayes paſt away before he pur out of the Haven, in regard he 
ſtayed for his men, that werenot all ready to imbarque ; the mean while a Catur arrived 
from the Town of Da,with a Letter from Antonio de Silveyra,Captain of the Fortreſs, where. 
by he advertiſed the Vice-Roy, that the Twrks had raiſed the ſiege, and were retired. Now 
thuughthele were good news, yet was the whole Fleet grieved thercat, for the great defire 
every one had to fight with the Enemies of our Faith. Hereupon the Vice-Roy abode there 
five dayes longer, during the which he took order for all things neceſſary to the conſervation 
of his Government of the Indiesand then commanding to hoiſt ſail, he departed from Goa on 
a Thurſday morning, the 16. of December : The fourteenth of his Navigation he went and 
caſt Anchor at Chaxl,where he remained 3.da, 2s,during the which he entred into conterence 
with Inezamuluco, a Mahometan Prince, and took order for certain affairs very much import- 
ing the ſurety of the Fortreſs : After that he cauſed ſome of the Veſſel; of the Fleet to be rig- 
ged,which he furniſhed with Souldicrs and Vifuals,and then departed for to go tro Din;But 
it was his il] fortune,as h- was crofling the Gulph,co be ſuddenly overtaken by ſuch a furious 
Tempeſt,that it not only ſeparated his Fleet, ms was the lofs of many Vellels, chiefly of the 
baftard Galley which was caſt away at the mouth of the River Dabul, whereof Dom Alvare 
de Noronha, the Vice-Royes ſon, and General of the Sea-forces, was Captain; In the ſame 
Gulph alſo periſhed the Galley named Eſpinbero, commanded by Fovan de Sowſz; howbeit 
the moſt part of their men were ſaved by Chriſtopbilo de Gama, who came moſt opportunely 
to their ſuccour, During this Tempeſt there were ſeven other ſhips likewiſe caſt away, the 
names of which I have forgotten, in ſo much that it was a moneth before the Vice-Roy could 
recover himſelt of the loſs he had ſuſtain'd, and re-afſemble his Fleet again, which this ſtorm 
had ſcattered in divers places : At-length the 16. of Fanxary, 1 539. he arrived at the Town ot 
Diz,where he caulcd the Fortreſs,to be re-buile,the greater par: whereof had been demolithec| 
by the Turks, ſoas it ſeemed that it had been defended by the belieged, rather by mirac'e : 
then force : Now tv effect it the better, he made Proclamation, that all the Captains with 


their ſouldiers ſhould cach of them rake in charge to rc-bui!d that quarter which _—— be 
\ allottec! 
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allotted them ;” and becauſe never a Commander there had more then Pero de Faria, he 
thought fit to appoint him the Bulwark, which looked to the Sea, for his quarter, together 


with the out-wall that was on the Lands {ide ; wherein he beſtowed ſuch care and diligence, 
that in fix and twenty days ſpace, both the one and the other were reſtored to a better ſtate 
then before, by the means of 300 Souldiers that were employed about ir. This done, for 
that it was the 14 of March, anda fit eime for Navigation to Mzlaca, Pedro de Faria (et fail 
for G»a,where by vertue of a Patent granted him by the Vice-Roy,he furniſhed himſelf with 
all things neceſſary for his Voyage ; Departiug then trom Goa on the 13 of April, with a Fleet 
of eight Ships, four Foiſts, and-one Galley, wherein there were five hundred men , he 
had fo favourable a wind, that he arrived at Mlaca, the fifth day of Fwne, in the fame 


year, 1539. 


Pedro de Faria ſucceeding Dom Eſftevans de Gama in the charge of the Captain of Malaca, ge&,a. 


arrived there ſafely with his Fleet, nothing hapning in his Voyage worthy of writing. Now 
becauſe at his arrival, Eſtevan de Gama had not yet ended the time of his Commiſſion, he was 
not put into the poſſeſſion of that Government until the day that he was to enter upon his 
Charge. Howbeit, in regard Pedro 4e Faria, wasere long to be Governour of the Fortreſe, 
the neighbouring Kings ſent their Embafſadours to congratulate with him,and to make a ten- 
der of their amity,and of a mutual conſervation of Peace with the King of Portz2al, Amongſt 
theſe Embaſſadours there was one fromthe King of Batas, who raigned in the Ile of Samar-a, 
wher? it is held fora ſurety that the Ifland of Gold is,which the King of Portugal, Dom. Foana 
the Thicd,had refolved ſhould have been diſcovered,by the advice of certain Captains of the 
Country. This Embaſſadour, that was brother-in-Law to the King of Btas, named Aqua- 
rem Dabolay, brought him a rich preſent 0: Wood of Aloes, Calambaa, and hve quintals of 
Benjamon in flowers, witha Letter written on the Bark of a Palm-tree, where theſe words 
were inſerted, 

More ambitious then all men of the ſervice of the Cyowned Lyon, ſeated in the dreadful Throne 
of the Sea, the rich and mighry Prince of Portugal, thy Maſter an4 mine, to whom, in thee, Pe- 
drode Faria, I do np render obedience with 2 ſincere and true amity , to the end I may become 
bis Subjed with all the puritie and affettion which a V aſſal is obliged to carry unto bis Maſter , 
I Angeeſſiry Timorraia, King of Batas, deſiring to inſinaate my ſelf into thy friendſhip, that thy 
Subjetts may be inriched w'th the fruits of this my Country, I do offer by a new Treaty to re= 
Pleniſh the Marazines of thy King,zoho is alſo mine, with Gold, Pepper, Camphire, Benjimon, and 
Ales, upon condition that with an entire confidence thin ſhalt ſend me a ſ.fe conduct, written and 
eſſigned with thine own hand, by means whereof all my Lanchares and Jurupanges may Navigate 
in ſafety, Furthermore, in favour of this new Amity, I do again beſeech thee to ſuccour me with 
ſome powder and great ſhot, whereof thou haſt but too much in thy Store-houſes, an4 therefore 
mayeſt well ſpare them ; for T had never ſo great need of all kinde of Warlihe munition as at 
this preſent, This granted, I ſhall be much indebtgd to thee, if by thy means I may once cha- 
ſtiſe thoſe perjured Achems, the mortal and eminent Enemies of thy Malaca, with whom, I 
ſwear to thee, I will never have peace as long as I live, until ſuch time as I bave had ſatisfadii- 
on for the blood of my three Children, which call upon me for vengeance, and that therewith 1 
may aſſwage the ſorrow of their Noble Mother, who having given them ſuck,, and braught them 
#p, bath ſeen them fincc miſerably butckered by that cruel Tyrant of Achem in the Town of Ja- 
cur and Lingua, as thou ſhalt be more partigularly informed by Aquarem Dabolay, the Brother 
of thoſe Childrens deſolate Mother, whom T have ſent unto thee for a confirmation of our new 
Amity, to the end, Signior, that he may treat with thee ahout ſuch things as ſhall ſeem good wnto 
thee, as well for the ſervice of God, as for the good of thy people. From Paniau, the fifth day of 
the eighth Moon. 

This Embaſſadour received from Pedro de Faria all the honour that he could do him after 
their manner, and as ſoon as he had delivered him the Letter,it was tranſlated ito the Portz- 
gal out of the Malayan Tongue, wherein it was written. Whereupon the Embafſadour by his 
Interpreter declared the occaſion of the diſcord which was between the Tyrant of Achem and 
the King of Batas, proceeding from this,that the Tyrant had not long befarepropoundad 
unto this King of Batas, who was a Gentile,the imbracing of Mahomets law,conditionally that 
he would wed him toa Siſter of his, for which purpoſe he ſhould quit his wife, that was alſo 
a Gentile, and married to him fix and twenty years ;- Now becauſe the King of Batas would 


by no means condeſcend thereunto, the Tyrant, incited by a Cacis of his, immediately 
denounced 
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denounced War apainſt him : So each of them having raiſed a mighty Army, they ſought a 

moſt bloody Battel,that continued three houres and better,during the which the Tyrant per« 

ceiving theadvantage the Bataes had ofhim,after he had loſt a great number of his people, he 

made his retreat into a Mountain, called Cagerrendan, where the Bataes held him beſieged by 

the ſpace of three and twenty dayes ; but becauſe that time many of the Kings men fell ſick, 

and thatalſo the Tyrants Camp began to want Vieuals; they concluded a Peace, upon con. 

dition that the Tyrant ſhould give the King five bars of Gold -(which are in value two hun- 
dred thouſand Crowns of our mony)for to pay his Souldiers, and that the King ſhould mar- 

ry his eldeſt ſon to that fiſter of the Tyrant,who had been the cauſe of making that War, This 
accordingly being ſigned by either part,the King returned into his Country,where he was no 
ſooner arrived, but relying on this Treaty of Peace, he diſmiſt his Army,and diſcharged all 
his Forces. The tranquillity of this PeaceJaſted not above two moneths and an half, in which 

time there came to the Tyrant 300 Turks, whom had long expeted from the Streight of 
Mecqua, and for them had ſent four Veſſels laden with Pepper, wherein alſo were brought a 
great many Caſes of Muskets and Hargebuſes, together with divers Pieces both of Braſs and 

Iron Ordnance; whereupon the firſt thing the Tyrant did,was to joyn 300. Tarks to ſome 

Forces he had ſtill afoot;then making as though he would go to Pacem,tor to take in a Cap- 
tain that was revolted againſt him, he cunning]y fell upon two places, named Facnur and 
Lingza,that appertained to the King of Batas,which he ſuddenly ſurprized when they within 
them leaſt thought of it, for the Peace newly made between them took away all the miſtruſt 
of ſuch an n—_ as by that means it was cafie for the Tyrant to render himſelf Maſter of 
thoſe Fortrefſes. Having taken them, he put three of the Kings ſons to death, and 700 Orc 
ballones,ſoare the nobleſt and the valianieſt of the Kingdom called. This while the' King of 
Batas, much reſenting,and that with good cauſe fo great a Treachery, ſware by the head of 
his god ia Hocombinor, the principal Idol ofthe Gentiles ſe&,who hold him for their god 
of Juſtice,never to eat either Fruit, Salt, or any other thing that might bring the leaſt guſt 
to his palate, before he had revenged the death of his Children, and drawn reaſon from the 
Tyrant for this loſs;proteſting further, that he was weſolved to dye in the maintenance of fo 
juſt a War. To which end, and the better to bring it to paſs, the King of Batas ſtraight way 
aſſembled an Army of 1500 men, as well Natives, as Strangers ; wherewithal he was afliſted 
by ſome Princes his Friends : and to the ſame effe& he implored: the Forces of us Chriſtians, 
which was the reaſon why he ſought ro contra& that new amity we have ſpoken of before, 
with Pedro de Faria, who was very well contented with it, in regard he knew that it great- 
ly imported, both the ſervice of the King of Pertzgal, and the conſervation of the Fortreſs, be. 
fides that by this means he hoped very much to augment the Revenue of the-Cuſtomes, to- 

gether with his own particular, and all the reſt of the Portugal profit, in regard of the great 
Trade they had in thoſe Countries of the South, 

After that the King of Batas Embaſſadour had been ſeventeen dayes with us, Pedro de Fa- 
ria diſmiſſed him, having firſt granted whatſoever the King his Maſter had demanded, and 
ſomthing over and above, as Fire-pots, Darts, and murdering Pieces wherewith the Embaſ- 
fadour departed from the Fortreſs {o contented, thathe ſhed tears for joy ; nay, it was ob- 
ſerved, that paſſing by the great door of the Church, he turned himſelf towards it, with his 
hands and eyes lift up to Heaven,and then as it were praying to God ; Almighty Lord aid 
he openly, that in reſt #24 preat joy livelt there above ſeated. on the Tre aſure of thy Riches, which 
are the ſpirits formed by thy Will, bere I promiſe thee, if it may be thy good pleaſure to give us the 
victory againſt this Tyrant of Achem, and to permit us to regain that from him which with ſuch 
motable Treachery he hath takgn from us in thoſe places] of Jacur and Lingua, we will alwayes 
moſt faithfully and ſincerely acknowledge thee according to the Law of the Portugals, and ace 
cording to that boly Verity wherein conſiſts the Salvaticn of all that are born in the World. Fur. 
thermore, in our Gountrey we will build fair Temples unto thee, perfumed with ſweet Odours, 
where all living Souls ſhall on their bended knees adore thee as it hath been alwayes uſed to be 
done unto this preſent in the Lord of Portugal, And bear what beſides 1 promiſe , and 
ſwear unto thee with aſſuredneſs of a good and faithfull Servant, that the King my Ma- 

fr, ſhall never acknowledge any other King then the great Portugal, whi is now Lord of 
aca, 

Having made'this Proteſtation,he preſently imbarqued himſelf in the ſame Lanchara, 


wherein he came thither, being accompanicd with cleven or twelve Balons, which'are ſmall 
Barque 
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Barques, and ſo went tothe Iſle of Ups, diſtant not above half a league from the Port, There 
. the Bandara of Malzcz (who is as it were chizt Juſticer amongſt the Mahometans) was pre- 
ſent in perſon,by the expreſs commandment of Pedro 4e Fariz,for to entertain him : And ac: 
cordingly he made him a great Feaſt, which was celebrated wich Hoboys, Drums Trumpets 
and Cymbals,together with an excellent conſort of voices framed to the Tune of Harps Lutes, 
and Viols after the Portzgal manner. Whereat this Embaſſador did ſo wonder, that he would 
often pat h's finger on his mouth, an uſual ation with thoſe of that Country when they mar- 
vel at any thing. About twenty dayes after the departure of this Embaſſador, Pedro de Faria 
being informed that if he would ſend ſome Commodities from the Indies to the Kinzdom of 
Batas, he might make great profit thereof, and much more of thoſe which ſhould be returned 
from thence,he to that effe& ſer forth a Fxrupango, of the bignefle of a ſmall Carvel, wherein 
he ventured a matter of ſome ten thouſand ducates , In this Veſſel he ſent,as his Fator,a cer- 
rain Mahymetzn, bornat Mzlaca, and was deſirous to have me to accompany him, telling me, 
that thereby 1 ſhould not only much oblige him, but that alſo under prerext of being ſent as 
Embaſſador t.1}ther, I might both ſee the King of Bazas,and going along with him in his jour-. 
ney againſt the Tyrant of Achem,which ſore way or other would queſtionleſs redound to my 
t. Now to the end that upon tmy returnout of thoſe Countries | might make him a true 
tion of all that 1 had ſeen, he prayed me carefully to obſerve whatſoever ſhould paſs there, 
efpecially to learn whether the Iſle of Gold, fo much talked of, was in thoſe parts ; for 
chat he was minded, if any diſcovery of i ſhould be made, to write unto the King of Portrgal 
about ir. To ſpeak the trath, 1 would fain have excuſed my (elf from this Voyage, by reaſon 
thoſe Countries were unknown to me;and for that the inhabirants were by every one account- 
ed faithlefs and treacherous,having fmall hope befides romake any gain by it,inreyard thar all 
my ſtock amonrired not ro above an hundred ducates;Bur | e I durft not oppoſe the Cap- 
ns 4efire 1 ifhbarqued myſK,thonghivery anwillingly,wirh thatinfidel who had the charge 
of rhe Merchandiſe, Our Pilot ſteered his courſe from Malacz to the Port of Sorotilan, which 
Þ th the Kingdom of Ar», alwayes coafting the Ne of Samarrs towards the Mediterranean 
Sea, riſl at we arrived at a certain River, called Hicandzre , After we had continued 
five dayes ſailing in'this manrier we came to an Harbour, named M:nbatoley, diſtant ſome ten 
le: frotn the Kingdom ofPergir.Inthe end finding our ſelves on the other fide of theOcean 
wefailed on fogr days togetherF then caſt anthorin a little river,calledGaateamyim,that was 
not above ſeven fathom deep, up the which we paſt ſome 7 or $ leagues. Now all the while 
we failed in thisRiver withafair wind, we ſaw athwart a Wood, which grew on the bank of 
itſacha marnyAdders, &% other crawling creatures, no leſs prodigicus for their lengrh,then for 
the ſtrahgenels of their forms, that Tiſhall not marvel if they that read this Hiſtory will not be- 
leeve ny report ofthe ; efpecially ſuch as have not travelled; for they that have ſeen little 
beleeve-not much, 'whereas they that have ſeen much beleeve-the more. All along this River, 
that was notvery broad, there werea namber ofLizards,which might more properly be called 
Serperits, becauſe forne of them were asbig a3 an Ahzadia, with ſcales upon their backs, and 
mouthstwo foot wide. Thoſe -6f the Country affured us, that theſe creatures are ſo-hardy, 
as there be of chetn that ſomerimes will ſet upon an Almadia, chiefly when they perceive there 
is not above four or five'retſonsin/her, and overturn itwith their tailes, ſwallowing up the 
tnen whole, without diſmembring of them. 1n this place alſo we faw'ſtrange kind of crea- 
tures, which they call Caqneſſeitan; They are of the bigneſle of a great Gooſe, very blacke 
and ſcaly on their backs, with a row of ſharp pricks on their chins, as long as a writing pen : 
Moreover, they have wings like unto thoſe of Bats, long necks, and a little bone growing on 
their heads reſembling aCocks ſpur;with a very long tail ſported black and green, like unto the 
Lizards of that Country ; Theſe creatures hop and fly together, like Graſhopers ; and in that 
rhanner they hurt Apes,and ſuch other beaſts, ſhom-they purſue even tothe tops of the higheſt 
Trees, Alſowe ſaw Adders, that were copped on the crowns of their heads, as big as a mans 
thigh, and ſo venomous, as the Negroes of the Country informed us, that if any living thing 
came within the reach of their breath, it dyed preſently, there being no remedy nor antidote 
againſt it, We likewiſe ſaw others, that were not copped on their crowns, no fo venomous 
as the former, but far greater and longer, with an head as big as a Calves. We were told that 
they hune their prey in thismanner : They get up intoa Tree, and winding their tails about 
ſorhe branch of it, let their bodies hang down to the foot of the tree, and then laying one of 


their ears cloſe to the ground, they hearken whether _ a hear any thing Riir _— re 
illneſs 
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Rilneſs of the night, ſo that if an Ox, a Boar, or any otherbeaſt doth chance to pas by, they 
preſently ſeize on it, and ſocarries it up into the tree, where he devours it. In like fort we de- 
{cryed a number of Baboons, both grey and black, as big as a great Maltiff, of whom the Ne. 
2rves ofthe Country are more afraid, then of all the other beaſts, becauſe they will ſet upon 
them with that hardineſs, as they have much ado to reſiſt them. 


CHAP. VIL. 
IWhat hapned to me at Penaiu, with tbe King of Batas expedition againſt the Tyrant 
of Achem ; and what he did after bus Vittory over him, 


Y that time we had failed ſeven or eight leagues up the River, at the end we arrived at a 
Brite Town, named Botterendax, not above a quarter of a mile diſtant from Panaix, 
where the King of Batas was at that time making preparation for the War he had undertaken 
againſt the Tyrant of Achem.This King underſtanding that I had brought him a Letter and a 
Preſent from the Captain of Malaca, caufed me to be entertained by the Xabandar, who is he 
that with abſolute er governs all the affairs of the Army: This General,accompanicd with 
five Lanchares, memes Ballons, came to me tothe Port where I rode at Anchor; Then 
with a great noiſe of Drums, Bells, and popular acclamations, he brought me to a certain Key 
of the Town, called Gampalator , There the Bandara, Governour of the Kingdom, ſtayed for 
me in great ſolemnity, attended by many Ozrobalons and Amborraias, which are the nobleſt 

:rſotis of his Court,the moſt part of whom, for all that, were but poor and baſe,both in their 
abit, and manner of living, whereby I knew that the Country was not fo rich as it was 
thought tobe in Malaca, When I was come to the Kings Palace, and had paſt through the 
firſt Court, at the entrance of the ſecond I found an old wor accompanied with other per- 
ſons far nobler, and better apparelled then thoſe that mocked before me, who beckening me 
with her hand, as if ſhe had commanded me to enter : 
Man of Malaca , faid ſhe unto'me, Thy arrival in the King my Maſters Land is a 
agreeable unto him , as a ſhowre of rain is #0 a crop of Rice in dry and hot weather ; Wherefore 


'enter boldly, and be afraid of nothing, for the people, which by tbe grvagy of God thow ſeeſt 


here, are no other then thoſe of thine own Country, ſince the hope which we have in the ſame 
God makes us believe that he will maintain us all t»gether unto the end of the world. Having 
ſaid ſo,ſhe carried me where the King was,unto whom I did 0 ce according to the man- 
ner of the Country;/then I delivered him the Letter and the Preſent I bad brought him,which 
he graciouſly accepted of,and asked me what occafion drew me thither. hereunto I anſwer. 
ed,asT had in commiſſion that I was come to ſerve his Highneſs in the Wars, where I hoped to 
have the hongur to attend on him,& not to leave him till ſach time as we returned Conq 
of his Enemies: Hereunto I likewiſe added, that I deſired to ſee the City of Achem, as alſo 
the ſcituatioh and fortifications of it,and what depth the River was of,whereby I might know 
whether it would bear great Veſſels and Gallions, becauſe the Captain of Malaca had a defign 
to come and ſiuccor his Highneſſe, as ſoon as his men were returned from the Indies, and to 
deliver his mortal Enemy, the Tyrant of Achem, into his hands. This poor King preſently 
believed all that I faid tc be true, and ſo much the rather, for that it was conformable to his 
deſire, in ſuch ſort, that riſing out of his Throne where he was ſet, I ſaw him go and fall on 
his knees bgfore the carcaſs of a Cows Head, ſer up againſt the wall, whoſe Horns were pile, 
and crowned with flowers ; Then lifting up his Hands and Eyes, O thou, ſaid he, that not con- 
ftrained by any material love , Wherunto Nature hath obliged thee , doſt continually make 
glad all thoſe that deſire thy milk,, as the own mother doth him whom ſhe bath brought into 
the world, without participating either of the miſeries, or paines, which ordinarily ſhe ſo!ſfers 
from whom we take our Being, be favorable unto the prayer which now with all my heart I 
offer up unto thee : and it is no other but this, that in the meadows of ,the Sun, where with 
the payment and recompence which. thou receiveſt, thom art contented with the good that thow 
doſt bere below, thou wilt be pleaſed to conſerve me in the new amity of this good Captain, to 
the end he may put in execution all that this man bere hath told me. At theſe words all the 
Co'rtiers , which were likewiſe on their knees, faid three times, as it were in anſwer , How 
happy were he that could ſee that , and then dye incontinently ? Wherupon the *King aroſe, 
& wiping his eyes, which were all beblubbered with the tears that proceeded from the zeal of 


the prayer he had made, he queſtioned me about many particular things of the _ -- 
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Milacs, Having ſpent ſom? time therein, he very courteoully diſmiſſed me, with # promiſe 
to cauſe the Merchandiſe which the Mzhometan had _ in- the Captain of M2alacs's 
name, to be well and profitably put off, which indeed was the thing I moſt defired. Now 
for as muchas the King at my arrival was making his preparations for to march' againſt the 
Tyrant of Achem;ang had taken order forall things _— for that Voyage, afterT had 
remained nine dayes in Pazaiv, the Capital City of the Kingdom of Batas, he departed with 
ſome Troops towards a place, named Twrban,ſome five Leagues off,w here he arrived an hour 
before Sun-ſet,without any-manner of reception,or ſhew of joy, in regard ofthe grief he was 
in for the death of his children, which was ſuch as he never appeared in publique, but with 
great demonſtration of ſorrow. - | 


The next morning the King of Batas marched from Turban towards the Kingdome of 4. Seft.s 


chem, being 18 Leagues thither : He carried wich hinx-fifteen thouſand men of War, whereof 
eight thouſand were Bataes, and the reſt Menancabes, Lufons, Andraguires, Fambes, and Bowr= 
nees, whom the Princes his neighbours had alſliſted him with, as alſo fourty Elephants, and 
twelve Carts with ſmall Ordnance,namely, Faulcohs, Baſes and other field Pieces, amongſt 
the which there were three that had the Arms of France, and were taken in the year, 1526. 
atſuch time as Lopo Vaz de Sampaſo governed the State of the Indzes.Now the King of Batas, 
marching five Leagues a day came to a River, called Qilem ,; There by ſonte of the 
Tyrants Spics, which he had raken,he learnt that his Enemy waited for him at Ton4aczy, two. 
Leagues from Achem,witha purpoſe to fight with him, and that he had 'great ſtore of ſtran- 
gers in his Army, namely . Turks,Cambayans, and Malabars : Whe the King of Batas, 
aſſembling, his Councel of War, and falling into conſultation of this affair, it was concluded, 
as moſt expeglient, to ſet upow the Eneiny before he grew more ſtrong. With this reſolution 
having quir the River, he-marched fomwhat faſter then ordinary, and arrived about ten of 
the clock in the night at the foot of a Mountain, half a League from the Enemies Camp,where 
after he had repoſed himſelf a matter of 3 hours,he marched on it very order;for which 
ctic& having divided his Army into four Squadrons, and paſling along by a lictle hill, when 
he came tq the end thereof, he diſcovered a great Plain ſowed with Rice, where the Enzmy 
ſtood ranged in'two jon:, As ſoon as the two Armies deſcried one another, and that at 
the ſound of their Trumpers, Drums, and Bells, the Souldiers had ſer up a terrible cry, they 
encoutiteed very. valiantly together; and after the di of their ſhot on both fides, they 
came'to fight hand to hand with ſuch courage, that I led for fear to behold theic fury, 
Thebattel continued inthis mariter above an hour,and yet could it not poſſibly be di | 
which party had the better. Ar laſt the Tyrant foreſceing, thar if he ed in the fight, 
ſhould loſe the day, becauſe he perceived his mento grow faint and weary, he retreated to a 
rifing ground,that lay South to the Bataes, and about a Faulcons ſhot diſtant from them. 
There his mtention was to fortific himſelf inccertain Trenches which before he had cauſed to 
be caſt up againſt a Rockin form of a garden, or tilth of Rice; but a brother to the K. of An- 
draguive interrupted his defign, for tepping before him with 2000 meny' he cur off his way, 
and ſtopthim from paſſing further, in ſo much that the medly grew to be the fame it was be- 
fore, and the fight was tenewed between them with ſuch fury, as cruelly wounding one ano- 
ther,they teſtified are 1 y.came but little ſhort of other Nations in courage. By 
thismeans the Tyranc;;t he -recover his Trenches, loſt 150 of his men, of whi 
' numbex were 300 and4v Turks, thara little before were. come to him from the Streighe of 
Mecqus, with two hundred | Saracens, Malabars, and-ſome Abiſſins, which were the 
men he had; Now becauſe it was about mid-day, -and. ore yery hot ; the King 
Baras rexieed rowards the Mountain, whito he ſpent the reſt of the day in cauſing thoſe chat 
were wounded to be looked unto, an+the dead to be buried. Hereupon, not . being well res 
ſolved whit to do,in regard he was altogerher ignorant of the Enemies defign, he togk care 
to have good watch kepr all that night inievery parc, The next morning no ſooner began the 
Suri to-appear,but he perocived the valley,wherein the Achems had been the day before, to he 
ite abaridoned, and not one ot them th be ſcenthere,which made him think CE a 
efeated } In this opmion,the berrer to purſie the firſt point of his Vitory, he! we; ſed. : 
che kurt men,as beine, unfit for -rvice;and followed the Tyrant to the City, where acryvang 
two hours before ſun-ſer,to ſhew that. he had ſtrength and'courage enough to combat his .cne> 
ies,he reſolved to give then proof of it by fome remarkable ation before.he would x 
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two Galleons,which were drawn on Land, and werethoſe that had brought the Twrks from 
the Streight of Mecqua : And indeed the fire took with ſuch violence on thoſe ſnx Veſlels, as 


they were quite conſumed in a little time,the Enemy not daring to iflue forth for to quench 
it. After this, the King of B-tas, ſeeing himſelf favoured by Fortune, to loſe no opportunity 
began to affault a Fort, called Penacao, which with twelve Pieces of Ordnance defended the 
entry of the River, to the Scaladoof this he went in perſon, his whole Army looking on, and 
having cauſed ſome 70 or 80 ladders to be planted, he behaved himſelf fo well, that with the 
los only of 37 men he entred the place, and put ail to the ſword that he tound in it, to the 
number of 700 perſons, without ſparing ſo much as one of them. Thus he did on the day of his 


arrival perform three memorable things, whereby his Souldiers were ſo heartned, as they 


would fain have afſaiilted the City the very ſame night,if he would have permitted them;but 


in regard it was very dark,and his men weary, he gave thanks to God, and contented him- 
ſelf with that which he had done. | 
The King of Batas: held the City befieged by the ſpace of 23 dayes, during the which two 
fallies were made, wherein nothing paſt of any reckoning, for there were but ten men (lain 
on either part: Now as viRtories and good ſucceſs in War do ordinarily encourage the vi- 
orions ; ſo often it happens that the weak become ſtrong, and cowards ſo hardy, as laying 
afide all fear, they dare undertake moſt difficile and dangerous things, whence alſo ic as often 
falls out, chatthe one proſpers, and the other is ruined; which appeared but too evidently in 
that which I obſerved of theſe two Princes ; For the King of Batas , ſecing that the Tyrant 
had ſhut himſelf ap in his City, thereby as it were confelling that he was vanquiſhed, grew to 
ſuch at height of eonfidence, that both he and his 10d ron, it was impoſſible for 
them to be reſiſted, and truſting in this vain opinionthat blinded them, were ewice in hazard 
to be loſt by the raſh inconfiderate ations which they encred into. In the third ally, made by 
the inhabitants," the King of Batu people encountred them very luſtily in two , which 
thoſt of Achem —_— they made'as'though they were the weaker, and fo retreated to 
the ſame Fort that was taken them by the Bataer the firſt day of their arrival, being 
cloſely followed by one of the Kings Captains, who taking hold of the opportunity, entred 
pell-mell with the Achtms, being perfwaded that rhe victory was ſure his own ; But when 
they were altogether inthe Trenches, the Achems turned about and making head afreſh de. 
fended themſelves very couragiouſty © At length inthe heat of their medley, the one fide ins 
deavonring'to goon, and the othee'to- withſtand them, [thoſe of Hobem gave fire'to aMy ne 
they had made,which-wrought ſo feAually, as it blewawpthe Captain of the Betdex; and a- 
bove 300 of his Souldiers, with ſo great a noiſe, and'{o aAmoak, 4s the place ſceerned to 
be the very portrayture of Hell: the mean time the enemics givinga- great ſhout,the' Tyrant 
ſallied forth in perfonfaccompanied'with's 000 reſolure men,.and charged the Batees very fu- 
rionſly;Now for that neither of them could fee one another by reaſon of the {mnak proceed. 
ing from the Myne,rhere was a molt confuſed and crael conftift between them ; but to ſpeak 
thetruth, Iam not abk&#6 deliver the manner of itz it ſufficeth;chat'in'a quarter of an hours 
ſpace,the time this fight endured go00 were (lain tvcheplace in both ſides, whereof the King 
of Baras loft the better part, which wade hin recire' with the remainder of his Army, toa

there whocanconftrain them to pay their debts; and I ſwear ro rhee by the faith of a hy 
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- thatthis affront would be no leſs inſupportable to my condition, 'then if I ſhould chance tg 
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make peace with that Tyrant, and perjured Enemy of mine,the King of Achem. Whereunto 
having replycd,that we had diſpatched all our affairs; and that there was nothing due to us in 
his Country : Verily, ſaid he, I am very well pleaſed to hear that it is ſo;wherefore fince thou 
haſt nothing elſe to do here,l hold it requiſite, that without any further delay thou ſhouldft 
go,for the time is now fit to ſer fail, and toavoid the great heats that ordinarily are endured 
in paſſing the Gulph, which is the cauſe that ſhips are many times caſt upon Pazem by foul 
weathg at Sea, from which I pray God deliver thee ; for I afſure thee that if hy ill fortune 
ſhould carry thee thither, the men of Achem would cat thee alive, and the Tyrant himſelf 
would have the firſt bite at thee, there being nothing in the world theſe Inbumanes fo much 
yaunt of,as to carry on the creſt oftheir arms the device of Drinkers of the troubled blood of 
miſerable Caffers,who (they ſay) are come from the end of the world, calling them Tyranmical 
men, and Uſurpers in a ſupreme degree of other mens Kingdoms ing the Indies, and Iſles of the 
Sea, This is the Title wherein they glory moſt, and which they attribute particularly to 
themſelves, as being ſent them from Mecqua in recompence of the golden Lamps which-the 
offered to the Alcoran of their Mahomet, as they uſe to do every year, F 5 
heretofore I have often adviſed thy Captain of Malace, to take careful heed of this Tyrant of 
Achem, yet donot thou omit to advertiſe him of it once more from me ; for know that he 
never had,nor ſhall have other thoughts, then to labour by all means to expel him out of the 
Indies,and make the Turk Maſter of who to that end promiſeth to ſend him great ſuc+ 
cours ; but I hope that God will fo order it,as all the+ malice and cunning ofthis diſloyal 
wretch ſhall have a contrary ſucceſs to his intentions. After he had uſed this to me 
he gave me a Leter in anſwer to my _— together with a Preſent, which he defired me 
to deliver from him to Captain de Faria, this was fix fmall Javelins headed with Gold, 12 
Cates of Calambuca Wood, every one of them weighing 20. , and a box of exceedi 
value,made of a Tortoiſe ſhell, beautified with Gold, and full of great ſeed Pearl, | 
the which there were 16 fair Pearls of rich account: For my ſelf, he gave me two Cates of 
Gold.,and a little Courtelace garniſhed with the ame; Then he diſmifſed me with as much 
demonſtration of honour as he had alwayes uſed to me before, proteſting to me in particular, 
that theamity which he had contrafted with our Nation ever continue inviolable on 
his part. Thus 1 imbarqued my ſelf with Aquarius Debolay, his Brother-in-law, who was the 
fame he had ſent Embatſadour to Mlaca, as I have related before. Being departed from che 
Portof Panain, wearrived about two hours in the night at a lictle Iſland, called Apofingwa, 
diſtant ſome League and an half from the mouth of the River, and inhabited by poor people, 
who lived by fiſhing of Shads. - N | ed 
The next morning, icaving that Iſſand of Apofingus, we ran along by the coaſt of the 
Ocean Sea for the ſpace of 25 Leagues,until ſach time as at length we entred into the Streight 
of Minhagaruz, by which we came;then paſſing by the contrary coaſt of this other Mediterra- 
rean Sea, we continued our courſe along, by it, and at laſt arrived near to Pullo Bugay : There 
we croſt over to the firm Land,and paſling by the Port of J#nculan, we failed two dayesand 
an half with a favourable wi means whereof we got to the River of Parles inthe King- 
dom of Qedz, there we rode five dayes at anchor in expeftation ofa fit wind to carry us on, 
During that time, the M:bometar, and my ſelf, by the counſel of certain Merchants of- 
Country,'went to viſit the King with an 04ias, or Preſent, of divers things that we he 
were convenient for our deſign,” which was received with :mauch demonſtration #f,'vFing: 
very well pleaſed therewith, When we came to his Court we found,that with a great deal of 
pomp,excellent muſick,dancing,and largefs to the poor, he was ſolemnizing the funeral of his 
Father,whom he himſelf had poyniarded, of purpoſe for to marry his own Mother, after he 
had gottefi-her with child : Wherewithal, not being contented to decline the murther which 
ſo wicked and horrible an a& might provok unto, he had-made Proclamation, that on pain cf 
a moſt rigorous death no perſou whatſoever ſhould beſo daring, asto ſpeak a word of that 
which had paſtzand it was told us there, how for that cauſe he had moſt tyrannically put the 
m7") Kane's, ofhisKingdom,and a'number of Merchants,already to cath whoſe oods 
had confiſcated to his own uſe,:and thereby enriched, his Coffers with 2 millions of Gold ; 
So that fipon our arrival we perccived ſuch a general fear to/be amongſt the people, as not 
the moſt hardy ofthem all durſt ſo much as make the leaſt mention inthe world of it. Now 
In regard the Mobometan, my companion, named Coia Ale, was a man liberal of his tongue, 
and 
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and that would ſay any thing which came into his head, he perſwaded himſelf, in regard he 
was a trangerzand the Cartain of Malaca's Fator,that he might with more liberty then thoſe 
of :he Country talk whar he liſted, and the King nor puniſh him for it, as he did his Subjets; 
Bur he tound him'elf far ſhort of his accounr,and this preſumption coſt him his life : For being 
invited to 2 Feaſt by another Mahometan like himſelf, a Merchant ſtranger, bornat Patina, 
when a they were both of them hizh wich wine and meat, as L learned fince, they began to 
ealk b-\dly,and without any reſpeR;,of the ixings Brutality and Parracide; whereot the: King, 
being incontinently advertiſed by Spies, which he had in every corner for that purpoſe, he 
cauſed the houſe to be preſently inveſted, and all the gueſts to be apprehended, to the number 
of 17 perſons ; Theſe poor wretches were no ſeoner brought before him, buc imme- 
diately, withour obſerving any form of Juſtice,or hearing what they could ſay for themſelves, 
either good or bad,he commanded them to be put to a moſt cruel kind of death, called by 
chem Grepoze ws is, to ſaw off the feer,hands,and heads of them that are condenined to it, 
2<] beheld atr s my ſelf. This execution done, the King, fearing leſt the Captain of 
Malaca ſhould be offended for that he had executed his Faftor thus with the reſt, and there. 
fore mizht arreſt ome goods that he had at Ma/aca, (ent the night following for me to the 
7 urupango,where ] was fleeping, and altogether ignorant of that which had paſt: underſtand 
:ng the Kings pleaſure away I went,and coming about midnight to the Palace, I perceived i n 
the ourward Court a great many men in Armszthe fight whereof(I muſt confes)pur me intoa 
mighty amazement and miſtruſt, becauſe 1 could not imagine what ſhould be the cauſe of it; 
and doubting left it might be ſome ſuch Treaſon as at other times they had praftiſed againſt 
us, I would fain have returned;but they that accompanied me, judging that my fear procecd- 
ed from the Souldiers which I beheld there,bid me be afraid of nothing,for theſe men were 
only going forth ro apprehend an offendor by the Kings commandmen: Having faid thus with 
antin tent to confirm me,l could not for all that be ſatisfied, but was ſeized with © terrible a 
fear,as I wasnot able to ntter a word; howbeit at length recolle&ing my ſelf a little, I figni- 
hed to them the beſt I could, how if they would permit me to return tomy Skitf for to fetch a 
thing which I had forgotten, I would give them 40 crowns in gold;whereunto they anſwered, 
that if I wonld give them a!l the filver in Ma/aca, they would nor let me go, for ifchey ſhould, 
they wereſure to loſe their head<:This ſpeech of theirs redoubled my fear,which yet increaſed 
when I ſaw my ſelf invironed with 20 more of thoſe armed men, who guarded me all that 
night. The next morning, the King being advertiſed that I was there, commanded me to be 
brought unto him,into the next Court, where I found him mounted on an Elephant, and ac« 
companied with 100. perſons, beſides thoſe of his guard, which were far more in number ; 
When he ſaw me coming towards him,much troubled, and indeed more dead then alive, He 
ſaid twice tome, Be not afraid,hut come nearer 10 me, and thou ſhalt know the cauſe why I ſent for 
thee, Thereupon having made afign to tne with his hand that 1 ſhould look that wayhe 
pointed me to ; I rurned me about, and beheld a {great many bodies extended on the place, 
and weltring in their own blood, amongſt rhe wh'ch I preſently knew the Mubometan, Caiz 
Ale, with whom I came, which I no ſooner perceived, but like a man diſtraught of his wits I 
caſt my (eIfat the feet of the Elephant whereupon the King rode, and with tcars in my eyes 
cried our, O Sir,have pity on me,and take me for thy flave,rather then caule me toend my 
dayes with the torments which have taken thoſe out of the world whom 1 ſee here ; 1 ſw ear 
unto thee by the faith of a Chriſtian,that 1 have not deſerved death,as having no way offend- 
ed thee , Conlider I kewiſe, 1 beſeech thee, that I am Nephew to the Captain of Malaca, who 
will give thee any ranſom for me thou wilt defire,as alſo that thou haſt the J#rxpango,where- 
in I came,in thy Porr, full of goods, all which thou maiſt take it if chou pleaſeſt. Hearing me 
{peak in thi: ſort, God forbid, ſaid he, that ever I ſhould do any ſuch thing , no, no, be not afr aid, 
bu! ftand up, ant recalled thy ſelf, for Iſee well the art much troubled, and when thou art in bet- 
ter caſe to = me, T will tell thce wherefore T cauſed the Moor that came with thee to be ex- 
exented , and in 70041 faith, if be ha4 been either a Portugal, or a Chriſtian, I would not 
hve put him to death, no though be had killed mine own ſon. Howbeit perceiving, that all 
wiich he could ſay would not rid me of my fear ; He commanded a pot of freſh water to 
be brought mz, whereof [ drunk a pretty quantity, and withal made one of his followers to 
fan me witha Ventilow for to refreſh me : Aquarter of an hour, or thereabouts, was (vent in 
this aRtion ; at the end thereof finding that I was ſo well recovered, as I was able with good 


ence to anſwer unto thie queſtions he ſhould ask me ; Portugal, faid he unto me, I know _ 
thou 
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thon haſt been told fince thy coming hither, how [ kilted my Father, as indeed I did; becauf: 
\ was (tre he would have killed me, incited thereunto by the falſe reports of ſome of his {laves, 
'who would have made him believe that I had gorten my mother with child, whereof I had 
miever fo mach as the Teaft thought;zwhereby cthon maifſt ſee what il! tongues can d6.Indeed it is 
true,that being moſt afſired he had withont all reaſon given ſuch credit ro thoſe flanderous 
Yeports.a5 he was fully reſolved to have taken away = life, todecline that imminent peril, I 


prevented him,and carghthim in the ſame ſnare he had laid for me ; But God knows how 
much againſt my mind this fell out, and how 1 alwayes made it my chiefeft glory to render 
him the dutiful offices of a moſt obedient Son,as it may well appear at this preſent:for to keep 
my mother from being a ſad and defo'ate widow, as many others are,ſeeing my (elf to be the 
cauſe of her miſery, and oblized ro comfort her, I have taken her to Wite,judg then whether [ 
have been wrongfully bhmed,or no, fince that for her 1 have refuſed many great parties, thar 
have been proponnded vnto me from Patacia, Berdio,T anaucrin, Siaca, Famybs, and Andragia, 
who were no leſs then Sifters and Daughters of Kings, and offered me with very rich 
Dowries.Now being informed that ſuch falſe reports had been diſperſed abroad of me, for to 
erreft the rongues of Detra@ors,(which are ſo audacious as to talk of any thing comes in their 
heads; ) cauſed it to be proclaimed,thatnone ſhould dare to ſpeak of that affair ; But for as 
much as withont any regard atall of this InjunRion, this fellow of thine, which lies there in 
the company of other Dogs, like unto himſelf, ſpoke yeſterday of me moſt reproachfully in 
publique,faying,I was an Hog,or worſe then a very Hog, and my mother a ſale Bitch ; as well 
to pimiſh his ſlanders,asto preſerve my honor,l was conſtrained to put him to death,together 
with thoſe other Dogs,who were no leſs flanderous thenhe : Wherefore 1 am to detrre thee, 
that as my friend thou wile not think this procedure of mine any way ſtrange. Now if thou 
ſhouldit happen 'to think,that T have done it on purpoſe to ſeize' upon the Captain of Malaca's 
poods,be confident that I never meant it, and thou maiſt truly certifie him fo much; For 1 
fivcar tmto thee - my Law,that 1 have ever been a great friend to the Portugals,and ſo will 
continue all my life/Hereupon bemg'ſomwhat recovered from the fear I was in lietle before , 
I anſwered him,How his Highneſs had much obliged tris very good friend, and brother, the 
Captainof Mz/acaby the execution of that Mehometan who had imbezelled = a grear 
part of the goods commirted to his charge;and enderſtanding that Thad diſco his kna- 
very,he had twice gone about to poyſon me;whereunto alſo I added, how this Dog when he 
was drunk would bark at every one,and ſpeak his pleafare atlarge, This anſwer made the 
ſadden,and not knowing well what 1 faid,very mach pleaſed the King,who pofomancy * 8 mc 
to come nearer to him;Verily, continned he : by this of thine I perceive thou art an 
honeſt man,and my friend ; and being fo, I doubt not but thou wilt give a good interpret. 
tion to my aRtions,contrary to thoſe maſtiff Dogs that lie there welcering in their ewn blood, 
Having faid ſo, he took a ptrſe from his'girdle trimmed with gold,and gave ic me, as alfoz 
Letter direfed to Pedro de Faria,wheteupon I rook my leave of him, with a promiſe that 1 
would ſtay there a weak longer;howbeir getting ſpeedily aboard my Furupangs, I made not s 
mintites ffy,bat me mn the Mariners to hoiſt ſail,and away,ſtill imagining'thac ſome 
were following to apprehend me,by reaſon ofthe extream fear I was in, having ſo lately cſca- 
ped,as I thought, the dangerof amoſtcruel death, | 

_—_— from the River of Puyles,on a Saturday about Sun-ſer,1 made allthe (peed 
that poſhbly I could,and continued my courfeuneil the Tneſday following ; when itpleaſed 
God that I reached to theſles of Pullo Sambalin,thefirit Land on the Coaſt of Mallayo. There 
by good fortune I met with 3 Portvgal-ſhips ( whereof 2 came from Bengala, and the other 
from Pegu ) commanded by Triften deGaa, who had ſometimes been Governour of the per- 
fon of Don Larenzo,, fon to the Viete-Roy, Don Franceſco 4* Almeda, that was afterward put 
to death by Mircocem in Chant Roade, as is at large delivercd in the Hiſtory of the Diſcovery 
of tlic /ndzes, This ſame Triftan futnifſhed me with many things that I had great need of, a 
Tackle, and Mariners, together with rwoSouldiers, and a Pilot 5 moreover, both himſelf 
and the other rwo ſhips had alwayesa:care of me until our arrival at Malaca ; where diſ-im- 
barquing my ſelf, the firſt thing 1'di was to go'to the Fortreſs for tolalnre the Captain, and 
to render him an accotmt of the Whole ſucceſs of my Voyage, where I diſcourſed unto him at 
large what Rivers, Ports, and Havens, Thad newly diſcovered in the Ile of Samatra, as well 
on the Mediterranean, as on the Ocean Seas fide, as alſo what commerce the inhabitans 4 
the Country uſed ; Then I:deelaredvinto bitm the manner of all that Coaſt, of all thoſe Ports 
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and of all thoſe Rivers ; whereunto I added the (cituation:s,the heights,the degrees,the tiames. 
and the depths of the Ports,according to the direction he had given me at my de arture.There- 
withall I made him a deſcription of the Roade wherein Roſado, the Captain of 4 French ſhip, 
was loſt, and another, named Matelste de Brigas,as alſo the Commander of another ſhip,who 
by a ſtorm at Sea was caſt into the Port of Diu, inthe year 1529. during the reign of Stan 
Bandur, King of Cambaya.This Prince having taken them all,made fuurſcore and two of them 
abjure their faith, who ſerved him in his Wars againſt the great Mogor , and where every one 
of them miſerably {lain in that expedition. Moreover I brought him .he deſcription of a place 
fit for anchorage in Pullo Botum Roade, where the Biſquayn (thip ſuffered ſhipwrack, whicli 
was faid to be the very ſame, wherein Mazellan compaſſed the world, and was called the 
Vittoria, which traveriing the l{le of Fooa was calt away at the mouth of the River of $144. 
| made him a recital likewiſe of many ditferentNation:,which inhabic all along thisOcean,and 
the River of Lampor, from whence the Gold of Menancabo is tranſported to the i.inzdom of 
Campar, upon the waters of Fambes and Broteo, For the inhabitant- affirm, out of their Chro- 
nicles, how in this very Town of Lampon there was anciently a Faftory of Merchants, .efta= 
bliſhed by the Queen of Sheba, whereof orie, named Naxſem, ſent her a great quantity of 
Gold, which ſhe carried to the Temple of Feruſalem, at ſuch time as ſhe went to vilit the wiſe 
King Sol9mm ; From whence, ſome ſay, the returned with child of a ſon, that afterwards 
ſucceeded to the Empire of Athiopia, whom now.-we call Preſter-Fobn, of whoſe race the 
Abiſſins vaunt they are deſcended. Further, I told him what courſe was uſually held for the 
fiſhing of ſeed pearl berwixt Prllo Tiquos and Pyllo Quenim, which in times paſt were car- 
ried by the Butaes to Fazem ahd Pedir, and exchanged with the Turks of the Streivht of 
Mecqua, and the Ships of J#dea, for ſuch Merchandiſe as they brouvht from Grand Cairo, 
and the Ports of Arabia Felix, Divers other thing: I recounted unto him, having learnt them 
of the King of Batas, and of the Merchants of Panaix : And for concluſion, 1 gave hirh an in- 
formation in writihg, as he had formerly delired me, concerning the Iſland of Gold : I told 
him, how this Iland is beyond the River Calandor five degrees to the Southward, inviron- 
ed with many ſhelts of ſand, and currents of water, as alſo that it was diitant ſome hundred 
and threeſcore leagues from the point of the Ifle of Samatra. With all which reports Pedro de 
Faria remained ſo well ſatisfied, that he made preſent relation thereof to the King Dom Fovar 
the Third of happy memory, who the year after ordained Franceſco 4* Almeida for Captain to 
diſcover the lile of Gold, a Gentleman of merit, and very capable of that charge, who indeed 
had long before petitioned the King for it in recompence of the ſervices by him performed in 
the Iflands of Banda, of the Molucquer, of Ternate, and Geilolo : But by ill fortune this 
Franceſco d* Almeida, being gon from the Indies to diſcover that place, dyed of a feaver in 
the Iſles of Nicubar ; Whereot the King of Portxg /| being advertiſed, he honored one Diego 
Cabral, born at the Maderaes, with that Command ; but the Court of Juſtice deprived him 
of ic by expreſs order from Martinez Alphonſo de Souſa, who was at that time Governor, 
which partly proceeded, according to report, for that he had murmured againſt him ; Where- 
upon he gave it to Feronymo Figaerezdo, a Gentleman belonging to the Duke of Braganca, 
who in the year 1542. departed from Goa with two Foiſts, and one Carve), wherein there 
were fourſcore men, as well Souldiers,as Mariners ; But it i; ſaid, that his \ oyage was without 
effe&,for that, according to the apparances that he gave of it afterward, it ſeemed that he de- 
fired to enrich himſelf too ſuddenly : To which end he pafled to the Coaſt of Tanaſſery, where 
he took certain Ships that came from Mccqnz, Adem, Alcoſſer, Fudea, and other places upon 
the Coaſt of Perſia, And verily this booty was the occafion of his undoing, for upon an unequal 
partition thereof falling at difference with his Souldiers,they mutined in ſuch ſort againſt him, 
a8 after many affronts done him they bound him hand and toot,and ſo carried him to the Ifle 
of Ceilan, where they ſet him on Land; and the Carvel, with the two Foifts, they returned to 
the Governor D-n Foano de Caftra, who in regard of the neceſlity of the time pardoned them 
the fault, and took themalong with him in the Army , which he led to Dix for the ſuccour of 
Don Foana Maſcarenbas, that was then ftraitly befieged by the King of Cambaya's Forces, 
Since that time there hath been no talk of the diſcovery of this Iſland of Gold , although ir 
ſeemes very much to import the common good of our Kingdom of Portugal, if it would pleaſe 
God it might be brought to pale. 
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CHAP. IX. 
The Arrival of an Embaſſador at Malaca from the King of Aaru to the Captain 
thereof ; his ſending me tothe ſaid King , my coming to Aaru, and 
that which happen'd to me after my departing from thence, 


Ive and rwenty dayes after my coming to Malaca, Dom Stephano de Gama, being ſti.] Cap- 
Fas of the Fortreſs, an Embaſſador arrived there from the King of Aarz, for to demand 
ſuccor of men from him, and ſome munitions of War, as Powder, and Bullets, for to defend 
himſelf from a great Fleet that the King of Achem was ſetting forth againſt him, with an in- 
tention to deprive him of his Kingdom, and to be a nearerneighbour unto ws, to the end that 
having gained that paſſage,he might afterwards ſend his forces the more cafily againſt ourFor- 
treſs of Mzlaca : whereof Pedro de Faria was no ſooner advertiſed, but repreſenting unto 
himſelf how important thi: affair was for the ſervice of the King, and preſervation of the For- 
treſs, he acquainted Dom Stephano de Gama with it, in regard his Command of the place was 
to contiuue yet fix weeks longer ; howbeit he excuſed himſelf from giving the ſuccor which 
was required, ſaying, that the time of his Government was now expiring , and that his being 
ſhortly to come in, the duty of his charge did oblige him to take care of this bulinefle, and wo 
think of the danger that menaced him. Hereunto Pedro de Faria made anſwer,that if he would 
relinquiſh his Government for the time he had yet to come in it,or give him full power to dif- 
poſe of the publique Magazins, he would provide for the ſuccor that he thuught was neceflary. 
In a word, and not to ſtand long on that which paſt betwixt them, it ſhall ſuffice to ſay, that 
this embaſſador was utterly denied his demand by theſe two Captains; whereof the one alleg. 
ed for excuſe, that he wasnot yet entred upon his charge ; and the other, that he was upon the 
finiſhing of his : whereupon ke returned very ill ſatisfied with this refuſaLand fofar reſented the 
injuſtice which he thought was done unto his King,as the very morning wherein he imbarqued 
himſelf, having met by chance with the two Captains at the gate ofthe Fortreſs, he ſaid os 
before them publiquely, with the tears in his eyes ; O God ! that with a ſoveraign Power and 
Majeſty raigneſt in the higheſt of the Heavens, even with deep fighs fetch'd from the bottom 
of my heart , I take thee for Fudge of my canſe , and for witneſs of the juſt occaſion I have to 
make this requeſt to theſe Captains bere, and that in the name of my King, the faithful Vaſſal 
of the great King of Portugal , #pom homage (worn by bis Anceſtors to the famous Albu- 
querque, who promiſed us , that if the Kings # our Kingdom did alwayes continue true and 
loyal Subjetis unto his Maſter, that then both he and bis ſucceſſors would oblige themſelves to 
defend them againſt all their enemies, as belonged to their Sqoveraign Lord to do, wherefore 
fince we have continued ſtill loyal to this day, what reaſon have you, my Maſters, not t0 ac- 
compliſh this obligation , wherein your King and you are ſo deeply ingaged , eſpecially ſeeing 
you know, that only in reſpe of you this perfidious _ of Achem takes our Country from 

us ; For there is nothing he ſo much reproached us withall , as that my King is as good a Por- 
tugal, and Chriſtian, as if he had been bornin Portugal ; and yer now that be deſires you to ſuc 
cor him in bis need, as allies and true friends ought t0 do, you excuſe your ſelves with reaſons 
that are of no validity. The ſmccour we require of you for to ſecure w , and to keep this faithleſſe 
wretch from ſeizing on our Kingdom, is a very ſmall matter, namely, forty or fifty Portugals, 
that may inſtru us in the military art, together with four barrels of Powder, and two hun- 
dred Bullets for field Pieces ; a poor thing in compariſan of that you have. Now if you can 
yet be perſwaded to grant ws this little aid, you ſhall thereby ſo much oblige our King, as be 
will ever remain a faithful ſlave to the mighty Prince of Portugal, your Maſter and ours, in 
whoſe name I beſeech you, once, twice, nay a bundred times , that you will perform that ap- 
pertaines wnto your duty to do, for this which I this publickely demand of you is of 
ſo great importance , that therein conſiſts , n«t ſo much the preſervation of the Kingdom of 
Aaru, as the ſafety of this your fortreſs of Malaca , which that Tyrant of Achem, our enemy, 
ſo extreamly deſires to poſſeſſe, and to that purpoſe he hath gotten the aſſiftance of divers ſtrange 
Nations z but becauſe he finds that- cur Kingdom is a let t1 the execution of his deſign, be = 
deavonrs to uſurp it upon W, and then be intends to guard this Streight in ſuch ſort, as be will 
quite exclude you from all Commerce with the Spices of Banda and the Molucques, and fron 
all the Trade and Navigation of the Seas of China, Sunda, Borneo, Timor, and Japan ; and 


this by own people ſtick, not to boaſt of even already, being alſo further manifetted by the _ 
whice 


whiteh be hath lately made with the Turk, throngh the interpoſurc of the Baſſu of grand Cairo, 
who in conſideration thereof hath promiſed to aid him with pre.t Forces: Wherefore at length 
give ear aunto the requeſt which I bave made unto you in the name of my King, and that ſo 
much concernes the ſervice of yours ; for ſince youe may yet give a remedy to the miſchief, which 


gout ſee is ready to fall, I deſire you to do it ſpeedily, And let not_ one of you excuſe himſelf by 4 


alledging that this time of bis government. is almoſt at an end, nw the other, that be is not as 
yet entred upon his Charge, for it is ſufficient that you know you are both of *you equally obliged 
thereunto. \ | 

Having finiſhed this ſpeech in form of a requeſt, which availed him nothing, he ſtocped 
down to the ground, from whence taking up two ſtones, he knocked with them upon a piece 
of Ordnance, and then the tears ſtanding in his eyes, he ſaid, The Lord, who hath created us, 
will defend us if be pleaſe ; and fo imbarquing himlelt he departed greatly diſcontented for the 
bad anſwer he carried back. Five days os his departure Pedro de Faria was told how all the 
Town murmured at the ſmall reſpect that both he and Dor: Stephano had carried to that poor 
King, who had ever beena friend both to them, and the whole Portxgal Nation, and conti- 
w_ done very good offices to the Fort, for which cauſe his kingdom was now like to be ta« 
ken from him : This advice cau 'ng him to ſee his fault, and tobe aſhamed of hi; proceeding, 
he labored to have palliated it with certain excuſex,but at laſt he ſent thizKing byway of ſiccor 
fitteen quuintals of Powderr, an hundred pots of Wild-fire, an hundred and fifty Bullers for 
great Ordnance , twelve Harquebuzes, forty ſacks of ſtones, threeſcore head-pieces, and a 
Coat of gilt Nail, lined with Crimſon Sattin, for his own perſon, together with many other 
garments of divers ſorts, asalſo twenty pieces of Caracss, which are ſtained linnen, or Cotten 
Tapeſtry, that come from the Indies, and cloth of Malaya, wherewith they uſually apparel 
themſelves in that Country,as well for his Wite,as his Daughters. All theſe things being laden 
aboard a Lynchara with oars, he deſired me condu& and preſent them from him to the King 
of Aars, adding withall, that this bufineſs greatly concerned the King of Portzgals ſervice, 
and that at my return, beſides the recompence I ſhould receive from him,he would give me an 
extraordinary pay, and upon all occaſions employ me inſuch Voyages, as might redound to 
my profit ; whereupon I undertook it, in an ill hour as I may fay,and for a puniſhment of my 
fins, in regard of what arrived unto me thereupon, as ſhall be fon hereafter, So then im« 
barqned my ſelf on Tueſday morning, the fifth of Ofober, 1539. and uſed ſuch (peed, that on 
jw following I zcirall at the River of Panetican , upon which the City of Aarz is ſcitu- 
ated, -- Fe: 


Inoſooher got to the River of Pazetican,bnt preſently landing I went dire&ly toa Trench, Se&.2? 


which the King in perſon was caufing to be made at the mouth of theRiver-for to impeach the 
Enemies diſ-imbarquing ; Preſenting my ſelf unto himyhe received me with great demonſtra- 
tion of joy, whereupon I delivered him Pedro de Faria's Letter, which gave him ſome hope of 
his coming in perſon. to ſuccor him, ifneed required, with rhany other complements, that coſt 
little the ſaying, wherewith the King was wonderfully contented, becauſe he already imagined 
that the effe& thereof would infallibly enſue ; But after he ſaw the Preſent I brought him con« 
fiſting of Powder and Ammunitions, he was ſoglad, that taking me in his arms, My good 
friend, ſaid he unto me, I affure thee that the laſt night I dreamt how all theſe things, which I 
behold here before me; came unto me from the King of Portugal, my Maſters fortreſs, by 
means whereof, with Gods afliſtance, I hope to defend my Kingdom, and to ſerve him, in 
the manner I have always hitherto done, that is, moſt faithfully, as all the Caprains can very 
well teſtifie, which have heretofore commanded in Malacz. Hereupon queſtioning me abour 
certain matters, that he defired to know, as well concerning the Indies, as the Kingdom of 
Portugal, he recommended the finiſhing of the Trench to his people, who wrought very car- 
neſtly and chearfully in it;and taking me by the hand,on foot as he was,attended only by five 
or fix Gentlemen, he led me dire&ly to theCity,that was about ſome quarter of a league from 
theTrench,where in his Palace he entertained me moſt magnificently,yea and made me to ſa» 
lute his Wife,a matter very rarely praftiſed in thatCountry,$ held for a fpecial honor,which 
when I had done, with x Gow. of tears lic ſaid unto me, Portugal, here is the cauſe that 
makes me ſo much to redoubt the coming of myEnemies;for were I not withheld by my Wite, 
Iſwear unto thee by the Law ofa good and trueMoore,thatI would prevent them in their de- 
figns, without any other aid then of my own Subjedts ; for it is not now that I begin to know 


what manner of man the perfidious Achem is, or _ far his power extends ; Alas ! it is the 
2 great 
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great ſtore of Gold, which he poſſeſſeth, that covers his weaknefle, and by means whereof he 
eth ſuch forces of ſtrangers, wherewith he is continually ſerved : But now that thou mailt 
on the other ſide underſtand how vile and odious poverty is, and how hurtful to a poor King, + 
ſuch as I may be,come thee along with me,and by that little which I will preſently lec thee ſee 
thou ſhalt perceive, whether it be not too true, that fortune hath been ſo exceeding niggardly 
to me of her goods ; Saying fo, he carried me to his Arſenal, which was covered with thatch, 
and ſhewed me all that he had within it, whereof he might ſay with reaſon, that it was no- 
thing in compariſon of what he needed for to withſtand the atternpts of two hundred & thir- 
ty Veſſek, repleniſhed with ſuch warlike people, as the Achems and Malabar Turkg were, 
Moreover, with a ſad countenancegand as one that deſired to diſcharge h's mind of the grief he 
was in for the danger was threatned him, he recounted unto me,that he had in all but {1x thov- 
ſand men Aarwns, without any forraign ſuccor, forty Pieces of ſmall Ordnance, as Fal- 
conets, and Baſe:, and one caſt Piece, which he had formerly bought of a Portzegal, named 
Antoni» de Garcia, ſometimes a Receiver of the Toll and Cuſtoms of the Ports of the Fortreſs 
of Pacem , whom Georgio de Albuqurque cauſed fince to be hanged and quartered at Malaca, 
for that he treated by Letters with the King of Bintham about a plot of Treaſon, which they 
had contrived together ; He told me beſides, that he had alſo forty Muckets , fix and twenty 
Elephants,fiftyHorſemen for the guard of the place,cleven or twelve thouſand ſtaves hardened 
in the fire, called Saligres, whoſe points were poyſoned, and for the defence of the Trench 
fifty Lances, good tore of Taryets,a thouſand pors of unſlack'd Lime made into Powder,and 
to be uſed inſtead of pots of Wild-fire,$ three or four Barques full laden with great flints ; In 
a word, by the view of theſe, and ſuch other of his miſeries,] eaſily perceived he was ſo unpro- 
vided of things neceſſary for his defence,that I preſently concluded the Enemy would have no 
greata do to ſeize on this Kingdom: Nevertheleſs he having demanded of me what I thought 
of all this Ammunition in his Magazin, and whether there were not enough to receive the 
gueſts he expetted, Ianſwered him, that it would ſerve to entertain them ; but he underſtand- 
ing my meaning ſtood muſing a pretty while, and then ſhaking his head, Verily,faid he unto 
me, it your King of Portugal did but know what a loſs it would be to him, that the Tyrant 
of Achem ſhould take my Kingdom from me, doubtleſs he would chaftiſe the little care of his 
Captains, who, blinded as they are, and wallowing in thcir avarice, have fuftered my Enemy 
to grow ſo ſtrong , that Iammuch afraid they ſhall not be abk £o reſtrain him when t 
would,or if they could, that then it muſt be an infinite expence.1I labored to anſwer this whi 
he had ſaid unto me with much reſentment;but he confuted all my reaſons with ſo much truth, 
as Thad not the heart to make any farther reply ; withal he repreſented divers foul and enor- 
mous actions utito me, wherewithall he charged ſome in particular amongſt us, which Iam con- 
rented to paſs in filence,both in regard they are nothing pertinent to my diſcourſe, and that I 
defire not to diſcover other mens fauks ; For a conclufion of his ſpeech, he related unto me the 
Itttle puniſhment which was ordained for ſuch as were culpable of theſe matters,and the great 
reward: that he had ſeen conferred on thoſe which had not deſerved them ; whereupon he ad- 
ded,that if the King defired throughly to perform the duty of his charge,and by Arms to con- 
quer'people fo far diſtant from his Kingdom, and topreſerve them,it was as neoeffary for him 
topuntſh the wicked, as ro recompence the good. Thisfaid, he ſent me to lodge ih a Merchants 
hou-e,who for 5.days together,that I remainedthere,entertained me bravely; though: to {j 
truth I had ratlier have been at that time in ſome ocher place with any poor viftuals, for bere 
] was always in fear,by reaſon of the 'enemies continual alarms,arid the certain news that came 
to the King the next day after my arrival, how theAchemowere already marching towards Aa- 
7, and would be there within eight dayes ar rhe farrheſt, which made him in all hafte to give 
direXions for ſuch things as he had not taken order for before,and tofend the women,and all 
that were unfit for War, out of the City frve or fix Jeagues into the Wood, amongſtthe which 
the Queen her ſelf riade one, mounted vnvan Elephant. Five dayes after my arrival,che King 
ſent for" me,and asked-me when I wonld begone,whercunto1 replied,at ſuch time as it would 
Pleaſe his Greatnefſe to commandme, though I ſhould be glad it might be with the ſoon- 


eſt, for that I was tobe employed by my Captain with his Merchandiſe ro China : Thou haſt 


reaſon, anſwered he ; thertaking twobracelers of maſliy Gold off from his wriſts, worth 


ſome thirty'Crowne, Thpre-thee now, faid he, giving.them to me, donot impute it tomifer- 


ablenec{ that 1 beſtow ſolirtle on thee, for thou mayſthe aſſured, that it hath been always-my 


deſire for to have much forto give much ;withall I muſt defirexhee to preſentthis Lerter, _ 
this 
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this Diamond from me to thy Captain, to whom thou ſhalt ſay, that whatſoever I am further 
engaged to him for the pleaſure he bath done me by ſuccouring me with thoſe Ammunicions 
he hath ſent me by thee, 1 will bring it to him my (elf hereafter, when I ſhall be at more li- 
berty then now I :m. 


Having taken leave of the King of Aar,l preſently imbarqued my ſelf, and departed about g.&.4. 


Sun-ſet, rowing down the River toan Hamlet, that is ac the entrance thereof, compoſed of 
ren or eleven houſes covered with ſtraw : This place is inhabited with very poor people, that 
get their living by killing of Lizards , of whoſe liver they make poyſon, wherewith they 
anoint the heads of their arrows ; For the poyſon of this place, chicfly that which is called 
Pocarfilim,is held by them the beſt of thoſe Countrizs, becauſe there is no remedy for him thar 
is hurt wich it. The next day, having left this ſmall Village, we ſailed along the coaſt with a 
land wind until evening,that w2 doubled the lands of Anchepiſan ; then the day and part of 
the night following we put forth ſomewhat farthe - to Sea : But about the firſt watch the wind 
changed to the North-caſt, for ſuch winds are ordinary about the Iſle-of Samatrz, and grew 
to be ſo tempeſtuous, that it blew our malt over board,tore our ſails in pieces,and fo ſhattered 
our Veſſel,that th: water came in that abundance into her at two ſeveral places. as ſhe ſunk in- 
eontinencly to the bottom, ſo that of cight and twenty perſons, which were in her, three and 
twenty were drowned in lefs then a quarter of an hour : For us five(that eſcaped by the mercy 
of God) we paſſed the reſt of the night upon a Rock, where the waves of the Sea had caſt us. 
There all that we could do was with tears to lament our ſad fortune, not knowing what coun- 
ſel or courſe to take,by reaſon the Country was ſo mooriſh,& invironed with ſo thick aWood, 
that a bird,were ſhe never ſo little,could hardly make way through the branches ot jr, for that 
the trees grew ſo cloſe together ; We fat crouching for the ſpace of three whole days upon this 
Rock, where for all our ſuſtenance we had nothins but Snails,and ſuch filth,as the foam of the 
Sea produceth there. After this time, which we ſpent in great miſery and pain, we walked a 
whole day along by the Iſle of Samatra, in the owze upto the girdle-ſtead,and about Sun-{et 
we came toa mouth of a little River, ſome Croſ*bbow-ſ{hot broad , which we durſt not un- 
dertake toſwim over, for that it was deep , and we very weak and weary; .ſo that we were 
forced to paſs all that night, ſtanding up to the chin in water. To this miſery was there 
adjoyned the great afflition which the Flies and Gnats brought us , that coming out of the 
neighbouring Woods, bit and ſtung us in ſuch ſort, as not one of us but was gore blood. The 
next morning as ſoon as we perceived day,which we much deſired to ſee,though we had little 
hope of life , I demanded of my four companions, all Mariners, whether they knew the 
Country, or whether there was any habitation thereabout ; Whereupon the eldeſt of them, 
who had a Wife at Mal:c2, notable to contain his tears, Alas ! anſwered he, the place thac 
now is moſt proper for you, and me, is the houſe of death, where ere it belong we mult give 
an account of our fins; it therefore behoves to prepare our ſelves for it without any further 
delay, and patiencly to attend that which is ſent us from the hand of God:For my part,let me 
intreat thee tobe of a good courage whatſoever thou ſeeſt, and not to be terrified with the fear 
of dying, fince,every thing well confidered, it matters not whether it be to day,or to morrow. 
This ſpoken, he embraced me,and with tears in his cyes deſired me to make him a Chriltian, 
becauſe he belecved, as he faid, that to be ſo was ſuthcient to fave his Soul, which could nor 
otherwiſe be done in the curſed ſet of Mabomet, wherein he had lived till then, and for which 
he craved pardonof God. Having finiſhed theſe laſt words , he remained dead in my arm, 
for he was ſo weak, as he was nat able to ſublift any longer, as well for that he had not caten 
ought in three or four days before, as in regard of a great wound the wrack of the Lanchars 
had given him in his h:ad,rhrough which one might ſee his brains all putrefied and corrupted, 
occaſioned both for want of looking unto, as by ſalt water and flies that were gotten into 1t. 
Verily this accident grieved me very much,but for my ſelf I was in little better caſe,for | was 
likewiſe ſo weak, that every ſtep 1 made inthe water I was ready to ſwoon, by reaſon of cer- 
tain hurts on my head and body, out of which 1 had loſt a great deal of blood, Having buried 
in the owze the beſt we conld, the other three Mariners and my ſelf reſolved to crols the 
River, for to go and {l:ep on certain great Trees, that weſaw on the other fide, for fear of the 
Tygers and Crocodiles, whereof that Country is full, befides many other venemous creatures, 
as an infinite of thoſe copped Adders 1 have ſpoken of before in the ſixth Chapter, and divers 
forts of Serpents with black and green ſcales, whoſe venom is ſo contagious, as they kill men 


with their very breath. This reſolution being thus raken by us, I deſired rwo of them to ſwim 
over 
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over firſt, and the other to ſtay with me for to hold me up in the water, for that"in regard of 
my great weakneſs I could hardly ftand upon my legs : whereupon they two caſt themſelves 
p eſently into the water, exhorting us to follow them , and not be afraid ; Burt alaſs ! they 
were ſcarce in the midſt of this River, when as we ſaw them caught by two great Lezards,thar 
were before our faces, and inan inſtant tearing them in pieces, dragged them tothe bottom, 
leaving the water all bloody, which was ſo dreadful a ſpeRacle to us,as we had not the power 
rocry out ; and for my ſelf, I knew not who drew me out of the water, nor how l eſcaped 
thence ; for I was gone before into the River as deep as my waſte, with. that other Mariner 


which held me by the hand. 


CHAP. X, 
By what means I was carried to the Town of Giaca, and that which befell me there , 
my going to Malaca with a Mahometan Merchant , and the Tyrant of 
' Achems Army marching againſt the King of Aaru, 


Inding my ſelf reduced to that extremity I have ſpoken of, I was above three hours fo be 

fides my ſelf, as I could neither ſpeak, nor weep; At length the other Mariner and I went 
into the Sea again, where we continued the reſt of that day. The next morning having diſco- 
vered a Barque, that was ſeeking the mouth the River, as ſoon as it was near we got out of 
the water,and falling on our knees with our hands lift up we defired them to come and take us 
up ; whereupon they gave over rowing, and confidering the miſerable ſtate we were in they 
judged immediately that we had ſuffered ſhipwrack , ſo that coming ſomewhat nearer they 
asked us what we deſired of them ; we anſwered, that we were Chriſtians, dwelling at Ma- 
laca, and that in cuy return from Aarz we were caſt away by a ſtorm about nine days before, 
& therefore praied them for Gods ſake totake us away with them whitherſoever they pleaſed. 
Thereupon one amongſt them, whom we gueſſed to be the chiefeſt of them, ſpake to us thus, 
By that which I ſee, you are not incaſe to do us any ſervice, and gain your meat, if we ſhould 
receive you into our barque,wherefore if you have any mony hidden,you ſhall do well to give 
it us aforchand,and then we will uſe towards you that charity you require of us, for otherwiſe 
itis in vain for you to hope for any help from us : Saying ſo, they made ſhew asthough they 
would be pore whereupon we beſought them again weeping, that they would take us for | 
ſlaves, and go ſell us where they pleaſed ; hereunto I added, how they might have any ran- 
ſom for me they would require,as having the honor to appertain very nearly unto the Captain 
of Malaca. Well, anſwered he then, we are contented to accept of thy offer, upon condition, 
that if that which thou ſaieſt be not true,we will caſt thee, bound hand and foct,alive into the 
Sea. Having replied, that they might do ſo if they found it otherwiſe, four of them got pre- 
ſently to us, and carried us into their Barque, for we were ſo weak at that time, as we were 
not able to ſtir of our ſelves, When they had us aboard,imagining that bywhipping they might 
make u? confeſs where we had hid our mony,for ſtill they were perſwaded that we had ſome, 
they tycd us both to the foot of the Maſt, and then with two double Coards they whipped us 
til! we were nothing but blood all over. Now becauſe that with this beating I was almaſt 
dead , they gave not to me, as they did to my companion, a certain drink,made of a kind of 
Lime, ſteeped in Urin2, which he having taken it, made him fall intoſuch a furious vomiting, 
as h: caſt up both his lungs and his liver,ſo as he dyed within an hour after. And for that they 
found no gold come up in his vomit, as they hoped, it pleaſed God that that was the caulc 
why they dealt not fo with me, but only they waſhed the ſtripes they had given me with the 
faid liquor, to keep them from feſtering, which notwitſtanding put me wolich pain, asI was 
even at the point of death. Being departed from this River, which was called Ariſiumbea, 
we went the next dayafter dinner aſhore,at a place where the houſes were covered with ftraw, 
named Caca, in the Kingdom « f Fambes, there they kept me ſeven and twenty days,in which 
time by the aſſiſtance of Heaven 1 got my ſelf throughly cured of all my hurts, Then they that 
had a ſhare in my perſon, who were ſeven in number, ſeeing me unfit & their Trade, which 
was fiſhing, expoſed me to ſale three ſeveral times, and yet could meet withſno body that 
would bny me; whereupon being out of hope of ſelling me,they turned me out of doores,be- 
cauſe they would not be at the charge of feeding rhe. 1 had been ſix and thirty days thus aban- 
doned by theſe Inhumanes, and put a grafing like a caſt Horſe, having no other means to live 


but what I got by begging from door to door, which God knows was very lictle, in oye 
thole 
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thoſe of rhe Country were extream poor, when as one day, as I was lying inthe Sunnpon the 
Sand by the Sca ite, and lamenting my ill forrune with my (elf, it pleaſed God that a Maho.. 
metan, born in the [{le of Palimban, came accidentally by : This man, having been ſometimes 
at Mul ca in the company # Portugals, beholding melie naked on the ground, acked me if 
were not a Portzgal, and willed me to tell him the rruth ; whereupon I anſwered, thatindeed 
I was one, a4 deſcenled of very rich parents,who would give him for my ranſom whatſoever 
he would demand, if he would carry metto Malacg , whert 1 was Nephew tothe Captain of 
the Fortreſ*, as being the ſon of his filter, The Mabometan hearing me fay thus, If it betrue, 
replyed he, that thou art ſuch as thou delivereſt thy felf to be, what ſo great fin haſt thoucom- 
mitted that co 1d reduce thee to this miſerable eſtate wherein I now ſee thee ? Then I recount- 
ed to him from point to Point how 1 was caſt away,” and by what ſort the fiſhermen had firſt 
brought me thither in their Barque, and afrerwards had turned me our of the wide world, be 
cauſe they could not find any body that would buy me. Hereat he ſeemed to be much aſtoniſh- 
ed, ſo that muline a pretty whileby himſelf ; Know ſtranger, ſaid he unto me, that I am but a 

poor Merchant, all whoſe wealth amounts not to above an hundred Pardains(which are worth 

two ſhillings a piece of our mony) with which I trade for the rows of Shads, thereby hoping 

to get my living ; Now am affured that I might gain ſomerhing at Malacs, if fo be the Cap- 

tain, and the Officers of the Cuſtom-houſe there, would not do me the wrong which I have 

heard fay they do to many Merchants that come thicher to traffique ; wherefore ifthou think(ſt 

that for thy ſake I ſhould be well aſed there, I could be contented to redeem thee from the 

fiſhermen , and go thither with thee, Thereuntol anſwered him, with tears in mine eyes, 

that conſhidering the ſtate I was in at the preſent, it wasnot likly he cobld give credit to any 

thingTIfaid, becauſe it was probable that to free my ſelf out of my miſerable captivity I would 

prize my perſon at a far higher value then it would be eſteemed for at Malaca, howbeit if he 

wonld lend any belief to my oaths, fince Thad no other affurance to give him, I would ſwear 

to him, and alſo ſer it under my hand, that if he would carry me to Malaca,the Captain 

ſhould do him a vreat deal of honor for my fake, and beſides the exempring of his Merchandiſe 

from, ypaying ofCuſtome,he ſhould receive ten tlmes as much as he ſhould disburſe for me. Wel!, 

replied the M:homer.zn, 1 am contented to redeem, and recondudt thee to Malacz , but thou 

muſt take heed that thou ſpeakeſt not a word of that we have concluded on, for fear thy Ma- 

ſters hold thee at ſo dear a rate, as1 ſhall not be able to draw thee out of their hands though I 

would never io fain ; whereupon I gave him my faith to donothing but what he would have 

me todo, eſpecially in that particular , which I held to be moſt neceflary for the better effe&- 

ing of our defire. 


Four dayes after thisagreement, the Mahometan Merchant, that he might the more eaſily SR.2, 


redeem me, uſed the interpoſure of a man born in the Country, who under hand went to the 
fiſhermen, and carricd the bulineſs ſo cunningly with them, as they quickly conſented to my 
redemption, for they were already very weary of me, as well in regard that 1 was fickly, as 
for that I could no way ſtand them in any ftead, and therefore, as I delivered before,they had 
turned me out of doores, where I had coritinued a month and better; ſo by the means of this 
third perſon, whom the Mahometan had emploied, the fiſhermen ſold me to the Merchant for 
the ſum of ſeven mazes of gold, which amounts in our mony._to ſeventeen ſhillings and fix 
pence. The Mahometan as ſoon as he had redeemed me, brought me to his houſe, where [ 
was five dayes out of the tyranny of: theſe fiſhermen , and ina far better captivity then the 
former; At the end whereof my riew. Maſter went five leagues off to a place, named Sorobayz, 
where he got his Mechandiſe aboard, which, as I ſaid before, was nothing but the rows of 
Shads; For there is ſuch great abuhdance of them in that River, as the Inhabitants do there. 
with every year lade above two thouſand Veſſels, which carry at leaſt a hundred and fifty, or 
two hundred Barrels, whereof each one contains a thouſand rows, the reſt of the fiſh not yield- 
ing them a peny. Afr that the M.h»etan had laden a Lanchara with this commodity, he 
porinary ſr fail for Ma/aca, where within a while he ſafely arrived, and carrying meto the 

ortre(s preſented me to theCapain,relating unto him what agreement we had made together, 
Pedro de Faria was ſo amazed to ſee me in ſuch a lamentable plight, as the tears ſtood in his 
eyes, whereupon he bad me ſpeak out aloud, that he might know whether it was I that he 
beheld, fer that 1 did not ſtem to be my ſelf, in regard of the ſtrange deformity of my face. 
Now becauſe that in three months ſpace there had beenno news of me, and that every one 


thought me to be dead, there came ſo many folks to ſee me, as the Fortreſs could «pgs rn 
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them : Here being demanded the occaſion of my mis-fortune, and who had brought me into 
that miſerable caſe,I recounted the adventures of my Voyage, jult in the ſame manner as I have 
ready delivered them, whereat the whole company were ſo aſtoniſhed ,-that1 ſaw ſome go a- 
way without ſpeaking a word, and others ſhrink y ſhoulders, and bleſs themſelves in 


admiration of that which they had heard from me ; but in concluſion their compaſſion towards 
me was ſuch, that with the very alms they beſtowed on me I became far richer then I was be. 
fore I undertook thatunlucky Voyage. As for Pedro.de Feria , he caufed threeſcore ducates 
to be given to the Mahometan Merchant, that brought me , belides two pieces of good Chinz 
Damack ; moreover he freed me of all the duties he was to pay for the cuſtom of his Merchan- 
diſc, which amounted to very near a like ſum,ſoas he remained exceeding well ſaticfied of the 
bargain he had made with me. After this, to the end I might be the better uſed and looked 
unto,the Captain commanded meto be lodged in the Regiſters houſe of the Kings Cuſtoms, 
where for that he was married there he thought I might be better accommodated then in any 
other place, as indeed I was very well entreated by him and his wife ; fo th:t having kept 
my bed about the ſpace of a month, it pleaſed God to reſtore me unto my perfe& 


health, 
When I had recovered my health, - Pedro de Faria ſent for me to the Fortreſs, where he 


' queſtioned me about that which had paſt berwixt me and the King of Aar , as alſohow and 


in what place I was caſt away, whereupon I made him an ample relation thereof. But before 
I proceed any further, it is requiſite I ſhould here report what was the ſucceſs of the war be. 
tween the Kings of Aaru and Achem , to the end, that th? deſolation, which I have ſo often 
forctold, of our Fortreſs of Malaca, may the more evidently appear,it being a matter of too 
much importance for to be ſo negleQed as ir is by thoſe who ought to have more care cfit. 
For this 43 certain, that either the power of the King of Achem is utterly to beruined, or by ic 
we (hall be miſerably expelled out of the Countries we have conquered all along the South- 
cen Coaſt, as Malaca, Bauda, Maluco, Sunda, Borneo, and Timor, and Northwards 
Chin , Fapan, and the Legwios, as alſo many other parts and Ports , where the Portugals 
are very much intereſſed by reaſon of the Traftique which they daily uſe there,and where they 
reap more profit then in any other place that is yer diſcovered, beyond the Cape of good hope, 
the extent thereof being ſo great,that it contains along the Coaſt above three thouſand leagues, 
as may calily be ſeen by rhe cards and globes of the world, if ſo be their graduation be true. 
Beſides, if this loſs ſhould happen, which God of his infinite mercy forbid, - though we have 
but too much deſerved it for our carclefine(s and fins, we are in danger in like manner to loſe 
the Cuſtomes of Mandorim of the City of Goa, which is" the beſt thing the King of Portugal 
hath in the Indies, -for they arc Ports and I{lands, mentioned heretofore, whereon depends 
the greateſt part of his Revenue,not comprehending the Spices, namely, the Nutmegs,Cloves, 
and Maces, which are brought into this Kingdom from thoſe Countries. Now to return to 
my ditcourſe, Iſay, that the Tyrant of Achem was adviſed by his Councel how there was no 
way in the world to take Malaca, if he ſhould affail it by Sea, as he had divers times be- 
fore, when as Dom Stephano de Gama. and his Predeceffors were Captains of the Fortreſs, but 
firſt to make himſelf Maſter of the Kingdom of Aary, to the end he might afterwards fortifie 
himſe't on the River of Panetican, where his Forces might more commodiouſly and neatly 
maintain the War he intended to make : for then he might have means with lefs charge toſhut 
up the Streights of Cincaprra, and Sava, and fo ſtop our Ships from paſling to the Seas of 
Chin:, Sunda, Banda, and the Molxcques, whereby he might have the profit of all the Drugs 
wh'ch came from that great Archipe'age ; And walls this counſel was ſo approved by the Ty- 
rant, that he prepared a Navy of an hundred and threeſcore Sails, whereofthe moſt part were 
Lazchares with Oars, Galiots, Calabuzes of Faoa, and fifteen Ships high built, furniſhed 
with Munition and Victual, In theſe Veſſels he imbarqued twenty thouſand men, namely 
twelve thouſand Soldiers, the ret Sailers and Pioners. Amongſt theſe were four thouſand 
Strangers, Turks, Abiſſins , Malabarcs, Guſurates, and Luſons of the Iſle of Borneo. Their 
General was one named Heredin Mabomet, Brother-in-law to the Tyrant, by marriage with 
a Siſter of his, and Governour of the Kingdom of Baarros. This Fleet arrived ſafely at the Ri- 
yer of Panetjcan, where the King of Aru attended them with fix thouſand of his own natural 
SubjeQts,and not a forraigner amongſt them, both in regard he wanted mony for to entertain 
Souldicr.yand that alſo he had a Country unprovided of vidual to feed them. At their arrival 


. the encmics found them fortifying of the Trench whereof I ſpake heretofore ; Whereupon 


withour 
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"(thout any furher delay they began to play with their Ordnance; and to batter the Town 
onthe Sea fide with great fury,which laſted ſix whole dayes together. In the mean time the 
belicged dtfended themſelves very valiantly, fo as there was much blood ſpilt on either fide : 
The General of the Aobemr, perceiving he advanced but lictle,cauſed his Forces tg Land, and 
mounting twelve great Pieces he renewed the battery three ſeveral times with ſuch impetu- 4 
ofity,that it demalithed one of the. two Forts that nded the River ; by means whereof, 
andimder the ſhe]ter of exrtam packs of Cotton, which the Achems carried before them, they 
one morning aſſaulted the principal Fortreſs : In this aſſault an Abifin commanded, called 
Mamedecan,whg a moneth (or 6 Hobo betore. was come from 7x44, to confirm the new 
League made by the Bafſa of Caire,on the behalt of the grand Siymor, with the Tyrant of 
Achem, whereby he'grarited ltim' a Cuſtom houſe in the Port of Pazem, This Abiffin rendred 
himſelf Maſter ot che-Bulwark, wich'60 =. +fourty f anizaries, and ſome Malabar Moors, 
who inſtantly planced five Enhigns on the wa pln the mean time the King of Aarz encoura- 
ging his people with promiſes, and ſuch words as the timt required, wrought ſo effeAually, 
that with a valourous reſolution they ſet upon the Enemy,and recovered the Bulwark which 
they: had {o lately loſt ſo as the Abiſin Captain was (lain on the place,and all thoſe that were 
there with him. The King following his good fortune, at the ſame inſtant cauſed the Gates 
of the Trench to be opened,and fallying out witha good part of his Forces, he combated his 
Enemies — as hequite routed them : In hke manner he took $8 of their 12+ Pieces 
of Qrdnance,and (o retreating in ſafety;he fortified himſelf the beſt he could, for to ſuſtain his 
Eneniics future affanhts, | ;

= General of Achent, ſecing the bad ſucceſs which he received in this encounter, was SR. . 
-more grieved for the death of che Abiſſin Caprain, and the loſs of thoſe cight Picces of 
Ordnance,then for allthem that wete {lain beſides; whereupon he afſembled his Councel of 
War,who were all of apinion thatthe commenced ftege was to be continued, and the Trench 
aflailed on every tide,which was ſo ſpeedily put in execution,that in 17 dayes it was affault- 
ed nine ſeveral rimes; in fo much as by divers ſorts of fire-works, continually invented by a 
Turkiſh Engineer that was in their Camp, they demoliſhed the greater part of the Trench ; 
Moreover,they overthtew two of the principal Forts on the South-fide, together wich a great 
Phtform, which in the manner of a fCbray defended the entry of the River, notwithſtand- 
ing all the reſiſtance the 'King of Ar could make with his people, though they behaved 
themiſtlves fo valiantly,as the Aches Joſt above two.thoufand and five hundred men, beſides 
 thoſethat were hurt, which were far more then the ſlain, whereof the moſt part died ſhortly 
after for want of looking to. As for the King of 44r«;he loſt not above 400 men; howbeit for 
that his people were but few,and his Enemies many,as alſo better ordered,and better armed, 
in the laſt aſſault,that was given on the 13 day of the moon, the buſineſs ended unfortunately 
by the utrer defear of the King of Aarw'sForces ; For it was his ill hap, that having made a 
falley forth by the advice of a Cacis of his, whom he greatly truſted, it fell out that this Tray- 
tour ſuffered himſelf tobe corrupred with a bar of Cold , _ about fourty thouſand 
Ducates xvhich rhe 4chem gave him, whereof the King of Aaru being ignorant, ſet couragi- 
ouſly on: his Enemies, and fought a bloody battel with them,wherein the advantage remained 
on his fide in all mens judgement;but that Dog, the perfidious Cacss,whom he had left Com- 
mander of the Trench, fallied forth with 500 men, under colour of ſeconding the King in his 
purſuit of ſo proſperous a beginning, andleft the Trench withour any manner of defence, 
which-pereeived by one of the Enemies Captains, a Mehometan Malabar, named Curiale Mar- 
cas, he preſently with fix hundred Gnſarates and Malabars, whom he had led th therfor that 
"# made himſelf Maſter of the Trench which the Trayterous Cacis, for the bar of Gold 
ehad received had left unguarded,and forthwith pur all the fick and hurt men that he found 
thereto the ſword, amounting to the number of about fifteen hundred, whereof he would 
not ſpare ſo much as one. In the mean time the unhappy King of Aarz, who thought of 
nothing leſs then the treachery of his Cacis, ſeeing his Trench taken, ran to the ſuccouring ot 

it;being a matter that moſt imported him:Bur finding _” 2 the weaker, he was conſtrained 
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tO quit the place, that as he was making his retreat to the Town ditch,it was his ill forume |, 


to be killed by a ſhot of an Harquebuſe from a Tzrk his Enemy.Uſpon this death of his enſued 
the loſs of all the reſt,by reaſon of the great diſorder it brought amongſt them. Whereat the 
Enemies exceedingly rejoycing, took up the Corps of that wretched, King, which they found 
amongſt the othe Jead bodies, and having imbowelled and falted him they put him upin a 
Caſe; and ſo ſen: him asa preſent tothe Tyrant, who after-many Ceremonies of Juſtice, cau- 
ſed him to be publiquely fawed into ſundry pieces, and then boiled in a Cauldron full of Oyl 
and Pitch,with a dreadful Publication, the tenour whereof was this : 

See here the Juſtice which Sultan Laradin, King of the Land of the two Seas, hath cauſed to 
be exetnted,. whoſe will and pleaſure it is , that as the body of this miſerable Mahometan 
hath been ſawed in ſunder, and boyled bere on Earth, ſo his Soul ſhall ſuffer worſe torments in 
Hell, and that moſt worthily, for. his tranſgreſſing of the Law of Mahomer, and of tbe "perfect 
belief of tbe Muſſelmans of the Houſe of Mecqua, for this execution is very juſt, and conform. 
able to the boly Dotirine of the Book, of Flowers, in regard this Miſcreant b 11h ſhewed himſelf 
in all bis worigs. to be ſo far without the'fear of God, as be hath inceſſantly from time to time 
betrayed the moſt ſecret and important affatrs of this Kingdome to thoſe accurſed Dogs of the ather 
end:of the world, who . for our ſins, and through our negligence, have with notorious Tyranny 
made themſelves Lords of Malaca, This Publication ended, a fearfal noiſe aroſe amongſt the 
people, whocryed out, This puniſhment is but too little for ſo execrable a Crime, Behold 


truly the manner of this paſſage, and how the loſs of the Kingdome of Aarz was joyned 


vith the death of that poor Kin?, who lived in ſuch good correſpondence with us, and that 
m my opinion might have been ſuccoured by us with very ſmall charge and pains, if at the 
beginning. of the War he had been aſſiſted with that little he demanded by his Embaſſadour, 
New who was in the fault hereof, I will leave to the judgement of them which moſt it con- 
cerns to know it. | | 
After that this infortunate King of Aar« had miſerably ended his dayes, as I have before 
related,and that this whole Army was utterly defeated, both the Town, and the reſt of the 
Kingdom were cafily and quickly taken im. Thereupon the General of the Achems repaired 
the Trenches, ahd fortified them in ſuch manner as KW thought requiſite for the conſervation 
and ſecurity of all that he had gained:which done, he left there a Gariſon of $00 of the moſt 
couragious men of his Army,who were commanded by a Luſan Mabometan, named Sapetx 
de Raia, and incontinently after departed with the reft of -his Forces, The common report 
was that he went to the Tyrant of Achem, who received him with very much honour for 
the good ſucceſs of this Enterprize ; For, as I have already delivered, being before but 
Governouir and Mandara of the Kingdom of Barros, he gave him the title of King, fo that 
ever after he was called Szlran of Baarros, which is the proper denomination of ſuch as are 
Kings amongſt the Mahimerans, Now whileſt things paſſed in this ſort, the deſolate Queen 
remained ſome ſeven Leagnes from Aarz, where being advertiſed and affured of the death 
of the Kins her husband,and of the lamentable ifſue of the War,! ſhe preſently reſolved to caft 
her ſelt into the fire; for ſhe had promiſed her husband in his life time, - confirming it with 
many and great Oaths ; But her friends and ſervants, to divert her from putting ſo deſpe- 
rat? a deſign in execution, uſed many reaſons unto her, ſo that at length, overcome by their 
perſwaſtons, Verily, ſaid ſhe unto them, Althongh 1 yield to your requeſt, yet I would have you 
know, that neither the conſiderations you have propounded, nor the zeal you ſeem to ſhew of 


-good and faithful Subjes, were of power to turn me from ſo generous a Determination, as that 


7s which I promi/ed to my King, my Husband, and my Maſter, if God had not inſpired me with 
this thought, that living I may better revenge bis death, as by bis dear blood T vow unto you to 
labour as long as I Ive to do, and to that end.-I will undergo any extremity mb tſoever ; nay, if need 
be, turn Chriſtian a thouſand times over, if by that means T may be able to compaſs this my 
deſire, . Saying ſo, ſhe immediately got upon an Elephant, and accompanied with a mat- 
ter of ſeven hundred men, ſhe marched towards the Town with a purpoſe to ſet it on fire, 
where iycountring ſome four hundred Achems, that were bufie about 7 ark of fuch goods 


as were yet remaining, ſhe ſo encouraged her people with her words and tears, that they cut 
them all preſently in pieces:This execution done,knowing her ſelf too weak for to hold the 
Town.ſhe returned into the Wood, where ſhe ſojourned twenty days,during which time ſhe 
made War upon the Townſmen, ſurprifing and pillaging them as often as they ifſued forth 


to get water, wood, or other neceflaries, ſo as they durſt not ftir out of the Town to pou 
em 
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themſelves ſuch things as they needed,in which regard if ſhe could poſlibly have continued 
this War other twenty days longer, ſhe had ſo famiihed thzm, as th:y weuld have been cons 
{train'd to render the Town ; But becauſe ar that time it rain'd continually by reaſon of the 
Climate,and chat the place was boggy and full of buſhes, as alſo the fruits, wherewithal they 
nouriſhed themſelves in the wood were all rotren,fo that che moſt part of our people fell lick, 
and no mza"'s there to relieve them, the Queen was conſtrained to depart to a River, 
nam2d Minhacumbaa, ſome 5 Leagues trom thence, where the imbarqued her ſelf in 16 
Veſſzls,fuch as ſhe could get, which were Filhermens Paroos,and in them ſhe went to Malaca, 
with a belief that at her Arrival there the ſhould not be denied any thing ſhe would ak. 

Pedro de Faria, being advertiſed of the Q:tecrs coming, ſent Alraro de Faria, his ſon, and 
General of the Sea-forces, toreceive her with a Galley, five Foiſts, two Catures, 20 Balons, 
and 300 men, beſides divers perſons of the Country.So ſhe was brought to the Fortreſs, where 
ſhe was ſaluted with an honourable peal of Ordnance, which Iafted the ſpace of a good hour. 
Being landed, and having ſeen certain things which Pedro de Faria delired to ſhew her , as 
the Cuſtom-houſe, the River, þhe Army, the Manufatures, ſtores of /'owder, and other 
particulars prepared before for that purpoſe; ſhe was lodged in a fair houſe, and her people, 
ro the number of ſix hundred, in a field, called 1her, in Tents and Cabbin-, where they were 
accommodated the beſt that might be. During all the time of her abude, which was about 
a matter of five moneths, ſhe continued ſolliciting for ſuccour, and means to revenge the death 
of her Husband, Bur at length perceiving he ſmall aſſiſtance ſhe was like to have from us, 
and that all we did was but a meer entertainment of good words , ſhe determined to (cak 
freely unto Pedro de Faria, that ſo ſhe might know how far ſhe might truſt ro his promites ; 
To which end, attending him one Sunday at the Gate of 'the Fortreſs, at ſuch time as the 
place was full of people, and that he was going forth to hear Maſs ; ſhe went to him, and af- 
ter many Complements between them, ſhe faid unto him ; Noble and valiant Captain, 
T beſeech you by the generoſity of your race, to give me the bearing in few things I have to re- 
preſent unto you. Conſider, I pray you, that albeit I am a Mahometan, and that for the greatneſs of 
my fins I am altogether ignorant inthe knowledge of your holy Lay, yet in regard I am a woman, 
and have been a ®:teen, you ought to carry ſome reſpet to me, and tv bebold my miſery with the 
eyes of a Chriſtian, Hereunto at firſt Pedro 4e Faria knew not what to anſwer ; in the end 
patting off his.cap, he made her a low reverence, and after they had both continued a 
good while without ſpeaking, the Queen- bowed to the Church gate, that wag, juſt before 
them, and then ſake again to Pedro de Faria, Truly, ſaid ſhe, the defire T have alwayes had 
to revenge the death of my Hwband, bath been, and ftill is ſo great, that I have reſolved to ſeek, 
ont all the means that poſſibly I may to effe( it, ſince by reaſon of the weakneſs of my Sex fortune 
will not permit me to bear arms ,, Being perſwaded then that this bere, which is the firſt I bave 
tryed, was the moſt aſſured, and that I more relyed upon then any other, as truſting in the ancient 
amity which hath alwayes been betwixt us and you Portugals , and the Obligation wherein this 
Fortreſs is engazed to us, paſſing by many other conſiderations well kn1wn wm you; I am 
now to deſire you with tears in mine eyes, that for the Honour of the. hich and mighty King of 
Portugal, my ſovereign Lord, and unto whom my busband was ever a loyal Subject and Vaſſal, you 
will ayd and ſuccour me in this my great adverſitie, which in the preſence of many noble Perſonages 
you bave promiſed me todo; Howbeit now I ſee that in ſtead of —_— the promiſes which 
you have ſo often made me, you alledge for an excuſe that you bave written unto the Vice-Roy, 
about it, whereas I have no need of ſuch great Forces as you ſpeak, of, for that with an hun- 
dred men only, and ſuch of my own people as are flying up and down in hope and expeaation of 
my retzrn ; 1 ſhould be able enough, though I be but a woman, in a ſhort ſpace to recover. my C oun- 
try, and revenge the death of my bushand, through the belp of Almighty God, in whoſe Name I 
beſeech and require you, that for the ſervice of the King of Portugal, my Maſter,and the only refuge 
of my widow-hood ; you will, ſince you can, aſſiſt me ſpeedily, becauſe expedition is that which in this 
aff air imports the moſt; and ſo doing you ſhall prevent the plot which the wickgd enemy bath upon 
this Fortreſs, as too well you may-perceive by the means be bath uſed to effeft it. If you will be plea. 
ſed to give me the ſuccour I demand of you, ſay ſo; if not, deal clearly with me, for that you will 
prejudice me as much in making me loſe the time, as if you refuſed me that which ſo earneſtly T de- 
fire, and which as a Chriſtian you ure obliged to grant me, as the Almighty Lord of Heaven and 
Earth doth well kzrow, whom I take to witneſs of this my requeſt, 
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The " Queen of Aaru's departure from Malaca ; ber going to the King of Jantana ; 
bis ſummoning the Tyrant of Achem to reftore the Kingdom of Aarvu, 
and that which paſt between them thcreupon, 
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fl | | $8.1: TY Edro de Faria, having heard what this deſolate Queen faid openly unto him,convinced by 
| F his own Conſcience, and even aſhamed of having delayed her in that faſhion, anſwered 
18'V8 her, that in truch, and by the faith of a Chriſtian, he had recommended this affair unto the 
Vice-roy, and that doubtleſs there would ſome ſuccour come for her cre it were long, it fo be 
there were no trouble in the In4ies that might hinder it; wherefore he adviſed and prayed her 
| to ſtay ſtill at Malaca, and that ſhortly ſhe ſhould ſee the verity of his ſpeeches. Thereunto this 
# Princeſs having replyed upon the uncertainty of ſuch ſuccout,Pedro de Faris grew into choſer, 
i| becauſe he thought ſhe did not believe him, fo chat in the heat of his paſſion he laſhed our 
L Tome words that were more rude then was fit. Whereupon the deſolate Queen with tears in 
Pt her eyes, and beholding the Church gate, which was juſt againſt her, and ſobbing in ſuch 
qt manner as ſhe could ſcarcely ſpeak ; The clcar Fount in,faid fhe, is the God which is adored in 
| that h:uſe out of whoſe mouth proceeds all truth, but the men of the Earth are ſinks of troubled was 
ter, wherein change and faults are by nature continually remaining; wherefore accurſed is be that 

[' truſts to the opeming of their lips ; For T aſſure you, Captain, that ever ſince ;'I knew my ſelf to this 
[" preſent, T have neither beard nor ſeen ought, but that the more ſuch unhappy wretches, as my late 
| busband was, and my ſelf now am, do for you Portugal, the leſs you regard them , and the more 
you are obliged, the leſs you acknowledge ; whence I may well conclude that the recompence of the 
Portugal Nation conſiſts more in favour, then in the merits of perſons : And would to G:d, my 
deceaſed bushand had nine and twenty years ago but known, what now for my ſins I percetve too 
well . for then he had not been ſo deceived by you as he was : But ſince it is ſo, I bave this onely 

Left to comfort me in my miſery ; that T fee many others ſcandalized with your amity as well as my 
ſelf : For if you had neither the power nor the will to ſuccour me , why would you ſo far engage 
your ſelf to me, # poor deſolate widow, concerning that which I hoped to obtain from you, and ſo 
beguile me with your large promiſes * Having ſpoken thus, ſhe turned her back tothe Captain,

zan, where the King of Fantana was at that time, who, according to the report was made of 
it tous afterward, received her with great honour at her arrival. To him ſhe recounted all 
that had paſt betwixt her and Pedro de Faria, and how ſhehad loſt all hope of our friendſhip; 

Unto whom, it is ſaid, the King made this anſwer, That be did not marvel at the little faith 

ſhe had found in ws, for that we had ſhewed it but too much upon ſundry occaſions unto all the 

world. Now the better toconfirm his ſaying, he recited ſome'particular examples of mat- 

ters, which he ſaid had befaln us conformable to his purpoſe z and like a Mahometar, and our 

enemy,he made them appear more enormous then they were:ſo after he had recounted many 

things of us very ill done, amongſt the which he interlaced divers Treacheries, Robberies, 

and Tyrannies,at length he told her,that as a good King, and a good Mahometan, he would 

promiſe her, that ere it were long ſhe ſhould ſee her ſelf by his means reſtored again to every 

foot of her Kingdom ; and to the end ſhe might be the more affured of his promiſe he told 

| her that he was content to take her for his wife, if ſoſhe pleaſed, for that thereby he ſhould 

þ have the greater cauſe to become the King of Achems Enemy, upon whom,for her ſake, he 
ſhould be conſtrained ro make War, if he would not by fair means be perſwaded to aban- 

don that which he had unjuſtly taken from her.

If | Moul.:na,npon a feſtival day when as they ſolemnized their Ramadan, he went to the Ifle of 


i | C «mpar,where inuncdiately upon the celebration of their Nuptials he called a Councel _—_ 
| adviſc 
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adviſe ofthe courſe he was to hold tor the performance of that whereunto he had engaged 
him{elf, for he knew it was a matter of great dithculty,and wherein he ſhould he forced to ha- 
zard much of his Eſtate. The relolucion that he ook hereupon was,before he enterprized any 
thing, to ſend to ſummon the Tyrant of Achem to ſurrender the ningdom of 4a-u, which in 
the right of his new wite belonged now unco him, and then according tothe anſwer he ſhould 
receive to govern himſelf, This Counſel ſeemed fo good to the Kine, that he preſent y dif. 
patched an Embaſſadour to the Tyrant, with a rich preſent of Jewels and Silks, rogether 
with a Letter containing theſe words, Stbri Layo guendou, pracama de Ria, lawful King, by 
a long ſucceſſion of Malaca, which by ſtrong band, and the injuſtice of the faithleſs Kings of Ja Fe 
tana and Bintan bath been uſurped from me ;, To thee Siry Sultan Aradin, King of Achem, and4 
of all the Lan4 of the two Seas, my true Brothey by the ancient Amity of our fore-fathers, I thine 
Ally in fleſh and blood, do give thee t underftand bymy EmbaJalour, that about the ſeventh 
Moon of this preſent year the noble Widow Ancheliny D-reen of Aaru, came to me full of crief 
and tears, an4 proſtrating ber ſelf on the ground before me, ſhe told me that thy Captains bad 
tazen ber Kingdome from ber, as alſo the two Rivers of Lava and Panetican, and ſlain Alibon- 
car her Hushand, vogether with five thouſand Amborraias and OQuroballons, all men of mark, 
that were with him, and made three thouſand Children ſlaves, which had never offended, tyins 
their bands behind them, an4 ſcourg ing them continually without pity, as if they bal been the 
ſons of unbelieving Mothers, Wherefore being moved with compaſſion, I bave received her under 
the protedion of my Faith, to the end that I might with more certainty infirm my ſelf of the rea« 
ſon and right thou hadſt ſo to dos and perceiving by ber Oaths that thou ba4ft none, I have taken 
ber to my wife, that I might the more freely before God demand tha: which is bers, 1 defir- thee 
then, as being thy true Brother, that thox wilt render that thou baſt taken from ber, and there- 
fore make hey a good and full Reftitution, An4 touching tbe proceeding that is to be bel1 in 
this Reſtitution which I demand of thee, it is to be done according to the manner that Syri. 
bican my Embaſſadour will ſhew thee, And not doing thus conformable to what in juſtice I 
require of thee, I declare my fe;f thine Enemy in tqe behalf of this La1y, uuto whom I am 
obliged by a ſolemn Oath to defend ber in ber afliftion. This Embafſadour being come to 4- 
chem, the Tyrant received him very honourably, and took his Letter ; Bur after he had open- 
ed it, and read the Contents, he would preſently have put him to death, had he not been di= _ + 
verted by his Councel, who told him, that in ſo doing he would incur great infamy : Where- 
upon he inſtantly diſmifſed the Embafſadour with his Preſent, which in contempe of him he 
would not :ccept of; and inanſwer of that he brought him, he returned him a Letrer,where- 
in it was thus written : ISultan Aaradin, King of Achem, Baarros, Pedir, Paacem, an4 
of the Sianiories of Dayaa, and Batas, Prince of all the Land of the two Seas, both Mediter= 
ranean and Ocean, and of the Mynes of Menencabo, and of the Kingdome of Aaru, newly con- 
quered upon juſt cauſe ; To thee King, repleniſhed with joy, and defirow of a doubtful heritage : 
Thave ſeen thy Letter,woritten at the Table of thy Nuptials, and by the inconfiderate words there= 
of have diſcerned the drunkenneſs of thy Councellours and Secretaries, wheretinto I would not 
have vomchſafed an anſwer , had it not been for the humble prayers of my ſervants, As 
touching the Kingdom of Aaru, do not thou dare t» ſpeas, of it, if thou Aefireſt to live; ſuffi 
ceth it that I have cauſed it to be taken in, and that it is mine, as thine alſo ſhall be ere 
long, if thou haſt married Ancheliny with a purpoſe upon that occaſion to make claim to a 
Kinodome that now is none of hers ; wherefore live with ber as other Hwsbands do with their 
Wives, that tilling the ground are contented with the labour of their bands, Recover firſt thy 
Malaca, ſince is was once thine, and then thou mayeſt think, of that which never belonzed to thee. 
I will favour thee as a Vaſſal, and not as a Brother, as thou qualifieſt thy ſelf. From my oveat 
and Royal Houſe 5f rich Achem, the very day of this thy Embaſſadours arrival, whom I have 
Preſently ſent away without furtber ſeeing or bearing of bim, as he may tell thee upon hit return

The Kine of Fatan*s Embaſſadour being diſmiſſed with this Anſwer the very ſame day Sz, 
that he arrived, which amonoſt them they hold for a mighty affront,carried back the Preſent, 
which the Tyraut would not iccept of, in the greater contempt both of him that ſent, and he 
that brought it, and arrived at Compar, where the King of Fantanz was at that jinſtant, who 
upon the underſtanding of all that had paſt, grew by zeport ſo ſad and vext, that his ſervants 
have vowed they have divers times ſeen him weep for very grief that theTyrant ſhould make 


(little reckoning of him;Howbeit he held a Councel there upon the ſecond time,where it was 
concluded, 
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concluded,that at any hand he ſhould make War upon him,as cn his mortal Enemy,ind that 
the firſt thing he ſhould undertake ſhould be the recovery of the xingdom of Aarx, and the 
Fort of Paneticar,before it was further fortified. The King accordingly ſet forth a Fleet,of 200 
Sails,wheredf the moſt part were Lanchares,Calaluſes,and 15 tall Juncks, furniſhed with Mu- 
nition neceflary for the enterprize;And of this Navy he made General the great Laqgue Xemee 
na, his Admiral, of whoſe valour the H ſtory of the Ines hath ſpoken in divers places. To 
him he gave 2000 Souldiers, as alſo 4000 Mariners and Gally flaves, all choice and trained 
men. This General departed immediately with his Fleet, and arrived at the River of Panc= 
zican, cloſe by the Enemies Fort, which he aſſaulted tive ſeveral times, both with ſcaling lad- 
ders, and divers artificial fires ; but perceiving he could not prevail that way , he began to 


| batter if with 400 great Pieces of Ordnance, which ſhot continually for the ſpace of 7 whole 


dayes togethet, at the end whereof the moſt part of the Fort was ruined, and overthrown 
to the grouud ; whereupon he preſently cauſed his men to give an aſſault to it,who performed 
it ſo valiantly, that they entred it, and ſlew 140 Achems, the moſt of which came thither bur 
the day before the Fleet arrived under the condu& of a Twrkz Captain, Nephew to the 
Baſſa of Caire, named Mora do Arraiz, who was alſo flain there with 400 Twrks he had 
brought along with him, whereof Laque Xemena would not ſpare ſo much as one. Aﬀter this 
he uſed ſuch diligence in repairing that which was fallen, wherein moſt of the Souldiers 1:- 
boured, that in twelve dayes the Fort was rebui't, and made as ſtrong as before, with the 
augmentation of two Bulwarks. The news of this Fleet, which the King of Fantana prepa- 
red in the*Ports of Bintan and C:ompar, came to the Tyrants care, who fearing, to loſe that 
which he had gotten, put inſtantly to Sea another Fleet of 140 and twenty Sails, Foilts,Lan- 
chares, Galiots, and 15 Galleys, of 25 banks of Oars a piece, wherein he cauſed fifteen 
thouſand men.to be imbarqued ; namely, twelve thouſand Souldiers, and the reſt Mariners 
and fiich as were for the ſervice of the Sea ; Of this Army he made theſame Heredin Maheo.. 
me: General,who had before (as I have already declared) conquered the Kingdom of Aarz, 
in regard he knew him to be a man of a great ſpirit, and fortunate in War, who departing 
with his Army arrived at a place called Aupeſſumbee, within four Leagues of the River of 
Panetican, where h: learnt of certain Fiſhermen, whom he took and put to torture, all thar: 
had paſt concerning the Fort and the Kingdom, and how Laque Xemena had made himſelf 
Maſter beth of the Land and Sea in expeation of hi. At this news, it isfaid, that Hereain 
Mahomet was much perplexed, becauſe intruth he did not believe the Enemy could do ſo much 
in ſo little time : By reaſon whereof he afſ?mbled his Councel, where it was concluded, that 
fince both the Fort aud Kingdom were regained, all the men he had Icft there cut in pieces, 
as likewiſe for that the Enemy was very ſtrong, both at Sea and Land, and the ſeaſon very 
unfit for their deſign, therefore they were to return back : Nevertheles Heredin Mahomet 
was of a contrary opinion, ſaying,that he would rather dye like a man of courage, then live 
in diſhonour ; and that ſeeing the King had made choice of him for that purpoſe, by the 
help of God he would not loſe one jot of the reputation he had gotten; wherefore he vowed 
and ſwore by the bones of Mahomet, and all the Lamps that perpetually burn in his Chappel, 
to put all thoſe to death as Traytours that ſhould go about to oppoſe this intent of his, and 
that they ſhould be boyled al:ve in a Cauldron of Pitch, in ſuch manner as he meant to deal 
with Laque Xemen : himſelt;and with this boyling reſolution he parted from the place where he 
rode at anchor,with great cries, and noiſe of Drums,and Bells, as they are accuſtomed ro do 
upon like occations.In this ſort,by force of oars and fails, they got into the entry of the River; 
and coming in fight of Laque Xemena's Navy, who was ready waiting for him, and well rein- 

forced with a great number of Sould'ers, that were newly come to him trom Pera, Bintan, 
$ ac4,arnd many cther places thereabout, he made towards him ; and after the diſcharging of 
their Orcinance afar off,they joyned together with as much violence as might be. The fight 

was {uch,that durinf the ſpace of an hour and a half there could no advantage be diſcern'd on 

either part,until ſuch time as Heredin Mabomet, General of the Achems, was {lain with a great 

ſhot, that hit him juſt in the breſt, and battered him to pieces.

try, and many made themſelves away ; ſome with poyſon, ſome with balters, and ſome with 
the ſword. A relation altogether true,without any addition of mine, Thus was the Kingdom 
of Aars recovered from the Tyrant of Achem,and remained in the hands of the King of Fan- 
1na,until the year 1574. At which time, the faid Tyrant with a Fleec of two hundred Sails, 
feigning as though he would go to take in Patava, fell cunningly one night on Fantana,where 
the King was at that time, whom together with his Wife, Children, and many others, he 
took priſoners, and carried into his Country, where he put them all to moſt cruel death-,and 
for the King himſelf, he cauſed his brains to be beaten out of his head wicha great club. Aer

My departure from Malaca to go ro Pan; what fortuned after my arrival there , 
with the murther of the King of Pan, and the cauſe thereof. 


O return unto the Diſcourſe where I left, Ifay, that when I was recovered of the fickneſs $.1! 

* which I got in my captivity at Siaca, Pedro de Faria, deſiring to find out ſome occation 
to advance and benefit me, ſent me in a Lanchara to the Kingdom of Pan with goods of his, 
to the value of ten thouſand Ducates,for to conſign them into the hands of a Faftor of his,thac 
relided there, named Tome Lobo, and from thence to go to Patava, which is 100 Leagues be- 
yond that. To that purpoſe he gave me a Letter and a Preſent for the King, and an ample 
Commiſſion to treat with him about the redemption of five Portzgals, who in the Kingdom of 
$1.1m were {laves to Monteo de Bancha his Brother-in-law, I parted then from Malacz upon 
this employment, and the ſeventh day of our Voyage, juſt as we were oppoſite to the IfJand 
of Pullo Tim:no, which may be diſtant from Ma/2ca ſome ninety Leagues, and ten or twelve 
from the mouth of the River of Pan a little before day we heard at two ſeveral rimes great 
lamentations at Sea;and being not able in regard of the darkneſs of the nigheto know what 
it was, we were a'l ſuſpended into divers Opinions, for that we could not imagine what ic 
be; in ſomuch that to learn the certainty thereof, I cauſed them to hoiſt up ſail, and row to- 
wards that part where we heard the | mentation, every one looking down round about cloſe 
tothe water,the better to diſcern and hear that of which we were in ſuch doubt. After we had 
continued a pretty while in this manner, we perceived far from us a black thing that floated 
onthe Sea, and unable at firſt to diſcover what it was, we adviſed together about ir. Now 
there being but four Portugals of us in the Lanchara, we were all of dfferent minds, ſothat [ 
was told how 1 was to go direCtlyto the place whither Pedro de Faria had ſent me,that loſing 
but an hours time I might endanger the Voyge,and hazard the goods,and fo for want of per- 
forming the duty ofmy charge I might very much wrong him. Whereunto 1 anſwered, thac 
happen what might,1 would not leave off labouring to know what it was; and that jt in ſo 
doing committed any fault, the Lanchara appertained to none but Pedro de Faria, unto 
whom my ſelf was to render an account of the goods in it, and not they, that had nothing 
elſe in the Veſſel but their perſons, which were in no more danger then mine: During this

| were caſt away.who floated pell-mell together upon planks,and other pieces of wood: Where. 
| upon wikear fark fear we turned our prow towards them, with force of Sails and Oars

| have mercy upon us. At thie ſight of this ſtrange and pitiful petacle we remained ſo amazed, 
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that we were almoſt beſides our ſelves ; and cauſing ſome of the Mariners to get with all ſpecd 
into the Cock-boat, they fetcht 23 perſons of them into the Lanchara, namely 14 Partagets 
and 9 Slaves, which were alſodiſ-figured in the face,.as they made us atraid to look on.them, 
and fo weak as they could neither ſpeak nor ſtand, After they. had been thus taken up by us, 
and entreated in the beſt manner we could, we demanded of them the cauſe of theirmil- 
fortune; whereunto one of the company weeping anſwered ; My Maſters, I am named Feran4 
Gil Porcalho, and the eye,\which you behold I want was ſtrucken out by the Achens at the 
fiege of Mal ca, when as the ſecond time they came to furprize Pom -Eſtevano de Gama, who 


deliring todo ſomthing for me, becauſe he faw me poor,as I was at that time, gave me leave 


to go to the Molucques, where I would to God I had never been, fince my voyage was to have 
fo bad a ſucceſs : for after I departed from thegPort 'of Talagame, which isthe Roade of our 
Fort at Ternate, having ſailed 23 dayes with a favourable Gale in a Junck that carried 1000 
bars of Cloves, worth above an hundred thouſand Ducates , my ill fo tune would,that at the 

oint of Swurabay in the Iſle of Faoa, there aroſe ſo impetaous a North-wind, that our Junck 
brake in the prow, which conſtrained us to lighten the hatches; So we pafſed thatnight b 
the ſhoar, without bearing ſo much asa rag of ſail,by reaſon the Sea was exceedingly moved, 
and the Waves moſt inſupportable, The next day we perceived that our Jon ſank; ſo that 
of an hundred fourty and ſeven perſons'that were in her there were ſaved but fix and rwenty; 
and now it is 14 dayesthat we have been upon theſe plank?, having during all that time eaten 
nothing but a ſlave of mine that dyed, with whom we have ſuſtained our ſelves eight dayes; 
and the very laſt night two Portzgals more died, on whom we would not feed, although we 
were very much preft to it by our hunger, becauſe we hoped that this or the next day would 
givean end both to our lives and miſery. 

The relation which this man made ps having rendred usall very penfive,and full of amaze- 
ment to ſee him and his companions reduced toſo deplorable an eſtate, we greatly wondred 
at the means whereby God had ſo miraculouſly delivered them;wherefore we gave him moſt 
humble thanks for it,and comforted our new gueſts,in repreſenting unto themall thoſe things 
which the duty of true Chriſtians and our poor captivity ebliged us to tell them. Afteg that 
we beſtowed part of our clothes on them; and laid themiin our ordinary beds;then we apply- 
cd thoſe remedies to them, which we thought neceſſary for their recovery ; for not having 
ſlept of a long time, they were ſo exceeding dizzy yin the head, that they would fall down 
ſtunned in ſuch ſort,as they continued without any knowledge for an hour together. This 
done,we went to ſeek out the Port of Pax, where we arrived near about midnight,cafting an- 
chor in the Roade, Juſt againſt a little inhabited place,called Campalars. The next morning 
by break of day we rowed up the: River about ſome League to the Town, where we found 

ome Lobo, who as I have already declared,refided there as Faftor for the Captain of Malaea, 
into whoſe hands I conligned all the Merchandiſe that I brought along with me. The ſame day 
3 ofthe 14 Portugals, which we took up at Sea,dyed,whereot the afore-named Fernando Gul 
Porcalho was oneyas alſo five young men that were Chriſtians, whom we caſt all into the Seca, 
with great ſtones tyed totheir feet and about their necks for to make them link to the bottom, 
in regard we could not be permitted to bury them in Town,although Tome Lobo offered them 
fourty Ducates for that purpoſe, the reaſon they alledged was, that if they ſhould ſuffer it, 
their Country would remain accurſed, and i ble of nouriſhing any thing, becauſe the de- 
ceaſed were not d from the Hogs-fleſh they had ecaten,it being the molt -deteſtable and 
enormous fin of all others ; As for thoſe which reſted alive, Tome Lobo gave them very good 
entertainment, and furniſhed them with all things that they wanted, until ſuch time as they 
recovercd and returned to Malaca.Not long after,preparing my ſelf for my Voyage to Patana, 
Tome Lbo very earneſtly defired menot to go thither, and told me that he held not himſcl! 
ſafe in that Town, by reaſon he was advertiſed that one Taan Nerrafa, a man of reputation, 
and of the chiefeſt of the Town, had ſworn to burn him in his houſe, with all the goods that 
were in it, ſaying, that at Malaca, the Captains Fa@tour had taken from himthe \'alue of 
five thouſand Ducates in Benjamin, Silk, and Wood of Aloes, at a far lower rate then it 


was worth, and that he had paid him at his own pleaſure, and therewith not contented had 
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in part of payment given him rotten ſtuffs, which he'could make nothing of ; moreover, that 
for all his five thouſand Dacates worth of Commodities, that in Mz/ac2 would have 
yielded him ten thouſand, and by exchange of ven.lible wares he might calily have teturned, 
would have made him ten thouſand more, he never could get above 700 Ducates ; and there- 
fore to be revenged of this wrong, he had picked quarrels on purpoſe ta toll him forth to kill 
him; in regard whereof he inſtantly deſired me to ſtay, and not abandon him and the Cap 
tains ſtock to ſich apparent danger : Whereupon having uſed all the reaſons 1 could to facili- [| 
tate my voyage ; he would by no means approve of them, but contradi&ed me in all myipro- | 

firions.For concluſion, I remonſtrated unto him, that if ic were his ill fortune, as he fa d he | 
fear'd to be)kill'd for that which he had,I ſhould be in no better caſe,and therefore I marvell'd 
why he would let thoſe 11 Portugals go, with whom rather he ſhould have imbarqued himſelf 
for Mzlaca, Hereunto after a little pauſe he made anſwer, that he was very ſorry he had nor 
done ſo,but ſince it was now too late,he intreated me not to forſake him in this extremity,and 
that for the Captains ſake, who he knew would not take it well I ſhould leave him f alone 
with his goods, which were no leſs worth then 30000 ducates,belides thoſe belonging to him- 
ſelf, that amounted to almoſt as much more. This requelt of his made to me with ſuch inſtarice 
on the one fide, fomwhat perplexed me, and on the other conſidering the extream hazard [ 
ran if Iſtay'd, I knew not what to refolve; At length after I had well thought of the matter; 1 
was conſtrained to come to this accord with him, that in;caſe he did not within fifteen days 
imbarque himſelf with me in my Lanchara for Patana,with all his Commodities reduced into 
gold or tones, whereof there was great plenty in the Town, that then I might go where I 

leaſed without him, an offer that he was forced to accept of, and ſo we remained agreed. 

The fear Tome Loho was in, leſt that wherewithal he was threatned ſhould befal him,made S835 
himuſe ſuch diligence in ſelfing away his Commodities, that by means of the good peny- 
worths he afforded them at, in leſs then cight days he cleared his Warehouſe,and the other 
places whercin they lay ; fo that utterly refuſing Pepper,Cloves,and ſuch other Drugs, which 
took up too much room, he trucked all away for gold of Menenchabo, for Diamonds of Lavo 
and Taxcampura, and Pearls of Borneo. Now havirig made a full diſpatch of all, and that we 
were reſolved to imbarque the next day, by ill fortune a moſt terrible accident hapned the 
night enſuing, which was, that one named Cots Geinal,the King of Borneo*s Embaſſador, who 
had been three or four years refident in the King of Par's Court, and a marvellous rich man, 
killed the King upon finding him in bed with his wife, which cauſed ſuch a commotion in the 
Town,that it ſeemed to be a Tumult of Hell, rather then auy humane bufineſs ; Whereupon 
certain rogues and vagabonds,that wiſhed for nothing more then ſuch like occaſions, to the 
end they might do what before for fear of the King they durſt not enterprize,madea Troop of 
five or [1x hundred, which ſeparated into three bands, went dire&ly to the houſe, where Tome 
Lobo dwelt, Having affaulted it in fix or ſeven places, they entred by force, notwithſtanding 
all the reſiftance we conld make, and that in defending it we loſt x I men,whereof the -Portu« 
gals,which came with me from Malaca, were three, During this violence, all that Tome Lobo 
could do, was to eſcape away with fix great blows of a ſword, oneof the which had cut his 
right check almoſt away, fo as he was like to do of that hurt, We were both of us then con- 
ſtrained to abandon the houſe ro them, together with all the goods that were in it, and retire 
to the Lanchara, where we remained with five boyes and eight Mariners,not having ſo much 
as the worth of a peny left of all our Merchandize, which amounted to fifty thouſand crowns 
in gold and ftone only. In this Lanchara we paſt away all the night very much afflifted, and 
Rill hearkning what might be the end of this mutiny, which was riſen among the people, as 
I have before related.

him; in regard whereof he inſtantly deſired me to ſtay, and not abandon him and the Cap- 
tains ſtock to ſuch apparent danger : Whereupon having uſed all the reaſons I could to facili- 
tate my voyage ; he would by no means approve of them, but contradi&ed me in all myipro- 
fitions.For concluſion, I remonſtrated unto him, that if it were his ill fortune, as he ſa d he 
fear'd to be kill'd for that which he had,l ſhould be in no better caſe,and therefore I marvell'd 
why he would let thoſe 11 Portugals go, with whom rather he ſhould have imbarqued himſelf 
for Mzlaca. Hereunto after a little pauſe he made anſwer, that he was very ſorry he bad nor 
done ſo,but ſince it was now too late,he intreated me not to forſake him in this extremity,and 
that for the Captains ſake, who he knew would not take it well I ſhould leave him f alone 
with his goods, which were no leſs worth then 30000 ducates,belides thoſe belonging to him- 
ſelf, that amounted to almoſt as much more. This requeſt of his made to me with ſuch inſtance 
on the one fide, fomwhat perplexed me, and on the other conſidering the extream hazard [ 
ran if Iſtay'd, I knew not what to refolve; Ar length after I had well thought of the matter; 1 
was conſtrained to come to this accord with him, that in;caſe he did not within fifteen days 
imbarque himſelf with me in my Lanchara for Patana,with all his Commodities reduced into 
gold or tones, whereof there was great plenty in the Town, that then I might go where I 
pleaſed without him; an offer that he was forced to accept of, and ſo we remained agreed. 


The fear Tome Loho was i leſt that wherewithal he was threatned ſhould befal him,made $8.3; 


himuſe ſuch diligence in (elling away his Commodities, that by means of the good peny- 
worths he afforded them at, in leſs then cight days he cleared his Warchouſe,and the other 
places wherein they lay ; fo that utterly refuſing Pepper,Cloves,and ſuch other Drugs, which 
took up too much room, he trucked all away for gold of Menenchabo, for Diamonds of Lavo 
and Taxcampura, and Pearls of Borneo. Now havirig made a full diſpatch of all, and that we 
were reſolved to imbarque the next day, by ill fortune a moſt terrible accident bapned the 
night enſuing, which was, that one named Coiz Geinal,the King of Bornes*s Embaſſador, who 
had been three or four years refident in the King of Pars Court, and a marvellous rich man, 
killed the King upon finding him in bed with his wife, which cauſed ſuch a commotion in the 
Town,that it ſcemed to be a Tumult of Hell, rather then auy humane bufineſs ; Whereupon 
certain rogues and vagabonds,that wiſhed for nothing more then ſuch like occaſions, to the 
end they might do what before for fear of the King they durſt not enterprize,made a Troop of 
five or 1x hundred, which ſeparated into three bands, went direAly to the houſe,where T:me 
Lobo dwelt, Having affaulted it in fix or ſeven places, they entred by force, notwithſtanding 
all the reſiftance we cold make, and that in defending it we loſt 11 men,whereof the »Portu« 
gals,which came with me from Malaca, were three. During this violence, all that Tome Lobo 
could do, was to eſcape away with fix great blows of a ſword, oneof the which had cut his 
right cheek almoſt away, ſo a* he was like to do of that hurt, We were bothof us then con- 
ſtrained to abandon the houſe ro them, together with all the goods that were in it, and retire 
to the Lanchara, where we remained with five boyes and eight Mariners,not having ſo much 
as the worth of a peny left of all our Merchandize, which amounted to fifty thouſand crowns 
in gold and ſtone only. In this Lanchara we paſt away all the night very much afflicted, and 
ſill hearkning what might be the end of this mutiny, which was riſen among the people, as 
I have before related. At length perceiving the matters grew worſe and worſe,and that there 
was no hope for us to recover any part of our goods, we thought it a far ſafer courſe to go 
away to Patana,then by ſtaying, to run a hazard of being killed, as above four thouſand per- 
ſons were. With this reſolution we parted from this place,and in fix days arrived at Patanz, 
where we were very well received by the Portegals which were in that Country, unto whom 
we recounted all that had paſt at Pay, and the pitious eſtate wherein we left that miſerable 
Town. This accident very much afflifted them; fo that defiring to give ſome remedy thereun- 
to,with a true affetion of charitable Chriſtians, they went all tothe Palace of the King, and 
complained to him of the wrong that had been done to the Captain of Malasa, beſeeching 
him thereupon they might be permitted to recover;if it were poſlible,the loſs they had ſuſtain- 
td, and ha ve leave granted toright themſelves _ any Merchants goods belonging - the 
ingdom 
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Kingdom of Pn, to the value of the ſum they had been deſpoyled of. The King having heard 

their complaint,and preſently granting what they demanded ; It is reaſonable, faid he, that 

you ſhould do as you have been done unto, and that ,you ſhould ſpoil them that firſt have 

{poyled you,eſpecially in a matter that concerns the Captain of Malaca, unto whom all of you 

are ſo much obliged. The Portugals, having rendred him very humble thanks for this grace,re- 

turned to their houſes, where they concluded to ſeize upon all the goods they could meet 

with belonging to the Kingdom of Pan, until ſuch time as they had fully recovered their 

loſs. It hapned then about nine days after they being advertiſed, that ſome ten Leagues off, in 

the river of Calantan,were three Junks of China, very rich, and appertaining to Mahometan 
Merchants, Natives of the Kingdom of Par, that by foul weather at Sea were conſtrained to 
put in there, our people reſolved to fall —_ them : To which effe&, out of 300 Portugals, 
that were in the Country, we choſe out fourſcore, with whom we imbarqued our ſe'ves in 2 
Foiſts,and one round ſhip, well provided of all things we thought to be neceſſary for this en- 

terprize. So we departed three days after with all (peed, for fear left the Mahometaxs of the 
Country, having diſcovered our deſign, ſhould advertiſe them of it whom we went toſeck : 
Of theſe three Veſſels one Foano Fernandez Dabrea, born in the Ifle of Madera, was General, 
who with f Souldiers went in the round ſhip,and the other two Foyfts were commanded 
by Laurenco de Goes,and V aſco Serment 5, both of them of the City of Bragana in Portugal, and 
very well experienced in Sea»fervice. The next day we arrived at the River of Calentan, 
where as ſoon as we deſcried the three Junks ridingat Anchor,which we had been told of, we 
ſet very valiantly upon them; and albeit thoſe that were in them did at firſt do their beſt en- 
deavour to defend themſelves, yet at length all their refiſtanee was in vain; for in leſs then an 
hour we reduced them all under our power,ſo as ſeventy and four of theirs were ſlain,and bur 
three of ours, though we had many men hurt. I will nothold you here with any particular 
diſcourſe of what was done on either fide;let it ſuffice, that after the three Junks had rendred 
themſelves,we preſently ſet fail,and carried them away with us in all haſte, becauſe the whole 
Country thereabours was in an uproar, dire&ing our courſe towards Patana, where by the 
favour ofa fair wind we arrived the next day in the afternoon : Having then caſt Anchor, we 
fluted the Town with a piece of Ordnance in fign of Joy,which put the Mahometans of the 
country out of al patience:for though we ftoodin the terms of good friends with them, yet they 
left not to uſe all poſſible means, both of Preſents which they gave to the Governours and the 
Kings Favorites,and otherwiſe, for to make our prizes void,and that the King would expel us 
out of his Dominions, whereunto he would at no hand conſent, ſaying, that he would not for 
any thing in the world break the peace which his anceſtors had made with the Chriſtians of 
Malaca,and that all that he could do therein was to become a third between them ; Whereup. 
on he defired us, that the 3 Necodas of the Junks, fo are the Commanders of them called in 
that Country,reftoring unto us what had been taken from the Captain of Malaea, we would 
likewiſe render unto them as well their Veſſels free,as the overplus,a matter which Foano Fer. 
nandez Dabrea, and the reſt of the Portugals very willingly agreed unto, to teſtifie the deſire 
they had to content him;As indeed he was exceedingly well pleaſed with them for it, which 
he expreſſed both in courteous Language, and many promiſes ofhis future favour. Thus were 

the fifty thouſand Ducates recovered, that Pedro de Faria and Tome Lobo had loſt, and the 
Portugals were in great cſteemover all that Country; ſo that their valour rendred them very 
formidable to the Mahometans, A little after the Souldiers aſſured us, that in the three 

Junks we had taken, there was (onely in lingots of filver, befides the other Merchandize 

wherewithal they were laden) to the value of two hundred Taieis, which in our money 

amounts toan hundred thouſand Ducates, 


CHay. XIV. 
The Misfortune that befell us at the entry into the River of Lugor ; our hiding our 
ſelves in a Wood, with that which happened unto us afterwards ; 
and our return unto Malaca, | 


$e&- 1 Hine ſojourned 526 dayes at Patana for to ſell away ſom2 few Commodities 'of { hins 
Lf that Thad, there arrived a Foyt from Malaca, commanded ;,by one Antonio de F- 
r14, who came thither by the expreſs commandment of Pedro de Faria to treat with theKing 


about ſome accord, as alſo to confirm the ancient League anew which he had with E- a. 
aca, 
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lca, and withal to give him thanks for the good entertainment he gave in his Kingdom 
to thoſe of the Portugal Nation; This buſineſs was carried with a fair ſhew of an Embaſlie,fac- 
companied with a Letter and a preſent of Jewels,ſent in the name of the King of Portugal 
our Maſter,and taken out of his Cofters,as all the Captains of that place uſed to do. Now for 
as much as the ſaid Antmmio de Faria had brought along with him ten or tw:lve thouſand 
Crowns worth of 1z-/i2z woolen and linnen cloth, which he had taken up on his credit at 
Malaca, and that he ſaw there was ſo little utterance of that commodity,as he could not meet 
with any Merchant that would deal for it,he was fain toreſolve for to ſpend the winter there 
unti! ſuch time as he might meet with ſome opportunity to pur it off; Howbeit he was advi- 
ſ-d by ſome of the beſt experienced of the Country to fend it unto Lizor, which ts a great 
Town inthe Kingdom of Siam,'100 Leagues lower towards the North;for they alledged that 
this Port was very rich, and of great vent,by reaſon of a world of Junks that arrived there 
dayly from the Ifle of Faoa, from Cn Demaa, Panaruca Sydayo, Paſ- 
ſarvan, Solor, and Borneo, whoſe Merchauts were uſed to give a good: rate for ſuch like com- 
modities,in exchange of Gold or Stone, This advice was well approved of by Antonio de Fa. 
ri, who inſtantly went about to put it in execution ; To which end he took order for the 
providing of a Veſſel, by reaſon the Foyſt wherein he came wasjaltogether unfit for a fur- 
ther Voyage : Matters thus diſpoſed of he deputed one named Chriftovano Byrbalko, for his 
Fattor, a man exceeding well vers'd in buſineſs of Traftique, with whom there imbarqued 
ſome ſixteen men,as well Souldiers as Merchants, with a hope that one Crown would yield 
them 6 or 7,what in the Commodities they ſhould carry,as in thoſe they ſhould return. Here- 
upon wretched I,being one of the 16, we'parted from the Port on a Saturday, and failed 
with a favourable wind all along the Coaſt till Thurſday next in the morning,that we arrived 
at Luocy Road, and anchored at the mouth of the River ; There it was thought fit ropals the 
reſt of the day,to the -nd we might inform our ſelves of what was behoveful for us to do, as 
well for the aſe of onr commodities, as for the ſafety of our perſons:And toſay truth, we 
learnt ſuch 900d news, that we weye confident of gaining above 6 times double,and to be ſure 
of freedom and liberty during a'! the month of September, according to the Ordinance of the 
King of Siam, becauſe it was the month of the Kings S#mbayas, Now the better toclear this, 
you muſt know,that all along this Coaſt of Malayz, and within the Land , a great King com- 
mands, who for a more famous and recommendable Title above all other Kings, caufeth 
himſelf to be call:d Prechau Salex, Emperour of all Sornax, which is a Country wherein 
there are 13 Kinsdoms,by us commonly called Siam,to the which LG Kings are ſubje&t, 
and yield homag-, that were anciently obliged to make their perſonal repair unto 04iaa, the 
Capital City oi this Empire, as well to bring their Tribute thither, as todo the Sumbaya to 
their Emperor, which was indeed to kiſs the Courtelas that he ware by his fide ; Now becauſe 
this City was ſeated 50 Leagues within the Land,and the Currents of the Rivers fo ſtrong, as 
theſe Kings were oftentimes forced to abide the whole winter there to their great charge, they 
petitioned the Prechau,King of Siam, that the place of doing this their homage might be 
alrered ; whereupon he was pleaſed to ordain, that for the future there ſhould be a Vice-Roy 
reſident in the Town of Lgo,which in their Language is called Poybo, unto whom every three 
years thoſe 14 Kings ſhould render that duty and obedience they were accuſtomed todo unto 
bimſelf,and that during that time they ſpent there in performing the ſame, being the whole 


month of S-ptember,both their own Merchandize,$ that of all others, as well natives as ſtran- 


gers, that either came in, or went out ofthe Country, ſhould be free from all manner of im- 
poſt* wha-ſoever : So that we arriving in the time of this freedom, there was ſuch a multitude 
of Merchants that flocked thither from all parts,as we were affured there was no leſs then 150 
Veſſels ir the Port,all laden with an infinity of Commodities of very great value : And this 
was the good news we learnt atſuch time as we arrived at the mouth of the River;wherewith 
we were ſo well pleaſed, that we preſently reſolved toput in as ſoon as the wind would per- 
mit us. But alas ! we weredo unfortuna-e, that we could never come to ſee what we ſo much 
deſired ; for about ten of the Clock, juſt as we had dined, and were preparing, to fer fail; 
we ſaw a great Jumk coming uren us, which perceiving us tobe Porrzgals, fewin number, 
and our Veſſ-1 ſmall, fell cloſe with our prow on the larboard fide, and then thoſe that were 
in her threw into us great Cramp-irons, faſtened unto two long chains, wherewithall they 
grappled us fait unto them; wh'ch they had no ſooner done, but ſtraightway ſome ſeventy 


or cighty Mahometans came flying out from under their An till then had lien _

there, who with a mighty cry caſt ſo many ſtones, darts, and Lances, which fell as thick as hall 
upon us, that of us fixteen Portzgals twelve reſted dead in the place, together with fix and 
thirty others,as well Boys as Mariner?. Now for us four remaining Pcrtugals, after we had cf- 
caped ſo dreadful an incounter, we leapt all of us into the Sea, where one was drowned, and 
we three that were left getting to Land as well as we could,being dangeroufly hurt, and wa- 
ding up tothe waſte in mud, went and hid our ſelves in the next ad joyning wood.In the mean 
time the Mah»metans of the Junk entring into our Frigot, not contented with the flaughter 
they had made of our men,like mad Dogs they Killed fix or ſeven Boys out-right, whom they 
found wounded on the Deck,not ſparing ſo muchas one of them : That done, they imbarqued 
all the goods of our Veſlel into x] 09 arg made a great hole in her, and fo ſunk her : Im- 
mediarely whereupon, leaving their Anchor in the Sea,and the Cramp-irons wherewithal they 
had grappled us unto them ; they ſer fail,and made away as faft as ever they could for fear of 
being diſcovered. 

Afer this our eſcape, ſecing our ſelves all ſore hurt, and without any hope of help, we did 
nothing but weep and complain ; for in this diſaſter we knew not what to reſolve on,ſo much 
were we amazed with that which had befaln us within the ſpace of half an hour. In this De- 
ſolation we ſpent the reſt of that ſad day ; but conſidering with our ſelves, that the place was 
mooriſh,and tull of Adders and Lizards; We thought it our ſafeſt courſe to continue there all 
the night too,a* accordingly we did,ſtanding up to the middle in the Owze : The next morn- 
ins as ſoon as !t was day we went along by the Rivers fide, until we came unto a little chan- 
nel which we durſt not paſs, as well for that it was very deep, as for fear of a great number of 
Lizards that we ſaw in it,ſo that in great pain we ſtayd not otly that night there, but 5 days 
after,being not able either to go forward,or turn afide by reaſon of the bogs round about us, 
al! covered over with ruſhes:In the mean time one of our companions dyed,whoſe name was 
Baſtian Anrigques, arich man, and that had loſt eight thouſand Crowns in the Lanchara, in 
ſo much that of all the company. we were before there remined none but Chriſtovano Borral= 
ho, and my ſelf, that with tears fat lamenting over the poor dead mans body, which we had 
covered with a little earth as well as we could,for we were then ſo weak,that we could hard- 
ly ſtir, or almoſt ſpeak, ſo as we had ſet up our reſt to make an end of thoſe few hours we 
hoped to live in that place. The next day,being the ſeventh of our diſaſter, about Sun-ſet,we 
eſpied a great Barque coming rowing up the River, whereupon as ſoon as it was near us, we 
proftrated our ſelves on the. ground, beſceching thoſe that were aboard her to take us in. 'They 
wondering at us,preſently made a ſtand, ſeeming much amazed to ſee us ſo on our knees, and 
our hands lift up to Heaven,as though we were at our prayers ; nevertheleſs, without ſpeaking 
at all to us,they made as if they would go on,which conſtrained us afreſh to cry aloud to them, 
with tears,that they would not ſuffer us for want of ſuccour to dye aiGrebly caniien thoſe 
our cries and lamentations,an ancient woman came forth from under the Hatches, whoſe gra ve 
countenance repreſented her to beſuch as afterwards we found her to be ; ſhe ſeeing us in ſo 
pitiful a plight moved with our misfortune, and our wounds that we ſhewed her , ſhe took up 
a ſtick, and therewith ſtruck three or four of the Mariners becauſe they would not take us in; 
whereupon approaching to the bank five or fix of them lept on ſhore, and by. her command- 
ment took us upon their ſhou]ders,and carried us into the Barque, This honourable Woman 
much grieved to behold us ſo hurt,and our ſhirts and Linnen drawers all bloody and mired, 
cauſed them ſtraightway to be waſhed, and having given each of us a Linnen cloth to cover us 
witha],ſhe would needs have us to fit down by her,where commanding meat to be brought us 
ſhe her ſelf preſenting it ro us with her own kand , Eat, cat, ſaid ſhe, poor ſtrangers, and be not 
affliied to ſee your ſelves reduced unto the ſtate you arein ; for I, wbom now you look upon, and that 
am but a woman, not baving 4s jet attained to the age of fifty years, have ſeen my ſelf a ſlave, 
and deſpoyled of above an hundred thouſand Ducates worth of goods ; Nor is that all, for tothis 
misfortune was the death of three of my ſons adjoyned, and that of my buband, whom 1 held far 
more deare then theſe eycs of mine ; theſe eyes, alas ! wherewith T beheld both the father and the 
ſons toin in pieces by the King of Siams Elephants, together with two Brothers, and a Son« 
in-Law T had ; Ever ſince I bave had a L inguiſhing life, and to all theſe miſeries have many 
others far greater ſucceeded ; for ſo implacable hath fortune been unto me, that I have 
fſecn three daughters of, mime ready to be married, as alſo my father, mother, and two nd 
thirty of my kinſmen, nephews and couſins, thrown into burning furnaces, where their cries and 

lamentations c:uld not chuſe but reath unto Heaven, for God to ſucecur them in 1he violence of that 


inſuppore 
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inſupportable torment : but al! the enormitze of my ſins no doubt (0 ſt ped the e 15 of the oh: 
mency of the Lord «f Lords, that he would not hear our requeſt, which ſeemed very juſt to me + ne« 
vertheleſs, IT deceived my ſelf, ſince nothing is jult but what it pleaſeth bis divine Majeſty to Or 
dain. Hereunto we anſwered, that the [ins which wealſo had committed againſt him were 


the cauſe of our calamities. Seeing it is fo, replyed ſhe, mingling her tears with ours, ir is al. 


wayes good in your adverſities ro acknowledge, that the touches of the hand God are ever. 


more righteous ; for both in that, as alſo in a Confeſſion of the mouth, in a ſorrow for ha- 
ving offended, and in a firm reſolution to do ſono more, conliſteth all the remedy of your 
ſufferings and mine. Having entertained us thus with the diſcourſe of her misfortune, ſhe en 
quired'of us the occaſion of ours, and by what means we came to be in that miſerable eſtate . 
whereupon we recounted unto her all that had paſt, and that we neither knew cho it wz; 
that had ſo ill entreate jus,nor wherefore he did it ; Her people, hearing us,ſaid,that the great 
Junk,whereof we ſpake, belonged to a Mahometan, a Guzarat by Nation, named Coiy Acem, 
who the ſame rorning went out of the River laden with Brazil, and was bound for the Ile 
of Ainan : Hereat the good woman ſmote her breft, and ſeeming ro be much moved, Let me 
not live, ſaid ſhe, if it be not ſo, for T have heard that Mahometan, of whom yoe ſþoak, vaunt pube 

liquely before all that would give car unto bim, that be ba ſl:in a great number of ihe race 
of thoſe of Malaca, an4 that he hated them in ſuch ſort, as be 6:4 promiſed to his Mahomet to 

kill more of them in time, Being amazed hereat, we deſired her to d<c/are unto vs who that 

man was, and why he was ſo much our enemy 2 Whereunto ſhe anſwered, that ſhe knerww no 

other reaſon, but for that a great Captain of our Nation, named Hettor 4c $ylveirr, had killed 

his father and two of his brothers in a ſhip, which he took from them in the ſtreight of M+c- 

g#2, that was going from F#4ez to Dabul, Thus much did this good Matron te!l us, anl / 
many other things aftzrwards concerning the great hatred this Mabometan bore us, as alſo 

what lies he deviſed to render us infamous. 


This honourable woman ,departing from the place where ſhe found us, went ſome two S*R-2, 


Leagues up the River, till ſhe came to a Village where ſhe lay that night : The next morning 


parting from thence, the made dire&ly to the Town of Lw7or, which was above five Leagues ' 


further. Arriving there about noon, ſhe landed, and went to her houſe, whither ſhe carried us 
with her,and kept us there 23 days,durins which time we were very well looked unto, and 
plentifully accommodated with all thar was neceſſary for us. This woman was a Widow,aud 
of an honourable Family, as afterward we learnt, and that had been married to the Cap- 
tain General, which they call Xabandzr of Prevedim, whom the Pata of Laſapara King of 
Qnaijuan had put todeath in the l{le of Fara, the year 1538. At the time ſhe met with us 

as have related, ſhe came from a Junk of hers, that lay at the Road laden with Salt ; and 
becauſe it was great, and could not paſs up by reaſon of the ſhelves, ſhe had cauſed ir to be 
unladen by little and little with that Barque. By that time the 23 dayes, I ſpake of, were 
expired, it pleaſed God to reſtore us to our perfe& health, (o that this virtuous Dame ſeeing 
us able to travel, recommended us to a Merchant, h-:r Kinſman, that was bound for Patana, 
with whom,after we had taken our leave of that noble Matron, unto whom we were ſo much 
obliged, we imbarqued our ſelves in a Cataluz with Oars, and failing on a River called Sum- 
bechitano,we arrived ſeven dayes after at Patana. Now for as much as Antoni» de Faria looked 
every day for our return, with a hope of good ſucceſs in his bulineſ-,as ſoon a* he ſaw us, and 
underſtood what had paſt, he remained fo ſad and diſcontented, that he continued above an 
hour wirhout ſpeaking a word ; inthe mean time ſuch a number of Portzals came in, as 
the houſe was ſcarce able to contain them, by reaſon the greateſt part of them had ventured 
goods in the Lancharas, whoſe lading, in that regard amounted to ſeveuty thouſand Ducates 
and better, the moſt of it being in ſilver coyn, of purpoſe with it to return Gold, Antonio 
de Faria ſeeing himſelf ſtripped of the twelve thouſand Ducates he had borrow?d at Mla-- 
cz, reſolved not to return thither, becauſe he had n6 means to pay his Creditors, but rather 

thought it fitter to purſue thoſe that had robbed him ofhis goods ; fo that he took a ſolemn 

Oath upon the holy Evangeliſts topart incontinently from that place for to go in queſt of 
thoſe Pyrates, for to tevenge upon them the death of thoſe fourteen Portgals, and thirty 

fix Chriſtians, Boyes and Mariners, killed by them as aforeſaid ; Adding withal, that if 

ſuch a courſe were not taken, they ſhould every day be uſed fo, nay far worſe. All the Afſi. 

ſtants very much commended his valorous reſolution; and for the execution thereof there 


were many youpg Soldiers amongſt them that offered to accompany hirn in that —__ 
ikewiſe 
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likewiſe preſented him with mony, and others furniſhed him with divers neceffaries; Having 
accepted theſe offers and preſents of his friends, he uſed ſuch diligence, that within 18 dayes 
he made all his preparations, and got thither 55 Souldiers, amongſt whom poor unfortunate 
I was fain tobe one; for I ſaw my ſelf inthat caſe, asI had not ſo much as a fingle token, nor 
knew any one that would eirher give or lend me one;being indebted beſides at Malaca above 
500 Ducates,that had borrowed there of ſome of my friends, :which with as much more,that 
Dog had robbed me of, amongſt others, as I have related before, havihg been able to fave no- 
thing but my miſerable carcaſs wounded in 3 places with a Javelin, and my kull cracke with 
a ſtone,whereby I was three or four times at the point of death ; But my companion Chriſte. 
wan Borralho was yet far worſe entreated then my ſelf, and that with more hurts which he re- 
ceived in fatisfation of five and twenty hundred Ducates that he was robbed of, as the reſt,

Antonio de Faria's ſctting forqb for the Iſle of Ainan, bis arrival at the River 
of Tinacorem ; and that which befel us in this Voyage. 


S ſoon as Antonio de Faria was ready, he on from Patana on a Saturday the 9 of 

May, 1540. and ſteered North North-Welt,towards the Kingdom of Champaa, with 

an ntent t:. di:cover the Ports and Havens thereof, as alſo by the means of ſome guod bcory 
to furniſh himſelf with ſuch things as he wanted ; for his haſte to part from Paiana was ſuch, 
as he had not time to furniſh himſelf with that which was neceffary for him, no not with vi- 
Qual and warlike ammunition enough. After we had failed three dayes, we had fight of an 
Iſland, called Pulls Condor, at the height of eight degrees and three quarters on the North 
Coaſt,and almoſt North-Weſt towards the mouth of the River of Camboia, ſo that having 
rounded all the Coaſt, we diſcovered a good Haven Eaftward,where in the Iſand of Camboa, 
diitant fume ix Leagues from the firm Land,we met with a Junk of Lequics,that was going to 
the Kingdom of Siam, w'th an Embaſſadour from the Nawtauguim of Lindax,who was Prince 
of the IfJand of To/a,and that had no ſooner diſcovered us, but he ſent a meſſage by a Chineſe 
Pilot to Antonio de Faria, full of Complements, whereunto was added theſe words from them 
all : That the time would come when as they ſhould communicate with ws in the true love of the 
Law of God, and of his infinite clemency ; who by his death had given life to all men, and a perpe- 
tual inheritance inthe bogſe of the good,and that they believed this ſhould be ſo, after the h1lf of 
the half time was paſt. With this Complement they ſent him a Courrelas of great value,whoſe 
handle and ſcabbard was of Gold, as alſo fix and twenty Pearls in a little box likewiſe of 
Gold,made after rhe teſhion of a Salt-ſeller, whereat Antonio de Faris was very much pric- 
ved, by reaſon he was not able to render the like unto this Prince as he was oblized todo, 
for when the Chineſe arrived with this meſſage, hey were diſtant above a Leayue at Sea from 
u*. Hereupun we went aſhore, where we ſpent 3 dayes in taking in freſh water, and fiſhing, 
Then we put to Sea again,labouring to get to the firm Land,there to ſeek out a River named 
Pullo Cambin, which divides the State of Cambois from the Kingdom of C hampaa;- in the 
_ of nine Degrees, where arriving on a Sunday the laſt of May,we went up three Leagues 
in this River, and anchored 'uſt againſt a Town called Catimpars, there we remained 
12 days in peace, during the which we made our proviſion of all things neceſſary. Now be. 
cauſe Antonio de Fari: was naturally curious, he endeavoured to underſtand from the people 
of the Country what Nation inhabited beyond them, and whence that mighty River took its 
ſource ; whereunto he was anſwered,that it was derived from a Lake, named Pinator, diſtant 
from them Eaſtward two hundred and fixty Leagues in the Kingdom of Quitirvan, and that 
it was invironed with high mountains,at the foot whereof,upon the brink ofthe water, were 
cight and thirty Villages,of which thirteen were very great, and the reſt ſma], and that only 
in one of the great ones, called Xincalex , there was ich a huge myne of Cold, as by the re- 


port of thoſe that lived thereabout, there was every day a Bar and a half drawn out of it, 
which according to the value of our mony,makes two and twenty Millions ina year;and that 
four Lords had ſhare in it, who continually were in war together, each one ſtriving to make 
himſelt Maſter of it; I, and that one of them,named R aiahita, had in an inner yard cfhis 
houſe in pots under ground,that were full to the very brims, above fix hundred Bars cf Gold 


in Powder like to that of Menancabo of the Ifland of Samatra; And that if three hundred 
Harquebuſiers 


» 
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Harquebuſiers of our Nation ſhould go and affault it, without doubt they would carry it : 
Moreover, that in another of theſe Villayes, called Buaquirim, there was a quarry, where out 
of an old Rock they digged a great quantity of Diamonds,that were very fine, and of greater 
value then thoſe of Lavaand Taniampura in the Ile of Faoa, Whereupon Antonio de Faria 
having queſtioned them about many other particularities, they made him a relation of the 
fertility of the Country which was further up thisRiver, no leſs fit to be deſired, then cafie 
to be conquered,and that with little charge. 

Being departed from this River of Pullo Cambim,we failed along the Coaſt of the Kingdom 5:8. 
of { bampaa, till we came to an Haven, called Saleyzacan, 17 Leagues farther on towards the 
North, whereinto we entred. Now becauſe there was nothing to be gotten there, we went 
out of this place about Sun-ſetting, and the next morning we came to a River named Toba. 
foy, without the which Antonio dc Faria caſt anchor, becauſe the Pilot would not venture to 
enter into it, for that he had never been there before, and therefore knew not the depth of 
it, As we were conteſting hereabout, ſome for to enter, and others gainſaying it, we diſcer- 
ned a great fail making toward: the Port from the main Sea. Hereupon without ſtirring from 
the place where we were, we prepared to receive them in a peaceable manner; fo that as ſoon 
as they came near us, we ſaluted them, and hung up the flag of the Country, called Charachi.. 
na, which is a fign of friendſhip, uſed among them in ſuch like occaſions. They of the ſhip, in 
ſtead of anſwering us in the ſame manner,az in reaſon it ſeemed they ſhould, have done, and 
knowing that we were Portngals, to whom they wiſhed not well, gave us very vile and baſe 
words, and from the top of their poup made a capher flave hold up his arſe bare to us,wich 
a mighty noiſe and din of Trumpets, Drums, and Bells, by way of | hon and deriſfion of us. 
Whereat Antonio de Faria was ſo offended, that he gave them a whole broad fide, to ſee if 
that would make them more courteous : To this ſhotof ours they returned us an anſwer of 
five pieces of Ordnance, namely three Faulcons,and two little Field-piecesz whereupon con- 
ſulting together what we ſhonld do,we reſolved to abide where we were,for we held it not fit 
to undertake ſo doubtful an enterprize, until ſuch time as the next;days light might diſcover 
the forces of this Veſſel unto us, that ſo we might afterwards either ſet upon her with the more 
ſecurity,or let her paſs by : This Counſel was approved both by 4ntonis de Faria, and us all, 
ſo that keeping good watch,and giving order forall that was neceflary, we continued in tha 
place expeCting day ; now about 2 of the clock in the morning we perceived 3 black things 
cloſe ro the water coming towards us, which we could not well diſcern, whereupon we wak- 
ned Antonio de Faria,who was then aſleep on the hatches, and ſhewed him what we had dif- 
covered, being by that time not far from us : He fearing, as we did, leſt they were Enemies, 
cried out preſently, Arm, Arm, Arm, wherein he was ſtraightway obeyed ; for now plain- 
ly perceiving that they were Veſſels rowing towards us, we betook us to our Arms, and were 
beſtowed by our Captain in places moſt neceffary to defend our ſelves. Wes conceived by 
their filent approaching to us, that they were the Enemies we had ſeen over night, ſo that 
Antonio de Faria (aid unto us, fy maſters, This is ſome Pyrate coming to ſet upon ws, who 
thinks we are not above ſix or ſeven at the moſt, as the manner is in ſuch kind of Veſſels, where- 
fore let every man floop down, ſo as they may not ſee any of us, and then we ſhall ſoon know 
their Defien, in the mean time let the pots of powder be made ready, with which, and our 
ſwords, T hope we ſhall give a good end to this Adventure : Let every one alſo bide bis match 
in ſuch ſort, as they may not be diſcovered, whereby they may be perſwaded that we are aſleep : 
All which, as he had prudenily ordained, was incontinently executed. Theſe 3 Veſlels,be- 
Ing within a ffi-ht ſhot of ours, went round about her, and after they had viewed ber well, 
they Joyned all cloſe tozether, as if they had entred imto ſome new Conſultation, continuing 
ſoabout a quarter of an hour ; that done, | hey ſeparated themſelves into two parts, arr 
the two lefle went together to our poup, and the third that was greater, and better armed, 
made to the ſtarboard of us ; Hereupon they entred our Lorch where moſt couveniently 
they could, ſo that in k&G then halfa quarter of an hour above forty men were gotten in, 

which ſeen by Antonio de Faria, he ifſued out from under the hatches with ſome forty Soul- 
diers,and invoking Saint James our Patron, he fell ſo couragiouſly upon them,that in a ſhort 
time he kiiled them almoſt all; Then with aid of the pots of powder,that he cauſed to be calt 
in amongſt thoſe that were remaining in the 3 Veſſels, which he preſently took, he made , 
an end of defeating them,the moſt of them being conſtraindto leap into the Sea,where they 


were all drowned but five, whom we took up alive, whereof one was the chaper _ that 
ewe 
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ſhewed us his tail, and the other four were,one Turk, two Achems, and the Captain of the 
unk, named Similar, a notorious Pyrat,and our mortal Enemy, Antonio de Faria comman. 
ded them inſtantly to be put to torture,for todraw out of them who they were, from whence 
they came,and what they would have had of us, whereunto the rwo Achems anſwered moſt 
bruitiſhly ; and when as we were going about to torment the ſlave in like manner, he began 
With tears to beſeech us to ſpare him, for that he was a Chriſtian as we were, and that with- 
out torture he would anſwer truly to all our demands ; whereupon Antonio de Faria cauſed 
him to be unbound, and ſetting him by him, gave him a piece of Bisket, and a glaſs of wine, 
then with fair words he perſwaded him to declare the ttuth of every thing to him, ſince he 
was a Chriftian, as he affirmed ; To which he replyed in this ſort, If I do not fpeak the truth 
unto you, then takg me not for ſuch as I am; my name is Sebaſtian, and I was ſlave to Gaſpar de 
Melo, whom this dog Similau, here preſent, ſlew about two years ago m Liampao, with five 
and twenty other Portugals that were in his ſhip. Antonio de Faria hearing this,cryed out, like 
a man amazed, and ſaid, Nay now I care not for knowing any more; is this then that Dog 
Similau,that {lew thy Maſter ; Tes, anſwered he, it is he, and that meant likewiſe to have done. 
as much to you, thinking that ye were not above fix or ſeven, for which effeti he oame away 
in haſte with a purpoſe, as he ſaid, to take you alive, for to maky your brains flye out of your 
beads with a frontal of cord, as be did to my maſter., but God I hope will pay him for all the 
miſchief be hath committed, Antonio de Faria being alſo advertiſed by this {lave, that” this 
Dog Similauhad brought all his men of War along with him, and left none in his Junk, but 
ſome Chineſe Mariners he reſolved to make uſe of this good fortune, after he had put Simi- 
Lan and his companions to death, by making their brains flye out of their heads with a cord, 
as Similau had done to Gaſpar de Mello,and the other Portwgals iniLiampao : Wherefore he 
preſently imbarqued himſelf with thirty Souldiers- in -his Boat, and the three Machnas 
wherein the Enemies came, and by means of the flood and a favourable wind, he arrived 
within leſs then an hour,where the Junk rode at Anchour within the River, about a League 
from us, -whereupon he preſently boarded her, and made himſelf maſter of the poup, from 
whence, with only four pots of powder, which he caſt in 'among the Raſcals that were aſlee 
upon the hatches,he made them all leap into the Sea, where 9 or 10 of them were drowned, 
the reſt crying out for help were taken up and faved,becauſe we ſtood in need-of them for the 
Navigation of the Junk, that was a great tall Veſſel. Thus you ſee how it pleaſed God out of 
his Divine juſtice to make the arrogant confidence of this curſed Dog a means to chaſtiſe him 
for his cruelties,and to give him by the hands of Portzgals a juſt:puniſhment for that which 
he had done unto him. The next morning taking an Inventory of this Prize, we found fix 
and thirty thouſand Tacis in filver of Fapen, which amounts in our mony to fifty four thou- 
nd Ducates,sbeſides divers othergood Commodities, that were not then praiſed for want of 
time, becauſe the Country was all in an-uproar, and fires every where kindled, whereby they 
uſe to give warning one to another upon any alarm or doubt of Enemics,which conſtrained 
us to make away withall ſpeed, 


SeR.3* Antonio de Faria parted from'this River of Toobaſoy, on a wedneſday morning, being Cor- 


pus Chriſti Eve, in the = 1540 and failed along by the Coaſt ofthe Kingdom of Champaa, 
fearing to abandon it,the'wind being Eaſterly, which in that place is oftentimes very impe- 
tuous,eſpecially in the conjunfion of the new.and full Moons. The Friday following we 
found our OR againſt a River, calledfby the Inhabitants of the Country, Tinacorex, and 
by us Varella, whereinto we thought fit to enter, as well to be informed of certain things 
Antonio de Faria delired to know, as alſo to ſee whether he could learn any news of Cora 
Acem whom he ſought for, in regard that all the Junks of Siam, and of all the Coaſt of 
Malaya, that fail to China, uſe to trade in thisRiver, where many times they ſell their com- 
modities well in exchange of Gold, Calemboxc Wood,and Ivory,whereof there is abundance 
in that Kingdom, and baving caft Anchor a little within the mouth of the River,over againſt 
a Village, named T aguillev, there came anumber of Paroos,and many other ſmall Boats with 
Fiſhermen, full of refreſhments,who having never ſeen men made like unto us, ſaid one to 
another ; Lo, this is a ſtrange noveltic wherewithall God doth viſit us, let us beſeech him he will be 
Pleaſed, that theſe bearded men may not be ſuch as for their particular profit do fpie countries 
like Merchants, and afterwards rob them likg Thieves. Let ws get to the Woods, for fear 
leſt the ſparks of theſe fire brands do n«t burn up our bouſes, and reduce the fields «f our la- 
lours into Aſhes, as they uſe to 'doe unto the Lands of other Men, Whereunto ſome of them 
made 


1, let us carry our ſelves in ſuch fort, as they may nor perceive we fear them as Enemies, tor 
ſo they would ſer upon us with the more contidence ; wherefore the beſt courle for us will be, 
in a fair way,and with gentle words, to endeavour to learn of them what they would have of 
as, that upon knowledge thereof we may cercific ic unto Hoyaa Paquir,who is now at Congra, 
Antonio de Faria, making as though he did noc underſtand them, although all they faid 
was delivered to him by an Interpreter, received them very courtcoully , and bourhe there. 
&c(hments which they brought of them at their own price, wherewithall they were very 
well ſatisfied ; Arid they demanding of him from whence he came; and what he would have 
hc anſwered them, that he was of the Kingdom of Siam, and as a Merchant was going to wal 
fique in the Ifle of Lequios , being come in that place only to 1. arn ſome news of a friend of 
his named Coia Acem, that was allo bound thither : whereupon he enquired of them whether 
he were paſt by, or no ; however he intended to: depart thence ſuddenly, both for to loſe no 
time, as for that he knew he could not ſell his commodities there. To which they replied, You 
{ay rrue, for in this village of ours there is nothing but nets and fiſher Boats; wherewith we 
et our living, and that poorly enough God knows. Howbeit, added they, if thou wilt go 
v7 the River to the Town of Pilaucactm, where the King is, theu wilt ſell nut only the com- 
modities which are in thy ſhips, be they never ſo rich, but likewiſe more then ten (uch ſhips as 
thine could carry,by reaſon that there areM&rchants in that place ſo wealthy,and that drive ſo 
great a trade, as they go with whole Troops of Elephants, Oxen, and Camel: , whom they 
{ond laden with goods to the Lands of the Lawhos, Pafuams, and Gers, which are inhabited 
by very rich people. Antonio de Faria ſeeing a good occaſion offered to inform himſelf of that 
he defired to know, queſtioned them at large concerning many things , whereunto ſorne of 
them, that ſeemed wh of more authority then the reſt, anſwered very aptly, how the River, 
where we rode at anchor , was called Tinacorez, and thar it extended ro Mmcalor, a moun= 
tain diſtant from thence ſome fourſcore leagues, and that further upwards it was far broader, 
but not fo deep, where in many places there were great ſhelves of ſand, and a world of land 
overflown with water, in the which were ſuch a multitude of fowls, a* they covered all the 
Country thereabout ; And how beyond that it was all mountainow and rocky , and fo full 
of Elephants, Rhinocerotes, Lions, wild Boars, Buffles, and ſuch other wild beaſts, a« men 
could not poſſibly live there for them; And moreover, how in the midſt of that continent 
there was a centels, which the Inhabitants thereof called '#»ebetez, and others ( hiammay, 
from whence thisRiver took its beginning,as alſo three others,that watered a guod part of this 
Country; And that the ſaid Lake,according to the report of thoſe who have written of it,was 
threeſcore Jaos about,cach Jao containing three Leagues,all along the which there were many 
Mynesof Silver, Copper, Tin, and Lead, from whence great quantities thereof were conti= 
ally drawn,which the Merchants carried away withTroops of Elephants and Rhinocerotes, 
for to tranſport it into the Kingdoms of Sornur, by us called Siam, Paſſiloco, Sarady, Tanrn, 
Prom, Calaminham, and other Provinces, that are very far within land , and diftant from 
theſe Coaſts two or three mianths Journey. Further they rold us, that theſe Countries were 
divided into Kingdoms,and Regions inhabited wich people,that were whit-,tawny,and others 
{mewhat blacker ; and that in exchange of thoſe commodities they returned Gold, Diamonds, 
and Rubies. Having thereupon demanded of them whether thoſe people had Arms, they an- 
fwered none, but ſtaves hardened in the fire, and daggers with blades two ſpans long ; They 
alſo afſured us that from hence one could not go thither by the River in lefle chen halt rwo 
months, or two months and half, by reaſon of the impetuolity of the waters deicending 
with a great and ſtrong current the molt part of the year,and that one might recurn in eight or 
ten dayes at the moſt. After theſe demands Antonio de Faria made them diver: others,wherein 
they alſo gave him good ſarixfafticn, and reported many other particulars unto him, whereby 
it may be gathered,that if the Country could be taken,it would, without ſo much labour and 
los of blood, be of greater profit, and lefſe charge, then the Indies. 


The Friday following we left this River of Tinacores, and by our Pilots advice we went geft.q; 


to find out Prllo Champeilod, which is an inhabited Ifland, ſcituate in the entrance to the Bay 
of Cauchenchina in forty degrees, and a third to the Norchward ; Being come to it , we calt 
anchor in an Haven,where there was good and ſafe riding,and there we remained three dayes, 
accommodating our artillery in the beſt manner we cold ; That done, we fer fail towards the 
lite of Ainan, hoping to meet with the Pyrat Coza Acem m_ whom ,we ſought for, and ars 
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made anſwer , God forbid it ſhould beſo; but if by misfortune they ſhould cone amoneit 
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riving at PalloCapas, which was the (ieſt land that weſaw of it, we failed cloſe to the ſhoay, 
the better to diſcover the Ports and Rivers on that ſide,and the entries into them.Now becauſe 
the Lorch, wherein Anronio de Faria came from Patana, leaked very much, he commanded 
all bis Souldiers tc paſs into another better Veſſel, which was immediately performed,and ar. 
riving at a River, that about evening we found towards rhe Eaſt, he calt anchor a league ou; 
at Sea, by reaſon his Junk was great, and drew much water, fo that fearing the ſands 5 which 
he had often met withall in this Voyage, he ſent Chriſftovano Borralho with fourteen Souldier; 
in the Lorch up the River to diſcover what fires thoſe might be that he ſaw, Being gone then 
about a league in the River,he incountred a Fleet of forty very great Junks,whereupon fearing 
leſt it was theMandarims army,whereot we had heard much talk,he kept aloof off trom them, 
and anchored cloſe by the ſhoar ; now about midnight the tyde began to come in, which Bor.. 
ra!bo no ſooner perceived, but he preſently without noiſe weighed Anchor, and declining the 
Junk he went on to that part where he had ſeen the fires,thar bythis time were almoſt all our, 
there being not above two or three that gave any light, and which ſerved to guide him, Sg 
continuing his courſe very diſcreetly,he came to a place where he beheld a mighty company of 
great and ſmall Ships, to the number, as he guefſed, of thouſand Sails, paſiing through the 
which very tilly he arrived at aTown of above ten thouſand houſholds,encloſed with a ſtrong 
wall of Brick, with Towers and Bulwarks after our manner, and with Curtains full of water, 
Here five of the fourteen Souldiers, that were in the Lorch, went on ſhoar with two of thoſe 
Chine{eſes, that were ſaved out of Similaws Junk, who had left their wives as hoſtages with 
us for their return ; Theſe having ſpent three hours in viewing and ſurveying the Town on the 
on thde,reimbarqued themſelves withour any notice taken of them at all,and ſo went back very 
quietly as they came to the mouth of the River, where they found a Junk riding at anchor, that 
was come thither fince their departure in the cyening, Being returned to Antonio de Faria, 
they related unto him what they had ſeen, particularly the great Army that lay up in the Ri. 
ver, as alſo rhe Junck, which they had left riding at Anchor at the entrance into it,telling him 
that it might well be the Dog Coia Acem whom he fought for. Theſe news ſorejoyced him, 
that inſtantly he weighed anchor, and ſer ſail, ſaying,his mind gave him that it wasundoube.. 
edly he ; and if it proved fo, he aſſured us all that he was contented to loſe his life in fighting 
with him, for to be revenged of ſuch a Rogue as had done him ſo much —_— Approaching 
within {ight of the Junk, he commanded the Lorch to paſle unto the other fide of her, tothe 
end they mighe board her both together at once, and charged that not a Piece ſhould be ſhot 
off, for fear they ſhould be heard of the Army that lay up in the River,who might thereupon 
come to diſcover them, Asſoon as we were come to the Junk, ſhe was preſently inveſted by 
ns,and twenty of our Souldiers leaping in made themſelves Maſters of her without any refiſt- 
ance, for the moſt of her men threw themſelves into the Sea, the reſt that were more couragi- 
ous valiantly made head againſt our people ; but Antonio de Faria preſently getting in with 
twenty Souldiers more made an end of defeating them , killing above thirty of theirs, ſo as 
there remained none alive but thoſe which voluntarily caſt themſelves into the Sea, whom he 
cauſed to be drawn up to ſerve for the Navigation of his Veſlels, and for to learn who they 
were, and from whence they came, to which purpoſe he commanded four of them tobe put to 
torture, whereof two choſe rather to dye then confeſs any thing ; and as they were abour to do 
the like to a little boy,an old man, his father,that was laid on the deck,crycd out with tears in 
his eyes for to give him th: hearing before they did any hurt to the child 3 Antonio de Faria 
made the Executioner ſtay, and bad the old man ſay what he would, provided he ſpake truth, 
tor otherwiſc he vowed,that both he and the boy ſhould be thrown alive into the Sea; whereas 
on the contrary, it he dealt truly, he promiſed to ſet them both at liberty on ſhoar, and reſtore 
unto him whatſoever he would take his oath did appertain unto him: Whercunto the old M:- 
bomctan anſwcor:d , I accept of the promiſe which thou makeſt me, and I very much thank thee 
for fparing the life of this child, for as for mine, 4s a thing unprofitable, I makg no reckoning of it, 
and I will rely on 1hy word, although the courſe thou boldeft may well divert me from it, in regard it 
35 no way conformable to the Chriſtian Law, which thou haſt profelt in thy Baptiſm : An anſwer. 
that rendred Antonio de Faria ſo confounded and amazed,as he knew not what to reply ; How- 
beit he cauſed him to come nearer unto him, and queſtioned him gently without any further 
threatening. 

This old man then fat him down by Antonio de Faria, who ſeeing him white like unto ur. 


acked him whether he were a Tark,, or a Perſian ? whereunto he anſwered, that he was nei- 
ther. 
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ther, but that he wasa Chriſtian, born at Mount Sinai, Amntnio de Faria thereupon replyed 
how he wonAred much, being a Chriſtian, as he ſaid, that he lived not amoneſt Chriſtians. 
To which the old man anſwered, that he was a Merchant of a good family, named Tome Mo- 
t argu, and that riding one day at anchor in a Ship of his in the Port of Fud:a,in the year one 
thou and five hundred thirty and eight, Soliman the Bafſa, Vice roy of Cairo, took his, and 
ſeven other Ships, to carry Vicual and Vuniticn for his Army cf threeſcore Gallies, where= 
with he went by the Command of the grand Seignirr to reſtore Sultan Bandar to his Kingdom 
of Cambaya, which the great Mogul had deprived him of ; And that at the end of the Voyage 
oing to demand the freight which they had promiſed him, the Turks, that were ever cruel 
and faithleſ*, took his Wite, and a young Daughter he had,and forced them before his face,and 
beca uſe hisſon wept at the (ight of this injury, they threw h'm bound hand and foot into the 
Sea ; as for himſelf, they laid him in Irons, and continually ſcourging him they ſtript him of 
all his goods, to the value of {1x thouſand ducates and better, ſaying, that it was not lawful 
for any to enjoy the bleſſings of God, but the holy and juſt Mowſſclimans, ſuch as they were : 
And that his Wife and Daughter dying not long after,he found mearis one night to caſt himſelf 
into the Sea with that little boy, which was his Son, at the mouth of the River of Dix, from 
whence he went by land to Swrrat, and fo to Malacs in a ſhip of Carcia de Saas, Captain of 
Bacaim; then how by the commandment of Eftevano de Gama, going to China with Chri- 
ftwano Sardinha, which had been FaQtor at the Molucques, one night as they rode at anchor 
in Cincaapura, Quiay T aijano, Maſter of the Junk, ſurprized them, and killed the faid Sar- 
dinha together with fix and twenty Portugals more ; as for him, becauſe he was a Gunner, 
they aved his life. Ar this report Antonio de Faria ſtriking himſelf on the breaſt, as a man 
amazed at this diſcourſe, Lord, Lord, ſaid he, this ſeems to be a dream that 1 bear; then 
turning himſelf to his Souldiers that ſtood about him, he related the life of this ©.-i1y unto 
them, and further aftirmed, that he had ſlain at times in ftrayed Veffels above an hundred Por- 
zugals, and diſpoiled them of an hundred thouſand ducates at leaſt ; And though his name was 
ſuch as this Armenian delivered, to wit , Quiay Taijano, yet after he had killed Chriftovans 
Sardinha in Cincaapura, in a vain glory ot that which he had done he cauſed himſelf to be 
called Captain S4rdinha.Whereupon having demanded of the Armenian where he was, he rold 
us, that he was very ſore hurt, and hidden in the hold of the Junk amongſt the Cables, withi 
five or fix others; Hereat Antonio de Fariaaroſe, and went direftly tothe place where this Dog 
was hidden, followed by the greateſt part of his Souldiers, which opened the ſcuttle where the 
Cables lay,toſce whether the Armenian ſpake true or no; in the mean time the Dog, and the 
fix others that were with him, got out at another ſcuttle, and moſt deſperately fell upon our 
men, who were above thirty in number, beſides fourteen boys. Then began there ſo furious 
and bloody a fight, that in leſs then a quarter ofan hour we made a clean diſpatch of them all ; 
but in the mean while two Portugals, and ſeven boys were lain, befides I know not how 
mariy hurt, whereof Antonio de Faria received twodownright blowes on his head,s and one on 
his arm, which put him to very much pain. After this defeat,and that the wounded men were 
dreſt, he ſet ſail, for fear of the Junks that were in the River : So getting far from Land, 
about evening we went and anchored on the other fide of Cauchenchina, where Antonio de 
Faria cauſing an Inventory tobe taken of all that was in the Pyrats Junk, there was found in 
her five hundred Bars of Pepper, after twenty quintals to the Bar, forty of Nutmegs and Mace, 
fourſcore of Tin, thirty of Ivory, twelve of Wax, and five of Wood of fine Aloes,which mighe 
be worth,according tv the rate of the Country, ſeventy thouſand Ducates ; beſides a little field- 
Piece, for Falcons, and thirty Baſes of Braſs, the greateſt part of which Artillery had been 
ours, for this M homet :» had taken them in the Ships of Sardinha, Oliveyra, and Barthole= 
mew de Mitos : There was alſo found three Coffers covered with Leather, full of Silk quilts, 
and the apparel of Portzgals, with a great Baſon and Ewerfilver and gilr, and a Salt-ſeller of 
the fame, two and tw-nty Spoones, three Candlefticks, five gilt Cups, eight and fifty Har- 
quebuzes, twelve hundred twenty and two pieces of Bengala Cloth , all which were Portu- 
gals goods, eighteen quintals of Powder, and nine Children about ſeven or cight years of age, 
chained together by the hands and the feet, moſt lamentable to behold, for that they were ſo 
weak and lean, that one might eaſily chrough their sKins have counted all the bones in their 
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Cnay.XVI, | 
Antun'o de Faria*s Arriral at the Buy of Camoy, where was the fiſhing of Pearles for 
the King of: China ; the Relation made tc b:m of the Iſle of Ainan ; wit that 
whic þ bappencd 10 him by thc means of a renegado fyrat, and otherwiſe, 


X Z jp next day,after ncon, Antenio de Faria parted frem the place where he rode at anchor, 
S:4.1, 
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and returned towards the Coaſt of Ainan, by the which: he kept al: the reſt of that day, 
and the next night with five and twenty or thirty tathcm water. In the morning he came to a 
Bay, where there were many great Boats fiſhing for Pearles,and being unreſolved what courſe 
to take, he beſtowed all the forenccon in counſel with his cempany thereabcut, whereof ſcme 
were of the opinion that he ſhould ſcize upgen the Boats that were fiſhing for Pearl: and others 
oppoſed it, ſaying, it was a ſafer way to treat with them as Merchants, for that in ex change 
of the great ſtore of Pearles,which were in that place, they might eaſily put oft the moſt part 
of their Commodities, This appearing to be the bcſt and fatcft advice, Anionio de Faria cauſed 
the Flag of Trade tobe hung out, according to the Cuſtcm of China , fo that inſtantly there 
came two Lanteaas from Land to us, which are Veſlſc!s like to Foiſt:,with great abundance of 
refreſhnients, and thoſe that were in them having ſaluted us after their manner, went abroad 
the great Junk, wherein Antonio de F aria was z but when they beheld men, ſuch as we were, 
having never ſeen the like before, they were much amazed, and demanded what peop!e we 
were, and wherefore we came into their Country, Wherunto we anſwered by an Interpre- 
ter, that we were Merchants born in the IKingdem of Siam, and were come thither to ſell cr 
barter our Commodities with them, it ſo be they would permit us. To this, an old man, 
much reſpeCted cf all the reſt, replyed, that here was no Traffique uſed, but inanother place 
further forward, called G:ramboy, where all ſtrangers that came from Cantan, Chincheo, La« 
mar, Com:bay , Stmbor , Liampau , and other Sea-coaſt Towns , did ordinarily trade; 
Whefore he couniclled him to get him ſuddenly from thence, in regard th: was a place de. 
ſtined cnly to the fiſhing of Pcarles for the Treaſure of the houſe of the ſon of the Sun, to the 
which, by the Ordinance of the T»tan of Combay, who was the ſovereign Governor of all 
the Country of Carchenchina, no Veſſel was permitted tocome , but only ſuch as were ap- 
ointed for that ſervice, and that all cther ſhips, which were found there were by the Law to 
be burnt, and all that were in them but fince he, as a ſtranger, and ignorant of the Laws of 
the Country, had tran ſerefled the ſame, not cut of contempt, but want of knowledge, he 
thought fit to advertiſe him of it,to the end he might be gone from thence before the arrival of 
the Mandarim of the Army.whicft we call General, tro whom the Government of that fiſhing 
appertained,and that would be within three or fcur dayes at the moſt, being gone not above 
{1x or ſeven leagues from thence to a Village, named B»haquirim, for to take in Vicual, 
Antcnio de Faria thanking him for his good advice, asked him how many Sails, and what 
Forces the Man {arim had with him: Whereunto the old man anſwered, that he was accom- 
panied with forty great Junks, and twenty five Vancans with cars, wherein there were ſeven 
thouſand men, namely, five thouſand Souldiers, and the reſt Slayes and Mariners ; and that he 
was there cvery year {1x months, during the which time was the fiſhing for Pearles, that is to 
ſay, from the firſt of Mc to the laſt of Augayſt., Our Captain defiring to know what du- 
ties were paid out of this hſhing,and what revenue it yielded in thoſe fix months,the old man 
told him, that of Peals which weighed above five Carats they gave two thirds, of the worſer 
fort halt leſs, ard of ſeed Pearl the third ; and that this revenue was not atwayes alike, be- 
cauſe the hſhing was ſometimes better in one year,then in another, but that one with another 
he thought it might yield annually four hundred thouſand Tacis. Antonio de Faria made very 
much of the oId man,and gave him two cakes of Wax, a bag of Pepper, and a tooth of Ivory, 
wherewith both'he and the reſt were exceedingly well pleaſed. He alſo demanded of them, of 
what bignefſe thi: Ile of Ainan might be, whereof ſo many wonders were ſpoken, Tell us 
firſt, replyed they, who you are, and wherefore you are come hither, then will we ſatisfie you 
in that = defire of us; for we vow unto you, that in all our lives we never ſaw ſo many 
young fellow: together in any Merchants ſh-ps, as we now ſee inthis of yours, nor ſo ſpruce 


and neat; and it ſeems that in their Country China Silks are ſo cheap as they are of no eſteem, 
or elſe that they have had themat ſo eafie a rate, as they have given nothing near the worth 


for them, for we ſee them play away a piece of Damack at one caft at Dice,as thoſe that _ 
lighely 
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lightly by them: A ſpeech that made Antonio de Fayi. ſecretly to (mile, for that thereby he 
well perceived how theſe fiſhermen had a ſhrewd gueſs that the fame were ſtollen,whic!; made 
him tell them, that they did this like young men, who were the ſons of very rich Merchants 
and in that regard valued things far under that they were worth, and had coſt their fathers; 
diſſembling then what they thought, they anſwered in this manner,lt may very well be as you 
ſay. Whereupon Antonio de Faria gave a lign to theSouldiers to leave off their play,and to hide 
the pieces of Silk that they were playing for, tothe end they might not be ſuſpeRted for Rob- 
bers by theſe folk*, which immediately they did, and the better to afſure theſe Chineſes that 
we were honeſt men, and Merchants, our Captain commanded the ſcuttles of the Junk to be 
opened, that we had taken the night before from Captain Sardinha, which was laden with 
Pepper, whereby they were ſomewhat reſtored to a better opinion then they had of us be. 
fore, ſaying one to another, Since now we find they are Merchants indeed, let us freely anſwer 
ro their demand,ſo as they may not think,though we be-rude,that we know nothing but how 
to catch fiſh and oyſters. | 
The old man defiring to fati:fie Anrmio de Faria's demand, Sir, faid he, ſince now I knew 
what you are, and that only out of curioſity you fairly require to learn this particular of me, I 
will clearly tell you all that I know thereof, and what I have heard others deliver concerning it, 
that have been elder then my ſelf, and phich have a long time governed 1his Archipelage ; 
They ſaid then , that this Iſland was an abſolute State under a very rich and mighty King, 
who, for an vigher and more tranſcendent title then other Mimarchs bis Contemporaries car 
ried, cauſed himſelf to be ftiled Prechau Gamuu ; He dying without heirs , ſo great a diſcord 
aroſe amongſt the people about the ſucceſſion to the Crown, as encreaſing by little and. little it 
cauſed ſuch effuſion of blood , that the Chronicles of thoſe times affrm , how only in four yeares 
and an half ſixteen Lacazaas of men were ſlain, every Lacazaa containing an hundred thruſand, 
by means whereof the Country remained ſo deſerted of. people , that unable to defend it ſelf | 
the King of Cauchin conquered it , only with ſeven thouſand Mogores, which the King of 
Tartarie ſent him from the City of his oy , that then was Metropolitan of all his Empires, 
This Iſland of Ainan being conquered, the King of Cauchin rerrned imo his ( ountry , and for 
Governour thereof left behind him aCommander of his, named Hoyha Paguarol , who revolred 
from him for certain juſt cauſes, as he pretended, that invited him thereunto, Now t1 have 
the aſſiftance and Ines of the King of China , be became his Tributery for four hundred 
thouſand Tacis by the year , which amount to fix hundred thouſand ducates, in confideratun | 
whereof theKing of China obliged himſelf to defend bim anainſt all bis enemies , whenſoever 
be ſhould bave need : This accord continued ketween them the ſpace of thirteen yeares, 4uring I

the which the King of Cauchin was five ſeveral times defeated in open Battel ; At lenath this bY 
Hoyha Paguarol coming to dye without iſſue, in regard of the good offices that in his life time : 
be bad received from the King of China, heby his teſt mment declared him for bis Succeſſor i 
and laveful Heir, ſo that ever fince, being now two hundred thirty and five yeares ago, to this | 
preſent, this Iſle of Ainan hath remained annexed to the Scepter of the great Chineſe. And | 


touching that you have further demanded of me concerning the Treaſures , aud Revenue of this | 4 
Ihind, 1 am able toſay no more then what I have learnt of ſome ancient Perſonages, who, as $$: 


T bave related before , have governed it in quality of Teutons, and Chaems ; and I remember ; | 
they ſaid , that all the Revenues thereof, as well in Mynes of Silver, Cuſtomes, au1 otherwayes, 1 
amounted nnto two Millions and an balf of Tacis yearly ; And perceiving that our Captain was | | 
amazed to hearhim ſpeak of ſo mighty a riches, continuing his diſconrſe, Truly, my Maſters 1 
faid he laughing, if you make ſuch - matter of that little T have ſpoken of, what would you do 9, 


if you ſaw the great City of Pequin , where the ſon of the Sun (thename they give to their | 
King ) with his Court is alwayes reſident, and where the Revenues of two and thirty Kingdomes, oF 
that depend on this Monarchy , are received, of which out of fourſcore and fix Mynes of Gold. q 
and Silver only is annually drawn above fifteen thouſand Picos, which according to our weight \ 
comes to twenty thouſand quintals ? Aﬀter Antonio de Faria had given him many thankes for 

ſatisfying him fo fully in his demands, he defired him to tell him in whatPort he would adviſe 

him to go and ſell his Commodities, ſecing the ſeaſon was not proper to ſer fail for Liampo, 

Whereunto he anſwered, that we were not to go into any Port of that Country, norto put 

truſt in any Chineſe whatſvever ; for I aſſure you ; ſaid he, there isnot one of them will ſpeak 
truth in any thing he ſayestoyou, and believe me, for I am rich,and will not lye ro you like 


a poor man;beſides, I woald with you to goin this Streight always with the plummet in _ 
1an 
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hand for to ſound your way, becauſe there are very many dangerous ſhelves all along till you 
come to a River called Tanagquir,and there is a Port where is very good anchoring, and where 
you may be as ſafe as you can defire , as alſo you may there, in leſs then two dayes, put off all 
your Commodities, and much more if you had them. Nevertheleſs I will not counſel you to 
diſimbarque your goods on Jand, but to ſell them in your Veſſels, in regard that many times 
the fight cauſeth detire,and defire diſorder amongſt peaceable perſons, much more with them 
that are mutinous and of an evil conſcience, whoſe wicked inclination carries the m rather to 
take away another mans goods from him, then give of their own to the needy for Gods fake. 
This ſaid both he that ſpake,and thoſe thar accompanied him,took leave of our Captain,and 
us, With many complements and promiſes,whereof they are not ordinarily veryſparing in thoſe 
parte,beſtowing on Antonio de Faria, in return of that he had given them, 1 little Box made 
of a Tortoiſe ſhell,full of ſeed-pearl, and twelve pearles of a pretty bigneſs, craving his par- 
don for that they durſt not trafhique with him in this place, for fear leſt if they ſhould do ſo,to 
be all put to death,conformable to the Law of the rigorous juſtice of the Country; an they 
ag ain intreated him to make haſte away before the Mandarims arrival with his Army ; for if 
he found him there, he would burn both his Veſſel, and him and all his company. Antonio de 
Faria unwilling to negle& the counſel of this man , leſt that which he told him ſhould prove 
true, he ſet ſail — and paſſed to the other fide towards the South, and in two 
days with a Weſterly Wind he arrived at the River of Tanangzir, where juſt over againſt a 
little village, called Neytor, he caſt anchor. Y | 
We remained all that day, and the next night, at the mouth of the River of Tanauguir, in- 
tending the next morning to ſet fail up to the Town, which was ſome five leagues from thence 
in the River,co ſee if by anymeans we might put off our commodities there,for our veſſels were 
ſo heavy laden with them,as there was ſcarce a day wherein we ran not twice or thrice on ſome 
ſhelve or other, which in divers places were four or five leagues long ; wherefore it was con- 
cluded that before we did any thing elſe we were to ſell away our commodities, fo that we la. 
bored with all our might to get into the River, whoſe current was ſo ſtrong, that though we 
had all ourfails up, yet could we prevail but very little againſt it ; As we were in this pain we 
perceived two great Jo in warlike manner come out of the River upon us, which chaining 
themſelves together tor the more ftrength, attaqued us ſo lively, as we had ſcarce the leaſure to 
defend our ſelves, ſo that we were conſtrained to throw into the Sea all that ſtood in our way 
to make room for our artillery, being that we had then moſt need of : The firſt ſalutation we 
had from them was a peal of pL and twenty pieces of Ordnance, whereof nine were Faulconets, 
and field-pieces : Antonio de Faria, as a man verſt inſuch affairs, ſeeing them chained one to 
another, perceived their drift, and therefore made as though he fled , as well to win time to 
prepare himſelf, as to make them believe that they were no Chriſtians ; whereupon they, like 
eunning thieves, defiring that the prey, which they held to be ſurely their own, ſhould not 
eſcape out of their hands, looſed themſelves the one from the other the better to ſet upon us, 
and ——— very near to us,they ſhot ſo many arrows and darts into our Junk, as no man 
was able to appear upon the deck : Antonio de Faria, to avoid this ſtorm, retired under the 
half deck, with five and twenty Souldiers,and ſome.ten or twelve others,Slaves,and Mariners; 
there he entertained the Enemy with Harquebuſe ſhot the ſpace of half an hour, in which 
eime,having uſed all their Munitions of War, ſome forty of them, that ſeemed to be more va- 
Hant then the reſt, longing to finiſh their enterprize, leaped into our Junk, with a purpoſe to 
make themſelves maſters of the prew; but to hinder them from it,our Captain was conſtrained 
to go and receive them,ſo that there began a moſt bloody fight,wherein it pleaſed God with- 
in an hour to give us the upper hand by the {laughter of four and twenty of their forty in the 
place : Thereupon twenty of ours, purſuing this good ſuccefſe, boarded the Enemies Junk, 
where finding but ſmall reſiſtance, by reaſon the principals were already lain, all that were in 
her quickly rendred themſelves unto us. That done, Antonio de Faria went with all ſpeed to 
ſuccour Chriſtovans Borallho, who was boarded by the other Junk, and very doubtful of the 
victory, in regard the greateſt part of his men were hurti, but at our approach the Enemies 


threw themſelves all into the Sea, where moſt of them were drowned, and ſo both the Junks 
remained jn our power, After this we took a ſurvey of our company, the better to underſtand 
what this victory had coſt us ; and we found there was one Portwgal, five Boyes, and nine 
Mariners killed,befides thoſe that were hurt:and on the Enemies part fourſcore were {lain,and 
almoſt as many taken, Having given order then for the drefling and accommodating a 6. 
wounde 
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wounded men in the bet manner that could be, 4ntonio de Faria cauſed as many Mariners to 
be taken up as could be ſaved,and commanding them to be brought into the great Junk where 
he was,he demanded of them what thoſe Junks were,how the Captain of them was named, and 
whether he were alive or dead; whereuntonot one of them would make any anſwer,but choſe 
rather-to dye in torments like mad dogs, when as Chriſftovano Borralho cryed out from the Jurik 
where he was, Siynior, Sigmor, come bither quickly, for we have more to do then we think of ; 
whereat Antonio de Faria, accompanied with fifteen or ſixteen of his men, leapt into his Junk 
acking what the matter was ? I hear a m ny talkzng together, ſaid he, towards the prow, 'wrbich I 
doubt are hidden there, hereupon opening the ſcuttle , they heard divers cry out, Lord Feſus 
have mercy upon us ; and that inſucha wotul rhanner , as ſtruck us all with pity : Antonio de 
Faria approaching to the ſcuttle, and looking down, could perceive ſame perſons there ſhut 
up, but not able todiſcern what they might be, he made two of his boys to go down, who a 
little after brought up ſeventeen Chriſtians, namely, two Portzgals, five ſmall children, two 

irls, and cight boys, which werein fuch a lamcntable caſe, as would have gr eved any heart 
to have beheld them; The firſt thing he did was to cauſe their Irons to be ſtrucken off,and then 
he enquired of one of the Portugals (for the other was like a man dead) unto whom thoſe 
children appertained, and how they tell into the hands of this _—_ as alſo what his name 
was, Whereunto he anſwered , that the Pyrat had two names, the one Chriſtian, the other 
Pagan, and that his Pagan name, wherewith he uſed to be called of late, was Necoda Nicau- 
lem, and his Chriſtian nzme Franciſco de Saa, being Chriſtned at Mzlaca, at ſuch time as 
Garcia de $44 was Captain of the Fortreſs, and for that he was his God-father, artd had cauſed 
him to be baptizedghe gave him that name,and married him to an orphan maid,a very hand= 
ſom wench, the Daughter ofan honourable Portzgal, to oblige him the more to our Religion 
and Country ; butin the year 1534. ſetting fail for China in a great Junk of his, wherein 
there accompanied him twenty of the wealthieſt Portzgals of Malaca, as alſo his Wife, and 
arriving at the Iſland of Pullc Catan, Gay ftaid two days to take in freſh water, during which 
time he and his company, who were all Chineſes like himſelf, and no better Chriſtians, con= 
ſpired the death of the poor Portzgals for to defpoil them of their goods, fo that one nighg 
whil' the Portzgals were aſleep, and little dream*d of ſuch Trea'on, they killed them all 
with their hatchets , and their ſervants Ikewiſe , not ſparing the life of any one that bore 
the name of a Chriſtian ; after which, he [or eg with his Wife, toturn Pagan, and adore 
an Idol, that T#can, Captain of the Junk, had concealed in his cheſt, and that then being free 
from the Chriſtian Religion he would marry her to Twcan , who in exchange would give him 
a ſiſter of his to Wife, that was a Chineſe, and there with him. Bur in regard ſhe would nei- 
ther adore the Idol, nor conſent to the reft, the Dog ſtruck her over the head with a hatcher 
till her brains flew out, and then departing from thence went to the Port of Liampoo, where 
the ſame year before he had traded ; and not daring to go to Patana, for tear of the Portzgals 
that reſided there, he wintred at Szam, and the year following he returned tothe Port of 
Chincheo , where he took a little Junk that came from Sunda, with ten Portugals in her, all 
which he ſlew ; And becauſe;the wickedneſs that he had done us was known over all the Coun- 
try, doubting to encounter ſome Portugal forces, he had retired himſelf into this ftreight of 
Cauchenchina,where as a Merchant he traded,and as a Pyrat robbed thoſe he met with all that 
were weaker then himſelf. It being now three years fince he had taken this River for a refuge 
of his Robberies, thinking himſelf here ſecure from us Portugals, by reaſon we have not uſed 
to traffique in the Ports of this ſtreight, and Iſland of Ainav. Antonio de Faria asked of him 
whether thoſe children belonged to the Portugals he had mentioned before z whereunto he 
anſwered, that they did not, but that both they, and the boys and girls, were the children of 
Nuno Preto , Gian de Diaz, and of Pero Borges , whom he had killed at Mompollacora, near 
the mouth of the River of Siam in Foano Oliveyra's Junk , where he alſo put fixteen Portw- 
gals more to death, only he ſaved their two lives, becauſe one was a ſhipwright, and the other 
a Caulker, and had carried themalong with him in this manner, continually whipping, and 
almoſt famiſhing of them ; further he ſaid, that when he ſer upon us,he did not think we ha 
been Portugals, but ſome Chineſe Merchant , like ſuch as he had accuſtumed torob when he 
found them at advantage, as he thought to have found us, Antonio de Fariz demanded of 
him, whether he could know the Pyrat amongſt thoſe other dead bodies? Having replyed that 
he could, the Captain preſently aroſe,& taking him by the hand, went with him into the other 


Junk, that was faſtned to his,and having made him view all that lay dead upon the —_ 
ai 
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in 
| | |  _ faiditwas none of them, Whereupon he commanded a Manchuas, which is a little boar, 
1 to be made ready, wherein he and this man went and ſought for him amongſt the other dead 
bodies that floated on the water, where they found him with a great cut over his head , and 
ruſt quite through the body ; ſo cauſing him to be taken up, and laid upon the hatches, he 


| | demanded of that man again, if he were ſure that this was he, who anſwered, how without 
doubt it was he. Whereunto Antonio de Faria gave the more credit, by reaſon of a great chain 
( of gold-he had about hisneck, to which was faſtned an Idol of gold with two heads, made in 
| the form of a Lizard, having the tail and paws enamelled with green and black ; and com- 
manding him to be drawn'towards the prow, he cauſed his head to be chopt off, and the reſt 
| af the body to be cut in pieces, which were caſt into the Sea. 
| Having obtained this victory in the manner Ihave before declared,and cauſed our hurt men 
| $2.4- to be dreſt, and provided for the guard of our Captains, we took an Inventory of the goody 
ns that were in theſe two Junks, and found that our prize was worth forty thouſand Tacy, 
j which was immediately committed to the charge of Antonio Borges, who was FaQtor for the 
1 (1 | Prizes. Both the Junks were great and good, yet were we conſtrained to burn one of them 
1 ot for want of Mariners to man it : There was in them beſides ſeventeen pieces of braſs Ordnance, 
| | | namely, four Faulconets, and thirteen ſmall pieces,the moſt part whereof had the Royal Arms 
l. of Portugal upon them, for thePyrat had taken them in the three ſhips where he killed the forty 
Potugals, The next day Antonio de Faria went about once more to pet into the River, but 
| he was adviſed by Fiſher-men, which he took a little before, that he ſhould beware of going to 
| theTown, becauſe they were adviſed there of all that had paſſed betwixt him and the renegado 
" Pyrat, for whoſe death the people were in an uproar ; in ſo much that if he would let them 
|i| | : have his commodities for nothing, yet would they not take them, in regard that Chiler, the 
Governor of that Province, had contrafted with him, to gjve him the third part of all the 


| | rizes he took, in lieu whereof he would render him a ſafe retreat in his Country ; fo that his 
Mil ofs now being great by the death of the Pyrat, he ſhould be but badly welcomed by him,and 
' | to that purpoſe had already commanded two great Rafts, covered with dry wood, barrels of 
| ble ſtuff, ro be placed at the entring into the Port, that were to be 


111 picch, and other combuſti 
li | indled and ſent down upon us, as ſoon as we had caſt anchor, for to fire us, befides two hun. 
dred P raos , full of ſhot, and njen of war were alſo in readineſs to aſſault us. Theſe news 
|| made Antonio de Faria conclude to make away unto another Port, named Matipinan, diſtant 
| from thence above forty leagues towards the Eaſt, for that there were many rich Merchants.as 
| well Natives as Strangerwhich came in great Troops from the Countries of Laxhos, Pafuaas, 
4 | and Greos , with great ſums of mony, Sowe ſet fail with the three Junk*, and theLorch, 
wherein we came from Patana, coaſting the Land from one fide to the other, by reaſon of a 
| contrary wind, until we arrived at a place called Tilaumera, where we anchored, for that the 
y current of the water ran very ſtrong againſt us. After we had continued fo three dayes together, 
with a contrary wind, and in great want of vitual, our good fortune about Evening broughc 
four Lanteaas unto us, that are like unto Foyſts, in one of the which was a Bride, that was go- 
ing to a Village, named Pandwurea : Now benndh they were 31 in jollicy, they had ſo many 
Drums beating aboard them, as it was almoſt impoſſible to hear one another for the noiſe th 
made. Whereupon we were in great doubt what this might be, and wherefore there was ſach 
triumphing ; ſome thought that they were ſpies ſent from the Captain of Tanauquir's Army, 
mY who inſulting, for that we were already in their power, gave this teſtimony thereof. Antonio 
t de Faria left his anchors in the Sea,and preparing himſelf to ſuſtain all that might happen unto 
WH him,he diſplayed all his Banners and Flags, and with demonſtration of joy attended the arri- 
| val of theſe Lanteaas, who when they perceived us to be all rogether, imagining it was the 
Bridegroom that ſtay'd to receive them, they came joyfully towards us, So after we had falu- 
ted one another after the manner of the Country, they went and anchored by the ſhore, And 
becauſe we could not comprehend the myſtery of this affair, all our Captains concluded that 
they were ſpies from the Enemies Army, which forbore aſſaulting us in expeRation of ſome 
ij other Veſlels that were alſo tocome ; In this ſuſpicion we ſpent the little remainder of that 
[! Evening, and almoſt two hours of the night : But when the Bride, ſceing that her Spouſe ſent 
+ nas £0 vilit her, as was his part to do, to ſhew the love ſhe bore him, ſhe ſent her Uncle in one 
| of the Lanteaas with a Letter to him, containing theſe words, If the feeble ſex of a Woman 
| would permit me to go from the place where I am for to ſee thy face, without reproach to mine 
honour, aſſure thy ſelf that to kiſs thy tardy feet my body would fly as doth the hungry Fawlcon 
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after the fearful H:ron : But ſince T am parted from my Fathers houſe for to ſeek thee ont here, 
come thy ſelf bither to me, where indeed I amnot, for I cannot fee my ſelf, but in ſeeing thee, 
Nw if thou doſt not come t1 ſee me in the obſcuritie of this night, making it bright for me, I fear 
that to merrow morning when thou arriveſt bere, thou ſhalt not find me lring, My Uncle Li. 
corpinau wil! more particularly acquaint thee with what 1 keep concealed in my heart » forT 
am not able to ſay any more, ſuch is my grief to be ſo long deprived of thy ſo much deſired ſight: 
Wherefore I pray thee come unto me, or permit me to come unto thee, as the greatneſs of my love to 
thee doth deſerve, and as thou art obliged to do unto her, whom now thou art to poſſeſs in may. 
riage unril death, from which Almighty God jof bis infinite goodneſs keep thee as many years, 
a the Sunne and Moon have male turns about the Wirld, ſince the beginning of their 
birth, This Lanteaa being arrived with ' the Brides Uncle and Letter, Antonio de 
Faria cauſed all the Portzzals to hide themſelves, ſuffering none to appear but our Chic 
neſe Mariners, to the. end they, might nor be afraid ofus : Toour Junk then they ap- 
proached with confidence, and three of them coming aboard us, asked where the Bridegroom 
was ? All the anſwer we made them was to lay hold of them, and clap them preſently under 
hatches 5 now becauſe the moſt part of them were drunk, thoſe that were in the Lanteaa ne. 
verheard our buſtling with*them, nor if they had, could they have had time to eſcape, for 
ſuddenly from the top of our poop we faſtned a Cable to their Maſt, whereby they were fo 
arreſted, as it was impoſlible ir them to get looſe of us; whereupon caſting in ſome pots of 
powder amongſt them, the moſt of them leapt into the Sea, by which time fix or ſeven of our 

ouldicrs,and-as many Mariners, got into the Lanteaa, and ftraight rendred themſelves Ma- 
ſters of her,where the next thing they did was to take up the poor wretches, who cried out 
that they drowned : Having made them ſure, Antonio de Faria went towards the other three 
Lameags,thar anchored ſome quarter of a League from thence;and coming to the firſt, where= 
in was the Bride, he entered her without any reliſtance, in regard there were none other in 
her-but a few Mariners, and fix or ſeven men that ſeemed to, be of good reckoning, all of kin 
tothe Bridc,tcing there only to accompany her, together with two little boyes her brothers, 
that were vcry -white,and certain ancient Women, of ſuch as in China are hired for mony to 
dance,ſing,and play of Inſtruments upon like feſtival occafions. The other two Lanteaas be» 
holding this bad ſucceſs, left their Anchors in the Sea, and fled in ſuch haſte, as if the Devil 
had been in them 5 bur for all that we tcok one of them, ſo that we had three of the four - 
This done, we returned aboard our Junk,and by reaſon it was now midnight,we did nothing 
for the preſent but take our priſoners,and ſhut them up under the hatches where they remain- 
ed until Day ; that Anionio de Faria came to view them, and ſeei were moſt of them 
aged,full of ſorrow,and fit for nothing, he cauſed them tobe orc penn only the 
Bride and her 2 Brothers, becauſe they were young, white, and well-favoured, and ſome 20 
Mariners, which afterwards were of great uſe to us for the Navigation of our Junks. This 
Bride as fince we learn'd,was Daughter to the Anchary of Colem (which ſignifies Governour) 
and betrothed to a Youth, the ſon of Chifuz, Captain of Pandyurea, who had written unto her 
that he would attend her in this place with 3 or 4 Junks ofhis Fathers, who was very rich , 
but alas ! We ſhamefully cozened him. Aﬀeer dinner, being departed from thence,the Bride- 
groom arrived ſeeking for his Bride,with five ſail full of flags, Streamers,and Banners ? Paſling 
by us, he ſaluted us with great ftore of Muſick and ſhews of gladnefs, ignorant of his misfor- 
tune, and that we carried away his Wife. In this jollity he doubled the Cape of Tilaumerz, 
where the day before we took this Prize,and there anchored attending his Bride, according as 
he had written to her, vvhileſt vve ſailing on arrived three days after atthe Port of Mutipimar, 
vyhich vyas the place vve aymed at, in regard of the advice that Antinio de Faria had, that 
there they might ſell off his Commodities, 
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CHAP. XVII. 
Antonio de Faria's Arrival at the Port : The Information that Antonio de Faria ha4 
of the (ountry; ſome paſſages between him and the Nautarel of the Town, 
bis going to tbe River of Madel ; with his incountring a Pyrat 
there, and that which paſſed betwixt them. 


S:&.17 TY Eing arrtved at this Port we anchored in aRode, which the Land makes near to a little 
B {land on the South fide of the mouth of the River, at the entry whereinto we remained 
without ſaluting the Porr, or making any noiſe, intending as ſoon as it was night to ſend for 
toſound the River, and to be informed of that we Jefired to know. Upon the appearing 
of the Moon, which was about 11 of the Clock, Antonio de Fariaſent away one of his Lawtea. 
as, well furniſhed,and 12 Souldiers in her,befides the Captain named Valentino Martins Dal. 

ven, a diſcreet man, and of great courage, that at other times had given good proof of him. 
{elf in like occaſions, who departing went alwayes ſounding the depth of the River, until he 
arrived where divers Veſſels rode at anchor; There he took two men that were fleeping-ina 
Barque laden with earthen ware,and returning aboard undiſcovered, he rendred Antonio de 
Faris an acecmpt of what he had found touching the greatneſ6 of the place, and the fewneb 
of the ſhips that were in the Port, wherefore hi; opinion was, that he might boldly enter into 
it, and it it happened he could not trade there as hedefired,no body could jhinder him from 
ifſuing forth whenſoever he pleaſed, by reaſon the River was very large, clean, and without 
any ſhelves, ſands or other things that might endanger him. Having conſulted then with his 
Company, he concluded by their advice, not to put the two Mahometans, that were taken, 
to torture as was before ordained, becauſe there was noneed of it ; Day being rome, Amntonio 
de Faria, deſiring before he ſtirred to be informed from thoſe two abometans of ſome par- 
ticulars he would fain know, and thinking he might ſooner prevail with them by fair means, 
then by menaces and torment, he made very much of them, and then declared his mind: 
Whereupon both of them with one accord ſaid, that touching the entrance of the River there 
was nothing to be feared, in regard it was one of the beſt in all that Bay, and that ordinarily 
far greater Veſſels then his went in and out there, for that the ſhalloweſt place was 15 fathom 
at the leaſt; and as for the m of the Country he was not to ſtand in any doubt of them, 
by reaſon they were naturally weak, and without arms ; And that the ſtrangers which were 
at that inſtant there,arrived ſome 9 days before from the Kingdom of Benan in 2 Companies 
of fifty Oxen a piece, ladgg with ſtore of Silver, Wood of Aloes, Cloth,Silk, Linnen, Ivory, 
Wax, Lacre,Ben jamigpWimphire, and Gold in Powder, like to that of the Iſland of Sama. 
tra, who were come with: this Merchandiſe to buy Pepper, Drugs,and Pearls of the Ifle of Ai- 
zan. Bcing demanded whether there was any Army in thoſe parts,they anſwered No,becauſe 
moſt of the Wars, which the Prechaz, that is,the Emperour of the C auchins, made, or were 
made azainſt him, were by Land; and that when any was made upon the Rivers, it was al- 
way: with little Veſſels, and not with ſuch great ſhips as his, for that they were not deep & 
nough for them : Furthzr being asked, whether the Prechax was near to that place, they re- 
plyed, that he was 12 days journey from thence, at the Ciry of. Quangepaaru, where molt 
commony he with his Cour: re{ided, governing the Kingdom in Peace and Juſtice, and that 
the Mynes, reſerved for his Crown,rendred him in yearly rent fifteen thouſand Picos of Silver, 
everyPico weighing five quintals,the moyety whereof by the Divine Law, inviolably obſerved 
in his Countries, was for the poor Labourers, that tilled the ground, to ſuſtain their Families 
withal; but that all his people by a general conſent had freely relinquiſhed that right unto 
him, upon condition that from thence-forward he ſhould not couſtrain them to pay Tribute, 
or any other thing that might concern them, and that the ancient Prechaus had proteſted to 
accompliſh it as long as the Sun ſhould give light to the Earth. Antonio de Faria further de- 
manded of thzm, what belief they were of;whereunto they anſwered, that they held the very 
verity of all verities,and that they believed there was but one God Almighty, who as he had 
created aJl,ſo he preſerved all;howbeit ifat any time our underſtandings were intangled with 
the diſorder and diſcord of our deſires, that no way proceeded from the ſovereign Creator, 
in whom was no imperfe&ion, but only from the finner himſelf, that out of his impatience 
jrdged according to the wicked inclination of his heart. Moreover, asking of them, whether 


in their Law they believed, that the great God, which governeth this All, came at any time 
into 
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into the world,clothed with a humane form, they ſaid No, becauſe there could be nothing 
:hat might oblige him to ſo great an cxtremity,in regard he-was through the excellency of the 
{);vine Natore deliv red from our miſcries,and far c{loigned fromthe Treaſures of the Earth, 
all chings being more then baſe in the preſence of his ſplendor. By theſe anſwers of theirs, we | 
perceived that theſe people had never attained to any knowledge of our truth, more then their | 
ye: made them toſee in the pifture of Heaven,and in the beauty of the day ; for continuall | | 
: their Combayes, which are their prayers, lifting up their hands they ſay,By thy works, Lord, | 
we confeſs thy greatneſs, After this Antonio de Faria ſet them art liberty, and having given them | 
certain preſents, wherewith they were very well pleaſed, he cauſed them to be conveyed to 
{ and;that done,the wind beginning a little to rite he ſer fail, having all his Veſſels adorned 
with divers coloured Silks, theic Banners, Flags and Streamers, diſplayed, and a Standard of 
Trade hung out after the manner of the Country, tothe end thzy might be taken for Merch. 
ant3,and not for Pyrats,and fo an hour after he anchored juſt againſt the Key of the Town, 
which he ſaluted with a little peal of Ordnance, whereupon ten or eleven Almadiaes came 
preſently to us with good ftore of refreſhments; Howbeit finding us to be ſtrangers, and dil- 
cerning by our habits that we were neither Siams, F aor,nor Malayos,nor yet of any other Na« 
tion that ever they had ſeen,they ſaid one to another,Pleaſe Heaven, that the der of the {7 
morning may be as profitable to ws all, as this evening ſe-ms fair with the p;cence of theſe whom: |

our eyes behold, Having ſaid thus, one of the Almadiaes axked leave ro come aboard us, 
which they were told they might do, becaulc we were all their brothers, fo that three of nine, 
wich were in that Almadza, entred into our Junk, whom Antenio de Faria received very 
kindly; and cauſing them to fit down upon a Turky Carpet by him, he told them, that he 
was a Merchant of the Kindom of Siam, and going with his goods towards the Ile of Ainar, | 
he had been advertiſed, that he might better and more ſecurely ſell off his Commodities in | 
this Town, then'in any other place, becauſe the Merchants thereof were jaſter and eruer of | 
their word, then the Chimeſes of the Coaſt of Aman; Whereunto they thus anſwered , 7 14 | Y 
art not deceived inthat which thou ſayeſt, for if thou be a Merchant, as thon affirmett, believe :t, 17 
that in every thing and every where thou ſhalt be honoured in this place goberefore thou mayi/t ſlcrp gi f 
without fear, 1 
Antonio de Faria miſtruſting ſome intelligence might come over Land concerning that g:&.z; 
which he bad done tothe Pyrat upon the River of Tan uquir, and fo might work him ſome 
pre judice, would not diſ-imbarque his goods, as the Officers of the Cuſtom-houte would | 
ve had, which was the caufe of much diſpleaſure and vexation tg, him afterward, (- that {| 
his buſineſs was twice interrupted by that means, wherefore ring that good words 
would not ſerve tomake them conſent to his Propoſitions, he ſent them word by a Merchant, 
who dealt berween them, that he knew well enough they had a grear deal of reaſon to re- 
quire the landing ofhis goods, becauſe it was the uſual courſe for every one ſo to do; But he 
afiured them that he could not roſlibly do it in regard the ſeaſon was almoſt paſt, and there- {4 
fore he was of neceſſity to haſten his departure as ſoon as might be, the rather too for the ac- 
cormmodating of the funk wherein he came,for as much as ſhe took in ſo much water ,that 60 
| 
| 


Mariners were alwayes labouring at three pumps to clear her, whereby he ran a great hazard 
o& loling all his goods; And that touching the Kings Cuſtoms, he was contented to pay 
them,not after thirty in the hundred, as they demanded, but after ten,as they did in other 
Kingdoms,and ſo much he would pay preſenely and willingly. To this offer they rendred no 
aniwer,bat detained him that carried the meſffage priſoner 3 Antmio de Faria ſeeing that his 
mctſenger returned not,ſet fail immediately,hangine forth a number of flags,as one that cared 
not whether he ſold or no ; Whereupon rhe Merchants ſtrangers that were come thither to 
trade, perceiving the Commodities,of which they hoped to make ſome profit,to be going vut | 
ofthe Port, through the perverineſs and obſtinacy of = Nautarel of the Town, they went all F:\ 
t0 him,and defired him torecal Antonio de Faria, otherwiſe rhey proteſted to complain tothe $} 
King of the injuſtice he did them, in being the cauſe ofhindering theirTrathque. The Nauta- 
rel, that is,the Governour, with all the Officers of the Cuſtom-houſe, -fearing leſt they might 
upon this occaſion be turned out of their places,condeſcended to their requeſt,upon condition '* 
lince we would pay but ten in the hundred, that they ſhould pay five m-re, whereunto they F 
azreed and inſtantly ſent away the Merchant,whom they had detained priſoner,with a letter [ 
full of Complements, wherein they declared the agreement they had made. Antonio de Faria 
anſwered them, that fince he was out of the Port, he would not re-enter it apon any gr 
2 y

by reaſon he had not leaſure to make any ftay , howbeir if they would buy his Commodiries 
in cro{<,brinving lingots of ſilver with them for that purpoſe, he would ſc]l them to them,and 
in no other manner would deal, for he was muchdiſtaſted with the lirtle reſpe& the Nawutere! 
of the Town had carricd towards him,by defpiting his meflages ; and it they were contented 
to accept thereof,that then they ſhould Jer him know ſo much within an hour at the fartheſt, 
otherwiſe he would fail away tc Ainan, where he might put off his Commodities far better 
then there, They finding him o refolved,and doubting to loſe fo fair an occalion,as this was, 
for them to return into their Country,cmbarqued themſelves 'n five great Lighter with forcy 
Cheſts full of lingots of filver, and a many Gicks to bring away the Pepper; andarriving a! 
Antonio de Faria*s Junk,they were very well received by him, unto whom they repreſente«!, 
anew, the agreement they had made with the Naxtarel of th:Town, grcatly complaining « 
his ill Government-.and of ſome wrongs, which without all reaſon he had done them 4 bu 
ſince they had pacifi:d him by conſenting to give him 15 in the hundred,whereof they wou!:} 
pay five ; they deſired him to pay the ten, as he had promiſed, for orherways they could not 
buy his Commodities. Whereunto Antoio dc Faria anſwered, that he was contented {6 ry 
do,more for the love of them, then for any profit he hoped to reap thereby, for which they 
gave him many thanks, and ſo being on all tides ageced, they uſed fuch diligence in Jifcharp- 
ing the goods,as in 3 days the moſt of it was weighed and conligned into the hands of rhe 
owners thereof ; whereupon the accompts were made up, and the lingots of filver received, 
amounting in all to an hundred and thirty thouſand Taezs,after the rate of 7 ſhillings and #1 
pence the 7ae?, as] bave ſaid elſewhere. And though all poſſible ſpeed was uſed herein, yer 
before all was finiſh:d, news came of that which we had done to the Pyrat in the River of 
Tarauquir, inſo much that not one of the inhabirants would come ncar us afterward, by rez- 
ſon whereof Antonio 4e Faria was conſtrained to ſet fail in all haſte, 

After we had quit the River of Mutepinan, direfing our courſe Northward, Antonio 4c 
Faria thought good to make to the Coaſt of the Ifland of Ainzn, for to ſeck out a River 
named M:z1e!,with a purpoſe there to accommodate the great Junk,wherein he was, becauſe 
it took in much water,or provide himſelf of a better in exchange upon any tearms whatſce. 
ver;ſo having faild for the ſpace of 12 days, with a contrary wind, at lengrh he arrived at the 
Cape of Pxllo Hinbo, which is the I{}and of Cocos; There hearing no news of the Pyrat he 
ſought for,he returned towards the South Coaſt, where he rook certain Prizes, which were 
of good value,and well gotten as we thought, For it was the main intention of this Caprain 
to deal with the Pyrats which frequented this Coaſt of Ainar, as they before had done with 
divers Chriftians, in deffving them of their lives and goods; For as God doth ordinarily 
draw good out of evil,ſo it pleaſed him our of his divine Juſtice to permit, that Antonio de 
Faria,in revenge of the Robbery commitred by Coia Acem upon upon us in the Port of Lugor 
ſhould in the purſuit of him chaſtiſe orher thieves that deſerved ro be puniſhed by the hands 
of the Portugals, Now having, for certain days together with much labour continued our 
Navigation within this Bay of Cauchencbina, as we were newly entred io a Port,called Mz. 
del,upon the day of the Nativity of our Lady,being tae $ of Septem,for the fear that we were 
in of the new Moon,during the which there oftentimes happens in this Climate ſuch a terri- 
ble ſtorm of wind and rain,as it is not poſſible for ſhips to withſtand it,which by the Chine/«, 
is named Txfar,and thar the Sky charged full with Clouds had 4 days together threatned 
that which we fearcd, it pleaſed God amongſt many other Junks that fled into this Port 
for {helcer,there came in one belonging to a notorious Chineſe Pyrat,named Hmimilau,who 
of a Gentile, that he had becn, was nor long before become a Mahometan, induced therevr:ito 
(as it waz ſaid) by a C cis of that accurſed Se&, who had made him ſuch an Enemy ro the 
Chriitian name, as he vaunted publiquely, that God did owe Heaven unto him for the great 
ſcrvic? he had done him upon Earth,in depopulating ir by lit le and. little of the Portugal Na- 
tion,who f-om thcir mothers wombs delighted in their offences, as the very Inhabitant* of 
the imnaky Houſe,a name which they give to Hell > And thus did he with ſuch ſayings, 3nd 
orher like blaſphemies,ſpeak as villanouſly and abominably of us as could be imagined. T ht: 
Pyret,cntring into the River in a very great and tall Junk, came up to us where we ro at 
anchor, and ſaJuted us after the cuſtom of the Country, whereunto we returned the like, 4+ if 
's the manner there to doat the entry intoany of the Ports, they neither knowing us t5 be 
Portugals, nor we what they were; for we thought they had been Chineſes, and that iney 


came into the Port to ſhroud theniſelves from the ſtorms as others did, whereupon, behold, 
nyc 
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five young men, that wer? Chriſtian*, whom this Robber held as Slaves in his Junk, gueſſing 
us to be Portugal, fell a crying out three or four times rogether, Lord, b:ve mercy upon us, At 
theſe words we all ſtood up to fee who they were, and perceiving them to be Chriſtians, we 
called aloud to the Mariners for to ſtay their courſe, which they would not do, but contrarily 
beating up a Drum, as it were in contempt of us, they gave three great ſhouts, and withal 
brandiſhed their naked Scymitars in the ayr in a way of threatning us, and then caft anchor 
ſome quarter ofa League beyond us. Antonio de Fariz defiring to learn the reaſon hereof, ſenc 
a Balon to them, which no ſooner arrived near them, but the barbarous Rogues pelted them 
with ſo many ſtones, that the Veſſel was almoſt overwhelmed, fo that they were glad to re- 
cutn, both Mariners and Souldiers being very fore hurt, Antonio 42 Fari : ſeeing them come 
back all bloody, demanded the cauſe of it : Sir, anſwered they,we are not able to tell you, only 
you behold in what plight we are, ſaying ſo, and ſhewing him the hurts on theit heads, they 
declared unto him in what manner they had been entertained. Ar firſt thisaccident much 
troubled Antonio de Faria, ſo that he ſtood muling a good while upon it, but at length turn- 
ing himſelf to them that were preſent, Let every wne here, ſaid he, prepare himſelf, for I cannot 
be perſr-aded but this is that Dog Coia Acem, whoT hope this day ſhall pay for all the wrong be 
hath done us. Whereupon he commanded preſently to weigh anchor, and with all the ſpeed 
that might be he ſer fail with the three Junks and Lanteass, Being come within a Mucker 
ſhot of them, he ſaluted them with fix and thirty pieces of DMrdnance, whereof tw:lve were 
Faulconers, and other Field-pieces, amongſt the which was one of Battery, that carried caſt 
Ballets, wherewith the Enemies were ſo amazed, as all the reſolution they could take for the 
inſtant was to leave their anchors in the Sea, not having leaſure to weigh them, and to make 
to the ſhoar, wherein alſo they failed of their defire; for Antonio de F :riz perceiving their de- 
ſign got before them and boarded their Junk with all the Focres of his Veſſels; hereupon be. 
gan a moſt furious combat both with Pikes,Darts,and pots full of Powder thrown from either 
fide,ſo that for halfan hour it could not be diſcerned who had the better: Bur art length it 

leaſed God to favour us ſo much, that the Enemies finding themſelves weary, wounded, and 

urt,threw themſelves into the Sea. Antonio de Faria, ſeeing theſe wretches ready to tink, 
by reaſon of the impetuouſneſs and ſtrength of the Current, he imbarqued himſelf with ſme 
Souldiers in two Balons, and with much ado faved x 5 men, whereunto he was induced by 
the great need he ſtood in of them for th: manning of his Lanteas, becauſe he had loſt a great 
wany of his people in the former fights. 


CHraPr. XVIIL 
What Antonio de Faria 4id with the Captain of the Pyrats Funk ;, that which paſt be= 
tween bim and the people of the ( ountry; with our caſting away 
upon the Iſland of Thieves, 


Ntonio de Faria having obtained this Viftory in the manner I have related, the firſt thing $e&.x, 


he did was toſee his hurt men dreſt, as that which chiefly imported him ; then being 
given to underſtand that the Pyrat Hinimilan, the Captain of the Junk he had taken, was one 
of the fixteen he had ſaved, he commanded him w be brought before him, and after he had 
cauſed him to be dreſt of two wounds that he had received, he demanded of him what was 
become of the young, Port#7als which he held as Slaves > Whereunto the Pyrat, beings mad 
with rage, having anſwered that he could not tell, upon the ſecond demand that was made 
him, with menaces,he ſaid, that if firſt they would give him a little water, in regard he was 
ſo dry as he was not able to ſpeak,that then he would confider what anſwer to make, There- 
upon having water brought h'm, which he drunk fo greedily as he (pilt the moſt parr of ir 
without quenching his thirſt, he defired to have ſome more given him, proteſting that if they 
would let him drink his fill, they would oblige him by theLaw of Mahomets Alcoran volunta= 
rily to confeſs all that they deſire toknow of him. Antonio de F aria,having given himas much | 
45 he would drink,queſtioned him again about the young Chriſtian;,wherero he replyed,rhat 
he ſhould find them in the chamber of the prow;thereupon he commanded 3 Souldiers to go 
thither and fetch them,who had no ſooner opened the ſeurrle to bid them come up, but they 
ſaw them lie dead in the place, with their throats cut;which made them cry out, Feſw, Feſws, 
come hither we beſeech you, Sir, and bebold a moſt lamentable ſpefacle ; hereat Antonio de 
Fariz,and thoſe that were with him, ran thither, and beholding thoſe youths lying ſo one 
ron 
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upon —— c:uld not forb ear ſhedding of tears; having cauſed them then to be brought 


upon the deck,together with a woman and two pretty children, about 7 or $ years old, that 
had their throats alſocutz he demanded of the Pyrat why he uſed ſuch cruelty to thoſe poor 
Innocents : Whereunto he anſwered, that it was becauſe they were Traytours, in diſcovering 
themſelves to thoſe, which were ſuch great Enemies to him as the Portugals were, and alſo 
for that having heard them call upon their Chriſt for help,he deſired to ſee whether he would 
deliver them; as for the two infants, there was cauſe enough to kill them, for that they were 
the children of Portugals, whom he ever hated : with the like extravagancy he anſwered to 
many other {queſtions which were propounded to him, and that with ſo much obſtinacy as if 
he had been a very Devil.- Afterwards being asked whether he were a Chriſtian,he anſwered, 
no; but that he had been one at ſuch time»as Pon Paulo de Gama was Captain of Malaca. 
Whereunto Antonio de Faria demanded of him, what moved him (ince he had been a Chri- 
ſtian, to forſake the Law of Feſus Chriſt, wherein he was aflured of his ſalvation, for to em- 
brace that of the falſe Prophet Mahomet, from whence he could hope for nothing but the 
loſs of his Soul. Thereunto he anſwered, that he was induced foto do, for that ſo long 
as he was a Chriſtian, the Portugals had alwayes contemned him, whereas before 
when he was a Gentile, they called him» ®«iay Necoda, that is to ſay, Signior Captain ; but 
that reſpe& immediately upon his Baptiſm{forſook him, which he verily believed did ar- 
rive to him by Mahomets expreſs permiſſion, to the end it ſhould open his eyes ro turn 
eMabmctan, as after he did at Bintan, where the King of Fantana was in perſon preſent 
at the Ceremony, and that ever fince he had much honoured him, and that all the Man- 
darins called him brother, in regard of the vow he had made upon the Holy Book of Flow- 
ers, that as long as he lived he would be a ſworn Enemy to the Portugals, and of all 
others that profeſt the Name of Chriſt, for which both the King and the Cacis Afoulana 
had exceedingly commended him,promifing that his ſoul ſhould be moſt bleſſed if he perfor- 
med that vow.Being likewiſe demanded how long ago it was fince he revolted, what Portugal 
Veſſels he had taken, how many men he had put to death, and what Merchandize he had de- 
ſpoyled them of ? He anſwered,that it was7 years fince he became a Mabometan; that the firſt 
Veſſel he took was Luiſo de Pavia*s Junk, which he fſarprized in the River of Liampoo with 
400 Bars of Pepper only, and no other ſpice, whereof having made himſelf Maſter, that he 
had put to death 18 Portwgals, beſides their {laves,of whom he made no reckoning, becauſe 
they were not ſuch as could fatisfie the Oath he made ; That after thi s Prizz he had taken 
our ſhips,and in them had put to death above 100 perſons, amongſt whom there was ſome 
7 Portuz ls, and that he thought the Merchandize in them amounted to fifteen or fixteen 
undred Bars of Pepper, whereof the King of Pan had the better moyity for to give him a 
ſafe retreat in his Ports, and toſecure him from the Portzgals, giving him to that purpoſe 100 


men, with commandment to obey him as their King. Being further demanded, whether he 


had not killed any Porrgals, or lent an hand for the doing thereof, he ſaid no, but thas 
ſome two years before, being in the River of Choaboquec on the Coaſt of China, a great 
unk arrived there with a great many Portwgals in her, whereof an intimate friend of hjs 
named Ry Lobp, was Captain, whom Don Eftevan de Cama, then Governour of the Fortreſs 
of Mz/aca, had ſent thither in the way-of Commerce, and that upon the ſale of his Commo- 
dities going out of the Port, his Junk'about five dayes after took ſo great a leak, as not 
being able to clear her, he was conſtrained to return towards the ſame Port from whence he 
parted; but that by ill fortune clapping on all his ſails to get the ſooner to Land was overſet 
by the violence of the wind,ſo as all were caſt away, ſaving Ruy Lobo, 17 Portugals, and 
ſome ſlaves, who in their skiffmade for the Iſland of Lamar, without fail, without water, or 
any manner of viCtual; That in this extremity Rxy Lobo,relying on the ancient friendſhip that 
was between them,came with tears in his eyes, and praid him on his knees to receive him and 
his irito his Junk, which was then ready to ſet fail for Patana,whereunto he agreed,upon con- 
dition that therefore he ſhould give him two thouſand ducates, for the performance whereof 
he bound himſelt by his oath of a Chriſtian.But that after he had taken them in,he was coun- 
ſe]led by the {-bometans not totraſt unto the friendſhip of Chriſtians, leſt he might endan- 
ger his own life;for when they had recovered ſtrength, they would without doubt ſeize upon 
his Junk,and all the goods that were in her, it being their uſual cuſtom ſoto do in all places 
where they found themſelves the ſtrongeſt : wherefore fearing left that which the Mabome- 
101: ſuggeſted ſhould befall him,he flew them all on a night as they flept, for the which not- 


with- 
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withſtanding he was ſorry afterwards, This Declaration ſo much incenſed Antonio de Faria, 
and all that were about him, as indeed the Enormity of ſo wicked a fa did require;thar pre« 


ſently,withour queſtioning or hearing of him further,he commanded him to-be pur to death 
with four more of his company;and ſo they were all thrown into the Sea. 


This juſtice being,executed on the Pyrat and his four companions, Antonio de Faria cauſed SeQ.2: 


an Inventory to be taken of all that was in the Junk, which was adjudged to mount unto 
forty thouſand Tacis in raw and twiſted Silk, pieces of Sattin, Damask, Muck, fine Pourcelairis x 
and other leſs valuable Commodities, which with the Ju we were conſtrained to burn, 
becauſe we wanted Mariners for our Navigation. Wich thoſe valorous exploits the Chineſes 
wereſo amazed, as they ſtood in dread of the very meution of the name of the Portugals, in 
ſo much that the Necodaes,or Maſters of —_— that were in the Port,fearing the like might 
be done to them afſembled all together in Councel; and there making Ele&ion of two of the 
principal amoneſt them, whom they held moſt capable of performing their charge, they ſent 
them as Embaſſadours unto Antonio de Faria, dehiring him, that as King of the Sea, he would 
prote&t them, upon the aſſurance of his word, foas they might paſs ſafely out of the place 
where they were for to make their Voyage whilſt the ſeaſon ſerved;in conſideration whereof, 
as his Tributary SubjeRts and _— would give him twenty thouſand Tacis in Ingots of 
Silver, whereof payment ſhould be made out of hand, by way of acknowledging him to be 
their Lord, Antonio de Faria received them very mts, and granting their requeſt, 
proteſted and ſware to perform the ſame,and upon his word to prote& them for the future, 
from having any of their goods taken from them by any Pyrat; Whereupon one of the Em- 
bafſadours remained as ſurety for the twenty thouſand Tacks, and the other went to fetch the 
Ingots which he brought an hour after, together with a rich preſent of many ſeveral things 
ſent him over and above by the Necodaes, This done, ' Antonio de Faria defiring to advance 
a ſervant of his, named Coſts, made him Clark of the Patents that were to be granted to the 
Necodaes, whereof he preſently ict a rate, namely five Tacis for a Junk, and two Tacis for a 
Vanco, Lantea,and ſmall Barque, which proved ſo beneficial tohim, that in the ſj ace of thir= 
teen days, wherein theſe Patents were diſpatched, he got(according to the report of thoſe thac 
enyyed him) above four thouſand T «cis in filver, befides many good gratuitics that were gi- 
ven him for expedition : The form of theſe Patents was thus: I give aſſurance upon my word 
to Necoda ſuch a one, that be ſhall. ſail (afely all about the Coaſt if China without any diſtur= 
bance, of any that belongs to me, upon condition that whereſoever he meets with any Portugals, be 
ſhall entreat them as bre-bren, and underneath he ſigned, Antonio de Faria : All which Patents 
were moſt exa&tly obſerved,and by that means he was redoubted all along this Coaſt, as the 
Chaem himſelf of the Iſland of Ainan, who &s the Vice-Roy thereof, upon the report which 
he heard of him, ſent to vifit him by his Embafſadour, with a rich preſent of Pearls and 
Jewels; as alſo a Letter, whereby he deſired him to takeentertajnment from the ſon of the 
Sun, a name which they give to the Emperour of this Monarchy for toferve him as Come 
mander General of all the Coaſt from Lamar to Liampoo, with ten thouſand Taczs Penfion 
early, and that ifhe carried himſelf well, according to the renown went of h'm, he affured 
'm that upon the expiration of his three years charge, he ſhould be advanced into the rank of 
the Chaems of the State, and that ſuch men as he if they were faichfal; might attain to be 
one of the twelve Twtoens of the Empire, whom the ſdvereign ſon of the Sun, being the Lion 
crowned on the Throne of the world, admitted to his bed and board, as members united 
to his perſon by means of the honour, power, and cqmmand that he gave them with an an- 
nual Penſion of an hundred thouſand Tacis, Antonio te Faria gave him many thanks for this 


| offer, and excuſed himſelf with Complements, after their manner ; ſayin», that he was nor 


capable of ſo great favour as he would honour him withal, but that without any regard at all 
ofmony he would be ready to ſerve him as often as the Twtorns of Pequin would be pleafed to 
command him, After this going out of the Port of Made/, where he had been fourteen dayes 
he ran all along the Coaſt of that Country for to find out Coia Acem, it being the main de= 
fign of all his Voyage, as I have declared before:Imagining then that he might meet with him 
in ſome of theſe places, he ſtayed there above fix months, with much pain and hazard of his 
perſon : At length he arrived at a very fair Town, named uangiparu, wherein were good- 
ly buildings and Temples : In this Port he abode all that day and the night following, 
under colour of being a Merchant, peaceably buying that which was brought him abroad; 
And becauſe it was a Town of fifteen hundred fires, as we gueſſed,the next morning by —_ 
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of day we fer ſail without any great notice taken of us,So returning to Sea,ahkough it were 


witha contrary wind, in 12 days with a troubleſome Navigation he viſited the ſhores both 
of the South and North Coaſts, without incountring any thing worthy the obſervation, al. 
though they were repleniſhed with a many of little Villages, whereof divers were incloſed 
with walls of Brick, but not ftrong enough to withſtand the force of thirty good Souldiers, 
the people of themſelves being very weak, and having no other Arms but ftaves hardned in the 
fire; howſoever the ſcituation of this Country was under one of the beſt and fertileſt Climates 
on the Earth,abounding with great ſtore of catte], and many goodly large fields, ſowed with 
Wheat,Rice,Barly, Millet,and ſundry other kinds of grain ; as alſo repleniſhed with many 
great Groves of Pine,and Angeline trees, as in the Indies, able to furniſh a world of ſhipping : 
Moreover, by the relation of certain Merchants Antonio de Faria was informed, that in this 
Land there were many Mynes of Copper, Silver, Tin, Saltpeter, Sulphur, and an infin'te deal 
of untilled,' but excellently good ground, altogether negleRed by this weak Nation, which 
were it in our power, we might in all - be more advanced in the Indies, then now 
we are through the unhappineſs of our fins, FIRE | 
After we had been 7 month: and an half in this Country, ſomtimes on the one fide,” ſon'« 
times on the other,from River to River,and on both Coaſts, North and South as alſo in the 
Iſle -f Ainan, without hearing any news of Coia Acem, the Souldiers weary of ſolong and 
tedious travel, afſembled altogether, and defired Antonio de Faria, to make a partition of 
that which had been gotten, according to a promiſe before made to them by a note under his 
hand, ſaying, that thereupon they would return untothe Indies, or where elſe they thoughe 
good, whereby a great deal of ſtir aroſe amongſt us : Atlength ir was agreed, that we ſhould 
90 and winter in Siam, where all the goods which were in the Junk ſhould be ſold,and be. 
ing reduced into gold,divifion ſhould be made of it, as was deſired. With this accord, {worn 
and figned by all,we went and anchored in an Ifland,called the Iſland of Thieves, in regard 
it was the outermoſt Iſland of all that Bay, tothe end that from thence we might make our 
voyage With the firſt fair wind that ſhould blow. So having continued there twelve dayes 
with an earneſt defire to effe& the agreement we had made together ; it fortuned that by the 
con,unftion of the new Moon in October, -which we had alwayes feared, there aroſe fecha 
tempeſt of rain and wind, as ſeemed to be no natural thing, in ſo much that lying opento the 
South wiud, as we traverſt the Coaſt.-the wave: went ſo high, that though we uſedall means 
poſſible to iave our ſelves,cutting down our Maſts,and all the dead works from poup to prow; 
as alſo caſting into theSea even the moſt part of our Merchandize,reducing our greatOrdnance 
into their places again out of whichthey had beerr toſs; and ftrengthning our Cables that 
were half rotten with ropes ; But all this was not able to preſerve us, for the night was ſo 
dark,the weather ſo cold, the Sea ſo rough, the wind ſo high, and the ſtorm ſo horrible, thar 
in theſe extremities nothing could deliver us but the meer mercy of God, whom with conti- 
nual cries and tears we called upcn for help : But for as much as in regard of our fins we did 
nwt deſerve to receive this grace at his hands, his Divine Juſtice ordained, that about 2 hours 
after midnight there came ſuch a fearful guſt of wind,as droveour g veſſels foul-of one another 
upon the ſhore,where they were all broken to pieces,ſo that 400 and 8o men were. drowned, 
amoneſt which were eight Portzgals,and it pleaſed God that the remainder being 53 perſons 
were ſaved, whereof 23 were Portzgals, the reſt Slaves and Mariners. After this lamen- 
table Shipwrack, we got half naked, and moſt of us hurt into a Mariſh hard by, where 
we fitayed till -the next morning; and as ſoon as it was day we returned to the Sea fide, 
which we found all ſtrewed with dead bodies, a ſpefacle of that dread and horrour as ſcarce 
any one of us could forbear ſwooning to behold it : over them we ſtood lamenting a great 
while, till ſuch time as Antonio de Faria, who by the mercy of God was one of thoſe that 
remained alive, whereof we were all very glad, concealing the grief which we could nox 
difſemble, came where we were, having on a Scarlet Coat that he had raken from one of 
the dead, and with a joyful Countenance, his eyes dry.and void of tears, he made a ſhort 
ſpeech unto us, wherein he remonſtrated how variable and uncertain the things of this world 
were,and therefore he deſired us,as Brethren, that we would endeavour to forget them, ſee- 
ing the remembrance of them was but a means to grieve us; for conſidering the time and mi- 
ſerable eſtate whereunto we were reduced, weſaw how neceſſary his counſel was : And how 
he hoped that God would in this deſolate place preſent us with ſome good opportunity to 
fave our ſelves,and how we might be affured that he never permitted any evil but for yy ew Þ 
good z 
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good ; moreover how he firmly believed,that though we had now loſt five hundred thouſand 
Crowns,we ſhould ere it were long get above fix hundred thouſand for them. This brief ex. 
| hortation was heard by us all with tears and diſcomfort enough; ſo we ſpent two I 
an half there in burying the deadzduring which time we recovered ſome wer viftuals,a! 
vilions to ſuſtain us withal, but they laſted not above five dayes of fiftech that we ſtayed there, 
for by reaſon of their wetneſs they corrupted preſently,and did us little guod. Afﬀer theſe 15 
days it pleaſed God, who never forſakes them that truly put their truſt in him, miraculouſly 
' to ſend us a remedy, whereby we eſcaped out of that miſery we were in, as I will declare

In what fort we eſcaped miraculouſly out of this Iſland ; our paſſage from thence to the 
River of Xingrau z our incountring- with a Chineſe Pyrat,/ and 
' - the agreement we made with him, 


Ps eſcaped from -this miſerable ſhipwrack, it was #lamentable thing to ſee how we SeQ.T, 


walked up arid down almoſt naked,'tndating ſuch cruel cold and hunger, that many of 
us talking one to another, felldown ſtiddenly dead with very weakneſs, which proceeded not fo 
much from want of victuak, as from the eating of ſuch things as were hurtful to 1s, by reaſon 
they were all rotten,and ſtunk fo vilely, that no man could endure the taſte of them in his 
mouth : Bur as our God-is an infinite good, there is ho place ſo remote, for deſert, where the 
miſery of finners can be hid from the aſſiſtance of his infinite mercy, which ſpeak, in regard 
that on the day, when as the feaſt of S,Michae! is celebrated, as we were drowned in tears, 
and without hope of any humane help, according as it ſeemed to the weakneſs of our litrle 
faith, a Kite came un edly flying over our heads from behinde a point which the Iſland 
made towards the South,and nce let fall a fiſh called a Mullet, about a foot long; This 
fiſh falling cloſe by Antonio de Faris, it omwhat amazed him, till he perceived what it was;ſo 
that having conſidered a little he fell on-his knees, ard with tears pronounced theſe words 
from the bottorn of his heart, O Lord Feſws Chriſt, the eternal Son of God,T humbly beſeech thee 
by the ſorrows of thy ſaered Paſſion, that thou wilt not ſuffer us to be overwhelmed with the wn= 
belief, whereunto the miſery of our weakneſs hath caſt ws , for I bope, and am almoſt ee 
the ſame ſuccour which thou didſt ſend unto Daniel in-the Lions Den by the hand of thy Prophet 
Abacuc, thou wilt grant us at this preſent out of thy infinite goodneſs ; and not only bere, but in 
every other place, where a ſinner ſhall invokg thy aid with a firm and true Faith : Wherefore 
my Lord, and my God, T pray thee, not for mine, but for thine own ſakg, that thou wilt not 
caſt thine eyes on that we have merited from thee, but on that thou haſt merited for us, to the end it 
may pleaſe thee to accord us the ſuccour which we hope to receive from thee, and ont of thy bleſſed 
mercy to ſend us the means whereby we may get from hence 'into ſome Chriſtian Coun:ry, where 
ftill perfevering in the Holy Worſhip- of thee, we may for ever continue thy faithful ſet 
vants, This ſaid, he took the Mullet and cauſed it to be broyled upon coals , and 
given to ſuch of the ſick as had moſt need of it ; Then looking towards the point cf the 
Iland from whence the Kite came, we perceived divers others that in their flying made 
many ſtoopings, whence we concluded that there was ſome kind of prey there whereon theſe 
fowls fed ; now all of us being moſt defirous of relief, we went thither in all haſte, and com- 
ing to the top of the higher ground, we diſcovered a low vally full of divers fruit trees,and in 
the middle a river of freſh water, whereupon by good fortune before we went down we ſaw 
a Stag newly killed,and a T yger beginning to eat him, therewith we made a great cry which 
frighted him away into the wood, leaving us the Stag as he was; Then deſcended we to the 
River,and by the bank of it ſtaid all that night,making a feaſt,as well with the Stag, as with 
divers Mullets that we took therefor there were a great number of Kites,that from the water 
catched a many of thoſe fiſhes,and oftentimes let them fall being ſcared with our cries: Thus 
contiuued we by the Rivers till Saturday following,when about the break of day we diſcert- 
ed a Sail making as we thought towards the Iſland where we were ; the better to be aſſured 
whereof we returned to the ſhoar where we were wracked, and there ſtaying about half an 
hour,we found ir to be ſo indeed, in which regard we got us preſently into the Wood to de- 
cline diſcovery from tho.e in the Veſſel ; which arriving in the Port we: perczived it to be a 
Lantea,and that thoſe that were in her faſtned her to the _ with 2 cables, at the beak gr 
the 
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the ſtern the better to arcommodate a plank for to paſs ip and out of her. Being all diſ-im- 
barqued ont of her to about the number of thirty perſons, more or lefs, they went puta, 
ſome to making proviſion of water and wood, ſome to waſhing of their linnen,and dreſſing of 
meat,and others to wraſtling,and ſuch like paſtimes, little thinking to find any body in thar 
place which could any way annoy them. Antonjo de Fari: ſeeing them altogether without 
fear and order, and that there was none remaining in the Veſſel able to refiſt us; My Maſters, 
ſaid he unto us, you behold tbe wretched eftate whereinto our miſ«fortune hath reduced w, wherc.. 
of T confeſs my fins are the cauſe, but the mercy of God is ſo infinite, as 1 am verily perſwaded be 
will not ſuffer us to periſh thus miſerably here, and therefore hath as it were miraculouſly ſent this 
Veſſel hither, by ſeizing whereupon we may eſcapefrom hence,which before to humane reaſon ſeemed 
almoſt impoſſible, ; wherefore I exhort you all to joyn with me in making our ſelves Maſters ſud- 
denly of ber ere ever we be heard or ſeen, and baving ſo done, let our onely care be to poſſtſs our 
ſelves of the Arms we ſhall find in ber, that therewith we may defend onr ſelves, and make good 
our paſſion, upon which, next under God, our ſafety depends and as ſoon as you ſhall bear me 
ſay three times, Jeſus, do as you ſhall ſee me do : Whereunto we anſwered, that we would 


diligently perform what he had enjoyned us; ſo that we ſtanding all prepared to execute 
his ; Aro de Faria gave the ſignal which he bed fockes of, and withall ran as 


faſt as ever hecould, and we along with him, till he arrived at the Lantea, whereinto we 
ſuddenly entered without any contradiftion ; then unloofing the two Cables with which 
ſhe was faſtned, we put out to Seaabout a Croſs-bow ſhot from Land. The Chineſes ſur- 
prized in this manner, ran all to the Sea fide, upon the noiſe that they heard;and ſeeing their 
Veſlel taken, were much amazed, but knew not how to help it; for we ſhot at them withan 
Iron Baſe that was in the Lantea, which made them fly into the Wood, where no doube they 

afſed the reſt of that day in lamenting the ſad ſucceſs of their ill fortune, as we had done ours

Set.3, Aﬀeer we were gotten into the Lantea, and that we were ſure tht” deceived Chineſes could | 


no way hurt us,we fat us down to eat that at leaſure,which they had cauſed to be made ready 
for their phagrby an old man, that we found there, and it was a. greas Skillet full of Rice 
with hached Lard,whereunto we fell with good ſtomacks, as being not a little hungry : Din- | 
ner done. and thanks rendred to God for his gracious mercy to us, an Inventory was taken 
of the goods that were in the Lantea,vvhich vvasravy Silks, Damasks, Sattins,together vvith 
three great pots of Musk,amounting in all to the value of four thouſand Crovvns,befides good 
ſtore of Rice,Sugar, Gammons of Bacon,and tvyo Coups full of Poultry, vvhereof vve had 
more need then of all the reſt,for the recovery of our fick men,which were not a few amongſt 
us. Hereupon we all began without fear to cut out pieces of Silk, therewith toaccommodate 
every one with clothes. Antonio de Faria, having found a prety boy in the Lantes, about 
ſome twelve or thirteen years old, demanded of him from whence ſhe came, and what ſhe 
did in this placg,asalſo to whom ſhe belonged,and whither ſhe was bound. Alas! anſwered 
the boy, She not long ſince belonged to my unfortunate Father, whoſe ill hap it is t0 bave that 
taken from him by you in leſs then an hour, which be hath beep above thirty years in getting : He 
came from a place calle4 Quoaman, where in exchange of lingots of Silver he bought all theſe 
Commodities that you have, with a purpoſe to have gone and ſo!d them to the Funks of Siam, 
which are in the Port of Combay ; and wanting freſh water, it was. bis ill bap to come bitber for 
$0 take in ſome, where you bave robbed bim of all that he hath,vvithout any fear at all of the divine 
Fuſtice. Whereupon Antonio de Faria bade him leave weeping, and making much of him, 
promiſed to uſe him as his own ſon, and that he would alwayes account him ſoz Hereat 
ſmiling asit were in diſdain, he anſwered, Think, not though I am but a Childe, that T am ſo 
fooliſh to believe, that having robbed my Father, thou canft ever uſe me likg thy ſon : Bat if thou 
wilt do as thou ſayeſt, T beſeech thee for the Love of thy God ſuffer me to ſwim mnto that ſad 
Land, where he remains that begot me, who indeed is my truc father, with whom I bad ra- 
ther dye where T ſee bim lamenting, then live with ſuch wicked people as you are, Then ſome 
of them that were preſent, reprehending and telling him that it was not well ſpoken ; 
Would you know replyed he, why I ſaid ſo? It was becauſe 1 ſaw you after you bad filed 
your bellies, praiſe God with lifted up hands, and yet for all that like Hypocrites never care for 
making reſtitution of that you bave ftollen , but be aſſured, that after aeath you ſhall feel the ri« 
gorous chaſtiſement of the Lord Almighty for ſo unjuſtly taking mens goods from them, Antonio 
«c Faris, admiring the Childs Speech, asked him whether he vvould become a Chriftian ? 
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Whereunto, ; carneftly beholding him, he anſwered, F wnderſtand- ov what you ſay, ricy that 
you prapounded ; declare it firſt unto me, and then you ſhall know my mind further. 1 Ante« 


nia de Faria began to inftra him therein after the beſt manner he cond, bu the boy would - - 


not anſwer him a word; liftin his hands and eyes to Heaven, he ſaid, weeping, Bleſſed 
be thy Power, O Lord, x eo Rub eople to Itve on the earth, that leak ſo well ike, fo 
yet ſo ill obſerve thy Law, as theſe blinded miſcreants do, who think, that robbing ani preach. 
ing are things acceptable to thee. Having faid fo, he got him into a corner, and there re- 
mained weeping for three dayes rogether, withorr cating any thing tha was preſented nn= 
rohim. Hereupon falling to confult whether it were the beſt courſe for us, to hold from 
this place, cither Northward, or Southward, much difſputc arofe ther , at kngth ir 
was concluded that we would go to Eiampoo, a Port diſtant from thence Northwards rwo 
hundred and threeſcore leagues; for we hoped that along this Coaft we might happen to in« 
counter and ſeize on ſome other greater and. more commodious Veſſel then that wt 
had, which was too little for ſolong a Voyage, in regard of the dangerous ſtorms that are 
ordinarily cauſed by 'the new Moons on the Coaſt of China, where dayly many ſhips are caft 
away. With this defign we put to Sea about Sun-ſer,and fo went on this night with a South- 
Weſt wind;and before day we diſcovered a little Ifland,named Qzintoo,vyhere vve ſarprized 
a fiſher-boat full of freſh fiſh,of vvhich vve took as much as vve had need of, as alfo 8, of 12. 
men that vvere in her for the ſervice of our Lantes, by reaſon our oyvn vvere ſo feeble as th 
vverenot able to hold out any longer. Theſe 8.fiſh 
vvere on this Coaſt ro Chincheo, vve thought vve might meer vvith ſome Ship of Ma. 
laca,anfvvered,that about 18.leagues from thence there vvas a good Riverand a good Rode 
called Xingras, much frequented with Junks, vvhere vve might be eafily and throughly ac- 
commodated vvith all that vve ſtand in need of ; that at the entring intoit, there vyas a lit- 
tle Village named Xamoy, inhabited vvith poor fiſhermen, and 3. Leagues beyond that, the 
Toym vyvhere vvas great ſtore of Silks, Musk, Pourcelains, and many other forts of Com- 
modities, vvhich vvere tranſported into divers parts. Upon this advice vve ſteered our 
courſe toyvards that River,vvhere vve arrived the next day immediately after dinner, and 
caſt anchor juſt againſt it about a League in the Sca,for fear leſt our ill fortune ſhould run us 
into the ſame miſchief vve vvere in before. The night follovving vve took a Paroo of fiſher. 
men, of vyhom vve demanded vvhat Junks there vvere in this River, and hovy they vvere 
man'd,with divers other queſtions proper for our deſign. Whereunto they.anfwered, that at 
the Town up the River there was not above 200. Junks, by reaſon the greateſt part were a'= 
ready gone to Ainan, Sumbor, Lailoo, and other Ports of Canchenchine , moreover, that we 
might ride in ſafety at Xamoy.and that there we might buy any thing we wanted, Whereupon 
weentred intothe River,and anchored cloſe to the Village, where we continued the ſpace of 
half an hour being much about midnight.But Antonio de Faria ſeeing that the Lantea where- 
in we failed could not carry us to Liampro, where we —_— to lie all the Winter, he con- 
cluded by the advice of his company to furniſh himſelt with a berter Veſfeh;and atthough we 
were not then in c2(e to enterpriſe any thing, yer neceſſity conſtrained us to undertake more 


+ then 6ur Forces would permit ; Now there being ar that inftan a little Junk riding at an- 


chor faſt by us alone,and no other near her,having but few men in her,and thofe aſleep, An- 
zortio de Faria thought he had a good opportunity toefte&his purpoſe, wherefore leaving his 
anchor in the Sca,he got up cloſe to this Junk,and with 27. Souldiers and 8. Boyes boarded 
her on a ſudden uneſpied,where finding 7. or 8, Chineſe Mariners faſt aflcep, he cauſed them 
to be taken, and bound hand and foot,threatning if they cryed our never fo little ro kill them 
all,which put them in ſuch a fear, as they durſt not ſo much as querch. Then cutting her ca- 
bles,he got him ſtraight into the River, and ſayled away with kn the ſpeed he could ; The 
next day we arrived at an Iſland, named Pulio Qxirim , diſtant from Xamyynor aboye ninc 
Leagues;there meeting with a favourable gale within 3 dayes we went and anchored at ano- 
ther Hland,called Luxitay, where in regard the Ayr was wholſom, and the water good, we 
thought fit to ſtay ſame 15. days for the recovery of our fick men : In this place we vitited 
the Junk, but found no other \ mapor 1 Gamer then Rice,the greateſt part whereof we caft 
into the Sea, to make her the lighter and for our Voyage ; Then we unkaded all her 


furniture into the Lantes, and ſet her on ground for to caulk her, ſb that in doing and 


making our proviſion of water,we ſpent (a1 fatd befare)fifteen days inthis Ifland,by which 


time our fick men fully recovered .thelr health , —_ we departed for Liampoo, being 
- Wu 
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given to underſtand, that many Portugals were come thither from Malaca, Sunda, S$iam,and 
Patana, as they uſed ordinarily to do about that time for to winter there. 

We had failed two days together along the Coaſt of Lamar with a favourable wind,when 
it pleaſed God to make us encounter with a Junk of Patana, that came from Lequio, which 
was commanded by a Chineſe Pyrat, named @«iay Panian, a great friend of the Portug al 
Nation, and much addifted to our faſhions and manner of - with him there were thirty 


$&.z. 


Portugals, choice and proper men,whom he kept in pay, and advantaged more then the reſt 
with giferan one Þ that they wereall very rich. This Pyrat had no ſooner diſcovered 
us but he refabved to attaque us, thinking nothing leſs then that we were Portwgals, fo that 
efa—oaiiges inveſt us, like an old Souldier as he was, and verſt in the trade of Pyrat, he 

ot the wind of us ; that done,falling down within a Musket ſhot of us,he ſaluted us with 15. 
ng, Ordnance, wherewith we were much affrighted, becauſe the moſt of them were 
Faulconets; but Antonio de Faria encouraging his men, like a valiant Captain, and a good 
Chriſtian,diſpoſed them on the hatches in places moſt convenient, {as well in the Prow as the 
Poop, reſerving ſome to be afterwards fitted as need ſhould require. Being, thus refolved to 
ſee the end of that which Fortune ſhould preſent us,it pleaſed God that we deſcried aCrof in 
our Enemies Flag,and on the fore-deck a number of red Caps,which our men were wont to 


- wear at Sea in thoſe times, whereby we were perſwaded that they might be Portugals that 


were going from Liampoo to Malacz z whereupon we made them a ſignfor to make our ſclves 
known to them,who no ſooner perceived that we were Portzgals, but in token of joy they 
pores great ſhout,and withal vailing their two top ſails in ſhew of obedience,they ſcnt their 

ong boat,called a Balon,with 2.Portgals in her,for to learn what we were,and from whence 
we came:Ar length having well obſerved and conſidered us,they approached with ſome more 
confidence to our Junk ; and having ſaluted us, and wethem, they came aboard her, where 
Antonio de Faria received them very courteouſly ; And for that they were known to ſome of 


; eur Souldiers,they continued there a good while, during the which they recounted divers 


particulars unto us neceſſary for our defign. That done, Antonio de Fariaſent Chriſtovano Bor- 
ralhoto accompany them back,and to-vilit Q«iay Panian from him, asalfo to deliver him a 
Letter full of Complements, and many other offers of friendſhip,” wherewith this Pyrat Pa- 
nian was ſo contented and proud, that he ſeemed not to be himſelf Lars was his vanity) and 
paſſing cloſe by our. Junk, he took in all his fails ; then accompanied with 20, Portxgals, he 
cam?2 and vilitzd Antonio] de Faria with a goodly rich Preſent, worth above two thou- 
ſand Ducates, as well in Ambergreece and Pearls, as Jewels of Gold and Silver. Antonio 
de Faria, and the reſt of us, received him with great Demonſtrations of love and honour : 
After that he and all his Company were ſer, Antonio de Faria fell to diſcourſe with them of 
divers things according to the time and occaſion, and then reciced unto them his unhappy 
Voyage, and the loſs be had ſuſtained ; and acquainting them with his Determination to go 
unto Liampoo, for to re-inforce himſelf with men, and make proviſion of Veſſels with 
Oars, to the end he might return again to paſs once more into the Streight of Canchenchina, 
and ſo get to the Mynes of @uoaniaparu, where he had been told there were fix large houſes 
full of Lingots of Silver, behdes a far greater quantity that was continually melted all 
along the River, and that without any peril one might be {wonderfully enriched, Where- 
unto the Pyrat Panian made this anſwer, For mine own part, Signior Captain, Iam not ſo rich 
as many think,, though it is true I þave been ſo heretofore, but having been beaten with the ſame 
misfortune,which thou ſayeſt bath befallen thee, my Riches have heen taken from me * Now 10 re- 
tzrn to Patana,where I bave a wife and children, I dare not,by reaſon IT am aſſured that the King 
will deſpoil me of all that T ſhould bring thither becauſe I departed from thence without his permiſſi= 
on, which he would makg a moſt hainows crime, to the end he might ſeize upon my eſtate, as be 
hath done to, others for far leſſer occaſions thenthat wherewith be may charge me, Wherefore if tho 
canft be contented that T ſhall accompany thee in the Voyage thou meaneſt to undertake, with an 
bundrel men that T have in ”# - fifteen pieces of Ordnance,thirty Mwkets, and fourty Har- 
quebuſes zvhich theſe Signiors the Portugals that are with me do carry, I ſhall moſt willingly do 


1t,zpon condition that thou wilt impart unto me a third part of that which ſhall be gotten, and to 
that effeQ I defire thee to give me an aſſurance under thy hand, as alſo to-ſwear unto me bythy Law 
20 perform it accordingly. Antonio de Faria accepted of this offer very gladly, and after he had 
rendred him many thanks for it,he ſwore unto him upon the holy Evangeliſts fully and with- 
outall fail to eccompliſh what he required, and thereof likewiſe made him a promiſe wo 

is 
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his hand,to which divers of their company ſubſcribed their names as witneſſes. This accord 
paſt between them, they went both together into a River,called 4naz,ſome 5.Leagues from 
thence, where they furniſhed themſelves with all that they ſtood in necd of,by means of a 
Preſent ofan hundred Ducates, which they gave to the Mandarin;Captain of the Town. 


CHAP. XX. | 
Our Encounter at Sea with a little Fiſher-boat, wherein were eight Portugal very 
. ſore burt, and Antonio de Faria's mecting and fighting with 
Coia Acem the Pyrat. 


Bi parted from this River of 4nay, and well provided of all things neceſlary for the 5&1: 


Voyage we had undertaken, Antonio de Faria refolved by the advice and councel of 
Duiay Panian, whom he much reſpe&tcd, to go and anchor in the Port of Chincheo, there to 
be informed by ſuck Portugals as were come from Sunda, Malacs, Timor, and Patana, of 
certain matters requiſite for his defign, and whether they had any news from Liampoo,” in re- 
gard the report went in the Country, that the King of Chinz had ſent thither a Fleet of 400. 
Junks,wherein there were an hundred thouſand men, for to take the Portzgals that rehded 
there,and to burn their houſes, for that he would nat endure them to be any longer in his do- 
minions, becauſe he had been lately advertiſed, that they werenot a people fo faithful and 
peaceable as he had been formerly given to underſtand, Arriving then in the Port of Chizn- 
cheo, we found five Portngal ſhips, that were come thither about a month before, from the 
places above mentioned. Theſe ſhips received us with great joy, and ſafter they had given us 
intelligence of the Country, Traſſique, and ,Tranquillity of the Porrts, .they told us they had 
no other news from Liampoo, bur that it was ſaid a greatnumber of Portugals were come 
thither from many parts to winter there ; and how that great Army, which we ſo much fear. 
ed, was not thereabout ; but that it was ſuſpeed to be gone for the Iſlands of Goto, to the 
luccour of Scan de Pontir, from whom the brute went a Brother-in-law of his had taken his 
Kingdom, and that in regard Sxcan had lately made himſelf fubjeR to the King of China, 
and his Tributary for an hundred thouſand Taezs by the year, he had in compenſation there 
of given him this great Army of 400. Junks, with the forces aforefaid, for to reſtore him to 
his Crown and Signiories, whereof he had been deſpoyled. Being very glad of this news, af- 
ter we had remained in this Port of Chincheo the ſpace of 9. days, we departed from thence 
for Liampoo, taking along with us five and thirty Souldiers more out ofthe five ſhips we 
found there, to whom Antonio de Faria gave very good pay z and after we had failed five days 
with a contrary wind,coaſting from one fide to another,without adven:ing any whit art all,jc 
happened that one night about the firſt watch,we met with a little Fiſher-boat, or Parvo, 
wherein therewere eight Portegals, very ſore hurt, two of the which were named Mem Ta- 
borda, and Antonis Auriques, men of honour, and very much renowned in *thoſe quarters, 
the cauſe why in particular I name them; Theſe and the other f1x were in ſuch a pitiful c- 
ſtate, and fo hideous to ſee to, as they moved every one to compaſſion. This Par2o coming 
cloſe to Antonio de Faria, he cauſed them to be taken upinto his Junk, where they preſently 
caſt themſelves at his feet, from whence he raiſed them up, _—_— for pity to behold them 
ſo naked, and ali bathed ip their own blood with the wounds they had received, and then 
demanded of them the occaſion of their misfortune : Whereunto one of the two made an- 
fwer, that about 17. days before they ſer fail from Liampoo for Malace, and that being ad- 
vanced as far as the Iſle of S»mbor, they had been ſet upon byj a Pyrat, a Guzarat by Na- 
tion, called Coia Acem, who had three Junks, and four Lanteaas, wherein were fifteen hun- 
dred men, namely an hundred and fifry Mabemetans,Jthe reſt Luzzons, Faoas, and Champa. 
as, people of the other fide of Malaya, and that after they had fought with them from one 
to four in the afternoon, they had been taken with the death of fourſcore and two men, 
whereof 18. were Portugals, and as many made flaves; And that in their Junk, 'what of his 
and of others, there was loſt in Merchandize above an hundred thouſand Taeis, Antonio de 
Fariaremaining a good while penfive at that which theſe men related unto him, at length 
aid unto them ; Ipray tell me how was it poſſible for you to eſcape more than the reſt, the 
fight paſſing as you deliver? After we bad been fought wit hal about an hour and an half, the 
three great  Funks boarded us five times, and with the force of their ſhot tbey ſo tore the 


Prow of our Veſſel, that we were ready t9 ſink wherefore #0 keep out the water, and lighten

| weeping, O Lord Feſus Chrijt, my God and Saviour, even as thou art the true hope of thoſe 
- that put their truſt in thee, I, that am the greateſt ſinner of all men, do moſt humbly beſeech 
Fo thee, in the name of thy ſervants that are bere preſent, whoſe Souls thou haſt bought with thy pre- 
| ciows tlood, that thou wilt give us ſtrength and vittory againſt this cruel Enemy, the murtherer of 
ſo many Portugals, whom with thy favour and aid,and for the bonour of thy holy Name, I bare 

reſolved to ſeck,ont, as bitherto T have done, to the end be may pay ts thy ſpuldiers and faithful 

ſervants what be hath ſo long owed them. Whereunto all that were by anſwered with one cry, 

To them, to them, inthe Name of Feſws Chriſt, that this Dog may now render us that, which for ſo 

long together he bath taken, as well from us, as from our ne miſerable companions. Hereup*- 

on with marvellous ardor and great acclamations, we ſer fail for ghe Port of Lailoo, which 

we had left eight leagues behind us, whither by the advice of ſome of his Company Antonio 

| de Faria went to furniſh himſelf witlfall that was ne for the fight he hoped to make 
| with the Pyrat, in the queſt of whom (asI have already delivered) he had ſpent, fo much 
| we root, yet conld never till then hear any News of him in all the Ports and places where

- Se&.2, The next morning we arrived at the Port of Lailoo, where ©uiay Panianhad much kin- 
dred and many friends,fo that he wanted no credit in that place ; wherefore he intreated the 
Mandarin (who is the Captain of the Town) to permit us to buy for our mony ſuch things 

as we ſtood in need of, which he inſtant wer fear leſt ſome diſpleaſure might 

be, done him,as far the ſam of 1000.dnckets, preſented unto him by Antonio de Faria,where- 
with he reſted very wellfatisfied:Hereupon ſome of our Company went aſhore, who with 

all diligence whatſoever we wanted,as Saltpeter, & Sulphur to make powder, Lead, 
Ballets, Vitual, Cordage, Oyl, Pitch, Rofin, Ockam,'” Timber, Planks, Arms, Darts, Staves 
hardened in the fire,Maſts,Sails,Sail-yards,Targets,Flints,Pullics,and Anchors;that done,we 


took 
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took in freſh water, and furniſhed our Veſſels with Mariners. Now although that this place 
contained not above three or four hundred houſes, yet was there both there, and in the Villa. 
ges adjoyriitg, ſuch a quantity of the aforeſaid thirigs, that in truch ie were, hard to xpreſs 
it ; for China is excellent in this, that it may vaunit to be the Country in the world moſt a« 
bounding in all things that may be deſired. Beſides for that Antonio de Faria was exceeding 
liberal,in regard he _ out of the general booty, before the partitions were rhade, he paid 
for all chat he boughit at the price the ſellers: would ſet, by means whereof he had more 
—_— him by far then he had uſe for, fo that within 13 fn he went out of this Port 
wonderfully well accommodated, with two other new great Junks,which he had exchanged 
for two little ones that he bad, and 2 Lanteavs with Oars,as alſo 160 Mariners, both for row 
ing,and for governing the ſails. After all theſe preparations were made, and we ready to 
weigh anchor, a general muſter was taken of all that were in our Army, which in nutmber 
was found to be $00 perſons,as well for fight, as for the ſervice and Navigation of our Veſ- 
ſels, amongſt whom were fourſcore and fifteen Portugals, young and reſolute, the reſt were 
Boys, and Mariners, and men of the other Coaſt, which Q#ia Panian kept in pay, and w:re 
wellpra&iſed to Sea-fight, as they that had been five years Pyrats, Moreover, we had 160. 
Harquebuſes, forty pieces of braſs Ordnance, whereof twenty were field-pieces ,that carried 
ſtone«bullers, threeſcore'quintals of powder; namely, fifty four for the great Ordnance, and 
tix for the Harquebuſes, befides what the Harquebuhers had already delivered to them, nine 
hundred'pots of artificial fire, whereof four hundred were of Powder, and five hundred of 
unſlaked Lime after the Chineſe manner, a great number of Stones, "Arrows, Half-pikes, 
four thouſand ſmall Javelings, ſtore of H to ſerve at boarding, fix Boats full of Flints, 
wherewith the Sai'ers. fought ; twelve Cramp-irons with their hooks faſtned to great iron 
chasns for to grapple Vellels rogether, and many forts of fire-works, which an Engineer of 
the Levant made for us. With all this Equipage we departed from this Port of Laileo, and 
within 3 days after it pleaſed God that we arrived at the fiſhing place, where Coia Acem 
took the Portwgals Junk : There as ſoon as it was night, Antonio de Faria ſent ſpies intothe 
the River, for to kearn vvhereabout he vvas, vve took a Paroo, vvith fix Fiſhermen in her,that 
gave us to underſtand hovy this Pirat vvas ſome 2 Leagues from thence ina River called 

inlan, and that he vvas accomimnodating the Junk he had taken from the Portgals, for to 
go in her, vvith tyvo others that he had, unto Sam, vvhere he vvas born, and that he vvas 
to depart vvithin 2 days. . Upon this nevvs Antomo de Faria called ſome of his company to 
councel, where it was concluded that firſtofall the places and forces of our Enemy was to be 
viſited and ſeen, becanſe'in a matter of fo much hazard, it was not ſafe to run as it were 
blindfold, unto ic,bur to adviſe on it well beforchand; and that upon the certainty of that 
which ſhould be known, ſuch reſolution might afterwards be taken, as ſhuuld ſeem good to 
all; Then drawing the fiſhermen out of the Paroo , he put ſome of Qr1ay Panians Mariners into 
her,and ſending her away only with the two of rhofe fiſhermen, keeping the reſt as hoſtages, 
he committed the charge of her to a valiant Souldier, named Vincentio Moroſa, attired after 
; the Chineſe faſhion, for fear of diſcovery ; who arriving at the place where the Enemy rode, 
made ſhew of fiſhing, as others did, that means efpiecd all that he came for, whereupon 
returning,he gave an account of what he had Teen, and affured us that the Enemies were fo 
weak,as upon boarding of them they might eafily be taken. Antonio de Faria cauſed the mot 
Experienced men of his company to be afſembled,to adviſe thereon, and that in @#iay Pani- 
Poo ng honor him the more, as alſo to maintain his friendſbip,which he much efteem'd: 
At this meeting it was reſolved, that as ſoon as it waPnight,they ſhould go and anchor at the 
mouth of the River where the Enemy lay, for to ſet upon him the next morning before day. 
This agreed unto by all, Antonio de Faria fet down what order and courſe ſhould he held ar 
the entring into the River,and how the Enemy ſhould be aſſaulted: Then dividing his men, 
he placed thirty Portugals in Quiay Panians Junk, fuch as he pleaſed to chooſe, becauſe he 
would be ſure to give him nodittaſte; Likewiſe he diſpoſed fix Portugal into each of the 
Lanteaas, and into Chriſtovano Borralhs*s Junk twenty ; the reft of the Portugals, being 33. he 
retained with himſelf, beſides ſlaves and divers Chriſtians, all valiant and truſty men. Thus 
accommodated arid ordered for the exceution of hisenterprize, he ſer ſail rowards the Ri- 
ver of Tinlzx, where he arrived about Sun-ſet; ,and there keeping good watch he paſt the 
night till three of the Clock in the morning, at which time he made to the Enemy, who rode 
ſorne half a League up in the River, h 
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It pleaſed God that the Sea was calm,and the wind ſo favourable, as our Fleet failing v 
the River,arrived in lefs then an hour cloſe to the Enemy, unperceived of any ; But c 
they were Thieves, and feared the people of the Country,in regard of the great miſchiefs and 
robberies which they dayly committed,they ſtood ſo upon their guard, and ſo good watch 
that as ſoon as they diſcerned us, in all haſte they rung an alarum with a Bell, the ſound 
whereof cauſed ſach a rumor and diſorder, as well amongſt them that *vere aſhore, as thoſe 
aboard,that-one could hardly her one aother,by reaſon of the great noite they made. Where. 
upon Amonio deF aria,ſecing, we were diſcovered,cried out to his company, To them, my ma- 
fters, to them inthe Name of God, before they be ſmcconred by their Lorches, wherewith diſ- 
charging all his Ordnance, it pleaſed Heaven, that the ſhot light to ſuch purpoſe, as it over= 
thitwatxd tore in pieces the moſt part of the valianteft that then, were mounted and: appear- 

ed on the deck, even right as wecould have wiſhed : In the neck hereof our Harquebuliers, 
wh'ch might be ſome hundred and threeſcore, failed not to ſhoot the ligne that had 
formerly been ordained for it,ſo that thehatches.of the Junk were cleared of all thoſe that 
were upon them, and that with ſuch a ſlaughter, as not an Enemy durſt appear\there after- 
wards'; At which" 'vety. inftan' ourtwo Junks boarded their two in the caſe they were in, 
where the fight grew ſo hot on either fide, as I confeſs I am not ableto relate in: particular, 


' what paſſed therein,though I was preſent at ityfor when it began it was ſcarce fy New that 


which rendred the conflit betwixr us and our enemies moſt dreadful was the noiſe of Drums, 
Bafins and Bells,accompanied with the report of the great Ordnance, wherewith the Valleys 
and Rocks thereabouts reſounded again. This fight continuing in this manner ſome- quarter 
of an hour,their Lorches and Lanteas came forth from the ſhore to aſſiſt them with freſh men, 
which one named Diego Meyrelez, in @wiay Panians Junk, perceiving, and that a Gunner 
employed not his ſhut to any purpoſe, in regard he was ſo befide himſelf with fear, thatghe 
knew not what he did,as he was ready to give fire toa Piece, he thruſt him away lo ag 
as he threw him down into the ſcuttle,faying to him, Away villain,thou canſt do nothing, this 
baſineſt belongs to men, ſuch as I am, not to thee : whereupon pointing the Gun with its wedges 
of leyel, as he knew very well how to do, he gave fire to the Piece which was charged with 
bullecs and ſtones,and hitting the Lorch that came foremoſt, carried away the up per part of 
her from Poup to Prow,ſo that ſhe preſently ſank, and all that were in her, not a man ſaved : 
The. ſhot then having paſt ſo through the firſt Lorch, fell on the hatches of another Lorch that 
came a little behind, and killed the Captain of her, with fix or ſeven more that were by 
him, wherewith the two other Lorches were fo terrified, that going about to fly back to 
Land, they fell feul one of another, ſo as they could not clear themſelves, but remained en- 
tangled together, and notable to go forward or backward, which perceived by the Ca 
tains of our two Lorches, called Gafparo d* Oliveyra, and Vincentia Moreſa, they preſently ſet 
=_ them,caſting a great many artificial pots into them,wherewith they were (o fired, that 
ey burnt down to the very water, | which made the moſt of thoſe that were inthem to leap 
into the Sea, where our men killed them all with their Pikes, fo that in thoſe three Lorches 
atone; theredyed above two hundred perſons ; and in the other, whereof the Captain was 
Nain,there was not one eſcaped, for. @#iay Panian purſued themin a Champana, which was 
the Boat of his Junk,and diſpatched moſt of them as they were getting ro Land, the reſt were 
all bactered againſt the Rocks that were by the ſhore : which the Encmies in the Junks per- 
cciving, being ſome hundred and fifty Mahometans, Luzzons, Borneos, and Fass, they began 
to be ſodiſcouraged,that many of them threw themſelves into the Sea, whereupon the dog 
Conia Acem, who yet was not known,ran to this diſorder, for toanimate his men. He had on 
a Coar of Mail lined with Crimſon Sattin, edged with gold fringe, that had formerly be- 
Jonged ro ſome Portugal, and crying out with a loud voyce, that every one might her him, 
he faid 3 times, Lab hilah, hilab la Mabumed rocol balah, Maſſulmens, and trae believers in the 
boly Law of Mabomet, will you ſuffer your ſelves to be vanquiſhed by ſmcb feeble ſlaves as 
theſe Chriſtian Dogs, who have no more heart then white Pullets, or bearded women ? To them, 
to them, for we are aſſured by the Book, of Flowers, wherein the Prophet oy doth promiſe 
eternal delights to tbe Daroezes of the houſe of Mecqua, that he will keep bis word both with you 
and me, provided, that we bathe our ſelves in the blood of theſe Dogs without Law : With 
theſe curſed words the Devil ſo incouraged them, that rallying all into one body, they re- 
inforced the fight, and ſo valiantly made head againſt - us, as it was a dreadful thing to 


ſce how deſperately they ran amongſt our weapons, Inthe mean time Antonio de Faria thys 
exhorted 
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exhorted his men : Courage valiant Chriſtians, and whileſt theſe wicked Mere arts fi oifie 
[4 


themſelves in tbeir deviliſh Seft, let us truſt in our Lord Jeſus Chriſt nailed on t Croſs for us, 
who will never forſake us, how great ſinners ſcever we be; fur after all we are big; which theſe 
Dogs bere are not. With this fervour and zeal of faith flying upon Coia Acem, to whom he had 
molt ſpleen, he diſcharged fo great a þlow on his head with a two-handed ſword, that cuc- 
ting through a Cap of Mail he wore, » laid him at his feet;then redoubling with another re 
verſe ſtroke he lamed him of both his legs,as he could not riſe,which his followers bebolding, 
they gave a mighty cry, 'and affaulted io de Faria with (uch fury and hardinef, as they 
made no reckning of a many of Portugal;,hy whom they were invironed, but gave him divers 
blows that had almoſt overthrown him to the ground ; Qur men ſceing this rari preſently 
to his aid, and behaved themſelves ſo well, that in halt a quarter of an hour fourty eight of 
our enemies, lay ſlaughtered! on the dead body, of Cojq Acem, and but fourteen 

whereof there were not aboye five pf gag the reſt were ſervants and ſlaves, good ; 
faithful Chriſtians, The rewainder of them, beginning to faint, retired in diſorder towards 
the foredeck,with an intent to fartifie ehemſelves ad pea whereof 20. Souldiers 
of thirty that were in ſip Peviay Jank,ran i got before them, ſo that ere they 
could render themſelves M of what they pretended unto, they were inforced to lea 
into the Sea,where they fell one upon another, and were by our men quite rhade an end of, 
{ that of all their nu they remained but only five, whom they took alive, and caſt into 
the Hold bound hand and foot, to the end ight afterwards be forced by torments to 
confeſs certain matters that ſhould be d of them ; but they fairly tore out one ano- 
thers throats with their tecth,for fear of the death they expefted, which yet could not keep 
them from being diſt by our ſervants,and after thrown into the Sea, in the company 
of the Dog, Coia Acem their Captain, great Cacis of the King of Bintan, the Shedder and 
Drinker of the blood of Portzgals , 'Titles which he ordinarily gave himſelf in his Letters, 
and which he publiſhed openly to all Mahometans, « h—_ whereof, and for the ſaperſti- 
tion of his curſed Se, he was greatly honoured by |

TS bloody Battel finiſhed with the honour of the Vitory, before mentioned, in thede- $Se2.s. 


ſription whereof Ihave not uſed many words; for if ] ſhould undertake to recount the 
particulars of it, and (et forth all that was by ours, as alſo the valour wherewith 
the Enemies defended themſelves, beſides that I am not able to do it,l ſhould then be forced 
tomake a far larger diſcouſre,and more ample Hiſtory then this is : but it being my intention 
todeclare things en paſſant,] have laboured to ſpeak ſuccintly in divers places, where poſlibly 
better wits then mine would amplifie maxters in a more accompliſhed manner; and thiy is the 
reaſori that 1 have now delivered gathing but what was needful to be wricten. Returning 
then comy former diſcourſe, Ifay, that the firſt thing Antonio de Faris did after this Vittory 
was to ſee his hurt men locked unto, whereof there were about fourſcore and twelve, the 
moſt part Portegals, our ſervants being included ; As forthe number of the dead, there were 
on our fide forty two, amongſt which eight were Portzgols, the loſs of whom afflifted Antc- 
nio de Faria more then all the reſt, and of the enemies three hundred,and twenty, whercof an 
hundred and fifty fell by fire and (word che remainder were drowned. Now albeit this Vi- 

4 a greatdeal of content 80s all, yer were there many tears ſhed, boch juin gene- 
ral arid particular for the laughter of vur companions, the moſt part of whoſe beads were 
Cleft aſunder with the Enemicshatchers. After this Antewo de Faris, po: withſtanding he was 
hurt in two or three places, went preſently aſhoar with thoſe that were ip caſe to accompany 
him, where the firſtthing he did wa5to give order for the burial of zhe dead; ther cupon he 
ſurronnded the Iſland for toſee what be could diſcover : Co of it then in this ſort he: 
lighred 1 a very. pleaſant Valley, wherein were-many gardens, repleniſhed with ſund ry 
kinds of fruits:there alſo was a' V of about forty or fifty very low houſes, which he in- 
famous Caia Acem had facked,-aud.im them {lain many of the inhabitants, that had not the 
means to eſcape his hands. Further,in-the ſaid Valley,and by a delicate River of freſh water, 
wherein were a number of Mullets ant!

old ;' In the mean time itwould have moved any, man to pity, to hear the lamentable cries 
made by theſe wretches wirhin,:nd to ſee' them caſt themſclves headlong outof the windows, 
where our men provoked with a deſire of revenge, 'received them upon their Pikes and Hal- 
berds.This cruelty EI , Antonio de Faria returned to the Sea fide, where the Junk lay 
that Cota Acem had taken a month before from the Portgals of Liampoo,8 cauſed it to be lan« 
ched into the Sea,having been formerly repaired and caulked,which being'done,8 he aboard 
ain,he reſtored it to Aſem Taborda, and Antonio Anriques,to whom it belonged, as I hayt 

a ready declared :But firſt, cauſing them to lay their hands on'the Book 'of Prayers; Worth) 
friends, faid he unto them, for all thoſe my'companions ſoker,m well living as dead, who for your

Name of God to: manumittheſe Slaves, according to the promiſe ha Jmnds them before

After that Amunio de Faria had remained tour and twenty days in. this River of Tinlaw, 
during which time ajl his burt men were cured, be {et ſail direGly tor Lic mpoo, where he p ur- 
poſed to paſs the Winter,to the end that with the beginning of the Spring he might (erforth 
on his Voyage to the Mynes of Q#09niarar,as he had reſolved with @xiay Panian, the Chineſe 
Pyrat that was in his company,but being advanced even tothe point of Ferey, which was at the 
height of fix and twenty degrees, ſo great a Tempeſt aroſe rowards the North-weſt, that we 
.were fain to ſtrike our «top-ſaile,, ſor fear we ſhonld be forced back, again from our ccurle ; 
but after dinner it.increaſed with ſuch a terrible ſtorm of rain, and the Sea went fo high.,thar 
the two Lantess were not able-tobreok it,ſothat about Evening they made to Land, with 
an intent to recover the River of Az/endav,which was about a league and an halt frcm thence; 
whereupon Antonip de Foria doubting ſcme misfortune, carried as little fail as poſlibly be 
could;as well for, that he would nat outgo the, Lanteas, as in vegard of the violence of the 
wind which was ſuch, as they durſt not carry more : New by reaſon the night was ſo dark, 
and the billows ſo great,they could not diſcern a ſhelf of fand,that lay berwixt an Ifland and 
the point of a Rock ;ſothat paſſing over it our Junk ſtruck herſelf ſo rudely on it,as her up- 
per keel cleſt in 2. or 3. places, and her under-keel a little ; whereupon our Gunner wou 
have given fire to a Falconet,for to have warned the other Junks to come in toſuccour us in 
this extremity;but Antonio de Faria would by no means permit him,ſaying,that ſince it plea- 
hers ibould be luſt 
there alſo for his cauſe ; But he defired every une toaſfiſt him, both wich mutual labour, and 
ſecret prayers unto God to pardon their fins : Having ſaid ſo, he cauſed the main Maſt to be 


- cur down, whereby the Junk came tobe in ſomwhat a better caſe then ſhe Was before, but 


alas ! the fall of it coſt 3.Mariners, and 1. of our ſervants their lives,who chancing to be un- 
der it. when it fell, were' battered all to pieces : In like manner; he made all other Maſts from 
poop to prow to be hew'd down,together, with all the dead works,as the Cabbins and Galle- 


ries witbout,fo that all was taken away cloſe tothe hatches, And though all this was dene with 


incredible diligence, ; - it ſtood us in little ſtead ; for thar the weather was ſo foul, the Sea 


ſo ſwoln,the night fo dark,the waves fo furious, the rain ſo great,and the violence of the ftorm 


. o intolerable, that no man was able. to withſtand jt : 'In the mean time the other 4. Junks 
. made a ſign to us,as if they alſo were caſt away ; Whereupon Antonio de Faria lifting up his

they had ran, and that the orher having broken thejr Cables, and left their Anchors in the 
Sea, was in their fight battered all to pieces on rhe Sea thoar, all that were in her being 
drowned,ſaving 1 3.perſons,whereof there were 5. Portwgals,and 3. ſervantes;Chriſtiane;zwhom 
thoſe of the Country had made Staves,and carried to a' phace' called Nowday;ſo that by this 
* unlucky Tempeſt two Junks, and one Lantez, or Lorch, were caft away, whereinabove an 
hundred men were loſt ; befides Slaves, 1, Cotamodities, Silver, Jewels, Ordnance, 
Arms, Vial, and Munition, worth in all above two hundred ch tes;in ſo mech 
that both our General, ahd every one of usSonldiers, found oar ſelves deftiture of all manner 
of relief, having nothing left us but what' was upon our backs. We- learnt afterwards that

Sefn* Frer this furious Tempeſtwas wholly aſfwaged, Antonio de Faria incontinentlymbit- 
A qued himſelf in the other great Junk, thar he had taken from Cota Acene, whereof 
Pedro de Silva as Captain;and ſert'ng ail, he departed with the relt ef his Companywhith 
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confiſted of 3. Junks, and 1. Lorch or Lanes, as the Chineſe term them. The firſt thing 
he did then, was to go and Anchor in the Haven of Nowday, to the end, he might learn ſome 
news of the 13. Captives that were carried thither ; being arrived there about night he ſenc 
two (mall Barques, called Baloes, well man'd, to ſpy the Port, and found the depth of the 
River ; as alſo to obſerve the ſcituation of the Country; and to learn by ſomenns what Ships 
were riding there ; together with divers other matters anſwerable to his deſign; For which 
 effe& he commanded the Mariners to endeavour all they could for to ſurprize ſome of the In- 
habirants of the Town, that To he mighe be truly informed what was become of the 
Portugals, by reaſon he was afraid they were already carried further up into the Country 


Theſe Baloes went away about two hours after midnight, and arrived ata little Village ſeat- 


ed at the mouth of the River on a Tictleftream of water, called Nipaphax : There it pleaſed 
God that they behaved themſelves ſo-wall, as they returned before: day aboard our Junk, 
bringing along with them a Barque ladediwith earthen Veffels,and Sugar Canes, whi 

had found lying at Anchor in the midſt ofthe River : In this Barque there wereeight men, 


' and two women, together with a licele:dhild ſome 6.0r 7. years old, who ſeeing themſelves 


thusin oor power, became ſorranſ withthe fear of death, that I Mm a manner 
beſides themſelves;which Amtonio de Faria perceiving laboured all he could to comfort them, 
and began to ſpeak«hem very fair ; »burto all his queſtions he could draw no other anſwer 
from them then theſe words following, "Ds not kill us without cauſe, for God will require at 
accomnt of our blood from-you, becauſe we are poor folks ,and'\aying thus, they wept and trem- 
bled m ſuch ſort, as they couldſcarce pronounce a word ; whereupon Antonio de Faria, pit- 
tying their miſery and fimplicity, would them noſurther : Howbeit, the better 
to compaſs his intent, 'he mirreated a'Cl oman, that was a Chriſtian,and came along 
with the PHot, totndke much of themand to affure them they ſhould have nohurt, to the 
end,that beihg more confirmed by this means they might anſwer to that ſhould be demanded 
of ther: Wherein the Chineſe ſo well acquitred'her'felf,and made them ſo rraftable, as about 
an hour after they told! her, that if che Caprain would'ler ry in their boat to 
the phacefrom were' taken, they woold wi all: thateicher they had 
heard orſten. Antortio He Forithaving promiſed them todo fo, and that with many worrs 
and ptoteſtations,one amoneſt them, that was antienter,and that ſeemed to be of more autho-

the Chineſes, retaining 4llthe reſt in Hoſtage for tim, who departed thenext morningiby 
break of day ; and becabſe it much'imporred the Chineſes to be delivered out of Captivity, 
he that carried the Letter, and that was hutband to one of the rwo women, which had been 
takeniin the boat of catthen Veffels,and were now aboard in-our Junk,made ſuch ſpeed;that 
he returned about noon with an an{wer,enidorſed on the Letrer we ſent,and figned by albche 
five Portugals ; Thereby they gave ' Armmio de Faria to underſtand, that they were cruelly 
detained inPriſon, out of which they did'notthink they ſhould ever get, unleſs ir were-t0 
go to exccuttion;” and therefore they beſought him for-rhe Paſſion of our Lord Jefus Chriſt, 
that he would not ſaffer them'to periſh there for-want of ſuccour; - according as he had pro- 
miſed them in their ſetting forth its that Voyage: and the rather in regard it was only for his

fake that they were reduced to that miſerable eftate 5 Herewmto they added many other rb 
pit} 
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\ pitiful intreatics, as might well come from ſuch pocr wretches that were Captives under the 
Tyranny of ſuch tell and cruel people, as the C hineſes were. , Antonio de Faria, baving received 
this Letter, read it in the preſence ofall his Company, of whom he acked Counſel thereupon, 
but as they were many, ſo were their Opinions many and different, which was the occafion 
of much ccntenticn amengſt them; whereby perceiving that nothing would be concluded 
ccncerning this affair, he ſaid to them as it were in choler;My Maſters and Frimds,l have pre- 
miſed to God by a jolemn Oath that T bave taken, never to part from kence, till by ſome means 
or ather I bave recovered theſe poor Sculdiers, my Companiens, though I ſhould therefore vemure 
my life a thouſand times, yea and all my Eſtate, which I make little reckgning of in regard of them: 
Wherefore my Maſters, { earnefily defire you, that no man go about 18 oppoſe this Reſolution of 
mine, upon the execution wheresf mine Honour wholly depends, for whoſoever ſhall comrary me 
therein, | I muſt rahg him for mine Enemy, as one that would ſeek, the prejudice of my Saul, To 
this{peech all made anſwer, that he was in the vight, and for the diſcharge of his Conſcience 
nothing ſhould ſtay him from performing the ſame;adding moreover, that all of chem would 
ſtand to him that behalf to the death, The Captain hereupon giving them many thanks, 
and wich tears in his eyes, and his hat in his hand, imbracing them, proteſted that he would 
when time ſhould ſerve acknowledge this goodwill of theirs in ſuch real manner as it deſer- 
ved,wherewith they all remained very well ſatisfied. , * 

Seft.2* This reſolution being taken,they fell ro councel concerning the carriage of this affair,where- 
| ; upon they concluded to treat with the Mandarin in a gentle manner,and for that end to ſend 
TBRT . unto him to demand theſe Priſoners, with promiſe to give him for their ranfom whatſoever

will do thee juſtice. Antonio de Faria ſeeing what high words the Mandarin gave, was excced- 

ingly edubled. becauſe he well perceiy'd by this beginning that he ſhould have much ado to 

deliver his companions;wheretore having communicated this affair in particular to ſome few, 

_-whom for that erid he had called unto him,they were of ſeveral. opinions; nevertheleſs after 

: good deliberation, it was at length-concluded to ſend another Meſſenger, that ſhould more 

cffe&ually dematid the Priſoners of him,and for their ranſorn offer the ſum of 2000. Taeis in 

Lingots of filver and commodities,declaring unto him,that he would not part from that place 

till he had return'd them ; for be made account that it might be this reſolution would oblige 

him to do that which he had refuſed him another way, or that he would be carried to it by 

the con{ideration of his own gain and imtereſt.So the 2, Chineſes went again the ſecond time 

with a Letter (caPd ap,as from one perſon toanother,without any kind of ceremony or com- 

plement which theſe Gentiles ſo. much uſe amongſt themſelves; : And this Antonio de Faria 

did-of purpoſe, to the end, that by the ſharpneſs of this Letter the Mandarin might know he 

- Was difpleaſed, and: refolyed to execute what he had written, But before I proceed any fur- 
ther, l will only relate the two main points of the Contents of the Letter, which were the cauſe 
of the utter ruine of this buſineſs, The firſt was,when, Amonio de Faria ſaid,that he was a Mer- 

. chant ſtranger, :a Pertrezal by Nation, that was going by way of Traffique towards the Port 
- of Liampoo, where there were alſo many other, Merchants ſtrangers like himſelf, who duly 
. paid the uſual Cirftoms, without committing any manner of il} or injuſtice. The ſecond point 
was, 'where he ſajd,tha- the King of Portugal his Maſter was allyed ina brotherly amity with 
- the King of Chinu,by reaſon whereof they tradedin his Country, as the Chineſes uſed to do 
- at Malaci,whiere they were entertained with all favour,and. juſtice.duly miniftred unto them. 
Now though 'both theſe points were diſtaſteful to the Manderjn, yet the laſt wherein he 
mentioned the King of Portugal to be dar: tothe King of China, was that-which put him 
foourt of patience, that without any regard at all he commandgd them that brought, the 
Leeter, not only,t9 be cruelly ſcourged, bur to have their Noſes cut offgand in that pickle he

that thou dareſt undertake to meddle with Heavenly things ? Having cauſed thy Petition to be 
read,. whereby like a Lord, as I am, thou prayeſt me to have pity on thee, whieh art but a poor 
wretch, my geatneſs, out of its greneroſity, was even deigning to accept of that little thou preſent. 
edft me withal, and was alſo inclining to grant thy requeſt, when as my ears were touched with 
the bcrrible blaſphemy of thy Arrogance, which made thee term thy King- Brother to the Son of 
the Sun, the Lion ( rowned by an” ineredible Power in the Throne of the World, under whoſe 
feet all the Diadems of thoſe that govern the Univerſe are ſubjeted, nay all Scepteds do ſerve 
but 4s Latches to bis moſt rich Sandaly, as the Writers of the Golden Temple do certifie under the 
Law of their Veritiet, and that through the whole habinable Earth : '' Know then, that for the 
great Hereſie thou baſt uttered, I have cauſed thy Paper to be burnt, thereby repreſenting the 
vile Effigies of .thy perſon, which T deſire to uſe in like manner for the enorm»us Crime thou haſt 
committed : Wherefore T command thee to 'be fpeedily packing, that the River which bears thee 
may not be accurſed, Soſoon. gs. the” Interpreter had 'read the Letter, and expounded the 
Contents thereof; all that head it were much vexed therewith, but no man was ſo ſenſi- 
ble of itas Antonio de Faria, who was exceedingly grieved to ſee himſelf thus wholly de- 
prived of all hope of recovering his Priſoners; wherefore after they had well confidered 
the infolent words of the Mandarins Letter, and his great diſcourtefie, they in the end con- 
cluded to go aſhoar, and attaque the” Town, in hope that God would aflift thefn, ſeeing 
their intentions were good ; For this cfk& they inſtantly prepared Veſſels to land with, 
which were the four Fiſhermens great aes that they had taken the night be fore: Where. 
upon taKing a mulſtee of the Forces he could make for this enterprize, he found the riu mber to 
be 300, whereof 40.were Portugals,the reſt were Slaves aud Maritiers, befides Ouiay Panians 
Men, amnorigſt whom were an hundred and threeſcore Harquebufiers, the other were arm- 
ed with Pikes and Lances ; he had alſo ſome Pieces of Ordnance, and other things nece(- 
ſary for his defign. © * | 

T he next morning a little before,;day, Antonio de Faria failed up the River with 3 Junks, 
the Lorches, and four Barqu es he, had taken, and ſo'went and anchored at fix fathom and 
an half of water cloſe y &- walls.of the Town ; Then caufing the fails to be taken down 
without any noiſe, or 
tothe faſhion of Chinz, to the end that by this Demonſtration of Peace, no Complement 
ſhould reft unperformed, although he was perſwaded that nothing would prevail with the 
Mandarin : Hereapon he fent another Meſſenger unto him, never making ſhew that he had 
received any ill = from him,by whom with a great deal of Complement hedemanded 
the Priſoners,and offered hima round ſum of mony for their ranſom, with a prone of per- 
petual correſpondence and amity ; But ſo far was this Dog the, Mandarin from hearkning 
thereunto, that contrariwiſe he made the poor Chineſe, that carried'the Letter, to be hewed 
in pieces,and ſo ſhewed him from the top of the wall tothe whole Fleer,the more ro deſpighr 
us. This tragical A& wholly deprived Antonio de Faria of that little hope which ſome had gji- 
ven him for the deliverance of the Prifaners;hereupon'the Soldiers, being more incenſed then 
before,ſaid unto hi t fince he had reſolved to Jand,he ſhould no longer defer jt,becauſe 
further delay would but give his Enemies leiſure to gather more ſtrength: This counſel ſeem- 
ing good to him, he preſently imbarqued with them he had choſen for the a&ion, having 
firſt given order to ſhoot continually atthe Town,and the Enemy,whereſoever they perceivd 
any ſtore of people afſembled;howbcit,wirh this caution, to forbear till they ſaw them toge- 
ther by the ears with them. Having landed them about a Faulcon: ſhot below the Rode, he 
marched withour.any let alon® th&dhoars fide dire&tly to the Town:in the mean timea num- 
ber of people 2vpeared upon the Wilts, with divers Enfigns of different colours, where theſe 
barbariansmade a mighty noiſ,w'th Fifes, Dryms,and Bells,and withal hooting at us,made us 
figns with their caps to approach, hereby intimating the little reckning they made of us:Now 
by that time we were come within a Musket ſhot of the walls, we diſcerned 1000.or 120.men, 
as we gueſſed,fally out at 2.ſeveral gates,of which ſome t20. were mounted on horſes, or to 
ſay better, on Jean carrion Tits that were nothing bur skin and bone, wherewith tliey began 
to courſe up and'dowr the fi:14 in a 5Kirmiſhing manner, wherein they ſhewed themſelves {o 
untoward,as they often ran one upon another, and tumbled down ;together ; which when 
Antonio de ' Faria fawhe was exceeding glad, and encouraged his men to fight ,- He'ftood 
firm attending the Enemy, who continued till wheeling abut us, being perſwaded ir ſeems;

beins done with confeitt of the whole company ar: the requeſt of «Amore def aria. 
Sailing in this manhet 'we arrived 6 days after av the Porrs of /Liampho, which ace 2: 
Hhnds, one juſt agairft another, diftant 3 keagues from rhe place; where ac that time the 
Portugals ufed their Commerce ; there they had builr aboye a thouſand houſes,t hat were 
ooyerned by Sheriffs, Auditors, Confuls, Judges,”and 6 or 7 other kinde of Officers, 
where the Notaries underneath the'publick ARts, which chey made, wrote thus, /, ſuch 
publick Notary of this Town of Liampoo for the King our Sovertign Lord. Andchis 
they did wich as much confidence and affurance,. as if chis place had been ſcituated be- 
rween Sartarem and Litben ; fo that there were houſes there which coſt three or four 
choufand Ducares the building, buc bork they and all che reſt were afterwards demokf 
ed for our fins by rhe (brneſes, as I hope co relare more amply hereafter : Whereby one 
may ſee how uncerrain our affairs are in China, whereof che Porrugah diſcourſe with (o- 
much'cpriofiry, andabufed wikhappearances make ſuch account, never confidering what 
hiz1tt they houtly ram; and how thoy are expoſed co infigice Diſaſters. - P2204 
Berween theſe 2 Iſlands, which che Inhabitants'of che ; and they that ſail in 
thoſe Seas, call che- Ports of Liapes, there is a Chatinet fome 2 Harquebuſe-ſhorover, 
and five and twenty fathom deep, where in cercain places'is very good Anchoring, asalfo 
a pſeatamc River of freſh water, which-takes his beginning from the-rop of 2 mouettun, 
-paſſerh by rhick wodds of Cedar,Oak,and Fir-rrees,wheteof many Ships make their 
pr for Sail-yards, Matts and Platnks, never coſting them apenny. Ac theſe Iſlands 
Antonio de Faria caft Anichor on Fedwsſday morning, and chere Aovk Taborda, md A.

vahas likewiſe co undetſtznd che news'of che Counrry, and whether there was any ſpeech

they would not much regard ic ; wherefore be might well think they would care much 
leſs for chat which he had done at Nougay , which iv Chiza(compzred with many -pthers) 
was no greater then OzJras. in Portugal 1s, being equall wich Li-box : And concerning 
che good n2ws he had (ent them,of.tus arrivallin their Port, they. earnefily defired him to 
concinue (jill at Anchor there ix: dayes. Janger , that they might in che mean while make 
ſome fir preparation for his enterga;nmenc , ſeeing thar thereby. only they ſhould be able 
ro reftifie their good will unto him, Having noc the power otherwayes ro acquic ſo many 
obligations wherein they fiood ingaged uno bigg.. Theſe words .of kindneſs were accom- 
panied wich many oiher. complements, whereto zAntoro de Faria returned them a moſt 
courteous Anſwer, and condelcerding totheir defarey he-ſent all his fick men on ſhore in the 
two Lanteeas which brought the refreſhments ;- whom thoſe of. Liampos received with 
oreat ſhew of affeRiqn 2nd cbarity, ; for preſently thay were lodged in che richeR houſes 
of the Town, and plentyfully accommodated with,,all, things neceſſary for them, wanting 
nothing. Now during the bx dayes Antonio de Farra remained in that place, there was noc 
a man of any quality in all the Town, bur came apd viſited him wich many preſents,. and di- 
ye1s ſorts of proy:fyons, refreſhments, and fruics, 2nd that in ſuch abundance, that we were 
amazed go behold rhem ; rhe more. rao, for the good order and magnificence wherewith 
everv thing was accompanied. | 


During the fix dayes that Antomo de Faria continued in the Poct according to his pro- $cR.2. 


miſe xo them of Liempoo, he never budg'd from his. Ships. Ac length on Sunday morning, 
before day, which wag the time; limiced for our going to the Town, an exceilenc conſorc 
of Muſick was heard, both of Inftruments-and Voyces, the harmony whereot was won- 
derfully pleaſing, and after that a Triumph of Drums and Trumpets cogether, accoruing 
to the manner of our pwn Countgy : Then ſome rwo hours before Sun-riting, the night be- 
ing very quiet , and the Moon excgeding bright, eAgtono de Faria (et ſail with his whole 
Fleet, having all his Ships decked with Silken Flaggs, and Streamers of ſundry Colours, 
and every Scattle both of the greater and lefſer Malis bung round about with cloch of Silver; 
and many braye Standards of the ſame : After thele Veſl:ls followed a number of row- 
Brrges, wherein were 8 great many of Trumpers, Hoboyes, Flutes, Fifes, Drums, and other 
iuch Intiruments, each one of a ſeyeral Inv2ntion. 

When ic was broad day the winde began to calm, as we were within half a League of 
the Town , whereupon there came preſertly co us ſome twenty Lanteaas , very well ſer 
forth, and full of Mufitians , that played on divers Inſtruments z So in l:\s then an hour 
we arrived at the Rogd ; bur fir theze came aboard eAntome de Faris about threeſcore 
Boats and Manchaas,, adorned with Pavilions 3nd Binners of Silk ; as alſo wich Tuckie 
Carpets of great valve 3 In cheſe Boats were about three hundred men , all richly, apparel- 


led, with chains of Gold, and gilt Swords, hanging in Belrs after the faſhion of Africk ; 


every thing ſo well eeccommodaed, thar we which bebeld this Equipage were no leſs con- 
tenced then aſtoniſhed therewith. With this train' Awtonio de Faria came 10 the Town, 
where there ood ranged in excellenc order twenty fix Ships, and fourſcore Junks, befides 

| agreat ſort of Yaucons and Barcaſſes , all in File-ane after anorher, ſo making as it were a 
far-long freer, every where beautified with Pines, Laucels, and green Canes, with many 
Triumphal Arches, beſer with Chetries, Pears, Lemons, Oranges, aod ſundry odoriterous 
green Herbs, wherewith the Malis'and Cordage were covered all over- Afloon as Anton 
1o de Faria came neer the place Which was prepared for his landing, he ſaluced the Town 
with a great peal of Ordnance, which was ;nfianely anſwered with the like by 2ll the Ships, 
Juoks and Bzrques before mentioned, in order, a mater very pleaſivg, and wherewich che 
Chiveſs Merchants were fo taken, as they demanded of us, Whether this man unto whom we 
did ſo much honour, was cither cbeibrorber or kipſman of our King ?, whereunto certain chief 
men of the Town anſwered , That bis Father ſhod the Horſes whereon the King of Portugal 
rode, avd that in that regard all this honexr was done bins ; adding Withall, That they ebenght 
therſelves ſcarce worthy to be hus' ſlaves, much leſs bis ſervants ;, The Chimneſes believing all 
this 10 be true, ſaid» one to anocner: (a5 it were: in admiration) Yerily, there be great Kings 
M 2 1 
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in the world, whereof our ancient Hiſtorians for want of knowledge of them, have made no men. 
tion in their Writings ; and it ſeems that aboye thers all , the King of theſe Portugals & to be 
moſt eſteemed ; for by that which i delivered to ua of bus greatneſs, he muſt needs be richer, 
more mighty , and greater then either the Tartar, or the Cauchin, as # moſt apparent ;, ſixce 
he that ſhoves bis Horſes , which i but an ordinary and contemprible trade im every Country, 
# ſo reſpeBted by thoſe of bis Nation ; Wherzupon another that beard his Companion (ay 
thus ; Certainly, ſaid he , this Prince is ſo great, that if it were not a blaſphemy, one might 
almoſt compare him to the Son of the Sun ; The teft that were about hing' added, /c well ap. 
prares to beſo by the great riches which this bearded Nation get in every place where they 
come by the power of their armes, wherewith they affront all the People of the world. This 
ſalucacion being ended on either parc, a Lanteas came aboard Antonio de Faria's Junk, 
gallantly equipped, and covered all oyer with boughs of Cheſhut trees, full of their brifiled 
fruic juſt as chey grew, 'and intermingled wich delicate ſmall green trees, which thoſe of che 
Connery call Lechias, tuck every where with moſt fragrant Roſes and Violets , all plaſhed 
ſo cloſe together, that we could not ſee the Rowers ; now upon the upper end of the Deck 
of this Veſſzl there was « kinde of Stare ſer up ,, made of Tynſell, under the which flood 
a flyer Chair, and about ir fix girles'of abouc ſome ren or eleven years of age apiece, 
wonderfully Þeautiful, and that yery harmoniouſly accorded their v6yces to cercain Inſtru- 
ments of Muſick whereon they playd : In this Lanteas then eAntonmo de Faria embar. 
qued himſelf, and ſo arrived at the Key with a great moyſe of Hoboys, Trumpets, Drums, 
Fifes, and other ſuch like, after the manner of the Chineſes, Malayoes, Champaas, Siamites, 
Borneos, Lequios, and other p__ that were then in the Hiyzn under che proreRion of 
the Portugals, for fear of the Pirates, which in great numbers over-ran all that $22. Being 
landed he found a chair of Stare provided for him , like unto one of thoſe wherein che 
p:incipall Chaems of the Empire are uſually carried ; In this, bur with much cefuſall firft 
on his fide, was he placed, and it being ſupporced by eight filver pillats, ic was taken vp 
by eight of the cinefeſt- perſons amongti them, apparelled in gowns of clorh of Gold 
richly imbroidered, and ſo was he carried on their ſhouldg@s inco the Town , environed with 
chreeſcore Halberdiers, brayely fer forth, and their Halberds Damasked with Gold and 
Silver ; before him alſo marched eigtttSergeants at Armes, cartying great gilt Maces, do- 
thed in Hongarlines of Crimſon-Velver embroidered with Gold ; In the hezd of chem 
rode eight Knights mounted on gallant whice Steeds , and attired in Satin of the ſame 
colour , wich whice Damask Enfens ,. and braye plumes of whice Feathers, and fore- 
moſt of all were eighe other men likewiſe on Horſeback , wearing Crimſon and green 
Velvet Caps, which ever and anon cryed our, after che manner of China, for people ro make 
way. In this ſort was Antenio de Faria carried along,” till alighting out of his Chair he 
went to viſit the Governours of the Town , who in way of Complement profiracted chem» 
ſetves at his feer , wherein ſome ſmall cime being ſpent, ewo ancizne Gentlemen , who had 
lived long in that place, the one named Triſtev de Gas , and the other Jeronime de Rego, 


. made an eloquent Oration in the commendation of bim: That done, he was led from 


thence to the Church through a long freet,, adorned on both fides wich Laurel and Ficr 
Trees, below firewed wich Ruſhes , and above hung with Sattin and Damask ; amongſt che 
which divers Court- cupboards were placed , whereon ficod yery curious perfuming pans 
of Silver , from whence moſt pleafing and delicious odours breathed forth : Neer to the | 
end of this ftreet was a Tower of Deal Boards ereRted, painted all oyer, as if ic had been 
ſtone ; on the cop whereof, under a Batiner of whice Damask , the Royal Arms of Ports- 
g4l were limned in Gold ; and in a window of che ſame Tower, certain lictle Boyes were 
drawn, attired afrer rhe Portugal faſhion , as alſo an old Woman, that ſeemed ro weep,and 
hold a man lying diſ-membred ar her feet , whom ſome eleven or twelve armed Caftilians 
were 4 kiling, baving their Halberds and Partizans dyed with his blood ; All which Fi- 
oures were done fo roche life, char one would haye thought chem to haye been che very 
perſons they preſented, Now this was co fignific how Nimo Goncalles de Faria , chief 
of chat Noble Family , gave for his armey bis own body, at ſuch citne as be was flain in 
the Wars that had been anciently between Caftile and Portugal. Preſently hereupon, 
as ſoon as a clock, thar was on th2 cop of the ſaid Tower, bad firuck thrice, and that the pec- 
ple upon this | were all filenc, there came a venerable old man our of the prigapall 


gate, apparelied in -a robe of Crimſon Damask, accompanied with four Beadles , _— 
ca 
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carried filver Maces before bim ; Having made a low reverence to Antonio de Faria, be 
cold him in terms full of reſpe&t, bow much all the Inbabirants were obliged unto him 
2s well for che greac liberality he bad uſed towards them , as for the favour be bad done 
th:m, by baving been the only caule of the recovery of their goods, in acknowledge< 
ment Whercof they all fred themſelves co be his V-flals for che time to come, and co do 
him che Homage of Triburaries as fong as be lived : And further, if he pleaſed co caſt his eye 
upon that Table before him, be ſhould behold tiere;as in a dear Mictor, with how much fi- 
delity his Anceſtors had gained the honourable name of his Family, as it was manifelt ig all 
che people of Spain, whereby be might well perceive how much it was for his bonour that 
he had performed ſuch, generous aCtions ; in regard whereof be molt earneſtly beſought 
him, and that in the Name of chemall, char for a beginning of the Tribure , which they of- 
fered ro bim by way of Vaſlallage , he would be pleaſed co accept of a ſmall Preſent they 
now had brought him, only for co defray the charge of March for his Souldiers, and that for 
the reſt wherein they Rood (o far ingaged to him, they promiſed to diſ- oblige themſelves in 
time and place convenient ; whereupon they preſenced him with five Caſes full of. Lingors 
of Silver,co the value of ten thouſand Taeis, Antonzo de Faria having very courteoully thank- 
ed the good old man for the many Honours bad hitherto been done bim, as alſo for the pres 
{ent chey now offered unto him, excuſed himſelf from receiving of ir, though he were very 
much importuned thereunto, 


eAntono de Faria ſetting forward then to 20 to the Church, whicher he was to have been Se8.4. 


conducted under a rich Canopie, which (ix of the chiefe(t and honourableſt Inhabitants of 
Liampes were there ready with for tim , he would by no means accept of it, telling them 
chat he Was nor born to haye ſo much honour as they would do him ; and fo he pro- 
ceeded on without other pomp then ordinary, being accompanied with a world of peo- 
ple, as Well Portuga/® 5 others of divers Nations, who for commerce ſake were come to 
chat Porr, as the beſt and richeft char was then in that Country. In the mean ſpace, whereſo- 


eyer he caft his eye, he ſaw noching bur publique. rejoycings , which confifted in daunces; 


Masks, and playes of ſeverall kindes, invented by thoſe of che Country that lived amons/t 
us 3 all which became more ſplendidious by the Trumpers, Corners, Hoboys, Fiures, Harps, 
Viols, Fifes, and Drums, char were heard in every corner, and confourged together in a 
Labyrinth of Voyces after che manner of China, which ſo amazed the ſenſe, that cone knew 
not whether ic were a dream or no, fo extraordinary ic ſeemed : Being arrived at the 
Church door , eight Priefis came forth to receive him covered with Copes all embroidered 
with Gold and Silver, who going in Proceſſion began co ling Te Dexwm ; whereunts 
many excellent yoyces tuned to the Organs anſwered, which made up as harmonious Mu- 
ſick as could be heard in the Chappel of any great Prince : In this ſort be was carried up 
to the High Alcar , where there was a State of White Damask, and under ic a Chair of 
Carnation Velver, and at the foot of it a Cuſhion of the ſame ; In this Chaire he fate him 
down and heard Maſs , which was celebrated with a great deal of Ceremony, and a mar- 
vellous conſort both of Voyces and Inſtruments. Maſs being ended, the Sermon foilow- 
ed, that was made by Eftevayo Nogueyra, an ancient man, and Curate ofthe place , who, 
co ſpeak the truth, through diſcontinuance of preaching , was but little yers'd in Pul- 
pit matters, andillicerate withall ; howbeir, deſiring ro ſh:w himſelf that day a learned 
man in ſo remarkable a ſol:mnicy, he laboured ro make demonſtration of his beſt Rhe- 
torick z To which effe&, he grounded all his Sermon on the Praiſes of Antonio de Faria, 
and that in words ſo ill placed, and (© far from his Text , as our Captain was much aſha- 
med at it ; whereupon ſome of ins friends pluckt him three or four cimes by the Surplice, for 
to make him give ov:r, wherewith oeing necled, be curned him abouc to thoſe that would 
have had him leave off ; 1 will wot, ſaid he unto chem , but will ratber ſay more, for 1 ſpeak 
nothing but that which is as true 45 Goſpel, in regard whereof, let me alone I pray jou, for 1 


bave made a vow to Gog never to deſiſt from commending this noble Captain , as be more ther. | 


deſerves at my hand: ; for ſaving me ſeven thouſand Ducates venture, that Mem Taborda had 
of maine 1n his Junk,, and was taken from bum by that deg Coia Acem ; for which let the ſoul 
of ſo curſed arogue and wicked Devill be tormented in Hell for ever and ever ; whereunto ſay 
all wth me, Amen. This Conclufion provoked all the Aſſembly ſo to laugh, chat we could 
pot hear ane another in the Church for the noiſe that was made there. This cumnlc over, 
there came our of the Veſtry fix lixdle Boyes, atticed like Angels, wich Inſtruments of _ 
hc 
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fick in their hands gilt all over, and then che ſame Prieſt falling on his knzes before the Al. 
tar of our Lady; and lifting up his hands, began to fng aloud chele words » Virgin, you are « 
Roſe z whereunto the litrle' Boyes anſwered very melodiouſly with cheir Inttruments, all 
being performed with ſuch harmony and devotion, as it drew rears from molt of the AC. 
fittants. / | | 

Maſs being finiſhed, the four principah Governours of the Town, namely, CAMatew de 
Brits, Lancarote Pereyra, Jeronimo de Rego, and Triſtan de Gaa, came unto Antenio de Fa- 
ria, and being accompanied with ail the Portwgats, which were above a thouſand in num- 
ber, they conduRed hit into a great place before the Town Hall, that” was compalſled a. 
bout with a ſmall thick wood of Cheſnut Trees , all full of Frunt juſt as they grew, ador- 
ned aboy2 with Standatds and Banners of Silk , and firewed below with Flower de laces, 
and Red and White Roſes, whereof there is great abundance in China. In this Wood 
were three long Tables ſer, under 4 goodly ſpacious Arbor, that was covered over with 
Myrtle, and round about were divers Conduirs of Water, which ran from one to the other 
by cercain Inventions of the Chineſes, that were (© ſubtile, as one could not poſſibly diſcern 
rhe ſecret ; For by the means of a kinde of Bellows, like unto that of an Organ , that was 
jo-ned ro rhe principal Conduir, che water rebounded up fo high , chat when it came to 
deſcend again it fell as ſmall as dew; ſo that with one only por full of warer they could 
gently moiſten thac great place ; before theſe three Tables were chree Courr-cup-boards 
placed, upon the which was a grear deal of yery fine Pourcelain, and fx huge -Veſſz's of 
Gold, that the Chineſe Merchan's had borrowed of the Mfandarins of the Town of Liam- 
peo; For in thar Country Perſons of quality are ſerved all in Gold, Silver being fr choſe 
of meaner condition: They bronght likewiſe divers other pieces all of Gold, as great Ba- 
ſons, Salt-ſelfers and Cups. After they were diſmiffſed which were not for the ,Banquer, 
there only remained choſe that were 1nvited, being fourſcore in mfnher, beſides fifcy of 
eAntono de Faria's Souldiers :' Theſe being ſer at Table were ferved by young Wenches, 
very beauriful, and finely apparrelled, cxcorchng to the manner of the Mandarin: z At eve- 
ry courſe that was ſerved up they ſung very melodiouſly, ro the tune of cerrain Infiraments 
whereon ſome of their companions played 7 As for Antenio de Faria, be was ſerved by eight 
Maideas, the Daughters of worthy Merchants, exceeding fair and comely, whom their Fa- 
thers hed broughc thither for chat purpoſe, at the tequeſt of Mates de Brito, and Triſtan 
de Gaa ; they were atcired like Mermaids, and carried rhe meat ro che Table , dancing co 
the ſound of divers Infiruments, a marvellous thing to behold, and wherewichal the Por- 
tugals were fo mightily raken, as they could nvr ſufficiently commend the excellent O;der 
and Gentileneſs of theſe Magnificencies, by which their eycs and cares were ſo charmed ; 
Remarkable it was alſo, that at every healch, the Trumpets, Hoboys, and Drums plaid 
their parts. In this ſort che Banquer continued rwo hours , during which there was al- 


. wayes one device or other after the Portege! or Chineſe faſhion. I will nor Gand bere 


to recount the delicacy or abundance of the meats that were ſerved up init , for ic wayld 
be a matter not only ſuperfluous, bur even infinite, to recite every ching in particular. Af- 
cer they were riſen from Table - they went all co another greac place, chat was invironed 
wich Scaffolds, all hung wich Silk, and full of People, where ten Bulls, and five wild Hor- 
les were baired, being accompanied with the ſound of Trumpets, Fifes, and D:ums ; in ſe- 
quel whereof , divers Mummeries of ſeveral Inventions were repreſented. Now becauſe 
it Was [are, Aztoxie de Faria would hive imbarqued bimſelf again for to have returned 
unto his Ships , but they of the Town-would by no means ſuffer him; for they had iprepa- 
red the Houſes of Triſtan de Gas, and Aatexa de Brito, for his lodging, having cauſed a 
Gallerry to be buile from the one to the other, for that purpoſe 3 There was he lodged ve- 
ry commodiouſly,duting rhe ſpace of five Moneths that he abode in that place, alwayes cr- 
tertained wich new ſpores and delighes of Fiſhing , Hunting, Hawking, Comedies, and 
Maſques ; as alſo with ſumptuous Feaſts, as well on Sundayes and holy Dayes, as other 
Dayes of the week ; ſo chat we paſled theſe five Moneths in ſuch pleaſure, as at our depar- 
cure We did not think we had been there five dayes. This term expired, Antonio de Faris 
made preparation of Veſſels and Men,for hit Voyage cothe Mines of Ouoamapars;tot in rc- 
gard the feaſon was then'proper for it,he reſolved co be gone as ſoon as poſſibly he could; bue

Jour company upon it without any further delay, or let xs return back, for lo 1 amrtady to ds 
whatſoever you will, eAmomode Faria, embracing; and giving him many thanks, fell co 
diicourie with him about that other ſafer way of which be ſpake : Wherceupon Simrlas 
cold him, that ſome hundred and forty leagues futch2r forwards to the North, there was 
a River (oinewhar larger by balf a league, called Sumbepadeno, where be ſhould meet wich 
no obilacle, for char it was not peopled like che ireight of Nanguin, Wherein chey now 
were, but chat chen they ſhould be rerarded a monerh longer, by the exceeding much 
wynding of this River, Antonio de Faria thinking it far betrer to expoſe himſelf co a 
length of time, rhen to hazard his life for abridgement of wayy followed che counſel 
thar Silas gave him z ſo that going out of the fireight of Nanguem, he coafted the land 
5 days, at the end whereof we diſcovered a very high tain cowards the Eati,which 
Similas (old us was called Fanme, approaching ſomewſlac m2 ar unto it weentred into a 
very fair Port, 4o fathom deep, that extending it ſelf mthe form of a Creſcent was ſhel- 
tred trom all ſorcs of windes, ſo ſpacious withall,es 2000 Veſſels how'greac ſoeyer mighe 
ride there at caſe. Antonio de Faria went aſhore with ſome 10 05, 31 Souldiers,aud round- 
ed this Haven, ut could not meer wich any one body, that could infiruft him in-che way 
he pretended to make, whereat he was very much. yexc, and greatly repenced him for that 
without any kinde of confderation, or taking advice of any one, be had raſhly, and our 
of a capacious humour, undertaken this Voyage ; 'Howbeit he difſembled rhis diſpleaſure 
of his te beſt he could for fear leſt his company ſhould ax bim with pant of courage,

After we were gone from this Haven, we failed along. the Coaſt above thitceen days 
cogether,ul .ays in ſight of land, and ac (engtb artived at a Port,called Buxipalemyin the 
height of forty nine Degrees We found chis Climate ſomewhat, colder then che reſi, bere. 
we (aw an infinite company of Fiſhes and Serpents, of ſuch firange forms, as I cannoc 
ſpeak of chem withour fear ; S14/aw ro d Antonio de Faria cle things conc<raiog 
them,:s welt of what he had ſeen him(ſclf,baving been there;beforegas of chat had heente- 
ported unto him, eſpecially in the full Moons of the moneths of November, December, 
and January , When the torms reign chere moſt, as indeed this Chineſe made it 
appear iO our own eyes, Whereby.b: juſtified unte us the mc of chat which he arke]

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firmed, For in this place we ſaw Fiſhes, in the ſhape of Thornbacks, that were four 
fachoms about, and had a Muzzle like an Ox ; likewiſe we ſaw others reſembling great 
Lizards, ſported all over with green and black, having three rows of prickles on their backs, 
chat were very ſharp, and of the bigneſs of an arrow ; their bodizs alſo were full of the 
like, but they were neither ſo long , nor ſo great as the others: Theſe Fiſhes would ever 
and anon briſtle up themſelves likz Porcupines , which made them very dreadful to be- 
hold z chey bad Snouts that were very ſharp and black , with cwo crooked teeth our of each 
jaw-bone, two (pang Jong, like che cusks of a wild Boar, We alſo ſaw Fiſhes whoſe bo- 
dies were exceeding black, ſo ap: 99 and great, char cheir heads onely were above fix 
ſpans broad. I will paſs over in filence many other Fiſhes of ſundry ſorts, which we be. 
held in this place , becauſe I hold ic nor fic roſtand upan things that are our of my diſcourſe; 
let it ſuffice me to ſay , that during two nighes vve liayed here vve did not chink our (elves 
ſafe, by reaſon of Lizards, Whales, Fiſhes and Serpents, vvhich in great numbers ſhevys 
ed themſelyes to us, Having lefc this Haven of Bxx:peleme , by us called the River of Ser- 
pents, which in great numbers ſhewed themſelves to us, $::/2s (ailed fifteen leagues fur- 
cher to anvther Bay named Cal/indgvo, Which was in form of a Creſcent, fx leagnes in cir= 
cuir, and invironed with high Mountains, and yery thick woods, inthe mid{t whereof divers 
Brooks of frc(h waters deſcended , which made up four great Riy:rs that fell all into this 
Bay, There Sim/au told us, that all choſe prodigious creatures we had both ſeen and heard 
of , as wel in this Bay , as in that where we were before, catne thicher to feed upon ſuch 
Ordure and Carriop, as the overflowing of theſe Riwers brought co this place, Antonio de 
Faria demanding of him, thereupon, whence thoſe Rivers ſhoyld proceed, he anſwered 
chat he knew not, but it was ſaid that the Apnals of { bins affirmed , how two of thoſe Ri- 
yers taok their beginnings from 32 great Lake, called CAloſcombia, and the ocher ewo from a 
Provigce , named A/z#2ane, where there are bigh Mountains, thar all the year long are co» 
yered wich Snow, fo hat che Snow coming to diffalye, theſe Rivers ſwelled in that manner 
28 We then beheld them , for now they were bigger then at any other time of the year. 
Hereupto he added, tha evtring into the mourh of che River, before che which we rade ar 
anchor, we ſhould continue eur courſe, fieeripg Ealiward, far to find our the Port of Nan« 
quin again , Which we had left rwo hundred and threeſcors leagues betiad us , by reaſon 
that in all this difance we had multiplied 8 greacer height then that of che Iſland was, 
which we were in queſt of, Now. alchough this was exceeding grievous unco us, yer Simsr 
las deſired Antemo de Faria to wink the time we had p & well ſpent, becauſe ic was done 
for the belt, and for the berter ſecuring of aur lives; being asked then by Agtome de Faria 
how long we ſhould be in pothng through chi River , he apſweted that we ſhould be out 
of ir jn fourteen or fifteen days, and that in five days after be would promiſe co land him 
and hjs Souldierg ja the Illand of Ca/ewplay, where be hoped fully co conrenc his defire , and 
ro make him chink tvs pains well beftowed , whereof be now ſo complained. Antome de 
Faria, having embraced him very lovingly chereupon , yowed to be his friend forever, and 
reconciled bjm to bis Souldiers , who were vety much our with him before, Being thus 
reconfirmed by Simulaxs ſpeeches, and certified of chis new courſe we were to take, he in- 
couraged his company, and put all chings in arder convenient for his deſign, to that end pre- 
paing his Ordnance which till then bad never been charged ; be cauſed alſo his Arms to be 
made ready , ordained Caprains, and Sentinels ro keep goad vyatch, together with all be- 
fides chat he chought neceſſary for our defence, in caſe of any attempe upon us, That done; 
he (pake unto Diego Lebata, who was the Prieſt thac we caritzd along wich us, and one 
that we much reſpeRed, as a man of the Church , co make a Sermon bnco his compaty fat 
to animarce them again all dangers thag- might happen , which he worthily performed , and 
by the. efficacy of bis wards, full of (yecrneſs, and excelleny examplzs , be fo reviyed ou: 
ſpirics, that, before were much dejeRed through the apprebenhon of the dangers that me- 
naced us ; as there was not one amongh us bur preſencly rook freſh-hearr, boldly to execute 
the enterpriſe, we had undertaken; Whereupon wit) great devotion and zeal we ſung a 
Salvo, before an Image of our Lady, every man promifing without any fucute fear t9 
finiſh the Yoyage we had begun. Thas done, we joyfully hoyſed (ail, and en: ting into the 
mourh of the River, iceripg direRly Ealt, and wich teats in our eyes, invoked from the bot- 
come of our hearts, the alliance of that Soyer2ign Lord which fits at th: right band of the 
Father eyerlaſtin?, to preſerve us by bis Alnigicy power. 
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Continuing on our courſe wich the force of Oars and Sails , and ſteering divers ways, 
by reaſon of the many rurnings of the River , the nexr day we atrived at a very high moun- 
tain called Botinafan, whence ſundry Rivers of freſh water ran down. In this mountain 
were a number Tygers, Rhinocerots , Lyons , Ounces , and ſuch other creatures of ſeveral 
kinds, which running and roaring in cheir wilde manner, made cruel war upon other weaker, 
Bealis, as Stzgs , Boars, Apes, Monkeys, Baboons , Wolyzs, and Foxes, wherein we 
rook much delight, ſpending a great deal of time in beholding them z and ever and abon we 
cryed out from our Ships ro frighe chem, ' but they were lictle moyed "with it, in regard chey 
were not uſed to be hunted: We were about fix days in paſſing chis Mountain , 1t being 
ſome forey-or fifty l-agues long. Within a pretty while afcer vye had lefr this Mountain 
we came to another, named Gangiranon,' no leſs wilde then the former, 'beyond the which 
all che Country vvas very fony , and almoſt inaceefhb!e ; moreover it yvas full of ſuch chick 
Woods , 'as th: Sun could not poffibly pierce them vyirh his beams : S:milax cold us, thar 
in this mouncain there vyere ninety . leagues of deſarrc land, altogerher unfir for Tillage, 
and the borrome thereof onely vyas inhabired by certain moſt deformed men , called Gi= 
ganhos , wvho lived after a moſt brutiſh faſhion , and fed on nothing but vyhar rchey got in 
hunting, or ſome-Rice, that the Merchants of Ch;za brought them ro Cater in exchange of 
Furs ; vvhich the aid Merchants carried from: thence to Pocaſſor and Lantax , amounti 
yearly as by the Books of the Cuſtoms thereof appeared, ro the number of rvveaty rhouſ 
Cares, each Cate, or pack, containing threeſcore skins , yvherevvich che people uſed in vvin- 
cer to linz rheir Goyyns, hang their houſes, and make coverings for their Beds, to vathliand 
the co!d of the Climate, vyhich is great there. Artomo de Faria vvondring at the relation 
this Chineſe made of the deformicy of theſe Giganbos , defired him if it vere poſſible to 
let him ſee one of chem , whereby he ſaid he ſhovid more content him then if he ſhould 
give him the treaſures of China ; vvhereunto Similas made him this Anſvver, Sigmor Cap- 
tain, ſince it ſo much imports me , as well to maintain my credit with you, as to ſtop their 
monuthes that murmur ag ainſt me , and that Jogging one another |, coff at me when 1 recount 
theſe things unto you , which they account as ſo many Fables, and to the end that by the truth 
of the one , they may bs aſcertamed of the other, 1 will promiſe before a yet to ſhew you 
a couple of theſe people, and that you ſhall alſo ſpeak with them, npon condition you do not go 4« 
ſhore , as you have ſtill uſed to do hitherto, for fear ſome miſchance ſhould happen to you, as ma- 
»y times it doth to Merchants in likg caſes : For 1 aſſure you, that the Gizganhos are of ſo ſa- 
vage and bruſh a nature, as they feed on nothing commonly but raw fleſh and blood , like the 
wilde Beaſts that (ive in this Forreſt. So continuing our courſe all along the fide of chis 
Mountain , at length behind alittle poinr of land, vve diſcovered a yourh, vvith- 
our ere an hair on his face, driving fix or ſeven Coyvs before him, that paſtured there by. 'S- 
miley making a Hgn to him yvith a napkin, he preſently Rayed, vvhereupen coming 4 licrle 
neerer tohim , Similay ſheyved him a piece of green Taftera , vvbich he rold us yas a fiuff 
very acceptable to theſe, bruriſh men, and yvichal by figns demanded of him yvherher he 
vyould buy ir ; this drevy him co the bank of che River , vyzre he anſvvered, vvith an hoarſe 
voice , ſome vvords that vve could nor comprehend, becauſe rhere yyas nor one in all our Veſ- 
ſels that under{to0d this barbarous language, ſo that of neceffiry this commerce yyas to be 
made by figns: Antonio de Faria commanded three or four yards of rhe 'ſaid piece of 
Tiffera co be given him, asalſo fix Pourcelains , vyhereyvith this Salyage ſeemed to be v-- 
ry veell pleaſed, for czking boch the one and the other, rranſporred vyich joy be ſaid ſome= 
thing co us, vvhich vve could underſtand no berrer then rhe former, cheth making a ſign vvith 
his hand tovvards the place of his abode, he left his Covys, and ran avvay to the vvood,clothed 
as he vvas vvith a Tigers $kin, bis arms and legs naked, bare=headed, and a aff bardned at one 
end yvich the fire in his hand, For his perſon, he vvas vvell proportioned of his limbs, his hair 
red and curled hanging-dovyn on his ſhoulders ; his fiacure by conjeure yvas abov2 ten foot 
high, bur vye vvere amaz-d to ſee him return about a-quarrer of an hour ro the very fame 
place again, carrying a live Stag on. his back, and having thirteen perſons in his company, 


namely cight men and five vyomen , leading three Coyys tyed together, and dancing as they 


Vent at the ſound of a kind of Tabor, upon the vvhich they beat five roaks at a time, 
and as often clapped their hands togecher finging to ir , vvith a very, hoatſe voice In their 
language. Herzupon Antomo de  Farta cauſed five or fx pieces of fk: fff, and a greac 
many of Pourcelains co be ſhevyzd chem, for ro make > 


em believe that yye vyers Mer- 
chants, 
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chants, at the ſight whereof they very much rejoyced.. Theſe perſons , both men and wos 
men , were appatelled all after one and the (ame faſhion , without any kind of difference, 
aving that the women wore great tinnen Bracelets about the middle of their. arms, and 
cheic haic, a-great deal longer then che mens , ſtuck all aboue wich flowers, reſembling our 


Flower de luces z'they had chains alſo of red Cockles about cheir necks, almoſt as big as 
Oyfter-ſhels ; as for the men,they carried grear Rave$in their hands, coyered-to the midlt 


with the ſame skins wherewich they -were clothed ; moreover they had all of them fierce. 


looks , grear lips , flat poſes, wide noſtrils, and were of fature very tall , bur yer nor (0 
high as we chought they had been z for Antonid de Faria having cauſed them to be meaſured, 
he found chat the tallelt of chem exceeded nor cen ſpans and an half, except one old man that 
reached roeley:n. The womens tiatute was not fully-ren ſpans : Their very countenances 
ſhewed them ro be very rude and blockiſh , and leſs rational then all the other people 
which we had ſeen in out Conqueſis, Now Antonio de Faris being glad that we had not 
alcogether loſt our labour, beſtowed on them threeſcore Pourcelains, a piece of green 
Taffety , and a pannier full of Pepper , wherewith they ſeemed to be ſo contented; thar 
proſtrating themſelves on the ground, and lifting up their hands co heaven, they fell to ſaying 
certain words which we took for a rhank(giving after their manner, - becauſe they fell dowa 
three ſeyeral times on rhe earth, and gaye us the three Cows and the Stag, as aiſo a great ma- 
tiy of Herbs : Having been talking about two hours with chem by ſigns, and no leſs wondring 
at us , then weatthem , they returned into the wood from wheiice they came, and we pur- 
ſued our coufle up che River by tlie ſpace of five days, duting the which we ſaw inore of 
them along by the water ſide ; afcer we had paſt ajl this diſtance of land, which might be 
ſome forty leagues , or thereabours, we navigated ſixteen days more Wich the forc2 of Oars 


gi 


and Sails, withour Teeing any perſon in that deſate place, only for wo nights together we dif- - 


cerned certain fires a good Way off at-land : In the end, it pleaſed God chat we arrived ar th: 
Gulf of Nanguin, as. Srmulay had cold us, with a hope in fiye or fix days to ſee our defires ac- 
compliſhed. | x: 


Being.come into the gulf of Nanguin, Siz8ilay counſelled Antonio de Faria, that at any Se&.4; 


hand be ſhould not ſuffer afiy Portugal to b: ſeen , becauſe if ſuch a thing ſhould happen he 
feared ſome uproar would follow amongſt the Chineſes , in regard no firangers had ever 


been ſeen in thoſe quarters; addipg vyithal, that ic vyould be ſafer for them to keep - 


Rill ini che middle of the gulf, then by the ſhore , by reaſon of the great number of Lorches 
and-Lavtea4s , that inceflantly failed up and doyyn ; this advice vyas approved of by every one; 
ſo that.having continued our courſe ſome fix days Eaſt and Eaft North-cati, vve diſcoy-red 
a great Tovyn, called Si/eupanor, whicher vye dire&ly vyent, and entred the Haven about 
tyvo hours vvithin night, vvh:re ve found an infinite company of Veſſels riding ac anchor, 
to'the number , according to our thinking, of three thouſand ar the leatt, vvhich gav2 us ſuch 
an alarum , 2 nor daring ſcarce to yvag vve got out again vvith all che ſecrecy that might be ; 
croſſing over the vyhole breadth of the River then , vvhich vvas ſome fix or ſeven leagues, 
yve proſecuted our courſe all che reſt of that day, and coaſted along by a greac plain, vvich 
a re{olution to accommodate our ſelves vyith Vicuals yvhereſoever vye could firlt meec 
vvith any ; for yve vyere in ſuch ſcarcity , as for thirteen days cogether, no man had morz 


| then three mouthfulls of boyled Rice allovyance, Beivg in this extremicy vve arrived cloſe 


to cercain old buildings; there we yvencaſhore one morning before day,and fell upon a houle, 
that ſtood a little vvay off from the reſt, vvhere vve found a great quancicy of Rice, ſome 
B:ans, divers pots full of Honey, poudred Gzeſe, Onions,Garlick, and Sugar Canes, vvtizre- 
vvith vve throughly furniſhed our ſelyes : Certa'n Chizeſes rold us atteryvards, that this 
vvas the ftore-houle of an Hoſpical , vyhich vvas ſome tvvoleagues oft, vvhere ſuch vyzre en» 
tercained, as palt rbat vyay in Pilgrimage to the Sepulchres of ths Kings of China ; Bring

| | the cauſe of hig utcer ruine, whereupon moderating his anger he yielded co the advice of

1h his friends ; pevercheleſs he was not for all that ſo contained, bur that taking him by 
the B-ard he ſwore, that if within three days at the fartheſt, he did nor let him ſee, eircher the 
eruth or the falſhood of what he had cold him , he would Ponyard him infallibly ; where- 
with Similay' Was ſo exceedingly terrified , that the night following as we were abiding 
by the ſhore te ſlid cown from the Veſſel into the River , and that ſo cloſely ,” as he was 
never diſcovered by rhe Sentinels or any other uncil the end of che firſt Watch , when as 
þ| Antonio de Faria was thereof advertiſed : This news pur him ſo far beſides himſelf, as he 
Wit lot all patience, the rather for that he feared ſome reyole upon ic from his Souldiers, wio 
he ſay were too much diſpoſed thereunto. Bur he preſently went aſhore with a great ma- 
431 ny of his company, and ſpent the moſt part of the night in ſecking of $m3/as,withour meet= 
al, ing him, or any other living ſoul that was able to cell = news of him, bur the worſt of 
| it yet w2s, that upon his return into his Junk , of forty fx Chineſe Mariners, that he had 
\ Fi aboard him , he found fix and thirty fled away to prevent che _ they were afraid of, 
whereat Antonio de Fayia and all his company were ſo amazed,. that lifting up their

i'F hands and eyes co heaven , they ſtood a long'time mute , their tears ſupplying the d:feRt of 
"ut: cheir ſpeech , thereby reftifying the ſecret ſorrow of their hearrs , for conſidering well whac 
Hl had hapned unto them, and the great peril they were in , the leaſt that chey could do in this 
confuiion was to loſe their courage and judgement, much more their ſpeech. Howbeir falling 
at length co conſult what we ſhould do for the future, afrer much diverſity of opinion, it was

{#4 thar might inform us how far it was from thence to rhe Ifland of Calemplay, and this to be 
Fy done as ſecretly as poſſible might be for fear che Country ſhould riſe z likewiſe chat if 
l, \ the report ſhould be made us we found it would be eakily taken , as Simla had US, 
FH we ſhould then proceed on, otherwiſe, that we ſhould return with the currenc of the water, 
which would bring us dife&ly co the Sea with ics ordinary courſe, This reſolution taken and ap- 
proved of every one, we went on With no leſs confuſion then fear, for in ſo manifeſt a danger 
we could not chuſe but be yery much perplexed ; rhe nighr following about break of day we 
diſcovered a little Barque a head of us riding at anchor-in the mid of che River z her we board- 
ed with as little moiſe as might be, and rook five men aſleep im her , whom Antows de Faria 
queſtioned each one apart by himſelf, to ſee how they would agree: in that they ſaid : To his 
demands rhey anſwered all of them, chat che Country wherein we were , was called Temg«:- 
 lemyfrom whence the Iſland of Calempluy was diſtant but ten leagues, and co magy ocher que= 
{tions propounded torhem for our common ſecurity, they anſwered likewiſe ſeparately one 
from the other to very good purpoſe, wherewith Antonzode Faria and bis whole company, were 
exceedingly well ſatisfied, but yer ic grieved us not a lictle , ro think what an inconvenience 
the lack of $imilau would prove to us in this atrempt z however Antonio de Faria cauling rhe 
five Chineſes ro be 2rrefted, and chained to oars, conrinued his courſe two days and an half 
more, at the end whereof it pleaſed God that doubling a cape of land, called Ga1m14i Tarao, 
we diſcovered this Ind of ( alewpluy, which we had been fourſcore and chree days ſeeking 
For,with extream confuſion of pains and labour, asT have before relaced. 


CHAP. XXV. 


Oxzy Arrival at Calzmpluy, and the deſcription thereof ; what hapned to Antonio de Faria 
1n one of the Hermitages thereof, and how we were diſcovered. 


Seft.1, F JAving doubled the Cape of Guimai Taras, two leagues beyond it, wz diſcovzied a 

goodly jevel of ground, ſcituared in che midſt of a Riv:r, which to our ſe-ming was 

not aboye a league in circuir, whereunto Antonio de Faria approached with exceeding 

oreat joy , Which yet was incermingled ivith much f:ar, becauſe he knew not to what 

i | danger he and tis were expoſed ; about twely2 of the clock at night he anchored with- 


in a Cannon ſhot of chis If]nd, and the nexr morning as ſoon as it was he (ate in m— 
ce 
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cel wich ſuch of his company as he bad called co it, there it was concluded chat it was not 
poſſible ſo great and magmihicent a thing ſhould be wichour ſome kind of guard, and there- 
fore it was reſolved that with the greateft filence that might be, ic ſhould be round- 
ed all about, for co ſce what advenues ic had, or what Obſtacles we might meet with 
whzn there was queſtion of landing, to. the end that accordingly vye might deliberare more 
amply on that we had to do: With this Reſolution , which was approved by every one, 
Antonio de Faria weighed anchor, and withour any noiſe got cloſe ro the Iflind ; and 
compaſſing ic about exaRly obſerved every particular that preſented ic ſelf eo his fighr, 
This Iſland was all incloſed wic a platform ot Jaſper, (ix and twenty ſpans bigh , the 
flones whereof vvere ſo neatly yvrought, and joyned together, that the vyall ſeemed to be 
ail of one piece, at vvhich every one greatly marvetled, as having never ſeen any thing cill 
then , cirher inthe /zdsges, of elfevvhere, that merited compari.on with ic ; this Wall vvas 
{ix and tyventy ſpans deep from the botrom of the River to che Superficies of the vwater, 
{4 that the full height of ic vyas tvyo- and fifry ſpans. Furthermore the top of the Plar- 
form yas bordered vvith the ſame one , cur inco great Toyver.yvork; Upon this vvall, 
which invironed che vyhole I{lind, vvas a Gallery of Baliſters of curn'd Copper, chat from 
fix co fix farhom joyned to .certain Pillars of che ſam2 Meral, upon each of the vynich 
yvas the figure of a Woman holding a boyyl in her hand ; yyichia chis gallery vvere di- 
y!rs Monſters caſt in metal, Randing all in 2 royv, vvhich holding one another by the hand 


in manner of a dance incompaſied the yvhole IHland, being as I have ſaid, a league about * 


Amidſt theſe mon(itous Idols there vyas likevvife another rovy of very rich Arches, made 
of ſundry coloured pieces ; a ſumptuous work, and wherewith che eye might well be en- 
certained and contenced ; Within tas a litele wood of Orange Trees, without any mix- 
rue of other plants, and in che midi an hundred and threeſcore Hermirages dedicated to 
the gods of the year, of whom theſe Gentiles recount many pleaſant Fables in their Chro- 
nicles for the defence of their blindneſs in their falſe belief: A quarter of a league beyond 
theſe Hermicages , towards the Eaft , divers goodly great Edifices were ſeen , ſeparated che 
one from the other with ſeven fore-fronts of Houles, built after the manner of our Churches, 
from the rop to the bottom as far as could be diſcerned, theſe buildings were gile all 
over , and annexed to very high Towers , which in all likelihood were Steeples; their E» 
difices were invironed with two great {treets arched all along , like unco the Frontſpieces of 
the Houſes ; theſe Arches were ſupported by very huge Pillars, on che top whereof, and be- 
tween every arch was a dainty ProſpeRive ; now in regard theſ: buildings, rowers, pillats 
and cheir chapicers , were {o exceedingly gilt all over, as one could diſcern nothing bur 
gold, ir perſwaded us chat this Temple muſt needs be wonderful ſumpruous and rich, 
{:nce ſuch colt had been beſtowed on the yery Walls. After we had ſurrounded this whole 
Iſland , andoblerved che advenues and entries thereof , notwithianding it was ſomewhat 
Ixce, yet would Amtomo de Faris needs go aſhore to ſee if he could gee any Intelligence 
in one of thoſe Hermitages , to the end he mighe thereupon reſoiye, either ro prolecute 
his defigp, or return back : So having left a guard ſufficient for his rwo Veſſels, and Diego Lo» 
bato, bis Chaplain, Caprain of them , he landed with fourry Souldiers, and ewenry tlaves, 
as well Pikes , as Harquebuſes ; He alſo cartied wich him four of the (bizeſes, which we 
took a while before, borh for chat they knew the place well, as having been there ar cther 
times , and likewiſe that they mighe ſery2 us for cruchmen and guides : Being gor to the 
ſhore uneſpicd of any one , and without noiſe , we encred the Iſland by on2 of the eighr 
Advenueschat it had, and marching through the midt of the lictle wood of Orange-trees 
we arrived at the. gate of che firſt Hermicage , which might bz ſome cwo Musket-ſhot 


from the place we diſ-imbarqued , where that hapned unto us which 1 will deliver here- 
after,

Antono de Faria went direQly to the next Hermitag: he ſaw before him with ch2 grear- See-2. 


eſt hl-nce thac might be, and wich no little fear, for that he knew nor into what danger he 
Wis going to ingage himſelf ; which he found ſhut on the infide , hz commnded one of 
the Chineſes to knock at it, as he did two or rhree times , when at laſt he heard on: ſpeak in 
tais manner, Prayſed be the ( reator, who hath enamelled the bramy of the chies , let him that 
knocks at the gaie go about , and he ſhall find it open onthe other ſide, where let me know what 
he deſires. The Chineſe went preſently about, and entring into ch< Hermicage by a back 
door, he opened the foregate to Antonlo de Faria, and It him in with all its followers ;

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There he found an old man, that ſeemed co be an hundred years old ; he was apparelled in x 
lopg violet coloured damask gown , and by his countenance appeared to bes a man of quality, 
as we underiiood afterwards:B:ing amazed to ſee ſomany men he fell ro the ground, where þ- 
Iiy a good while without ſpeaking a word, howbeir at length he began to be betcer confirmed, 
and beholding us with a ſerious look, he gravely demanded of us what we were, and what we 
would haye ; whereunto the Interpreter anſwered by the expreſs commandment of Antonio 
ar Faria, that he was a Captain itranger , a native of the Kingdom of Siam, and that ſay- 
ling in a Junk of his, laden wich merchandiſe, and bound for Liampso, he had ſuffered ſhip- 
wrack , whence be had miracu.ouſly eſcaped with all his company ; and for that he had voy» 
ed tro make a pilgrimage to this holy place, to praiſe God for preſerving him from ſo great 2 
peril, he was now come to perform bis vow ; alſo to craye ſomewhat of him by way of 'alms, 
rehereby bis poverty might be relieved, proteſting Within three years to render him twice as 
much as he ſhouid chen cake from him : whereupon the Hermic, named Hiticon, having mu- 
ſed a little on the matter, and fixing his eye on Antenio de Faria: Whoever thok art, \aid he 


* unto hun, know that 1 W—_ underſtand what thou ſayeſt, and that 1 percerve but too well thy 


damnable intention, wherewub ont of the obſcurity of thy blindneſs , like an infernal pilot ,' thou 
carrieſt both thy ſelf, and theſe others, mio the profound abyſs of the lake of night : for inſtead of 
rendring thanks ts God for ſo great a favour 45 thoy confeſſeſt be hath ſhewed thee, thou come?

thrive by it all the reſt of my life, Amonio de Faria ſeeming to approve of the counſel which 
the old Hermic gzve him, eaineiily defired him nor to be diſpleaied, affuring him that he had 
no orher means or way left to relieve him and his, but what he could find in that place : To 
which che Hermic,wringing his4hands, and lifting up his eyes, ſaid weeping. Prazſed be thoy, 
O Lord, that permitteſt men to live on the earth, who offend thee under pretext of ſceking means 
ts live, and that vouchſafe not ro ſerve thee one hour, although they know how aſſured thy glory 
#, After te had uttered theſe words, he remained yery penhye and much troubled co ſee the 
ercat diſo:der we uſed in breaking up the cofhns, and flinging them our of their places z ar 
lengch looking upon Antonio de Faria, who food leaning upon his ſword, be intreared him co 
fit down by bim, which he did wich a great deal of complement, not defifting for all char from 
making ſigns to his ſouldiers to perfilt as they bad begun, chat was, to take the filyzr which was 
ringled among tne bones of che dead in che combs that they brake up 5 whereat the Hermit 
was 10 grieved 2s he feil down twice in a ſwoon from his ſear; bur being come to himſelf, be 
{pake thus ro Avromo de Faria; I will declare wntethee,as to aman that ſeems diſcreet the means 
whereby thou mayſt obtain pardon for the ſin which thow and thy people not» commu , to th: 
end hat thy ſoul may not periſh eternally, when as the laſt breath 'þ thy mouth ſhall go out of thy 
body : Sering then, as thou ſayeſt, that it u meceſſuty conſtrains thee to offend in this grievous 
manuer , aud that thon haſt a purpoſe to maks reſtitution before thou dieſt , of that thou takeſt 
away from hence ; if theu baſt time and power, thou muſt do theſe three things : Firſt, thoa 
muſt render again wha thou now carrieſt away, that the Sovereign Lord may not qurn bis 
mercy from thee : Secondly , thou muſt with tears ack him forgiveneſs for thy fault, which 
5 ſo odious uzto him , never ceaſing to chaſtiſe thy fleſh both day and might : And thirdly, 
thou mnſt diſtribute thy goods to the peor , as liberally as to thy ſelf , giving them alms with 
prudence and diſcretion , to the exd the ſervant of the night may have nothing to accuſe thee 
of at the laſt day. Now, for recompence of this counſel , 1 deſire thee to command thy follow- 
ers to gather together the bones of the Saints , that they may not be diſperſed on the earth, Av» 
tonto de Faria promiſed him very coureouſly to perform his requeſt, wherewich the Hermit 
was a lircle bercer at qujet then before, but yer noc fully ſatisfied ; howbeic he (pake hun very 
fiir-, and aflurcd him that after be bad once ſcen him, he very much repented the under- 
rcking of this enterpriſe , but his ſouldiers had threatned co kill him, if he return?d with» 
' Out executing of it, and this he told him as a vety great ſecret ; God grant it be ſo, replyed 
the H:rmic , for that thou ſhalt not be ſo blame worthy as theſe other monſters of the nig bt, which 
are ſo greedy , like to fami(hed dogs, that it ſeems all the filuer wn the world us not able to ſatiait 


them,

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bones, and carried it aboard our ſhips, we were all of opinion nor ro go any farther to the reft 
of the Hermitages, as Well becauſe we knew noc the Councrey, as for that it was almoſt night, 
upon hope that che next day we mighe continue our enterpriſe more at leiſure, Now before be 
re-imbarqued himſelf, Antonio de Faria took leave of the Hermir, and giving him yery good 
words , he defired him for Gods ſake nor co be offended wich that his followers had done, 
being con(itained chereunco by meer neceſſicy : for as for his particular he exceedingly abhor- 
r:d ſuch like aRions, adding wichall, that as che firſt fight of him he would have returned back, 
our of the remorſe of conſcience, and crue repentance ; but char his had hindred 
him , ſaying , tharif he did fo, chey would ſurely kill him ; ſo that for co ſave his life he was 
compelled to yield and conſent chercunco, chough he plainly ſaw chac it was a very great fin, 
in regard whereof he was reſolved,as ſoon as be,could rid his hands of chem,co go up and down 
the world to perform ſuch penance as was requifice for the purging of him from ſo enormous 
a crime. - Hexeunto che Hermic anſwered , Pleaſeth rhe Lord, who living , reigneth above 
the beauty of the ſtars, that the — which , by this diſcourſe , thou fheweſt to 
have, be not prejudicial wno thee ; For I be aſſured, that be who knows theſe things, 
4:4 doth thens not , runs a far greater danger, then be that fins through ignorance, Then one 
of ours, named Nuno Coelho , who would needs have an oar in our calk, cold him, chat he 


th:2eſcore T alagreper, behides forty Mempgrepos,appointed to furniſh chem wich things requi- 
he for their maintenance, and ro arcend them when they were ſick : moreover he asxed him, 
whether the King of ({ þiza came not ſometimes chicherz he cold him, No, for, ſaid he, th2 
King cannot be condemned by any body, he is the ſon of che Sun, bur contratily he had power 
to abſolve every one. Then he enquired of hun if chere were any arms in their Hermirages ? O 
no, aniwered the Hermit, for all ſuch as pretend to go to heaven have more need of patience to 
mndure injuries , then of arms to revenge themſelves > Being alſo defirous ro know of him the 
cauſe why ſo much filver was minyled with the bones of the dead. The filver, replied the Her- 
mit , comes of the alms that the deceaſed carry with them out of this in'o the other life , for 
to ſerve them at their need 1s the heaven of the Moon, where they live eternal'y: In cox- 
clnſon, having demanded of him whether they had any women, te ſaid, That they which 
would maintain the life of their ſouls , onght not to taſte the pleaſures of the firſh, ſeeing ex- 
perience made it apparent , that the Bee which nouriſheth ber ſelf in an ho-y-comb, doth of- 
ter ſting ſuch as offer to medals with that ſweetneſs.

This Hermic ſeeing bimſels ſo menaced, anſwered, Thet 
an holy man, named Pi/ax Angrroo came about midnight to the houſe of the Kings Sepulrurcs,

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where knocking in haſte at the gate, he cryed our, ſaying ; O miſerable men. buried in the 
drunkenneſs of carnal ſleep, whoby a ſolemn vow have profeſt your ſelves ts the bononr of the 
Goddeſs Amida, the rich reward of our labours, hear, hear, hear, O the moſt wretched men 
that ever were boyn ; There are ſtrangers come mto our Iſland,' from the furtheſt erd of the 
world, which bave loug beards, and bodies of Iron ; theſe wicked crearures have enired into 
the Holy Houſe of the ſeven and twenty Pullars, of whoſe ſacred Temple an boly man ts keeper, 
that hath told me, where after they had ranſacked the rich treaſures f the damnts, they cone 
remspt wonſly threw their bones ,to the ground, which they prophaned with their ſlinkiag and in- 
feftiom ſpitting , and made a mockery of them like Devils, obſtinate and hardad is their 
wretched ſins ; wherefore 1 adviſe you to look well to your ſelves; for it ts ſaid, that they bave 
ſworn to kyll 144 all as ſoon as it ts day 3 Fly away then, or call ſome people 10 your ſuccanr, 
ſince being Religious men you are not permitted to meddle with any thing that may ſhed the 
blood of man, Herewith they preſently aroſe and ran to the gace , where they tound che 

2rmite laid on the ground, and half dead with grief and wearineſs chrough che imbeci!li- 
ty of his age ; whereupon the Grepos and Aſemgrepos made thoſe fires that you ſaw, and 
withall ſent in all haſte to the Towns of Corps/ems, and Fonbana, for to ſfuccour them ſpee- 
dily wich che Forces of the Country ; ſo that you may be affured it will not be long before 
they fall upon this place with all the fury that may be. Now this us all that I am able to 
ſay concerning the truth of this aff air ; wherefore I deſire you to return ua both unto our Her- 
mitage with onr lives ſaved ; for if you do not ſo you will commit a greater ſin , then you did 
Jefterday : Remember alſo that God, in regard of the continuall penance we perform, hath ta- 
hen 14 f4 far into his protelt;on , as he doth viſit us almoſt every hour of the day ; wherefore la- 
bour to ſave your ſelves 4s much as you will , yet ſhall you hardly do it ;, For be ſure, that the 
earth, the arr, the winds, the waters, the beaſts, the fiſhes, the fowls, the trees, the plants, and 
all things created, will purſue and torment yeu ſo cruelly, as none but he that lives in heaven 
will be able to help you. Antomo de Faria being hereby certainly informed of the truth 
of the bulineſs failed inſtantly away , teating his hair and beard for very rage, to fee that 
through his negligence and indiſcrecion he had loſt the faireſt occation that ever he ſhould 
be able ro meet wichall, 


| CHAP; XXVI. 
Our caſting away in the Gulf of N:nquin , with all that befell ws after 
this lamentable Shipmwr ack, 


We had already ſailed ſeven dayes in the Gulf of Na-qai» , to the end that the force 
of the Current mighe catry us the more ſwiftly away, as men whoſe ſafery conlift- 
ed wholly in flight z for we were ſo deſolate and (ad , tha: we ſcarce ſ{pake one to znother ; 
In the mean time we arrived at a Village, called Syſequerizz , Where no nzws being come 
eicher of us, or what we bad done, we furniſhed our ſelves with ſome ViRtual, ard get- 
ting Information yery covertly of the courſe we were to hold, we departed within two 
hours after, and then,with che greate{i ſpeed we could make, we entred into a fireight, na- 
med Xa/mgas , much leſs frequented then the Gulf chat we had paſt ; h:re we naviga- 
ted nine dayes more, in Which cime we ran an bundred and forty leagues, then entring a- 
94in into the ſaid Gulf of Narguin, Which in that place was not above ten or eleven leagues 
broad, we ſailed for the ſpace of thirteen dayes from one fide co another wich a Welterly 
winde, exceedingly afflited, both with the great labour we were fain to endure, and the 
cruel fear we were in, beſides the want we began to feel of ViRtuals : In this caſe being 
come within fght of che mountains of Conxizacau , which are in the height of forty and 
one degrees, there aroſe ſo terrible a South winde, called by the Chineſes, T wfaon, as it could 
not poſſibly be thought a natural thing ; ſo that our Veſſels being low built, weak, and with- 
out Mariners, we were reduced t6 ſuch extremity , that out of all hope to eſcape we ſuffer. 
ed our ſelyes to be driven along the Coaſt, as the cutrent of the water would catry us ; for 
we held ic more ſafe to venture our ſelves amongſt che Rocks, then to let us be ſwallowed 
up in the midſt of the Sa; and though we had choſen this dzfign , as the better and 
leſs painful, yer did it nor ſucceed ; for after dinner the windg turned to the North-weſt, 
whereby the Waves became ſo high, that ie was moſt dreadful ro behold ; Our fear then 
Was ſo extream, as we began to caſt all that we had into the Sea, eyen to the Cheſts full of 
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| Silyer : That done, we cut down our two Maſts, and ſo withour Maits and Sails we loz- 
| | ed along ail the reſt of the day ; at length abour midnight we heard them in Antonio de 
Faria's Veſlel cry, Lord have mercy upon #«, which perſwaded us that they were calt a» 

1% way ; the apprehenſion whereof pur us in ſuch a fright , as for an hour together no man ſpake 
0140 a word, Having paſt all chis ſad night in ſo miſerable a plight, about an hour before day 
| | our Veſſel opened about the Keel, fo thar jt was hel full of water eight ſpans high, 

J' | whereupon perceiving our ſelves to fink , we verily believed," ic was the good pleaſure of 
| + God that in this place we ſhould finiſh boch our lives and labours : As ſoon then as it was 

day we looked out to Sex, as fat as poſſibly we could diſcern , but could ro way diſcover 
Amtonio de Faria, Which put us quite out of heart ; and ſo continuing in this great aflition 

[ cill about ten of che clock, with ſo much terror and amazement, as words are not abl: to 
| expreſs ; at laſt we ran againſt the Coaſt, and eyen drowned as we were, the Waves rolled 
us coward a point of Rocks.that ſtood out into the Sea, where we were no ſooner arrived 

4B bur that all went to pieces, inſomuch that of five and twenty Portagals , _ we were, 
I op chere Were bur fourteen ſaved,the other eleven being drowned, rogether with eighteen Chri- 
| ſian Servants, and ſeven Chineſe Mariners. This miſerable diſaltter hapned on a Munday, 
the fifch of Auguſt, in the year one thouſand five hundred forty and ro, for which che

| | f Se&,z; We fourteen Portugals , having eſcaped our of chis ſhipwrack by che meer mercy of 
| God, ſpent all chat Jay, and the night following, in bewalling our miſ-fortune, and che 


wretched eſtate whereunto we were reduced ; but in the end conſulting together, what 
courſe to take for to give ſome remedy thereunto z we concluded to enter into the Country, 
hoping that far or neer we ſhould nor fail co meet with ſome body, that taking us for ſlaves 
Fr would relieve us wich meat , cill ſuch crime as ic ſhould pleaſe Heaven to rerminate our 
(21 travels wich the end of our lives. With this reſolution we went ſome fix or ſeven leagues 
THEY ovzr rocks and hills, and on the other (ide diſcovered a great Marſh, ſo large and void, as ic 
[// | palt the reach of our fight, there being no appearance of any land beyond it 5 which made 
bs us turn back again, towards the ſame place where we were caſt away ; being arrived there 
the day after about Sun-ſer, we found upon the ſhore the bodies of our men, which the Sea 

had calt up, over whom we commenced our ſorrow and lamentations, and the nexc day we 

buried them in the ſand, to keep them from b2irg deyoured by the Tygers, whereof that 

Country is full, which we performed with much labour and pain, in regard we had no 0- 

ther tools for tha purpoſe bur our hands and nails; After theſe poor bodies were interred 

we 20t us into a Marſh, where we ſpenc all che night, as the ſaf:ft place we conld chuſe 

to preſerve us from the Tygers : From thence w2 continued our journey towards the North, 

nd that by ſuch Precipices and thick Woods, as we had much ado to paſs through them, 

Having <ravelled in this mannet three dayes, at length we arrived at a little fireight, wich- 

out meeting any body, oyer the whici refolying to ſwim, by ili fortune the four hit that 

entred into it, heing three Portugals and a young youth, were miſerably drowned ; for being 

: very fee>le, and the freight ſomewhat broad, and che current of the water very firong, they 

{| were not able to hold our any longer when they came tothe midit ; {o we eleven,wich three 
ſervants that refnained, ſeeing the inforrunate ſucceſs of our componions, could do nothing 
bur weep and lament , as men that hourly expeRed ſuch or a woric end, Having ſp-nc all 
tiat dark night, expoſed to the winde, cold,and rain, it pleaſed our Lord that the next morn- 
ing before day we diſcovered a great fire towards the Eaſt ; whereupon as ſoon as the day 
; broke, we marched fair and ſofriy that way, recommending our ſelves to that Almighty G-d 
from whom alone we could hope for a remedy to our miſeries ; and ſo continuing our jour- 
> | ney all wy - the River, the moſt parr of that day, at laſt we came to a little wood, where 

| % we found hve men making of coals, whom on our knees we beiought for Gods ſzke to 
dire&t us to ſome place where we might ger ſome relief ; / would, ſaid one of them 

teholdipg us with an eye of pitie , it /ay in our power to help you, but alas ! all the comfort 

Wo 74 we cav give you is to beſtow ſome part of onr Supper on Jow, which us a little rice, where- 
with you may paſs this night here with ms if you will , though 1 hold it better for you to pro» 
ceed on Jour way , and recover the place you ſee a little below , where you ſhall finde an Hoſ- 
pital that ſerves to lodge ſuch Pilgrims as chance to come mo theſe quarters, Having thank- 
ed him for his good adoreſs, we fell to the Rice they gave us, which came but ro two 
mouthfuls apiece , and ſo took our leaves of them, going diretly to the place they had ſhew- 
ed us, as well as our weakneſs would permic, About 
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About an hour within nighe,we arrived at the Hoſpical, where we mer with four men, that $c&.z; 


had the charge of it, who received us very charicably : The next morning as ſoon as it was 
day, chey demanded of us, what we were, and from whence we came ? Thereuti:o we anſwe- 
red, char we were firangers, natives of the Kingdom of S;am, and that coming from the Port 
of Liampoo co go tothe fiſhing of Nangain, we were calt away at Sea by the yiolence of a 
form, having ſaved nothing out of this ſthipwrack , bur choſe-our miſerable and naked bodies. 
Whereupon demanding of us again, What we intended to do, and whicher we would go ; we 
replyed, that we purpoſed to go to che Ciry of Nanguin, thereto imbarquz our ſelves as ;ow- 
ersin the firſt Laxteaa that ſhould pur to $:4, for to paſs unto ( antan, where our Councry- 
men,by the permiſſion of the —— z Exerciſed their erafique under the proceRion 
of che ſon of che Sum, and Lyor d in che chrone of the world ; wherefore we defired 
them for Gods cauſe to let us ſtay in char Hoſpital, until we had recovered our healths,and to 
beſtow any poot cloches on us to coyer our nakedneſs. After they had given good ear unto 
us 3 It were reaſon,anſwered they, to grant you that which you require wich ſo much earneſt» 
neſs,and cears;bur in regard che Houſe is now very poor,we cannot ſo eafily diſcharge our du- 
ties unto you a8 We ſhould, howbeic, we will do what we may with a yery good will Then 
quice naked,as we were,they lead us all about the Village,concaining ſome forty or fifty fires, 
more or leſs; che inhabitancs whereof were exceeding poor, having no orher living but what 
they got by the labour of their hands, from whom they drew by way of alms ſome ewo Tac 
in money, half a ſack of ric2, a licele meal, aricot beans,onions,and a few old rags, wherewith 


of che Stock of the Hoſpital:Bur wherzas we deſired that we mighe be permicced to ſtay there, 
they excuſed chemſelves, ſaying,that no poor might remain there aboye three days, or five at 
the moſt, unleſs it were lick people, ot women with child, of whom ſpecial care was to be 
had, becauſe in cheir uni could nor travel without endangering their lives, where- 
fore they could for no ocher perſons whatſoever tranſgreſs that Ordnance, which had of anci- 
enc time been inſticured by che advice of very learn:d and religious men ; nevercheleſs, char 
three lezgues from chence,we ſhould in a great Town, called $:/e3:acan, find a very rich hoſpi- 
rat, where all ſorrs of poor people were enrterrained, & that there we ſhould be far berrer look- 
ed unto th2n in cheir houſe, which was poor, and agreeable to the plzce of its ſcituation 3 ro 
which end thy vyould give us a letter of recommendation, by means whereof we ſhould in- 
continently be received. For cheſe good offices yve rendred them infinice thanks, & told them 
thar God vyould reward chem for ic,fince chey did ic for his ſake ; yvhereupon an old man,on2 
of thoſe four , taking the Speech-upon him , /+ is for that conſideration alone we do it, anſwe- 
red-h2, 4»d not in regard of the world ; for God and the world are greatly different in matters 
of works , and of the intention which one may have in' the doing of them ; For the world being 
poor and miſerable 44 it ts, can grove nothing that u good ; whereas God us infonutely rich , and 
4 friend to the poor , that in the heighth # their offi Bions praiſe him with patience and bunmi- 
lity; The world i revengeful, but God 1s ſuffering ; the world is wicked, God is all goodneſs ; 
the world is gluttonoas, God is a lover of abſtiience; the world is mutinous and turbelent, 
Ged is quiet and praceable ; the wild it a lyar and full of diſſimsulation to them that belong to 
it , God 4 always true, free, and merciful to rhems that invoke hins by prayer ; the world is ſen- 
ſual and covetona, God is liberal, and purer then the light of the Sun, or ftart, or then thoſe 
other lamps which are far more excellent then they that appear to our eyes, and are always pre» 
ſent before bis mooſt reſplendent face ; the world is full of irreſolution and falſhood, wherewuh 
it emtrtains it ſelf in the ſmoak; of its vain-gloty , whereas God is conſtant in his truth, to the 
end that thereby the hamble may poſſeſs glory in all ſincerity of heart , In a word, the world 
1s full of folly and 1gnor ance ; contrarily,God is the fountain of wiſdom ; wherefore, my friends, 
alhough 'you be reduced to ſo pitiful an eſtate, do you not for all that diſtruſt bis promiſes ; 
for be aſſured he will not fail you, if you do not render your ſelves _—_— of bu favanrs, 
n regard it was never found that he was at any time wanting to bu ; it, they that art 
blinded by the world are of another opinion', when as they ſee themſelves oppreſſed with pover- 
ty, and deſpiſed of every body. Having uſed this Speech to us,he gay? us aletrer of recommen- 
dation to the Bror of the other Hoſpital, whicher vve vvere to go, and ſo we deparred 
about noon, and arrived at the Town an hour or two before Sun-ſer. The fick thing vve did, 
vvas £O go tothe houſe of rhe repoſe of the poor z fot ſo the Chineſes call the Hoſpitals; There 
yve delivered our lerrers ro the Maſters of chat Society, which they term Tamgories , vyhom 
O73 we 


we made the beſt ſhifr we could gover and aboye this chey beſtowed two T acis more on us our | 
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ſomewhat whiter, whoſe poverty will manifeſtly appear to your epes , whereby = o Judge 
en C4 


we found altogether in a Chamber,where they were aflembled abour che affairs of the poor , 
After they had received che letter with a kind of complement, chat ſeemed very firange co us, 
chey commanded che Regiſter to read ir; whereupon he ſftocd up and read thus to chem that 
were fitting at the Table : We the pooreſt of the poor , unworthy to ferve that Sovereign Lord, 
whoſe works are ſo admirable, as the Sun, and the ſtars that twinck/e in the he , during the 
darkxeſs of the might do teſtifie: Hawing been eletted to the ſucceſſion of this his houſe of 
Buatendoo, ſcituated in this Village of Carthorau , with all anne of reſpet and hononr , ds 
beſeech your bumble perſons, admitted to the ſervice of the Lord, that out of a z.tal of chay;.. 
13, you will lodge and favonr theſe fourteen ſtrangers, whereof three are tawny, the other eleven 


how much reaſon we have to preſent this requeſt unto you; for that they have away, 
with all their merchandiſe,in the zmpetuons waters of the Sea, that with their accuſtomed fi 
have laid the execution of the eAlmighty hand them , which for a juſt puniſhment th 
often permit ſuch like things ts happen z for to = us how dreadful his judgements are, Jrom 
which may it pleaſe him to deliver ua all at the day of death , to the end we may not ſee the in- 
dignation of bus face.This letter being read,they cauſed us preſently co be lodged in a very near 
Chamber,accommodated with a Table,and divers Chairs, where aftergve had been ſerved with 
good meat, we refed our ſelves-that night : The next morning the Regiſter came along with 
che reſt of che Officers, and demanded of us who we were , of what Nation , and where- 
abour we had ſuffzred ſhipwrack ; whereunto we anſwered,as we had done before, to thoſe 
of the Village from whence we came, that we might not be found in two tales,and convinced 
of lying ; whreupon having furcher enquired of us yyhat we meant todozwero'd them that 
our intention Was to get Our ſelves curedin that houſe,if ic pleaſed them co permir us,in regard 
we were ſo weak and lickly as we could ſcarce Rand upon our legs : To which they replyed 
that they would very willingly ſee that performed for us,as a tiung that was ordinarily done 
there for the ſervice'of Gody for the which we thanked them weeping , wich ſo much ac« 
knowledgement of their goodneſs and charity, as the tears ſtood in their eyes z 10 that pre» 
ſently ſending for a Phyſician,they bid him look carefully co'us, for that we were poor flocks, 
and had no other means but what we had from the houſe ; That done, he took our names in 
writing, and ſer them down in a great book ; whereunto we all of us ſer our hands, ſaying, 
it was neceſſary ic ſhould be ſo, that an account might be rendred of che expence yas to be 
made for us. 7 

Having ſpent eighteen days in this Hoſpical, where we were ſufficiently provided for with 


all things neceflary, it pleaſed God that we vonghly recovered our healths ; ſo that feeling 


our ſelyes ſtrong enough to travel, we departed from for to go toe place,called Zuzo 
avg ances,ſome five leagues from that Hoſpital, where we arrived about Sun-ſer ; Now in re- 
vard we were very weary, we ſat us down upon the fide of a fountain, that Rood at the en- 
rrance.of that Village, bzing much perplexed and unreſolved what way to take : Inthe mean 
time, they -which came to fetch watet ſecing us fir there in ſo ſad an equipage, returned with 
their pirchers empty, and adyertifing the inhabicants of ic , che moſt of chem came preſently 
forthto. us : Then wondring much, becauſe they had never ſeen men like unto us, they gathe- 
r:d altogether,as if they would conſult thereupon ; and after they had a good while debated 
one With another, they ſent an old woman to demand of us what people we were, and why 
we ſar ſo about that fountain,from whence they drew all che water they uſed : Hereunto we 
anſwered,that we were poor rangers , natives of the Kingdom of $:«m, who by a ſtorm ac 
$:2 were caſt upon their Countty, in that miſerable plight wherein they beheld us. Tell me, 
replyed ſhe, what courfe would you have us totake for you, and what reſolyz youto do, for 
here is no houſe for the repoſe of the poor whereinto you may be received ? To theſe words 
on? of our company anſwered With tears in his eyes,and a gefiute conformable ro our dehgn,. 
that God, being chat which he was , would never abandon ns with bis Almighty hand, buc 
would couch their hearts co take compaſſion of us,and our poverty ; and further,that we were 

reſolved to travel in that miſerable caſe yve vyere in till we had the good fortune to arrive at 

the City of Na»guin, vybere we defired to pur our ſelyes into the Lenteaas, there to ſerve for 

rowers to the Merchants that ordinarily went from thence to Cantavo, and ſoto get to Com- 

hay, where great ftore of our Country Junks uſually lay, in vyhich vy2 vould imbarque out 

ſelves, Thereupon having ſomewhacr 6 Lane opinion of us then before ; Seeing you are, ſaid 


ſhe, ſuch as you deliver, haye a lictle patience till I come again, and cell you what gheſe __ 
| | reſo:ye 
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reſolye to do wich you ; wherewith ſhe returned co thoſe Country people, which were about 
ſome hundred perſons, wich whom ſhe encred into a great conteſtation ; bur at length ſhe 
came back wich one of their Prieſts, atcired in a long gown of red damask, vyhich is an orna- 
ment of chiefeſt dignicy among chem ; in chis equipage he came to us with an handfull of ears 
of corn in his hand 3 Then having commanded us ro approach unco him, we preſently obeyed 
him with all kind of reſpeR 5 bur he lizcle regarded ir,ſeeing us ſo poor ; yhereupon after he 
had thrown che ears of corn into the founcain, he willed us co put our hands upon chem,which 
we accordingly having done :. 70s are to confeſs, ſaid he unto us, by this holy and ſolemn oath, 
that now you take in my preſence upon theſe two ſubſtances of bread and water, which the high 
Creator of all things bath made by bis holy will to ſuſtain and nouriſh all that is born jms the 
world, during the pilgrimage of this life, whether that which you told this woman bar now be 
true ; for upon that condition we will grve you lodging im this village conformably to the chari- 
ties we are bound to exerciſe towards Gods poor people ; whereas contrarily, if it be not ſo, I com- 
mand you in. bis Name that you preſently get you gone , upgn yain of being bitten aud deſtroyed 4 
the teeth of che gluttonons Serpent, that makys bis abode in the bottoms of the houſe of / 

Hereunto we anſwered, chat we had ſaid noching bur yyhat vyas moſt true ; wherewith the 
Prieft remaining ſatisfied z fince you are, ſaid he, ſuch as you ſay, come youalong boldly 
with me, and rely on my word : Then returning wich us to the inhabirants of che place', he 
cold them chat they might beſtow cheir alms upon us withour offence, and that he gave them 


permiſſion ſd to do ; vhereupon we Were preſently conduRted to the Village, and lodged 


in the porch of their Pagode, or Temple, where yve vvere furniſhed with ail that was needful 
for us, and had two mars given us to lie upon : The next morning as ſoon as it was day, we 
yyent up and down the {ireer, begging from door to door, and got four Taess in hiver, 
herewith vve ſupplied our moſt preſſing neceſſicies. Afcer this vys vvent away to another 
place, called X;anguulca, that was not above two leagues from that, with a reſolution to tra- 


vel inthat ſor, as it were in pilgrimage, toche City of Nanguin, to vyhich it was then ſome 


hundred and forty leagues ; for,we thought that from thence we tnighic go to Cantane, where 
our ſhips traded at that time z and it may be our deſign had ſucceeded, had it not been for ill 
fortune. About ey:n-ſong we arrived at that village, yvhere we ſate us down under the ſha- 
dow of a great tree thar flood by it ſelf ; but it was our ill hap to meet with three boyes that 
kept certain cattel there, who no ſaoner perceived us, but betaking chem to their heels, they 


. cried our, Thieves, thieves ; vyhereat the inhabicancs came inftancly running our, armed with 


lances and croſ-bowes, ctying out, Stop the thieyes, op the thieves ; and fo perceivitg us, 
that fled from chem, they mauld us cruelly with tones and Raves, in ſuch manner as we were 
all of — -orkger, hurt, eſpecially Onz of our boyes that died upon ic , Then ſeizing on us, 
they tied our arms behind us, and leading us like priſoners inco the village, they ſo beat and 

ﬀered us with their filts , as they had almoſt killed us ; then they plunged us into x ciftern 
cf ſtanding water , that reached up to ourwaſtes , whetein were a great number of horſe- 
leeches ; In this miſerable place we remained two dayes , which feemed two hundred years 
0 us, having neither reſt, nor any thing to eat all that time : Ar laſt ,'it was our good for- 
rune, that aman of. Zxzoargarce, from whence we came, paſſing by, chanced to under- 
ſtand how we had been uſed by thoſe of the Village , and thereupon went and told them, 
chat they did us great wrong to take us for thieves, for that we were-poor ſtrangers, which 
had been caſt away by a ſtorm at Sea, wherefore they had commicted a great fin to im- 
priſon, and handle us in that foxt ; The report of this man wroughe fo effeftually with them, 
that we were preſently taken our of the ciſtern, beipg all gore blood wich the ſucking of 
the borſe-leeches ; and I verily believe. that if we had Rayed there bur one day longer, we 
had all of us been dead : So we deparced from this place abour evening, and bewailing our 
bad fortune, continuing on our yoyage, 


After our departure from X:avguxlea, we arived at a Village, inhabited by very poor $eR.s; 


people, where we met with three men that were pilling Flax , who as ſoon as they ſaw us 
forſook their work, and fl:d baſtily away into a wood of Firr trees; there they cryed out 
to thoſe that paſſed by to rake heed of us for that we were thievesz whereupon fearing to 
incur the ſame danger whence we ſo lately eſcaped, we got us away preſently from chat 
Place, although it was almoſt night, and continued our journey in the rain and. the dark, 


without knowing whither we went, till we came to a gate where Catrel were kept, and 


there we lay the reſt of the night upon a lictle heap of dug z the next morniog as ſoon as 
i, 
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ic vvas day yve got again into the yyay vyhich ye had left, and not long after vve diſcovered . 
from che top of a liccle hill a grear plain full of crees, and in the midR thereof a very fair 
Houſe hard by a Riyer , vybicher forchwich vve vvenc, and ſate us down by a fountain thar 
vvas before the oucer gate, vyhere vve remained ewo or three hours vithour ſeeing any bo. 
dy ; at length,a young Gentleman abour fixreen or ſeyenteen years of age came Tor upon 

a very good Horſe, accompanied vvith four men on for, vyhereof one carried cwo H 
and another five N:vatores, vyhich are Fowls reſembling our Pheſancs, vvith a Goſ-Hawk 
on his fit, and chree or four couple of Spaniels at his heels ; yyhen this Gentleman came 
at us he ftaid his Horſe , ro ask us yyho vye vvere, and yyhither vye yyould haye any thing 
vvich him. Hereunto we anſwered as well as we could , and made him an ample Relati- 
on of the yviole event of our ſhipwrack ; vyherear he ſeemed co be very ſorry, as we could 
gather by his countenance , ſo chat ere he went, Stay there, ſaid be unto us, for by and by I 
vvill ſend you what you have need of, and that for his ſake char with a glory of great riches 
lives reigning in th2 higheſt of all che Heavens. A licrle after he ſent an old woman for 
; vvbich vvas apparelled in a long-garment, with  Chaplec hanging down, on her neck, 
The good Dame coming to us, The ſon of him, ſaid ſhe, vvhom we hold for Maſter in chis 
houſe, and vvhoſe Rice we eat, hath ſent for you, follow me then: with all humility, co che 
end you-may nor. ſeem idle fellows to choſe that ſhall ſee yous and ſuch as} beg only co 
be exempced from getting your living by the labour of your S; This ſaid, vyc encred 
with her into 2n outward Court, all about invicomed'vvith Galleries , as if it had been ſome 
Cloiker ot Religious perſons; on the vvalls whereof were painted divers women on Horſe- 
back, going on huncing wich Hawks on their fiſts ; over the gare of this Court was a 
oreat arch very richly engraven, in the midi whereof hung a Scutcheon of Arms, in the 
faſhion of a Shield, faitned co a filyer Chaim ; wichin ic was a man painted almoſt in the 
form of a Tortozs, with the feer up, and the head downwards ; and round about it theſe 
words were read for a device , /ngualec finguan, potim aquaras , that is to ſay, Sou it with 
all that appertains to me; We learnt afterwards, that by this Monſter the Figure of the 
vyorld was repreſented, which the Chineſes depaint in this manner, to demonitrate that there 
18 nothing in ic but falſhood, and ſo to diſ-abuſe all them chart make ſuch account of ir, by 
making them to ſee how all things in it are turned upſide down, Out of this Court we 
went up a broad pair of airs, made. of fair hewed ſtone, and entred into a great Hall, 
where a woman of about fifty years of age, was ſer. upon a Tapeſtry Carper , having ewo 
young Genclewomen by her fide, char were exceeding fair, and richly apparelled, with 
chains of Pearl about their necks, and hard by them was a reverend old man laid upon a 
liccle bed , whom one of the two Gentlewomen fanned with a Vemtiloe ; at his Beds bead 
ftood che young Gentleman that had ſenc for us, and a lircle further off upon another Car- 
pet nine young maids, cloth:d in Crimſon and whice Damask, (ate ſewing ; as ſoon as 
we came before the old man. we fell on our knees, and asked an alms of him , beginning 
our ſpeech with tears, and in the beſt cerms that the time and our neceſſities could inſpire us 
wich; whereupon the old Lady beckning to us with her hand, Come, weep no more, ſud ſhe, 
for ut grieves me much to ſee you weep ſo many tears, 1t 1s ſufficient that 1 know you deſire 
an alms of us ; then the old man that lay in the bed ſpake unto us , and demanded whe- 
ther any of us knew what was good for a Fever?Whereart the young G-ntlewoman chat fan- 
ned him, nor able to forbear ſmiling; S:r, (aid ſhe, they have more need that you would be 
pleaſed to give order for the ſatufying of their bunger, then to be queſtioned about a matter 
which it 14_likgly they. are a. 1 wherefore me thinks it were better firſt to give them 
what they want, and afterwards to talk, with them about that which concerns theng leſs '; For 
theſe words che Mocher ceprehending_ her, Go to, ſaid ſhe, you will ever be prating when you 
ſhould not z but ſurely I ſhall make you leave this cuſtom ; whereunto the daughter (miling, 
replied, That you ſhall when you pleaſe , but in the. mean time 7 beſeech you, let theſe poor 
ffrangers have ſomething to eat 8 For all chis the old man would nor give oy:r queſtioning 
us ; for he demanded of vs who we were, of what Country, and whither we were going ; be» 
ſid:s many other ſuch Jike things > To which we anſwered as occafion required , and re- 
counted unto him, how, when, and in what place we had ſuffeted ſhipwrack ; as alſo 
how many of our company were drowned, and that chus wandring we travelled up and 
down not knowing whicher ro addreſs our ſelves, This anſwer rendred the o'd man pen- 
five for a while, uncil at 1:vgth turnipg him to his fon , Well now, ſaid he unto —__ _ 

. thinke 
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thinkeſt thou of thac which chou haſt heard theſe rangers deliver ? It were good for thee 
co imprint ic well in thy memory , co the end it may teach thee to know God better, 
and give him thanks for that he hach given thee a Father, who'to exempt thee from «he la- 
bours and neceflicies of this life, hath parted wich three of the goodlie( things in this Coun» 
ry » whereof the leaſt is worth aboyz a hundred chouſand Taeis, and beſtowed them on 
thee, bur thou art of a humour more inclined to kune a Hare, then to retain this which 
I now tell cheezThe young Gentlemann made no reply, but ſmiling looked upo' his Silters, 
Then the old man cauſed meat to be brought unto us before him, and conimanded us to fall 
co it , as we moſt willingly did ; whereat he took great pleaſure, in regard his tlomack ws 
quice gon2 with his ſickneſs, bur his young daughters much mote ,. who with their brother 
did nothing bur laugh co ſee us feed our ſelyes with our hands ; for that is contrary to the cu- 
ftom which is obſery2d throughout the whole Empire of China, where the Inhabicants ac 
their meat carry it to their mouthes with ewo litcle ticks made like a pait of Cizers ; After 
we had given chanks, the old man that had well obſerved us,lifcing up his hands to hea- 
ven, with cears in his eyes, Lord, ſaid he, that lrveſ# reigning un the tranquility of thy high 
wiſdome, 1 land thee in all humility, for that tho permitteſt menthat are ſtrangers, came from 
the fartheſt end of the world, and without the knowledge of thy doirine, to render thee thanks, 
and give thee praiſe according to their weak, capacity ; which makes me believe that thow wilt 
accept of them with as good a will, as if it were ſome great offering of melodions muſick_ agree- 
able ro thine eares, Then he cauſed three pieces of linnen cloth, and four Taezs of Silver to 

be given us , willing us wichall to paſs that night in his houſe, b2caufe it was ſomewhac too 

late for us to proceed on our journey ; This offer we moſt gladly accepred, and with com- 

plements, after che mznner of che Country, we teſtified our chankfuloeſs co him, wherewith 

him(ſel&, his wife, and his ſon reſted yery well ſatisfied. 


CHAP. XXVII. 
Onr arrival at th: Town of Taypor , where we were made Priſoners, 
and ſo ſent to the Git) of Nanquin. 
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He next morning by break of day parting from that place, we went to a Village cal- g&.17 


led Finginilau, Which was ſome four leagues from the old Gentlemans houſe , where 
we remained three dayes, and then continuipg travelling from one place to another, and 
from Village to Village, ever declining the great Towns, for fear leſt the Juttice of the 
Country ſhould-call us in queſtion inregatd we were (rangers ; in this manner we ſpent al- 
molt ewo moneths withour receiving the leaſt damage from any body. Now there is no doubt 
bur we mighr eaſily have gor to the Ciry of Naxrquin in that time 1f we had had a guide ; 
but for want of knowing the way we wandred we knew not whither, {uffering much, and 
running many hazirds ; At length we arrived at a Village, named Chaxcer, at ſuch 2 rime 
as they were a ſolemnizipg a fumprtuous Funeral of a very rich woman, that had difinhz- 
nted her kindred, and lefr her eſtate ro the Pagode of this Village, where ſhe was buried, 
as we underitood by che Inhabiranes z We were invited then to this Funeral, as other 
poor people were, and according to the cuſtom of the Country we did eat on the grave 
of the deceaſed : Ar the end of three dayes chat we ſtayed there, which was the time the 
Funeral laſted, we had fix Taes given us for an Alms, conditionally chat in all oor Orat- 
fons we ſhould pray unto God for the ſoul of the departed. Being gone from this place 
ve continued on our journey to another Village, called Ga:napalir, from- whence we were 
almoſt cwo moneths cravellirg from Country ro Country,untill at laſt our ill fortune brought 
usto a Town, named Taypor, where by chance there was at that time a Chumbrin, har is 
to ſay, one of thoſe Super-intendents of Juſtice, char e three years are ſent-chroughout 
the Provinces for to make report unco the King of all chat paſſeth there : This naughty 
man ſecing us go begging from door to door, cailed to us from a window where he was, 
and would know of us who we were, and of what Nation; as alſo what obliged us ro run 
up and down the World in that manner ? Having asked us theſe queſtions in the preſence of 
three Regiſters, and of many other perſons, that were gathered together to behold us z we 
anſwered him , that we were Rrangers, Natives of the Kingdom of . Siam, who being calt 


away by a ſtorm at Sea went thus travelling and begging our living, to the end we might ſu- - 


ſtain our ſelyes with che charity of good people , untill ſuch time as we could arrive at Nan- 
qu, 
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qguin , Whither we were going With an intent to imbarque our ſelves there in ſome of the 

THER: Metchan's Laxteaas for Canton, Where the ſhipping of our Nation lay, This anſwer we made

ſure hold, that we might be forth-coming to anſwer the Law : The Chumbim preſently fol- 
| lowed his Clerks advice, and catried himſelf roward us with as much barbarous cruelty, ag 
- could be expeRed from a Pagan, ſuch as he was, that lived without God or Religion ; To 
ll i which effe& after he had heard a number ef falſe witneſſes, who charged irs with many fowl 
f crimes, whereof we never ſo much as dream'd, he cauſed us ro be pur into a deep dungeon, 
5 with irons on our hands and feer, and great iron collars about our necks ; In this miſerable

|, lj place we endured ſuch hunger, and were ſo fearfully whipped, that we were in perpetual pain 

1 for fix and twenty days together, at the end whereof we were by the ſentence of the ſame

v1 extended not to the condemnation of any priſoner to death, 

# Set.zz We remained fix and twenty days in that cruel priſon, whereof I ſpake before ; and I yow 

| we thought we had been lix and twenty t'ouſand years there,in regard of the great miſery we 

{ ſuffered 1n it, which was ſuch, as ane of our companions called Joane Roderignez Bravo died 

Y in our arms, being eaten up with lice, we being no way able to help him ; and it was almoſt

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000d hap to be ſer at lib2rty. Afcer we had paſſed cloſe nine days in this priſon, being rein- 
barqued , we ſailed up a grear river (even days rogether, ac the end whereof we'atrived at 
Nang#is, As this City 1s th2 ſecond of all che Empire, ſo is it alſo the Crpical of the three 
Kingdoms of L1ampoo,Fanixs, and Sambor ; Herz we lay (ix veeks in priſon , and ſuffered ſo 
much pain and miſecy, as reduced to th laſt excreamities, weudied inſenfibly for want of ſuc- 
cour, not able to do any thing, bur look up ro heaven wich a pitiful eye 3: for icwas our ill for- 
cune to have all char we had flola from us che firſt night we came thicher : This priſon was (o 
oreat, that there were four thouſand priſoners in ic at that time, as we'wetz credibly informs 
ed, ſothat one ſhould hardly/fic down in any place without being robbed; and filled full of 
lice : having layn there a monch and an half, as I ſaid, the Anchacy, who was one of th2 Judges 
before whom our cauſe was.to be gs Hy Weg: per at the Suic of the Arturney 
General, the tenor whereof was, That Laving ſeen and conſidered our proceſs, which the 
(bumbin of T aypor had ſent him,ic appeared by the accufations lid to ourcharge, that we were 
very hainous maletaRors,and though we denied many chiogs, yer in jultice no credit wag to be 
oiven unto us,& therfore that we were to, be/publickly whippes, for co teach us to live berter in 
cime to come, and thar withal our two chumbs ſhould. be cur off, wherewich ic was evident by 
manifeſt ſuſpicions,thac we uſed ro commir robberies,& other vile crimes; & furchermore, chat 
for the remainder of che puniſhmenc. we deſerved,be:referred us to the Aytaw of Batawpine,un- 
co whom ic appertained to take cogniſance of ſuch cauſes,in regard of che Juriſdi&ion that he 
had of life & dearth. This Sentence was pronounced in che priſon, where it had been bercer for us 
co have ſuffered deathyrhen the ſtripes, that we received,for all che ground round about us ran 
with blood upon our whipigg,ſo.chat it was almoſt a miracle,thar of che! eleven which we were, 
nine eſcapedalive,for rwo, of. our company died three days after, beſides one of our ſervints, 


Afces we had been whipped in that manner , I have declared, we were carried into a great Se2-5; 


Chamber, chat was in rhe priſon, where were a number of fick, and dif-aled perſons, lying 
upon beds, and other ways ; There we had preſently our Riripes waſhed, and things applyed 
unto them, whereby we were ſomewhat caſed of our pain, and thar by men, much like unto 
the fraternity of mercy.among the Papiſis , which onely our of charicy, and for the honor of 
God, do tend thoſe thar arefick, and libera'ly furniſh chem with all chings neceſſary. Hz reafrer 
ſome eleven or twelve days,we began co be prettily recoyered,& as we were lamenting our ill 
forcune, for being ſo rigorouſly condemned co loſe our thumbs, ic pleaſed God one morning, 
when as we little dreamt of ir,that we eſpied two men come into the chamber,of a g00d aſpect, 
clothed in long gowns of violet coloured (accin,& carrying white rods in their hands z As (oon 
23 they mins all the ſick perſons in the Chamber cried out, Bleſſed be the Minifters of the 
works of God: whereunto they anſwered,bolding up their rods, Hay it pleaſe God 16 grue you pa- 
rience in your adverſity ; Whereupon having diliributed clothes and money co thoie that w-re 
next to them, they came unto us, and after they had ſaluted us very courreor fly , wich demon=- 
tration of being moyed ar our tears, they asked us who we were, and of whar countrey, as 
alſo why we were impriſoned there 7: vyhereunto vve anſyvered vveeping, that vye vvere fran« 
gers,narives of the Kingdom of S;am,and of a country called Malaca ; that being M-rchants 
and yvell to live, yve bad imbarqued our ſelves yvich our goods, and being bound for Liam- 
poo, yve had been caſt avvay juſt againſt the Ifles of Lamar, having loſt all that vve had, 
and noching left us but our miſeradle-bodies in the caſe they novy ſavy us 3 moreover vve ad- 
ded, thac being thus evil intreated by fortune, arriving at the City of Taypor, the { humbin 
of Julice had cauſed us to be apprehended vyithour any cauſe, laying co our charge, char vve 
vvere thieves and yagabonds , vyho to avoid pains-taking yyent begging from door to door, 
ent2rtaining our ials lazineſs vyith che alms chac vyere given us unjuſtly, vvhereof the Chumbin 
having made informations at his pleaſure, as being, bor Judge and parry, he had laid us in irons 
in the priſon, where for ewo _ forty days ſpace,we had indured incredible pain and hunger, 
and no man would hear usin our juſtifications, as well becauſe we had not wherewithal to 
give preſents for to maintain our right , as for that we-wanced che language of the Country. 
In conclufion, we told them, how in the mean time, withour any cogniſance of the cauſe , we 
had been condemned to be whipped, 2s alſo to have our thumbs curoff, like thieves ; ſo that 
we had atready ſuffered che firſt puniſhment, with ſo much rigour and cruelty, that the marks 
thereof remained but ewo viſibly upon our wretched bodies, and therefore we conjured them 
by che charge they had to ſerve God in aſliſting che afflited, thar chey would nor abandon us 
In this need, che rather for that our extreatn Ry rendred as odious co all the world, & ex- 
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poſed us tothe induring of all affronts. Theſe two men having heard us attentively, re- 
mained very penhv: and am:zzd at our ſpeech z at length lifring up their eyes, all bathed 
with t5ar5, to heaveh, and kneeling down on the ground, O —_ Lord, (aid they, that 
governeſt in the higheſt places, and whoſe patience ts incomprehenſible , be thow evermore bleſſed, 
for that thou art pleaſed: to hearken wnto the complamts of neceſſitous and mſerable men , to 
the end that the great offences > aber cles = thy divine gootineſt by the Miniſters of Tun 
ſtice may not reſt:unpuniſhed , as we hope that by thy holy Law they will be chaſtiſed at one 
time or other. Whereupon they informed cthemielves more amply by thoſe who were 
bout, us, of what we had cold them, and preſently ſending for the Regilter, in whoſe hands 
our {enrence-was, they ftraicly commanded him, that upon pain of grieyovs puniſhment be 
(hould forchwith bring them all the proceedings which had been uſed againſt vs, 2s icſtant- 
ly he did ; now the two Officers, ſeeing there was no remedy for the whipping that w: 
had ſuffered, preſented a Petition in our behalf unto the Charm , whereunto this Anſwer 
was returned* by the Court 3 CAercy hath no place, where Juſtice loſeth ber name, in regard 
whereof yeur requeſt cannot be granted, This Anſwer was ſubicribed by the Chaens, and 
cighe Conchacss, chat are like cruninal Judges. This ard proceeding much aſtoniſhed cheſe 
two Proftors for the poor, ſo named from their 'office 3 wherefore, carried with, an extream 
deſire to drary us our of this miſery, they-preſently preferred anorher 'Petition' ro the Sove. 
reign Courc of Juſtice, of which1 ſpake in the precedent Chapter', where the CMemgrepes 
and Talegrepes were Judges, an Aſſembly which in their language is called , The breath of 
the Creator of all things, In this Pecicion, as finners, conf all chat we were accuſed of, 
we had recourſe to mercy, which ſorred well for us; for as foon as the Petition was pre» 
ſented unto them, they read the Proceſs quire through, and finding that out right was 6» 
ver-born for want of {uccour, they inſtantly diſpatched away rwo of their Court, who with 
an expreſs Mandate under their hands and Seals went and prohibired the Chaexss Court 
from incerm<dling with this cauſe, which they commanded away before them, In obedi- 
ence co this Prohivicion the { haems Court made this Decree, We, that are aſſembled in this 
(ourtof Juſtice of the Lyon crowned in the throne of the world; having peraſed the Petition pre- 
ſented to the four andiwenty Tudges of the auſtere life, dr conſent, that thoſe nine ſtrangers be 
ſemt by way of appeal to the Cort of the Aytau of Aytaus 1» the ('ity.of Pequin, to the end that 
inmercy the ſentence pronouzced againſt thems may be favourably moderated : Given the ſevemh 
day of the fourth Moon , in the three: and twentieth year of the reign of the Son of the Sun. 
This Decree, being figned by the Charms, and the eight Conchacs, was preiently broughe us 
by therwo Proctors tor rhe poor 5» upon the Receie whereof we cold chem , chat we could 
bur pray unto God to reward them for the good they had done” us for his ſake; whereunro 
beholding us wi:b an eye of pity ; they anſwered , Aay his Celeſtial goodneſs diveft you in 
the krowledge of his works, that thereby you may with patience gather the jr of your labours, 
as they which fear to offend his boly Name. 

Afcer we had palt all the adverlities and miſeries, whereof I have ſpoken before , we 
were imbarqued in the-company of ſome other chirty or forty Priſoners, that were ſear, as 
we were, from this Court of Juſtice ro that other Sovereign one by way of appeal, there 
co be eirher acquitted or condemned, according to the crimes they had committed, and 
che puniſhment they had deſerved. Now a day before our departure , being imbarqued in 
a Lartena, and chained three and chree together, the two Proors for the poor came to us, 
and firit of all furniſhing us wich all things needful, as clothes, and Vi&uals , they asked us 
whether we wanted any thing elſe for our Voyage ?' Whereunto we anſivered, that. 2Il we 
could defire of th:m was , that they would be pleaſed ro convert chat further good they in- 
cended to us into a Letter of Recommendation unto the Officers of that holy Frarernicy of 
the City of Pequn , thereby to oblige them co maintain che righe of our cauſe, in regard ( as 
chey very well knew ) chey ſhould otherwiſe be ſure co be utrerly abandoned of every one, 
by ceaſon chey were firangers and alcogether unknown. The ProRors hearing us ſpeak in 
this manner : Say not ſo, replyed they, for though your ignorance diſcharges you befare God, 
yet have you commuted a great ſin, becauſe the more you are abaſed in the — throug b pover- 
i), the more ſhall you be exalted before the eyes of bis divine Majeſty, if you patiently bear your

manner; The next morning as ſoon as it was day they ſent us che Letter, ſealed wich three 
Seals in green Wax, the Contents whereof were theſe z Te ſervants of that bigh Lord , the 
reſplendent mirrour of an uncreated light, before whom our merits are nothing in tompariſen of 
bis, we the leaſt ſervants of that holy houſe of Tauhinarel, that was founded in favonr of the fifth 
priſon of Nanquin, with true words of reſpeft, which we owe unto you, we give your moſt bumble 


perſons to underſtand, that theſe nine ſtrangers, the brarers of this Letter, are men of a far coun- 


try, whoſe bodies and goods have been ſo cruelly intreated by the fury of the ſea, that according to 
their report, of ninety and five that the were, they onely have eſcaped ſhipmrack , being __ by 
the tempeſt on the ſhore of the Iſles of : 

pitious and lamentable caſe, as we have ſeen them with our own eyes, bagging their loving from 
place to place of ſuch as charuy obliged to give them ſomething after the manner of _ folks, 
it w48 their ll-fortune without all reaſon or juſtice;to be apprehended by the Chumbin of Taypor, 
and ſent to this fifth priſon of Faniau, where they were condemned to be whipped, which was im= 
mediately executed upon thems by the Miniſters of the diſpleaſed arm, as by their Proceſs better 
appeareth : But afterwards, when as through too much crnelty their thumbs were ta be cut off,

f mm before declared, and continued our voyage till Sun-ſer, when as we anchored at a 
lictle Village,named finbacutems, where the Chifnn; that condudted us, was born, and where 
his Wife and Children were: at char time, which was the occafion. that he remained there 
three days ; ar che. end whereof he imbarqued himſelf with his family, and ſo we paſſed 
on in the company of divers other Veſſels, chat went upon this River unto diyers of 
this Empice : Now chough we were all cyed together co the back of the Lanteas , where we 
rowed , yer did we not forall that loſe the view of many Towns and Villages that were 
ſcituated along this Riyer , whereof 1 bold. ic nor amiſs'to make ſome deſctiptionsy To

His Letter being broughe to us very exly che next morning, we departed in the mans Seft.r; 
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Cicy is under the North in nine and thirty degrees, and three quarters, ſcicuated upon the ti- 
ver of Batampina, which ſignifies, The flower of fiſh. This river, as we were told then , and 
as I have ſcen fince, comes from Tartar, out of a lake, called Famftor, nine leagues from 
the City of Laxncama, where Tamber/ain,King of the Tartarians,uſually kept his Courts Out of 
the ſame lake, whichjjs eight and ewenty leagues long,twelye broad, and of a mighty depth,che 
greateſt rivers that ever I ſaw take their ſource z The firſt is the ſame Batamprne, that paſſing 
chrough the midkt of this Empire of Chin« three hundred and threeſcore leagues in lengrh, dil- 
imboques into the ſea at the bay ob Navgmn in thirty fix degrees; The ſecond, named Lechune, 
runs with great ſwifcneſs all by the mountains of Parcyuwm, which ſeparate the Coun- 
try of Canchims, and the Sate of Catebenar, in the height of fixreen degrees ; The third is 
called Tauquids , ſignifying the Afother of waters, that going North-weſt , traverſerh the 
Kingdom of Nacatass, a Country where Ching was anciently ſeated, as I will declare here- 
after, and enters into the ſea in the Empire of Sornaes , _— filed S:/ams, by the mouth 
of Cxy , one hundred and thirty leagues below Patens ; fourth, named Batebaſoy, de- 
ſcends our of the Province of San/ims,which is the yery ſame that was quite overw by the 
: ſea inthe year 15 56,25 1] purpoſe to ſhew elſwhere,and renders it ſelf into the ſea at che mouch 
of Coſmim, in the Kingdom of Pg 3 Thefifth and laft, called Leyſacoray, crofleth the 
Countty by Eſt as far as co the Archipelago of Xinxipon, that borders upon Mocove, and 
falls, as is thought, into a fea thar is nor nayigable, by reaſon che clymare there is in the heighc 
of ſeventy degrees: Now to return to my diſcourſe, the City of Nauguing as I ſaid before, 
is ſeated by this river of Batanpina , upon a reaſorudie bigh bull, ſo as ic commands all che 
plains abour it 5 The climate thereof is ſomewhat cold, but very healthy, and ic is eight leagues 
abour, which way ſoever ic is conſidered, three leagnes broad, and one long ; The houſes 1 ic 
are not above two ſtories high, and all built of onely thoſe of the XMardarins are made 
of hewed fione, and alſo invironed with walls and which are tone bridges, where- 
on they paſs cothe gates, that haye rich and coſtly arches, with divers ſorts of inventions up- 
on the towers an 1 obje& ro the eye, and repreſent a cer- 
cain kind of I know not whae Majeſty. The houſes of the Charms, gy > a, 
and Chumbims , which are all Governours of Proyinces hap. as have ly cowers, 
fix or ſeven flories high, and gilc all oyer, wherein they have their magazines for arms, their 
Wardrobes, their crealuries, and a world of rich houſholdfuff, as alſo many other things of 
great value , together with an infinite of delicate and moſt fine porcelain, which amongſt them 
1s priſed and eſteemed as much as precious one ; for this ſort of procelain never goes our of 
che Kingdom, it being expreſly forbidden by the laws of che Country, to be ſold, upon pain 
of death,to any ſtranger, unleſs ro the: Xaramaas, that is, the Sophyes of the Perſians, who 
es affured us, char in this 
City chere are eight hundred chouſand fires, fourſcore thouſand andarins houſes, threeſcore 
and ewo great market-places , an hundred and chiry hurchers ſhambles, each of them con- 
raining fourſcore ſhops, and eight thouſand ftreers , whereof fix hundred thar are fairer and 
larger then the reſi, are compeſied about with ballifters of copper ; we were furcher aſſured, 
chat there are likewiſe ewo thouſand and three hundred Pagodes , a thouſand of which were 
Movaſteries of religious perſons,profeſled in their accurſedSe&,whoſe buildings were exceed- 
10g rich and ſumpruous,with y2ry high Reeples, wherein there were between f1xty and ſeventy 
ſuch mighty huge bells,that it was a dreadful thing to hear them rung ;. There are,moreover,in 
rhis City churty great ſtrong priſons, each whereof hath three or four chouſand priſoners ; and 
a charitable Hoſpital, expreſly eftabliſhedeo ſupply the neceſfities of the poor, with Proftors 
ordained for their defence, both in civil and criminal cauſes, as is before related ; Ac che eu- 


, trance into every IE ſtreet, chere are arches and grear gates, which for each mangſe- 


cutity are ſhut every and in moſ of che fireers are goodly fountains 'whoſe water is 
excellent co drink ; ar every full and new moon, open fairs are kept in ſeveral 

whither Merchants reſort from all parts,aad where there 1s ſuch abundance of all kind of victu- 
all as cannot well be expreſi, eſpecially of izſh and fruic; Ic is not eco deliver the great 
ſtore of fiſh chac is taken.in this river;ctiiefly Soles and Mollets,which are all ſold alive, beſides 
a world of fea fiſh; both freſh, ſalted, anddried ; we were told by cercain Chineſes , that 
10 chit City there are cer thouſand trades for the working of filks, which from chence are ſec 
all oyerthe Kingdom ; The City it ſelf is invironed with a very wall, made of fair bew- 
ed tone ; The gates of are an hundred end thicty , art each of which there is Porcer , and 
yo 
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wo Halberdiers , who are bound to give ap account eyery day of all that paſſes in and our ; 
There are alſo twelve Forts or Citadels , like unto ours, with bulwarks and very high cowers, 
buc without any Ordnance at all Th2 ſame Chineſes alſo affimed unto us, that the City yie1d- 
edthe King daily cwo thouſand Taex of filyer, which amount to three thouſand ducates, as 
I have delivered hererofore ; I will not ſpeak of the Palace royal, becauſe I ſaw ic but on the 
outſide, howbeic the Chuneſes tell ſuch wonders of ir, as would amaze 2 man, for ic is my intene 
co relate nothing ſave what we beheld here with our own eyes, and that was ſo much as 1 am 
afraid to write itz not that it would feem Grange to thoſe that have ſeen and read the marvels 
of the Kingdom of Chis ; bur becauſe I doubt char they, which would compare thoſe won- 
drous things that are in the countrys,they have nor ſeen, wich chat lictle chey haye ſeen intheir 
own,will make ſome queſtion of 1t,or,it may be,give no credit at all co theſe cruthes, becauſe 
they are not conformable to cheir underſtanding, and ſmall experience. 


Continuing out courſe up this river, the firſt ro days we ſaw not any remarkable cown $:& >: 


or place,buc onely a great number of Villages,and lictle hamlers of cyo or three hundred fires 
apiece, which by their ſeemed to be houſes of fiſher-mep, and poor people, thac live 
by che labour of their hands ; For che reft, all char was within yiew in che councrey was 
oreat woods of Fir, Groves, Foreſts, and Orangestrees,as alſo plains full of whear,rice,beans, 
peaſe, miller, panick, barley, rye, flax, cotton-wool, with great incloſures of gardens, and 
goodly houſes of pleaſure , belonging to che 2fandarins, and Lords of the Kingdom : There 
was likewiſe all the river ſuch an infinice number of catcel of all ſorts, as I can aſſure you 
there is not more in e/£:h:opia, not in all the dominions of Preſter John; upon the 
of the mountains many houſes of their Sets of Genrz/es were to be ſeen, adorned with hig 
Sceeples gilc all over, the gliſtering whereof was ſuch, and ſo grear, that co behold chem 
afar off was an admirable fight : The fourth day of our yoyage we arrived at a crown, called 
Pocaſſer , twice as big as Canteve, compaſied about with Rrong walls of hewed fone, and 
towers and bulwarks almoſtlike ours , together with a key on the rivet fide, ewice as long as 
the ſhot of a falconer , apd incloſed with ewo rows of icon graces, with very fitong gates, 
where the Junks and veſſels'that arrived there were unladen ; This place abounds with all 
kinds of merchandiſe, which from thence is tranſporced over all the Kingdom, eſpecially with 
copper, ſugat, and allum , whereof ehere is very great fore ; Here alſo in the middeſt of a 
carcefour, that is almalt at the end of che town , fiands a mighty Rrong caſtle , baving three 
bulwarks and five cowers; in the higheſt of which the preſenc Kings Facher, as the Chineſes 
told us , kept a King of Tartar: nine years priſoner, at the end whereof he killed bim(elf 
with poyſon,that his ſubjeRs ſent him, becauſe ——_ not be confirained to pay that ran- 
ſome which the King of Chara demanded for his deliverance : In this crown the Chifuu gave 
three of us leave ro go up & down for to crave the alms of good people,accompanied with four 
Hupes, that are as Sergeancs, or Bailiffs among us, who led us, chained together, as we were, 
through fix or ſeven (ireets, where we got ittalms to che yalue of above rwemy ducates, as 
well in clothes, as money,befides fleſb, rice; meal, fruir, and other vituals, which was beſtow- 
ed on us ; whereof we gave the one half to che Hepes that conduſted us, it being the cuſtom 
ſo to do. Afterwards we were brought to a Pagode, whither the people flocked from all parts 
that day, in regardof a vety ſolemn feaſt that was then celebrated chere: This Temple, or 
Pagede, 28 we were told, had fometime been a Palace royal, where che King then reigning was 
3 now becauſe the Queen his Mother died there in child-birth, ſhe commanded her ſelf 
tobe buried in the very ſame chamber where ſhe was broughe to bed ; whzrefore ro honour 
het death the better, L , was —_— to the —_—  _; _ 
one of che principal Sets of the Pagers in the Kingdom of Ching, as I will more amply de: 
clare, when as I ſhall ſpeak of the wth of the two and thirty laws that are in ic: Al 
the buildings of this Temple, cogether with all the gardens, and walks, chac belong ts ir, are 
ſulpended in the air upon three hundred and threeſcore pillars, every one of the which is of 
one intite ſtone of a very great bigneſsy Theſe three hundred and threeſcore pillars are called 
by the names of rhree & threeſcore days of the year, & in each of them is a parricular 
feal kept there wich many alms,gifs,and bloody ſacrifices, accompained wich muſick, dancing, 
and other ſpores; Under this Pagods,namely between choſe pillars,ace eight very fair (ireets,in- 
cloſed on everyifide wich graces of copper, and gaces for the paſſage of pilgrims, 8 others,tiac 
run continually to this feaſt, a8 it were to a Jubilee 3 The C aboye, where the Queen 
lay, was made in the form of a Cheppel, bur round , and fromthe rop corhe bottom all - 
ni 
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niſhed with filver , the workmanſhip whereof was of greater coſt then the matter it ſelf, 
In the mid{t of it ftood a kind of Tribunal, framed round , like the Chamber, ſome fifteen 
iteps high, compaſſed about with fix gates of filver, on the trop whereof was a great bowl, and 
wpon that a Lion of filver , that with his head ſupported a ſhrine of gold, thtee hand. 
breadths ſquare, wherein(they faid)che bones of the Queen were, which theſe blinded igno- 
rants reverenced as a great relique ; Below this Tribunal,in equal proportion,were four bars of 
flyer, that traverſed the Chamber, whereon hung three and forty lamps of the ſame metal, in 
memory of che three and forty years that this Queen lived, and ſeven lamps of gold in com. 
memoration of ſeyen ſons that ſhe had; moreover,at the entry into the Chappel, juſt againſt 
the door, were eight other bars of iron, whereon alſo hung a very great number of filyer 
lamps, which the (bineſes told us were offered by ſome of the Wives of the Charms , Ajtass, 
Tutoens,and Anchacys,who were aſſiſtant ar the death of the Queen, ſo that in acknowleds. 
ment of that honour they ſent thoſe lamps thither afrerwards 4 without the gates of the 
Temple, and round about {ix ballifters of Copper that invironed it, were a great many Statues 
of Giants, fifreen foot high, caſt in braſs, all well proportioned with halberts or clubs in their 
hands, and ſome of them with batcle-axes on their ſhoulders , which made ſo brave and ma- 
j:Rical a ſh2w , as one could neyer be ſatisfied enough with looking on them ; Amonglt theſe 
Scatues , which were in number ewelye hundred , as the Chneſes affirmed, there were four 
and twenty very great Serpents alſo of braſs, and under every one of them a woman ſeac- 
ed, with a (word in her hand, and a filver crown on her head ; Ir was ſaid, that thoſe four and 
ewenty women catried the Titles of Queens, becauſe they ſacrificed themſelyes-ro the 
death of this Queen, to the end their ſouls might ſerve hers in the other life, as in this their 
bodies had ſeryed her body; a matter which the Chineſes, that draw their exeraRion from theſe 
men, hold for a yery great honour , inſomuch as they. inrich the creſts of their coats of atms 
with ic ; round about this roy of Giants was another of triumphant arches , gilc all over, 
whereon a number of filyer bells hung by chains of che ſame-mecral , which moved with the 
air kept ſuch a continual ringing, as one could: hardly hear one another for the noiſe they 
made ; Wirhout theſe arches there were likewiſe at rhe ſame diftance. rwo rows of Copper 
grates,rhat incloſed all this huge work,and among them certain pillars of the ſame metal, which 
ſupported Lions rampant, mqunted upon bowls, being the arms of the Kings of China, as 1 
have related elſewhere. At each corner of the Carrefour was a monſter of braſs, of ſo (irange 
and unmeaſurable an heigth, and ſo deformed to behold, as it is nor poſſible almoſt for a man 
co imagine; ſo chat I chink ic beſt not co fpeak of chem,the rather for chat (I confeſs I) am'noc 
able in words co expreſs che form wherein I ſaw their prodigies ; Howbeir, as it is reaſonable 
co. conceal theſe things withour giving ſome knowledge of chem, I will ſay ,'as much as my 
weak underſtanding is able co deliver. One of theſe Monſters which is on the right hand , as 


- ene comes into the Carrefour, whom the Chineſes call che Serjeant Glutron of the hollow or 


profound houſe of ſmogk, and chat by their hiſtories is held ro be Lycifer, is repreſented un- 
der the figure of a Serpent of an exceſſive heighth , wich moſt hideous and deformed adders 
coming out of his Romack, covered all oyer with green and black ſcarrs, and a number of 
prickles on their backs aboye a ſpan long, like unto Porcupins quils z each of theſe Adders had 
a woman between his jaws,with her hair all diſhevelled, and fanding an end,as one affcighted ; 
The monſter carried alſo in his mouth, which was untmeaſurable greac, a Vizard-that was above 
thirty foot long, and as big as a tun, with his noſtrils and chaps ſo: full of blood, that all the 
relt of his body was beſmeared with it ; this Vizard held a great Elephanc between his paws, 
and ſeemed co gripe him ſo hard, as his very guts came out of his throat ; and all chis was done 
ſo proportionably,and co the life, that ic made'a man tremble co behold ſuch a deformed figure, 
and which was ſcarce poſſible for one ro imagine: His rail mighe be ſome rwenty fachom long, 
& was encortilled abour ſuch another Monſter,that was the ſecond of the four;whereof I ſpake, 
in the figure of a man, being an hundred foot high, and by the ( bineſes 'called Tur camparos, 
who (they ſay) was the ſon of that Serpent ; befides that he was very ugly; be ood with borh 
his hands in tis mouth , chat was as big as a greargate, with a row of horrible teeth, and 2 
foul black congue, banging out rwo farhom long, moſt dreadful ro behold : As for che ocher 
ewo Monſters , one Was in the form of a woman, named by che Chineſes, Magdelgas, (cven- 
teen fathom high, and fix chick ; This ſame abouc the girdleficed before had a face made pro- 
porcionable to ber body , above two fathom broad, and ſhe breathed our of her mouth and 
noſtrils great flakes, nor of artificial , bur crue fire, which proceeded, as they cold us, _ 
/ r 
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her head, wiere fire was continually kepr, that in ſikz manner came out of the (aid face be- 
low. By this Figure theſe Idolaters would demon(irate that ſhe was the Queen , of the fic- 
ry ſphear, which according to chit belief is co burn the earth at the end of the World, Toe 
fourth Monſter was a man, ſer looping, Which with great ſwoln cheeks, as big as the main 
ſail of a Ship, ſeemed co blow extteamly ; this Monlter was alſo of an unmealurable heighr, 
and of ſuch an hideous and gaſtly aſpeR, .thar a man could hardly endure1he fight of ir ; the 
Chineſes called it Yzavgueneboo, and ſaid, that ic was he which raiſed Tempeits upon che 
Sea, and demoliſhed Buildings; in regard whereof the people offered many chings unco bim, 
tothe end h2: ſhould do them no harm ; and many preſented him wich a pi:ce of manzy 
yearly, that he might not drown cheir Juſhks, nor ' do any of theirs hure that. went by Sea, 
I, will omic many other abuſes which cheir blindneſs makes them believe , .and which, they 
hold co be (o true, as there is nor one of them bur would endure a thouſand deaths for the 
maintenance thereof. |

The next day,being gone from the Town of Pecafſer,we arcived at another fair and oreat- Sef.z; 


Town, called X:»{igas, there we ſaw many Buildings incloſed with walls of Brick ; and 
deep ditches about them, andat one end of che Town two Caltles, very well fortified with 
Towers and Bulwarks afcer our faſhion; at the gates were draw Bridges , ſuſpended in' rhe 
air with great Icon chains, apd in the mid(t of chem a Tower five Stories high , yery curi- 
ouſly painced with ſeveral Pitures ; che Chimeſes aſlured us, that in thoſe two Caſtles there 
Was as much Treaſure as amounted to fifreen chouſand pieces of filver , which was the re- 
yenue of allthis Archipelage, and laid up in this place by the Kings Grandfather now reign- 
ing, in Memorial of a Son of his chat was born here, and named Lexguinan, that is to lays 
The Joy of all ; thoſe of the Country repute him for a Saint , becauſe he ended his days in 
R:ligion, where alſo he was' buried in a Temple, dedicated to Quay Yaratel , the god of 
all the Fiſhes of the Sea, of whom cheſe miſerable Ignorants recount a world of Foole- 
ries, as alſo the Laws he invented, and the precepts whuch he left them , being able to. aſto« 
niſh a man, as I will more amply declare when time hall ſerve. In this Town and in 
another five leagues higher che moſt part of the Silks of this Kingdom are dyed, becauſe 
they hold chat the waters of cheſe places make the colours far more lively then choſe of 
any Other parc ; and theſe Dyers , which are ſaid co be thirteen thouſand, pay unto the King 
yeatly three hundred chouſand. Taew, Continuing our courſe up the River the day after; 
abouc evening we arrived at certain great plains, where were: great (tore of Curie, as Hor- 
ſes, Mares, Colcs, and Cows, guarded by men on Horsback , that make (ale of them 1 
Burchers , who afterwards retale them indifferently as any o:her fleſh; Having pat theſe 
plairis containing ſome ten or eleven Leagues, we came to a Town called Janquzlen, walled 
wich Brick, but without Batclements , Bulwarks, or Towers, as others had , whereof I 
hav2 ſpoken before ; at the end of the Suburbs of this Town we ſaw divers houſes built in 
the water upon great Piles, in the form of Magazines z Before the gate of a lictle freer 
ſtood a Tomb made of fone, jnviconed with an Iron grate, painted red and green, and over 
i a ſteeple framed of pizces of very fine Pourcelein, ſultained by four pillars of curious 
one ; upon the top of the Tomb were five Globes, and two others that ſeemed to be of 
Calt iran, and on che on2 (ide thereof were graven in Letters of gold, and in the Chineſe lan- 
Suage, words of this ſubſtznce. Here [yes Trannocem Mudeliar , #rcle to the King of 
Malaca, whom death took, out of the World before he conld be revenged of ( aptain Alphunſo 
Albuquerque , che Lyon of the robberies of the Sea, We were much amazed to behold 
this Inſcription there ; wherefore enquiring what ic might mean, a Chineſe, that ſeemed 
more honourable chen the reſt , rold us ; that abour ſome forty years before, this man 
which lay buried there came thicher as Embaſſador from a Prince , that filed himſelf King 
of Malace, to demand ſuccour from the ſon of the Sun againlt men of a Country chat hath 
no name, which came by Sea from the endof the World, and had taken Afalace from him ; 
this man recounted many other incredible —_p— ing this matter, whereof mention 
is made in a printed Book thereof ; as alſo chis Embaſſador baying continued three 
years at the Kings Court ſuing for this ſuccour, juſt as ic was granted him , and that pre- 
parations for it were a making , it was bis ill-fortune co be ſurpriſed one night ac Sup- 
per with an Apoplexie, whereof he dyed at the end of nine days ; ſo that excreamly affiited 
to ſee himſelf carried away by a ſudden death before he had accompliſhed his buſineis , be ex- 
preffed his earnelt deſire of revenge by the Inſcription which he cauſed to be grayen - ” 
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comb , that poſterity mighr know wherefore he was come thither. Afterwards we departed 
from this place, and continued our voyage up the river, which thereabouts is not (o large as 
rowards the Ciry of Nangein;but the Country is here better peopled wich Villages,Boroughs, 
and Gardens, then any other place, for eyery ſtones caſt we mer (till with ſome Pagode,Man- 
fron of pleaſure , or Country houſe ; Paſſing on about ſome two leagues further, we arrived 
at a place encompaſſed with great iron grates, in the midſt whereof ſtood rwo mighty Statues 
of braſs upright , ſultained by pillars of caſt mecal of the bigneſs of a buſh], and ſeven fa- 
chom high, the og= of a man, and the ocher of a woman, both of chem ſeventy four ſpans in 
heighch, having ch-ir hands in their mouths, their chegks horribly blo:vn out,and theireyes ſo 
Raring , as they affrighted all chat looked on chem, Thar which repreſented a man,was called 
Quiay Xingataloy ,, and the other in the form of a woman was named Aparcapatur; Has 
ving demanded of the Chineſes the explication of theſe figures,rhey cold us that che male was 
he, which with choſe mighry (woln checks blew the fire of hell for tocorment all choſe miſe- 
rable wrerches that would not liberally beſtow alms in this lifez and for the other monſter, 
chat ſhe was Porter of hell gare , where ſh2 would cake notice of thoſe that did her goodin 
this world, and letring chm fly away into a river of yery cold water, called Och:lenday, 
would keep them hid chere from being rormented by the Devils,as other damned were: Upon 
this Speech one of our company could nor forbear ſaugbing at ſuch a ridiculous and diabolical 
foolety, which three of their Priefs,or Bonzoes,chen preſent, obſerving,they were ſo exceed. 
ingly offended threw, as they perinaded the Chifarx , which conduRed us, that if he did 
nor chaſtiſe us in ſuch manner, as thoſe gods might be well contented with the puntſhmenc in- 
fliked on us for our mockery of them, both che one and che other would affuredly cormene 
his foul, and never ſuffer it ro-go our of hell ; which chrearning ſo mightily certified this dog 
the Chifwn, thar withotir furcher delay, or hearing us ſpeak , he cauſed us all co be bound band 
and foot, and commanded each'6f us to bave an hundred laſhes giyen him wich a double cord, 
which was immediately executed with ſo much rigour , as we wete all in a gote bloud, where- 
by we were taught not to jeer afterwards at any thing we ſaw, or heard: At ſuch time as we 
atrived here we found tweive Bonzpes upon the plate , who wich flyer cenſers full of per= 
fumes of aloes and 'benjamin , cetfed choſe two deviliſh Monſters , 'and chanced our aloud, 
Help us, even as we ſtrve thee ; whereunto divers orher Prieſts anſwered in the name of the 
Idol with a great noiſe , So / promiſe to do like a good Lord: In this ſort they went as it were 
in proceſſion round abour rhe place , finging with an ill-runed yoice. ro the ſound of a great 
many bells, char were in Steeples thereabours ; In the mean cime there were others, char 
with Drums and Bafins made ſuch a dinne , as I may truly ſay , put them all cogether, was 
moſt horrible to hear. :

CHAP. XXIX, 


Our Arrival at Sempitay, our encounter there with a Chriſtian woman, together with the Orignal 
and Foundation of the Empire of China; and who they were that firſt peopled it. 


Rom this place we coatinued our yoyage eleven _ more up the river, which in 

thoſe parts is ſo peopled with Cities, Towns, Villages, Boroughs, Forts and Caſtles, thac 
commonly they are not a flight ſhot diſtant one from another , beſides a world of houſes of 
pleaſure, and remples,where Steeples were all guilt ; which made ſuch a glorious ſhew,as we 
were much amazed at itz In this manner we arrived at a town,named Semprtay,where we abode 
five days, by reaſon the Chifuns wife,that condufted us,was not well; Here by his permiſſion 
we landed, and chained together , .as we were , we went up and down the firects craving of 
alms, which was very liberally given us by che Inhabicancs , who wondering to ſee ſuch men 
as we, demanded of us what kind of people we were , of what Kingdom, and how our coun- 
trey was called ? Hereunto we anſwered conformably to that we had often ſaid before,namely 
that we were natives of che Kingdom of Sans , that going from . Liampoo to Nangaiz , W: 
had loſt all our goods by ſhipwrack, and that alchough chey beheld us then in ſo poor a caſe, 
yer we had been formerly very rich; whereupon a woman who was come thicher amongſt 
the reſto ſee us z It is very likely, ſaid ſhe, ſpeaking co them abour her, that what theſe poor 
ſtrangers have related 1s moſt crue, for daily experience doth ſhew bow choſe chat Cale by 


ſea do oftentimes make it their graye,wherefore it is belt & ſureſt co trayel upon the earch,and 
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co efteem of ir, as of that, yvhereof it hath pleaſed God to frame us ; ſaying, ſo the gave us 
tyyo M2zes, vyhich amounts to about (ixreen pence of our mony,adviſling us to make no more 
ſuch long Voyages,fince our Lives vvere ſo ſhort: Hereupon ſhe vunbucrtoned one of the ſleeves 
of a red Sattin Gown ſhe had on,and baring' her lefr armyzſhe ſhewed us a Cro(s imprinted on 
it, like ©, the Mark of a Slave, Do any of you know. thu Sign, which amongſt thoſe, 
that follow the way of trath, us called a Croſs? or have any of you heard it named ? To 
cnis falling down on our knees,we anſwered, with tears in our eyes, that we know exceeding 
well ; Then lifcing up her hads, ſhe cried our,: Our Father, which art in Heaven, hallowed 
be thy Name, ſpeaking theſe words in the Por:#gal Tongue, and becauſe ſhe could ſpeak no 
more of our Language, ſhe very earneiily defited us in { h:zefſe to tell her whether we were 
Chriltians3- we replted that we were; and.for proof thereof, after we had kifſed that 
arm whereon the Croſs 'was, We repeated all the reft of the Lord's Prayer , which 
ſhe had lefr gnſaid, wherewith being  afſured that 'we- were Chriſtians indeed, ſhe drew 
aſide from the reſt there preſent, and weeping ſaid tous; Come along; Chriſtians of the ocher 
end of the World, with her that is yourcrue Siſter in the-Faith of Jeſus Chriki, or petadven- 
cure a Kinſwoman to one of youzby his ſide'that begot me in chis miſerable exile;and ſo gc 
ing to carry us to her Houſe, the Hapes which gu us; would nor ſuffer her, ſaying, that 
if we would not continue our craving of Alms, as the Chifuw had permitted usgthey would re« 
turn us back co the Ship ; bur this they ſrake in regard of their oxn intere(i, for that they 
were to have the moicy of what was given-us, as I have before declared, and accordingly 
they made as though they would have lead us thither again, which the Woman perceiving, / 
underſtand your meaning, (aid ſhe, and indeed it is but reaſon you ſhould make the beſt of your 
places, for thereby you live z, (0 opening gan Furl, ſhe gave them two Taess in Silver, wherc- 
with they were very well ſatisfied ; w por) with the leave of the Chifan, ſhe cartied us 
home to her Houſe,and there kept us all rhe while we remained -in that place,making exceecs 
iog much of us, and ufing us very charicablyz Here ſhe ſhewed us an'Oratory, wherein ſhe 
had a Croſs of Wood gilr,as alſo Candleſticks,and a Lamp of Silver:Furthermore ſhe cold us, 
that ſhe was named, /nez de Leyrie, and ber Fathet Tome Perez,, who had been great Am- 
bafladour from Portxga/ to che'King of { Þiza, andgbar-in regard of an IofurteRion with a 
Portugal Captain, made at Cavton,theChineſes rakingihim for a Spy,and nor for av Ambeſſador, 
25 he termed bimſelf,clapped him and all tis followers up in Priſon, where by order ot Jullice 
five of them were put to torture, receiving (o many, and ſuch cruel (irifes on their bodies, 
as rhey di-d inſtancly, and the reft were all baniſhedinto-ſeveral parts, rogerher with her 
Father into this place, where he married with her Mother, tic had fome means, and how he 
made her a Chriſtian, living ſo ſeven and tivency years cogether,and converting many Gentles 
to the faith of Chrif, whereof there were above three hundred then abiding in that Town : 
which every Sw*day :flembled in ber houſe to ſay the Catechilme : whereupon demanding of 
ber what were their accutiomed Prayers,ſbe anſwered,that ſhe uſed no other bur theſe,which 
on their knees,with their eyzs and hands lift up co Heeven,they proncunced in this manner, 
O LordFeſma Chriſt, as it is moſt true that thou art the very Son of God, concerved by the 
Holy Ghoſt in the womb of the Virgine Mary for the ſalvation of ſinners, ſo thow wilt be 
pleaſed to forgive ts our offences, that thereby we may become worthy to behold thy face mn 

the glory of thy Kingdom, where thou art ſting at the right hand of the Almighty. Our 

nals which art in Heaven, hallowed be thy Name. In the Name of the Father, the Son, 

and the Holy Ghoſt. Amen. Ando all of them kifling the Croſs, imbraced one another, and 

thereupon every one returned to his own-home. Moreover the told us, that her Father had 

left her many ocher Prayers;which the Chineſes had follen from her,ſo chat ſhe had none lefc 

but thoſe before recited z whereumio we replied, that thoſe we had heard from her were ve- 

ry good, Fur beſorewe went away we would leaye her divers other good and whollome 

Prayers, Do ſo then, anſwered ſhe, for the refþeft you owe to ſo goeld 4 God, 44 jours is,.antl 

that hath done ſuch things for you, for me, and all in general. Then caubing the Clothto 
be laid, ſhe gave,us a very good and plentifull Digner,and created us in like ſort every Meal, 

during the five days we continued in her houſe, which (as I ſaid before) was permured byghe 
Chifun,ir-regard of a Preſent that this good Woman ſept his Wife, whona ſhe earvelilyin- 

treated ſoo deal with her Husband,as we might be well.int reared, for that we were men of 
whom God had a particular care, as.the Chifuu's Wife promiſed her to do wich many thanks 


tO her for the Preſent ſhe had received Im the mean ſpace, during the five days we 5emained 
Q. in 
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in her Houſe, we read the Carechiſm ſey2n times roche Chrittians, wherewithall they were 
very much edified ; beſide, ( briſtophoro Borhalbs made chem a litcle Book in the Ch:neſe 
Tongue, containing the Pater xoſter, the (reed, the Ten Commandments, and many other 
good Prayers. After thzſe chings we took our lexves of 1nez de Leyria, and the Chriſtians 
who gave us fifty Tee in Silver, which Rood us. fince in good ftead, as I fhall declare heres 
after; #nd withail /vez de Leyria gave us ſecretly fifty Tex more, humbly defiring us to re- 
member her in our Prayers ro God. ; ; 

Aﬀtet our deparcure from the Town of Sewpirey Wwe continued Our courſe upon che Ri- 
ver of Batanpind, unto a place, named Lrqumpas, containing abour eleyen or ewelve chog- 
ſand Fites, and veryywell built, at leaſt we judged fo by that we could diſcern, as alſo inclo. 
ſed with good Walls, and. Currains round about 1t : Not far from it- was an 
long Houle ; having within itchirry Fornaces on each fide, where a great ity of Sil- 
ver was tnelted, which was broughr'in Carrs from.a Mountain, ſome five leagues off, called 
Tuxengains : The Chineſe: affured us, that adove 2 chouſand men wrought continually in 
that Mine co draw out the Silyer, ind char the King of Chua .had in yearly Revenue our of 
it #bove five thouſand Pics's ; This place we left abour Sum-fer; and the nexcday in the 
ev:nins we attived juſt between two lietle Towns, thac Rood oppofice one to another, the 
Rivet ohely berween, the one named-Pacay, and chic orher Nacax;which although were 
lictle, yet were they fairly built, and tell walled with great hewed fone, having anumb:r of 
Temples, which they call Pagodes all gilt over, andenriched with Steeples andFancs of grear 
price, vety pleaſing and 4preeable rothe eye, Now in\regard of that they recounted unco us 
here of theſe rwo Towns, I hold ir aot atniſs codifeohrie ic ts this place; the rachier for char 
I have heard ic confirmed fince, and that 'thereby -one may come to know the Original and 
Foundation of chis Empire of Chine,whereof anadent W ricers have ſpoken licle call ehis pre- 
ſetit {t is writte in the firſt Chronicle, of fourſcore (which have been made) of the Kings of 
Chiaz, the thirteenth Chaprer; as I bye heard ic many times delivered, That fix bundred 
chirty arid tine yes, afcer the Delugethere was a Country called they Goartrpoces, which

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and which ſhe named P:lawnere, that ſignifies, The retreat of the poor, With an intent there 
co end the reli of her days; now having lived five years in that poor and miſerable eltace, 
the Tyranc Si/an, whom the People hated, doubring leſt the three young Princes coming to 
age might expell him out of what he. had injuſtly uſurped upon them, or at leaftwiſe ditturb 
him with Wars, by reaſon of che right they pretended to the Kingdom, he ſent a Fleet of 
chirty Jenga's, wherein, as Ic is ſaid, were (ixceen hundred men, for co ſeek them out, and de» 
froy them, whereot Nancaareceiving intelligence fell co conſult what ſhe ſhould do, and ar 
lengch reſolved by no means to attend theſe Forces, in regard her Sons were bur Infancs, ber 
ſelf a weak Woman, ber Men few in number, and unprovided of all that was neceſſary to 
make any defence againſt ſo great a number of Enemies, and ſo well furniſhed ; whereupon 
takipg a view of her People ſhe found that they were bur thirteen hundred in all, and of 
them onely five hundred Men, the re(t being Women and Children, for all which company 
there were but three lictle Lanteaa's, and one Jangaa, in the whole River, and they not able 
tocarry an hundred perſons's ſo that Naxcaa ſeeing no means to tranſport them away, the 
Hiftory ſaith, She aſſembled all ber People, and declaring the fear ſhe was in, deſired them to 
adviſe ber what ſhe ſhould do; but excuſmg themſelves, they ingenuouſly confeſſed, they knew not 
what counſel to give ker in that extremity: Whereupon, according to their ancient cuſtome, 
they reſolved to calt Lors, ro the end.chat on whom the Lot did fall ro ſpeak, he ſhould free« 
ly x 2 what God would be pl-aſed to inſpire him with ; For which purpoſe they crook 
<hree days time, wherein with faſting, cries, and tears, they would all with one voice crav - 
the fayour and afſiltance of the Lord Almighty, in whoſe hands was all the hope of their de. 
liverance ; This advice being approved of all in general, Naxcas made it to be proclaim « 
ed, that pain of Death no perſos whatever ſhould eat aboye once during thoſe chree 
days, tothe end that by this abfinence of the Body, che Spirit mighe be carned with che 
oreater attention towards God. 

The three days abſtinence being expired, Lots were cat five times one after another, 
and all tboſe five times the Loc fell (till on a liccle Boy of ſeven years of age, named, as the 
Tyrant was, S:/ax, whereat they were all exceedingly amazed, in regard that in the whole 
Troop there was not another of this ſame name : . After that they bad made their Sactifices 
with all che accuſtomed Ceremonies of Muſick, Perfumes, and ſweet Odcurs, to render 
thanks unto God,they commanded the lictle Boy to lifc up his hands unto Heaven, and chen 
tO ſay what he choughc. was neceflary for the remedying of ſo great an Aﬀiction, as that 
wherein they were z Whereupon the lictle Boy, S:/as, beholding Nancaa,. the Hiltory at- 
firms he ſaid theſe words ; O feeble and wretched Woman, now that ſorrow and affiittion 
makes thee moye troubled and perplexed then ever thou wert, in regard of the ſmall relief that 
bumaxe underſtanding doth repreſent unto thee, ſubmit thy ſelf wth bumble ſighs to the om- 
mpotent hand of the Lord, E ſlorgn then, or at leaſtwiſe labour te eſloign, thy minge from the 
vanities of the Earth, hiring up thine eyes with Faith and Hope, and thou | ſee what the 
Prajersof an Innocent, afflicted and purſued before the Juſtice of him that bath created thee, 
can do ; For aſſoon as in all humility thou haſt declared the weakneſs of thy power unto the Al- 
mighty, Viftory will incontinenly be given thee from above over the Tyrant Silau ; whert® 
fore I command thee in bis Name to imbargue thy ſelf, thy Children, and all thy Followers in 
thine Enemies Veſſels, wherein amidſt the confuſed murmur of the Waters thou ſhait wander.ſo 
long, till thou arriveſt at a placew here thou art to lay the Foundation of a Houſe of that Re- 
Putation, as the Mercy of the moſt High ſhall be publiſhed there from Generation to Generation 
by the Voice of a ſtrange People, whoſe Cries ſhall be as pleaſing to him, as thoſe of ſucking Chile 
dren that lie w the Cradle, This ſaid, the lictle Boy, according to the Hiſtory, fell down 
ſtark dead ro the ground, which much aſtoniſhed Narean, and all bers ; The ſaid Hittory 
further delivers, and as I have ofcen heard ic read, that five days afcer the ſucceſs the thirry 
Jangaas were one morning ſeen coming down the River in very good <quipage, but not (o 
much as one man in them ; the reaſon hereof, by the report of the Hiſtory, which che (hi. 
neſes hold to be moſt true, was, that all theſe Ships of War being joyned cogether for to exe. 
cute unmercifully upon Naxcas and ber Children the cruel and damnable intencions of the 
Tyrant $S;lax, one night as this Fleet rode at Anchor in a place, called Catebaſoy,a huge dark 
Cloud came over them, wher:out iſſued ſuch horrible Thunder and Lightning, accompanied 
with mighty Rain,the Drops whereof were (o hot, thar falling upon them which were alleep 


in the Veſſels, it made them leap inco the Riyer, ſo as within leſs, then an hour they ny 7

rent, which for her ſake, the Hiſtory ſaith, redoubled then, in ſeyen and forty days to the ve- 
ry place where now the City of Pegsin is buile z There ſhe, and all bers landed, and doube. 
ing leſt the Tyrant $i/av, whoſe cruelty ſhe feared, might (ill purſue her, ſhe fortified her 
ſelf im this place che beſt ſhe could.

' $$&.x; He ſaid Hiſtory delivers, that few days afcer the poor Naxcaa, and her followers, were 


© ſerled on ſhore, ſhe cauſed them to ſwear fealry unto her eldeſt Son, and co acknow- 
ledge him for their lawful Prince; Now the very ſame day that he received the Oath of Alle- 
oeance from theſe fewSubjeRs of his,he made eleRion of the place where theForcreſs ſhould 
be erected, rogether with the incloſure of rhe Wall z Afterwards, afſoon as the firſt Foundati= 
ons were laid, which was ſpeedily done, he went our of his Tent, accompanied wich his 
Mother, who governed all, together wich his Brothers, and che chiefeft of his company, 
attired in feſtival Robes,wich a great Rone carried before him by the nobleſt Perſonages,which 
he had cauſed to be wrought atoreband; and arriving at the ſaid Foundations he laid his hand 
upon theStone,and on his knees,with his eyes lifted up roHeayen, he ſaid ro all that were pre- 
ſent, Brethren, and worthy Friends, know that 1 grve mine own Name, that rs, Pequin, to 
this Stone, npon which this new place ts to be built, for I deſire, that hereafter it ſhould be ſo 
called; wherefore 1 pray you all, as Friends, and command you 4s your King, not to call it 
otherwiſe, to the end the memory thereof may remain immortal to thoſe that ſhall come after 
#4 tothe end of the World ; By which means it (hall be manifeſted to all men, that the thirteemh 
day of the eighth Moon, in the year one thouſand ſix hundred thirty and xine, after the Lord 
of all things created had made thoſe that lived upon the Earth, ſee how much be abhorred the 
ſos of Men, for the which he drowned the whole World with Water, that he ſent down from 
Heaven, in ſatisfation of his divine Juſtice, it fhall, 1 ſay, be manifeſted to them, that 
the new Prince Pequin built this Fortreſs, whereunto he gave bis Names And ſo conform- 
able to the Propheſie, which the dead childe bath delivered, it ſhall be publiſhed over all, by the 
voice of ſtrange People, in mhat manner the Lord is to be feared, and what Sacrifices are to be 
made, that they may be juſt and acceptable wnto him, Now chis was that which King Pequin 
ſaid unto his Vaſſals, and which is at this day co be ſeen engraven on a ſilver Scutcheon, fatten- 
dro an Arch of one of che principal Gates of the Ciry, called Pommicotay, where in me- 
ory of this __ there is qrdinarily a Guard of forty Halberdiers, with cheic Captaio, 
whereas there are but onely four in all the reft,whoare bound to render an account of all rhar 
paſs in and our there daily ; And becauſe the HiRtories relate, that this new King laid the firſt 
foundation of this Cicy on the 3d of the moneth of Augyſt,the Kings of {br»a do on that diy 
uſually ſhew chemſelyes to the People, and that wich ſuch Pomp and Majelty, that I pro- 
feſs I am nor able to declare the leaſt part of it, much leſs to deſcribe the whole, Now in 
regard of this firft Kings words, which the C hineſes bold for an infallible Prophecy, bis De- 
ſcendants do ſo fear the accompliſhment thereof, that by a Law expreſly made by chem, thz 
admitrance of any Strangers into this Kingdom,ſaving Ambaſſadours and Slaves, is forbidden 
upon malt grieyous painsz So that when any do chance to arrive there, they baniſh them pre- 
ſently from one place to another, not permitting them to ſertle any whereas chey przQiſed ic 
rowards me,and my eight companions. And thus, as I have ſuccin&ly delivered, was this Em- 
pire of ( b1»s founded, and peopled by the means of this Prince,named Pegwin, the eldeſt of 
Nancaa's three Sons, As for the other ewo, called Pacan and Nacas, they afterwards found- 
edthe other two Towns aforeſaid, and withall gave them their own Names, Ic is alſo the 
oo_ opinion, that their Mother Naxcaa founded the Ciry of Nanguin, which took ics 
enonmination from her, continuing ſo co this day, and is the ſecond City of this grear _ 
narchy. 
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natchy. The Hiſtories further affirm, thac from the cime of chis fic Founder, the Empire of 
China augmented always from one King to another, by a jult Succeſſion till a cercain Ages 
which according to our Compuration, was in the Year of Lord, one thouſand one hundred 
and thirty z Afcer which a King that then reigned, named X;xipan, incloſed the City of Pe- 
guin, within the ſpace of three and ewenty years, in ſuch manner as it is ſcen at this day, and 
chat fourſcore and two years after another King, his Grand: childe, called Jumbileytay, made 
che like, ſo that both together were ſixty leagues 1D circuir, namely, each of chem thircy, ten 
in length, and five in breadth: Now it is certain, andI have ofcen times read ir, tizac each of 
cheſe Incloſures, or Walls, hath a thouſand and chreeſcore round Bulwarks, as alſo two hun- 
dred and forty Towers, very fair, firong, large, and high, wich gilt Lions vpon Globes, being 
the Arms of the Kings of China, which are very pleaſing to the eye. Without the la(t Inclo« 
ſure is an exceeding grear Ditch round about ir,ten fathom deep,and forty broad,concinually 
repleniſhed wich many Barques and Boats, covered over head as if they were Houſes, where 
both Prowifions,and all forts of Merchandiſe are ſold. This City, according to the Chineſes re- 
port, hath aboye three hundred and chreeſcore Gates, in each of which,as I have before re- 
cited;there are always foutHalberdiers,who are obliged to render an account of all that go in 
and our daily: There are alſo certain Chambers in it, whither it is the cuſtome to bring ſuch 
Children as wander and go aſtray, in the Town; (p the end cheir Parents that loſe them may 
be ſure to hear of chem there, I will refer my _— more largely of che zfcences of 
this goodly City to another place,for chat which I have now delivered in haſte, and as it were 
en paſſant, was but to make a brief Relation of che original of this Empire, and of the fir 
Founder of the City of Pegum, (which may be truly (aid to be the chiefeſt of all the World 
for greatneſs, policy,riches,and abundance of all things that can be defired of man) as alſo of 
the Foundation of the ſecond City of this mighty Kingdom, that is Nazqzin, and of the 
other ewo. Pacan and Nacts, wieteof I have heretofore ſpoken, and in which the Found- 
ers of them are buried in very fately and rich Temples, wichin Tombs of whice and green 
Alabaſter, all garniſhed with Gold, and ereted upon Lions of Silver, with a world of 

Lamps, and perfuming Pans full of divers ſorts of (weet Odours round about them. 
Now that I have ſpoken of the Origiaal and Foundaion of this Empire, cogether wich t 
circuit of che greac City of Pequin, I ho'd it nor amiſs ro intreat as ſuccinGly as I may of 
another particular,which is nd leſs admirable then thoſe whereof I have made mention before: 
Icis wrictenl in the fifth Book of che Scituation of all the remarkable places of thisEmpire,or 
rather Monarchy, (for to ſpeak truly, rhere is no appellarion ſo great but may be well attri- 
bured unto it) that a King, named Cr:ſnage! Dicotay, who according io the computation of 
that Book, reigned in the year of our Lord five bundred and eighteen, happened to make wat 
with the 7 artar, about ſome difference between them concerning the State of Xenxinapas, 
that borders on the Kingdom of Laahos,and ſo valiantly d:meaned himſelf in a Burel agata(t 
him, that he defeared his Army, and remained Maſter of the Field ; wheteupon the Tartar 
confederating himſelf with n _ Kings,his Friends, did by their affiflance afſemble rogeth-c 
oreater Forces then the former, and therewith invaded thee Kingdom of China, where (ir is 
taid) he cook three and thirty yery 1 ant Towns, of which the principal was Pargnilor, 
infomuch that th2 Chieſe fearing he ſhould not be well able ro defend himſelf, concluded 2 
Peace with him upon condition to relinquiſh his righe,which he prerended to that in queſtion 
berwixt chem,and co pay him two thouſand Pico of Silver for to defray the Charges of choſe 
firangers the Tartar bad entertained in this Wat ; by this means Chimacontinued for a good 
while quiet, but the King doubcing left the. Tartar might in time to come return co annoy 
him again, reſolved coſhutld a Wall, that might ſerve for a Bulwark to his Empirezand to thar 
end calling all his Eſtates together, he declared his determination unto'them, which was 
preſently nor onely well approved of, bur held moſt neceſſary ; ſo that toenable him for the 
performance of a buſineſs ſo much concerning his Race, they gavz him ten thouſand Picos of 
Silver,which amount, according to our account,unto fifteen Milions of Gold,afcer the rate of 
fifceen hundred Ducates each, Pico; and moreover they enterrained bim two hundred and fifty 
thouſand men to labour in the work, whereof thirty thouſand were appointed for Officers, 
and all the reſt for manual ſeryices ; Order bing caken then for whatloever was thoughe fic 
for ſo prodigious an enterpriſe, they fell to it in ſuch ſort, g by the report of theHiRory all chac 
huge Wallſwas in ſeven and ervency years quice tom one end ro the other ; which if 
credit may be given to the ſame Chronicle 1s ſeyenty Jaos in length, chat is fix —_ and 
recn 
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fifreen miles afcer nine miles every Fas; wherein that which ſeemed molt wonderfull anq 
molt exceeding the belief! of man, was: that ſeven hundred and fifry thouſand men labouregd 
inceſſantly for ſo long a time in that great work, whereof the Commonalty, as I delivered 
before, furniſhed one third part ; the Prielts, and Iſles of Aynen, another thirc; and the King 
aſfitted by rhe Princes, Lords, Chaems, and Anchacys of the Kingdomythe reſt of the build. 
ing, which -I hays both ſeen and meaſured, being thirty foot in height, and ten foot in 
breadth, where it is thickeſt : It is made of Lime and Sar, :nd plaiſtered on the outfide with 
a kind of Bituwen,Which renders it ſo firong,that no Cannon can demoliſh it:In(tead of Bul. 
warks it hath Sentries,or Wateh-cowers,two ſtages high, flanked with Burtrefles of Carpen- 
try made of a certain black wood, which they call Caubeſy, that is to ſay, Wood of Iron, be- 
cauſe it is exceeding (irong and hard, every Buttreſs being as thick as an Hogſhead, and ve. 
ry high, ſo chat theſe Sentries are far fironger then if they were made of Lime and Scone. 
Now this Wall, by them termed Chasfacar, which fignifies, Strong reſiſtante, extends in 
height equal to the Mountains, whereunto it 1s joyned, and chat thoſe Mountains alſo 
may ſerye for a Wall they are cut down very ſmooth and fleep, which renders them tar 
fronger then the Wall it ſelf ; but you muſt know that in all-this extent of land there is no 
Wall bur in the void ſpaces from Hill to Hill, fo chat the Hills chemſelves make up the reſt 
of the Wall and Fence: Further it is to he noted, rhar in this whole lengrh of an hundred 
and fifceen leagues,which chis Fortification contains,there are are but onely 5 Entries where- - 
hy the Rivers of Tartaria do pals, which are derived from the imperuous Torrents thac 
deſcend from theſe Mountains,and runnipg above five hundred leagues in the Country, ren- 
der themſelves into the Seas of ( hina and (axuchenchina ; howbeirt one of theſe Rivers, be. 
ing greater then the reſt, diſemboques by the Bay of Cxy in the Kingdom of Sournas, com- 
monly called $:4”. Now in all theſe tive Paſſages borh the King of China, and the King 
of Tartaria, keep Garriſons ; the Chineſe in each of them entercains ſeven chouſand men gi- 
ving them great pay, whereof (ix thouſand are Horſe, the reſt Foot, being for the moſt part 
rangers, as CMogores, Pancrus, Champaas, Coroſones, Gizares of Perſia, and other dit- 
ferent Nations, bo-dering upon this Ernpire, and which in conſideration of the extraordie 
nzry pay they receive, lerve the Chineſes ; who (to ſpeak truth)are nothing couragious, as be. 
ing bur lictle wſed co the Wars, and 111 provided of Arms and Arnllery. In all chis length 
of Wall there are three hundred and ewenty Companies,each of them containining five hun- 
dred Souldiers!; ſo that there are 1: all one hundred and threeſcore thouſand men, belides 
Officers of Jultice, eAnchacts, Charms, and other ſuch like perſons neceſlary for the Go- 
vernment, and entertainment of cheſe Forces ſo thar all joyned rogether make up the 
number of two hundred thouſand, which are all maintained ar the Kings onely charge, by rea- 
ſon the moſt of them are Malefa&ours condemned co the reparations and labour of che 
Wall, as I ſha'l more amply declare when I come to ſpeak of the Priſon deſtined to this pur- 
poſe, in the Cicy of Pegwin, Which is alſo another Edifice, very remarkable, wherein there are 
continually aboye thirty chouſand Priſoners, the moſt of chem from eighteen to forty five 
years of age, appointed to work in this Wall, : 

Being departed from thoſe two Towns Parau and Nacas, we continued our courſe up the 


SER. 2. River, and arrived at another Town, called .Mindoo, ſomewhat bigger then thoſe from 


whence we parted, where about half a mile off was a great Lake of Salc-water, and a num- 
ber of Salc-hoaſes round about it ; The Chmeſes aſſured us, that this Lake did ebb and flow 
like the Sea, and that ic extended aboye two hundred leagues into the Country, rendring 
the King of China in yearly Revenue one hundred thouſand T acts, onely for the third of the 
Salc that was drawn out of it z a$alſo that the Town yielded him other one hundred thouſand 
Tae for the Silk alone that was made there, not ſpeaking at all of the Camphire, Sugar, 
Pourcelain, Vermilion, and Quick-filver, whereof there was very great plenty; moreover, 
thar- ſome two leagues from this Town were twelye exceeding long Houſes, like unto 
Magazines, where a world of people laboured in caſting and purifying of Copper, and the 
bgrrible din which the Hammers made chere was ſuch, and ſo firange, as if there were 
any thing on earth that, could repreſenc Hell this was it ; wherefore being defirous to un. 
derſtand the cauſe of this extraordinary noiſe, we would needs go to ſee from whence it 
proceeded ; and we found that there were in each of theſe Houſes forty Fornaces, that is 
ryency of eicher fide, with forty huge Anvils, upon every of which eight men beatin or- 


der, and ſo ſwifcly, as a mans eye could hardly diſcern the blows, ſo as three hnndred and 
twenty 
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ewenty men wrought in each of theſe twelye Houſes, which in all che twelve Houſes made 
up three chouſand eight hundred and forty. Workmen, beſide a great number of other Pe [= 


ſons chat laboured in other particular things ; whereupon we demanded how much Copper 
might be wrought every year in each of theſe Houſes, and they told us, one hundred and 
ten, or (ixſcore tiouſand Pico's,Wheredf the King had two thirds, e the Mines wete his; 
and that the Mountain from whence it was drawn was called ( ororum baga, which fig- 
nifies a Riv2r of Copper, for that from the time fince ic was diſcovered, being above two 
hundred years, it never failed, but racher more and more was found. Having paſt abour a 
league beyond thoſe twelve Houſes up the River, we came to a place incloſed with three 
Ranks of Iron Grates, where we bebeld chiccy Houſes, divided into five Rows, fix in each 
Row, which were very long and complete, with great Towers full of Bzlls of catt merall, 
and much cafved work, as alſo gilc Pillars, and the Frontiſpieces of fair hewed fone, 
whereupon many Inventions were : Ar this place we went aſhore by the (bi- 
fux's permiſſion, that carried us, for that he had made a Vow to this Pagede, which was cal- 


led Bigay porim, that is toſay, Godof a» hawdred and ten thouſand Gods, Corchoo fungant * 


£inaco ginaca, which ( co their repore) ſignifies, Strong and great above all others ; 
tor ſome of che Errours wherewih cheſe wretched People'are blinded are, That they believe 
every pomnſe thing hath its God, who beth created it, and preſerves its natural being ;, but 
that this Bigay potim brought rbems all forth from nnder his arm-pits," and that from him 4s 4 
Father, they derive their being, by a filial union, which they terms Bira Porentalayz And in the 
Kingdom of Pegu, where have often been, 1 have ſeen. one liks unto this, named by thoſe 
of the Country Ginecoginans, the God of Greatnſs, which Temple was in times paſt buile 
by the Chincies, when 4s they commanded is the India's, being according to their ſupputati- 
on, from the Year our Lord Jeſws Chriſt 1013. to the How 1072. by which account it ap= 
pears that thelndia's were' wader the Empire of China but one!y fifty and nine Yeart, from 
the Succeſſonr of hins that conguered it, called Exitagano, voluntarily abandoned it in reg ard of 
the great expence of money and blond that the unprofitable Keeping of it coſt him : In thoie thir- 
ty Houſes, whereof 1 formerly ſpake, were a great number of Idols of gilt Wood ; and a 
like number of Tin, Latten, and Pourcelain, being indeed ſo many, as I ſhould hardly be 
believed,to declare them: Now we had not palt above five or fix leagues from this place 
but we came coa great Town, abour a league in circuic, quire defiroyed and ruinated'; ſo 
that asking the Chineſes what mighc be the cauſe thereof, they told us, chat this Town was 
anciently called Cobrlonza,that is, 7 he flower of the field, and bad in former times been in very 
oreat ptoſperity, and that abour one hundred forty and ewoyears before, a certain ſtranger, 
in the company of fome Merchants of che Pore of Taneſarim in the Kingdom of Sram, 
chanced to come thither, being as is eems an boly man, alchough.the Bonzes (aid he was 
a Sorcerer, by reafon of tae Wonders he did, having raiſed up five dead men, and wroughc 
many other Miracles, whereac all men were exceedingly aſtoniſhed ; andchat having di- 
vers times diſputed withthe Prieſts be had fo ſhamed and confounded them, as fearing 6 
deal any more with him, they incenſed the Inhabitants againſt bim, and perſwaded them co 
put him to death, affirming rhac otherwiſe God would conſume chem with fire from Hea- 
ven; whereupon all the Townimen went unco che H a poor Weayer, where he lodg- 
ed; and killing the Weaver, with bis Son and :woSons in Law of his, that would have de- 
tended him, the;boly man.came forth-to chemy/ and reprehending chem for this Uproar, he 
told them amongſt other things, That the God of the Law, whereby they were to be ſaved was 
called Jeſms Chriſt, who came down from Heaven to the Earth for to become a Man, and that it 
4s needfull bg (hould die for men; and that with the price of his precious Bloud, which he ſhed 
for Sinners upon the Croſs, Ged was ſatisfied i bis juſtice; avd thas giving him the charge of 
Heaven and Earth, ly had promiſed bins, that whoſoever profeſſed his Law with Faith and good 
works ſhould be ſaved, and have everlaſting life 3, and withall, that the gods whom the Bon- 
2e8 ſerved and adored with Sacrifices of Bleud, wore falſe, and Idols, nheremub the Devil de- 
ceived them : -Hereat the Church-men. encred+into ſogreac fury, that they called unto the 
gs ſaying, ( uſed be he that brings not Word and-Fire for to burn him y which was pre- 
ſencly: pur in execution by;them; and che Fire beginning exceedivgly to rage, the holy man 


ſaid certain Prayers, .by virtue whereof the-Fire, incontigepily went ourg wherewuh che 
People being amazed, -eried.out,, ſaying, Dexbr/eſs the Godof rhis Man w moſt mighty, and 
worthy to be adored thronghowt the whole IVerld ; which one of the Boxzes heating, ON 
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Ripg-leader of this Muriny,& ſeeing the Townſmen retire away in con(ideration of thae they 
beh<1d, he threw a ſtone at the holy man,ſaying, They which do not as 1 do,may the Serpent of the 
»:ght engulf them into Hell fire. At theſe words all the other Bonzea did the like,fo that he was 
reſently knock'd do;vn dead with the Rones they flung at him,whzreupon chey caſt him into 
tbeRiver,which moſt prodigiouſly Raid irs courſe from running down,and ſo continued for the 
ſpace of 5 days rogether that the body lay in it, By means of chisWonder many embraced the 
law of that holy man,whereof there are a grear number yer remaining in that country: While(t 
theChineſes were relating thishiftory unrous,we ar;ived at a point of ſand,where going to doy- 
ble the Cape, we deſcried a lictle place enyironed with trees, in the mid(t whereof was a great 
Croſs of Stone, very well made, which we no ſooner eſpied, but cranſporred with exceeding 
J0r,tve fell on our knees before our ConduRor, humbly defiring him ro give us [pave to go on 
ſhore, bur this Heachen Dog refuſed us,ſaying,That they had a great way yet to the place where 
they were to lodge ; whereat we were mightily 'grieved ; howbeit God of his mercy, even 
miraculouſly ſo ordered ir,that being gone about a league furcher,his Wife fell in labouryſo as 
he was contirained to return to that place again, it being a Village of thircy or forty bouſes, 
hard by where the Croſs flood: Here we wenc on land,and placed bis Wife in an bouſe, where 
ſome nine days afref ſhe di:d inChild-bed,during which time we went to the Croſs,and pro- 
{tr:ting our ſelves b-fore it with rears in our eyes;The People of the Village beholding us in 
this potture,came to us,and kneeling down alſo, with their hands lifg upto Heaven, they ſaid, 
Chrifto Jeſs, Teſu Chriſto, Maria micanvidau late rmpone model, which in our:Tongue fig. 
nifies, Jeſu Chriſt, Teſws Chriſt, Mary always a Virgine conceived him, a Virgine 
him forth, and a Virgine ſtill remained ; whereunto w2 weeping anſwered, thac they ſpake 
the very eruch ; Then they asked us if we were Chriftians, we told chem we were, which as 
ſoon as they underſtood they carried us home to their houſes, where they entertained us with 
oreat zffeRtion;Now all theſe wereChriſtians,and defcended of the Weaver,in whoſe houſe the 
!ly man was lodged, of whom demanding whether that which -the Chineſes had cold us was 
rrae, they ſhewed us a Book that contained the whole Hiſtory thereof ar large,with many o- 
ther Wonders wrought by that holy man,who (they ſaid)was named Aatihew Eſchndel, and 
thac he was a Hermit of Mount Sas, being an Hwngarian by Nation, and born in a place 
called Buda: The ſame Book alfo related that nine days after this Synt was buried, the ſaid 
To''n of Cohilouz.aa, where he was murdered, began to tremble in ſuch ſort, as all rhe Peo- 
p'e thereof in a mighty fright, ran inco the fields, and there concinued in their Tents, nor 
daring ro return unto their houſes, for they cried out all with one common conſent, The blond 
of 'rbu ſtranger craves vengewice for the unjuſt death the Bonzes have groen him, becauſe he 
preached the truth unto 9; But the Bonzes rebuked and old them, that they commirred a 
great (in in ſaying ſoz Neyertheleſs,they willed them to bz of good chear,for they, would go 
al to On1a7 Tiguarem, god of the tight, and requeſt him co-command the Earthco be quiec, 
orherwite w2 would offer him no more ſacrifices:Immediacly whereupon all che-Boxzes went | 
a:cordingly in procefſion to the ſaid Idol,which was the chiefeſt in the Town, but none of the 
Peopl: durſt follow them,for fear of ſome Earthquake,which the very next night,abour ele- 
ven of the clock,rs thoſe dev liſh Monſters were making their ſ:crifices,with odoriferous per- 
fumes,” andother ceremonies, accuſtomed amongh them, increaſed (o terribly, chat by che 
Lords permiſſion, and for a juſt puniſhment of their wickedneſs, -ic quice overthrew all che 
Temples, Houſes, and other Edifices of the Town to the ground, wherewith all the Boxzrs 
were killed, nor fo mnch as 0 1e efcapedaliye,: being -in number above four thouſand, as the 
Book deliyerech;wherein ic is further ſaid, thar afterwards the Earth opening ſuch abundance 
of Water came forth, as it clean overwhelmed and- drowned the whole. T own, {o that it be- 
came a great Lakezand above an hundred fathom deep;-moreover't hey recounted many ocher 
very ftrapge parriculars unto us; and alfo however ſince that rime the place wasnamed Finn- 
£anorſer, that is, The 'chaſtiſement of Heaven, wheteas betore it was called Cobs/ouzan, which 
lnifies, The Flower of the Field; as T have declared heretofore; \- 


Sc4.4. © Afrer our Departure from rhe Ruines of Finngancrſee, we arrived at a great Town, called 


Janquimlan, which'is very rich, abounding wich all kind of things, fortified with a Rrong G1- 
rifon of Horſe 2nd Foot, and having a/ number of Junks and Veſſzls riding before it: Here 
we remained five days to celebrare'the Funeral of our Chifun's Wife;for whoſe Sou! he gave 
us by way of Alms both Meac and Clothes,and wichall freeing us from the Oar,permirced us 
co go aſhore vvithour Lops, yyhich yvas a yery great caſe unto us; Hayipg left et.is place, vv: 
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eontinuedour courſe up thy river,beholding Qill on eicher fide a world of goodly great Towns 
inyiconed with ſtrong wal's; 2s allo many Fortrefles and Caftles all along the waters fide ; we 
ſaw likewiſe a great number of Temples, whoſe Sceeples were all gilc, and in the fieids ſuch a- 
bundance of catcel char the ground was even covered over with ttiem, fo far as we could well 
diſcern : Moreover, there were lo many veſſels upon this river, eſpecially in ſome parts, where 
Fairs were kept, that at firſt fighr one would have thought them to be populous Towns; be- 
ſides ocher lefler companies of three hundred, five hundred,fix hundred; and a thouſand boats; 
which continually we met withall on boch fides of che river, wbereih all chings that one could 
imagine were ſold ; Moreover, rhe Chineſes zflure us, that in this Empire of Chixe, the num- 
ber of thoſe whichlevied upon the rivers, was no leſs- then thoſe that dweiled in the Towns; 
and chat wichout the good order which is obſerved to make the common people work, and 
co conſirain the meaner fort to ſupply themſelyes unto trades, for to ger their living, they 
would eat up one another. Now ir 1s to be noted, thar every kind of traffique and commerce 
is divided among them into three or four forms, as followeth : They which crade in Ducks; 
whereof there are great quantities in this Countrey, proceed therein diverſly ; ſome cauſe 
their egs to be harched for to ſel the Ducklings ; others far them when they are great for to 
ſell chem dead after they are ſalred ; Theſe craffique only with the egs s others with the fea- 
thers z 2nd ſome with the heads, feer, gizards, and intrails, no man being permitted to trench 
upon his companions ſale, ander the penalty of chirry laſhes, which no priviledg can exempt 
them from : In the ſame manner, concerning hogs , fome ſell them alive, and by whole ſale, 
others dead, and by retail z ſome make bacon of chem, others ſell their pigs, ana ſome again 
ſell nothivg but the chicterlings,cthe ſweer-breads,gthe blood, and the haſlers ; which is alſo ob- 
ſerved for fiſh, for ſuch a one els ic freſh, that cannot ſell ic eicher ſalted or dried ; and ſo of 
other Provifions, as fleſh, fruic, fowls, yeniſon, pulſe, and other things, wherein ſuch rigour is 


uſed, 3s there are chambers expreſly eftabliſhed, whoſe Officers have commifhon and poet * 


toſee, that they which trade in one particular may not do it in another, if it be nor for 
juſt and lawful cauſes,and that on pain of thirty laſhes, Tnere be ochers likewiſe that ger cheit 
living by ſelling fiſh alive, which co chat purpoſe they keep in great well-boats , and io carry 
them into divers Countries, whete they know there is no other bur ſale fiſh. There are like- 
wiſe all along this river of Batawpina, whereon we went from Narguia to Pegain, which is 
diſtant one from the octier one hundred & fourſcore leagues, ſuch 2 number of engines for ſu- 
v2r, and preſſes for wine and oyl , made of diyers ſorts of pulſe and fruic, as one could hardly 
ſee any ©:her ching on either fide of the water, In many other plzces allo there were an inhi- 
nice company of Houſes, and Magazines full of all kinds of proviſion, that one could imagine, 
whzre all ſorts of fleſh are ſalted,dried,ſmoaked,and yuU up in great high h2aps,as gammons 
of Bacon, Pork, Lard, Geeſe, Ducks, Cranes, Buſtards, Oftriches, Stags, Cows, Buffles, wild 
Goats, Rhinocerotes, Horſes, Tygers,Dogs,Foxes,and almolt all other creatures that one can 


name, ſo that we ſaid many times among(t our ſelyes, that it was not a for all the peo- ; 
e 


ple of the world roeat up all choſe provifions, We ſaw likewiſe upon che ſame river a number 
of Veſſels, which they cali Penoxras, covered from vthe poup to the prow with nets, in 
manner of a cage, three inches high, full of ducks and geeſe, that were carried from place to 
place to be ſold ; when the Owners of thoſe boats would have theſe fowl to feed, rhey ap- 
proach to the Land; and where there are rich medows, or marſhes, chey fer ſorth Planks;pen- 
ning the doors of thoſe cages, they beat three or four cimes upon a Drum,which t'ey have ex. 
preſly for chat purpoſe z whereupon all theſe fowl, being fx or ſeven rhoutand ar rhe leaft, go 
out of the boat with a mighty noiſe.and ſo fall co feeding all along the waters ſide;Now when 
the Owner perceives, that theſe fowl have fed ſufficiently, and thar ir is time to return chem, he 
beats the drum the ſecond time,ar the ſound whereof they gather all rogether,& re-cncef wich 
the ſare noife,as they wenc our;wherein it is ſtrange to obſerve, thar they return all in again, 
not ſo much as one miſſing, That done, the Maſter of the boat parts from that placez and after- 
wards when he chinks it is time for them to lay,he repairs cowards 1and,and where he finds the 
grounds dry,and good graſs,he opens the doors,and bearsthe drum again, at which all the fowl 
of the boat came forth to lay ; and then ar ſuch time as the Matter judges that theſe fowl have 
laid, he beats his drum afrefh,and ſuddenly in baſte chey all chrong in tothe boat,nor fo much 

as One remaining behind; Thereupon two or three men ger aſhore,with baskers in their hands, 

whereinco they gather up the egg, till rhey have gotten eleven or rwelve bakers full, and ſo 

they proceed on their voyage to make ſale of _ 3 Which being almoit ſpenty to _ 

theme 
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chemſelyes anew, they go for to - more unto them that breed chem, whoſe trade ir is eo 
ſell chem young; for they are not ſuffered ro keep them when they are great,as the others do, 
by reaſon, as I have ſaid before, no man may deal in any commodity for which he hath nor 
permiſſion from the Governours of the Towns, They chat gec their living by breeding of 
Ducks have neer to their Houſes certain Ponds, where many times they keep ten or eleven 
thouſand of theſe duckings, ſome bigger, tome lefler. Now for to hatch the Eggs, they 
have in very long galleries ewenty or thirty furnaces full of dung , wherein they bury two 


- hundred, three hundred, and five hundred Eggs together , then ftopping the mouth of each 
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furnace that the dung may became the hotcer, they leave the Eggs there cill they think the 
young ones are diſcloſed ; whereupon putting into every ſeveral furnace a Capon half pul- 
led, and che skin ftriprt from off his breſt, they leave him ſhur up therein for the ſpace of two 
days; at the end whereof being all come our of the ſhell , they carry them into certain plz 
ces under ground made for- that purpoſe, ſetting them bran ſoaked in liquor ; and fo being 
lefc there looſe ſome ten or eleyen dayes, they gO afterwards-of chemſelyes into the ponds, 
where they feed and bring them up for to ſell them unto thoſe former Merchants, who 
trade with chem into divers patcs, it being unlawfull for one to trench upon anothers traf- 
fique, as I have before related; ſo that in che-Markets and publique places, where proviſions 
for the mouth are ſold, if any thar ſell Gooſe Eggs do chance to be taken fieſed with Hens 
Eggs, and it is ſuſpeRed that they ſell of chem; they are preſencly puniſhed with chirty laſhes 
on the bare Buctocks, without hearing any juſtification they can make for th:mſelyes, being 
as I have ſaid, found fieſed of them z ſo that if they will have Hens Eggs for their own 
uſe, toavoid incurring the penalty of the Law, they muſt be broken art one end ; whereby 
ie may appear thar they keep them not to ſell, bur to ear. As for them chat ſell Fiſh a- 
livz, if any of their Fiſh chance to dic, chey cur them in pieces, and ſalting chem fell-chem 
at the price of ſalr-fiſh , which is leſs then chat of freſh-fiſh, wherein they proceed ſo ex- 
aRly, that no man dares paſs the limits which are preſcribed and ordained by the Con- 
chal of the State, upon pain of moſt ſevere puniſhment z for in all chis County the King is 
ſo much reſpe&ed, and Juſtice ſo feared, as no kinde of perſon, how great ſoeyer, dares 
murmur, or look awry at an Officer, no not at the very Happes, Which are as the Bayliffs 
or B:adles among(t us, | 


CHAP. XXXI. p 
The order which i «bſerved in the removing Towns that are made upon the 
Rivers ; and that which further befell ua. 


We ſaw likewiſe all along this great River a number of Hogs both wilde ard co- 
meſtick, char were kept by certain men on horſeback, and many herds of tame red 
Deer, which were driven from place to place like Sheep, to feed, all lamed of their righe 
legs, to binder them from running away z and they are lamed ſo, when they are bur Calves, 
co avoid the danger that otherwiſe they mighr incur of their lives : We ſaw a'ſo divers 
Parks, wherein a world of Dogs were kept to be ſold to the Butchers; for in theſe Coun- 


tries they eat all manner of Fleſh, whereof .they know the price, and of what creatures they 


are, by the choppings they make of them z Moreover , we mer with many ſmall Brrques, 
whereof ſome were full of Pigs, others of Tortoiſes, Frogs, Otters, Adders, Eeles, Snails, 
and Lizards;for(as T have have ſaid)they buy there of all that is judged good co eatznow to the 
end that ſuch proviſions may paſs at an eaſier rate , all char ſell chem are permitted to 
make traffique of them in ſeveral faſhions ; true ir is, chatin ſome things chey have greater 
Franchiſes chen in others, co the end that by means thereof no Merchandiſe may want ſale : 
And becauſe the Subje& I now ſpeak of diſpenſes me to ſpeak of all,-I will relate that which 
we further obſerved there, and whereat we wete much abaſhed, judging thereby how far 
men ſuffer chemſelyes co be carried by their Incereſts, and extream avatice ; you muſt know 
chen,chat in chis Country there are a many of ſuch as make a trade of buying and ſelling 
mens Excrements; which 1s not ſo mean a Commerce among them, bur that there are ma- 
ny of them grow rich by it, and are held in good account 5 now theſe Excrements ſerve ro 
manure grounds chat are newly grubb'd , which is found to be far betrer for chat purpoſe 
then the ordinary dung : They which make a trade of buying ic go up and down the {ircets 


with certain Clappers, like our Spiccle men , whereby they give co underſtand wan oy 
ere, 
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defire without publiſhing of ir ocherwiſe to people,in tegardthe thing is filthy of ic ſel,whbere- 
unto I will adde chus much, that this commodity is ſo much efteemed among them, and ſo 
great 2 =_ driven of ic, that into one Sea port ſometimes there comes, in one tyde, two or 
chree bundred Sayls laden with ic : Oftentimes alſo there is ſuchRriving for ic, a3che Gover= 
pours of the place are fain to interpoſe their authority for the difiribution of this goodly com- 
—_y ; and all for ro manure their grounds, which ſoyled with ic bears three crops in one 
year. We ſaw many boars likewiſe laden with dried orange pils,wherewith in vi&ualling hou- 
ſes they boyl dogs fleſh,for to take away the rank (avour and humidiry of it,as alſoto render it 
more firm: In brief,we ſaw ſo [0s qe Barcaſſes, in this river, laden with 
all kinds of proviſion, that either the ſea or land produces, and that in ſuch abundance, as 1 
muſt confeſs, I am not able to expreſs it in words z for it is net poſſible to imagine the in- 
finice ore of things that are in this Country; of each whereof you ſhall ſee two or thtee hun- 
dred Veſſels cogether at a time, all full, eſpecially ar che Fairs, and Markets, that are kept 

on the ſolemn feſtiyal days of their Pegodes ; for then all the Fairs are free, and the Parades 
for the molt part are ſcituated upon ,the banks of rivers, to the end all commodicies may the 
more commodiouſly be brought ghicher by water. Now when all theſe Veſſels come to joyn 
rogether, during theſe Fairs, they cake ſuch order, as they make, as ic were, a great and fair 
Town of chem; ſo that ſometimes you ſhall haye of them a league in length, and three quar- 
rers of a league in bredth, being compoſed of above ewenty thouſand Veſtels; beſides Balons, 
Gnedees, and Manchuas, which are ſmall boats, whoſe number is infinite 3 For the Govern- 
ment hereof .there are threeſcore Captains appoinced, of which thirty are to ſee good or- 
dex kept, and the other thirty are for the guard of the Merchants that come thither, ro the 
end they may ſail it ſafety g Moreover, there is above chem a Chaew , who bath abſgjare 
power, both in civil and criminal cauſes, without any appeal or tion whatſoever, during 
che fifteen days tha this Fair laſts, which is from the new to jthe full Moon ; And indeed 
more come to ſee the policy, order, and beauty of this kind of Town,cthen otherwiſe ; for (to 
ſpeak the cruch, the fratning of ic in chat manner wich veſlels) makes it more to be admired 
then all che Edifices char cam be ſeen upon the land ; There are in this moving Town wo 
thouſand fiteers, exceeding long, and very firait, incloſed on either fide with ſhips, moſt of 
which are coyered with filks,8 adorned with a world of banners flags, and fireamers, wherein 
all kind of commodicies that can be deſired are to be ſold In other Rreets are as many trades 
co be ſeen,as in any Town on the Land ; amidſt the which they thac craffique, goup and down 
in lictle farther, and that very quietly, and without any diſorder ; Now it by chance any 
one is taken ficaling, be is infilancly to his offence z As ſoon as it is night, 
all cheſe reers are Chur up with athwart them, cothe end none may paſs after the re- 
treat ſounded ; In each of theſe fireers there are at leaſt a dozem of lanthorns, with lighrs bur- 
pam ry I. ns ct rs Maſis of the Veſſels,by means whereof all that go in and 
out are ſeen, ſo that ic may be known who they are , from whence they come, and whar they 
would have, to the end the Cherms may the next ing receive an account thereof ; And 
truly,co behold all cheſe lighcs n= in the night, is a fighe ſcarce able to be — 
cher is there a fireet without a Bell, and a Sentigely ſo as when that of the C ſhip is 
beard to ring, all the ocher bels anſwer ic, with ſo great a noiſe of yoices adjoyned thereunto, 
that we were almoſt beſides our felves,at the hearing of a thing which cannoe be well concei- 
ved: and that was ruled with ſuch good order : In every of theſe fireers, even in the pooreſt of 
them,there is a Chappel to pray in-framed upon great Barcaſſes, like to Gallies, very near, and 
ſo well accommodated,that for the moſt part they are enriched with filks,amd cloth of gold;Ig 
theſe Chappels xe their Idols, and Priefis which adminiſter their ſacrifices, and receive the 
offerings that are made them, wherewith they are abundancly furniſhed for their living z Our 
of each treet,one of the tnoſt account,or chiefeſt Merchanc,is choſen to watch all night in his 
turn with thoſe of his Squadron , beſides the Captains of the Government , who in Balloas 
walk the round without, co the end no thief may eſcape by avy ayenue\wharſcever ; and 
for cur page theſe guards cry as loud as they can, that they may be heard, A k the 
moſt able things, we ſaw one fireet, where there were above an hnndred Veſlels, la- 
den with Idols of gilt wood, of divers faſhions, which were ſold for to be offered to the Pa-, 
godes ; rogether with a world of feet, thighs, arms, and heads, chat fick folks bought to offer 
in deyotion; There alſo we beteld other ſhips, covered with filk hangings, where Comedies 
and other plays were repreſenced co —_— people withall, which in great — 
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flocked together;In other places, Bils of exchange for Heaven were ſo'd,whereby theſe Prieſts 
of the D.v.l promiſed them many merits, with great intereſt, affirming that without theſe 
Bils chey could not poſſibly be ſaved ; for that God, ſay they, is a mortal enemy to all ſuch as 
do not ſome good to the Pagodes 3 whereupon they tell chem ſuch fables and lies,as theſe un- 
bappy wretches do often times take the very bread from their mouthes ro give it them; There 
were alſo other Veſlels all laden with dead mens skuls, which divers men bought for to pre- 
ſent a8 an offering at the rombs of their friends,when they ſhould happen to die;for,ſay they, 
as the deceaſed is laid in the grave in the company of theſe skuls, ſo ſhall his ſoul enter into 
Heaven, attended by thoſe unto whom thoſe skuls belonged ; wherefore when the Porter of 
Paradiſe ſhall ſee ſuch a Merchant, with many followers, he will do him honour, as to a man 
that in this life hath been a man of quality z for if he be poor, and withour a train, the Porter 
will not open to him;whereas,contrarily, the more dead mens skuls he hath buried with him, 
che more happy he ſhall be eſteemed ; There were many boars likewiſe, - where there were 
men that had a great many of Cages, full of live birds, who playing on divers intfiruments of 
mulick, exhorted the people with a loud voice, to deliver thoſe poor creatures of God, thar 
were there in captivity z whereupon many came and gave them money for the redemption of 
thoſe priſoners, which preſently they ler our of the Cages 3 and then as they flew awar, the 
redeemers of thzm cried out to the birds, Pichas preaniel catan vacax:, that is,Go,and tell God, 
how we ſerve him here below. In imitation of theſe, there are others alſo, who in their ſhi 

kept a grear many of live fiſhes tn great pots of water, and like the ſellers of birds invite 
the people, for Gods cauſe,to free thoſe poor innocent fiſhes, that had never linned, ſo thar 


' divers bought many of them, and caſting them into the river, ſaid , Get ye gone ; and tell there 
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below the good 1 have done you for Gods fake. To conclude all, the Veſſels where theſe 
things are expoſed to ſale are ſeldom leſs in number chen ewo hundred; beſides thouſands of 
others, which ſell ſuch like wares in a far greater quantity, by 
We ſaw likewiſe many Barcaſſes full of men and women , rhat played upon divers ſorts of 
infirumencs,and for money gaye them mulick thar deſired ic 3 There were ocher Veſſels laden 
wich horns, which che Pricfts ſold, therewith ro make feaſts im HEavenzfor they ſay,that thoſe 
were the horns' of ſeveral beatis, which were offered in ſacrifice ro the Idols out of devotion, 
and for the performance of yovs that menhad made in diyers kind of miſ-fortunes, and fick- 
neſſes, wherein ch: y had at otheritimes been ; And that as the fleſh of thoſe beafts had been 
iven here below for the hononr of.God.to the poor , ſo-the ſouls of them for whom thoſe 
ns were offered do in the other world eat the ſouls of choſe beaſts ro whom thoſe horns 
belonged, and thereunto invice the ſouls of theit friends, as men uſe co invite others here on 
earth;Other yeflels we ſaw: covered with blacks,and ful of combs,torches,8 great wax lights; 
as alſo women in them, ' that for money would be hired co weep and lament for the dead ; 0 


hers there were, called Pitalexs, that in great barques kepr divers kinds of wild beaſts ro be 


ſhewed for money, moſt dreadful ro behold, as Serpents, huge Adders, monſtrous Lizards, Ty- 
gers, and many others ſuch like ; we ſaw in like ſort a great number of Stationers, which 
fold all manrer of books that could be deſired, ' as well concerning the creation of the wor'd, 
whereof they tell a thouſand lies,as rouching the States, Kingdomes,I{lands,and Provinces of 
the world, rogether with the Laws: and Cuftoms of Nations z but eſpecially of the Kings of 
C bins, their number, brave as, and of all things elſe that happened in each of their reigns ; 
Moreover, ve ſaw a great many of the lighty{witt Foylis, wherein were men very well armed, 
who cried out with aloud voice, that if any one bad received an affromt, whereof he deſired 
£0 be aveng:d, let him come unto them, and they would cauſe ſatisfaRion to be made him z 
In other veflels there were old women,that ſeryed for midwives,and that would bring women 
ſpeedily and catily abed y 2s alſo a many of Nurſes,ready to be entertained for to give children 
ſuck z There were barques likewiſe very well adorned, and ſet forth, that had in chem divers 
reverend old men, a:.d grave matrons, whoſe profeſhon was to make marriages, and to com- 
fort widows, or ſuch as had loft their children, or ſuffered any other miſ-forcune ;-In others 
there vere a number of youpg men and maidy, that lacked Matters, and Miſtrefles, which of- 
fered themſelves to any that would hire them z Thege were” other veſſels that had in them 
ſuch as undertook to cell fortnnes, and to help folks ro things loſt. In a word, nor to dwell 
any longer upon every particular that was to be ſeen in chis moviag Town,(for then I ſhould 
never have done) it (hall ſuffice me to ſay, that nothing can be defired on land, which was nor 
© be had in their Veſſels, and that in greater abundance then I haye delivered, —_— 
W 
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will paſs from it ro ſhew you chat one of the principal cauſes why chis Monarchy of China, 

- that conicains two and thirty Kingdoms, is ſo mighty, rich, and of ſo great commerce, is, be* 

cauſe it is exceedingly repleniſhed with rivers,& a world of Chanels that haye been anciently 

made by the Kings, great Lords, and people thereof, for to rendet all the Country navigable, 

and ſo communic:te their labours with one another : The natroweſt of theſe Chanels bave 

bridges of hewed ftone over themythat are very high, long and broad,whereof ſome are of ons 

fone, eighty, ninety, nay, an hundred ſpans long, and fitteen or twenty broad, which doubt-= 

leſs is very marvellous ; for it is almoſt impoſſible to comprehend by what means ſo huge a 

maſs of fone could be drawn out of the Quarry without breaking , and how it ſhould be 

eranſported tothe place where it was tobe ſer, All the ways and paſſ:ges,from Cities, Towns, 

and Villages, have very large cauſeys made of fair ftone,at the ends whereof are cottly pillars 

and arches, upon Which are inſcriptions with letters of gold, containing the prayſes of them 

thac ereted them;moreover,there are handſome (eats placed all along for poor paſſengers ro | 
reſt themſclves on 2 There are likewiſe innumerable AqueduAs and fountains every where, | 
whoſe water is mott wholeſom and excellent todrink ; And in divers parts there are certain | 
Wenches of love, that out of charity proftituce themſelves to travellers which bave no mo- 

ney; and al: hough amongſt us this is held for a great abuſe and abomination, yer wich them it ; 
is accounted a work of mercy ; ſo that many on their death-beds do by their reftaments be= ; 
queathe great revenues,for the maintenance of this wickedneſs,as a thing very mericorious for 

the ſalyarion of their ſouls ; moreover;many others have left lands for the ere&ing and maih- 

taining of houſes, in deſarrs and uninhabited places, where great fires are kept all the night to 

guide ſuch as have firayed our of their way 3as alſo water for men to drink,and ſeats to repole 

them inz1nd that there may be no defulc herein, there are divers perſons entertained with v2- 

ry good means,to (ce theſe things catefully continued,according to the intticution of him thar 

founded them for the health of his ſoul, By theſe marvels which are found in the particular 

Towns of this Empire may be concluded, what the greatneſs thereof might be, were they 

Jjoyned all rogerher ; bur for the berrer ſatisfaRtion of the Reader, I dare boldly ſay, if my te- 

ftimony may be worthy of credir,that in one and cwenty years ſpace(during which cime,with 

a world of miſ-fortune, labour and pain, I traverſed che greateſt part of Aſia,as may appear by 

this my diſcourſe ) I had ſeen in ſome Countries a wonderfull abundahice of ſeveral ſorts of vi- 

Auals, and provifians, which we have not in our Exrope 4 yet, without ſpeaking what each of 

chem might have in patcicular,I do nor think there is in all £xrope ſo much as there is in Chi- 

x8 alone; And the ſame may be ſaid of all the reft, wherewich Heaven hach favoured this Clis 

mare,as well for the remperatute of the ait, as for that which concerns the policy,and riches, 

the magnificence and greatneſs of their eftate ; Now that which gives che greateſt lufire unto 

It, is, their exa& obſeryation of Juſtice;for there is ſo well ruled a Government in this Coun- 

try,as it may jultly de envied of all others in the world ; And to ſpeak the rruch,ſuch as want 

this particulary have no gloſs, be chey otherways never ſo great and commendadle. Verily,ſo 

ofcen as I repreſent unto my ſelf chole great things which I have ſeen in this China, Iam on 

the one ſide amaz2d rothink how liberally ic hath pleaſed God to heap upon this people che 

200ds of the earthgand on the cther fide I am exceedingly grieved to conſider how ungratefull 

they they are in acknowledging ſuch extraordinary favours ; for = commir amonglt them-

Our Arrival at the City of Pequin ; tegether with our 118priſonment , and that 
which moreover happened unto us there ; as alſo the great Majeſty 
' of the Officers of their Cours of Juſtice, 


—— we were departed from that rare and marvellous Town, whereof I have ſpoken, $4&.1. 

we continued Sur courſe up th: riv2r,until at length,on Txeſday,the nineceenth of Ofto- 

ber, in the year 1541, we arrived at the great City of Prquin, Whither, as I have ſaid before, 

we had be.n remicted by Appeal ; In this manner,chained three and three together, we were 

calt into a priſon, called Gofaniauſerca , where for out welcom we had at the fi:ft dz(h wa 
I:th:s 
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laſhes apiece given us, wherewich ſome of us became very ſick -2 Now as ſoon as the Chifaw 


| who conducted us thither had preſented the proceſs of our ſentence, ſealed with ewelve ſeals, - 


co the Juſtice of che Aytao, which is theic Patliamenc, che twelve Chonchals of the crimi.. 
nal Chamber, nnco whom the cogniſance of our cauſe appertainzd, commanded us 
away co priſon ; whereupon one of thoſe twelve, affilted by ewo Regiſters, and fix or ſeven 
Officers, whom they cetm Hapes, { and are much like our Catchpoles here, terrified us nor 
a lictle, as he was leading us thicher ;for giving us very threatning ſpeeches,Come,ſaid be unto 
us , By the power and authority which I bave from the Aytao f Batampina , cheef Preſo- 
dent of the two and thirty Tudges of firangers ( within whoſe breſ are the ſecrets of the 
Lyon crowned on the throne of the world incloſed ) I enjoyn and command you to tell me, whar 
people you are , 4s alſo of what Conntry, and whether you have a King , who for the ſervice 
of God, and for the diſcharge of bis dignity , tu inclined to do good to the poor, and to render 
them juſtice , to the end that with tears in their eyes , and bands lifted up , they nay mat ad- 
dreſs their complaints to that Sovereigne Lord which bath made the bright Enamel of the 
Shies, and for whoſe holy feet allthey that reign with bim, ſerve but for ſandals. Tothis 
demand we anſwered him, that we were poor ttrangers,natives of the Ki of Siaw,who 
being imbarqued with our Merchandiſe for Liampos were calt away in a great ftorm at Sea, 
from whence we eſcaped naked wich the loſs of all that we badg and how in that deplorable 
eſtate we were fain to get our living by begging from door co door, till ſuch time as at our 
arrival at the Town of T #ypor, the Chumbrms, then refidenc there, had arreſted us for pri 
without cauſe , and ſo ſent us to the City of Nanguin, where by his report we had been 
condemned to the whip, and to have our thumbs cut off , without ſo much as once deigni 
co hear us in our juſtifications; by reaſon whereof, lifting up our eyes to Heaver, we had been 
adviſed co have recourſe,with our cears, to the four avd twenty Judges of aultere life, that 
(chrough cheir zeal ro God) chey might rake our cauſe in hand, ace by reaſon of our poverty 
we were altogether wichouc ſupport, and abandoned of all men, which with an boly zeal chey 
incontinently effe&ed, by rgvoking the cauſe,and amnulling che Judgment chac had been given 
againſt us ; and that,theſe chlpgs conſidered, we moſt inftantly beſought him, thar for the ſer- 
vice of God he at was 9 penn regard to our miſery , and the great injuſtice char 
was done us, for that we had no means in this Country, nor perſon, thac would ſpeak one 
word for us.The Judg remained ſometime in ſuſpence upos that we had ſaid te bim;ac lengrhb 
he anſwered, char we need ſay no more co him ; for ic is ſufficient that 1 know youare poor, 
co che end this affair may go another way then hitherco ic bach done z nevertheleſs, ro acquir 
me of _——_— I give you five days time , conformably to the Law of the chird Book, char 
within the ſaid term you may retain a ProRor to undertake your cauſe; but if you will be advi- 
ſed by me,you ſhall preſent your to the 7 amgores of the ſacred Office, co the end har 
they,carried by an holy zeal of che r of God, may out of compaſſion of your miſeries 
take upon them co defend your right, Having ſpoken thus, be gave us a 7 ae:s,in way of alms, 
and ſaid further to us, Beware of the priſoners that are berezfor I aflure you,thac they make ic 
cheir crade co teal all char they can from any one ; whereupon entring into another chamber 
where chere were a great number of priſoners, he continued there aboye three hours in givicg 
chem audience;at che end whereof he ſenc ſeyen and rwenty men, that the day before had re- 
ceived cheir judgement ,co execution,which was inflited upon them by whipping co death ; a 
ſ{peRacle ſo dreadful to us,8& thaticput us in ſuch a frighr,as it almoR ſer us our ſelves: 
The n:xc morning,as ſoon as it was days the Jaylors clapt iroms on our feet,and manadeson 
our hands, and pur us to exceeding great pain ; bur ſeven days afrer we had endured ſuch mi- 
ſery,being laid on the ground one by another,and bewayling our diſafler,for the excream fear 
we were in of ſuffering a moſt cruel death, if tha which we had done at Calemplay ſhould by 
any means chance to be difcovered, it pleaſed God that we were viſited by the Tawigeres of 
the houſe of mercy,which is of the juriſdiction of this priſon,who are called in their language 
Cofilem Gnaxy ; Ar their arrival all che 5 17g bowipg themſelves , ſaid with a lamentable 
rone , Bleſſed be the day wherein God doth wiſit us. by the miniſtery of his ſervants ;, where- 
unto che 7 a»igores made anſwer, with a grave and modeſt countenance , The Almighty and 
divine hand of hins tha hath formed the beanty of the Stars keep and preſerve you ; Then 
approaching co us, they very courteouſly demanded of us what people we were, and whence 
It proceeded that our impriſonment was more ſenſible ro us then co others ? To this ſpeech 


we replyed,with tears ia our eyes, that we were poor irapgers, ſo abandoned of men,as io o 
c 
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the Country there was nor one that knew our names, and that all we could in our poverty ſays 
to intr2at them to think of us ſor Gods ſake, was contained in a Letter, that we had b:oughr 
them from the Chamber of rhe Soctery of the houſe of Q1ay Hinare!, in the City of Nar- 
gum ; whereupon Chriftophoro Borralho, preſenting them with the Lerrer, they received 1t 
with a new ceremony, full of all courrehe , ſaying, Praiſed be he who hath created all 
things , for that he is pleaſed to ſerve himſelf of ſinners here b:low , whereby they may be 
recompenſed at the laſt day of all days , by ſatisfying them double their labour with the riches 
of his holy treaſures, which ſhall be done, as we believe, in as great abundance , as the drops of 
rain fall Frome the clouds to the earth,” After this, one of the tour , putting up che Letrer, ſaid 
unto us,that as ſoon as the Chamber of Juſtice for the poor was open, they would all of chem 
o'v2 an anſwer tO our buſineſs, and ſee us furniſhed with all that we had need of, and ſo they 
departed from us:Three days afrer they returned to viſit us in the priſonzand in the next morrs 
ing coming £0 us again, they asked us many quz(tions anſwerable to a memorial which they 
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had thereof ; whereunto we replyed 1n every point according as we. were queſtioned by each ' 


of them, ſo as they remained yery well ſatisfied with our anſwers 3 Then calling the Regiter 
to them , who had our papers in charge, they inquired very exactly of him, touching many 
things that concerned us, and withall required his advice about our affair $ char done, having 
digeſted all chat might make for the converſation of our right into certain heads, they rook 
our proceſs from hiam, ſaying, thzy would peruſe it all of them together in their Chambers of 
Juſtice with the ProRors of che houſe , and the nexc day return it him again, that he mighc 
carry it to the Chaem, as he was reſolyed before to do. 


ot to trouble my ſelf with recounting in particular all chat occurred in this affair , untiil Se&.3! 


ſuch time as ic was fully concluded, wherein fix moneths and an half were imployed,(during 
the which we continued (ill priſoners in ſuch miſery )I will in few words relace all that betell 
us unco the end; when as our buſineſs was come before the twelve ( :#cha/z of the criminal 
Courc, the two ProRors of the houſe of mercy moſt willingly took upon them to cauſe the 
unjuſt ſentence Which had been given againſt us to be reyoked ; Having gotten then all the 
proceedings to be diſannulled , they by petition remonſirared unto the Charms, who was the 
Preſident of that Court , How we conld not for any cauſe whatſoever be condemned to death, 
ſeeing there were no witneſſes of any credit that could teſtifie that we had robbed any man, 
or had ever ſcen us carry any offenſive weapons contrary to the prohibition made againſt it 
by the Law of the firſt book; but that we were apprehended quite naked, like wretched men, 
wandering after a lamentable ſhipwrack,z and that therefore our poverty and miſery was wor- 
thy rather of a poo compaſſion , then of that rigour wherewiuh the firſ® Miniſter of the 
arm of wrath had cauſed us to be whipt ; moreover, that God alone was the Judge of our in- 


nocency ; in whoſe name they required him once, twice, nay many times, to confider that he 


was mortal, and could not laſt long ; for that God had given him a periſhable life , at rhe end 
whereof he was to render an account of that which bad been required of hits , fince by a ſo- 
lemn oath he was obliged to do all that ſhould be manifeſt to his judgement , without any con- 
federation of men of the world ; whoſe cuſtom it was to make the ballance ſway down, which 
God would have to be upright, according to the mtegrity of his divine Juſtice, To this pe- 
tition the Kings ProRor oppoſing himſelt,as he that was our adverſe parry,and that in certain 
Articles, which he framed againſt us, ſer forch, how he would prove by ocular wicneſles, as 
well of the Country, as irangers, that we were publique thieves, making a common praRice 
of robbing, and nor Merchants, ſuch as we pretended to be z whereunco be added, that if 
we had come to the Coalt of China With a good delign, and with an intent to pay the King 
his due in his Cuſtomehouſes, we would have repaired co the Pores,where they were eftabliſh- 
ed by the Ordinance of the At» of the Government g but for a puniſhment, becauſe we 
went from Iſle to Ifle, like Pirats, Almighty God, that derefts fin and robbery, had permitted 
us to ſuffer ſhipwrack, thar ſo falling into the hands of the Miniſters of his Juttice we might 
receive the guerdon of our wicked works, namely, the paints of death, whereof our crimes 
rendred us molt worthy ; In regard of all which, he defired we might be condemned accord- 
ing tothe Law of the ſecond book, that commanded it in expreſs terms ; And that if for othe:r 
conſiderations, no Way remarkable in us, we could by any Law be exempted from death, yer 
nevertheleſs, for chat we were firapgers, and yagabonds , without either faith, or know- 
ledg of God, that alone would ſuffice, at lealtwiſe to condemn us ro have our hands and ne- 
ſes cut off, and foto be baniſhed for eyer into the Country of Ponx1i/eytay, whither ſuch rk 
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pie 85 We, were wont to be exiled, as might be yerified by divers ſentences given and execu- 
red in like caſes ; and to thac effeR, h2 defired che admittance of his Articles, which he pro. 
miſed to prove wichin the time, that ſhould be preſcribed him, Theſe Articles were preſently 
excepred again(t by the ProRor of the Court of Juſtice, eftabliſhed for che poor, who offered 
ro make the contrary appear within a certain term,. which co that end , and for many other 
reaſons alledged m_ in our favour, Was granted him ; wherefore he required chat che ſaid 
Arricles might not be admitted, eſpecially for that they were infamous, and direAly comerary 
co the Ordinances of Juſtice. Whereupon the Charms ordered, that his Articles ſhould nor b: 
admitted, unleſs he did prove them by evident teſtimonies, and ſuch as were conformable ro 
the Divine Law,wichin 6x days next enſuing,and that upon pain in caſe of contravention noc 
co be admitted to aty demand of a longer delay. The ſaid cerm of fix days being preſcribed 
che Kings ProRor, he, inthe mean time, p_—_ no one preof againſt us, nor any perſon 
char ſo much as knew us, came and demanded a delay of other fix days, which was fluly de- 
niced him , in regard it but coo well appeared, char all he did was only co win time, and 
therefore he would by no means conſent unto it ; but contrarily, he gaverhe Proftor for the 
poor five days reſpir co alledge all char further he could in our defence ; In the mean rime, 
the Kings Profor declatmed againſt us in ſuch foul and opprobrions cerms,as th: Charws was 
much off-nded cher2at ; ſo that he condemned him to pay us ewenty Tac of filver, boch for 
his want of charity, and for that he could not prove any one of the obligations which he had 
exhiviced ag1in(t us, Three days being ſpent herein, four 7Tamgores of the houſe of the poor, 
coming very eatly in the morning to che priſon, ſent for us into che /nfirmirie, where they 
cold us that out buſineſs went very well , and how we might hope that our ſemreace wonld 
hive a good iflu2 5 whereupon we caſt our ſelyes ar their feer, and wich abundance of cears 
defired God ro reward chem for the pains they had caken in our behalf. Thereunro one of them 
replyed, Aud we alſ# moſt bambly beſeech him to keep you in the knowledge of "ha Law, 
wherein all the happineſs of good men conſiſts ; and ſo they cauſed rwo coverlets to be given 
us, for to lay upon our beds 1h the nighr, becauſe the weather was cold, and withall bid us, 
that we ſhould nor Rick to ask any thing we watited , for that God Almighty did nor love a 
ſparing hand in the diftributing of alms for his ſake, A lirtle afcer their departure came the 
Regitter, and ſhewing us the Cheemss order, whereby the Kings ProRor was condemned to 
pay us ewenty T ae, gave us the money,and took an acquittance under our hands for the re- 
ceipt of ic z For which giving him a world of thanks, we increated him for his pains ro take 
as much thereof as he p'eaſed ; bur he would not touch a peny, faying, I will not for ſo 
fmall 2 matcer loſe the recompence which I hope to gain from God , for the confideration 
of you, 

We paſt nine days in great fear, fill expeRing to haye our ſentence pronounced, when as 
on Setzrday motning two Chanbins of Juſtice came to the priſon for us, accompanied with 
ewenty Officers, by them called Happes, cartying Halbercs, Portiſans, and other arms, which 
made them very dreadful to the beholders;Theſe men tying us all nine together ina long icon 
chain, lead us co the Caladigan, which was the place where audience was given, and where 
execution was done on dcimquents ; Now how we got thither, co confeſs the rruch, I am 
not able to relate z for we were 2r that inſtant ſo far beſides our ſelves, as we knew nor what 
we did, or which way we wen: ; (o as in that extremity all our thought was how co conform 
our ſelves co che will of God , and beg of him with tears, thar for the meric of his ſacred paſ- 
fion, he would be pleaſed to receive the puniſhment chat ſhould be inflifted on us for the 
ſatisfaRion of our fins. Ar length afcer much pain, and many affronrs, that were done us by 
many which followed afrer us, with Jond cries, we arrived at the firſt Half of the Caladiges, 
where were four and ewenty Execurioners, whom they call , The Afimiſters of the arms of 
Juſtice , with a great many of other people, that were there about cheir sMairs. Here we re- 
mained a long time, till at length upon che ringing of a bell, orher doots were opened, that 
food under a great Arch of ArchiteRure, very artificially wrought,and whereon were a num- 
ber of rich figures z On the top a monſtrous Lion of filver was ſeen, with his fore and bind 
feer upon a mighty great bowl , made of the ſame meral, whereby the arms of the King of 
China are repreſented, which are ordinarily placed on the Fore-tronc of all the Soverergn 
Courts, where the Charms prefide, who are as Vice-reys amongit us: Thoſe doors being o- 
pened,as I ſaid before,all thar were chere greſenr entred into a very great Hall, lik ache B 
of a Church, ting from the top to the botrom with divers piRtures, wherew firange - 
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of execution done upon perſons of all conditions,afcer a mok dreadful m-rn rw2ors confte ins 
ed; and under every piRture was this inſcription, Such a one was excenred wih this kind of 
death for committing ſuch a cyime ;, (0 that in beholding che diveriity of (het! f ori pout= 
craicures one might tee 1n it, as it were, a declaration of che kind of death hat was or:1ained 
for each crime, as alſo the extream rigour which the Juſtice there obſerved in luch ex2cr.cions. 
From this Hali wz went into anor| er room far richer, and more coltly, for it was gilt al: 0- 
yer, ſo that one could not have a more pleafing objzeR, at leaſt wiſe , if we could have taken 
pleaſure in any thing, conſidering che miſery we were in, Inthe mid(t of this room there was 
a Tribunal, whereunto one aſcended by ſeven fieps, invironed with three rows of b1!lifiers of 
icon, copper , and ebony; the tops whereof were bcautified with Mother of PFea(l : Ac 
the upper end of all was a cloth of State of white damask, frenged about with a deep 
cawl frenge of green ſilk and gold ; Under this Scate ſat the {been with a world of greatneſs 
and majeſty ; he was ſeared 1n a very rich Chair of filyer, having before him alictle rable, and 
abour him three boys on their knees, ſumptuouſly apparelled, with chains of gold; one of the 
which (namely, he in the middle) ſerved to give the Charm the pen wherewichal he figned g 
The other cwo cook che petitions that were preferred, and preſented chem on the Table, thac 
ny might be ſigned ; On the right hand, in another place (omewhac higher, and almott equal 
with che Chaems, ood a boy, ſome ten or eleven years old, attired in a rich robe of white Sa= 
tin , imbroidered with roſes of gold , having a chain of pearl three double abour his neck, 
and bair as long as a womans, moſt neatly plaited with a filler of gold , all enameſled with 
ſreen, and powdered over with great ſeed pearl ; In his hand he held, as a mark of that which 

repreſented, a liccle branch of roſes,made of filk,gold thread, and rich pearls, very curiouſly 
intermixed; And 1n this manner he appeared ſo gentile, handſome, and beautiful, as no wo- 
man, how fair ſoeyzr, could overmatch him z this boy leaned on his elbow upon the Charms 
chair, and figured mercy, In the like manner, on che left hand was another goodly boy, richiy 
apparelled in a Coat of carnation Satin , all ſer with roſes of gold , having his right artn ba- 
red up to the elbow, and died with a vermilion as red as blood , and in that hand holdipg a 
naked fword, which ſeemed alſo to be bloody : moreover, on his head he wore a crown, in 
faſhion like co a Mycer , bung all with lictle razors, like unto lancets, wherewuth Chirurgions 
let men blood; being thus gallantly ſer forth, and of moſt beauriful preſence, yer he (truc.s ll 
that beheld him with fear, 1n regard of that he repreſented, which was Juſtice. For they ay. 
that th Judge, which holds che place of che King, who preſents God on earth, ought necef{;- 
rily to haye thoſe rwo qualities, Juſt;ce, and Mercy ; and that he which doth nor uſe chem 1s 
a Tyrant, acknowledging no Law, and uſurping the power that be hath. The Chaem w:s ape 
parelled ina long Gown of violer Satin, frenged with green filk and gold, wich a kinc! of ſca- 
puliir about his neck, in the midſt of which was « great plate of gold, wherein an hand avoiding 
a very even pair of ballance was engraven, and che inſcription about it ; /r is the warere of the 
Lord Almighty, to obſerve in lus juſtice, weight, meaſure, qgd tru account ; therefore raks 
heed to what thou doeft, for if thew comeſt to ſin thou (halt Pier for ut eternally. Upon bs 
head he had a kind of round bonnet, bordered about with ſmall ſprigs of gold, ail -namelled 
violer and green, and on the cop of ic was 2 lictle crowned Lion of goid,upon a round bowl of 
che ſame meral ; by which Lion crowned, as I have delivered beretofore, is the Kipg ſignified, 
and by the bowl, che world ; as if by theſe devices chey would denoce, that the King is the Li» 
bn crowned on the throne of the world ; In his right hand he held a liccle rod of ivory, (one 
thre ſpags long,in manger of a Scepter; upon the top of the 3 firſt Reps of this tribunal (tood 
eight Uſhers wich filyer maces on their ſhoulders, and below w-re threeſcore Aogors on their 
Lnees, diſpoſed inco three ranks, carrying halberds in their hands, thac \vere neatly damasked 
with gold ; In the yancgard of theſe {ame (tood, like as if they had been, che Commanders or 
Captains of this Squadron, the Starues of rwo Giants, of a molt gallant aſpeR, and very cichly 
acired , wich their ſwords banging in ſcarfs, and mighty great halberds in cheir h1nds, and 
tlieſe the Chixeſes in their language call Gigaes ; on the two (ides of this Tribunal, below in 
the room, were two very long tables, at each of which ſat twelye men, whereof four were 
Preſidents , or Judges, wo Regiſters, four Solicitors, and two Conchalu, which are (as ic 
were) Aſliftants to the Court, one of theſe Tables was for criminal , and the other for civil 
caules,8 all che officers of boch cheſe tables were apparelled in the gowns of white Satin,thac 
He Yee long, and had large flieves, thereby dzmon&rating the latirude and purity of juftice ; 
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ables were covered with carpers of woke damagk, and richly bordered about wich gol, 
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th: Charms table, becauſe it was of filver, had no carper on it, nor any thing elſe, but 2 eu. 
ſhion of cloth of gold, and a Standich ; Now all cheſe things pur together, as we ſaw them, 
carried a wonderful ſhew of State and Majeſty ; Bur to proceed, upon the fourch ringing of 
a bell, one of the Conchalis Rood up, and afcer a low o5e, ſance made to the Charm , with x 
very loud voice, that he might be heard of every one, he ſaid, Peare there, and with all ſube 
miſſion hearken, on pain of incurring the pumſhment, ordained by the Chaems of the Govern. 
ment for thoſe , that interrupe the ſilence of Sacred Juſtice, 'Whereupon this ſame fitri 

down again, another aroſe, and With the like reyerence, mounting up to the Tribunal, where 
the Chaems ſat,he cook the Searences from him thar held chem in his hand, and publiſhed chem 
aloud one after another, with ſo many ceremonies, rnd compliments, as he employed above an 


hour therein ; At length coming co pronounce our judgement, they cauſed us ro kneel down, 


with our eyes fixed on the ground, and our bands lifted up, as if we were praying anto Hea- 
vzn, to the end that in all humility we might hear the publication thereof, which was chus ; 
Biran Dicabar, the new Chacm of this Sacrtd Conrt , where Juſtice « rendred to ſtrangers, 
and that by the gracious pleaſure of the Son of the Syn, the Liow crowned on the throne of the 
world, unto _ are ſubjeted all the Scepters and Crowns of the Kings that govern the 
earth ; ye are ſubjefted under his feet by the grace and will of the moſt High in Heaven, 
having viewed and conſidered the Appeal made to me by theſe nine ſtrangers , whe canſe was 
commanded hither by the City of Nanquin , by the four and twenty of auſters life, 1 ſay, by 
the oath I bave taken upon my entry into the Charge, which 1 exerciſe for the Aytao of Bi- 


' rampina, the chief of tw2 and thirty that govern all the people of this Empire , that the ninth 


day of the ſevemh Moon, in the fifteenth year of the reign of the Son of the Sun , I was pre- 
Geved with the accuſations, which the Chumbim of Tayror ſent me againſt them , whereby he 
chargeth thems to be thieves, and robbers of other mens goods, affirming thas 4 have long 
pratiiſed that trade, to the great offence of the Lord above, who hath created all things 
aud withal that without any fs of God they wſed to bathe themſelves in the blood of thoſe 
that with reaſon reſiſted them, for which they have already beew' condemmed to be whipt , and 
have thrir thumbs cut off, whereof the one hath been put in execationz but when they came to 
bave their thumbs cut off , the Proftors for the poor , oppoſmg it, alledged in their behalf, 
that they were wrong fully condemned, becauſe there was no .of that wherewith they were 
charged, inregard whereof they required for them, that in ſtead of judging them upon 4a bare 
ſhew of uncertain ſuſputions , valuable teſt:rmonies might be produced, and ſuch as were con» 
formable to the divine Laws , and the Juſtice of Heaven ; wherewnto anſwer was mads by 
that (ours , how juſtice was to give place to mercy , whereupon they that undertook, their canſe 
made their complaint to the four and twenty of auſtere life, who both ont of very juſt conſude* 
rations, and the regard they had to the little ſupport they could have, for that they were ftrax- 
gers, and of a Nation ſo far diſtant from 4, as we never heard of the Country where the 

ſay they were bern , mercifully mclining to their lamentable cries , ſent them and their cauſe 
robe judged by this (ourt ; wherefore omitting the _— thereef here by the Kings Pro- 
Hor , being able to prove nothing whereof he accuſed them, affirming onely that they are worthy 
of death for the ſuſpicion and jealonfie they bave given of themſelves; but in regard ſacred ju- 
ftice, that ſtands upon conſider :tions which are pure and agreeable to God, admits of no yea- 
ſans from an adverſe part), if they be not made good by evident proofs, 1 thought it not fit to 
allow of the Kings Prottors accuſations , ſince E Could not prove what he had alledged; where« 
upon inſiſting on bis deryand, without fhewing either any juſt cauſes, or ſufficient. proof, concern- 
ing that he concluded againſt thoſe ſtrangers, I condemned hims_1n ttventy Tacis of ſilver as 
mends to his adverſe parties, being altogether according to equity , becanſe the reaſons al- 
ledged by bins were grounded upon a bad zeal, and ſuch as were netther juſt , nor pleaſing to 
God, whoſe mercy doth always mcline totheir fide that are poor and feeble on the earth, when 
as they invokes him with tears in their eyes, as ts daily and clearly —_ by the pitiful of- 
fetts of his greatneſs ; ſo that having thereupon expreſly commanded the Tanigores of the 
houſe of mercy to alledge whatſoever they could ſay on their behalf , they accordingly did ſo, 


| within the time that was prefixed them for that puryeſe ; And ſo all proceedings having re- 


ceived their due courſe, the cauſe is now come to a final Judgement 5 whorefore every thing 


. duly viewed and conſidered , wuhout regard had” to avy bumane reſpett, but onely to the merit 


and equity of their cauſe , and ng to the reſolmtion of the Laws, accepred. by the twelve 
Chazms of che Government,in the fifch book of the will and pleaſure of the Son of the Sun, who 
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ih ſuch caſes out of his greatneſs and goodueſs hath more regard to the complaints of the poor, 
then to the inſolent clamors of the yp of the earth ; 1 ds ordain, and decree , that theſe nint 
ſtrangers ſhall be clearly quit and abſolved of all that which the Kings Proftor hath laid to 
their charge, 4s alſo of all the puniſhment belonging thereunto, condemning them only to a years 
exile , during which time they ſhall work, for their living in the reparations of Quanly 3 
and when as eight moneths of the ſaid year ſhall be accompliſhed, then Iexpreſly enjoyn all the 
Chumbims, Conchalis, Monteos, and ether Miniſters of their government, that immediately 
ypon their preſenting of this my Decree unto them, they give them a paſs-port and ſafe con- 
duft, to the end they may freely and ſecurely return wo their Country, or to any other place 
chey (hall think fit. After this ſentence was thus publiſhed \in our hearing, we all cried out with 
a loud voice, The Sentence yi thy clear judgement is confirmed in u4 , even 4s the purity of thy 
heart i agreeable to the ſon of the Sun. Thus ſaid on: of che Conchalis , that (ate at one of the 
tables, (od up, and — made a yery low obeiſance to the Chaem , he faid aloud five 
cimes one afcer another, to all that preſs of people which were there in great number ; 7s 
there any one in this (, ourt, in this City, or in this Kingdom , that will oppoſe this Dreree , or 
the deliverance of theſe nine priſoners ? Whereunco no anſwer being made, the two boys, 
that repreſented juftice and mercy , touched che enfigns which they held in their hands 
togeth:r, and ſaid aloud » Let them be freed and diſcharged according to the ſentence very 
juſtly pronounced for ut ; Whereupon one of thoſe Minitters, whom they call Huppes , ha- 
ving rung a bell thrice, the ewo Chumbims of execution , rhar bad formerly bound us, un- 
looſed us from our chain , and wichal took off our manacles, collers, and the other irons 
from our legs, ſo that we were quice delivered, for. which we gaye infinite thanks co our 
Lord Jos Chriſt, becauſe we. always thought , that for . the ill conceit men had of us we 
ſhould be condemned to death. From thence,ſo delivered-as we were, they led us back to 
the priſon, where the two Chambims figned our enlargment in the Jaylors book ; neyerthe- 
leſs chat we might be altogether diſcharged, we were co go rwo months after to terve'a year 
according to our ſentence, upon pain of becoming ſlaves: for ever to the King, conformable 
ro his Ordinances : Now becauſe we would preſently have gone about co demand the alms 
of good people in the City, rhe Chifuw, who was as Grand Proyolt of that priſon , per- 
ſwaded us to tay till che next day, chac be mighc firſt recommend us co the Tangores of 
mercy, that they might do ſomething for us, 
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What paſt betwixt us and the Tanigores of mercy, with the great favors they did us; and abrief 
Relation of the City of Pequin, where the King of China kept bus Court. 


4 hm next morning the four 7 awgores of mercy came to viſit the Infirmicy of this pri- 
ſon , as they uſed to do ; where they rejoyced with us for the good ſucceſs of our Sen- 
rence, giving us great teftimony , how well contented they were with ic, for which we 
returned them many thanks, not wichout ſhedding abundance of cears, whereat they ſeem- 
ed tobe not alittle pleaſed, and willed us not to be troubled wich the term we were con- 
demned to ſerye in, for they told us that in Read of a year we ſhould continue bur eighc 
months chere, and chat the ocher four moneths , which mad che chird part of our puniſh- 
ment, the King remitted ic by way of alms for Gods ſake , in conſideration chat we were 
poor ; for otherwiſe, if we had been rich, and of ability, we ſhould have had no favour at 
all, promiſing to cauſe this dimunition of puniſhmenr- to bz endorſed on our S:ncence, 
and beſides chat they would go , and ſpeak to a very honourable man for us, that was ap- 
pointed co be the chief Marſhal, or Monceo, of Quesſy ; th: place wherg we were to ſerve, 
ro the end he might ſhew us fayour, andYuſe us co be truly paid for the time we ſhould re+ 
main there : Now becauſe this man was'taturally a friend to the poor, and inclined ro do 
them good , they thought ic would be fir co carry us along with them co his houſe”, the ra- 
ther for that ic might be he would take us into his charge ; we gave them all yery humble 
thanks for this good offer of theirs, and told them that God would reward this charity 
they ſhew2d us for his ſake ; whereupon we accompanied them to che CAlonteos houſe, 
who came forth to receive us in his outward Courc, leading his wife by the hand ; which he 
did, eicher out of a greater fo:m of complement, or to dothe more honour to the Tamgs- 
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res , and coming neer chem he profirated himſelf at their feer, and ſaid: 1r i now, my Lord, 
and holy brethren , that I have cauſe to rejoyce, for that it hath pleaſed God to permit ,, that 
Jou bis holy ſervants ſhould come unto my houſe , being that which 1 conld not hope for, in 
regard held my ſelf unnorthy of ſuch favour. After the Temygores had uſed many com- 
plemen:s and ceremonies to him, as is uſual in char Country, they anſwered him thus, Afay 
God, our Srvereign Lord, the infimte ſource of mercy, recompence the good thew doſft for the 
poor with bleſſing in this life ; for believe it, deat brother , the ſtrongeſt ſtaff whereon the 
ſoul doth lean to keep ber from falling ſo often as fhe happens to ſinmble, 12 the charity which 
we ſe towards our neighbour , when as the vain glory of this world doth wot blind the goed 
zeal whereunto bus boly Law doth oblige us ; and that thou mayſt merit the bleſſed felicny of 
beholding his face , ve bave brought thee here theſe mne Portugals , who are ſo poor , as none 
in this Kingdoms are likg to them ; wherefore we pray thee, that 1n the place whuher thou 
art going now , 44 Monteo, thou wilt do for them all that thow thinkeft will be acceptable 
to the Lord above , in whoſe behalf we crave thi of thee. To this Speech the Monreo, and his 
wife, replyed in ſuch courceous and remarkable rerms , as we were almoſt befides our ſelves 
to hear in what manner they attribured the ſucceſs of rheir affairs torhe principal cauſe of all 
goodneſs,even as though rhey had had the light of faich, or the knowledge of che Chriſtian veris 
ty. Hereupon they wuhdrew into a Chamber, into which we went nor , and continned there 
about half an hour ; then as chey were about to take leave of one another, they commanded 
us to come in to chem, where the Taxgores ſpake to them again about us, and recommending 
us unto them more then before, the Montes cauſed our names to be wriccen down in a book 
that lay before bim, and ſaid unto us, / do this, becauſe 1 am not ſo good a man, 4s to give you 
ſomething of mine own , nor ſo bad as to deprive Jou of the ſweat + your labour , wherewno 
the King hath bound you z, wherefore even at this inſtant you ſhell begin to get your living , al- 
though you ds net ſerve as yet, for the deſire 1 have that this may be accounted to me for an alms, 
ſo vhat now you have nothing to do, but to be merry in my bouſe, where 1 will grove order that you 
ſhall be provided of all that ts neceſſary for you ; Beſides this, 1 will not =” e Jou an) thing, 
for the fear I am inof the (hewing ſom vanity by my promiſe, and ſo the Divel may make uſe 
thereof as of an advantage, to lay bold on me, 4 matter that often arrives through the weak- 
neſs of our nature ; wherefore let it ſuffice you for the preſent to know ,, that I will be mindful 
of you for the love of theſe boly brethren bere , who have ſpoken to me for you. The four Tam- 
Lores chereupon raking their leave, gave us four Tacks, and ſaid untous, Forget not to reuder 
rhanks unto God for the good ſucceſs you have had in your biflneſs ; for it would be # grievous 
ſin in you not to acknowledge ſo great a grace. Thus werewe very well entertained in the 
houſe of this Caprain for the ſpace of two months, that we remained there; at the end where- 
of we parted from thence, for to go to Quaenſy, where we were to make up our cime, under 
the conduR of chis Captain, who ever after uſed us very kindly, and ſhewed us many favours, 
until chat che Trtays centred into the Town, who did a world of miſchief there, as I will more 
amply declare hereafcer. 

Before I recount thae which happened unto us, after we were imbarqued with thoſe (bs 
xeſes that conduRted us, and that gave us great hope of ſetting us at liberty, I rhink it not a+ 
mils ro make a brief relation here of che City of Pequin, which may truly be cermed the ca- 
piral of the Monarchy of the world; as alſo of ſome particulars I obſervedrthere, as well for its 
archzs and policy, as for that which concerns its extent, irs government, the laws of che Coun- 
try, and the admirable manner of providing for the good of the who!e Stare, together in what 
ſore chey are paid char- ſerve in the time of war, according to the Ordinances of the King» 
dom, and many other things like unto theſe; though I mult needs confeſs chat herein I ſhall 
want the beſt parr, namely, Wir, and capacity, to render a reaſon in what clymate ir is ſcitua- 
red, 2nd in the heigth of how many degrees, which is a matter the learned and curious moſt 
deſire to be ſatisfied in ; But my defign having nevagbeen ocher(as I have ſaid herecofore):hen 
co leaye this my book unco my children,thar therein they may ſee the ſufferings I have undet- 
gone, it lictle 1mports me tov rite otherwiſe then I do, that is, in a groſs and rude manner ; for 
I hold it berter to creat of theſz things in ſuch ſort as nature hath raughrt me, chen to uſe Hy- 
peboles, and ſpeeches from che purpoſe , whereby thz weakneis of my poor underſtanding 
may be made more evident. Howbeir,fince I am obliged ro make mention of this matrer,by 
the promile I bave made of ic heretofore, lI (ay,:hat chis City, which we call Pequin,and they of 
the Country Pegwie, is (cituated in the heighth of forty and one degrees of Norcherly laticude; 
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the walls of it are in circuit ( by the reporc of the Chineſes themſelves, and a3 I have reid in 
a litrle book, treating of che greacneſs thereof, and intitaled Agw:ſender, wiich I brought fince 
along wich me into Portugal ) thirty large leagues, _—y ten long, and five broad ; Some 
others hold, thar ic is fifty, namely ſevenceen in length, and eight in bredth : and foraſmuch as 
they that treat of it are of different opinions, in chat the one make the excent of it thitty 
leagues, as I have ſaid before, and ochers fifiy, I will render a reaſon of this doubc, confor« 
mable co that which T have ſeen my ſelf. Ir 1s cruegthat in the manner ir is now built,ic is thir- 
ty leagues in circuit, as they ſayy for it is invironed with two rows of Rrong walls,where there 
are a number of cowets and bulwarks after our faſhion ; But without this circuit, which is of 
the Cicy it ſelf, there is another far greater, both in length and breadth , that the (bineſes afs 
firm was anci-ntly all inhabited, bue at chis preſenc there are only ſome Boroughs and Villages, 
as alſo a many of fair houſes, or caliles, abour it, among the which there are fixtzen hutdred 
that have great advantages over the reſi, and are the bouſes of the ProRors of the fixteen hun- 
dred Cities, and moſt remarkable Towns of the ewo and thirty Kingdoms of this Monarchy, 
who repair unto this City at the general Afembly of the Eſtates, which is held every three 
years for the publique good. Without chis great incloſure, which ( as I haye ſaid ) is gor'com- 
prebended in the City, there is in adilftance of three leagues broad, and ſeven long, fourſcore 
thouſand Tombs of the Afandarins, which are lictle Chappels all gild:d within, and compaſs 
ſed about with Ballifters of iron and latin, the entries whereinto are through very rich and 
ſumpruous arches : near to rheſe Chappels there are alſo very great houſes , with gardens 
and tufred woods of high trees, as alſo many inyentions of ponds, fountains, and aquzdudts z 
whereunto may bz added, thac the walls of the incloſure are on the inlide covered with fine 
porcelain, and on the fanes above are many Lions pourtrayed in gold, as alſo in the ſquares 
of the lteeples, which are likewiſe vety high, and embelliſhed wich pitures. Ir hath alſo five 
hundred very great Palaces, which are called the houſes of the Son of the Sun, whither all 
thoſe retire that have been hurt in the. Wars for the ſervice of the King , as alſo many other 
ſouldiers, who in regard of age or ſickneſs are no longer able to bear arms, and to the end that 
during the reſt of their days they may be exempred from incommodicy, each of them receives 
monethly a certain pay to find himſelf wichal, and co live upon, Now all theſe men of War, 
as we learned of the Chineſes, are ordinarily an hundred thouſand, there being in each of tho'e 
houſes cwo hundred men according to their report. We ſaw alſo another long fireet of low 
houſes, where there were four and twenty thouſand oat-men, belonging to the King Paroares ; 
and another of the ſame iruRture a good league in lengrh, where fourteen thouſand Tayerners 
that followed the Court dwelc , as alſo a third freet like unto the other two,where live a gfeac 
numb:r of light women, exempred from the triburg which chey of the Ciry pay, fcr chat chey 
are Curtiſans , whereof the mott part had quirted their husbatids for to follow that wretched 
trade; and if for that cauſe they come to receive any hurt,their husbands ate grievouſly puniſh- 
ed for ir, becauſe they are there as in a place of freedom,and under the proteRion of the Tiu- 
tan of the Courr, Lord Steward of the Kings houſe. In this incloſure do likewiſe remain all 
the Landrefſes , by them called CMaynares, which waſh the linnen of the City, who as we 
were told, are above ap hundred thouſand, and live in ehis quarter, for that there are divers ris 
vers there , together with a number of wells, and deep pools of water, compaſſed abeur 
with good walls, Within this ſame incloſure, as the ſaid Agwſerider relates, there are thir- 
teen hundred gallant and yery ſumptuous houſes of religious men and women, who make _ 
f:ſſion of che four principal Laws of choſe two and thirty which are in the Empire of China; 
and ic is thought char In ſome of theſe houſes there are above a thouſand perſons, b:lides che 
ſervants, thar from abroad do furniſh them with viRtuals, and other neceflary proviions, We 
ſaw alſo a great many houſes, which have fair buildings of a large extenc, wich ſpacious inclos 
ſures, Wherein there are gardens, and very thick woods, full of any kind of game, eirher 
for hawking, or hunting, that may be defired ; And theſe houſes are as it were Inns, whither 
come continually in great number people of all ages and ſexes, as to ſee Comedies, Plays, 
Combares, Bull-baitings , Wraftlings, and magnificent Feaſt', which che Tatons , ( haems, 
Conchacys, Aytaos, Bracalons, Chumbims, Monteos, Lameas, Lords, Gentlemen , Captains, 
CHMerchants, 2nd ather rich men, do mak? for to give content to their kindred and friends ; 
The(g houſes ace bravely furniſhed with rich hangings, beds, chairs, and tools, as likewiſe with 
huge cupbords of plate, nor onely of filver, bur of gold alſo; and the arcendants that waic ac 
the table, are maids ready to bs marcicd, very beautiful, and gallantly artired ; howbeir - 
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this is nothing in compariſon of the ſunptuouineſs,and other Magnificences that we ſaiy there, 
Now the Chineſes aſſured us, there were ſome featts that laſted ren days after the Carechina, 
or ( hineſe manner, which inregard of the ſtate, pomp, and charge thereof , as well in the at- 
cendance of ſervants and wayters, a$ in the cottly fare of all kind of fleſh, fowl, fiſh, and all 
delicacies in muſick , in ſports of hunting, and hawking, in plays, comedies, tilts , turnayes, 
and in ſh:ws both of horie and foor, fighting and skirmiſhing together, do colt above twenty 
the u and Taets.Theie Inns do and in ar lealt a million of gold, and are maintained by cercain 
Companieg of very rich Merchants, who in'way of commerce and crafhque employ their mo» 
ny chereig, whereby it is choughc chey gain far more, then if they ſhould vencare icto ſea. Iris 
ſaid alſo,that there is ſo good and exact an order obſerved there, that whenſoever any one will 
be at a-charge that way, he goes to the X:paton of the houſe, who is the ſuperintendent there- 
of , and declar-s unto him what his defign is z whereupon he ſhews him a book; all divided in- 
ro cha ters, which treats of the ordering and ſumpruouſneſs of Feaſts,as alſo the rates of them, 
and how they ſhall be ſerved in, to the end,that he who will be at the charge,may chuſe which 
he pleaſes 3 This book, called Pnerores, I have ſeen, and heard it read; fo that1 remember 
boy 1a the three ficlt Chapters thereof, it ſpeaks of the fealts, whereunto God is to be invited, 
and of what price they are z and then ic deſcends to the King of China, of whom it ſays, That 
by a ſpecial grace of Heaven, and right of Sovereignty he hath the Government of the whole earth, 
and of. all the Kings that inhabit it, After it hath done with the King of China ,. it ſpeaks 
of the fealis of the Twtons, which are the ten Sovereign dignities, that command over the 
forty Chaems, whoare as the Vice=roys of the State. Theſe Twtons alſo are rermed the beams 
cf che Sun, for, ſay they, as the King of Chixa is the Son of the Sun, ſo the Tutons, who repre» 
ſent him, may rightly be termed his beams, for that they proceed from him, even as the rays do 
from che Sun; But ſetring aſide the bruiciſhneſs of theſe Gemtz/es,I will onely ſpeak of the Feaſt, 
whereunto God is to be 1nvited, which I have ſeen ſome to make with much devotion, though 
for want of faich, their works can do them lictle good, 
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. The Order which ts obſerved in the Feaſts that are made im certain Inns ; and the 
State which the Chaem of the two and thirty Univerſnies keeps ; mh 
certain remarkable things in the (ty of Pequin. 


He firſt thing whereof mention is made in the Preface of that Book, which treats of 

Feaſts, as I have ſaid before, is the Feaſt that is tro be made unto God here upon earch ; 
of which it is ſpoken in this manner : Every Feaſt, how ſumptuous ſerver it be, may be paid for 
with a price, more or leſs, conformable to the bounty of him that makgs it , who for all bu charge 
beſtowed on it reaps no other recompence then the praiſe of fiatterers and zdle perſons ; where« 
fore , O my Brother, (aith the Preface of the ſaid Book, 7 comnſel thee to 1mploy thy goods in 
feaſting of God in his poor, that ts to Jay, ſecretly to ſupply the neceſſities of good folks, ſo that 
they may not periſh for want of that which thou haſt more then thou needeſt. Call to mind alſo 
the wile matter wherewith thy father ingendred thee , and that too, which 1s far mure ab- 
jea , wherewith thy mother conceived thee, and ſo thon wilt ſee how much inferiour thou art 
even vo the bruit beaſts , which without diſtinftion of reaſons apply themſelves to that wheres 
unto they are carried by the fleſhy and ſeeing that in the quality of a man thos wilt mone thy 
friends , who poſſibly by to morrow may noe 10 ſhew that thou art good and faithful, invite 
the poor creatures of God, of whoſe groans and neceſſities, he like a pitiful Father taketh com- 
paſſion, and promiſeth to him that doth them good infinuce ſatisfattion in the bouſe of the Sun, 
where as an Article of fauth we hold, that bis ſervants ſhall abide for evermore im eternal 
happineſs. After theſe words, and other ſuch like , worthy co be obſerved, the Xipaton, who, 
as I cold you,is che chief of them tart govern this great Labyrint,ſhews him all ch: Chapters 
of the Book, from one end to the other, and bids him look what manner of men, or Lords he 
will invice, what number of gueſts, and how many days he will have che feaſt ro laſt z for ads 
dech he, the Kings, and Txtons, at the feaſts that »re made for them, have ſo many Meſles of 
meat, ſo rany Actendants, ſuch Fu;nicure, fuch C 1mbers, ſuch veſſels, ſuch plare,'uch ſports, 
and ſo many diys of huyking, and hunting, all which, amounts to ſuch a ſum of mony : Then 
if he will not beſtow ſo much, the Y:iparon ſh:ws him, 10 another Chapter, the fealts which 
are 
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are ordinarily made for the Charms , Ajtars, Ponchacis, Bracalons, Anchatit Conthalaas, 
Lanteas , Or for Captains, and rich men, whereas other kind of perſons of me ner condition 
have nothing elſe co do, but to fit down,and fall ro on free-coſt, fo that there are uſuaily fifty 
or threeſcore rooms full of men and women of all ſorts ; Th:re are alſo in other cooms molt 
excellent and melodious conſorts of muſick , namely, of Harps, Viols, Lures, B»ndor:s, Cor- 
nets, Sackburs, and other Inſtruments, which are not in uſe amongtt us, IF ic be a featt of we- 
men, as ic ofcen falls out to be, then are waiters on the table likewiſe women, or young 
Damoſels, richly atrired, who for that they ate maids, and endued wich fingular beauty, it hap- 
pens many times that men of extraordinary quality fall in loye with chem, and do marry them. 
Now for a concluſion of that which I have to ſay of theſe Inns, of all the mony which is ſpent 
upon ſuch feaſts, four inthe hundred , whereof the X;paten pays the one balf, and they that 
make the feaſts the other, is ſet apart for the entertainment of the table of the poor, whereunts 
for Gods ſake all manner of pu are admitred that will come to it 3 Moreover, they are al- 
lowed a Chamber, & a good bed,buc that onely for the ſpace of three days, unleſs chey be wo- 
men with child, or fick perſons, which are not able co crayel for in char caſe they are enterrain= 
ed a longer time, becauſe regard is bad unto the people according ro the need they are in. We 
ſaw alſo1n this outward incloſure, which, as I have delivered, invirons all the other City, two 
and thirty great edifices, or colledges, diltanc about a flight ſhoot the one from the other,where 
ſuch as apply chemſelves co the fiudy of the two and thirty Laws which are profeſſed in the 
two and thirty Kingdoms of this Empire do reſide. Now in each of theſe Colledges, accord= 
ing as we could gueſs by the great number of perſons that we ſaw gre, there ſhould be a- 
bove ten thouſand Scholars z and indeed the Agweſendoo, whickyF the Book that treats of 
theſe chings, makes chem amount in the whole to four hundre ſand ; There is likewiſe, 
ſomewhat apart from the reſt ; another far greater and fairer Edifice, of almoſt a league in 
circuit, Where all choſe that have taken degrees, as well in their Theology , as in the Laws of 
the government of this Monarchy,do live. In this Univerfity there is a { harm, who 'come 
mands oyer all the Heads of the Colledges, and is called, by a ticle of erminenc dignicy, X3/ey- 
xitapo, that is to ſay, Lordof all c:ze Nobles, This Chaeys, for that be is more cable, 
and of an higher qualicy chen all the reſt, keeps _ a Court as any Tito ; for he hath or» 
dinatily a guard of three hundred Afogores, four and twenty Loſbers that go wich filver Maces 
before him, and fix and thirty women, Which mounted on white ambling Nags, trapped wich 
filk and filyer, ride playing on certain yery harmonious infiruments of muſick; and tinging to 
the tune thereof, make a plealing Conſort after their manner, There ate alſo led before him 
twenty very handſome ſpare horſes, wichout any other furnicure then cheir clothes of tilyer 
tinſel, and with headſtalls full of liccle filyer bells, every borſe being waiced on by {ix 'Halber- 
diers, and four foormen yery well apparelled ; Before all this train goes four hundred Huppes, 
with a number ot great long chains, which crailing on the ground make ſuch a dreadtul carling 
and noiſe, as does not a lictle cerrifie all that are within bearing ; Then next co chem marches 
twelve men on horsback, called Peretaxdas, each of them carrying an 11mbre!lo of carnation 
Sattin, and other twelye chat follow them with banners of whice damask, deeply indented, 
and edged abou with golden frenge ; Now afcer all this pomp comes the Chaevs fitiing in a 
triumphant Charior, aitended by threeſcore Conchalas, Chumbims , and Monteos, ſuch as 2- 
mong| us are the Chancellors, Judges, and Counſellors of the Courcs of Jutlice, and theſe go 
all on foot,carrying upon cheir ſhoulders Cymicers rightly garniſhed with gold. Laſt of gil fol» 
low lefler officers, that are like unto our Regiſters, Examiners, Audicors, Clerks Arturneys, and 
Sollicicors,all likewiſe on foot, and crying our unto the people, with a loud yoics, for to retire 
themſelves into their houſes, and clear the ftreers, ſo as there may be nothing to hinder or trou- 
ble che paſſage of chis magnifience, But the moſt ovſeryable thing herein is , that cloſe ro 
the Perſon of the Chaems march two lirtle boys on hotsback,one on the cighc hand,che other 
on the lefc , richly atcired, with cheir enfigns in cheic hands , fignifying Ju/tfwr, and Mercy, 
whereof I haye ſpoken herecofore ; Thar on the right fide, repreſenting mercy , is clothed in 
white; and that on the lefc,repreſcnting julticeis apparelled in red ; The horſes whereon theſe 
liccle boys are mounteds hay: on them foox-cloches of rhe (ame colour their garmencs are, and 
all cheir furnicure and trappings are of gold, with 2 kind of net-work over them, made of filver 
thread ; After each of cheſe children march fix young youths; about fifteen years of age, with 
filver Maces in their bands 4 ſo that all theſe things cogerher are ſo remagkable, as there is no 
man that bzholds chem, bur on che one fide crembies for fear, and onthe ocher fide remains 2- 
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Roniſhed at the fight of ſo much greatneſs, and majeſty. Now that I may not longer dwell 
on that Which concerns this great incloſure,I will paſs over in filence many other marvels thc 
we ſaw there, conſifting in rich and fair buildings in magnificent Pagodes, in bridges placed 
upon great pillars of tone, on either ſide whereof are rails or grates of iron finely wrought, 
and in high ways thar are (traight, broad, and all very well paved, whereof I think fic not to 
. ſpeak; for by chat which I haye already ſaid, one may eafily ju:ige of what I have omitred, in re= 
vard of the reſemblance and conformiry that is between them ; wherefore I will only increar, 
and that as ſuccinAly as I can, of certain buildings which I ſaw in this Cicy, chiefly of four, 
that I obieryed more curiouſly then tie reſt, as alſo of ſome other particularities, that well de- 
ſery2 to b: infiſted upon. 


$et-2, This City of Pegnin, wheteof I baye promiſed to ſpeak more amply then yer I have done, 
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is ſo prodigious, and the things herein ſo remarkable,as I do almoſt repent me for undertaking 
co diſcourſe of it;becauſe,to ſpeak the truth, I know nor Where to begin,that I may be as good 
as my word ; for one muſt nor imagine it to be, either as the Cicy of Rowe, or Conſtantinople, 
or Yenice, or Paris, or Loydon, or Sevil, of Lisbon, or that any of the Cities of Exrope are 
comparable unto it, how famous or populous ſoeyer they be : Nay, I will ay further, that 
on2 mult not think it to be like ro Grand Cao in Egypr, Taxis in Perſia, Amadabe in { am- 
baya, Biſnagar in Narſingua, Goura in Bengala, Ava it Chalen, Timplan in Calammban, 
CHartabas and Bagou in Pegu, Guimpel and Tinlas in Stammen, Od:a in the Kingdom of 
Sornas, Paſſarvan and Dema in the Iſland of Java, Pargor in the Country of the Lequzers, 
Hſangea in the Grand Canchin, Lancama in Tartaria, and AMeaco in Japan, ail which Ci. 
ties are the Capitals of many grear Kingdoms ; for I dare well affirm, that all choſe ſame are 
not'to be compared to the leaſt part of the wonderful City of Peguin, much leſs co the grear- 
neſs and mgnificemce of that which is tnoſt excellent in it ; whereby I underſtand her ſtuely 
buildings, her inward riches, her exceffive abundance of aH{ chat is neceſlary for the encertain- 
ing of life, alſo the world of people, the infinite number of Barques and Veſſe's that ate chere, 
the Commerce, the Courrs of Juſtice, the Government and the Stare of the Tixtons, Charms, 
Anchacys, Aytaos, Puchancys, and Bracanons, who rule whole Kingdoms, and very fpactous 
Provinces, wich great penfions,and ate ordinarily refident in this City,or others for them,whem 
as by the Kings command th:y are ſent abou: affairs of conſequence, Bur ſetting theſe rhings 
aſide, whereof yet I intend to ſpeak mor2 amply, wher time ſhall ſerve, T ſay thar chis City, 
( according to that which is written of it, both in the Aqgwueſendoo before mentioned, and all 
the Chronicles of the kingdom of China) is thirty leagues ini circuit, not com there- 
in the buildings of the other incloſure chat is without it, and is invitoned with a double wall, 
made of good (trong free-ſtone, having three hundred and chreeſcore gares, each of which bath 
a ſmall Fort, compoſed of rwo high towers, wich its dirches, and draw-bridges ; and at every 
oate is a Regilter,and four Porters with halberds in their hands, who are bound co give account 
Of all chat goes in and out. Theſe gates,by the Ordinance of the Txtor,re divided ro 
the three hundred and threeſcore days of the year; ſo that every day in his rurn hack che 
of the invocation of the Idol, whereof each gate b2ars the name, celebrated with quich folem= 
nicy. This great City hach alſo within that large inclofure of her walls, as the Chineſes afſu- 
red us, three thouſand and rhree hundred Pagodes or Temples, wherein are contanally facrifi- 
ced a great number of birds and wild beaſts, which they hold to be more agreeable anro God, 
then ſuch as are kept cane in houſes; whereof cheir Prieſts render divers reaſons co thie people, 
therewith perſwading them to believe ſo greet an abuſe-for an article of for h. The firvRures of 
theſe Pagodes, whereof I ſpeak,are veryFuinptuous, eſpecially thoſe of the orders of rhe Afe- 
negrepos, Conguiays, and'Talagrepos, who are the Prieſis of the four Sets of Xace, Amida, 
Giz.0m, and Canom, which ſurpaſs ih antiquity the- other ewo and thirry of that Labyrinth of 
the Divel, who appears to'rhem 'many rimes in divers forms, for to make them give more cre- 
dit to his'impoſiures and lies. The principal ſteers of this City are all yery long and hroad,wich 
fair houſes of 1ivo ot ehree Rories high, and inclofed ar both ends with ballitiers of iron nd 
Lattin; the entrance int6 then is through lanes, thirvroſs cheſe great fireers;ar the ehds where» 
of are great arches, with Rrong gites; Which ate (hur in the night ; and on che rop of rhe 
arches, chere are watch- belts ; Each of theſe fireers hath it's Captain, and officers, who'walk 
the round in their curns, andare bound eyery ten days ro make report into the Town-houſe 
of all char paſſerh ity their quarters, ro rhe end thar the 'Pancharys, or Cheers of the ro- 
ment, may take ftrch order therein, as reaſon requires, Moreover this great City (if 4 woe: + 
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be given £© that which the ſaid Book, ſo ofcen before mentioned by me,records) bath an hun- 
dred and twenty Canals, made by che Kings and people in former times, which are 3 farhom 
\cep, and 12 broad, croffing through the whole length and bredth of the City, by the means 
of a great number of Bridges, builc uponArches of ttrongFree+ſione,at the end whereof there 
are Pullars, wich Chatas,thac reach from che one tothe ocher,and refiing places for Paſſengers 
co repoſe themſelves in : It is ſaid, that the Bridges of theſe hundred and twenty Canals, of 
AquaduRts, are in number 1800, and chart if one of them is fair and "7 other is yer 
more, as well for the faſhion, as for the reſt of the workmanſhip thereof, The ſaid Bookjaf« 
firms, That in this Cuy there is 120 Piatza's, or publick places, in each of the which is a Fair 
kept every moneth, Now during the 2 monerhbs time thac we were at liberty in this City, we 
ſaw 11 Of 12 of theſe Fairs, where were an infinite company of people, both on borſ.back, 
and on foot, chat our of Boxes hanging abour their necks, told all chings that well near can 
be tamed, as the Haberdaſhers of Small Wares do amongft us, beſides che ordinary Shops of 
rich Merchanes,which were ranged yery orderly in the particular ireets, where was to be ſcen 
2 world of filk tiuffs,rinſels,cloth of gold, linnen, and cotconecloth,ſables,ermins,musk,aloes, 
fine pourcelain, gold and filver place, pearl, ſeed-pearl, gold in powder, and lingots, and ſuch 
oher things of value, whereat we 9 Portuga/s were exceedingly altoniſhed, But if 1 ſhould 
{peak in particular of all che other Commodities, char were to be ſold there, as of iron,ſieel, 
!cad,copper,tin,lattin,corall,corrnalin,cryſtall,quick-filyer, vermilion, ivory,cloves,nutmegs, 
mace,ginger,tamarinds, cinnamom,pepper, cardamone, borax,honey, wax,ſanders,ſugar,con- 
ſerves,acates,fruir,meal, rice, fleſh, veniſon, fſb, pulſe, and herbs ; there was ſach abundance 
of them, as it is ſcarce poſſible co expreſs ic in words, The Chineſes alſo affured us, that this 
City hath an hundred and chreeſcore Butchers ſhambles,and in each of them an hundred Ralls 
full of all kindes of fleſh that the earth produceth; for that theſe people feed on all, as Veal, 
Murton, Pork, Goat, the fleſh of Horſes, Buffles, Rhinocerocs, Tygres, Lions,Dogs, Mules, 
Aﬀes, Otters, Shamois, Badgers ; and finally of all ocher bealis whatſoever, - Furtbermore, 
beſides the Weights that are in every particular Shambles, there is nor a Gate in the City that 
hath not its Scales,wherein the mear is weighed again, for to ſee if they bave cheir due weight 
that have boughc it, to the end that by chis means che people may nor be deceived. Beſides 
thoſe ordinary Shambles,. there is not ſcarce a freer bur bach 5 or 6 Butchers ſhops 12 ir, 
where the choiceſt meat is ſold, there ate witball, many Taverns, where excellenc fare is al- 
Ways (© be had, and Cellers full of Gammons of Bacon, dried Tongues, powdred Geeſe,and 
other ſavoury wiands, for to reliſh ones Drink, all in wh abundance, chat ic would be yery 
ſuperfluous to ſay more of it ; bur whac I ſpeak is to .how liberally God hath imparced 
to theſe miſerable blinded Wretches che good things which he bath created on the earth, to 
the end tha his holy Name may therefore be blefied for evermore.

Efiting now from ſpeaking 8 in patticular of the 2reac number of che rich & 
buildings avhich we law in the Giry of Peqwn, 1 will only inſiſt on ſome of che Ediices 
thereof,that ſeemed more remarkable co me then the ref, whence ic may be eafie co infer,whac 
all choſe mighc beqwhereof 1 will not make any mencion here,ro avoid prolixity;And of cheſe 
neicher would I ſpeak,were ic not that our Lord may one day permit, that the Portug a! Nati- 
on,full of valourzand of lofry coutage,may make uſe of this relation for the glory of our great 
God, ro the end that by theie bugnane means, and the affiftance of his divine favour, it.may

ſo much as one to change his belief,and all by reaſon of the great awe they are in of the Ly, 
which they fear and reverence alike,and whereof it is not co be believed how much they ch-. 
riſh the Miniſters. But co return to my diſcourſe, the firſt Building which I ſavy of chole tha: 
were moſt remarkable, was a Priſon, which they call X:»a»gaiba/ex, that is ro ſay, The /». 
cloſure of the Epiles ; the circuit of this Priſon 18 two leagues ſquare, or liccle leſs, both in 
length & bredrh:It is incloſed wich a very bighWall wichour anyBactlements;theWall on the 
outſide is invironed with a great Ditch full of water,over the which are a many of Drawy- 
Bridges,that are drawn up 10 the'night With certain itonChains,& ſo bang ſuſpended on huge 
caſt Pillars;In this Priſon is an Arch of firong hewed Rone,abutcing in 2 Towers,in the tops 
whereof are 6 great Sentinel-bells,which are never rung bur all the reſt within rhe ſaid inclo- 
ſore do anſwer them, which the ( b:neſes affirm to be aboye a hundred,and indeed they make a 
molt horrible din.In this place there are ordinarily three hundred thouſand Priſoners,berween 
17 and 5o, whereat we were much amazed; and indeed we had good cauſe, in regard it is a 
thing ſo upuſual and extraordinaty. Now deliting to know of the Chineſes the occalion of ſo 
marvellous a Building, and of the great number of Priſoners that were in it ; they anſwered 
us;that after the King of Chin named Cr1ſnego Decotay, had finiſhed a Wall of 300 leagues 
ſpace betwixt the Kingdom of Chiza, andrhat of Tartaris, as I have declared other where, 
he ordained by the advice of his people, (for to that effeR he cauſed an Aſſembly of his 
Eltates to be held) that all choſe which ſhould be condemned to baniſhment ſhould be ſenc 
to work in the repairing of this Wall, and that aftet chey had ſerved 6 years together cherein, 
they might freely deparr, though they were ſehteticed co ſer ye for a longer time, becauſe che 
King pardoned hon rhe remainder of the term by way of Charity and Alms z bur if during 
thoſe years chey ſhould happen to/perform any remarkable aR, or ocher ching, where it ap= 
peared they had advantage over others, or if they were 3 times wounded in the Sallies chey 
ſhould make, or if they killed ſome of cheir Enemies,they werethen to be diſpenſed wich for 
all the rcft of their time, and char the Chaers ſhould grant chem a Cercificate thereof, where 
it ſhould be declared why he had delivered chem, and how he had thereby ſarisfied che Ordi- 
nancey of War. Two buydred and cen thouſand nien are to be ally cncefrained inthe 
work of the Wall, by the firſt inſtitution, whereof defalcation is made of a cbird part, for 
ſuch as are dead, maimed,and celivered,cither for rheit notable aRions,or for that they had 2e4 
compliſhed cheir rime ; And likewife when as the'Charm,who isas The chief of all thoſe, ſene 
co the P:raucamay, Which is the higheſt Court of Juſtice, rofurniſh himWich that numbet 
of men, rhey could not afſemble them rogerticr ſ© ſoon as was neceflary, forthat they were 
divided in ſo many ſeveral places of that Empire,which is prodigiouly grear,as I'have deliver 
ed before,and thi: withall a long time was required for'the En ends 
King,vamed Gopiley Apirau,whO ſacceeded to that Croſnago Dicotay; that the great 
incloſure ſhould »c 512de in the City of Pegain, to the end that. afſoon as any were cone 
demned to the work of this Wall,they ſhould be carried co X;navgn:balen,for to be there al- 
together, by which means =y raight be ſend twvey withour any febiy, 28 HOW ie done, So 
ſoon as theCourr of Jultice hath commirced rhePtiſbaers co thisPrifen;wherecf tiethac brings 
them hath a Cerrificare, they are immeduarely fefc vr liberty, (> chat-cthey may walk ac their 
pleaſure within this great incloſure, having nothingbuck licrfe'Blate of a ſpan long, and 4 fin- 
gers broad, wherein theſe werds are engraven, Such a ene -/ ſuch a place hath been condemned 
to the general Exile for ſuch a cauſes be emtred ſuth'\# day, ſuch d weth, ſuch a your. No 
che reaſon why they make every Priſoner to carty this Plare foFk'veftimony of cheir evil aR 
ons, is, to manifeſt for what crime'he was , and atywh&xime he entred, becauſe 
evety one goes forth conformably to the length of time that! Dili ' be Rnce'he emcred/in, 
TheſePriſoners are held for duly delivered whenthey are drawne outof captivicy for to go and 
work at the Wall,for chey cannoc upon any cauſe wharſoever be exernpredfromrhePriſon of 
Xinenguibaleu,& the time they arethere is counted to them for noching, ini regatd they have 
no hope of liberty but-at chat inftane when cheit turn permirs them. rowork inthe reparations; 
for then they may be ſure to be delivered, according: tothe Otdittkace whereof I have made 
mention before.Htving now delivered the ocezfion wherefore To greet aPriſon wasmade, be- 
fore I leave it,T hold it not amiſs co (peak of a Fait which we faw there,of two chat are uſu- 
ally kept every year; which choſe of the Country call, Ganv5tew, Apperan, Xingrgnibalen, 
that is co ſay, The rich Fair of the Priſon of the condemmtd ;:T\\&(e Faity are kepr in the 
moneths of July and Jearary,with yery mazmificent Feaſts, ſolemnized fot the invocation ot 
caQe:r 
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theic Idols, Andev :n,there they have their plenary Indulgences, by means whereof great ris 
ches of Gold and Silver are promiſed them th the other World. They are both of them frank 
and free, io as the Merchants pay no Duries, which is the cauſe that they flock thicher in ſuch 
oreat number,'s they aſſured us that there werelchree millionsof perſons therezAnd foraſmuch 
2s I ſaid before, that the three hundred thouſand tha are impriſoned there, are ar libercy, as 
well as choſe that go in and our, you ſhall ſec what courſe they hold to keep thePriſoners from 
veting forth amongli others:Every one that is free and comes in hach a mark ſet onthe writt 
of his right arm Wiri a certain ConfeRion made of Oyl, Birumen, Lacre,Rubarb,and Alum, 
which being o::ce dry cannot be any ways defaced,but by the means of Vineger and Salc min. 
»led together very hot : And tothe end that ſo great a number of people may be marked,'on 
both ſlides of the Gates ſtand a many of ( haimpatoens, who withfamps of Lead, dipr in this 
Bicumen,imprints a mark on every one that preſents himſelf unto them, and (© they ler bim 
encer; which is onely praftiſed oft! Men,nort upon Women, becauſe none of that Sex are evet 
condemned to the labour of rhe Wall. When therefore they come to go our of the Gates, 
chey mult all have their rms bared where this mark is, that che ſaid { basnpatoens,who ate the 
Porcers & Minitters of this affair,may know them,and let them paſs;and if by chance any one 
he ſo unhappy as co have that mark defaced by any accident, he mult eyen have patience, and 
remain wirh the otherPriſoners,in regard there 1s no way to get him our of this place if he be 
ſound without that mark: Now thoſe ( barntapeens are fo dextrous and well veried in it, char 
2n hundred chouſand men may in at1 hour go in and out without crouble, ſo that by this means 
the three hundred thouſand Priſoners continue in their captivity, and none of them can ſhp 
away amonglt others to get out. There afe in this Priſon 3 great Incloſureslike great Towns, 
where chere are a number of houſes, & very long (ireets, without any lanes; & ar che entrance 
inco each ireet there are g00d gates, with their ſentinel bells alofr,rogerher with a ( humbing; 
and 20 men for a Guard ; within a Fiight-ſhoot of thoſe Incloſures are the Lodgipgs of the 
{ haem, who commands all this Priſpn, and thoſe Lodgings are compoſed of a number of 
fair houſes, wherein are many out-Courtrs, Gardens, Ponds, Halls, and Chambers, entichef 
with excellzac agrnt no to lodge a King at his eaſe,how'great a Court foever he haye, 
In the 2 principal of theſe Towns there are 2 lireers,each of them aboue a F.ight-ſhoor long, 
which abut upon the Chaems Lodgings, arched all along with fone, and covered over head 
like che Hoſpital at Lzsbox,bur that they far ſurpaſs it. Here are all chings to be ſold thar one 
can deſire, as well for victual, and other kinde of provhons, as for all iorts of Merchandiſe, 
and rich Wares. In thoſe arched fireets, which are very ſpacious and long, are theſe 2 Fairs 
kept every year, whither ſuch a multitude of people reſorr , as I have declared be- 
fore, Moreover within the Incloſure of this Priſon are divers Woods of tall and high|Trees, 
with many ſmall Streams, and Ponds of clear (weer Water for the uſe of rhe Priſoners, and 
to waſh their Linnen, as alſo ſundry Hermitages, and Hoſpitals, rogether with r 2 very ſum- 
ptuous ad rich Monalteries, ſo that whatſoever 15 to be had in a great Town; may in great 
abundance be found within the Incloſure and with advantage in many things,b-cauſe che.moſt 
part of theſe Priſoners have their Wives and Children there, to whom the King gives 2 
Lodging anſwerable to the Houſhold or Family, (which each one hath. 


T he ſecond of thoſe things,which I have undertaken to relate, is another Inctoſure we ſay 562-Y} 


almolt as big 28 the former,compaſled about with firong Walls,and great Ditches, This place 
is called Myxiparan,which figntties, The treaſure of the deadzwhere are many towers of be 
ed carved fione,and (iceples diverſly painted. The walls on the top are infiead of battlements 
environed with iron grates,where rhere are a number of Idols of different figures,as of Men, 
Serpents, Horſes, Oxen,Elephants, Fiſhes, Adders, and many other monſtrous forms of cree= 
tures(which were ney:r ſeen)ſome of, Braſs,and Iron,and others of Tin,and Copper; ſo that 
this infinite company of ſeveral figures joyned together is one of che moſt remarkable &pleg- 
ſanteſt things that can be imagined, Having paſ? oyer the Bridge of che Ditch we arrived at a 
oreat Courc chat was at the firſt entrance,incloſed round about with huge Gares,and paved all 
over with ++ hite and black tones in Checquer-work, ſo poliſhed and brighr,as one might ſee 
himſelf in them as in a Lookingeglaſs;In the mid{t of thisCourt was a Pillar of Jaſper fix and 
thirty < ans high,and as ic ſeemed all of one piece,onthe rop whereof was an Idol of filyer in 
the figure of a Worran, which with ber hands Rrangled a Serpent, ther yas excellently ena. 
mielled with black and green. A lictle ſurther xx the entrance of another Gate,which flood be- 
wween two very high Towers, and a:comanied with four and twenty Pillars of I 
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ſtone,zthere were two figures of men, each of chem with aniron club in his hand, as if chey 
had ſery2d to guard that paſſage, being an hundred and forty ſpans high, with ſuch hideous 
and ugly viſages, as make them even to eremble that behold them ; The Chimeſes called them 
Xixipatan X alican, that is to ſay, The blowers of the houſe of ſmoke. Ar the entring into this 
Gare there were cwelve men with Halberds,and two Regilters,tcr at a Table,who enroiled al! 
that entred there,unto whom every one paid a matter of a Groat;when we were centred wich. 
in this Gare,we met with a very large fireercloſed on both ſides with goodly Arches,as well 
in regard of the workmanſhip,as the reſt, round about the which bung an infinice company of 
lictle Bells of Lattin,by Cains of the ſame metal}, that moved by the Air,made ſuch a noiſe as 
one could notwichout muchado hear one anocher:thefireer might be about balf a league long, 
& within theſe Arches,on both ſides of the way,were two rows of low houſes,like unto grear 
Churches,with Steeples gilr,and divers Inventions of Painting: of theſe Houſes the Chineſes 
aflured us there was un that place three thouſand, all which ({rom the very copto the bocrom 
were full of dead mensSkulls,a thing ſo Rrange,thac in every mans judgment a thouſand greac 
Shops could hardly contain them. Behinde theſe Houſes, both on the one fide and the other, 
were tyyo great Mounts of dead mens Bones, reaching far above the ridges of che houſes, full 
as long as the fireer,and of a mighty bredth. Theſe Bones were ordered and diſpoſed one upon 
another ſo curiouſly and aptly,that they ſeemed to grow therez Having demanded of the Chi- 
neſes whether any Regiſter vas kept of theſe Bones;they anſyvered, there vas;for the Tala- 
grepos, unto vyhoſe charge the adminiſtration-of thele three thouſand houſes vyas commiured, 
enrolled them all; and that none of the houſes yielded leſs chen tyvo thouſand Tas reves 
nue out of ſuch lands, as the ovyners of theſe bones had bequeathed co them for cheir ſouls 
health; and ehar the rent of theſe chree thouſand houſes rogecher amounted unto five milli- 
ons of Gold yearly,yvhereof che King had fourgand the T7 alagrepes the other,for todefray the 
Expences of this Fabrick ; and chat che four appertained to the King, as their Support, vyho 
diſpenced them in the maintenance of cre three hundred thouſgndPriloners of Xinangwibales; 
Being amazed at this marvel,vve begga co go along this treer,in the mudit vyhereof vye found 
a great Priazz,e,compaſſed about vvith tvvo hugeGrates of Lartin,and vvithin it vvas anAdder 
of Braſs, infolded into I knoyv not hovy many boughts and ſo big char it contained thitry fa- 
chom in circuit, being vvichall ſo ugly and dreadfull,as no vyords are able co deſcribe ir. Some 
of us vyould eſtimate the yyeight of it, and the leaſt opinions reached to a thouſand quintals, 
vyere it holloyy vvichin, as I believe it vvas. Novy although it yyas of an unmeaſurable great- 
nels; yet vas it in every pare ſo yyell proportioned,as nothing could be amended, vvhereunto 
alſo the vworkmanſhip thereof is ſo correſpondent, that all the perfeRion that can be detired 
from 8 good Workman is obſerved in ir. This monſtrous Serpent, vyhich the Chineſes call, 
The gluttonows Serpent of the houſe of ſmoke, had on the top of his head a Boyyl of Iron, tvw2 
and fifty foot in citecumference,as if it had been throyyn at him from ſome other placeztvventy 
paces further yvas the figure of a man of che ſame Braſs in the form of a Giant,in like mann:r 
very (trange and extraordinary, #s well for the greatneſs of the body, as the hugeneſs of che 
limbs ; This Monſter held an Iron Boyyl juſt as big as the other aloft in both his hands, and 
beholding the Serpent with a frovvning & avgry councenanceghe ſeemed as though he vvould 
throvy his Boyvl at him, Roynd about this figure vyas a number of lictle Idols all gilc on cheir 
knees, vvith their hands lifted up co hin, as if they yyould adore him, All this great Edifice 
yvas conſecrated to the honour of this Idol, call:d Mxcluparon,wvyhom the Chineſes affirmed 
co be Treaſurer of all the dead Bones, and chat when che glutronous Serpent before 
mentioned came to ſteal them away, he made at him with the Bowl which he held io his 
hands, whereupon che Serpent in great fear fled immediatly away to the bottom of the pro- 
found Houſe of Smoke, whither God had precipicated him for his great wickedne(s ; and fur- 
ther that he had maintained a Combat with him three chouſand years already,and was to con- 
cinue the (ame three thouſand years morezſo that from three thouſand to three thouſand years 
he was to imploy five Bowis,wherewith be was co make an end of killing him;Hereunco they 
added, that afſoon as this Serpent ſhould be dead,the Bones that were there aſſembled, would 
return to their Bodies, ro which they appertained formerly, and ſo ſhould go and remain for 
ever 1h the Houſe of the Moon ; To theſe bruciſh opinions they joyn many others (uch like, 
unto which they give ſo much faith,that nothing can be able to remove them from ir, for 1c 1s 
che DoGrine thar is preached unto them by their Bonzes,who alſo cell chem that the crue way 
co make ſoul happy,is cogather theſeBones rogether into this place,by means whereof there 
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is Dot a day paſles but that a thouſand or two of thee Wretches Bones are brovght thither, 
Now if ſome for their far diſtance cannoc bring all che Bones whole chicher, they will at 
lcaltwiſe brivg a Tooth or two, and fo they ſay that by way of an Al:ms they make as good 
fatisfaRtion as if they brovghr all the reſt; which is tie reaſon thic in all theſe Charnel 
Houſes there is ſuch an infinite mulritude of theſe Teeth, that onz mighre lade many Ships 
wich chem, y 

We ſaw in 2 grear Plain without the Walls of this City another Building, very ſumprons 
and rich, which they call Ngcapirasthat is to ſay, The Queen of Haven, for it is the opinion 
of theſe blinded Wretches, that our Lord aboye is married like the Kings here belowgand rhar 
the Children which he hath had by the Nacapirgs, are the Stars we {ce twinkling in the E:r- 
mament by night,and that when anyExbalation comes to diffolye in theAir,they izy thu i. is 
one of theCnildren that is dead,whereat his other Brothers are ſo grieved,chat they ſhed tuch 
abundance of tears,as the Earth is watered therewich,by which means God provides us of our 
living,as it Were in a manner of Alms beſtowed for the ſouls of the deceaſed, Bur letting paſs 
theſe and other ſuch like fooleries, I will only treat of ſuch particulars, as we obſerved in this 
oreat Edifice, whereof the firlt was one hundred and fortyConvents of this accurſedReligion, 
both of Men andWomen,in each of which chere are four hundred perſons,amounting in all to 
{1x and fifty ehouſand, beſides an infinice number of religious -Servancs,that are not obliged to 
their Vow of Profeſſion that ate within, who for a mark of their prieſtly Dignity are clothed 
in Violet,with green Stars on them, having cheir head, beard,and eye-brows ſhaven,and wear- 
ing Beads abour their necks to pray wigh, but for all that they crave no Alms, by reaſon they 
haveRevenue enough co live on, The next was an Incloſure within chis bugeBuilding,a league 
in circuic,the Walls whereof were built upon arches,vaults,of Rrong hewed (tone,and under- 
neath them were Galleries, invironed all about wich balliſters of lactin ; within an incloſure 
at a Gate through which we paſt, we ſaw under moſt deformed figures the two Porters of 
Hell,ac leaſt chey believe ſo, calling che one Bacharon,and the other Quagifau,borh of them 
with Iron Clubs in their hands, and ſo hideous and horrible co ſee to, that ir is impoſſible ro 
behold them without fear. Having paſt this Gate under a chain,riat wenc acroſs from the brelt 
of one of theſe devils co the orher,we encred into a yery fair fircer,both for bredrh & lengeh, 
incloſed at either end with many arches, diverſly painted, on the top whereof were all along 
two rows of Idols to the number of five thouſand ; Now we could not well judge cf what 
matter theſe Idols were made, howſoever they were gilt all over, and upon their heads they 
wore Micres of ſundry inventions. Ac the end of this Street was a great {quare place, payed 
with black and whice Rone, and compaſied about with four rows of Giants in Braſs, each of 
them fifteen foot high, with Halberds in their hands,and their Hair and Beards all gilr, which 
Was not only a very pleaſing objeR to the eye,bur alſo repreſented a kind of majefiical great- 
neſs, - At the end of this place was Quiay Han, the god of rain, which Idol was ſo huge, 
that with his head he touched the battlements of the Tower, being above twelve fat:om high; 
he was likewiſe of Braſs, and both from his mouth, head, and'breR, at fix and cwenty ſeveral 
places came our (ireams of Water : Having pait between his legs, which Rood firadling at a 
great diftance, one from another, wEentred into a large Room, as long as a Church, where 
here were three Ships ſet upon very big aad high pillars of Jzſper;all along the walls chereof 
on both ſides were a many of Idols, great and little in divers forms,all gilc, fitted and diſpo- 
ſed in ſuch order,as they rook up all the bredth &lengrh of the walls,and ſeemed at firlt hghe 
to be all Gold : Atthe endof this Room or Temple vpon a round Tribunal, whereunto one 
aſcended by 1 5 wynding Stairs,was an Alcar, proportionable co thz ſame Tribunal, whereon 
ood thelmage of Nacapiras,in the likeneſs of'a very fair Woman,wich her hair hanging up- 
on her ſhoulders, and her hands lifted up co Heaven. Now for that (he was gilt all over with 
fine Gold,and that with a great deal of art and care,ſhe glifered in chat manner as it was im- 
poſſible ro continue looking on her,ſo dazed were a mans eyes with the rays that darted ffom 
her. Round abouc this Tribunal on the firſt four Stairs were the Statues of twelye Kings of 
China in Silver, with Crowns on their heads,and Maces on their ſhoulders;a little lower were 
three rows of Idols gilt, kneeling on their knees, and holding up their hands, and a.1 about 
hung a numb2r of filver Candlefticks with 7 branches apiece. When we were out of this, 
we wenc through-another fireet all arched like that by which we encred in, and from this we 
Paſſed through two other Rreets full of very ately Buildings, and ſo came to a Gate, char 


ſtood berween four high Towers, whete there was a Chifus, with thirty Halberdiers, and 
two 
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two Regiſters, wiich wrote down the names of all that went in and our, as they did ours, 
and ſo.ve ave them about a Groar for our paſlage our. 


CHAP; XXXVI. | 
Of an Edifice, ſcituated in the midſt of the River, wherein were the hundred 
and thirteen Chappels of the Kings of China' ; with the publick. 
Grgnaries eſtabliſhed for the Relief of the Poor. 


O give an end to the matter, whereof I intreat, which would be infinice if I ſhould re. 

count every thing in particular, amongſt the great number of marvellous buildings,which 
we ſaw,the molt remarkable co my ſeeming was an Incloſure,ſeated in the midſt of the Rivec 
of Batampina, containing ſome league in circuit in an Ifland, and invironed with fair hewed 
one, which on the our-ſide was abour eight and thirty foot high aboye the warer, and on the 
in-{ide even With the ground, being encompaſſed with two rows of ballifters of Lattin,where- 
of the ourermoRt were but fix foot high, for the commodiry of ſuch as would rett thems 
ſelves there,and the innermoſt vvere nine foot high,having fix on of ſilver anding upon 
huge Boyyls, vyhich are the Arms of the King of China,as I have ſaid elſevyvhere, Wichin che 
Incloſure of theſe Balliſters food in goodly order 113 Chappels after the faſhion of Bul. 
yvarks all round, in each of vyhich vyas arich Tomb of Alabaſter,placed vvich much art upon 
the heads of 2 hilver Serp2nts, vvhich in regard of the many Boughs vyherein they vvere en- 
rercained ſeemed to be Snakes, though rhey had the wages of Women, and 3 Horns on their 
heads, the explication yyhereof yy2 could not poſhbly learn. In each of theſe Chappels 
vvere 13 branched Candlefticks vvith 4 great Lights apiece in them, ſo that to compute 
the vvhole, che Candleſticks of theſe hundred and thirteen Chappels amount to a thouſand 
four hundred thirty and nine, In the midſtiof a great place, invironed round about with 3 
rows of wynding Stairs, and 2 ranks of Idols, was a very high Tower, with 5 Steeples di- 
verſly painted, and filver Lions on the cop of all's Here the (hineſes rold us were che Bones 
of thoſe hundred and thirteen Kings, that had been tranſported chicher from the Chappels 
below:And it is the opinion of the brutiſh people,that theſe Bones,which they hold for grear 
Reliques, do feaſt one another at every new Moon : in regard whereof theſe Barbariaxs uſe 
on that day to offer unto them a great Charger full of all kinde of Fow!, as alio Rice, Beef, 
Pork, Sugar, Honey, and all other ſores of Viual that one can name ; wherein their blind- 
neſs is fuch, as in recompence of theſe Meats, which the Prie(is cake unto cthemlelyes, they 
imagine that all their fins are forgiven them, by way as it were of a plenary indulgence.In this 
Tower likewiſe we ſaw an exceeding richChamber,covered on the inlide all over from the top 
to the bottom with plates of filves, In this Chamber were th: Statues of tho'e hundred and 
thirteen Kings of Chinaall in filyer,yhere in each of them were che bones of each ſeyeralKing 
incloſed ; Now they ho!d,according as they are made to believe by their Priefts, chat cheſe 
Kings thus afſembled cogether converſe every nighe one wich another,and paſs away the time 
in ſundy ſports, which none is worthy to ſee, but certain Bonzes, whom they term ( abizam 
des,a title amonglt chem of che molt eminent dignity,ſuch ic may be as the Cardinals of Rowe, 
To this bealtly ignorance the wretches adde many other blinde cales, which they are afſuredly 
perſwaded are very clear and manxfeſt cruths:wichin this great incloſure w2 counted in ſeyen- 
ceen places three hundred & forty bells of calt meralt,namely,twenty in each place,which are 
all rung together on thoſe days of the Moon, wherein they ſay theſe Kings do wiht and featt 
one another, Near to this Tower in a very rich Chappel, built upon ſeven and thirey Pillars of 
fair hewed tone, was the Image of the Goddeſs «Amida, made of Silver, having her hair of 
Gold, and ſeared upon a Tribunal fourreen Reps bigh, chat was all overlaid with fine Gold ; 
her face was very beautitull, and her hands were heaved up towards Heaven, at her armpi's 
hung a many of lctle Idols not'aboye half a finger long filed cogerther, whereupon d:manding 
of r.'e Chineſes what thoſe meant, they anſwered us, That after the Waters of Heaven bad 
overflowed the Earth, ſo that all Maukinde was drowned by the unrverſal Deluge, God ſeeing 
that the IVoyld would be deſolate, and no body to inhabit it, be ſent the Goddeſs Amida, the 
chief Lady of Honour to his Wife Nacapitau from the Heaven of the, Moon, that ſhe might re- 
parr the loſs of drowned Mankinde, and that then the Goddeſs baving ſet her feet ou a Land, 
from which the Waters were withdrawn, called Calemphtuy, (which was the ſame {{lnd, 
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went on land) ſhe was changed all imo Gold ; and inthat manuer ftandin apright with ber 
face looking up umo Heaven, ſhe ſweat out at her armpits 4 great number + Children, name« 
ly, Males out of the _ » and Females ont of the left, having no other place about her body 
whence fhe might bring them forth, as other Women of the World bave, who have ſonued ; and 
that for a chaſtiſement of their ſin, God by the order of Nature hath ſub jeBted them to a miſe- 
ry fullof corruption and filchineſs, for to ſhew bow odioxa unto him the ſin was that bad been 
committed againſt him. The goddeſs Amida -_ thus;brought forth theſe Creatures, which 
they affirm were thirty three and three bundred thirty nt parts of thens Females, 
and the other Males, (for ſo, ſay they, the World was to be repaived) ſhe remained ſo fetble and 
faint with this delrvery, having no body to aſſiſt her at her need, that ſhe fell down dead is the 
place; for which cauſe the Moon at that time, in memory of this death of bers, whereat ſhe nas 
infuutely grieved, put her ſelf into mourning; which wourning they to be thoſe black ſpots 
we ordinarily behold in her face, occaſioned indeed by the ſhadow of the Earth, and that when 
there ſhall be ſo many years ran out, as the goddeſs Amida brought forth Chi ldren, which 
were, 4s 1 bave delivered, thirty three thouſand three hundred thirty and three, then the 
Moon will put off her monrning, and afterwards be as clear as the day, With theſe and ſuch 
like foppertes did the Chmeſes ſo turmoil us,as we could not chuſe bur grieve to conſider how 
much rhoſe people, which otherwiſe are quick of apprehenſion, and of good underſtinding, 
are abuſed in| matter of Religion wich ſuch eyident and manifeſt untruths, After we were 
come our of this great place,where we ſaw all cheſe chings, we went inco another Temple of 
religious Voraries, very ſumptuous and rich, where chey told us theMother of the then reign- 
ing King, named Nhay Camſama, did abide, but thereinco we were moc permitcedto encer, 
becauſe we were ſtrangers ; From this place, through a freer archedall along, we arrived ac 
a Key,called Hichario Topiten,where lay a great number of Veſſels,fall of Pilgrims from di- 
vers Kingdotns,which came inceſſantly on pilgrimage to chis Temple,for ro gain,as chey be- 
lieve, plenary indulgences, which the King of China, and the Charms of the Government, 
do y__ unto them, beſides many Priyiledges and Framchiſes throughout the whole Country, 
where ViRtuals are given them , and for nething, 'I will not ſpeak of many ocher 
Tenples, . or Pagodes, which we ſav ado ty whikeſt we were at liberty, for I ſhould ne- 
yer have done to make report of them all ; howbeic I may not omir ſome other particulars, 
that I hold yery fic to be related before T break off this diſcourſe; wheteof the firti were cer- 
cain bouſes, in ſeveral parcs of chis City, called Lag s, that is to ſay, The School of 
the Poor ; wherein farherleſs and mothetleſs Children, that are found in the Rireets,are ravghc 
to write: and read, as alfo- fome Trade, whereby they may 'ger cheir living, and of theſe 
Houfſes,or Schools,there are abour ſome five hundredin this Ciry;Now if it happen char any 
of them chrough ſome defe@ of mature canmor learn a Trade;then haye they recourſe ro ſome 
means for to make them gec their living according to each ones i -2sfor example, 
if they be blind,theymake'chem labor in turning of bandmils;it they be lame of their feer,chey 
cauſe then ro make laces, tihand;and fuch like manufaRtures ; if chey be lame of cheic hands, 
then they make rhem earn cheir living by carrying of butdens;bur if chey be lame both of feer 
and hands,(fo rhacNarure hath wholly deprived chem of means co ger their living)then they 
ſhut chem up in great Convents, where there are a number of perſoris thic pray for che dead, 
among whom they place them, &fo they have their ſhare of half che offerings thar are made 
chere,the Prieſts having the other balf;if they be dumb,then they are ſhut up in a/greac houſe, 
where they ite maintained with the ametcements that the commen ſort of wormmen,as Oifter- 
wives,& ſuch like,are condemned in for their ſcolding & fighting one with-anothergAs for.old 
queans,char are paſt che rrade,and ſuch of rhe younger ſorr 28 by the lewd exerciſe thereof are 
become diſcaſed with the Pox, or other filthy fickneſs, they are put into other houſes, where 
they are very well looked unto, &furniſhed abundantly with all chings neceflary,at the charge 
of the other women that are of the ſame trade, who thereunto pay a certain ſum monerhy, 
and that norunwillingly,becauſe chey know that chey ſhall come co be ſo provided for them- 
ſelves by others;and for che colleRing of this money there areCommiſſioners expreſly depu- 
ted in ſeyeral parts of the City, There are alſo other houſes, much like unro Monalteries,where 
a great many of young maids, thar are orphans, are bed up; and cheſe bouſes are maincained 
at the charge of ſuch women as are convicted of Adultery ; for,ſay they,it is moſt juſt,thar it 
there be one which hath loſt ber ſelf by ber diſhonefty,rhere ſhould be another, that ſhould be 
maintained by her virtue. Oth:y places there are alſo, where decayed old people are kepc

at the charge of Lawyers, that plead unjuk cauſes, here the parcies have no right z and of 
Judges; that for favouring one more then another, and corrupred with Bribes, do not execute 
# uftice as they ought to do ; whereby one may ſee with how much order and pelicy theſe 
people govern all rhings. F | 
In the proſecution of my diſcourſe.it will not be amiſs here to deliver che marv2llous order 
and policy which che Kings of China. obſerve in furniſhing their Staces 2bundantly wich pro- 
viſions and vicuals,for the relief of the;-poor people,which may very well ſerve for an example 
of charity,and good government,toChriftian Kingdoms and Commonwealths. Their Chroni. 
cles reporr,that a certain King,great Grandfarher.co him chat then reigned in Chine, named 
C hauſi-Zarao Panagor, very much beloved of his people for his good diſpoſition and virtues, 
havipg loſt his ſight by an accident of fickneſs,reſolvedto do ſome pious work, that might be 
acceptable to God; to which effe he afſembled his Eſtates, where he ordained, chat for the 
relief of the Poor there ſhould be Granaries eſtabliſhed ip all the Towns of bis Kingdom for 
Wohear and Rice,that in th iime of Dearth (which many times happened) the people mighc 
have wherewithail co nouriſh themſelves that year,and co that purpoſe he gave the tench pare 
of che Duties of his Kingdom by.a Grant under his hand, which when he came to fign accord» 
ingly with a golden Ramp, chat he ordinarily uſed becauſe he was blinde, it pleaſed God to 
reliore him perfeRly co his fight again,which he enjoyed ill as lopg as he lived g By this ex- 
ample;if it were truegit ſeemed that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt would demonſtrate, how acceptable 
the charity that good men exerciſe rowards the Poor is to him,even though they be Gemzles, 
and without the knowledge of the true Religion ; Ever fince chere have been always a greac 
many of Granaries in thisMonarchy,and chat co the number of an hundred and fourteen thou- 
ſand, As for the order which che Magiſtrates obſeryc in furniſhing them continually with 
Corn,it is ſuch as follaweth;zA lirle before Reaping-time all che old Corn is diftribured forch 
toche Inhabicancs, as it were by way of love, and char for the cermi.of 2 moneths ; after this 
timg-is expiced, they unto whom the old Corn. is lent return in as much new, and withall (ix 
in cthe-hitdred over and aboye for waſte, to the end that this fore may never fail; But when

any $din-or intereſt for ic; and chat, which/is given.co the poorer ſort, who are nor able to re»

The number of Officers, and other people, which are in the King of China's bo 
1m: Pallace ; with exr going to Quincay to accompliſh the time 8 - 
1, - of our Exue;, and what befell us there, 
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them in queſtion,and nor to give occalion alſo unto derraftors,who judging of things accord- 
ing to the lictle world they bave ſeen,may hold thoſe truths for fables, which mine own eyes 
have beheld, I will forbear the delivery of many matters that poſſibly mighe bring much con- 
renement co more worthy ſpirics,who not judging of the riches and proſpericy of other Coun- 
cries by the poyerty and miſery of their own, would be well pleaſed with the relation chereof, 
Howbeir,on the other fide, I hayz no great cauſe to blame thoſe who ſhall not give credit ro 
chat which I ſay,or make any doubr of it,becauſe I muſt acknowledge, that many times when 
I call ro mind che things that mine eyes have ſeen, I remain confounded therewith, whether ic 
be the Grandeurs of chis City of Pequin, or the magnificence wherewith this Gentile Kivg is 
ſerved, or the pomp of th? Chaemss , and Anchacys of the Government, or the dread and awe 
wherein all men are of theſe Minilters, or the ſumptuoulneſs of their Temples and P agodes, 
cogether With all the reft that may be chere z for within che only incloſure of the Kiogs Palace 
there are above a thouſand Eunuchs,three thouſand women, & 1 2 thouſznd men of his Guard, 
unto whom the King gives great entertainment and penſions :alſo twelve Txtons,dignities that 
are Sovereign above all others whom, as I haye already declared, the yulgar call, The beams of 
the Sun ; Under theſe twelve Tatons there are forty Chaems,or Vice-roys,befides many other 
inferiour dignities,as Judges, Majors, Governours, Treaſurers, Admirals, and Generals, which 
they term, Anchacys, Aytaos, Ponchacy, Lanteas, and Chumbinss, whereof there are above five 
hundred always refiding at: che Court , each of them having at the leaſt two hundred men in 
his crain, which for the molt part, to firike the greater terror, are of divers Nations, namely, 
Megores, Perſians, Curaz:ns, Moems, Calaminhams, T artars, Cauchins, and ſome Bramaas 
of Chalen, and T angus ; for in regard of valour,they make no account of the Natives,who are 
of a weak and efteminace completion, though otherwiſe, I muſt confeſs,they are exceeding a- 
ble and ingenious in whatſoever concerneth Mechanick Trades, Tillage, and Husbandry gthey 
have wichall a great viyacity of ſpirit, and are exceeding proper and apt for the inyenting of 
very ſubtle and induſtrious chings. The women are fair and chatte,and more inclined to labour 
then the men. The Country is fertile in vitual, and ſo richand abounding in all kind of good 
things, as I cannot ſufficiently expreſs it ; and ſuch1s cheir blindneſs as they atcribute all choſe 
bleſſings to the only merit of their King,8& not tothe Divine Providence,and co the goodnel(s 
of that Sovereign Lord,who hath created all things. From this blindneſs, & incredulicy of theſe 
people are thee great abuſes, and confuſed ſupertti.ions derived, which are ordinary among(t 
chem,and wherein they obſerve a world of diabolical ceremonies For they are ſo brutiſh and 
wicked, as to ſacrifice humane blood,offering ic up with divers ſorts of perfumes,and ſweet ſa- 
yours; Moreover,they preſent their Priefts with many gifts,upon zflurance from theſe profane 
wretches, of great bleſſings in this life,and infinice ziches and treaſure in the other : To which 
efteRs the ſame Prielts grant them )lknow not what)Certihcates,as it were Bils of Exchange, 
which the common people call Conchinuoces,that after cheir death they may ſerve above in Hea» 
ven,to procure for them a recompence of an hundred for one ; wherein theſe miſerable crea- 
cures are ſo blinded,thar they ſave the very meat and dcink from their own mouthes to furniſh 
thoſe accurſed Prieſts of Satan with all things neceflary, belizving that theſe goodly Bils they 
have from them will afſuredly return them chat benefic.There are alſo Prieſts of another Se, 
callzd Es BI ob thoſe others)preach,and affirm with great oaths,that reaſo» 
nable creatures live & die like beaſts,and therefore that they are to make merry & (pend their 
goods jovially whiles life (hall laſt,there being no other after chis,as all bur fools & 1gnorants 
are to believe. There is anothgr S:&gnamed Trimechanywho are of opinion, that ſo long time 
a$ a man ſhall live in this world, ſo long ſhall he remain under ground, uncill at lengeh by the 
prayers of their Priefis,his ſoul ſhall reaflume the body of a child of ſeven days old,wherein he 
ſhall live again cill he ſhall grow ſo Rrong,as to re-enter into the old body, which he had lefr 
in the graye,and ſo be tranſported into the Heayen of che Moon,where(chey ſay )be ſhall live 
many years, & in the end be conyerted into a tar,which ſhall remain fixed above in the Firma- 
menc for ever. Another Sect there is called Gyſon,wha believe that only the beaſts(in regard 
of their ſi fferings, & the labour which they endure in this life)ſhall poſſeſs Heaven after their 
death;and not man,that leaderh his life according to the luſts of the fleſh,robbing,killing,and 
committing a world of other offgnces;by reaſon whereof,lay they, it is not poſſible for him to 
be ſaved ; unleſs at the hour of death he leave all his eſtate ro the Pagodes, and tothe Prieſts, 
that they may pray for him ; whereby one may ſee that all che intentions of their diabolical 
$:Rs is not founded but upon a yery tyranny, and upon the intereſts of the Beyzes, who are 
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they that preach this pernicious doctrine to the people,rnd perſwaded them with many fables 
co bzlieve ic ; In the mean time, theſe things ſeem ſo true to theſe wretches that hear chem, 
as they vry willingly giv: them all their goods, imagining that thereby only they c:n be 
ſaved, and freed from thoſe puniſhments and fears, Wher:withall chey chreaten them if they 
do otherwiſe. I haye ſpoken here of no more then theſe three SeRs, omitting the reli of the 
two and thirty, which are followed in this gteat Empire of Chia, as well becauſe I ſhould 
never haye done ( as I have ſaid heretofore ) if I ſhould relate them all at large, as for tha by 
theſe ic may be known what the others are, which are nothing beccer, but in a manner even 
the very ſame ; wherefore leaving the remedy of ſuch evils, and great blindneſs, to the mer- 
cy and providence of God, unto whom only ic appertains; I will paſs on to the declarations 
of the miſeries we indured during our exile in the Town of Qsazcy , untill ſuch time as we 
were made ſlay:s by the Tarters, which happened in the year, i 544. 

We had been now two mnneths and an half in this City of Peguin , when as on Saturday, 
che chicreenth of July, 1554. we Were carried away to the Town of Qzaxcy, there to ſerve 
all che rime that we were condemned unto : Now as ſoon as we arrived there,the { haems cau- 
ſed us to be brought before him, and after he had asked us ſome queſtions, he appointed us to 
be of the number of fourſcore Halberdiers, which the King affigned him for his Guard ; This 
we took as a ſpecial favour from God, both in regard this imployment was nor very painful, 
a$ alſo becauſe che entertainment was good,and the pay of it better,being aſſured beſides thar 
at the time we ſhould recover our liberty. Thus lived we almoſt.a moneth very peaceably,and 
well contented for that we mer with a better fortune then we expeRed, when as the devil, 
ſeeing how well all we nine agreed together ( for all thac we had was in common amongit us, 
and whatſoever miſery any one bad,we ſhared ic with him like true brethren) he ſo wroughr 
chat two of our company fell into a quatrel, which proyzd very prejudicial to us all ; This dt- 
viſion ſprung from a cercain vanicy coo familiar with the Portuga/ Nation, whereof 1 can ren- 
der no other reafon,but that they are naturally ſenſible of any thing that touches upon ho- 
nour : Now ſee what the difference wasztwo of us nine falling by chance in conteſt about che 
extraction of the Madureyras and the Fonſecas,for to know which of theſe rwo houſes was in 
molt eſteem ar the King of Portugal Court, the matret went (© far , that from one word to 
anorher chey came at length ro terms of oyſter-wives, ſaying one to the other, Who are you ? 
and 2g2in, who are you ? ſo that thereupon they ſuffered themſelves to be ſo cranſporred with 
choler, thar one of then gave the other a great box on the ear, who inſtantly returned him a 
blow with his (word, Which cut away almoſt half his cheek ; cls ſame feeling bimſelf hure 
caught up an balberd, and therewith ran the other through the arm ; this diſatter begor ſuch 
parr-taking amongl(t us,as of nine that we were ſeven of us found our felyes grievouſly wound- 
ed;In the mean cime,the Charm came running in perſon to this tumule with all the Anchacys 
of Juſtice, who laying hold of us gave us preſently cthuty laſhes apiece , which drew more 
blood from us then our hurts ; This done, they ſhut us up in a dungeon under ground, where 
they kept us ſix & forty days with heavy iron collars about our necks,manacles on our hands, 
and irons on our legs,ſo that we ſuffered exceedingly in this deplorable eſtate. This while our 
oufineſs was brought b:fore the Kings Atturney, who having ſeen our accuſations, and that 
one of the articles made faith, that chere were fixteen witneſſes againſt us, he Ruck nor co ſay, 
T hat we were people without the fear or knowledge of God, who did not confeſs hins otherwiſe 
with our mouthes, then 4s any wild beaſt might do if he could ſpeak.; that theſe things preſup-= 
poſed it was to be believed , that we were men of blood, of a Language, of a Law, of a Nati- 
on, of a Country, and of a Kingdom, the inhabitants whereof wounded and killed one another 
moſt cruelly, wuhout any reaſon or cauſe , and therefore no other judgement could be made of 
*d , but that we were the ſervants of the moſt gluttonons Serpent of the profound pit of ſmoak, , 
as appeared by onr works , ſince they were no better then ſuch as that accurſed Serpent had 
accuſtomed to ds ; ſo that according to the Law of the third Book of the will of the Son of the 
San, called Mileterau, we were to be condemmed to a baniſhment from all commerce of people, 
as a venemors and contagious plague ; ſo that we deſerved to be confined to the Mountains of 
Chabaguay, Sumbor, «r Lamau, whither ſuch as we were uſed to be exiled, tothe end they might 
in that place hear the wild beaſts how! in the might , which were of as vile abreed and nature 
as we.-From this prion we were one morning led to a place,called by them Pitas Calidar, 
waere th: Azchacy fat in judgement with a majeſtical and dreadful greatneſs;Hz2 was accom- 
panied by divers Chumbims, Happes,Lanteas and Cypatons,befides a number of other "—_ 
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there each of us had 30 laſhes apiece more given us,and then by publick Sentence we were re 
moved to another Priſon, where we were in better caſe yet then in that out of which we 
came,howbeit for all that we did nor a little detelt ameng(t our ſelves both the Funſeca's.and 
the CAMadereyra's, but much more the Denl;that wrought us this miſchief, In this Priſon we 
continued almoſt 2 monerhs, during which time out (iripes were throughly healed, ' howheic 
we were exceedingly afflicted wich hunger, and thirſt, Ar length it plealed God that the Cha- 
em cook compaſſion of us ; for on a certain day, wherein they uſe ro do works of charity tor 
the dead, coming to review onr Sentence h: ordained, That i regard we were ffrangers, and 
of 4 Country ſo far diſtant from theirs, as no man had knowledge of #4, nor that there was ay 
Book or IVriting which made mention of our Name, and that none underſtood our Language ; as 
alſo that-we were aecuſtomed, and even haxdned to miſery and poverty, which many times puts 
the beſt and moſt peaceable perſons into diſorder, and therefore might well trouble ſuch, as made 
zo profeſſion of patience i their adverſities ; whence it followed, that our diſcord proceeded ra- 
ther from the effitls of our miſery, then from any inclination unto mutiny nnd (nmnlt, where- 
with the Kings Atturny charged #s ; anil furthermore repreſenting unto himſelf what great 
need there was of men for the ordinary ſervice of the State, and of the Officers of Juſtice, for 
which proviſion neceſſarily was to be made, he thought fit, that the puniſhment for the crymes we 
had committed, ſhould in the way of an Alms beſtowed in the Kings name be moderated, and re- 
duced to the Whipping which we twice already bad, upon condition nevertheleſs that we ſhould be 
detained there as Slaves for ever, unleſs it ſhould pleaſe the Tuton otherwiſe to ordain of wa. 
This Sentenee was pronounced again(t us, and though we ſhed a many of tears to fee our 
ſelves reduced unto this miſerable condition, wherei!) we were, yet this ſeemed not (o bad 
unto us as th- former. Afcer the pub-ication of this D2cree we were preſently dra .n out of 
Priſon, and tied 3 and 3 together, then led to certain Iron Forges, where we paſt 6 whole 
moneths in (irange labours, and great neceflities, being in a manner quire naked, without 
any Bed co lie on, and almoſt famiſhed. Ar laſt after the enduring of ſo many evils, we fell 
ſick of a Lethargy, which was the cauſe, in regard ic was a contagious Diſeaſe, that they curn= 
ed us out of doors for co go and ſeek our living, untill we became well again; Being chus tec 
at liberty we continued 4 moneths fick, and begging the Alms of good people from door ro 
door, which was given us but ſparingly, by reaſon of the great Dearth that then reigned over 
all che Country, ſo as we were conlirained to agree better together, and to promile one an- 
other by a ſolemn Oath,thatwe cook, to live lovingly for the future,as good Chriſtians ſhould 
do, and that every. moneth one ſhould be choſen trom among us to be as it were a kind2 of 
Chizf, whom, by the Oath we. had taken, all the reit of us were co obey, as their Superiour, 
ſo thar none of us Was todilpoſe of himſelf, or do any thing, without his command, or ap- 
pointmentzand thoſe Rules were put into writing by us,that they might be the better obſer- 
ved ; As indeed God gave us the grace to live ever afterward in good peace and concord, 
though it were in great pain, and extreme neceſſity of all things. 


We had continued a good while living in peace and tranquillity, according to our foremen- go F 


tioned agreement, When as he, whoſe lot it was to beJour Chief nat moneth, named Chriſts- 
vane Boralho, conſidering how neceſſary ic was to (eek our-ſome relief for our miſeries by all 
the ways that poſſibly we inced us to ſerve weekly. 2 and 2 together, ſome in deg- 
ging up and down the Town,ſome in getting water and dreſſing our meat,and others in ferch- 
10g wood from theFore,both for'our own uſe, & to ſell. Now one day my ſelf, & one G-iþar 
de Meyrelez being enjoyned ta goto the Foreſi,we roſe betimes in che morning, & went forth 
to perform ourCcharge; And becauſe this GaSar de Meyrelez was a pretty Muſician, playing 
we'l on « Cictern,whereunto he accorded his Lira was not bad,being parts that are ye- 
iy agreeable to thoſe people,inſregard they imploy the moſt part of cheir crimes in the delights 


of the fleſh,they cook greac pleaſure in hearing of himyſo as for that purpoſe they invited hint 


very often to their ſports, from whence be never returned without ſome Reward,wherewich 
we were not a lictle affiſted ; As he and 1 chen were-going to the Wood, and before we were 
our of the Town,we met by fortuge in one of the (ireers with a great many of people,who 
full of jollicy were carrying adead Corps to the Grave with divers Binners,and othet funeral 
pomp,in the midt whereof was a Conſort of Muſick and Voicesz Now be;that had the chief 
oc&ering of the Funeral, knowing Gaiþar de Megrelez, made him (tay, and purting a Citcern 
into his bands,\he ſaid unto him, Oblige me, 1 pray thee, by fuging as loud a4 thox carft, ſo as 
thew maiſt be heard of this dead man whom we are carrying to burial, for 1 ſwear unto thee, 
that he went away ver) ſad for that he was CNS bu Wife and Children, _ be 
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dearly loved all bis life time. Gaijar de Meyrelex, would fain have excuſed himſelf, alledging 
many Reaſons thereupon to that end, bur ſo far was the Governour of the Funeral from ac. 
cepting them, that contrarily be aniwered bim very apgetly, 7rm/y, if ghow wilt not deign to 
benefit this Defuntt with the Gift, that God hath given thee, of ſing ig, al playing on this [ne 
ftrument,I will no longer ſay, that thou art an holy man, as we all believed hitherto, but that the 
excellency of that voice which thou haſt comes from-the Inhabutants of the Houſe of Smoke, 
whoſe nature it was at firſt to ſing very mrs though now they weep and wail in the pro» 
found Laks of the Night, like hunger-ſtarved Dogs, that guaſhing their teeth, and foaming 
with rage againſt Men diſcharge the frath of their malice by the Ty which they commur 
againſt him, that lives in the higheſt Heavens, After this 10 or 11 of them were {o earneſt 
with Gaiþar de Meyrelez,, as they made him play almoſt by force, and ted him co che place, 
where the Deceaſed was to be burnt, according to the cuſtome of thoſe Gentzles, In the 
mean time ſeeing my ſelf left alone without any Comrade, I went along to the Forreſt for to 
get ſome Wood, according to my Commiſſion, and about evening returning back with my 
load on my back, I mer with an old man in a black Damask Gown furred clean through wich 
whice Lamb; who being all alone, afſoon as he eſpied me, he turned a little our of the way, 
bnr perceiving me to paſs op without regarding him, he cried ſo loud to me, that I might hear 
bim, vhich I no ſooner did, but caſting mine eye that way, I obſeryed that he beckoned ro me 
with his hand, as if he called me, whereupon imagining there was ſomething more thenordi= 
naty herein, I ſaid unto him in the (b:xeſe Language, Potauquinay, Which 1s, Dot chou call 
me ? Whereunto returning no anſwer, he gave me to underfiand by ſigns that in eff-& he 
called me ; conjeQuring chen that there might be ſome Thieves thereabours, which would 
bereave me of my Load of Wood, I threw ic on the ground to be the bercer able to defend 
my ſelf, and wich my aff in my hand, I went fair and ſoftly after him, who ſeeing me follow 
him began co double his pace athwarr a little path, which confirmed me in my belief I had be- 
fore, that he was ſome Thief, ſo that turning back to the place where I left my Load, I got ic 
np again on my back as ſpeedily as I could, with a purpoſe to ger into the grear High- way, thac 
ledunto the Cicy ; But che man gbefſing ar my intention, began to cry out louder to me then 
before, which making me turn my look cowards him, 1 preſently perceived him on his knees, 
and ſhewipg me afar off a ſilver Croſs about a ſpan long,or thereabouts, lifting up wichall boch 
his hands unto Heaven g whereat being much amazed, I could nor imagine what this man 
ſhould be ; in the mean time he with a very pirifull geſture ceaſed not to make ſigns unto me 
to come to him ; whereupon ſomewhat recolle&ing my ſelf, I reſolyed to go and ſee who he 
was, and what he would have, to which end wich my aff im my hand I walked cowards him, 
where he ſtayed for me; when as then I came near him, having always thought him before co 
be a Chineſe,I wondered to fee him caſt himſelf at my feer, and with rears and fighs to ſay thug 
unto me, Bleſſed and praifed be the ſweet Name of our Lord Jeſw« C hoe after ſe long an 
Exile hath ſhewed me ſomach grace, as to let me ſee a Chriſtian man, that profeſſeth the Law 
of my God fixed on the Croſs, {mu confeſs that when I heard ſo-extraordinary a marrer, and 
ſo far beyond my expe&ation, I was therewith ſo ſurpriſed,chat ſcarcely knowing what I ſaid, 
1 conjurethee, anſwered I unto him, '3% the Name of the Lord Jeſws to tell me who then are Þ 
Ar theſe words chis unkmown:man redoubling his tears, Dear Brother, replied he,l ans « poor 
Chriftian,by Nation a Portugal, and named Vaſco Calvo, Brother to Diego Calvo, who was 
ſometime Captain of Don Numa Manoel bi Ship, and made a Slave here in this Country about 
ſeven aud twenty years ſince, together with one Tome Perez,yhoms Loppo Suarez ſeme 48 Ame 
baſſadour imo this Kingdom of Chin, and that fince died muſerably bythe occaſion of a Poreu- 
gal Captaiy, Whereupon coming chroughly co my ſelf again, lifted him upfrom'che ground 
where he lay weeping like a child;and ſhedding no fewer tears then he,l intreated him that we 
might fr down together, which he would hardly grant, ſo defirous he was co have me go 

ly wich him to his houſe, buc fircing down by me he began to diſcourſe the whole ſuc- 
ceſs of ns Travels,and all that had befallen him fince his deparcure from Portwgal,cill that ve= 
ry time,as alſorhe death of the Ambaſſador Tome Perez.,and of all the reft,whom Ferdinand 
Perez d' Amialtada bad lefe at Canton to-20 to the King of 'Chine, which he recounted in ano- 
ther manner then our Hiſtorians haye delivered ic. After we had ſpent the remainder of the 


day in enterraiming one another with our paſſed. Advencures, we wentto the City, where ha+ 


ving ſhewed me his houſe, he defoed:'me that I would inflencly go and fetch the reft of may 
fellows, which aocordingly I'did, and found them all cogerher in the poor lodging — 
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lay,and having declared unto them whar bad befallen me, they were much abaſhed at icyas in- 
deed they had cauſe,conſidering the (iratagems of the Accident, ſo che went preſently along 
with me to Vaſco Calve's houſe, who waiting for us,gav: us ſuch hearty welcome,as we could 
not chuſe bur'weep for joy ; Then he carried us into a Chamber where was his Wife, with 2 
little Boys,and 2 Girls of his;ſhe entertained us very kindly,and with much demonſtration of 
loye,as if (he had been the Mother or Daughter co cicher of us ; After this we ſate down ar 
the Tablc, which he ad cauſed to be covered, and made a very good Meal of many ſeveral 
Diſhes provided for us: Supper done, his Wife aroſe very courteouſly from the Table,and te- 
king a Key which hung at her Girdle, ſhe opened the Door of an Oratory, where there was 
an Altar,with a filver Croſs, asalſo 2 Candleſticks, and a Lamp of the ſame, and then ſhe and 
her 4 Childrer'falling down on their knees, wich cheir bands life up to Heaven,began to pro« 
nounce-theſe words very diſtinctly in the Portugal Tongue, O thow true God, we wretched ſon- 
ners do confeſs before thy Croſs, like good Chriſtians, as we are, the moſt ſacred Trimty, Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoſt, three Perſone, and one God; and alſo we promiſe to live and die in thy moſt 
holy Carbolick Faith, liks good and true Chriſtians, confe/ſing and beheving ſo much of thy ho- 
ly truth, 4s 1s held and believed by the Church ; In liks manner we offer up unto thee our ſouls, 
which thou haſt redeemed with thy moſt precions B loud, for to be wholly :naployed in thy ſervice 
all the time of our lives, and then to be yrelded wnto thee at the hour of our death, as to our Lord 
and God, unto whom we acknowledge they appertain both by Creation and Redemption. After this 
Confeſſion they ſaid the Lords Prayer, and the Creed, which they pronounced very diliin&- 
ly, whereat we could not chuſe bur ſhed a world of tears to ſee theſe Innocents, born in a 
Country, ſo far remore from ours, and where there was no knowledge of the true God, thus 
to confeſs his Law in ſach religious terms. This being done, we returned becauſe ir was 3 
of the clock in the morning to our lodging, exceedingly aſtoniſhed ar that we had ſeep, as at 
a thing which we had great reaſon to admire. 


CHAP. XXXVIIL 
eA Tartar Commander enters mth bus Army into the Town of Quinſay, and that 
which followed therewpon ; with the Nauticor's beſieging the 
Caſth of Nixiamcoo, awd the taking of it by the 
means of ſome Portugals. 


WE: had been now 8 monerhs and an half in this captivicy, whereia we endured much &.x 
! miſery, and many incommodicies, for that we bad nothing to live upon bur char we tl 
got by begging up and down the Towp,when as one Wedneſday the third of Jay, in the year 
I 544. a little after midnight there was ſuch a burly burly amongR che peoplezchac co bear che 
noiſe and cries which was made in eyery part, one would have thought che earth would bave 
come over and over, which cauſed vs to go in batte to Vaſco Calves his houſe, of whom we de- 
manded che occafion of ſo great a Tumult, whereunto with tears in his eyes he anſwered us, 
that cgrtain news wete come how the King of Tartary was fallen upon the City of Peguin 
with ſo great an Army, as the like had never been ſcen fince Adam's rune In this Army ac- 
cording to report, were ſeyen and twenty Kings, under whom matchedeighteen hundred 
thouſand men, whereof fix hundred thouſand were Horſegwhich were come by land from the 
Cities of Luamſama, Fanmftir, and Mecvy , with fourſcore thouſand Rhinocerots, that drew 
the Waggons,wherein was all the Baggage of cheArmygas for the other ewelye hundred chou- 
{and,which were Foot,ic was ſaid thar they arrived by Sea in ſeventeen thouſand veſſe!s,cown 
through the river of Batampina ; By reaſon whereof the King of { bina kndivg himſelf roo 
weak for the reſiſting of ſuctigreat Foraes,had wich a few retired lnmſelf ro cheCity of Nar- 
quins And tha alſo it was reported for certain, that a N gaticor, one of the chietelt Tartar 
Commanders,was come to the Forreſt of Aſaliecataras,not above a league and an half from 
Quinſay, with an Army of threeſcore and two thouſand Horſe, wherewith he marched a- 
gain(t che Town,  thac-1n all {ikelibood he would be there wichin ewo hours at che furtheſt, 
Theſe news ſo troubled us,that we did nothing but look one upon another, wichour being able 
to ſpeak a word to any purpoſe, howbeir deſiring co ſave our ſelves, we prayed Yaſco Calyo 
20 ſhey us whar means he chought we might uſe ro effeR it, who ſad and full of grief thus 
snſwered us ; O that we were in our Countrey between Laure and (arxcbe, where I have 


often been, and ſhould be there now in ſafery, bur fince it cannot be ſo,all that we can do for 
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the preſent,is to recommend our ſelves ro God, and to pray unto him to aſſiſt us ; for I aſſure 
you that an hour ago I would bave given a thouſand Taew in filver.co any one, that could have 
got me from hence,and ſaved me-with my Wife and Children,but there was no poſſhbility for 
it, becaufe the Gares were then all ſhut up, and the Wa!ls round about invironed with armed 
men, which the (harm had placed there to withſtand che Enemy. So my fellows and I, thac 
were nine in number, patt the reſt of the night in much 2({fiiction and unquierneſs, with» 
out any means of counſelling one another,or reſolving on what we were to do, continually 
wee ing for the extreme fear we were in of what ſhould become of us, The next morning a 
lictle before Sun-rihng the Enemy appeared in a moſt dreadfull manner, they were divided n- 
ro 7 very great Bartalions, having th-ir Enhgns quartered with green and white,which are the 
Colours of the King of T artar:a;marching in this order tothe ſound of theirTrumpersghey 
arrived at aPagode,calledPetilanNameioo,a place of good receit,in regard of the many lodg. 
ings it had, which was not much diftant from the Walls. In their Vaneguard they had a number 
of Lighc-horſe, who ran confuſedly up and down with their Lances in cheir Reſts. B:ing in 
this ſort come to the Pagode, they Raid there abour half an hour, and chen marching on till 
they were within an Harquebuſe-ſhor of rhe Walls,chey ſuddenly ran co them with ſuch hide» 
ous cti:s, as one would have thought thac Heaven and Earth would have come together, and 
rearing up above two thouſand Ladders, which for that purpoſe they had brought along wich 
them,they 2fſauited the Town on every (ide wich a molt invincible courage, Nowthough rhe 
befieged at the beginning made ſome refiftance,yet was it not able to hinder the Enemy from 
eff:&ing hisDe(ign,for by the means of certain ironRams breaking up the 4 principal Gates, 
th:y rendred themſelves Maſters of the Town after they had ſlain the Chaem,Logether with a 
or-at number of Aſandarins, and Gentlemen, that wer: run chicherco keep them from <n- 


* Tring; Thus did theſe Barbarizns poſſeſs themſelves of this miſerable Town,whereof they pur 
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the Arrows wherewith chey were 


all che Inhabicancs they could meer withall to the ſword, wichout ſparing any ; and it was (aid 
that che number of che ſlain amounted to threeſcore thouſand perions, amongtt whom were 
many Women and Maids of very great beauty,which appertained to the chiefe(t Loxds of che 
place. After the blovdy Maſſacre of fo much people;and chat the Town was fired, the princi- 
pal houſes overthrown, and the moſt ſumpruous Temples laid level with the ground,notting 
remaining on foor during the dilorder,the T arters continued there 7 days,at the end whereof 
they returned towards Peguin, where the 'King':as, and from whence he had ſent them co 
this execution, cattying With them a world of Gold and Silver onely, having burnt all the 
Merchandiſe they found there, as well becauſe they knew not how to tranſporr it away, as for 
that the ( bzneſes ſhould nor mike any benefic of it z Two days after-their departure they ar- 
rived at a Cattle, named Njx:ameo, Where the Nax:icor of Luanſama, their General, 
pitched his Camp, and intrenthed himſelf on all ſides with anintencion to take it by zffiulc 
the next day to be revenged on che Chineſes there, for char upon his paſſing by them towards 
Quinſay, they had cut off an hundred of his Men by an Ambuſcado, - | 
Afcer the Army was encamped,and intrenched, and chat che General had placed 4 Guards 
and Sencinels in all places, he retired ro his Tenr, whicher he ſ:ng for 70 Captains char com- 
manded his Army, unto whom upon their arrival-he diſcovered his reſolution,which being well 
approved of they fell into deliberation in what manner che Catile ſhould be. afſaulced rhe 
day following, which concluded on, the next morning aſſoon as it was light the Souldiers be- 
gan to march towards the Cattle, - divided into 14 Batcalions 3. bzing come within a Flighr- 
ſhoot of it with the ſound of Trumpers, and moſt hideous cries; they reared up theic Ladders 
againſt the Walls, and couragiouſly mounted up ; bur in the heat of chis Aſſault, where eve- 
ry one ſhewed his valour, the one in bravely attempting, and che other in well defending, the 
Tartar in leſs then 2 hours loſt above three chouſand of hjs Men, which made him ſound a 
Retreat in great diſorder, and he paſt the reſt of thar day in burying the dead, and curing of 
the wounded, whereof, chere _—_— nutnber, che molt part died nor long after, for that 
had been ſmeared by the Chineſes wich ſo firange and 


deadly Poiſon, as there was no Remedy found for it. 1n che mean time the Tartar Come 
manders ſeeng the ill {ucceſs of chisAfſault,& fearing cheKing would be offended at ſo greac 
2 loſs for ſo ſmall an occaſion, . perſwaded the General co call another Council, wherein ir 
might be conſidered, whether ic would be moſt expedient for the Kings honour to petlilt in 
theSiege of that place,or to give ir over,whereupon this affair coming accordingly into delibe- 
ration itwas a long ume debated wich ſuch diyerſity of opinions, as they were notable to 

con- 
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conclude up0!1 any thing z ſo that ic was thought fir, in regard ic was then late to put off the 
Aſfl-mbly cill che next day ; This reſolution taken, every man retired to his quarter, Now we 
being 1:d away amidſt a great many of other ſlaves, with whom we had eſcaped our of the 
fire of the Town,it tell our,(whether for our good, or for our greater miſe. fortune , we could 
not then tell ) char we were under the Guard, as priſoners of war , of one of that Aſſembly, 
a rich and honourable man; who returning to his Tent with three other perſons, of like quali- 
ty to himſelf, whom he had 1nviced co Supper,ic chanced after chey were riſen from rab'e that 
one of them eſpied us, where we ſtood chaired in a corner of the Tent, and perceiving us co 
weep, Was ſo moved, that be demanded of us what people we were 2 whar the name of our 
Country was ? and how we came to be {liyes ro the Chineſes ? whereunto we gave ſuch an 
anſwer, as the Tartar ingaging himſelf further in this diſcourſe, enquired of us whether our 
King was inclined co the wars, and whether we did uſe to fight in our Country ? to whom one 
of our companions, named Jorge Mendez, replyed that we did, and that we had been trained 
up fro m our infancy in a military courſe of life ; which ſo pleaſed the Tartar, that calling his 
tio friends unto him,Come hither, ſaid he,and have the patience co hear what theſe priſoners 
can ſay ; for, believe me, they ſeem to be men of underitanding 5 whereupon the other rwo 
came near,and hearing us relate ſome part of our mil-fortunes , it begat a deſire in them to ask 
us other queſtions; wherein having ſatisfied them the beſt that we could, one of them thar 
ſeemed more curious then the reſt, addreſſing himſelf to Jorge Mendez, ſpake thus; Since you 
have ſeen ſo much of the world, as you ſay, if there were any one among ft you that could find ou: 
any device, or ſtratagems of war, whereby the Mitaquer ( for ſo was the Nauticor called ) might 
take this Caſtle, I vow to you that he would become your priſoner , whereas you are his. Then 
Jorge Mendez, nevi conlidering with what imprudence he ſpake, nor underſtanding what 
he 1aid, nor into what danger he was putting himſelf, boldly anſwered him ; if mzy Lord Mi- 
raquer will in the name of the King give it us under his hand, that we ſhall have a ſafe con- 
dutt to convey us by Sea to the [ſle of Ainan, from whence we may ſafely return into our 
Conntry , poſſibly 1 may be the man that will ſhew hins how he ſhall take the Caſtle with little 
ado, This Speech being heard, and maturely conſidered by one of the three,a man in years, 
and of great authority, as having the honour to be much efteemed and beloyed of the Mirra- 
quer ; Think well of what thou ſayeſt, replyed he toJorge Mendez ; for 1 aſſure thee if thou doeſt 
it, that whatſoever thou demandeſt ſhall be gramed thee, 1, and more too. Hereupon the reſt 
of us ſeeing what Jorge Mendez was going to undertake, as alſo how far he ingaged himſelf 
in his promiſe, & that the Tartars began already to ground ſome hope thereupon,we though 
fic co reprehend him for ir, and to cell him, that he was not co hazard bimſelf, fo ar random,by 
promiſing a thing that mighr bring us into the danger of out lives, 7 fear nothing leſs, ſaid he 
unto us ; for as for my life, in the eſtate where now 1 am, I make ſo little account of it, that 
if any of theſe Barbarians wonld play for it at Primero, I would with three of the worſt cards in 
the pack, venture it upon the firſd encounter ; for I am confident that all the benefit they can 
expett from us will never oblige them to grant us either life or liberty ; ſo that,for my parti= 
cular,l had 4s lief die to day as to morrow ; Judge you only by that which you ſaw them do at 
Quincay, whether you are likely to be better dealt withall now, The Tartars were much aba- 
ſhed co ſee us thus in conteſtation one with another, and to hear us talk fo Ilcud, which is nor 
uſual amongſt them ; wherefore they reprehended us very ſeriouſly, {aying 3 That it was for 
women to ſpeak, aloud , who could not put a bridle to their tongue, nor a key to their monther, 
and not for men, that carry a ſword, and are made for the wars : Howbeit, if it were ſo thai 
Jorge Mendez could execute what he had proponnded, the Mitaquet could not refuſe him any 
thing he could demand. This (aid, the Tartars retired every one to his lodging, for that 1c 
was eleyen of the clock at night, the firſt warch being mewly paſt, and the Caprains of the 
Guard beginning then ro walk the round about the Camp, at the ſound of diyers inſtruments, 
as is the cuſtom in ſemblable occaſions, 


The ſame of the three Tartar-Commanders, which I ſaid before was {o eftezmed of by the $eR.s. 


CHMitaguer, had nv ſooner learnt of Forge Mendez, that he could rell how to take the Calite 
of N;x:amcoo, but that hz went preſencly e@ acquaint the General with it, 2nd making the 
matter greater then it was, he cold him, that he could dono leſs then ſend for him to hear big 
reaſons, which peradyenture would perſwade him to give credit unto him g and in caſe it pro- 
ved not ſo, yet was there nothing loſt thereby, The 4taquer being well pleaſed with chis 
adyice, ſent incontinently a Command to 7il/eymay , which was the Captain under _— 
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Gugrd we were, for to bring us unto him, as preſently he did. Being then arrived, chained as 
we were, at the Mitaguers Tent, we found him ſer 1n Councel wich the ſeventy Commanders 
of the Army about ewo hours afcer midnight ; Ar our coming, he received us with an affable 
countenance;yet grave and ſeyere; and caufing us to approach nearer unto him, he command- 
ed part of our chains co be undone ; then asked us if we would eat, whereunto we anſwered, 
moſt willingly;for that in three days together we had nor ſo much as rated a bir of any thing; 
whereat the Mitaquer was very much offend2d, and ſharp'y reproving the Tileymay for it, 
willed ewo great platcers of ſodden rice, and Ducks cnt in 1tmall pieces, to be ſer before us, 
whereto we fell with ſuch an appetice, likz men that were almoſt famiſhed, as thoſe of the 
company, who took great pleaſure to ſee us feed to, ſaid to the Mitagner, When as you had no- 
thing elſe,mey Lord, but to cauſe t heſe to come before you for to ſlack their bunger, verily you had 
done very much for them, by ſaving them from a languiſhing death , which otherwiſe chey could 
wot have aveided ; and ſo you might have loſt theſe ſlaves , of whom the ſervice or ſale might 
have been ſome way profitable unts you ;, for if you will nat make uſe of them at Lancama, you 
may ſell them for a thouſand Taeis at leaft, Here ſome began co laugh , but the Aditaguer 
commanded more rice to be giyen us,cogether wich ſome apples, and other things, conjuring 
us again tO cat,as a thing which he took pleaſure to ſee us do,wherein we mbit willingly gave 
him ſatisfation. After we had fed well, he began to ta k with Jorge Mendez about that which 
had been to'd him of him, and of the means chat were to be uſed for raking the Calile, ma» 


king him many great promiſes of honours, penſions, fayour with the King, and liberty for all 


the reſt of his fellows, with other ſuch ofters, as paſl:d all meaſure : For he ſwore unto him, 
'that if by his means God ſhould give him the victory, whereby hz ſought nothing but to be 
reyenged on his enemies for the blood which they had ſhed of his men , he ſhould every way 
be like unto himſelf, or at leaſt,to apy of his children which ſoeyer ; H<rewith Jorge Mendez, 
found himſelf ſomnewhat perplexed, becauſe he held it almoſt impoſſible for him co vring it to 
efte& ; howſoever he told him, thar,nor to hold him longer in hand, he did nor think bur if he 
might view che Cafile with his own eyes , he might then peradventure ler him know how ic 
might be takenzwherefore,if his Lordſhip pleaſed, he would the next morning confider ic all a- 
bout, & thereupon render him an account what courſe was to be taken therein. Tre Mitaguer, 
and all the reft,allowed very well of his anſwer, & greatly commending him for ic ſent us ro be 
lodged in a Tent not far from his,where we ſpent the reſt of the night under a ſure Guarc;you 
may judg now in what fear we were,knowing that if the buſineſs did nor. ſucceed according to 
the defire of theſe Barbarians, they would cut us all in pieces, for that they were a people 
which for never ſo ſmall 2 matter would nor ſtick to kill twenty or thirty men, without any 
regard either of God, or any thing elſe. The next moraing,abour eight of the clock, Jorge 
CHMendez,, and two of us, that were appointed to accompany. him, went to ſurvey the place 
with chirty horſe for our ſafe-Guardz whznas Jorge Mendez had well obſerved the (cituation 
thereof, as alſo that part whereby it might moſt commodiouſly be affaulted,he returned to the 
Miaguer that expeRed him with imparience,to whom he gave an account of what he had ſeen, 
and f:cilicated the taking of the Caſtle wich liccle hazard g whereat the Miragquer was ſo oyer- 
Joyed, that he preſently cauſed the reſt of our irons, and the chains, wherewich we were fatic- 
ned by the neck and feet to be taken off, ſwearing to us by the rice he did eat, that as ſoon as 
he came to Pegauin, he would preſent us rothe King, and inſallibly accompliſh all chat he had 
promiſed us z for the more aſſurance whereof he.confirmed it by a Deed under his hand, that 
was Written in letters of gold, to make is more authentical, Thar done, he ſent for us to din- 


. ner, and would needs haye us to fit with him at table, doing us many other honours accord- 


ing their manner , which greatly contented us; bur on the other fide, we were in no lictle 
fear , lelt this affair ſhould nor for our fins have a ſucceſs anſwerable to that hope the Xita- 
quer had already conceived of it. The reſt of this day che Commanders ſpent in reſolving up- 
on the order that was to be obſeryed for aſlaulcing the Caſtle, wherein Jorge Mendez was t 
ſole DireRor: Firſt of all rhen,am infinite company of Bavins & Fagots was gotten togetherfor 
co fill up che diccheszrthere were alſo three hundred Ladders made,very Rirong,& ſo large,that 
three men mighr eaſily mount up on them afrone without incombring one another ; likewiſe 
there was a world of Paniers, Doflers, and Baskets provided, together with a great multicude 
of Mattocks, and Spades, that were found in the Villages and Burroughs thereabout, which 
the inhabitancs had deſerred upon the bruic of chis war; & all the Souldiers of the Army made 
preparation of {uch thipgs as they ſhould need the next day when the affaulc wag to be given ; 
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In the mean time Jorge Mendez, rode always by the Mitaquers fide; who ſhewed him many 
great favours, which we perceived had begotten in him a ttacely carriage, far different from 
that he was wont to have ; whereat we wondering, ſome of us (who envious of anothers good 
fortune, and our of an1ll natur2 ) could not chuſe bur murmur, ſaying one to-another, as it 
were in diſdain, and in a-kind of jeering , What think, you of this deg ? verily he will be the 
_ that either to morrow morning we. ſhall be all cut in pieces, or if the byſmeſs he hath 
undertaken ſucceed 4s we dejire, ut 16 probable that he will be in ſuch credit with theſe Batbari- 
ans, that we ſhall accomnt it for a bappineſs to be bus ſervants z, and this was the talk which we 
had amongſt us. The nexc day all the Army was put into order,and divided into twelve Batta« 
lions, whereof they made twelve Files, and one Counterfile in the Vantguard, that incom- 
paſſed che whole Camp,in manner of an half Moon : upon the wings were the foremoſt, wich 
all chat Ma[s of Bavins, Ladders, Baskets, Mactocks, Spades,and other marerials,to fill up the 
ditch, and make ir equal with che reſt of the ground, Matching in this manner they arrived at 
the Caſtle, which they found (ſtrongly mann'd, and with a number of Flags and Streamers 
waving upon the Bartlements, The firt Saluracion berween the befiegers and the betieged 
was with arrows, darts, ones, and pots of wild-fire, which contiaued about half an hoar 4 
then th2 Tarters prefently filled the dicch wich bavins and earth, and fo reared up their 1ad- 
ders again(t che wall, that now by reaſon of the filling up- of che dirch, was not very high'; 
The ſt that mounted up was Jorge Afendez, accompanied with ewo offours, who as meti 
reſolved had ſet up their reftenther co die rhere, or co render their valour remarkab'e by ſome 
memorable a& ;'as in efte& it pleaſed our Lord that their reſolution had a good (ucceſs z for 
they not only-encred firſt; bur alſo planted the firſt colours upon the wall, whereac the 245- 
taguer, and all chat were with him, were ſo amaz:d, as they ſaid one to another, Doubcleſsif 
theſe people did. befiege Pegwin, as'we do, the Chineſes,. which defend that City, would ſoos 
ner loſe their honour, then we ſhall make chem co do ict: with all che forces we hayez in .the 
mean time all che Tartsrs, that were ar the foot of the ladders ; followed the three Portu- 


gals, and carried themſelves (o.yaliantly phat with che example of a Captain that bad ſhewed 


them che way, us out of their own natural diſpoſition, almoſt as reſoluce as thoſe of Japar, 

char in a-very ſhoft {pace above 5ooo of them were got upon che walls, from whence wich 
great violence rhey made the Chineſes to retiregwhereupon ſo furious and bloody a fight en- 
ſied berween either partygthar-in leſs chem balf an houc the buſtneſs was fully decided, and the 
Cattle raken, with the death of co thouſand Chineſes and Idogores thac were in ir, there be- 
ing not aboye fixicore of the Tariars flain. That done;the gates being opened, the Mitaquer 
with acclamarions of joy entred, and cauſing '#he Ch:xeſes colours to be raken down, 
and ts ownco be advanced in cheir places,he with a new ceremony of rejoycing at the ſound 
of many inſtruments of war, after the manner of the 7artars, gave rewards tothe wounded, 
and made diyers of the moſt yalianc of his followers Knights, by putting bracelets of gold 
abour their right arms z and then about noon he wich the chizf Commanders of his Army, 
for the greater criumph,dined in the Cafile, where he alſo beflowed bracelets of gold upon 
Jorge Mendez, and the other Portugals, whom be made to fir down at table wich him ; Af- 

cer the cloth was taken away, he wear out of the Caſtle with all his company, and then cau+ 
fing all the walls of ic to be diſmantled, he razed che place quite to the ground, ſetting on 
fire all that remained, with a aumber of ceremonies, Which was performed with great cries 
and -acctamarions,co the ſound of divers inſtruments of war ; Moreover he commanded the 

ruines of this Cattle ro be ſprinkled with the blood of his enemies, and the heads of all of 
them chat lay dead there-co be cut off ; as for his own ſouldiers that were lain, he cauſed them 

co be triumphanely buried, and ſuch as were hurc to be carefully looked unto z this done, 


he recired, wich a buge erain,andin great pomp,to his ten, having Jorge Mendez, cloſe by him 


on horsback z As for the other eight of us, cogether wirh many brave Noblemen and Cap- 
tains, we followed him on foor, 'Being arrived ac bis cenc, which was richly hung , be ſent 
Jorge Mendez, a thouſand T acts for 2 reward, and tous bur an bundred apiece ; whereat ſome 
of us, that thought rhemſelyes to be berter qualified, were very much diſcontented, for thar 
he was more reſpe&ed then they , by whoſe means, as well as his, the enterpriſe had been 
ſo happily atchieyed, though by the good ſucceſs thereof we had all obtained honourand li- 


derty. 
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CAAP. XXXIX. 
The Micaquer departs from the Caſtle of Nixiancoo, and goes to the King of 
Tartaty his Camp before Pequin ; with that which we ſaw till 
we arr;ved there ; and the Mitaquers pre» 
ſenting #« unto the King, 


He next day the Mitaquer having nothing more to do where h2 was, reſolved to take 
his way towards the Ciry.of Peguin, before which the King lay, as I have delivered be- 
fore ; To this effe& having put his Army into bactel aray, he departed from thence at eight of 
che clock inthe morning, and marching leaſurely to the ſound of his warkke in(icuments, he 
made his fir{t Ration abour noon upon the bank of a river, whoſe ſcicuation was very plealanr, 
being all about inviconed with a company of fruit trees,and a many goodly houſes, bur wholly 
deſerred,ind b-reaved of all things which the Barbarians might any way have made booty of, 
Having paſt che gre:teſt heat of the day therehe aroſe and marched on until 2bout an hour in 
che night that he cook up his lodging at a pretty good Town,called Lavtimay,vhich likewiſe 
we found deſerted, for all this whole Country was quite diſpeopled. for fear of the Barbar- 
@ns,wvho ſpared no kind of perſon,but whereſoever they came pur all to fire aad ſword, as the 
next day thy did by this place, and many other along this rivzr, which they burne down to 
the ground ; 2nd that which yer was more lamentable,they ſer on fire, and clean conſumed to 
zſhes agr-at large plain, being aboveſix leagues abour,and full of corn ready to be reaped. 
Tais cruelty executed, the Army b2gan again ro moye, compoſed,as ir was,of ſome threeſcore 
and five chouſand horſe, ( for as touching the reſt they were all ſlain,as well at the taking of 
Quincayg3s in that of the Caſtle of N;x:ancoo,) and went on ro a mountain, named Ponm- 
ean,where.they r2mained that night ; The next morning diſlodging from thence, they marched 
on ſomewhat faltzr chen before, that hey might arrive by day at the City of Pegurn, which 
was diitant about ſeyen leagues from that mountain : Ar three of the clock 1+ the afternoon 
we came tothe civer of Pa/amxitan, where a Tartar Captain , accompanied with an hundred 
horſe, came to receive us, having waited there ewo days for chat purpoſe z The firſt thing that 
he did, was the delivering of a letter from the King to our General, who receiyed it With ja 
great deal of ceremony; From this river to the Kings quatrer, which mighe be ſome two 
leagues,the Army marched without order,as being unable to do otherwiſe,parely as well in re- 
ard of the great concourſe of people, wherewith the ways were full in coming to ſee the 
Generals arrtyal, as for the greac train\which the Lords brought along with them, that over= 
ſpread all the fields ; In this o:der,or rather diforder,we artived at th: Caſtle of Laxtir,which 
was the fir{t Fort of nine that the Camp had for the retreat of the Spies ; there we found a 
young Prince, whom the Tartar had ſent thicher to accompany the, General , who alighting 
from his horſe cook his Scymitar from his fide,and on his knees offered ic unto him, after he 
h:4 kifſ-d ce ground five times, being the ceremony or complement ordinarily uſed _—__ 
them ; The Prince was exceedingly pleaſed wich this honour done unto bim, which with a 
ſmiling countenanc2,and much acknowledgment of words he teſtified unto him; This paſt,the 
Prince with a new cere nony(tept two or three paces back, and lifcing up his yoice with more 
gravity then before, as h2 that repreſented the Perſon of che King, in whoſe name he came, 
ſaid unco him, He, the border of whoſe rich veſkure my month k:ſ[eth, and that ont of an incre = 
dible greatneſs maſtereth the Scepters of the earth, and of the Iſles of the Sea, ſends thee word 
by me, who am his ſlave, that thy honourable arrival ts no leſs agreeable nnto him, then the 
Summers ſweet morning ts to the ground , when as the dew doth comfort and refreſh our bodies, 
and therefore would have thee without further delay to come and bear his voice mounted on 
his horſe , whoſe trappings are garmſhed with jewels taken ont of his C—_ to the end, 
rbat riding by my fide , thow mayeſt be made equal im honoxr to the on of bis Court, and 
that they which behold thee marching in this ſort, may acknowledge that the right hand of buns 
#« mighty and valiant unta nhom the labours of war giveth this recompence, Hereupon the 
Alttaquer proltrating bimſelf on the earth, with his hands lifred up, anſwered him thus ; Lee 
my head be an hundred times trampled on by the ſole of his feet, that all thoſe of my race may be 
ſenſible of ſo great a favour, and that my eldeſt Son may ever carry it for a mark.of honour. 
Then mount:ng on the horſe which the Prince had given him, trapped with gold and pre- 
cous tones, being one of thoſe that the Kipg uſed to ride on himſelf, they marched on with 
a great 
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a gr-at deal of State and M1jelty. In this pomp were many ipare Horſes led tichly. harneſſ:d , 
there were alſo a number of Uſhers, carrying Silyer Maces on their ſhoulders, and fix bun- 
dred Halberdiers on horsback, rogerher with fifceen Chariots, full of Silver Cymbals, and 
many other ill-tuned barbarous Intiruments, that made ſo great a din, as it was nor poſſible 
to hear one another, Moreover, in all chis diltance of way, which wasa Icague anda half, 
there were ſo many men on horsback, as one could hardly paſs through the crowd in any part 
thereof. The Ataquer being thus in triumph arrived ar the firlt Trenches of the Camp, he 
ſent us by one of his Servants to his Quarter, Where we were v:TIy well received, and abun- 
dantly furniſhed with al things neceſlary for vs. 

Fourteen days afcer we arrtyed at tl11s Campyithe itaguer,cur General, ſent for us to his 5e&.2. 
Tenc, where in the preſence of ſome of his Gentlemen,h2 ſaid untous; To morrow morning 
about thu time be you ready, that 1 may make good my word unto you, which ts to let you ſee 
the face of bim whow we hold for our Sovereign Lord, a grace that ts done you eut of a par» 
ticular reSpett tro me ; And this bis Majeſty doth not onely grant unto you, but your liberty al- 
ſo, which 1 have obtained of him for you, and which in truth 1 am no leſs glad of, then of 
the taking of Nixiancoo, the particulars whereof you may relate unto him, if. you come tobe [0 
happy 44 to be queſtioned by bim about it. Withall, 1 yr Jong that 1 ſhall take it for a great 
ſatisfattion, if when yaw ſhall return into your Country, you will remember that 1 have kept 
my word with you, and that therein 1 have ſhewed my ſelf fo punitnal, as it may be I would 
not for that conſideration demand of the King ſome other thing more profitable for me, that 

Jou may know this was that which 1 onely deſired. And the King hath done me the honour to 
grant ut me preſeuly, and that with ſuch exceeding demonſtration of favour, as 1 nenſt con- 
feſs 1 am thereby more obliged unto you, then you are tome, Having ſpoken thus unto us, 
we proftrated our ſelves upon the ground, and in ghis ſort anſwered him. cCALy Lord, the 
good which you have pleaſed to do ws is ſo great, that to go about to thaxk, you with words ( 4s 
(he world uſeth to do) in the ftats we now are in, would rather be an ingratitude, then a true and 
due acknowledgement ; ſo that we think, it better to paſs ut by in ſilence within the ſecret of that 
ſonal which God hath put ito a; And therefore ſince our tongues are of no uſe to nm herein, 
and that they cannat frame words, capable to ſatrsfie ſo great an obligation 45 thu is, where- 
in all of ua ſtand for ever ſo infinitely ingaged unto you, we mult with continual tears and fighs 
beg of the Lord which made Heaven and Earth, that he will reward you for it ; for it # he that 
out of hs infimute mercy and goodneſs hath taken upon bum to pay that for the poor, which 
they of themſelves are not able to diſcharge z, It is he then, that will throughly recompenſe you 
and your children for this good office you have done us, and whereby you merit to have a ſhare 
in bis promiſes, axd to live long and bappily in this world. Amongit thoſe which accompa-

of Acivity,we perceived the Mzitaquer coming forth with four very beautiful Boys, attired in 
long Coats after the Twrk:ſh faſhion,garded all oyer with green and white,and wearing abour 
the imall of their legs licele Hoops of Gold in the form of Irons and Shackles, The Gentle- 
men that were preſent, aſſoon as they ſaw them, roſe up on their feer,/and drawing our their 
Courrelafſes,which theywore by their fides, they laid them on the ground with a new kinde of 
ceremony, ſaying three times, Let the Lord of our heads l:ve an hundred thouſand years. In 
the mean while,as we lay with our heads bending to the ground, one of thoſe Boys ſaid aloud 
unto us ; Tow men of the other end of the world, re joyce now, for that the hour is come, wherein 
Jour deſire xs to be accompliſhed, and that you are to have the liberty which the Mitaquer pro- 
mſed you at the Caſtle of Nixianicoo, wherefore ariſe from off the earth,and lift up your hands 
ro Heaven yendring thanks unto the Lord who daring the night of our peaceabloreſt enamels the 
Firmament with Stars,ſeting that of himſelf alone without the merit of any fleſh,he hath made 
Jou to encounter in your exile with a man that delivers your perſons, To this Speech, profirated

ew, or little juſtice in the Country of theſe people, ſering they come ſo far to conquer other Lavas. 
To this Speech the old man,named Raia Benan,made no other Anſwergbue that it mult needs 
be ſo; for men, ſaid he, who hav= recourſe nnto their induitry and invention to run over the 
Sea for to get that Which God hath not given them, ate neceſſarily carried thereunto, either 
by extreme poverty, of by an exceſs of blindneſs and yaaity, derived from much coverouſnels, 
which is che cauſe why chey renounce Gd, and choſe chat broughr them inco the world.

unto our Tent with this afſurance, that he would cake care rhe Son of the Sun ſhould be mind- 
ful of us: 


CHAP. XL: 
The King of Tartatia's raifing of his Siege from before Pequin, for to return into bis 
Conmry, and bs which paſſed until bis Arrival there. 


WE had been now full three and forty days ig this Camp, during which time there paſt 
many fights and skicAiſhes between the befiegers and the "elieged,as alſo wo aſſaults 
in the open day, which were refiſted by them wicbin wich an invincible courage, like reſolute 
men as chey were ; In the mean time th: Kipg of Tartarsa,ſceing how concraty to his hope 
ſo great an enterpriſe had been,'vherein he had conſumed ſo much treaſure, cauled his Council 
of War to be afiembled, in the which were preſent the ſeven and twenty Kings that accom- 
panied him, and likewiſe many Princes, and Lords, and che moſt part of che chief Comman- 
ders of the Army : In this Council it was reſolved, chat in regard Winter was at hand, and 
that the Rivers had already overfloed their banks with ſuch force and violence, as they had 
ravaged and cattied away moſt of the Trenches and Palliſadoes of 'the Camp, andrhat more- 
Over great numbers of the Souldiers died daily of fickneſs, and for want of victuals, that 
therefore th:King could not do becter chen to raiſe his Siege,& be gone beforeWinrer came, 
for fear leſt ſtaying longer,he ſhould run the hazard of lofing himſelf,and bis Army: All theſe 
reaſonsſcemed (o _; to theKing,thac without further delay he reſolved to follow this coun- 
ſel,and ro obey rhe przſent neceſscy, though it were to his great grief; ſo that incontinencly 
hecauſed all his Infantry & Ammunuion to be — wahadeys having commanded hisCamp 
to be ſet on fire. he himſelf went away by land with three hundred thouſand Horſe,and twen- 
ty thouſandRhinocercts: Now after they bad taken an account of all the dead,they appeared 
eo be four hundred and fifty thouſand,cthe moſt of whom died of fickne(s, as alſo an hundred 
thouſand Horſes, and threeſcore thouſand Rhinocerots,which were earen inthe ſpace of two 
monerhs and an half,wherein they wanted viRual;ſo thac of eighteen bundred thouſand men 
wherewich te King of Tartaria came out of his Country tp beliege the Ciry of Pegwin, be- 
fore the which he lay 6x moneths and a balf, he carried hSme ſome ſeven hundred and fifry 
thouſand lcſs then he brought forth, whereof four and fifty rhouſand died of fickneſs, 
faminz,1nd war,and three hundred thouſand went and rendred ch:mſelyes unto the Chineſes, 
drawn chereunto by the great pay which they gave them,and other advantages of honor and 
preſents which theycontinually beſtowed on them;whereat we are not to marvel, ſeeing expe- 
rience doth ſhew,how that alone igof far more power to oblige men,then all orher chingsin -"1 
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world, After the King of Tartaria was gone from this City of Pequin, upon a Munday, the 
ſevenceench of Oflober , with three hundred thouſand hotſe, as 1 have related before, che ſame 
diy abour evening he went and lodged near to a river, called Cuarragnn , and the next morn- 
ing, an hour before day, the Army began to march ar the ſound of the Drums, Fifes, and other 
in(truments of war, according to the order preſcribed them ; In this manner he arrived a lictle 
before night , at. a Town named Guuampea, which he found alcogether depopulateds After 
his Army had gepoſed chere about an hour and an half, be ſer forth again, and marching ſome- 
what faſt he came to lodge at the foor of a great mountain, call:d Liampes, from whence he 
d:parced rowards morning, Thus marched he eighe leagues a day for fourteen days together, 
ac the end whereof he arrived at a good Town, named Guexxitim, which might contain about 
eleven or ewelys thouſand fires ; There he was coupſelled ro furniſh bimſelf wich victuals, 
whereof he had great need, for which purpoſe therefore he begirc ic round, and skaling ic in 
the open day he quickly made himſelf Maſter of ir, and put ic to the ſack with ſo cruel a Maſ- 
{acre of che inhabicants, as my fellows and I were ready-to ſivoond for very alioniſhment : 
Now afcer that. the wood and fire had conſumed all things, and that the Army was abundantly 
provided of ammunicion and yiftual, he depatted as. the break of day.z and chough he palt the 
next morning in the yiew of Cari/oo, yer would not he atraque ic, for that ic was a great 
and ftrong Town, and-by ſcituation impregnable , having heard beſides that there were fifty 
thouſand men within ic, wherzof cen chouſand were Mogeres, Canchins, and Champaas, rc- 
ſolurcz ſouldiers, and much more warlike then the Chineſes, From thence paſſing on he arcived 
at the walls of Singrarhiraw, which are che very ſame thar, as I haye ſaid heretofore, do 
diyide thoſe.two Empires of China and Tartaria; There meeting with no refiftance be went 
and jodged on the further fide of it at Parguinor , Which was the firſt of his own Towns , and 
ſeared ſome three leagues from the ſaid wall , and the next day he marched to P/pator, where 
he diſmifled che molt part of his people: In this place be ttayed noc above ſeven days , which he 
ſpent in providing pay for his ſouldiers, and in the execution of certain priſoners he had taken 
i chat War, and brought wr him : Theſe chings chus expedited, hz, as a man not ve- 
ry well pleaſed ,  imbarqued himielf for Laxcame , in fixſcore Lanlees, with no more then 
ten or eleven thouſand men : So in fix dayes after his imbarquing , he arrived at Lanca- 
Wy where not permitting any reception to (be made him, he landed about ro hours within 
night. 


were arrived there, Which was within fix and rwenty days ; then having all his Army cogether, 
he went on to another City far greater and fairer, called 7T#ymicoa, Where he was viſited by 
ſome Princes his Neighbours, and by che Ambaſſadors of many ocher K'ngs and Soveraigns of 
more remoter Countrys , of which the chiefeſt. were fix great and mighty Monarchs, namely, 
KXataanas the Sophy of Perſia ; Siamon Emperour of the Gueos , whoſe Country borders on 
that of Bramas, and Tavgun ; the Calaminham, Lord of the indomitable force of the Ele- 
phant of the Earth, as T ſhall deliver hereafrer, when I come to creat of him and his State z the 
Sournay Of Odian, that names himſelf the King of $:am9, whoſe dominion runs ſeven hundred 
leagues along the coaſt with that of Tanauſerin, and on Champaa hde with tne MMalayos, Ber- 
dior, and Patanes, and through the heart of the Country with Paſſiologua , Caproper , and 
Ch:ammay ; as alſo with the Lawhos , and Gaeos ; ſo thatthis Prince alone hath ſeventeen King- 
doms within his Scat?, by reaſon whereof , for to make himſelf che more redoubted amongit 
the Gentiles, he cauſech himſelf ro be filed, The Lord of che white Elephant ; the fifth was 
the grear Hogor, whole State is within the heart of rhe Country, near to the Corazones , 2 
Province bordering upon Perſia, and the Kingdom of Dely, and Chitor ; and the laſt an Em- 
perour of a Country named Cara, as we were informed chere, the bounds of whoſe Sove- 
nignty are at the Mountaitis of Ge»ga/rdan, inxty degrees further on, where a cercain people 
live, whom chey of the Country call . Ifoſcovites , whereof we have (one ia this Cicy, 
Which were fair of comple&ion, well ſhapen, and apparelled with Breeches, C-flocks, and Hats, 
lke to the Flemings which we ſec in Europe, the chiefelt of them wearing Gowns lined with 
ables, and the ceft wich ordinary furs. The Ambaſſador of this Emperour of Cara» was more 
[cmarkable in his entry, then all che ret : He had for his Guard abour ſixſcore men, armed with 
arrows; and Parciſans, damasked with gold and filver, and all attired alike in wioler and green ; 
After theat marched on horsback twelve Uſhers, carrying filver Maces, before whom ewelye 
horſes were led, that had carnation clothes on them, bordered abour wich gold and filyer z They

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were followed by twelve huge tall men, that ſezmed to be Giants, clothed with Tygers king a 


wild men are uſed to be painted, one of them holding in his hand a great Greyhound by a {ilver 


chain;Then appeared twelye little Pages, mounted on white Hackneys,having green velyer $46. 
dles,trimmed with filver lace and fringezthey were all apparelled alike in crimſon ſattin Caſſochy, 
lined with marterns , breechzs, and hats of the ſame , and great "chains.of gold ſcarf-wiſe 4. 
bout them ; Theſe twelye boys were all of one equal ttature , fo fair of face, Jo.well favoured, 
and of ſo ſweet a proportion of body, as I believe there have never been any ſeen more accom. 
Pliſhed : For himſelf, he was ſeated in a Chariot with three wheels on each hde, garniſhed all 
over With filver ; Round about this Pirenge, ( for ſo was this Chariot called ) chere were. forty 
foot-men in jerkins, and breeches of green and red cloth, laced all over with carnation filk lace, 
having ſwords by their ſide above three fingers broad, with the hilt, handles, and chaps of (il 
ver, and hunting horns hanging in filyer chains, brandrick- wiſe about them, and on their lead: 
they wore caps, With feathers in them full of filver ſpangles : Thus was the equipage of this 
Ambaſſador io ſumptuous and {tately, that one might yery well conclude he belonged to ſome 
very rich and mighty Prince. Now going one day as attendants on the Adrraguer, who wene ty 
vilithim from che King , among orher chings that we ſaw in his lodging, we obſerved there, 
for one of the greateſt raritizs in chat Country, five Chambers hung all with very rich Arry, 
ſuch as we have in Chriſtendom ; and no queſtion brought from thence : In each of theſe Chan, 
bers was a Cloth of Scare of gold or filyer tinſel, and under ic a Table with a Baſon and Ewe: 
of filyer of a very coſtly faſhion ; alſo « Chair of State of rich violet Ruff erimmed wich gol 
fringe, and at the foot of ic a Cuſhion of the ſame, all upon an exceeding {arge foot-pace of 
tapeliry ; Tere was alſo a chafingdiſh of filver , wirh a perfuming pot of rhe ſame , out cf the 
which proceeded a moſt delicare odour ; At the door of each of thoſe five Chambers (100d 
two Halberdiers , who admitted perſons of quality to enter that came rhither to ſee rhem ; [a 
another very great room,in form like ro a Gallery there was upon « very bigh and large foor-pace 
a little rable placed, covered With « damask table-clorh, edged abour with goid-fringe, and upoa 
a filyer plate a napkin,. with a fork and a ſpooh of gold, as alſo wo little falr-ſellers of rhe ſame 
metal z Now abour teh or eleven paces on the one fide from this table were two cupbords & 
plare of all kind of faſhions,end other v<flels of great value ; Moreover,at the four corners of this 
table were four ciſterts about the bigneſs of a buſhel, with cheir kerrles faſtened to them with 
chains all of filver;as alſo wwo yery great candleſticks of che ſame with white wax candles im then, 
bur not lighted ;3 There were alſo ar the door of the room twelve handiome Halberdiers, clo- 
thed in maniles like to Iriſhrugs , wich Scymirars by their ſides, all covered over with places o 
filyzr ; which Guerd ( us ordinarily ic is with them) were very baughty and rude in their an{wer 
£O all chat ſpeak rothem. Afthough this Ambaſſadour was come thither in che way of viſic, 
che reſt , yer th: principal ſubje& of his Embaſſy was te trear of a marriage berween the Ea» 
perour of Caran, and x hiter of the Tarter, named Meicas wdas, that is to ſay, © rich Saphir; 
2 Lady of about ſome thirry years of age, bur very handſom, and exceeding charitable to the poor, 
whom we ſaw divers times im this City at the chiefeſt feaſts, which theſe people uſe to © 
Jemniz2 at certain cimes of the year , after the manner of the Genti/es, Howbeit ſetting aſd: 
all t his, (whereof I had not (poken but chat it ſeemed more remarkable unto me then all che 
reft,) I wili recurn © my former diſcourſe, as well ing our liberty, as the voyage ths 
we made, even tothe Il;nds of the Sea of China, whicher the Emperour of Tarraree cauſed 
us to be conveighed, to the end that ſuch as ſhall come after us may attain to the knowleds a 
a part of thoſe things whereof, it may be, they haye never heard ſpoken until this pre 


ſent. 


; CHAP. XLI. 
In what manner we were brought again before the Kg of Tattaria z with onr departart 
from that Kingdom ; and all hs os ſaw, *nd befel ws I” owr voyage , til our arrival « 
the (ourt of the King of Cauctinching, 


Frer ſome time had been ſpent in the Celebration of certain remarkable Feaſts , uh 

were made for joy of the concluſion of a marriage berwixe the Princeſs Afeics 714, 

the Kings fifter, and che Emperour of Caran, the Tartar, by the advice of his Capraing, rei; 

ved to return anew tothe Siege of Pegwin, which he had formerly quitted, caking the ill = 
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ceſs thar he had there as a great affrone co his pzrſon ; To this effe& then he caufed all the 
Eſtates of hisKingdom to be af{:mbled,1nd alſo made a league with all the Kings and P:inces 
bordering in his Dominions:whereupon con(idering with our ſelves how prejudicial this might 
prove to the promiſe had been ma le us for the ſetting of us ar liberty,we repaired to the J4;- 
raquer, and repreſented unto him many things that made for our purpoſe, andobliged him to 
keep his word with vs;To which he returned us this Anſwers Certainly you have a great deal 
of reaſon for that you ſay, and I have yer more, nor to refuſe you that which you demand of 
me wich ſo mach jullice;whrefore I reſolve co pur th2 King in minde of you, that you may 
enjoy your libercy;& the ſooner you ſhall be gone from hence,rhe ſooner you ſhall be freed 
from the labors which the time begins to prepare for us in the enterpriſe that hisMajeſty hath 
newly undercaken by the counſel of ſome particulars, who for chat rhzy know not how to go» 
v:rn themſelves have more need co be counſelled, chen the earch bath need of water co pro- 
duce the fruits that are ſowed in her;bur to morrow morning I fhall pur the King in minde of 
you,and your poverty,and withall I ſhall preſenc unto him how yo have poor facherleſs chil. 
dren,es you haye heretofore told me,to the end he may be thereby-incited to caſt his eyes up- 
on yOu, as he is accufiomed co doin like caſes, which is none of the leaſt marks of his great- 
ne(s. Hereupon he diſmiſſed us for that day,and th2 next morning he went to Pontsven,which 
is aplace where the King uſeth co give audience co all ſuch as have any ſuic ro him; There be- 
ſeeching hisMajz(ty to chink of us,he anſwered him,thar as ſoon as he had{diſpacched away an 
Ambaſlador to the King of Cauchexchina, he would ſend us along with him, for ſo he tad re- 
ſolved rodo: With chis Anſwer che Afitaquer returned to his houſe, where we were ready at- 
cending his coming, «and told us what the King had promiſed him, wherewithall not a lictle 
contented we went back to our lodging; There in the expeRation of the good ſucceſs of this 
promiſe we continued 10 days with ſome impatience ; at the end whereof the 2:taguer by 
the Kings expreſs command carried us with him co the Courr, where cauſing us to approach 
near to his Majelty, with thoſe ceremonies of greatneſs which are obſerved in coming before 
him, being the ſame we uſed at Pequin, after he had beheld us with a gentle eye, he bid che 
Mit aquer ask of us wherher we would ſerve him, and in caſe we would, he ſhould not onely 


be yery well pleaſed wich it, but he would alſo give us better entertainmentc,and more adyan= * 


eageous condicions then all the rangers that ſhould follow him in this War. To this demand 
the Hiraquer anſwered very favourably for us, how he had often heard us ſay, that we were 
maried in our Country, and fad a great charge of children, who had no other means to main- 
taig them, bur what we got with our labor,which was poorly enough, God knows : The King 
heatd this ſpeech with ſome demonſtration of pity, ſothat looking on the Mitaquer ; 1 ans 
glad,ſaid heyto know that they have ſuch good cauſe to return home as they ſpeak of, that 1 may 
with the more contentment acquit me of that which thou haſt promiſed them in my name, Ac 
theſe. words the 2ditaquer, and all we that were with him, lifring up our hands, as a teſti- 
mony of our thankfulneſs unto him, we kifled the ground 3 times, and ſaid, May thy feet 
reſt themſelves upon a thouſand generations, to the end that thou mayſt be Lord of the inhabi« 
tants of the earth. Herear the King began to ſmile, and ſaid to a Prince that was near him, 
Theſe men ſpeak, as if they had been bred among /t 14, Then caſting his eyes on Forge Mendez, 
who ſtood before us all next to the EMrtaquer, eAnd thou, (aid he unto him, ww what condits- 
ou art thou, wilt thou go, or ſtay? whereupon Mendez, who had long before premedicated 
his Anſwer, Sir, replied he, for me, that have neither Wife nor Children to bewail my abſence, 
the thing 1 moſt deſire in the World ts to ſerve your Majeſty, ſince you are pleaſed therewith, 
whereunto 1 bave more affett;-n then to be Chaem of Pequin one thouſand years together, Ar 


this the King ſmiled again, and then diſmiſſed us, ſo that vve gerurned very vyell iatisfied to 


our lodging, yyhere yve continued 3 days in a readineſs ro deparr, ar the end of , vubich, by 

the mediation of the Mitaquer, and means of his Siſter, vyho, as I have ſaid before, vyas 

vvonderfully beloved of the King, his Majeſty ſent us,for the eight that yve vvere 2000 T acw, 
and gave us in charge to his Ambaſſzdor, vyhom he ſent ro the Ciry of Zz.amguee in ( au- 
chenchina, in the company of the ſame King of Cauchenchina's Ambaſſador : With him vyz 
departed from thence 5 days after, being imbarqued in the Veſſel yvherein he yyent himſelf + 
Bur before our departure Jorge Mendez gave us 1000 Duckers, vvhich vyas eafie for himto 
do, for that he had already 6000 of yearly rent, vyithall he kepr us company all chat day, and 
at the length cook his [zave of us, not yyithourt ſhedding many a tear for grief that he had ſo 
expoſed lumſelf to a yoluntary exile. 
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Being departed from this City of Tuymican on the ninch day of Aſay,in che year one thou- 
ſand fiv2 hundred forry and four, we came that night to lodge ar a Univerſity in a Pagede cal- 
led Gwuatipanior, where the rwo Ambaſladors were yery well entertained by the Twyx:1vas of 
the houſe, which is as the Re&or thereof, and the next morning when ic was broad day, both 
of them continued their courſe dovyn the river,each one in his ovyn ſhip z befides other ryvo 
wherein their iff yvas; About rvvo hours in the night vve arrived at a liccle Town, named 
Puxarguim, well fortified with Towers and Bulwarks after our manner, as alſo with very 
broad Dicrches,and (t:ong Bridges of hewed Rone;there was likewiſe great tore of Artillery, 
or Cannons of Wood,made like unto the Pumps of ſhips,behinde the which they put Boxes 
of Iron,thar held their Charge, and were ſaliened unto them with iron bands ; as for che Bul- 
lets which they ſhotzthey were like unto thoſe of Falconets,and half black: Being much a- 
mazed to ſee this,we demanded of the Ambaſſadors who it was that nad invented thoſe kinde 
of Guns?whereunto they anſwered,that ir was certain men,called A/ma;ns,and of a Coun- 
try named Myſcovy, who by a very great Lake of ſal. water came down to this Town in g 
veſſcls rowed with oars,in the company of a Widow-woman, Lady of a place called Gaytor, 
who(they ſaid) was chaſed our of her Country by'a King of Denmark, ſo that flying for re- 
fuge with 3 ſons of her,tbe great Grand-father of this King of T artari« made them all great 
Lords, & gave chem cercain kinſwomen of his in mariage,ftrom whom are extracted the chief- 
eſt families of this Empire. The next morning we parted from this Town,and that nigh lay 
at another more nobler,named Euxcas:Fiye days afrer we continued our yoyage down this 
River,and then arrived at a great Temple, called $:»guafatur, where we ſzw an incloſure of 
above a le aguein circuit, in which were builded an hundred chreeſcore and four houſes, very 
long and broad, after the faſhion of Arſenals, all full (up to che very Tiles) of dead mens 
her,whereof there was ſo great a number,that I am afraid co ſpeak it,for thatir will hardly 
be crediced, Without each of chcſe houſes were alſo great Piles of the bones of theſe heads, 
which were 3 fathom higher then the ridges of them, ſo chat che houſe ſeemed to be buried, 
no other part of chem appearing but the frontiſpiezce where the gate Rood ; nor ſar from 
chence,upon a liccle bill on che South-fide of chem,was a Kkinde of placform,whereunco one 
Went up by certain winding-ſtairs of iron, and through 4 ſeveral doors z Upon this platform 
was the talle(t,che moſi deformed,and dreadful moniter,thar poſſibly cam be imagined, ſtand 
ing upon his feet, and le:ning again(t a mighty Tower of hew2d fone ; he was made of caſt 
iron,and of ſo great and prodigious 2 ftacurey that by gueſs be ſeemed to be aboye 3o farhom 
high, and more then 6 bro2d ; notwich{tanding the which deformicy he was exceedingly well 

roportioned in all. bis limbs, onely his head was ſomewhat too lictle for ſo great a body. 
_ monlter held in borh his hands a bowl of che ſame iron,being 36 ſpans abour, B:hold- 
ing {o {trange and mon(irous a thing, we demandzd of the Tarter Ambaſlidor the explicatia 
on thereof, who willing co ſatisfie our curiolity, If you knew, anſwered be, the 
power of this God 1s, and how needful it is for you to have him to friend, certainly you would 
think_it well implozed if you preſented him with all your means, how great ſorver they might 
be, and give them to him rather then to your own children; for ye muſt know that this great 
Saint, which you ſee there, is the Treaſwrer of the Bones of all thoſe that are born into the 
World, to the end that at thi laſt day, when men come to. be born again, be may give to every 
one the ſame Bones which be had upox earth ; for he knows them all,and can tell, in particular, 
to what body each of thoſe bones belong : whereupon you are further to underſtand, that be 
who in this life ſhall be ſo wnadviſed as nat ts bonowr him, nor preſent hin with ſome thing, 
will be but in a# ill caſe in the other War ld, for this Saint will then give bins ſaxze of the rot- 
tentſt boxes be can meet withall, and one or two leſs then be ſhould have; by means whereof he 
will become deformed, lame, or crooked; and therefore if you will follow my counſel, you ſhall 
make your ſelves of his fraternuy, by offering ſomathing unto hins, and you will finde by expe- 


- rience the good that will redound to you thereof hereafter. We deiired alio ro know of bim 


what che Bowl which chis Monſter held in his band ſignified, whereunto he anſwered us, 
That he held it to fling it at the head of the gluttonoms Serpent, that lived in the profannd 
Ob:ſms of the houſe of ſmoak, when he ſhould coma thither to ſteal away any of thoſe Bones. 
Afcer this,we inquired of bi:n,how this Monſter was called,and be rold us that his name was, 
Pachinavas du beeulem Prinaufaque, and that it was threeſcore and fourceen thouſand years 
fince he was begotten on a Tarteais,called Migemia,by a Sea-horſe,that was an hundred and 
thirty fachom lopg,named 7 ybrens vucam, who had been King of the Gyancs of Faw ; = 
col 
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rold us likewiſe many other brutiſh fooleri-s and abſurdities, which thoſe of that Country 
believe as their Creed, and wherewich the Devil precipitates them all into Hell; Moreover 
this Ambaſſ1dour flured us, that the gifts which were preſented to this Idol amountedto a- 
bove two hundred thouſand T gezs of yearly rent, without compriting therein what came from 
Chappels,and other foundations of obits from the principal Lords of the Country, the Re- 
venue whereof was far greater then that of the gifts z For a concluſion, he to'd us, that this 
ſame Idol had ordinarily twelve thouſand Prieſts attending on his ſervice,who were maintain- 
ed with meat, drink, and clothing, onely to pray for the dead; that is to ſay, for thoſe unts 
whom theſe bones apperrained; we were alſo aſſured, that theſe Prieſts never went our of this 
incloſure withour the permiſſion of their Superiors,but that there was till wirhour ſix hundred 
ſervants, Who took care for the providing of all things neceſſary for them ; And further,thac 
it was not lawful for theſe Prieſts, ſave once a year, to break, within this incloſure, the yow 
which they had made of chaſtity, bur without the ſame they might whore their p'eaſure with 
whomſoever they would, without committing any fin; There was alſo a Ser ag/io there, 
wherein many women,appointed for that purpoſe,were ſhut up,whom their Governeſles per- 
mitred co hay: to do with the Prielts of this bzalily and diabolical Se.

Continuing our voyage from this Pagode, or Monaſtery of Gentiles, whereof we have ſpo- $2, 


ken,the nexc day we arrived at a very fair Town, called Quenginas, which tiands on the bank 
of the River;To this place the Ambaſſadours Rayed three whole days for to furniſh themſelves 
wich cercain things they wanted, as alſo for to (ee the feaſtings and joy that was made at that 
time _ the entry of the Talapicor of Echuna, which is their Pope, who was going then 
unto the King for to comfort him about the ill ſucceſs he had in China. Among(t other graces 
which chis T a/ap:cor beſtowed onthe inhabicancs of this Town, in recompence of the charge 
they had been ar for his reception, he granted unto them, that they might be all Prie(ts, and 
adminiſter cheir ſacrifices in what places ſoeyer they were, and likewiſe thac they might chere- 
fore receive the ſame entertainment &gifts chat were acculiomed to be given unto ourPrieſts, 
without any difference berween them and choſe that upon examination had been promoted to 
that dignity ; Moreover he gave them power to grant Bills of Exchange for Heaven unto all 
ſuch as ſhould do them g00d here below.To the Ambafſadour of C avicbinchina he oranced,as 
a molt ſingular fayour,that be might legitimate any that would pay him for it,and alſo confer 
on the Lords of the Court titles, & marks of honor,as far forth as if he had been Kingzwhere- 
of the fooliſh Ambaſiador was ſo proud,as ſetting afide coverouineſs,though it were a vice he 
was naturally inclined untoghe imployed all that ever he had there in gifts upon thoie Prieftss 
and beſides nor contented therewith, he for that end borrowed of us the 2000 T az the King 
had given us, which afterwards he paid us again wich incereſt after fifreen in the hundred. 
After theſe matcers the two Ambaſſadours teſolyed ro continue their yoy2g2,but before cheir 
dexarure they vvent to viit the Ta/apicor in & Pagode yvhere he vras lodged, for in regard of 
his greatneſs,and chat he vyas held for x Sainthe might nor abide vvith aty man,Þut vvich the 
King only. Noyv afſoon as he underſtood of the Ambafſadours — co him he ſent them 
wotd not to go away that day, b2cauſe he was to preach at the Church of certain religious 
women of the Invocation of Pontimagques; this they took for a great honour, and inconti- 
nently went to the Pagode, Where the Sermon was to be : At their arrival they found ſuch a 
concourſe of people, that they were conſtrained to remove the Pulpit to anorher very greac 
place, Which in leſs then an hour was invironed wich Scaffolds, hung about with filk (iuff, 
where on the one ſide were the Ladies, richly apparelled,and on the other the Princeſ(s,called 
Vanguenaran, with all the Mempgregues, or religious women of the Pagode, being in number 
above three hundred. After the T a/apicor was 2one up into the Pulpit, and that he had made 
an exterior ſhew of much holineſs,ever and anon lifring up his hands and eyes ro Heaverghe 
began his Sermon in this manner, Like as it # the property of water to cleanſe all things, and 
of the Sun to warns all creatures, ſo it ts the property of God thriugh a celeſtial and drvine 
nature to do good unto wall; wherefore we are all bound, as well in general and particular, to 
imitate this our Lord, who hath created, and doth nouriſh ms, by doing that wnto thoſe who 
ſtand in need of the good of this world, as we would that they ſhould do unto ws, for that by 
this work, we are meoye pleaſing unto him, then by any other whatſoever, For as the good 
Father of a Family rejojceth to ſee his Children made much of, and « gas given tothem, ſo 
our heavenly Lord, which is the true Father of ws all, rejoyceth at ſuch time as with azeal of 


charity we communicate one with another ; whereby it is evident, that the coverom _ 
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who ſhu's his hand, when the poor atk ſomething of him which they want, conſtrained ibereunto 
by neceſſity, and that turns hum another may without aſſiſting them, ſhall be treated inthe ſame 
manner, by a jujt judgement of God, and driven down into the bottem of the fink of the night, 
where like a Frog he Gal croke withowt ceaſing, being tormented by the hunger of coverouſneſs 
This being ſo, 1 do adviſe and enjoyn you all, ſince you have ears to hear me, that you do that 
which the Law of the Lord obligeth you to do,wbich ts,that you give of that whereof you have 
roo much, to the poor, who have not wherewith to feed themſelves, to the end God may not be 
warting to you when you ſhall be at the laſt gas of your life ; Go to then, let this charity be [0 
remarkable and univerſal in you, that the very fowls of the air may taſte of your liberaluty ; 
eAnd this you ought to do to keep the poor, having xeed of what you poſſeſs inexceſ s, from being 
forced by their neceſſity te rob other men of their goods, whereof you would be no leſs blameable, 
then if you killed au infant in the cradle ; I commend alſo unto your remembrance that which 
zs written in the Book of our truth, touching the good you are bound to do unto the Prieſts that 
pray for you, to the end that they may not periſh for want of the good you ought to do wnto thers, 
which wauld be as great a ſin befare God, as if yon ſhould cut the throat of a little white heifer 
whe ſhe 1 ſucking of her Dam, by the death of whom a thoxſand ſouls would die, which'are 
buried in her 4s in a golden Tomb, in expeFtation of the day which ts to accompliſh the promiſe 
that was made unto them, wherein they ſhall be transformed into white Pearls for te dance tn 
Heaven, likg unto Moats which are in the beams of the Sun. Having uttered theſe things, he 
added many others thereunto, and delivering a world of extravagancies and fooleries, he be- 
flirred himſelf in ſuch manner, as was a wonder to behold; ſo that we eight Portugals were 
exceedingly amazed at the extreme devorion of theſe people, and how chat in lifting up 
their hands to Heaven they ever and anon repeated this word Taiximide, that is to ſay, So 
we believe z In the mean time one of our fellows, named Yixcent Aoreſa, hearing the Audi- 
cors (o often uſe that word Taiximda, ſaid in imitation of them, Such may thy life be ; and 
that with ſuch a grace, and ſo ſerled a countenance, not ſeeming any way to jeer him, char 
not one of the Afſ::nbly could forbear laughing : He in the mean while concinued Rill firm, 
and more ang more confirmed, ſeeming even to Weep out of an exceſs of devotion; Now 
his eyes being always fixed on the Talapicor, he whenſoever he chanced ro look on him could 
no: chuſz bur do as the rel did; ſo that upon the concluſion of his Sermon all that heard him 
fell ro laughing out»right ; The Prioreſs her ſelf, and all the Menigrepes of her Monalte- 
ry cou'd not contain themſelves in their ſerious humour, imagining that the faces which the 
Portugal mad2, and his ations, were ſo many effeRts of his deyotion, and good meaning.” 
For 1t one bad thought 1t co be otherwiſe, and that he had done it out of derifion,no que- 
Jtion bur he had been '(o chaſtiſed, as he ſhould neyer have been able ro mock again, When 
the Szrmon was ended, the 7 a/aprcor returned to the Pagode where he lodged, being accom- 
panied with the moſt honourable of all the Azmbly, together with the Ambaſſadours, unto 
whom all the way as he went he ceaſed not to commend the devotion of the Portugal: Look, 
ſaid he, there is nos ſo much as theſe people, who live like beaſts , and without the knowledge of 
our truth, but ſee well enough that there ts nothing but what u godly in that I have = 09. + ; 
whereunto all anſwered chat it was as he ſaid. 

The day after we parted from the Town of Quarginay, and continued our yoyage down 
the River for the ſpace of fourteen days, during the which we {aw a number of Towns, and 
great Borroughs on eir'er fide of us,at the end whereof we arrived at a Ciry,call/ed Lechwna, 
the ciiefelt of che Religion of theſe Gentz/es, and ſuch it may be, as Rome 18 among us, In 
this City was a vety ſumptuous Temple,where there were many remarkable Edifices, in the 
which ſeven & twenty Kings or Emperours of this:Monatchy of Tartaria have been buried. 
Their tombs are in chappels, wonderful rich,as well for the excellency of their workmanſhip, 
which is of an infinite coſt, as for that they are within covered all over with plates of filver, 
wherein there are divers Idols of different forms made alſo of filyer. On the North ſide a 
little apart from the cemple was an incloſure worthy the obſervation,both for its extent,and 
the forchcacion thereof ; Within it were two hundred and fourſcore Monakeries, as well of 
Ten, as of women, dedicated to certain Idols; and for the ſervice of all theſe Pagoaes, of 
Temples, there are o:dinarily, as we were aſſured, two and forty thouſand Prieſts and CMeni- 
grepes, not compriſing therein thoſe which were lodg2:d without the incloſure for the ſervice 
of theſe falſe Prieſts. We obſerved that in theſe two hundred and fourſcore houſes there was 
an infinice company of pillars of braſs,and upon the rop of each pillar are Idols of the ſame 
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ra -cal gui't, beſides thofe which likewiſe were there all of Glver ; Theſe Idols are the Stats 
0; chazm whom 1a their falſe Se&t they ho!d for Saints, and of whom they recount ſuch top- 
p<:ies as would make a man wonder co hear them ; For they give unto each of them a Statue, 
120re 0: leſs rich, and gilded, according to the degrees of vertue which they have exerciſed in 
this life : And this they do expreſly,thac the living may be incited to imitate themyro the end 
there may de as much don- unto chem when they are dead. In one of theſe Monaligries of 
th2 Invocation of Qa:1ay Frigan, that is to lay, The God of the moats of che Sun, was a lifter of 
th: Kings, the w1iow of Reza Bexan, Prince of Pafwa, wiom the death of ber husband had 
made r21olve to ſhut her (elf up in this Monatiery, with fix theuſand women that had follows 
24 her tiuher,and ſhe had taken upon her,as the mot{ honourable Ticle ſhe could think onthe 
name of, rhe broom of the Houſe of God. The Ambaſſ:dors went to ſee this Lady,and kifled her 
fe: as a Saint ; ſhe received them very courreouſly, and demanded many chings of them with 
great diicretion , whereunto th:y rendced ſuch aniwers as became them ; bur coming to catt 
tr eye upon us, Wh» (ood ſomewhat far oft, and undertianding that never any ot our Nation 
as ſeen in chole parts before, ſhe enquirzd of the Ambaſſadors of what Country we. were ? 
They aniwered, that we were cone from a place at the other end of the wor'd, whercot no 
:i12n there knew th: name, Ar tho.e words ſhe {iood much amazed, and cauling us to come 
nearer, ſhe quettionzd us about many things, whereof we gave her ſuch at account as great- 
ly contented hr, and all that were preſent ; In the mean time, the Princeſs wondring at the 
anſwers which one of ours made her ; They ſpeak, ſaid ſhe, like men that have been brourht up 
amongft people who bave ſeen more of the world then we have, So atter ſhe had heard us calk a 
while of (ome matters that ſh: bad propounded unto us, ſhe diſmiſſed us with very god 
words, and cauled 2n hundred Taezs to be given us in Way of an alms. The Ambaſſadors ha- 
v'ng taken their leave of her, continued cheir voyage down along the river;ſo that at the end 
of five days we arrived at a great Town,called Rendacalem, icituated on the uttermoſt Cor 
fines of the Kingdom of T artaria: Our of this place we centred upon the State of the X:naley- 
£ran, and therein we proceeded on four days togecher, until ſuch time as we came to 1 Town 
named Youlem, wh:re th: Ambaſſadors were very well encertained by the Lord of the Coun 
cry, and abundantly furniſhed wich all chings neceflary for their yoyage, as alſo with Pilocrs ro 
2uide them in thoſe rivers. From thence we purived our courie for ſeven days together,during 
the which we ſay nor any thing worthy of note, and at length came co a {treighc, called ( 4+ 
tencurwhercinco thc Pilots enrred, as well to abridge cheir voyage, as co avoid the encounter 
of a fainous Pirate, who had robbed thoſe parts of moſt of their wealth, Through this (ireight 
running Ealt , as alſo Eaſt-North-Eaft ; and ſomerimes Ealt, and by Eaſt, according to the 
windings of the water,we arrived at the Lake of Si»gapamer, cailed by them of the Country 
Cuncberen, which was, as Our Pilots affirined, fix and thitty leagues 1n extent, where we ſaw 
ſo many ſeveral jurts of birds, that I am not able co recount them. Our of this Lake of Singa- 
zamor( which as an admirable Maſter-piece natur2 hath opened in the hearc of this Country ) 
do four very large and deep riyers proceed, whereof the firft 1s named Yertran, that runneth 
Eaftward through all the Kingdoms of Sorxas, and Siam, entring into the Sea by the Bar of 
Chiamtabus, in 1x andewenty degrees ; The i-cond, Jangumaa,that going South,and South- 
2alt, traverſerh alſo the greateſt part of this Country ; as likewiſe the Kingdom of Chiammay, 
the Laos, Gueos, and another part of Daxbambur, dilimboguing into the Sea by the Bar of 
AMartabano in the Kingdom of Pegs; and there is in diftance from the one to the other, by 
the Jegrees of this Climate, aboye ſeven hundred leagues ; The third, called Pamphiles, 
paſſech in the ſame manner through all che Countries of Capimper and Sacotay,' and running 
above that ſecond river runs quite chrough the Empire of Monginecs, and a part of MHeley- 
ca), and Sovady, rendring it ſelf into the Sea by the Bar of Coſmim, near to Arracan ; The 
tourth, whic'1 1n all ikehhood is as great as che rett,is not known by any name, netther could 
the Ambafſadors give us any reaſon for it : bur it is probable, according to the opinion of di- 
vers, that it is Ganges in the Kingdom of Bengala; (0 that by all the diſcoveries which haye 
veen made in theſe Oriental Countries, ic is conceived,that there is not a greater river then it; 
Having@rofſed this Lake we continued our courſe for the ſpace of ſeven dayes, till we came 
tO a piace named Calcypmra, the inhabitancs whereof would by no means permir us to lard, 
for the Ambaſſadors end2avouring to doo, they entertained us with ſuch tor: of darts and 
flones from the ſhore, as we thought us nor a little happy in that we could ſave our ſelves 
irom the danger of ic, After we had gotten out of this place,much yex:d wich the bad entreaty 
We 
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we had received there; that which moſt afflited us was to ſee our ſelves unprovided of tings 
we were greatly in need ofghur by the colinſel of our Pilors we ſailed by anorher river far latger 
ch:n the (treight which we had left,and chat by the ſpace of nine days,at the end whereof we 
arrived at a very good Town, called Tarem, the Lord of which was ſubjeR to the Canchiy, 
who received he Ambaſſadors with great Dzmonſrations of love, and furniſhed them abun- 
dantly with all that they wanted, The next Gay we deparced from thence abour Sun-ſer, and 
continuing our voyage down rhe rivzr,1bout ſeven days afrer we came to an Anchor in the Port 
of Xolor, wich 1s a very fair Town, where all che enammelled purcelain, which 1s catried to 
China,is made. There che Ambaſſidors ftayed five days,during which time they cauſed their 
ſhips, that were very heavy,to be haled aſhore by che force of boars : That don, and proviſion 
made of ali chings neceſiiry, thy went to ſes certain Mines which the King of Canchin hath 
in that plzce, f.om whence greac (tore of filver is drawn,and the Ambaſladors being deſirous 
ro know how much ſilver thote Mines yicided evzry year, they were anſwer:d,that the whole 
amounted to me fix thouland Picos, which make eight, thouſand Quintals of our weight, 
After or departare from the Town of Xoler, we (till continued our courſe for five days to- 
gether down hat great river,2nd (aw ell along that whilz a-many of great Boroughs,& goodly 
Towns;for in that Climate the Land is better then other where, very. well peoplzd,and full ot 
riches z withall ch2 riversare frequented with world of veſſe!s,and the fields very well tilled, 
and repleniſhed with abundance of whear, rice, all kind of pulſe, and exceeding great Sugar- 
canes, whereof there is mary2llous (tore in all that Country, The Gentlemen there are ordi. 
narily clothed in ilk, and mounted on horſes handſomly furniſhed y as for the women, chey 
are *xceeding white and fair. Now it was not without much labour, pain, and danger,thit we 
paſſed thoſe two Chznnels, 1s alſo the river of Yentinan,by reaion of the Pirats that uſually are 
encountred there ; ney2;theleſs,vs2 ar the length arrived art the Town of Maneguilen, which is 
ſcicuared ar the foot of th: Mountains of Chomay,upon the Frontiers of the two Kingdoms of 
China, ann Canchinchina, where the Ambaſſadors were boch well received by che Governour 
thereof, The next morning departing from that place they went and lay in « Town, named 
QOxinaxcax:, vhich appertained to an Aunt of the Kings, whom they went to viſte;ſhe gaye 
chem a yery kind reception, and withall cold chem,for news, that the King,her Nephew, was 
newly returned from the War of che Tinecouhes, and wonderfully well pleaſed wich his good 
ſucceſs therein ; whereunto ſhe added many particularities, which ch2y were glad to hear, e- 
ſpecially when ſhe aſlured them,thar the King,afcer he hid diſniſed the forces that hz had car- 
ried out wich him,was gone With a ſmall Trzin co the City of Fanaugrems, whete he intended 
ro ſpend ſome time in hunting and iſhing,and then to go aud wincier at Xſamgnee,the capital 
City of this Empire of Cauchim. When as thzy bad conlulted a while upon theie newsgthey 
reſolv2d to (:nd their ſour veſlels away to Xſamgure, and themſelves to travel by land to Fa- 
»augrem,u\er: they underſtood the King was. Tris deliberation tak-n,they put incontinently 
into execution, and char by th2 adyice of this Princeſs,who for chat purpoſe cauſed thzm to be 
furniſh2d with norſes for rhemſelves and their people;as alſo wich 8 Rhinecerets for the tran- 
portation of heir baggage. They began their journey then about three days after, and having 
cravelled 86 leagues,in che ſpace of thirteen days,and that wit! much coil and labour, by rea- 
ſon of certain mounia!tns wich they were to paſs,that were of a long extent,and very rough 
and ſtony,in the end thy arrived at a great lodging,called Tareudachir,ſeared upon the bank 
of a tiver z There they j:{{:d the night,and che nexc morning they p:f1:4 thence for ro go to 
a Town »2med Landas Pans, where they were yery well received by the Captain thereof, a 
kinſman of the An.befl:.lors of Canchinchina ; who was come not above {ix days before from 
Fanaugrem,where the King remained Gill, being not more chen fifteen leagues from that place. 
After rhac this Captain hath told this Ambaflador his kinſman ſome other news of the Court, 
and of the {ucceſs of the war, be further adyerciſed him chat a Son in law of his was dead, 
for the love of whom his daughter,the wife of the deceaſed, had caft her ſelf into a pile of 
fAming fire, where wich ber husbands body ſhe was conſumed co aſhes, at which 21] her kin- 
red exceedingly r= joyced, for that by ſo generous an end ſhe had given proof of what ſhe had 
ev:r been. The Amb;M:dor himſelf, her father, reftified alſo no little content for the ſame, 
ſaying 3 Now it ts, O my danghter, that 1 know aſſuredly rhou art a Saint, ard that thou ſerveſt 
thy busband in Heaven, wherefare 1 promiſe and ſwear to thee , that for ſo memorable an end, 
wherein thou haſt given as infallible proof of the Royal blood whereof thou art deſcended, 1 
will in memory of thy goodneſs build thee ſuch a magnificent and honourable houſe, as ſhall 
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make thee deſire to come from where thou art, for to recreate thy ſelf in it, in imitation of thoſe 
_eſſed ſouls, which we hold have keretofore done the like. This laid, he fell at down with his 
face on the = and in thar polture continued till the day following, when as be was vi- 


ſed by all the religious men of the place, who comforted him witch full aſſurance that his 
daughter was a Saint, ſo that all of them granted him permiſhon roercR a Stacue of Silver 
vnco her. Theſe ſpeeches of the Priefis greatly pleaſed the Ambaſſador, who very much ac- 
knowledged the ſame unto them, giving money both to them, and to all the poor that were 
rhereabour ; Ar this place we ſpent 9g days In celebrating th: Funera's of his Defun&, and 
then departing iwe went the next day to a certain Monaltery called Latiparas, that is to ſay, 
Tha remedy of the poor, where the 2 Ambaſſadors remained 3 days in expeRation of news 
jrom the King, whom they had already advertiſed of their arrival z Now his Anſwer to them 
was,that they ſhould go to a Town named eAgimpur, 3 leagues from the place where they 
ere, and but one from Fancugrem, whither hz would ſend for them when time ſerved, 


CHAP, XLIL 
The Reception of the Tartarian Ambaſſador by the King of Cauchinchina 
with the ſaid Kings going from thence to the City of Uzane 
2ucay and his triumphant Entry theres, 


-i"He King being advertiſed by his Amb:ſſidor, that he brought another along with him 

from the King of Tartaria,icnt for bim not long after from Agimpur, by the Brother of 
the Queen his Wife,a very valiant and rich Prince:He was mounted on a Chariot with chree 
Wheels on a ſide, adorned all within with Plates of Silver, and drawn by four whice Horſes, 
whoſe Furniture was all imbroidered with Gold; This Chariot,which they of che Councry call 
Piamber, was waited on by 60 Foormen, half on the one fide, and half on the other, clothed 
in green Leather, wich Scymeters by their lides, whoſe Scabberds were garniſhed with Gold, 
and before them went 12 Uſhers bearing cheir Maces on their ſhoulders 3 After the Foot- 
men followed certain others carrying Halbercs trimmed with Silver, in Gowns and Breeches 
of green and white filk,and wich ——_— by cheir fides;Theſe fellows ſeemed yery haughty 
and proud, ſo that by cheic ourward behaviours, which in all cheir ations appeared io be like 
v3 their ſurly diſpotitions,they rendred themſelyes fomewhacr terrible co others 3 zo paces 
after this Guard marched 8o Elephants exceeding well furniſhed with Chairs and Caſiles 
adorned with Silver, which chey carried on their backs, and on their reech their Panores, or 
warlike Defences, roger her with many lictle Bzlls of che ſame merall hanging abou: cheir 
necks, Before theſe Elephants, which were ſaid co be che Kings Guard,rode a number of men 
at Arms in yery good equipage ; and in che vantguard of all this Train went 12 Ghariots 
with Cymbals of Silver, and covered with filk. When this Prince was come in this ately 
manner to rhe Ambaſſador of Tartaris, who attended him, and that they had performed all 
{uch complemenrs,one to anotherzas are vſual among themythe Prince gave the Ambaſſador 
theChariot wherein he came thicher,and mounting on a gallant Courſerzhe placed himſelf on 
the right hand of him, and the Kings Ambzflador on the left : In this pomp, and with the 
fame order as before,as alſo vith the ſound of divers inftruments of mulick, they arrived at. 
rhe ficfiCourr of theKings houſe,where tlie Broguem, Captain of the Guard of the Palace,at- 


tended them, being accompanied with many Noblemen,betides a number on horsback,which, 


food ranked in 2 files all along the Courr, Afrer they had with a new ceremony been colt 
plemented withall, they went on foot to the Palace-gate, where they encountred with an 
old man, aboye $0 years of age.who was ſaid to be the Kings Uncle; This ſame,being wait= 
ed = by divers great Lords, was no ſooner perceived by the Ambaſſadors, but with a new 
kinde of compl:ment they kit che Scymiter that hung by his fide, whereupon he rerurned 
them the like,together with an Honour which is of no little eſtimation amongtt them; cbac 
2s to hold his hands upon their heads,ſo long as they were profirated on the ground before 
him. Then having cauſed the Tartar to riſe, and to march even check by jole with him, he led 
him chrough a very longHall to a door which was at the end thereof; where after he had knock. 
<d three times,one demanded of him, who he was,and what he would have > whereunto an- 
iwering very ſoberly, Here « come, (aid he, out of an ancient caftome of true amut),an Am- 
bafſ ador from the great Xinatau of Tartatia, to demand andience of Prechau Guimian, whore 
we all bold for the Lord of oar heads, This Anſwer being returned, the door was —_— 
whic 
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which they preſently entred;rhe Prince marched foremolt with the Ambaſlador of Tartaria, 
whom he held by the hand,and a lictle behindz chem went che other belonging to the King, 
with the Cap:ain of the Guard, then followed all the company by three and three. Having 
gone through that room;where there was none but cefratn of ehe Guard on their knees with 
Halberds in thzir hands, we went into another room far more ſpacious and fair then the for- 
mer, in which we ſaw 64 Statues of Brats, and 19 of Silver, all tied by the neck with iron 
Chains ; At ſo extraordinary a thing as this being much abaſhed, we demanded of one of 
their Grepes or Prieſts, the reaſon of it, who anſwered us, That the Sta-ues which we beheld 
there were the $3 gods of the 7Tinocoubos, whom the King in the late War had taken from 
chem out of a Temple, where they were placed; for, added he, there is notiing in the 
Wo:1d held in more eltcem, or tor a greater honour, by the King, then co triumph over the 
oods of his Enemies, which he hath led away caprive in deſpight of chem : whereupon in- 
quiring further of him, why they were ſec there, [he replied, thar it was to hay2 them in a rca- 
dinz!s 221in(t the time that the King ſhould make his entry into Kaamguee, whither he pur- 
poled ſhortly ro go, for to make a ſhew of chem (o chained,in his triumph as a ſpecial mark 
of the vitory he had gained, Atter we were at rhe end of this room, Where the Idols were, 
we <cntred into another very great one, where w2 ſaw a number of very fair women, who 
were ſet all along, ſome imployed in curious needle-works, and others ſinging and playinz 
upon certain in{iruments of mulick, very pleaſing to hear, Paſſing on we arrived at the door oi 
che Kings chamber,where we found 6 women, Which were as it were porters there, and cat- 
ned hlver Maces ; In this room was the King, inthe company of a few ancient men, and a 
oreat number of young women,'o the tune of whoſe muſick certain little girls ſung very har- 
moniovſly:The King was ſet on 1 Throne of 8 eps high in the manner of an Alcar,over the 
which was a cloth of (tate ſup»orced by pillars, all covered over wich gold engraven ; near to 
him were 6 lirtcle children upon'their knees with Sc2pters in their hands, and a lictle furcher 
off ſtood a woman reaſonably well in years,which fanned him ever and anon, and had a great 
Garland about her neck, This Prince was about ſome five and tiurty years of age, and of a 
voodly preſence : Hz had full eyes,auborn hair and bard, a grave look, and in all points the 
countenance of a generous King. Afoon as the Ambaſladors came into the reom they pro- 
firared themſelves 3 times on th: ground, and at the chird time the Kings lay (ti! flat all a- 
long, whileit the Tartar pzfi:d on; who being come near to the firſt kep of the Throne 
where the King fate, he ſaid unto him with ſo loud a voice as all chere preſent might hear him, 
O thou the Prop of all the Forces of the Earth, and the breath of the High God which bath 
created all things, may the Majeſtical Being of thy Greatneſs proffer for ever aud ever, ſo 
that thy Sandals may ſerve for Hairs to the Heads of Kings, making thee likg to the Bones and 
Fleſh of the great Prince of the Silver Mountains, by whoſe Commandment I come to v1/it thee, 
45 thou mayſt perceive by this bis Letter ſealed with his Royal Arms. Wonen he had made an 
end of ſpeaking thus,the Caxchix beholdipg hi:n with a ſmiling countenance, CMay the Snn, 
an{wered he, put & conformity between the deſires of the King thy* Maſffer, and mine, and that 
by the ſweet heat of his amoroms rays, to the end that the great amity which t betwixt us may 
endure and c onihue firm till the laſt noiſe the Sea ſhall make, that ſo the Lord may be eternally 
praiſed im his peace, At theſe words all the Lords that were in rhe room anſwered with one 
VOICE, So grant it may be, O. Lord Almighty, that giveſt a being to the night and the day. 
Then the iame wom-n, which played before, beginning their muck again, the King uſed no 
further ſpeech, buc onely in kindly entertaining the Ambaſſador, 1 will, ſaid he, read my bro- 
ther Xinarau's Letter, and return an Anſwer thereunto according to thy deſire, to the end thou 
mayſt go from me contentea, The Ambaſſador made him no reply, but proſtrared himſe!: 
again at the foot of the Royal Throne, laying his head 3 times on the uppermoſt Rep where 
the Kings feet ood, That done the Captain of the Guard rook him by the hand, and led 
hin to his houſe, where be lodged during the 3 days that he abode there, at the end whereo! 
the King departed thence for to go ro Hzamguee, 

In regard of theKings journey to#{zamguee,the Tartar Ambaſſador had audience but once 
by the way, in the which he moyed him abour our particular, according to the expreſs com- 
mandment he-had received from his Maſter for that purpoſe; and it was ſaid that the Kin2 
heard him very willingly, anſwering, that he would do what he deſired, and therefore willed 
him to pur him 1n iTinde of it, when the time ſhould ſerve,to the end we might nor loſe the 
opp2rrunity of the {eaſon for our yoyage. With this good news the Ambaſſador acquainted 115 
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at his return, and demanded of us for this good office he hid done us, that we wou'd write 
him out ſome of thole prayers «hich we made to our Godgwhote ſlave, he ſaid, be infimit-ly 
dehred to be, in regardot the grew excellenci:s wich he bad heard us deliver of him ; T.1s 
we not onel - granted him very readily, bur alto gave him infinice thanks befides for this his 
great favour (he ved unto us, which we mide more account of then ili che benefits that had 
been propounded unto us by the King of Tartaria, if we would hive continued in his ſervice, 
Atrer the King was departed from the Cicy of Fanagrem, he proceeded on in his journey, 
trav=Illing but only 6 le:gues a day, by reaſon of the great number of perſons that he car. 
ried along wici) him 3 The firit day he dined at a \icele Town, called Benas, where be (tayed 
untill the eyening, and chen went to lodge at a Monaftery, named Pamgater ; The vext 
morning he departed chence, and ſo with not above 3000 Horle in his Train, he proſecuted 
his journey for g days together, paſſing by many goodly Towns, at lealt hey ſeemed to be 
ſo, wirhour permicting any reception to be made him by any of them; In this manner he 
arrived at the City of Lingator, ſeated on a Riyer of freſh water, which for the breadch and 
deepneſs of it is frequented with much ſhipping z There he abode 5 days, for that he found 
himſelf ſomewhat indiſpoſed with the rediouineſs cf the journey : From this place he de» 
:rted before day, taking no greater company With him then 3o Horſe, and ſo withdrawing 
imſelf from the!communication of ſo much people as c ntinually importuned him, he ſpenc 
moſt part of che timz as he went by the way in Hawking and Hunting ; thoſe of the Coun- 
tries by Which he paſt providing Game always ready for him. In h's fort g/ivg on ke ſlepr 
moit commonly amid(t very thick Woods in Tents pitched for hint ro thir purpoſe, B-1ag 
arrived at the River of Bagaetor, he paſſed down the ſame in cer; 11f V.ſi:is, calle! Lalees 
and Jangoas, which were chere ready for him, till he came to a Town, nawed /\+:;baſoy, 
whcre :b ut eycning h: landed wichout any kinde of pomp z Tone rcett of 11> ;-urney ne 
made by land, ſo that at the end of 13 days h: arrived at Zzamguer, wher bh bad a molt 
magnific. n' reception, At his entry chereinto there marched beto: < iv. , as 'tivere in tri- 
unph, 1 the Spoils which he had taken in the Wars, where5t che prin. pi', -n-: +hote which 
he made molt reckoning of, were 12 Chariots lad n withihe Idols of w +7. T have ſooken 
hererotore, and whereof ih: forms were diff-rent, as the: ule to have rhem in the'. Paredes, 
Of theſe Idols there were threeſcore and . tour of Brais, Which ſeerned to be G1 6+,»nd 19 
of Silver of, the ſame (tature, for, as I have delivered before, rheſe prop e :lory in nothing (© 
much, as to rriumvh over thoſe Idols, that ſo they may ſay, T hat is deSfrg bt of rheir *nemics 
he had made their gods his ſlaves , Round abour .thete 12 Chariots wm dive is | r1-Hs by 3 
and 3 w-eping, and bound with Iron Chains z Afcer- them followed tort y other Chariots, 
each of them being drawn by 2 Rhmocerots, an full from the bottomeo the cop ot an infi= 
nice company of Arms, and trailed Colours ; In the tail of chem there were 20 9. c car- 
rying each of chema-very great Cheſt, barr'd wich Iron, and wherein, as we were told, was 
the Treaſure of the Tinocoubosz In the ſame order marched all other things which are uſcd 
to be molt efteemed of in ſuch triumphant Entries, as 200 Elepharts armed with Caflles, 
and warlike Panowres, which are certain Swords that are faltered to their Teeth when they 
fight, and a great number of Horſes laden with Sacks full of dead mens heads and bones ; 
ſorhat in this Encry this King of ( auchin preſented to the view of his People all chac he 
had gained from his Enemies in the Bactel he had given them. After we had been a full 
moneth in this City, during which time we had ſeen a world of Rarely (ſhews, ſports, and ſe- 
veral ſorts of rejoycings, accompanied with moſt coltly fealts and banquers, ſer forth 2nd 
made not onely by the greater perſons, but by the common people alſo;the Tartar Ambz(l;- 
dor, that had brought us thither, moy2d the King again about our Voyage, » nereunce 11: 
gave us ſo gracious an ear, that he preſently commanded we ſhould be fumſhed with a V+ (+ 
el for to catry us to the Coalt of (hina, where We hoped to meet with ſome Portugal (hips 
that might tranſport us ro alaca, and from thence to the /udiaes, which accoroingly was 
done; whereupon without furcher delay we prepared all things necefliry for our departure; 
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CHAP XLIII. 
Our D:parture from the City of Uz1mguee, and our adventures till our arri- 
wal at the Iſle of Tanixumaa, which ts the firſt Land of Jap» 
pan; with our going alhore. 


Pon the 12 of Jazuary we departed from the City of z.amguee, exceedingly rejoycing 
LU: our eſcape from 1o any labors and croſſes, vyhich vye betore had ſultained, and im- 
barqued our (clyes upon a River, that vvis above a league broad, doyvn the vyhich yve yvent 
7 days rogether, beholCing in the mean ume on either fide chereef many fair, Tovyns, and 
goodly Borovghs, vvhich by the outvyard appearance vye believed vyere inhabited by very rich 
peope, in regzrd of the ſumprumuineſs of the buildings, not one!y of particular houſes, bur 
much mor: of the Temples, vyhoie ſtceples vyere all covered oyer yvith goldzas likevviſe in re» 
eard of the great number of barques and v<flels that yyzre on this River, abundantly fraught 
vvith all forts of provifions and merchandiſe. Novy vvhen yve vvere come to a very fait 
royvn called Qaangeparns, containing ſome 18 or 2000 fires, the Naudelums, vyho vyas be 
that conduRted us by the exvreſs commandment from the King, ſtayed there 12 days ro 
trade in exchange ot Silver and Pearl; vyhereby he confeſſed to us that he had gained-14 
for 1, andthat if he had been (o adviſed as to have brought Saltithicher, he had doubled his 
Money above 3otimes : we were :ſſured that in this cown the King had yearly out of the fil- 
ver Mines above 1500 Picos, which are 40000 Qiztels of our Weight, beſides the huge 
R-venue that he drew out of many other ditferent things : This cown hach'no ocher Fortift» 
cation then a weak Brick Wall, 8 Foot high, and a ſhillow Ditch ſome 30 Foot broad ; The 
Inhabitants gre weak and unarmed, having neither Arcil:ery,nor any thing for their det-nce, 
ſo that 500 relol.Ite Souldiers might eahly take ir; We parted from this place on T #:ſday 
morning, and continued our courle 13 days, at th end whereof we got to the Port of Sax- 
chan, in the Kingdom of ( hina. Now becauſe there was no ſhipping of CMalaca there, 
for;they were gone from thence 9g days "efore, w2 w-n: 4 'eagues further to another Port, 
named Lampac au, Where we found 2 Juncks of CH ./-ya, one of Patans, and anvther of 
Lugor , And whereas it Is the quality of us Portwgals to abound in our own ſenſe, and to 
be obſtinace 1n our opinions, there aroſe amongit us Eight ſo great a contrariety of judge- 
ment about a thing, (wherein nothing was ſo neceſſary for vs, as to maintain our ſelves in 
peace and i'nity) that we were even upon the point of kiliing one anocher ; But becauſe the 
matter would he too ſhamefull to r-count in the manner as 1c patt, T wil ſay no more, bur 
that the Nycoda of the Lorche, which had brought vs thicher from Vzamguee, amazed ar 
this {o great barbarouſneſs of ours, ſeparated himſelf from us in ſuch diſpleaſure, that he 
would nor charge himſelf either wich our Meffages of Letters, ſaying, that he bad rather 
the King ſhould command his head to be cut off, then co offend Gd in carrying wich him 
any thing whatſoever chat belonged to us, Thus different as we were in opinions, and in ve- 
ry badterins amonglt our ſelves, we lingred above g days in chis little Ifl:nd, during which 
eime the Juncks departed wichoue vouchlafing to take us in, ſo thit we were conſtrained to 
remain in theſe (olituces, cxpoſed to many great dangers, out of which I did nor think that 
ever wecould have eſcaped, if God had nor been extraordinarily mercifull unco us ; for ha- 
ving been there 17 days in great miſery and want z it happened that a Pyrar, named Sami- 
pocheca, arrived in this place, who having been defeated, went flying from the Fleet of «A» 
ras of (hincheo, that of eight and ewenty Sail, which chis Pyrat had, had taken fix and 
rwenty of chem from him, ſo that he had wich much ado eſcaped with choſe onely t;vo re= 
maining, wherejn the moſt part of his men were hurt, for which cauſe he was con(irained to 
ſtay there 7 days to have them cured: Now the preſent neceſſiry enforcing us to take ſome 
courſe, whatſoever it were, we were glad co agree co ſerve under him untill ſuch time as we 
might meet with (ome good opportunity to get unto CMalaca. Thoſe 20 days ended, 
wherein yet chere was ro manner of reconciliation between us, but il! continving in diſ- 
cord we imbarqued our ſelyes with the Pyrat, namely,? 3. in te Junck where he himſelf 
was, and 5 inthe other, whereof he had made a Nephew of his Captain. Having lefc 
this Iſl-nd wich an incenc to ſail unco a Port, called Lailoo, ſome 7 leagues from ( hincheo, 
we continued our yOyage with 4 good -Winde all along the Coaft of Lama for the ſpace 
nine days, untill that one morning when we were near to the River of Salt, po ts 
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abont five lergues ſrom Chabaquea, it was our ill fortune co be aſſailed by a Pirate, who wick 
ſeyen great Juncks fell ro fighting with us From fix inthe morning till ren of the clock before 
noon, in which confl'& we were (o entertained with ſhoe, and pots full of artificiall fire,thar 
at laſt chere were three Sail burnt, to wir, two of the Pirats, and one of ours, which was the 
Junck, wherein the five Portuoals were, whom we could by no means ſuccour, for that ther: 
moſt of our men were hurt z Bur at length cowards night being well refreſhed by the afcer- 
noons gale, it pleaſed our Lord that we eſcaped out of this Pirars hands. In this ill equipage 
wherein we were, we continued our courſe for three days together, at the End whereof we 
were invironed by (o great and imper uous a Tempeſt, rl1at the ſame night in which ic ſeized 
us we lolt the Coaſt; and becauſe the violence of the Storm would never ſuffer us after to re- 
cover it again, We were forced to make with full Sail towards the Iſlands of the Lequios, 
where che Pirate, with whom we werr, was we'l known, both to the King, and thoſe of the 
Country; with this reſolution we ſer our ſelves to (ail through the Archipelage of theſe 1- 
ſlands, where notwichfianding we could not make hand, as well for that we wanted a Pilot tc 
fieer the veſſzl, ours being ſlain in the latt fight, as alſo becauſe the wind and tide was avain(t 
usz Amidſt ſo many crofl:s we bear up and down with labour enough from on2 thomb co 
another for chree and twenty dayes together, at the end whereof it pleaſed God that we dit- 
covered land, whereunto approaching to ſee if we could deſcry any appearance of a Port, ot 
good anchorage, we perceived on the South-coalt near to the Horizon of the Sea a great 
tire, Which perſwaded us that ther: we might peradventure find ſome Borough, where we 
might furniſh our ſelves with freſh water, whereof we had v2ry great need. So we went and 
rode juſt before the Iflind in ſeventy facthom,and preſently we beheld two Almedias come to- 
wards us from the Land wich fix-men in them,who being come cloſe to the (ide of our Junck, 
and having complemented with us according to their manner, demanded of us from whence 
we came ? whereunto having anſwered,chat we came from China, with merchandize, intending 
co trade in this place if we might be ſuffered, one of the fix replyed ; That the Nautaqguime, 
Lord of that Ifland, called Tawmx#maa, would very willingly p2rmir ic upon payment of ſuch 
cuſtoms as are uſual in Jappar,Which is, contitiued he, this greas Country that you ſee here be- 
fore you : Art theſe news, and many other things which they told us,we were exceeding glad; 
ſothar afcer they had ſhewed us the Port, we weighed anchor,and went and put our ſelves un- 
der th: lee-ſhore of a creek, which was on the Souch-lide , and where food a great Town, 
named Migy-gimaa, from whence there came inſtantly aboard of us divers Paravs With re» 
freſhmencs, which we bought. 
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We had not been two hours in this Creek of Miay.giman, When as the Nautaguim,Prince $eR:s; 


of this 1fland of Tam xumaa,came dire&ly to our Junck, attended by divers Gentlemen and 
Merchants, who had brovght with chem many Chetts full of fivler Ingots, cherewith ro barter 
for our commoditiesz(o after ordinary complements patt on eirher fide,and that we had given 
our word for his eatie(t coming aboard of us ; he no ſooner perceived us three Porrugals, bur 
he demanded what people we were, ſaying,that by our beards and faces we could not be Chi. 
eſes : Hereunto the Pirate anſwered, That we were of a Country called alaca, whither 
many ycars before we were come from another Land, named Portugal, which was at the 
further end of the world; Ar theſe words the Nautaguim remained much amazed,and turn- 
ing himſelf co his followers ; Let me not live, ſaid he unto them, f theſe men here be not the 
Chenchicogis , of whom it is written in our Books , That flymg on the top of the waters they ſhall 
from thence ſubdue the inhabitants of the earth, where God hath created the riches of the 
world , wherefore it will be a good fortune for u4 if they come into our Country as good friends, 
Thereupon having called a woman of Lequia, whom he had broughe co ſerve as an interpre- 
ter between him and the Chireſe, Captain of the Junck ; Ak the Necoda, ſaid he unto her, 
where he met with theſe men, and upon what occaſion he had brought them hither with him 
:nto onr Country of Jappan ? The Captain thereunto replied , That we were honeſt men and 
Merchants, and that having found us at Lampacar, where we had been caſt away, he had out 
of chariry taken us in, as he uſed to do unto all ſuch as he met withall in che Ik: caſe, to the 
end that God might our of his gracious goodneſs be thereby moved to deliver him from the 
danger of ſuch violent Tempelis, as commonly ſuci) as ſail on the Sea are ſubjeR to periſh ip. 
This ſaying of che Pirate ſeemed ſo reaſonable ro the Nautagum, that he preſently came 
aboard of us, and becauſe chole of his Train were very many, he commanded that none bur 
ſuch as he named ſhould enter in. After he had ſeen all che commodities in the Junck,he _ 
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him down in a Chair upon the Deck, and began to queſtion us about certain things which he 
defiredro know, to the which we anſwered him in ſuch ſorr, as we thought would be mott 
agreeable. to his bumour,ſo that he ſeemed co be exceedingly ſatisfied cherewich;In.this man- 
n-r he entertained us a good while togerhzr, making ic apparenc by his demands that he was 
a man very curious,and much inciined to hear of novelties, and rare things. That done,h2 took 
his leave of us, and the Necoda, little regarding the reſi, ſaying, Come and ſee me at my houſe 
to morrow, and for a preſem bring me an ample relation of the ſtrange things of that great 
world through which you have travelled, as alſo of the Commries that you have ſeen, and withall 
remember to tell me haw they ave called ; for 1 ſmear unto you that 1 would far more willingly 
buy this commodity then any that you can ſell me, This (aid, he returned to Land, and che 
n<xc morning,as ſoon as it was day,he ſent us to our Junck a great Parao, full of divers ſorts 
of refreſhments, as Rayſins Pears, Melons, and other kinds of fruits of that Country ; Inex- 
change of this pr-ſent the Necoda returned him, by the ſame meflenger, divers rich pieces of 
Ruff, rogertber with certain knacks and raricies of China, and withall ſent him word, that as 
ſoon as his Junck ſhould be ac anchor, and out of danger of the weather, he would come and 
wit on hin «ſhore, and bring him ſome patterns of che commodities which we had co ſell ; 
as indeedtie next morning he went on 1:nd,and carried us three along with him,as alſo ſome 
ten or eleven of the chiefelt of the ( hixeſes of his Company, to the end that at this firſt ſighr 
he might ſertle a good opinion of himſelf in this people tor che betcer (arisfation of char 
y2o1y vhereunto they are naturally inclined ; we went then co the Nantaquims houſe, 
where we were very well entertained, & the Nezcods having given him a ric preſent,ſhewed 
him the patterns of all the commodiries he had, whecewith he reſted ſo conrented,that he ſenc 
preſently for the principal Merchants of the place, with whom the Necoda having agreed up- 
on a price for his commodities, ic was reſolved that rhe next day chey ſhould be tranſported 
from the Junck unto a certain houſe , which was appointed for the Necoda and his people ro 
remain in till ſuch time as he ſhould ſet fail ſor China: Aﬀer 21! this was concluded,the Nautas 
quis fell again to queſtioning of us about many ſeveral maticrs,whereunto we rendred him 
iuch anſwers as might racher fic his humour, then agree with the truth indeed, which yer we 
did nor obſerye but in ſome certain demands that he made us, where we thought ic neceflary co 
make uſe of certain particulars alrogerher fained by us, rhat ſo we might not derogare from 
the*great opinion he had conceiy=d of our Country. The firſt crhing he propounded was, how he 
had learned frem the Chineſes and Lequiosthat Portug al was far richergand of a larger extenr, 
then the whole Empire of Chin«, which we confirmed unto him, The ſecond, how he had 
likewiſe been :flured, that our King had upon the Sea conquered rhe greateſt part of the 
world, which alſo we averred to be ſo ; The third, that our King was fo rich in gold and fil. 
ver, a$ it was held for moſt certain, thar he had aboye cwo thouſand houſes full of it even to 
the vety tops.; but thereunto we anſwered, that we could not truly '2y the number of the 
houſes, becauſe the Kingdom of Portugal was ſo ſpacious, fo abounding with treaſure, and ſo 
populous, as it was impofhble co ſpecitie the ſame, So after the Nau;aquins had entertained 
us above LWo hours with ſuch and the like diſcourſe, he turned him to thoſe of his Troin, and 
ſaid, Aſſuredly not one of theſe Kings, which at this preſent we know to be on the earth, us to be 
eftcemed happy, if he be not the vaſſal of ſo great 8 Monarch as the Emperonr of this people here. 
Whereupon having diſmiſſed the Neceds and his Company, he intreated us to paſſe thar 
night on ſhore with him, for to ſatisfie the extream defire that he had co be informed from 
us cf many things of the wor'd, whereungo he was exceedingly carried by his own inclina- 
rion ; Withall be cold us, that the nexc day he would affigne us a lodging next ro his own 
Palace , which was in the moſt commodious place of the Town, and for thr inſtant he ſent us 
t9 lic at a very rich Merchants houſe, who entertained us very bount ifully chat night, 


CHAP, XLIVvV. 
The great bonour which the Nautaquim, Lord of the Iſle, did to one of ws for 
_ having ſeen him (hoot wth an Harquebuſe ; and his ſending me to 
the King of Bungo ; and that which paſſed iu! 
my arrival at bis Court. 


$c&-1, E ew next day the Chizeſe Necoda difimbarqued all his commodities, as the Nautaquine 
had epjoyned him,and put them into ſure rooms,which were given him for that pals 
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end in three days he ſold them all, as well for that he had not many, as becauſe his good for- 
tunz was ſuch, that the Country was at that time urterly unfurniſhed chereofgby which :neans 
this Pirate profited ſo much, that by this S:le he wholly recovered himſelf of the los of the ſix 
and ewenty Saile which che Chineſe Pirate had caken from him z for chey gave him 2ny price he 
demanded,ſo chat he confeſſed unto us,thac of the value of tome five and ewenty hundr2d Tacs: 
which h2 might have in goods, he made above chirty chouſand, Now as for us three Portyoals, 
having nothing co lell,vz imp.oyed our time cichec in fiſhing, huntiog,or ſeeing the Temples 
of thele Gentiles, Which were very ſumptuous and rich, wherzinco the Boxzes , who are their 
Priefts,recerved us very courteouſly, for indeed it is che culiome of choſe of Jappan to be ex- 
ceeding kind and courreous. Thus we haviog lict'eco do, one of us, called Diego Zeimoto, 
went many times a ſhooting for his pleaſure in an Hargnebyſe that he had, wherein he was 
v2ry expert, {o that going on: day by chance to a certain Marſh,where there was great ſtore 
of fowl, he killed at thar time abour (1x and ewenty wild Ducks , In che mean eime theſe peo- 
ple bzholding this manner of ſhoorirg, which they had never leen before,were much amaz:d 
at it, inſomucn thac ic came to the notice of the Naxtaquims, who was ac that inftant riding 
of horſes, and not knowing what co think of this novelcy, ſent preſently for Zeimote, jult as 
he was ſhooting in the Muſh, but when he ſaw him come with his Harquebuſe on his ſhouls 
der,and two Chineſes with him carrying the fowl, he was ſo mightily taken wich the macter,as 
he could not (ſufficiently admure ir ; for whereas they had never ſeen any Gun before in that 
Country,tacy could noc comprehend what ic might be, ſo that for wanc of underſtanding the 
ſecret of che powder, they all concluded chat of neceſſity ic muſt be ſome Sorcery ; Thereupon 
Zermoto (ceing them (o attoniſh:d, and the Nawtaquims ſo contented, made three ſhoors be= 
fore them, whcreof the effe& was ſuch, that he killed one Kire, and two Turtle Doves ; In a 
word then, and not to loſe time, by endearing the matrer with much Speech, I will ſay no 
more, but that the Nantaquim cauſed Zeimoro co get up on the horſes crupper behind him, 
and ſo accompanied with a great croud of people,and four Vſhers, who with Battoons head- 
ed with iron went before him,crying all along the fireets, Know all mer, that the Nauraquim, 
Prince of this 1ſland of Tanixumaa,and Lord of oxr heads, enjoyus and expreſly commands, That 
all perſons what ſocver, which inhabit the Land that lies between the two Seas , do honour this 
Chenchicogim, of the further end of the world, for even at this preſent and for hereafter he 
makes him his kinſman, in ſuch manner 4s thel] acharons are, who fit next bis Perſon ; and 
whoſotver ſhall wot do ſo willingly, be fhall be ſure to loſe his head, Wherteupon all the people 
anſwered with a great noiſe ; We will do ſo for ever, In this pomp Zeimoro being come to the 
Palace gate, the Nantaguim alighted from his horſe, and taking him by rhe hand, whileſt we 
two followed v1 foot a prety way after, he led him inco his Court, where he made him fic 
wich him ar his own table, and co honour him the more, he would needs hay him lodg there 
that night, ſhzwing many other fayours to him afterwards, and to us alſo for his ſake, Now 
Zeimots conceiving, that he could nor better acknowledge the honour which the Nautaquind 
did him, th:n by giving him his Hargzebsſe which he choughe would be a moſt accep- 
cable preſent unto him ; on a day when bz came home from ſhoocing, he cendred it unto him 
with a number of Pigeons and Turtle-doves, which he received very kindly,as a thing of great 
value, aſſuring bim that he eſteemed of it more, then of all rhe treaſures of Chine, and giving 
him wichal in recompence chereof a thouſand Tae in filver,he defired him to reach him how 
ro make the poder, ſaying, that wichour that the Harquebuſe would be of no uſe to him, as 
being but a prec: of unproficable iron, which Zeimoro promiſed him to do,8& accordingly per- 
formed the ſame.Now the Nawtaquirs taking pleaſure in nothing ſo much as ſhooting 1a chis 
Harquebuſe,and his Subje&s perceiving that they could nor content him becrer in any thing, 
then in chis,wherewith he was ſo much delighted, they crook a parrern of rhe ſaid Harguebuſe to 
make others by ir, and the effe& chereof was ſuch, char before our departute ( which was five 
 moneths and an half afcer) thre was fix hundred of them made in the Country ; nay I wiil (ay 
more,that afterwards, namely,the laſt time that the Vice-roy Don Alphonſo ds Noronha ſenc 
me thither with a preſent to the King of Bungo,which happened in the year 1 556.thoſe of Jape 
pan affirmed, that in the City of Faucheo, being the chief of chat Kingdom, there were above 
chirty thouſand z whereac finding my ſelf co be much amazed, for that ic ſeemed impoſſible 
unto me,that this invention ſhould mulciply in ſuch ſorr,cercain Merchants of good credit a(- 
ſured me that in the whole 1ſ11nd of Jappes there were above three hundred thouland Har- 
quebyſes, and that they alone had tranſported of them in the way of trade tothe Country -

the Lequies, at fix ſeveral times, to the number of five andewenty hundred; ſo that by the 
means of tiat one, Which Zeimeto preſented to the Nauraquims in acknowledgment of the 
honour and good offices that he had done him, as I have declared before, the Country was 
filled with ſuch abundance of then), ag at this day there is nor ſo ſmall an bamlet bur hath an 
hundred at the leaft ; for as for Cities and great Towns, tity have them by thouſands, 
whereby one may perceive,what the inclination of this people is, and how much they are na- 
tucally addited to the wars, wherein they take more delight, then any other Nation that 
we know. 

We had bzen now three and twenty days in the Iſland of 7Tamxwmaa,where very conten= 
ced'y we palt away the time, either in fiſhing, fowling, or hunting, whereunto thele people 
of Jappan are much addi&ted,when as a v:ſiz1 b:longing to the King of Bngo arriving in thac 
Port, in the which were divers men of quality, and certain Merchants, who as ſoon as they 
were landed went to wait upon the Nawtaqguim With their preſents, according to the uſual cti= 
tom of che Country, Amongſt chem there was an ancient man,very well atrended,and unto 
whom the re(t carried much reſpeR, that falling on his knees before the Nantaquim, preſen- 
ted him wich a Leccer, anda rich Courcelaſs garniſhed with gold, together with a box full of 
yentiioes, which the Nautaguim received with a great deal of ceremony : Then having ſpenc 
ſome time with hum in asking cf cercain queſtions, he read the Letrer to himſelf, and thereup- 
on baving remained a pretty while as it were in ſuſpence, and diſmiſſed the bearer thereof 
from his preſence,with an expreis charge unto thoſe about him to ſee him honourably enter- 
rained, h- called us unto him, and commanded the Truchman that was thereby, to uſe thele 
words unto us, Ay goed Friends,1 intreat you that you will hear this Letter read,which ts ſe nt 
me from my Lord and Uncle, and then 1 will let you know what 1 deſire of you ; So giving it 
to a T:calurer of his, he commanded him to read it, which inſtantly he did, and theſe were 
the contents of it, Theu right eye of my face, Hynſcarangoxo , Nautiquim ef Tanixumaa, 
1 Otge:ndoo, who am your Father in the true love of my bowels, as h: from whom you have 
rahen the name and being of your Perſon, King of Bungo and Fatacaa , Lord of the great 
Houſe of Fiancima, Tola, and Bandou, ( brief Soveraign of the petty Kings of the Iſlands of 
Goto, and Xamanaxequa, 1 give you to underſtand, my Son, by the words of my month, which 
are ſpoken of your perſon, that ſome dayes fince certain men, coming from your Country, have 
aſſured me , that you have in your Town three Chenchicogims of the o:her end of the world, 
men that accommodate themſelves very well with thoſe of Jappar, are clothed in ſilk, and u- 
ſually wear ſwords by their ſides , not like Merchants that uſe traſſique, but in the qualuy of 
perſons that make profeſſion of honour, and which by that only mean pretend to render thew 
names immortal ; Moreover, 1 have heard for atruth, that theſe ſame men have entertain- 
cd you at large with all matters of the whole Univerſe, and have aſſured unto you on their 
fauh, that there tu ansther world greater then ours, inhabited with black and tawny people, 
of whom they have told you things moſt incredible to our judgement , for which cauſe I infi- 
muely deſire you , as if you were my Son, that by Fiangeandono, whom 1 have diſpatched from 
hence to viſit my dauohter , you will ſend me one of thoſe three rangers , which 1 am told you 
have in your houſe ; the rather for that you know my long indiſpoſition , accompamed with ſo 
much pain and grief , hath great need of ſome diverſion : Now if it ſhould happen that they 
would not be willing thereunto, you may then aſſure them , as well on your own fatth, as on 
mine , that 1 will not fail to returu then back, in all ſafety z whereupon, like a good Son that 
deſires to pleaſe his Father , ſo order the matter that 1 may rejoyce my ſelf in the ſight of them, 
and ſo have my dejire accompliſhed. What I have further to ſay unto you, my Ambaſſadour 
Fingeandono ſhall gcquaint you with, by whom I pray you liberally impart to me the good 
news of your perſon , and that of my daughter , ſeeing (he ts, as you know, the apple of my right 
eze, whereof the ſight ts all the joy of my face, From the houſe of Fucheo the ſevemh CMas 
mg e of the Moon, Aﬀtzr that the Nautaquims had heard this Lecter read ; The King of Bux- 
£9, latd he unto.us, is my Lord, and my Uncle, the brother of my mother,and (above all) he 
15 my 200d Fztner, for 1 call him by tha name, becauſe he is ſo ro my wife , which is the rea- 
ſon chat he loves me no leſs then his 0:78 children ; wherefore I count my ſelf exceedingly 
bound unto him, and do {o much defire to pleaſe him, that I could now -find in my hearc to 
give the beſt part of my Eſtate for co be transformed into one of you, as well for ro go unto 
him, a$to give him the conrent of ſeeing you, which out of the knowledge I have of his diſ- 
Poſition, I aa iff :red he will yalue more them all the treaſures of China; Now having chus 
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acquaiated you with his deſire,l earneftly intreat you to render your ſelyesconformable there= 
unto,and that one of you two will take the pains to $0 to Buxgo, there to [ce the King whom 
I hold for my Father and my Lord ;afor as for this other, to whom I have given the name and 
being of a kinſman,lam nor willing to part with him till he hath taught mie to ſhoot as well 
as nimſelf, Hereupon Chri/tovano Borralhe,and I,greatly ſatisfied with the Nautagui m's cour- 
tefie, anſwered him, that we kiſſed his Highneſs hands for the exceeding honor he did us in 
youchſating ro make uſe of us;and ſeeing 1t was his pleaſure ſo to do, that he ſhould for that 
effe& make choice of which of us two be thought beit,and he ſhould nor fail to be ſuddenly 
ready for the voyage. Ar theſe words ftandipg a while in mulivg ro himſelf,he looked on me, 
and (aid, I am reſolved to ſend him chere, becauſe he ſeems not ſo ſolempy, bur is of a more 
lively humour, wherewich thoſe of Jappar are infinitely delighted, and may thereby chear up 
the ſick man,whereas the too ſerious gravity of chis other, (aid he,turning him to Borralho, 
though vety commenda»le for more important matters,would ſerye but to entertain his me- 
lancholy inſtead of diverting it. Thereupon falling into merry diſcourſe and jeſting with 
thoſe about him,whereunto che people of Jappas are much inclined,the Fingeandono arrived, 
unto whom he preſented mewith a ſpecial and particular recommendation touching the aſſu- 
rance of my perſon,wherewith I was not onely well ſatisfied, but had my niinde allo cleared 
from cercain doubts, which our of the lictle knowledg I had of theſe peoples humors,had for= 
merly croubled me. This done, the Nautaguim commanded 200 T aezs to be given me for 
the expence of my voyage,whereupon the Fingeandono and I imbarqued our ſelves in a veſ- 


ſel with oars, called a Funce, and in one nigh havirg trayerſed all this Iſland of T anixs- 


maa, the next morning we cali Anchor in an Haven, named Hiamangoo, from whence we 
Went 0 a good townycalled Qxarqurxumaa,and (o continuing our courſe afore the Winde, 
with a very fair gale,we arrived the day enſuing at a yery ſweet place,named Tanora, whence 
che morrow after we went to CMH:nato, and (o forward to a Fortreſs of the King of Bungoes, 
called Oſgxy, where the Fingeandono ayed ſome time, by reaſon that the Captain ot the 
place (who was his Brother in Law) found himſelf much indiſpoſed in his health. There we 
left the veſſel in which we came, and ſo went by land dire&ly tothe City, where being arri- 
ved about noon,the Fingeardone, becauſe it was not a time fir to Wait upon the King, went to 
his own houſe. After dinner baving reſted alittle, and ſhifred himſelf into a berter habir, he 
mounted on horsback, and with certain of his Friends rode co the Court, carrying me along 
with him,where the King was no ſooner adyerciſed of his comipg,but he ſent a Son of his a- 
bout nine or ten years of age to receive him,who accompanied with a number of Noblemen, 
richly apparelled, and his Uſhers with their Maces going before him, rook rhe Fingeandono 
by the band, and beholding bim with a ſmiling countenance CAay thy entrance, ſaid he un- 
to him, into the houſe of the King my Lord, bring thee as much content and honour as thy chil- 
dren deſerve, and are worthy, b:ing thine, to ſit at table with me 1n the ſolemn Feaſts, Ar 
theſe words the Fingeandono proitrating himſelf on the ground z My Lord, anſwered he, 1 
moſt humbly beſeech t hems that are in Heaveu above, which have taught thee to be ſo courtes 
0x4 and ſo good, erther to anſwer for me, or to grue me a tongue ſo voluble, as may expreſs my 
thankfulnes in terms agreeable to thy ears for the great honour thou art pleaſed to do me as 
this preſent; for in doing otherwiſe I ſhould offend no leſs, them thoſe ungratefull wretches 
which inhabit the loweſt pit of the profound and obſcare bouſe of ſmoaks Tins ſaid, be offered 
to kiſs the Curtelaſs which the young Prince wore by his ſide, which he would by no means 
permit, but raking him by the hand, he led him co the Kipg his Fathers, unto whom, lying fick 
in his bed,he deliv-red a Lerter from the Nautagaim, which after he had read,be commanded 
him to call me in from the next room where I aid attending,which infiantly h: didgand pre- 
ſented me to the King, who entertaining me very graciouſly; Thy arrival, (aid he unto me, 
in this my Country us no leſs pleaſing to me, then the Rain which falls from Heaven us profitable 
to our fields that are ſowed with Rice. Finding my ſelf ſomewhat perplexed with the _— 
of theſe terms, and this manner of ſalutation, I made him no Anſwer for the in(tant, v hic 
made the King ſay to the Lords that vvere about him, I imegine that this it ranger is daunted 
vvith ſeeing ſo much company here, for rhat peradvencure he hath not been accultomed unto 
it, vyherefore I L:old ic fir roremic him untoſome ocher time, vyhen as he may be berrer ac- 
quainted, and not be ſo gþaſhed at the fight of the people. Upon this Speech of the Kings I 
anſvyered by my Truchman, that vvhereas his Highneſs had ſaid that I yyas daunted, I cone 
feſſed that ic vyas true, not in regard of ſo many folks as yyere about me, becauſe I had wy 
ar 
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far many more, bur that my amazement proceeded from the confideration that I vyas novy 
before the feet of (> great a King, vyhich vvas ſufhctenc co make me mute an hundred thou- 
ſand years, if I coud live ſo long: | added further, chat thoſe which were preſent there ſeem- 
ed to me but men, as I my ſelf was, buras for his Highneſs, that had giv2n him ſuch 

at advantages above all, as it was his pleaſure that he ſhould be Lord, and chat others 
ſhould be meer ſervants, yea, and that 1 my ſelf was but a filly Ant, in compariſon of his 
orearneſs, ſo that his Majeſty could not ſee me 1n regard of my ſmalneſs, nor I in reſpe& 
thereof be able to anſwer unto his demands. All the Affiſtants made ſuch account of this mad 
Anſwer of mine, as clapping their hands by way of aſtoniſhment, they ſaid un:o che King, 
Mark, I beſeech your Highneſs, how he ſpeaks to purpoſe ; verily ic ſeems that this man 1s 


'þ| not a Merchant, which meddles wit h baſe things, as buying and ſelling, but rather a Bonzs, 


that offers ſacrifices for the people ; or if not ſo, ſurely he is ſome great Captain that hath a 
long time ſcoured the Seas. Truly, ſaid che King, I am of che ſame opinion, now that I ſee 
bim ſo reſolute ; bur let every man be filent, becauſe I purpoſe that none ſhall ſpeak co him 
but my ſelf alone ; for I affure you, that I take ſo much delight in hearing him talk, chat at 
chis inftant I feel nopain. Archoſe words the Queen and her Daughters, which were (ec by 
him, were not a lictle glad, and falling on their knees, with cheic hands lifed up to Heaven, 
they thanked God for this his goodneſs unto him. 


CHAP. XLV. 
The great miſhap that befell the King of Bungo's $1», with the extreme danger that I was 
in for the ſame ; and what followed thereupon. 


Lictle after the King cauſed me to approach unto his bed, where he lay fick of the Gout, 
Se2.1, wh-n I was near bim, 7 prithee, ſaid he unto me, be not wwilling to ſtay here by.me, 
for it does me much good to look on thee, and talk, with thee ; thou ſhalt alſs oblige me to les me 
know whether m thy Country, which i at the further end of the World, thou bat, wot learn'd any 
Remedy for this Diſeaſe wherewith I am tormented, or for the lack of appetite, which hath con- 
tinued with me row almoſt theſe two moneths without eating any thing to ſpeak, of, Hereunto I 
aniwered, that I made no profeſſion of Phyſick, for that I had never [earn'd chat Art, but tbar 
in the Junk, wherein I came from { þ;za, there was a certain Wood, which infuſed in Wa- 
cer healed fac greater Sicknefſes then that whereof he complained, and that if he took of it, 
it wouid aſſuredly help him ; To hear of chis he was very glad, inſomuch that tranſported 
with an ex:reme deſire to be healeg, he ſent away for ic in all haſte to Tarixumas,where the 
Junck lay, and having uſed of it 3o days together, he perfeRly recovered of his Diſeaſe, 
Which had held him fo for 2 years together, as he was not able to flir from one place to ano- 
ther. Now during che cime that I remained with much content in this City of Fachea, being 
ſome 20 days, I wanted nor occafions to entertain wy ſelf withall;z for ſometimes I was im- 
ployed in anſwering the Queltions, which che King, Queen, Princes, and Lords asked of me, 
wherein I ealily ſatisfied chem, for that the matters they demanded of me were of very lit- 
tle con{*quence, Och:r-whiles I bzitowed my (elf in beholding cheir Solemnities, the Tem- 
ples, where they offered up their prayers, their warlike Exerciſes, th:ir naval Fleers, as alſo 
their fiſhing & huncing,wherein they greatly delighr,eſpecially in the high-flying of Falcons, 
and Vulcures, Ofrentimes I paſt away the time wich my Harquebuſle 1n killing of Turtles, 
and Quails, whereof there is great abundance in the Country, In the mean ſeaſon this new 
manner of ſhooting ſeemed no leſs marvellous & range to s inhabi:ants of this Land,then 
co them of Tanixumas ; (o that beholding a thing which they had never ſeen before, they 
made more reckoning of ic than I am able co expreſs which was the caule that the Kings ſe- 
cond Son, named Arichaudons, of the age of 16 or 17 years, and whom the King wonder- 
fully loved, intreared me one day to teach him to ſhoot ; bur I pur him off, by ſaying that 
there needed a far longer rime for ic then he imagined, wherewith not wel! pleaſed he com- 
plained ro his Father of me, who co content the Prince defired me to give him a couple of 
charges for the ſatisfying of his minde; whereunto I anſwered, that I would give him as many 
as hisHighneſs would be pleaſed co command me.Now becanſe he was that day to dine with 
his Father, the matcer was referred co the afternoon, howbeir than too there was nothing 
done, for that he waited on his Mother to a Village adjoyning, whither they came from all 
parts on pilgrimage by reaſon of a certain Feaſt, which was celebrated there for the health - 
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the King : The nexc day this young Princ: came wich onely 2 young Gentlemen waicing on 
him co my logging,where finding me aſlzep on a Mar,1nd my Harguebyſe hanging on a hook 
by,he v ould not wake me till be had ſhot off a couple of charges,incending,as he told me af- 
rerwards himſelf, thae th:ſe z (ſhoo.s ſhould nor be compriſed in them I had promiſed him ; 
Hav ng tnen commanded one of the young Gentlemen char attended him, to go ſoftly and 
kindle che Macch,he took down the Harguebsſe from the place where ic hung, and going ro 
charge it,as he had ſeen me do, nor knowing how much Powder he ſhould pur in,he charged 
the Piece almolt 2 ſpans deep, then putting in the Bullec, he ſec himſelf with ic co ſhoot at 
anOrange tree that was not far oft;bur fite being giyzn,ic was his ill hap that the Harguebuſ# 
brake into 3 pieces, and gave him 2 hurts, by one of .che which his right hand thumb was in a 
manner loſt; in(tancly whereupon the Prince fell down as one dead, which the 2 Gentlemen 
perceiving, they ran away towards the Court, crying along ip *he ftreers thar the (rangers 
Harguebyſe had killed the Prince ; Ar theſe ſad news the people flocked in all haſte with 
Weapons and great cries ro the houſe where I was z Now God knows whether I was not a 
lictle amazzd when coming to awake I ſaw this tumulc, as alſo the young Prince lying along 
upon the floor by me welcring in his own bloud wichourt Rirring either hand of foor ; All char 
I could dothen was to imbrace him in my arms, ſo beſides my ſelf, as I knew not where I 
was, In che mean time, behold the King comes in a.Chair carried upon 4 mens ſhoulders, 
and ſo (ad and pale, as he ſeemed more dead chen aliyez after him followed the Queen on foot 
leaning #pon 2 Ladies, with ber 2 Daughters, and a many of Women all weeping. Afſoon 
as they were entred into the Chamber,and beheld che young Prince extended on the ground, 
as if he had been dead, imbraced in my arms, and both of us wallowing in bloud, they all 
concluded that I had killed him z ſo that 2 of the company drawing our theit Scymirars, 
would have ſlain me ; which che King pony Stay, ſtay, cried he, let #« know firſt how 
the matter goes, for 1 fear it comes further off, and that this Fellow bere hath been corrupted by 
ſome of thoſe Trattors kinred, whom I cauſed to be laſt executed. Thereupon commanding 
che 2 young Gentlemen co be cailed which had accompanied the Prince, his Son, chither, 
he queſtioned them exatly ; Their Anſwer was, that my Harquzebsſe with the Inchanc- 
ments in it had killed him : This Depokition ſerved but to incenſe the Aﬀitiants the more, 
who in a rage addreſſing themſelves ro the King ; What need, Sir, have you to heat more, 
cried they ? here is bur coo much, ler him be pur to a cruel Death : Therewich chey ſent in 
all haſte for che Jarabuca, who was my Interpreter, to them z now for that upon the arrival 
of this Diſalter he was out of extreme fear fled away, they brought him Rraightly bound co 
che Kingz bur before they fell co examining of him, = mightily threatned him, in caſe he 
did not confeſs the truth z wheteunto he anſwered trembling, and with rears in his eyes, thar 
he would reveal all chat he knew, In the mean time being on my knees,wvith my hands bound, 
2 Bonzo, that was Preſident of their Juſtice, baying his arms bared up co the ſtioulders, and a 
Poiniard in his hand dipped in the bloud of the young Prince, ſaid thus unto me, / conjure 
thee, thox —_— ſome Devil, and culpable of the ſame crime for which they are damned that 
inhabit in the howſe of Smoak, where they lie buried in the obſcure and deep Pit of the Centre 
of the Earth, that thou confeſs unto me with a woice ſo loud that every one may bear thee, for 
what cauſe thou haſt with theſe Sorceries and Inchantments killed this young Inweemt, whons 
we bold for the hairs, and chief ornaments of ony heads, To this Demand I knew not what 
co anſwer upon the ſudden, for that I was ſofar beſides my ſelf, as if one had taken away my 
life, I believe 1 hould not have felr it 3 which the Preſident perceiving, and beholding me 
with a terrible countenance, Seeſt thox not, continued he, that if thou doeſt not anſwer to the 

neſtions 1 ak, thee, that thou mayſt hold thy ſelf for condemned to a Death of Blond, of Fire, 
.of Water, and of the Blaſts of the Windez for thou ſhalt be diſmenebred into Air, like the 
Feathers of dead Fowl, which the Winds carries from one place to another, ſeparated from the 
Body with which they were jojned whileſt they lived, This ſaid, he gave me a great kick with 
his foor for to rowſe up my ſpirits, and cried out again, Speak, confeſs who they are that bave 
corrupted thee ? what ſum of mane) have they given thee ? how are they called ? and where are 
they at this preſent ? At theſe words being ſomewhat come again to my ſelf, I anſwered him, 
that God knew my innocence,and that I cook him for witneſs thereof: But he not contented 
with what be had done b-gan to menace me more than before, and ſer before my eyes an in- 
finice of cormencs & terrible things;wherein a long time being ſpenc,it pleaſed God ar length 


that che young Prince came to himſelf,who no _— ſaw theKipg his Father,as alfo _—_— 
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ther and Siſters diſſolved into tears, but that he deſired chem nor to weep z and thar if he 
chanced to die, rhzy would attribuce his death to none bur himſelf, who was the onely cauſe 
thereof, conjuring them moreover by the bloud, wherein chey beh-1d him weltring, to cauſe 
me to be unbound withour all delay, if they defir:d not co make him die anew ; Thz King 
ramch am2z2d with chis language, commanded the Manacles to be tak:n oft which chey had! 
put upon me ; whereupon came in 4 Boxzoes to apply Remedies unto him, but when they 
Law in what marner he was wounded, and « hat his thumb hung in a ſort bur by che $kip, they 
were {0 troubled ar it, as they knew not what to doy which the poor Prince obſerving, Away, 
away, {aid he, ſend hence theſe Devils, and let orhers come that have more heart to judge of 
my hurt, ſince ic hath pleaſed God ro ſend ic me ; Therewith the 4 Bonzoes were ſent away, 
and other 4 came in their ttead, who likewiſe wanted the courage to dreſs him z which the 
King perceiving was ſo much troubled as he knew not what to do ; howbeit he reſolyed ar 
length ro be adviſed therein by chem that were about him, who counſelled him ro ſend for a 
Bonzo, calied Teixeandono, a man of great reputation among(t them, and that lived then ar 
the Cuy of Facataa, ſome 70 leagues from rhar place z but rhe wounded Prince nor able ta 
brook thele .\:y3.; / know not, anſwered he, what you mean by this counſel which you give 
my Father, ſecing n:e in the deplorable eſtate wherets I am; for whereas I ought 10 have buen 
areſt already, you would have me ſtay for an old rotten man, who cannot be here untill one hath 
made a journey of an hundred and forty Leagues, bothin going and commg, ſo that it muſt be 
a muxeth at leaſt before he can arrrve; wherefore ſpeak no more f it, but if you define to do me 
2 pleaſure, free this Stranger a lutle from the fear you have put him in, and clear the Room of 
all this thrarg, be that you believe hath hurt me will help me, as he may, for 1 had rather die 
under the bands of this poor Wretch ; that hath wept ſo much for me, then be touched by Bonzo 
of Facataa, who at the age he ts of, of ninety and two years, can ſee no further thew his noſe. 


CHAP, XLVI. | 
CMy curing the young Prince of Bungo ; with my Return to Tanixumaa, 
and imbarguing there for Liampoo ; and alſs that which hap- 
pened to 4 01 land, after the Shipwrack we © 
| " ſuffered by the way, 


s& k He King of Z avgo being extremely grieved to ſee the diſaſter of his Son, turned himſelf 
to me,and beholding me with a very gentle countenance; Straxger,(aid he unto metry 
1 pray thee, if thou canſt aſſiſt my Son 1a this peril of bu life ; for 1 ſwear nnts thee, if thou 
canſt do it, 1 will make no leſs eſteem of thee, then of hun himſelf, and will give thee whatſoe« 
ver thou wilt demand of me : Hereunto I anſwered the King, that I defired his Majeſty co 
command all thoſe people away, becauſe the coyl that they kept confounded me, and thar 
then 1 would ſee whether his burcs were dang=rous;for if I found thar I was able to cure them, 
I would do it moſt willingly:Preſently theKing willed every one to be gone;yh:reupon ap. 
roacking unto the Prince, I perceived that he had but 2 hurts; 'one on che top of his fore- 
head bich was no great matter; and the other on his right hand thumb, char was almoſt'cut 
cft : So that our Lord inſpiring meas it were, with new courage, I beſought the King not to 
be grieved,for I hoped in leſs then a month co render him hisSon perfeRly recovered. Having 
comforred him in tis manner, I began to prepare my ſelf for the drefling of che Prince; bur 
in the mezn time the King was very much rexrehended by the Bonzoes,who told himthar his 
Sen would ſlurecly die that night, and therefore it was becter for him to puc me ro death 
preſently,then to ſuffer me ro kill the Prince out-right, adding further,char if it ſhould bap- 
pen to prove ſo, as it was yety likely,it would nor only be a great ſcandal unto him, bur alſo 
much alienate his Peoples affeRions from him. To theſe ſpeeches of the Bonzoes the King 
replizd,that he rhought chey had reaſon for that they ſaid,and therefore he deſired them tolec 
him know how he ſhould govern himſelf in this extremity; You muſt, ſaid they,ftay the com- 
ing of the Boyzo Terxeandowo, and never think of any other courſe; for we zffure youzin re- 
gard he is the holieſt man living, he wilt no ſooner lay his hand on him buc he will heal him 
firatc, as he harh healed many others in our fight. As the King was even reſolyed co follow 
the curſed counſel of theſe ſervants of the devil,thePrince complained char his wonnds pained 
him in ſuch fort as he yas not able to endure it, and therefore prayed that any handſome _ 
medy 
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medy might be inſtantly applied co chem ; whereupon the King,much diſtraRed between the 
opinion of the Bouzves, and the danger that his Son was in of his life, together wich the ex- 
rream pain that he ſuffered, defiring choſe about him co adviſe him what he ſhould reſolve on, 
in thar exigent z noc one of them bur was of che mind, thar it was far more expedient to bave 
the Prince dreit out of hand, then to Ray the time which the Boxzoes ſpake of, This counſel 
being approved of che King, he came again to me, and making very much of me,he promiſed 
me mighty matters if I could-recover his Son z I anſwered him with tears in my eyes, that by 
the help of God I would do it, and chat be himſelf ſhould be witneſs of my care therein : So 
recommending my ſelf ro'God, and taking a good heart unte me; for I ſaw there was no other 
way to ſave my life, bur that, I prepared all chings neceſſary to perform the ciire. Now becauſe 
the hurt of the right hand thumb was moſt dangurous, 1 began with that, and gave it ſeven 
ſirches, whereas peradyerfture if a Chirurgion had dreti him, he would haye given ic fewer { 
as for that of the forehead, I gave ic bur four, in regard it was much lighter then the other ;; 
that done,l applyed to them row wet in the whites of eggs,and ſo bound them up very cloſe, 
a5 I had ſeen orhers done in the /nd:aes:Five days after 1 cur the Rirches, and continued dre(- 
fing him as before,uncil tha at the end of twenty days it pleaſed God he was throughly cured, 
wichour any other inconyenience remaining in him, then a liccle weakneſs in his chumb ; For 
chis cauſe after that time the King and his Lords did me much honour ; the Qucen alſo, and 
the Princefles her daughters preſenred me with a great many Sutes of tilks,and the chiefeſt of 
che Courc wich Cymicars, and other things, belides all which the King gave me {ix hundred 
T aets ; (o that after this ſort I received in recompence of this my cur: above fifreen hundred 
Ducates, chat I carried with me from this place. After things were paſt in this manner, being 
adveriſed by letters from my two Companions at Tarixumaa, that the Chineſe Pirate, with 
whom we came thither, was preparing ſor bis return co Ching, I beſought the King of Biengo 
co give me leave to go back, which he readily granted me, and with much acknowledgemenc 
of the curing of his Son he willed a Funce co be made ready for me, furniſhed wich all chings 
neceflary,wherein commanded a man of qua'ity,that was attended by rwenty of the Kings ſer- 
vants, with whom I departed on Saturday morning from the City of Fucheo, and the Friday 
following about Sun-ſer I arrived at Tanixumas, where I found my two Camrades, who re- 
ceived me with much joy, Here we continued fifreen days longer , till ſuch time as the Junck 
was quite ready, andthen we ſer Sail for Lianspoo, which is a Sea-porr of the Kingdom of 
China, whereof I have ſpoken at large heretofore, and where at that time the Portug a/s tra- 
ded, Having continued our voyage with a proſperous wind, it pleaſed God that we arrived ſafe 
at our defired Port,where it is not to be believed bow much we were welcomed by the Inha- 
bicants of che place. Now becauſe it ſeemed range unto them, that we had voluncarily ſub» 
micred our ſelves in that ſort ro the bad faith of the Chineſes,t hey asked of us from what Coun- 
try we came, and wiere it was that we imbarqued our ſelves wich them ? whereupon we 
freely declared unto them the cruth of all;and gave them an account of our Vojoge,as alſo of 
the nzw Land of Jappar that we had diſcovefed, the great abundance of filver that was there, 
and the exceeding profic chat might be made by catrying the commodiries of China thither , 
wherewith they were wonderfully contented,and infiancly ordaineda general Proceſſion to be 
made by way of thankſgiving unto God for ſo great a bleſſing : But wichall covetouſneſs be= 
gan in ſuch ſorc to ſeize upon the hearts of molt of the Inhabitants,every one ſtriving to be the 
foremoſt in this voyage, as they came to divide themſelves into troops , and to make ſeveral 
parties;ſo that even with weapons in their hands they went thronging to buy up the commo- 
dities of that Country ; which made the Chineſe Merchants, upon the fight of our unruly a. 
varice, ſet ſo high a price upontheir wares, that whereas a Pico of filk was at firlt not worth 
forty Talezs, it roſe before the end of eight dayes to an hundred and threeſcorezat which rate 
too the Merchants ſeemed to part with it very willingly. Thus by the means of chis unreaſona- 
ble defire of gain nine Juncks, which were then in the Port, were in 15 days ready to ſer Sail; 
chough to ſay the cruth chey were all in ſach diſorder, and ſo unprovided, that ſoine amongft 
them had no other Pi'ors then the Maſters themſelyes,who had bur lircle underſtanding in Na+ 
vigation. In this bad order they departed all in company together one Sunday morning, not- 
withſtanding that they had the wind,the ſeaſon,the ſea,and all things elſe contrary,not (uffer- 
ing themſelyes to be guided by reaſon, or the conſideration of the dangers which they are (tbe 
ie unto that commit themſelyes to this Elememr;For they were ſo obſtinate,& fo blinded,zs 
they would not repreſent any inconyenience to themſelyes ; and I my (elf was ſo — 
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that I went along with them in one of their Veſl:1s, In this manner chey ſailed all that ſame 
day, as it were groping berween the Iſlands and the firm Land ; but about midnight there a- 
roſe in the dark ſo mighty a Storm, accompanied with ſuch horrible raingthat ſuffecing them» 
ſely.s to be carried at the mercy of the wind, they ran upon the Sands of Getops, where of the 
nine Juncks,rwo only,as it were by miracle,were ſavedſo chat the other ſeven were loſt,out 
of which not ſo much as one man eſcaped, This loſs was thougac to amount unto above three 
hundred thouſand Crowns in Commodities, beſides the greater, which was of ſix iundred per- 
ſons that left their lives there , whereof there were an hundred and forty Poremgals, all rich 
men,znd of quality. As for the other two Juncke, in one of the which by good hap I was, joyn- 
ing in conſort cogecher, they follow:d the coutle they had begun, until ſuch cune as they ar- 
rived at the Iſland of the Lequzos ; There we were beaten with ſo furious a Norch-ealt wind, 
which increaſed by the conjunRion of the new Moon, that our veſlels were ſeparated in ſuch 
ſort as we could n2yer ſee on: another again, After dinner the wind turned to Weſl-North= 
welt, whereby the Sea was ſo moved, and the waves roſe with ſuch fury,as it was a moſt dread- 
ful chipg to behold ; wrereupon our Captain, named Gaſpar els, a very couragious Gentle. 
man, ſceing the greateſt part of the prow of the Junck to be halt open, and that there was 
nine ſpans water In the botcom of her, he reſolyed by the advice of all che Officers to cur 
down the two Maſts, whoſe weight was the cauſe of the opening of the Junck;bowbeir this 
could not be done with ſuch care, but that the main Maſt in its fall overwhelmed fourteen 
p:rſons, whereof five were Porrugals, which were all cruſhed in pieces, a ſpeRacle ſo lamen- 
table to behold that it exceedingly grieved eyery mans heart, Now foraſmuch as the Storm 
increaſed more and more, we w.re conſtrained to let our (elves be carried at the mercy of the 
Sea,even vnrtil Sun-ſ2r,at which time the J unck made an end of (pliccing quite aſunder;where- 
upon our Ciptain,:nd eyery one of us,ſecing the deplorable eſtate whereunto our ſins had re- 
duced us,fell ro preparing our ſelves for our laſt end. Having in this ſort paſt away half of the 
nighc, about che ficſt quarter of the watch we ſtruck upon a Shelf, where at the fir blow the 
Junck broke all co pieces, the event whereof was ſo lamentable chat threeſcore and two men 
lefc their lives there, ſome of which were drowned, and the reſt ſqueezed ro death under the 
Keel of che Veſlel. 

There were bur four and twenty of us, beſides ſome women, that eſcaped from this miſera- 
ble Shipwrack ; Now as ſoon as ic was day we perceived by the tight of the Iſland of fire, and 
of the Mountain of 7Taydacane, that the Land where we were was the great Lequio, where- 
upon with tears inour eyes recommending our ſelyes ro God,and marciung vp tothe brett in 
water, w2 ſwam oyer certain deeper places, and (0 went five dayzs rogether in great pain, not 
finding ia all chat time any ching to eat bur che flime whict: the Sea caſt up on the mud z 
Howbelir at leng:hby the mercy of God we got to land, where going into the woods we ſu. 
{tained our ſelyes with a certain herb like unco Sorrell, whereof there was great plenty along 
theſe Coalts, which was all the nouriſhment that we had for three days ſpace that we wore 
there, unti: at lalt we were eſpyed by a boy that was keeping ot catrel,who as ſoon as he had 
diſcovered (Gs, ran to the next Village, which was ſome quarcer of a league off, for co give no= 
tice of it to the inhabicants there z who preſently thereupon with the ſound of Drums-and 
Cornets afiembled all cheir Neighbours round abour rhem, ſo that wichin chree or four hours 
they were a Company of about cwo hundred men, whereof there were fourteen on hor gback- 
As ſoon as they deſcried us afar off, they made direRly towards us ; whereupon our Captain, 
ſeeing the wretched eltate whereumto we were reduced, fell down upon his knees, and began 
to encourage us Wich many good words, deſiring us to remember , That nothing in the world 
could fall owt without the Providence of God, and therefore like good Chriſtians we fhould aſ- 
ſure our ſelves it was his pleaſure, that thu ſhould be the laſt boxr of our lives, ſo that we 
could not do better then to conform onr ſelves to bus holy will, and with patience imbrace this 
pitiful end, which came from his Almighty hand, craving pardon from the bottoms of our he arts 
for all our fins paſt ; and tha: for himſelf he had ſnch confidence in his mercy , that we duly 
repenting uszaccording as we were obliged by his holy Commandments , he would nat forget us 
71 that our extremity, Having made us this Exhortation, and lifred up bis hands to Heaven, 
he cried out three times cog2ther with-abundance of tears, Lord have mercy upon xs, Which 
words were reiterated by all the reſt, bur with ſuch Gghs and groans of true Chriſtians, and 
ſo full of deyotion and zeal,that I may cruly ſay,the thing which then we feared leaſt was that 
which naturally is moſtabhorr'd. As we were in this grieyous agony (ix horſmen came unto 
| us, 
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as, and bcholding us in a manner naked, without arms, on the ground on our knees, and 
:wo women lying as it were dead before us, they were ſo moyed wich compaſſion, that four 
of chem turning back ro the foormen, which were coming on, made them all to tar,nor ſuf= 
fering chem to approach us ; Howbeir aliccle afcer they came tous again, bringing withchem 
[1x foormen, which ſeemed to be ſome of the Officers of Jutiice, who by the commandmenc 
of the horſinen ried us, three and chree together , and with ſome ſhew of pity bid us, That 
we ſhould not be afraid , for that the King of the Lequios was a man greatly fearing God, 
and very well inclined to the poor, upon whom he continually beſtowed much alms : Motcover, 
tbey (wore unto us by their Liw, that we ſhould receive no huct ; yet. could we nor by any 
means be perſwaded thereunco, for at that time we had (© lirtle hope of life, that if perſons 
worthy of czedit had aflured us of ir, we ſhould hardly have believed chem,much leſs choſe cru= 
el and dereitable Genti/es, who neither bad Religion, nor any knowledge of God : When they 
ad tied us cogether, the foormen placed us ig the mid(t of chem, while(t thoſe on borsback 
courſed up and down on every lide, as chough they had gone the round, now we no ſoonet 
bzgan to march, bur that the three women which were wich us, more dead then alive, fell 
down on the place in a ({woon, partly through their narural weakneſs, and partly through the 
fzar they were in ; ſo that the footimen were forced to take rhem up in their arms, and each 
one to catty them inhis turn, howbeic for all thar before we could arrive 2c the place whicher 
they were leading us, rwo of the rhree died, and were left in the Wood for a prey tothe 
Wolyes, Foxes, and other Wild-beatts, whereof we ſaw great plenty thereabour, Ac lepgth 
zfrer we hd marched a good while we arrived about Sur-ſet at a great Borough where we 
were preſently put into a Pagode,or Temple,of theirs, which was invitoned with very high 
walls ; and yet for the more ſecurity they placed an hundred men abour ir ro guard us all thar 
night, who with their cries and beating of their Drums kept us waking till the next morn- 
ing ; for the noiſe thereof, and che conſideration of our preſent milery, would nor ſuffer us to 
cake any reſt, 


CHAP. XLVII. 
The carrying of wa to the Town of Pungor , aud preſenting 24 to the 
Broquen , Governour of the Kingdom z with that 
which enſued upon it. 
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A S ſoon as ir ws morning the next day the chiefeſt women of th: Town came to vilit Seft.2; 


us,and in the Way Of charity broughe us a quantity of Rice, boyled fiſh,and cerrain fruits 

of th: Country (or us to eat, ſhewing chemſelyes ro be much moved wich our miſery, as well 
by cheir words, as by their tears z and ſeeing the extream need we fiood in of clothes,for that 
we had liccle. or ſcarce any,upon our bodizs, fix amongſt chem, which for that purpoie were 
choſen by the ret, wenc a begging for us through all che fireets of the Town, ſaying ; 0 good 
folks, good folks, which make profeſſion of the Law of the Lord, whoſe property i is, if one may 
ſay fo, to ſhew himſelf prodigal towards us by communicating his benefits unto 4 , come forth of 
your houſes to behald the ih of our fleſh, which the wrath of the hand of the Lord Almighty 
bath touched , and ſuecour them with your alms, tothe ewd the mercy of his greatneſs may not 
abandon you , 4 it hath dane thens. Theſe words were of (uch force to (tir up their charity, 
a$ Within lefs then an hour we were abundancly furniſhed with all chings neceflary for us : 
Bur abour chree of the clock in,the afrernoon came a Poſt ro this Borough with lecrers ro the 
Xivalon of the place,thar is the Captain thereof, who had yo ſooner read them, bur be cauſed 
two Drums co heat an Alarum, atthe ſound whereof all the people aflembled together in a 
great Pagode or Temple, wizre our of a window be ſpake unto them, and gave them to un- 
derftand chat the Brequen, the Governor of che Kingdom, bad commanded us to be broughr 
cOthe Town of Paygor, which was ſore ſeven leagues from thence, The molt part of them 

at firſt refuſed ro obey this command, ſo that there was great contention about it,in ſuch ſort 

thai nothing could be agreed upon all that gay, by means whereof the Poſt was returned to 

th: Broques With a r2lation of that which had palt, and ſo we were left there till eight of the 

clock the next mernivg, ar v-hich time two Peretandeos, Who are as it were Judges, came ac- 

companied wit! divers Burgeſles, and ſome twenty horſmen,unto us, and afrec many writings 

drawn up by certain publique Regitters concerning us, they. ſent us away the ſame day to a 


Town,calied Gondex1lan,where we were put into a dungeon,ade in rhe faſhion of a Cittern, 
remaining 
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remaining there till the next day up to the middle in filchy Randing water, that was f.i! 
of horſleeches, which made us all gore blood : As ſoon as it was morning they carried us to- 
wards Punrgor, Where we arrived about four of the clock in the afternoon ; now becauſe it was 
late the Broquen would not ſee us till the day following z and then bound together as we were, 
he cauſed us co be led rhrough four of che principall fireers of che Ciry , where the people 
thropging from all parts to behold us, ſeemed much co pity our miſery,chiefly che women ; In 
this manner we were brought to a Court of Juſtice,where there was a great many of Offeers, 
amongſt whom we continued a long time _—_ for the coming of the Judge,at leng*h up- 
on the thrice (triking of a clock, a door that Rood juſt again(t the place where we attended, 
was preſently opened, by which we entred into a yery ſpacious Hall,where the Governour ſar 
upon a Throne all adorned with rich tapeſiry,and under a Cloth of State of filyer rinſelzroun\ 
abour him were {ix Uſhers upon their knees,carrying Maces on their ſhoulders,and all along 
the room ſtood a Guard with Halberds in their hands,damasked with gold and filyer; All che 
re(t of the Hall was full of people of divers Nations,che like whereof we had not ſeen in thoſe 
Cuntries. Afcer filence was 1mpolcd on all chat were preſent, we proſirated our ſelves be- 
fore the Throne of the Broguen, and weeping ſaid unto him, Sir, we beſeech thee by that God 
which hath made Heaven and Earth, andon whcſe power we all of ua depend, to take pity of onr 
miſerable fortune ; for ſince the waves of they Sea have brought ma to the lamemable eſtate, 
and wretched condition wherein thor ſeeſt 14 , we maſt hunbly deſire thee that thy goodneſs will 
be pleaſed to put # imo a better before the King , to the end he may be incited to have com- 
paſſion on us poor ſtrangers , that are deſtitute of all ſuccour and favour of the world ; for ſo it 
hath pleaſed God to have it inregard of onr ſins. Ar theſe words the Br:quen looking on them 
chat were about him, and ſhaking his head , What think you of theſe people, ſaid he unto them, 
verily here is one of them that ſpeaks of God 4s a man which hath the knowledge of bu truth, 
ſo that we may conclud: without all doubt, that there js another great world whereof we have no 
matice , wherefore ſince theſe men know the Souree of all good, it 14 reaſonable that we ſhould 
proceed with them according to the requeſt they have made unto ws with ſo many tears ; Where- 
upon turning towards us, who all this whiie lay proftrated on the ground, with our hands 
lifted up, as if we wtre worſhipping God ; I muſt confeſs , ſaid he unto us, that I have ſo 
great compaſſion of your miſery, and am ſogrieved to ſee you ſo poor as you are, as 1 aſſure you 
2 all verity, that 1 had rather , if it were the good pleaſure of the King, be likg one of you, as 
wretched as you are , thentoſece my ſeif in thus office , which queſtionleſs was conferred on me 
for my ſins, wherefore I wou!d be loth to offend you, but the duty of my place obliging me there- 
wnto, I muſt deſire you as friends not to be troubled , if 1 ack you ſome queſtions, which are ne- 
ceſſary for the good of Juſtice ; and 4s touching your deliverance, if God affords me life, be afſu- 
red you ſhall have it, for I am moſt confident that the King my Maſter: 1»: lination to the pooy 
5 truly Royal. Theſe promiſes exceedingly contented us ; and to thank him for them we had 
recourte tO our rears, Which we ſhed in abundance, for our hearts were ſo full, as we could 
not poſſibly bring forth a word to anſiver him, 

T 1e Brequen called tour Regiſters, rhe two Peretandaos of the Court aforeſaid, and ſome 
eleven or ewelve other Officers of Fultice, to come immediately before him ; Then riſing on 
his feer , he began with a ſeyere countenance, and a naked Scymitar in his hand, to exa- 
wine us, ſpeak'ng {> loud as eyzry one might hear him ; 1 Pinaquila, ſaid he, Broguen 
of thu City of Pungor by the good pleaſure of bim whons we all hold for the hairs ef aw 
heads, King of the Nation of the Lequios, and of all thi Conntry of the two Seas, where 
the freſh and ſalt waters divide the Mynes of hu treaſures, do adviſe and command you 
by the rigour and force of my words , to tell me clearly, and with a clean beart , what peoples, 
and of what Nation Jon are , as alſo where your Country is, and how it # called? To this 
demand we anſwered according co th2 truth, that we were Porr#gals, Natives of AMalsca. 
it i well, added he, but what adventure brought you into this Country, and whither did you 
intend to go when as you- ſuffered ſhipmrack? We replyed thereunto, Thac being Merchancs, 
who make no orher profeſhon then of craffique , we had imbarqued our ſelyes in the King- 
dom of Cxiza, for to go from the Port of Liamps to T avixumas, Where we had former- 
ly been; bus that arriving near to the Iſland of Fire we were ſurprized by a mighty rem- 
pelt, ſothar not able to oppoſe the violence of the Sea,we were conltrained to lie at the mer- 
cy of the winds for the ipace of three dayes and three nights rogether ; and thar at the end 
chereof our Junck ran her ſelf upon the Sands of Taydicar, where, of ninety and two Fn 
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rat we were, threeſcore and eight were drowned, no more eſcaping of that great number 
2: theſe four and twenty of us which flood before him all cov{red over with Wounds, thar 
were: ſav:d(asit were by miracle)through the ſpecial grace of God. Ar cleſe words (tznding 
a lic1 le-1n ſuſpence, By what title, replied he, did you poſſeſs ſo mach Ricker, and ſo many 
piece 5 of Silk which were in your Juuck, and that were worth above an hundred Tatis, as 1 am 
;nfor.med ; Truly, it is not credible that you could ger ſo much Wealth any other way then by 
:hiet Ing, which being a preat offence apainFt God, 15 4 thing proper to the ſervarts of the Sar= 
rent of the houſe of Ac. and 0; to thoſe of the houſe of the Sun, where they that are juſt, and 
of a pure heart,do bath themſelves amidſt the perfumes in the great Pool of the Almighty: We 
1nſwered hereunto, that afluredly ws Were Mzrchatits, and nor Thieves, as te was pleaſed to 
< hargg us, becauſe the God in whom we belizved forbad us by his holy Law, either ro kill or 
10 rg. Hereupon the Broguen beholding them rhar were about him 3 Doxbr/eſs, continued 
tv2, if that which theſe men affirm be true, we may well ſay than they are like unto 11, and that 
heir God is much better then all others, as me thinks may be iyferred from the truth of their 
words, Then turning himſelf to.varys us he Eximined us, as before, w:th a fern counte- 
nance, and the behaviour of a Judge that exetciſeth his charge with incegrity In this exa- 
mination he beſtowed almoſt an hour, and in the [alt place ſaid unto us; / would fain know 
why thoſe of your Country, when as herttofore they took _Malaca, carried thereunto by extreme 
avarice, did kill owr men with ſo little (pity? which us ſtill made good by ſo many Widows who 
in theſe Countries have ſaryived their Husbands, Tothis we ttiade aniwer, how that bape 
pened rathzr by che chance of War, then out of any delite off Robbing, which we had never 
uſed codoin any place whereſoever we came 3 What 5s this you ſay, replied hej can you main- 
tain that he that conquers deth net rob ? that he that ſeth foret, doth not kill ? that he which 
ſhews himſelf covetons, ts not a Thief ? that he which oppreſſeth, performs not the attion of a 
Tyrant ? and lo, all theſe are the goodly qualities. which are given to you, and whereof you are 
ſaid to be culpable, and that by the affirmation of werity it ſelf : whence it ts manifeſt, that Gods 
abardowng of you, and permitting the Waves of the Sea to ſwdllow you up, is rather a pure ef- 
felt of bw juſtice, then any injury that is done to you, This ſaid, he aroſe out of the Chair 
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where he was ſet, and commanded the Officers to return us back to Prifon,promiling to give - 


us audience according tothe grace which it ſhould pleaſe.the King to ſhew us,& the compale 
fion thar he would have of us ; wherewich we were vety tmoch afflited, and.in great defpair 
of our ſives. The next day the King was advertiſed, as well of our impriſonment, as of the 
Anſwers we had made, by the Brogues's Letters. wherein he had intermingled fomerhiog in 
fayor of us;>y means whereof he did not cauſe us to be execured,as it was ſard he had reſolved 
ro have done upon certain falſe reports Which the (hineſes had made to him of us.In this Pri. 
ſon we continued yery near 2 moneths,with much paingnzver heating in at{thar crime fo much 
as any word ſpoken of that firſt proceeding againſt us. Now foraſmuch as the King defired 
to be more amply informed concerning us by otherfmore particulat inquiries then cheLerrers 
of th: Broguen, he (ent a cercain man unto us,named: Ravdimaa, for ro come ſecretly to the 
Priſon where we Were, to the end that under the pretext of being a Merchant-(tranger, he 
might exa&ly learn the cauſe of, our arrival in thar place, and chat upon the report he ſhould 
make thereof to the King he might proceedto do thar which ſhould ſeem juſt unco him. How- 
beic,though this was cloſely carried,yer was it our good fortune to be atyertiſed of it the day 
before his coming co us,ſo that we had time enough to arm our ſelves outwardly with all che 
apparances of milery and afflition we could poſſibly deviſe,and counterteir;which expedienc 
next co Gods aſſiſtance (food us in more Read' rhen any other we could bave though upon. 
This man then came one morning well accompanied co the Priſon; and atter he had viewed 
us all one after another, he cali&d to bim the Jarabaca, who ſerved to interpret for him ; 
ek theſe men, (aid he, what is the cauſe that the mighty hand of God hath ſo'abandoned them. 
as to permit their lives, through an effett of his Divine Tuftice,to be ſabjetied tothe judgement 
of men, without baving ſo much remorſe of conſcience, as to ſet before their eyes the terrour of 
that dreadful viſion which doth uſe to fright the ſoul at the laſt paiþ of a mans life; for it us to 
be believed, that they who have done that which I obſerve in them, have heaped ſin upon ſin, 
We anſwered him thereunto, that he had a great deal of reaſon for what he ſpake, in'regard 
it was very probable thatithe ſins of men were the principal cauſe of rheir ſufferings ; how. 
heic that God, as the Soyzreign Lord of all, did nevertheleſs in that caſe accuſtome to 
take pity of them ; who with fobs and rears contiuual!y called upon hun,and that it was alſo 
his 
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his bounty wherein all our hope was placed, to the end he would bz pleaſed ro inſpire the 
Kings heart With a will tofſdo us jultice according ro our works, for that we wete poor {tran- 
oers deitirute of all fayour, a thing whereof men make molt account in this world. That 
which, you ſay, replied he, i very well, provided that your bearts be conformable to your words, 
and then you are not to be found fanlt with, for it us moſt certain, that he Which enamels all 
that our ces do behold for the beaxtifying of the night, and that hath likewiſe made wharſorver 
the day doth ſhew ws for the ſuſtenance of man, who are but Worms of the Earth, will not refuſe 
Jou your deliverance, ſeting you beg of him with ſo many /gbs and tearsy, wherefore I intreat 
ou not to diſſe mble with me, but truly to confeſs what 1 defire to underſtand from you at this 
preſent ; namely, what People you are? of what Nation? in what part of the IVorld you live 
in, and how the King dom of your King ts named? whereunto you. ſhall adde the cauſe that hath 
brought you hither ,and to Fan place you are going with ſo much Riches which the Sea bath caſt 
upon the ſhoars of Taydican, whereat all the Inhabitants have ſo wondred, as they werAer - 

waded that you were Maſters of all the Trade of China > In theſe, and other ike Queſti- 
ons, Which this Spie asked of us, we returned him ſuch Anſwers as were moſt behoofull for 
us to give him; wherewith he was ſo contented, that making us many offers, he promiſed to 
move the King for our deliverance. In the mean time he ſpake not a word co us of the oc- 
cafion for which he was ſent, bur Rtill feigned himſelf co be a Rranger, and a Merchant like 
one of us. Howbeic when he went away, he carefully recommended us to the Gaoler, and 
willed him not to ler us want any thing, promifing to ſatisfie him for it ro his content; In 
acknowledgment whereof we gave him man bumble thanks wich cears in our eyes, where- 
by he was greatly moved to compaſſion, £0 that he gave us a Braceler of Gold rhat weighed 
thirty Ducates, and alſo ſix Sacks of Rice, and wichill deſired us co excuſe him for theiſmal. 
neſs of the Preſent he had given us. Afcer this he returned back co the King, unto whom 
he rendred an account of all that had paſt wich us, aſſuring him that we were not ſuch as che 
Chixeſes h1d made him to believe, and offer:d for proof thereof to pawn his liſe an hundred 
cimes, if need were, which was the cauſe that the King abated much of the ſuſpition where« 
withall they had inveigled him abour our manner of lying. Bur as he was reſolying to give 
ordet for our enlargement, as we!l upon the report of this man, as in regard of the Leccer 
which the Broques had written bim, there arrived art the Port a Chineſe Pyrat wich four 
Juncks, unto whom the King gave his Country for the _ of Retreat, upon condition 
that he ſhould ſhare with him the moiry of the B>oty which be ſhould cake, by means where. 
of he was in great fayour with the King, and all of them of che Councry, Now foraſmuch 
2$ Our fins would haye ic, chat this Pyrac was one of the greateſt Enemies che Pore wg als had 
at that cime, by reaſon of a. Fight that we had with him a lictle before in che Port of Lamar, 
where Lancerote Parejra, born at Lyma, commanded in chief, and in which he bad 2'Juncks 
burnt, and 3oo of his men ſlain ; this Dog was no ſooner advertiſed of our Impriſoamene, 
and how the King was reſolved to free us, bur that he imbroiſed the buſineſs in a range 
manner, and cold him ſo many Lies of us, that he lacked bur liccle of perſwading him, chat 
ere long we would be the cauſe of the loſs of his Kingdom : For be aflured bim that ic was 
our cuſtometo p'ay the Spies in a Country under pretence of Trading, and then to make our 
ſelves Maſters of 1r,Robbers as we were, potting all co the Sword that we met wirhall in it 
which wrought ſo powerfully with the King, chat he revoked all chat he had reſolved to have 
done; and changing his minde he ordained that in regard of what had beem told him, we 
ſhould each of us be diſmemb:ed into 4 quarters, and che ſame ſer up in the publick reets, 
that all che World might know we had deſerved co be uſed ſo.

The Kinglef the Lequios ſending a crue! Sentence againſt ws to the Broquen 
F the Town, whore we were Priſoners, to the end be ſhould put 
it in execution 3 and that which happened nnto ta, 
till oxr arrival at Liampoo;. 


Ser AR that chis crue! Sentence of Death had been pronounced againſt us, the King ſent « 
: Peretanda to the Brognen of the City, where we were Priſoners, to the end chat with- 

in 4 days it ſhould be executed upon our perſons. This Peretanda departed preſently away, 
and upon his arrival at the City, he went and lodged himſelf at a certain Widows __ 
that 
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that vvas his Siſter, a very honourable Womar, and from vvhom vye had received much Alms; 
This ſame man :aving fecretly imported unto ner the cauſe of his coming, and hovy he vvas 
not tO return but vvitha good Certificate unto the King of the performance of this executi- 
on, ſhe vvenc (trairvyay, and acquainted a Niece of hers vvith ir, vvho vyas Daughter co the 
Brequen of thz City, in veboſe houle lay a Portugal Woman, the Wife of a Pilot vvho vyas a 
Prito'ter vvith us, and 2 Children of hers, defiring then to comfort her, ſhe diſcoy:red unto 
her all tbac ſhz had learnt, vvhich ſhe had no ſooner undertiood, bur that extremely afflited 
at ſo (2d a nevvs, ſh: fell inſtantly to che ground in a ſvyoon, vvhereia ſhe continued a long 
time ſpeechleſs;Ac lengeh being come to her (elf again,ſhe fell co rearing of her chezks ſo cru- 
elly vvith her nails,thar all her tac2 vvas nothing buc gore-bloud,vyhich,for chat ic vvas a nevv 
and extraordinary thing in thit Country, vyas incortinently ſpread abroad throughout all the 
Ciry, inſomuch that all che Women being frighted vvich ity the molt part of them vyent forth 
with cheir Children in cheir hands to the Broguen's Daughters houſe, vyhere the Portugal 


Woman yvas, morz ready to die, then to anſyver to the Queſtions one cr another asked n<r, 


and beingjexcecdingly moved vvich picy to behold her, ſo lamentably caking on, droyvned all 
in tears and bloud, yvhich paſſion and grief bad dravvn from her, th:y all reſolved to vyrice a 
Letrer in fayour of us tothe Queen, the Kings Mother, as accordingly they did, and tiiz con- 
cents of ic vyere theſe ; Sacred Pearl, congealed inthe greateſt ſhall of the profoundeſt depth of 
the Waters ; thou Star, enamelled with rays of Fire ; thou treſs of golden hair, intermixed with 
a Garlandof Roſes, whoſe feet are ſorepleniſh.d with greatneſs that they reſt upon the top of our 
heads, like to Rubies enchaced in Gold, whereof the price is ineſtimable: We that are xo other 
then the leaſt and pooreſt of thy creatures, the\daughters and kinſwomen of the Broquen's wife, 
together with the reſt of thy captives that have ſet their hands to theſe preſents, do maks our 
moan unto thee concerning a thing which we have ſeen with our eyes, that ts, a porr Woman, a 
ſtranger, who ſeems to have neither fleſh nor face, drowned as (he 1s it a pool of bloud. beating 
ber breaſt wth ſuch cruelty as would ſtir up even wilde beafts n.the Forreſt to compo ſſion, and 
ſtrike fear into every One, Moreover we have heard her cry ſo loud, as we aſſure thee by the 
Law of all verity, that if God would lend an car unto her, as we believe be will, becauſe he doth 
uſually aſſiſt the poor, that are deijiſed of the world, it is to be feared that ſome great chaſtiſe- 
ment of Famine or Fire will fall upon wa; wherefore the extreme apprehenſion which we have 
of theſe things, cauſeth ua to jon all our voices together, like little children bungry after their 
mothers, and humbly beſeech thee, that caſting thine eyes upon the ſoul of the deceaſed King, 
thy Husband, for whoſe ſake we beg this of thee, thou wilt vouchſafe to make thy ſelf !the the 
Saints, ſetting aſide'all refÞeR of the fleſh; For the more thou ſhalt do for God, the greater thon 
ſhalt be in bus houſe, where we verily believe thou ſhalt finde the Ktng thy Husband, ſinging to 
the ſound of the harp of thoſe children, that have never ſinned, the ſong of this charitable alms, 
which for Gods ſake, and his, I pray thee ts obtain of the King, thy ſon: And this we hope ſhall 
be a means to move him, both for the love of God, and of thy ſelf, as alſo by the force of our 
tears and cries, totake pity on theſe ſtrangers, and freely pardon them all the faults, wher'with 
they are wnjuſtly charged, ſince, as "xs. <r" they are not the Saints of Heaven that wſe to 
accuſe us, but men, that are infamorws, and of an evil life, to whom we are forbidden to lend an 
ear. Conchemilau, the fa ir Gentlewoman, and well born, but above all more honorable then all 
thoſe of this Cuy, for having been bred wp in thy ſervice by her Aunt, ſhall repreſent unto thee 
onthe behalf of God, and the King thy Husband, for the love of whom we prefer this Requeſt 
wunto thee, all the other particularities of thus affair, as alſo the grievom tears and groans o 
theſe poor folks, and the extreme ſadneſs and fear of all the inhabitants af this place, who moſt 
earneſtly beſeech thee to preſent thetr humble Suit ta the King, thy Son, cheriſhed above all 
others, onwhom it may pleaſe theiLord of all good to beſtow ſo much thereof, 4s with that, which 
onely ſhall be reſting on him, all theſe people, that inhabit the Land, and Iſlands of the Sea, may 
be repleniſhed, This Letter, figned by above an hundred'of che chieteft of the Women of 
the Cicy, was ſent by a Gentlewoman, the Daughter of the Mandarin Comanilau, Gover- 
nour of the 1{land of Bazoaa, which is on the Sourh-(ide of that of the Lequios, and good 
luck would have it that this young Damoſel came thicker, hut 3 days b:fore the Sentence of 
death was to be put into execution upcn Us, in the company of 2 of her Brothers, and 10 or 
11 Gentlemen, her Kinſinen. 
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This Gentleu oman being arrived at the Cicy of Biator, Where th2 King and Queen his Se. li 


Mother were, fac went tothe houſe of an Aunt of hers, the chief Lady of Honour to the 
Ee Queen 
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Queen, and that infinicely loved her,to whom ſhe rendred an account of the occaſion of her 
coming, and withall repreiented unto her how much ic imported both her honour and credir, 
ſeeing all the reſt had made choice of her for this «fair, that her Highneſs ſhould grant her 
the grac2 which all of them together made ſuch ſuir unto her for: The Lady h:wing given 
her Niece the belt welcome that poſſibly ſhe could by all demon{irations of her affeRion,ſh: 
ſaid unto her, that Gnce ſhe perceived this bufinzſs ſo much concerned her honor, ſhe wonld 
Labor by all the means ſhe could thar ſhe ſhould not rerurn diſcontented,and frufirated of the 
hope of her R=queti, the racher for thar the thing was jult in ic ſelf, and ſo earnzſtly ſoughe 
for by ſo may great Ladiesz whereupon ch: Gentle oman, having given her very humble 
thanks, beſought her to diipatch the buſineſs with as much ſpeed as might be, in regard we 
had bu: 2 days more to live,acco'ding to the cenour of our Sencence,after which time all help 
would be bur in vain. Since it #s ſo, anſwered her Aunt, and that for want of requiſite dils- 
gence the poor Wretches are like to [1 uffer the puniſhment whereuzto the King hath deſtined them 
pon the Chineſes report, 1 will go and lay my ſelf at the Queens feet, aſſoon 45 ſhe awakes, 
which will be within an hour at the furtheſt, to the end that this novelty, not having done ſo 
theſe 6 years by reaſon of my indifÞoſition, may draw her to demand of me the cauſe of it. Ha- 
ving (aid this, ſhe leſt her Niece behinde her,and went and opened a Gallery door, whereof 
ſhe alone had the Key, and ſoentred into the Chamber where the Queen lay ; A while after 
che Queen avaking,tound her lying at her feet, whereupon ſhe ſaid unto her, How how Nhay 
Meicamur, (ior ſo was this Lady called) what is it hath brought you bhuther at this time ? cer- 
rainly it is ſome extraordinary matter, Madam, aniwered ſhe, that which your Majeſty 
ſays is very trut, and 1 aſſure my ſelf that ut will ſeem no leſs ſtrange 1 your ears, then it was 
to me to ſee my Niece arrive here lately with ſo much ſorrow and grief, that 1 ans not able to 
expreſs it in words, Th: Queen having then commanded her to call her in, ſhe preſently 
ferch:d her ; The firtt ching thar this young Genclewoman did, was to proftrare her ſelf be- 
fore the Qu2.n, who was in hr Bed, and fo told her weeping the occation that brought her 
cthicher, and therewithall preſented her with the Letter, which the Q1een commanded her to 
r2ad,zs accordingly ſhe did z and it-is ſaid che Queen was ſo moyed with compaſſion at it, 
that not enduting to have her raake an end of reading ir, ſhe ſaid many rimes unto hr with 
rears in her eyes ; Enough, enough, 1 will kear no more of it at this time; and ſince the buſineſs 
ſtands in the terms you ſpeak, of , God, and the Soul of the King my Husband, for whoſe ſake 
all theſe Ladies beg the boon of me, forbid, that theſe poo Wretches (hould loſe their lives 
fo unjwſtly ; The falſe reports which the Chineſes have made of them, together with the mi- 
ſeries they had endured at Sea, may ſerve them inflead of great Panda wherefore, 
rely upon me for your Regueſt, and in the meaz ſpace withdraw your ſelves till tomorrow morn- 
mg betrmes, when we wilt go all three to the King my Son before it be day, and then you ſhall 
read this Letter to his, as you haveread it to megthat being incited to pity be may makg no 
difficulty to grant us that which we demand of him with ſo much reaſon. Th's reſolution taken, 
the Queen was no ſooner up the next day,but carrying along with her onely her chief Lady, 
and the Gentlewoman her Niece,ſhe paſt through a Gallery to the Chamb:r of the King her 
Son,whom ſh2 found (till in bed, and having rendred him an account of the occaſion of her 
coming, ſhe commanded the Gentlewoman to read the Letter, as alſo to tell by word of 
mourh all that h2d happened in chat affair, which the Gentlewoman performed very exaRtly, 
bur not wichour mingling her cears with thoſe of her Aunts, as we knew afrerwards: In 
the mean time the King looking on his Mother ; Madam, anſwered he unto her, I w 
needs confeſs , that 1 dream'd this might how I ſaw my ſelf before an angry Tndge, who 
carrying his haud three times to bus face, as if he had threatued me, 1 promiſe thee, ſaid 
he nnto me, that if the bloud of theſe ſtrangers doth cry unto me for vengeance, thoy and thine 
ſhall ſatisfie my juſtice, which makes me | a that aſſuredly this Viſion came from God, 
for whoſe ſake 1 will do this Alms to his praiſe, giving them both life and liberty, that ſo they 
may go where they will; and moreover 1 will cauſe a Veſſel to be provided for them, furniſhed 
with all things they ſhall need,all at mine own charge, The Queen gave the King her Son thanks 
for this his grear grace unro chem,and withall commanded her Lady and che Gentlewoman 
ro kiſs his feer,as inſtantly they did,and ſo the Qyeen retired to her own lodging. Hereupon 
the King ſent for the Chambin to command him thar the Sentence againſt us might be revo- 
kedzrelling him all that had paſt,as well concerning his D reawgas theRequeſt the Queen his 
Mother had made unto him,which be had granted her: Then theOfficers of Juſtice commenc'» 
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ivg the King mitch for this »ion, revoking the fo:mer, drew up another Sentence in fayout 
of us, Which contained words io this effz& ; Broquen of my City of Pungor, 7, the Lerd of 


ſeven Generations , and of the hairs of thy head, dv ſend thee the ſmiles of my month, that thy. 
reputation may be thereby angmented, Conſidering the information which the Chineſes had - 


given me of the permcious manner of living of theſe ſtrangers, aſſuring me by a ſolemm oath, 
and wpon the fanth they owe uno their Gods, that infallibly they were Pirats and robbers, who 
uſed no other trade them to ſteal away other mens goods, and bathe thetr hands in the blood of thoſe 
that would defend their own according to reaſon, as they ſaid was manifeſt to all the world, 
which they have run over , nat leaving any Iſland, Port of the Sea, River, nor Land, that 
they have not invaded with fire and ſword, committing ſuch enorm16 and horiible crimes, 
as for fear of offending God, 1 may not m:ntion. «All which things have at firſt ſight ſeemed 
unto me moſt worthy to bs puniſhed 1n Juſtice according to the Laws of my Kingdom ; wheres 
fore 'l ſent their Praces to the principal Officers of my Crown , who all with one common conſent 
ſwore unto me that theſe ſtrangers deſerved not only one, but many deaths, if it were poſſivle: 
ſo that relying upon their advice , 1 wrote unts Nhay Peretanda, that he ſhon/d exjoyn thee 
from me not 10 ful within four dayes to put that Sentence of mine in exeeution. Now foraſ- 
much as the chiefeſt Dames of your City, whoms 1 bold for my kinſwomen, have been Suttors 
wnto me ſince , that 1 manld be pleaſed to beſtow their lives upon them hy way of an alms, al- 
ledg ing many reaſons in their Letters ro that purpoſe , whereby 1 might be induced not to deny; 
but rather to accord them that grace ; the fear which 1 have leaſt theit tries ſhould in caſe of 
refuſal arrive at the higheſt of the Heavens , where that Lord liveth reigning, whoſe proper- 
ry it 6. have pity on the tears which are truly ſhed by thoſe that have a right z4al to bis holy 
Law, hath wrought ſ» with me, that freeing my ſelf from that blind paſſion whereunts the 
fleſh reudred me inclined, I would nat let my choler prevail over the blood of thoſe wretcher. 
For which reaſons I command thee , that as ſoon as this fair Gentlewoman, who ts of noble 
extrattion , and my kjnſwoman, ſhall preſent thee theſe Letters, ſigned with my hand, where- 
with, 1 confeſs, 1 am well contented, in regard of the perſons that bave made this Site aunts 
me, than go uno the priſon, whither thou haſt committed theſe ſtrangers , and that without 
all delay thou ſet them at liberty, 4s alſo that thou fuarmſh them with aveſſel at my charge, 
giving them moreover ſuch alms as the Law of the Lord commandeth thee to beſtow on them, 
and that teo with a liberal band ; whereupon thow ſhalt tell them, that they may go away with- 
out ſeeing my Perſon, for which 1 will diſpenſe with them , as well beeauſe that labour would 
be to wo purpoſe, 44 for that, performing as 1 ds the Office of a King, it ts not fit for me to be= 
hold men, who have a great knowledge of God, and yet ſeem to make little account of his Law, 
2 that they accuſtont. themſelves to rob others of their goods, Given at Bintor in the third 
Chavequa of the firſt Mamoquo of the Moon, in the preſence of the Outen my Mother, the 
Sonrce of my right eye,. and Lady of all my Kingdom, And ſigned a litile below, Hirs 
Puan, Xinaacor, Ambulec, the firm prop of all Juſtice. As ſoon as the Gentlewoman had 
this Leccer of che Kings in her hands, ſhe was never at quiet rill ſhe bad lefc her Aunt,andpur 
her (elf upon her journey, which ſhe continued with ſuch diligence, that in a ſhort ſpace ſhe 
arrived at the City, and delivered che Letcer to the Broguen, who preſently upon the reading 
of it cauſed all the Peretandas, Chumbins, and other Officers of Jufticezto aſſemble rogether, 
and then went with them dire&ly co the Priſon, where we were at that inftant under a ſure 
guard ; we no ſooner ſaw them enterIÞbuc all of us cried our three or four times rogether, 
Lord have mercy «pom #; wherewith the Brogues, and all that accompanied him, whereof 
the Priſon was full, were ſo moved, as ſome of them could ror forbear weeping , out of the 
compaſſion they had of us : Inthe. meantime the Brogses fell ro comforting us in ſuch kind 
and loving terms, as well expreſſed the greatneſs of his charity ; Withall he commanded the 
irons to be taken cff from our hands and feer, and drawing us into an open Court, he re- 
counted unto us all chat had paſt in our buſineſs, whereof we had not any knowledge at all, 
in regard of the firit watch that was ſet upon us all che while ; Then having cauſed che Kipgs 
Lettersto be publiſhed : My friends, ſaid he unto us, now that God hath ſhewed you ſo much 
ace, to deliver you 4s you ſet, I have one requeſt to make unto you , which is, that for my 
ſake, you will thank, him from the bottom of your heart, and praiſe hims for it; for if you 

make thu acknowledgement nnto him, be will communicate to you from above, whence. all g 
doth proceed, an agreeable repoſe 5 which u a thing far more comjement for us then to 
live three or four days in the miſeries of this ts + s where there is nothing bug labour, grief, 
TY | great 
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great affiCtion, and above all poverty, which tis the accompliſhment of all evils , and 
whereby ordinarily our ſouls are wholly conſumed im the deep abyſs of the houſe of 
Mmoakr . 

F The Broquen morcover cauſed two Paniers full of clothes ro be brought to that place, and 
diltribured ro chem amonglt us according to each on2s need; That done, he carried us home to 
bis houſe, where ail the Ladies of che Town came to ſee us, teſtifying by their countenances 
that they greatly rezoyced at the good ſucceſs of our deliverance: They comforted us alſo wich 
great demon(iration of pity,which is an cft2& of the good nature of che women of this Coun» 
try,thac is common to thei al'zand nor contented therewith they entertained us in their hou- 
ſes, one after another during all the crime we were there unril cur deparcure, for we continued 
in this City afterwards the ſpace of fort y-iix days , in which time we were furniſhed with all 
things necef{ary for us, and that in {uch abundance, as there was not one of us bur carried a- 
bove an hundred Ducates _y wich vim, As for the Port#gal woman, of whom I ſpake be- 
fore, ſhe had above a thouſand, as well in money , as in ocher gifts which were given her, by 
which mezas her husband in leſs then an year recoytred himſelf of all the loſſes he had ſukat- 
ned. After we had with a great deal of contentmenr palt thoſe forty fix days there, the ſeaſon 
proper for our voyage being come, the Broquen procured usPlage in the Junck of a Chineſe, 
which wes bound for the Port of Liampoe in the Kingdom of China, according co the 
commandment that he had received of the King for thar purpoſe ; but firlt he cauſed the Cap- 
tain of the Junck to put in good ſecuriry for the ſafety of our perſons during all the time of 
the voyage. In this manner we departed from Pm»gor,the capital Ciry of the Iſland of Legs:- 
os, of which I will here make a brief relation, co che end char if it ſhall one day pleaſe God co 
inſpire the Portugal Natiop, principally for the exalration & increaſe of the Catholike faith, 
and next for the great benefit that may redound thereof , co undercake the Conqueſt of this 
Iſlind, they may know where firlt to begin, as alſo che commodities of it, and che eaſineſs of 
this Conqueit, We mult underſtand chen that this Iſland of Leqwior , ſcituated in-nine ard 
ewenty degrees, is two hundred leagues in circuit, threeſcore in length, and thitty in bredth. 
The Country is almoſt like that of Jappas,faving that ic is a little more mouncrainous in cercain 
parts,bur in the middle ic is plainer & more ferci'e. Ic is rendred very agreeable by ny larze 
Plains, that are watred with divers rivers of freſh water, and from whence are gathered greac 
provitioss, eſpecially of Rice and Whear. Ic hath Mountains our of which is drawn ſuch quan« 
tiry of copper, as in regard of the abundance thereof ie is ſo common among thoſe people, 
that whole Ships are laden wich ic from chence in way of craffique to all che Potts of China, 
Lamau, Sumbor, Chabaqueay Toſa, Miacoo,and Jappas, as likzwiſe co all the ocher Iſlands on 
the South-fide th:reof, as thoſe of Seſiran, Goto, Fucanxi, and Polew + Moreover, in all this 
Country of the Lequos, there is allo great ſore of iron, ſteel, lead, tin, allum, falr-pecter, 
brimlton, hony, Wax, ſugar, and ginger, far better chen thar which comes from the {ydiaes. 
Ic hath withall a world of Angelin-woad, Cheſtguts, Trees, Oak,and Cedar, wherewirh thou- 
ſands of Ships may be made.On che Eaſt fide ic hath five very great iflands,where many Mynes 
of Silver are found, as alſo Pearls, Amher, Frankincenſe, Silk, Ebony,Brafil, and a great abun- 
dance of a certain wood fit for Carpentry,called Poytay'; It is true thar there is not ſnch fiote 
of Silk therezas in (ine. The Inhabitants of all chis Country do,as the Chineſes,clorh them 
ſelves, with Linnen, Cocren, Silk, and a kind of D tuff, which comes to them from 
Namgun ; They ar2 great eaters, very much addicted Co che delights of che fleſh, little incli- 
ned to arms, and alcogether unfurniſhed of them ; which inducech me to delieye char they 
might be eaſily conquered ; and che rather for thar is the year, a chouſand, fiv: hundred, fifty 
and (ix, a Portagal artived at HHalaca, named Pero Gomez, d* Almeyda, ſervant to the Grand 
Maſter of Sextzago,Witha rich Preſent, and Lecters from the Nawtaquim,Prince of the Iſland 
of Tamxumaa, directed ro King Joby the third ; the Subſtance and Contents of his requelt 
was, to have five hundred Porragals granted ro him, to the end thac with chem, and his own 
Forces, he mighc conquer the Vland of Leqwo, for which he would remain tributary to him at 
five thouſand Kinrals of Copper,& a thouſand of Latrin yearly; which Embaſly came ro no ef» 
feR,becauſe the Mefi-pger was lot in che Galliog, where Manael de Sonz.ade Sepnlveda #1(0 
periſhed. A lictle further rothe Nort bward of this Iſland of Leqwio there is a great Atchipeſa« 
$0 of ſmall-lſlands,from whence is drawn a great quamity of Sti'ver, which in my opinion, and 
by what I gathered our of a petition which: Rup Lopez de Vithalobos Genera! of the Caſftillians 
preſented to Jorge de Caſtro,at that time-Caprairs of Teraare, ſhould be thoſe whetcot che In- 
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habitants had ſome knowledge, and which chy called the Iſlands of Silvet ; and yet 1 ciiot 
ſee wich what reaſon that maybe, becuſe borh by what I have obſerved; and reed, #.well ih 
che writings Of Piolomre, as ocher Geographers, nor 1ny one of chem harch pierced into the 
Kingdom of $:4m, and the I1:nds of S#marre ; only our Coſnographets; ſince the'timie'of - 
Alphorſe 4 Albuquerque, have paſled a firtle further, and treated of che Selebres, Pufwins, 
Alindanans, Champas ; as alſo of China, and 7 appay, bur nor of the Lequror,0h other Archi- 
pelagees, which are co be. diſcovered wichin the vait extent of that Sea. / From this brief relati- 
on which I have made of th: Iflnd of L:yuios, my be inferred, both out of whae 1 have tieart 
and ſern, rhac with rwo chouſand men only chis Ifl:nd mighe b: taken, together with all the 
re(t of theſ: Archipetugoes, whence more profic might be dravn then from the Indraes, and 
chey might "e conierved with leis charge, as well in regard of men, # otherwiſe ; for we 
(ke there with Merchants, wno aſtuted us, thac rhe ſole Revenue of chtee Cuftorti hodles, 
ang of the Iſland of Leqaor, amounted unto one million and an half of gold; nor comprifing 
therein eicher che Mais of the whole Kingdom, or the Mynes of Silver, Copper, ; Stetl, 
Lead and Tingwhich are of 2 fat grearer Revenue, then the Cuſtoms.” I will 'baly ſpAlAectivr 
of other particularides of chis Ifl:g1, winch I mighe here inſert, for ch4t-I hold chisMicrent 
co awaken the courages of the Portagals, and incice theth to an Enterptiſe of ſo much fetvice 
for our King, and profit for themſelves. 


' CHAP, XLIX. 
CMy [ayling from Liampoo t Malaca, from whence the Capthi of the Fortreſs 
* ſent me tothe Chaubainhea ax Martabino z and at that befe! 
” in osr voyage thicher. 


Fing arrived at Lrwwpen, we were very well received by the Portugals, that lived there ; SeRir* 
B From whence wichna a while after I imbarqued thy (elf in che Ship of a Porrwga/, named 
Triſtano de Gaa, for to return unco Afulacay with af intehtion once more ro rry my fotturie, 
which had {o often beem contrary co me, as may appezt by that which I haye delivered be- 
fore. This Ship being ſafely acrived ar ſa/ace, 1 went nvr unto Pedro de Faria,Gover- 
nour of the Fortrets, who defiring co benefit me ſomewhat before the rime of his Goyzramenc 
was expired, he cauſed the to undertake rhe voyage of AMartaban, which was uſually very 
profiteble,amd that in che Junck of a Mahametas, nated Necode HMamnde , who had wite 
and children ar Matacs. Now the principal deſigne of this voyage was, to conclude a peace 
wich che ( baubainbas, King of Martabmi; a8 alſo to continue the commerce of thoſe of that 
Country wich us, becauſe their Juncks did greatly ſerve for the proviſions of our Forrrefs, 
winch ar that cime was unfurniſhed thereof by reaſon of the ſucceſs of rhe Wats of 7aoa. 
Belides I had a-detigne in this my voyage of no leſs conſequence, then the reit, which was 
10 get one, called Lancarote Guerreyro, to come thither,, who was then on the Coalt of Ta- 
uaucarim, with an hundred men in four Foifls ,under the name of x Rebel or Muriner ; I was 
tO requize him ro come to the ſuccour of the Forereſs, in regard ir was held for cerrain, char +» 
ihe King of Aches was ſuddainly to fall upon it ; ſo thit Petro de Faria, ſeeing himſelf de- 
ftirute of all chat was neceflaty for him to ſuſtain a Siege, and of men likewiſe , found ir fit . 
to make uſe of cheſe hundred men, the rather for that chey were neareſt, and ſo might be the 
ſooner with hit. In chethird place, he ſeit me upon another imporranc occafion, namely,to 
give advice to the Ships of Bengala, that they ſhould come all carefully in conſort together, 
leſt their negligence in cheir Navigation (hould be the cauſe of ſome diſaſter, This yoyage then 
I undertook very unwillingly, and parted from Aſa/aex upon x 7tdveſday, the ninch day of 
Janwary,in the yar, one thouſand, five hundred, forty and five ; being under Sail I continued 
my courſe wich a good wind to Palo Pracelat, where the Pilot was a hittle retarded by means 
of the Shelves, which croſs all char Channei of che firm Land, even unco the Iſland of Suma- 
tra ; When we were got forth wich much labour, we paſſedJon to the Iſlinds of Pallo Sam- 
billarts, where I put my ſelf into # AManrhany which I had very well equipped ; and ſayling 
in it che ſpace of cwelye days, I obſerved, according to the order Ped#o de Farid had given 
ine for it, all che Coaſt of that Country of CMalaya, which unro Juncalax contains an hut 
dred and thircy leagues, entring by all the Rivers of Bartubaus, Salangor, Pandagins, Qpe- 
dam, Parles, Pendan, and Sambilan, Siam, without ſo much as hearing any news at all of his 
enenves in any of chein : $o continuing the ſame courſe nine days more, being the three and 
TWen- 
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tWentizth of our voyage, we went and caſt Anchor at a lictle Ifl ind, called P:ſandwrea,where 
the Ngcogda, the Mahemeren Captain of the Junck, was of neceſfiry to make 2 cable, and fur- 
niſh bimſelf with waog and water ; With this reſolution going on ſhore every man applyed 
- hiaxſelfco the labour /berwas appointed unto, and therein ſpent moſt patt of the da ' 5 Now 
 whilechoy were thus at work the Son of this Aabumetan Captain came and asked me wi1- 
ther { would go wich him, and (ee if we could kill a Stag, "whereof there was great plenty in 
chat Ifland ; 1 anſwered him that I would accompany him with all my heart, ſo that having 
taken my Harquebeſe, 1 went along with him athware the wood, where we had not walked 
aboyz an hundred ſpaces, bur that we eſpied. a many of wild Boars, that were rooting in the 
earch,near to a pond 3; Having diſcovered this game , we got as near ©: them as we could, 
and diſcharging amongſtchem, we cartied two of them to the ground : Being very glad of 
this good ſucceſs we-preſentiy gave a great ſhout, and ran firaignr tothe: place we had ſeen 
them rooting. B.(O dreadful to behold) in this place we found above a dozen bodies of men 
diggedour of che earch,and ſome nine or ten orhers half eaten. Being much amazed at this ot- 
Jet,,we withdrew 8 liccle afide by.reaſon of the great Rench which proceeded from theſe dead 
bodies. Hereupon the Saracen told me, that h2 rhought we ſhould do well to advertiſe his 
father of this,to che end we might inſtantly ſurround this Iſland all about for co ſee whether 
we could diſcover any veſſ:ls wich Piratszfor,ſaid he,rhere may be ſome lie hidden behind yon- 
der poynt, whereby we may very well run the hazard of our lives,as it hath ofcen betallen other 
ſhips, where many men have been loſtby the careleſneſs of their Captains. This advice of the 
Saracen ſeemed ſo good unto me, that we preſently returned back unto the Rode, where he 
24ye an account: to bis facher of that we had ſeen. Now for chat the Necoda was a very pri 
dent map, and ſcalded(as one may ſay) with the like inconyeniences, he (iraight way gave Or- 
der to haves the Iſland ſurronnded ; then cauſing the women, children, and linmen, although ir 
were bur half waſhed, co be imbarqued,, he bimſelf being followed by forty men, armed with 
Harquehuſes and Lances, went direRly tothe place where we had diſcoyered'thoſe bodies, 
and viewing them one after another, wich topping our noſes by reaſon of the ſtench, which 
was inſupportable, he was ſo moyed with compaſſion, that he commanded the mariners-to dig 
a great pit for to bury them ingBut as they were abour to render them this lait dury,and look- 
ing over them again, there was found upon ſome of them little daggers garniſhed with gold, 
and on-orhers bracelets : Whereypon the Necoda,underfianding well chis myſtery,miſhed me 
with all ſpzed to dſſpatchaway the rowing veſlcl that I had ro the Captain of Malaca,for thar, 
as he :flured me: hoſe dead men, which chey ſaw there,were Achems,who had been defeared 
neat to T axaucarim, Whither their Armies ordinarily retired becauſe of the war which they 
had with the King of S;ams The reaſon he alledged co us for this was , that thoſe which we 
ſaw there lyi"g dead, having golden bracelers about them, were Captains of Achem, who had 
cauſed themſclyes to bz buried wichout permitting them to be caken away, and that he would 
loſe his head if it were not ſo, For a greater proof whereof, he further added , that he would 
make ſome more of them ro be diſ-enterred, as incontinently he didzand baving digged ſome 
ſeven and thirty of them our of the earth, there was found about them fixreen bracelets of 
gold, twelye very rich daggers, and many jewels, ſo that thinking of no other but hunciog, 
we got a booty worth above a thouſand Ducates, which the NVecoda had, befides what was 
concealed ; bur the tru:!: 1s, this was aot alcogerher to our adyanrage, for the moſt part of our 
men became fick with che extream ſtench of choſe bodies, Act the very inſtant I diſpatched a- 
way the rowing veſ[:1 that we had to Malace, and advertiſed Pedro de Faria of the whole 
ſucceſs of on: yoyage ; Wirhall 1 certified him whar courſe we bad heldy as alſo into what 
Ports, and into What Riyers we had entred, wichour hearing any other news of his enemies, 
then that it was ſuſpe&ed they had been at Tavaucarim, where by the appearances of thoſe 
dead bodies, it Was to be believed that they had been defeated ; whereunto I added,for a con- 
clution, ch:t if 1 could light on any more affured news concerning them,I would preſently ac- 
quaint ain wich it, in What part ſoever I were, GE 

5&2 Afcer I had diſpatched away the rowing Veſſel to Malece, With the Letters which I had 
* dire&ed to Pedro de Faria,& that our Junck was furniſhed with all chings neceflary for her, 

we ſayled cowards the Coalit of 7 avaucarim, where, as I ſaid before, I had order co land for 

eo treat with Lancerote GurerreJro, that he, and che reſt of che Portwgals of his Company, 
might come 10 the ſuccour of Halaca, which the Achems intended to beſiege, according to 

te report that went of it, Beipg unyer Sail then we arrived at 2 little Iland, a league in cir- 
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circuit, called Pulbo Hinhor, where a Parao ca re unto us, in the which were fix tawny 


Moors, poorlyclad,with red Bonnecs on their hc a 's; their Boa: being cloſe ro our Junck, . 


which was th.:n uader Sail, they (a.uted us in the way of peace, vyhereunto vye anſvvered in 
ih: lixe manner; That done,t hey demanded of us it there were any Portugals amonglt us? _ 
cold chem that there were z bur miliruting it, they defired to (ee one or two of them upcn 
the Hatches, becauſe, added they, it imporcs much chat it ſhould be ſo, Whereupon t' e Ne- 
coda prayed me to come up, which incontinent ly 1 did, though ac that time I was ſhut up in 
my Cabbin below ſomewhat indiſpoſ:d in my h-alth ; wh-n I was on the Deck 1 cal'ed to 
them that w=re in th- Paras, who had no ſooner. ſcen me, and known me to be a Portugal, 
but they gav2 a great ſhout; and clapping their hands for joy, they came aboard our Junck, 
Th.n one of them, who by his countenance ſeemed to have more Authority then the reſt, 
began to ſay unto me ; Stzgaior, before / crave leave of thee'to ſpeak, 1 deſire thee to read this 
Letter, to the end it may induce thee the more readily to believe thas which 1 ans to ſay unto thee. 
Thereupon out of an old filthy Clout be took a Lerter,wherct 1(xfcer I had open dit)I found 
this writtens Sigmors Portugals, which are true Chriſtians, this honourable man, that ſhall 
ſhew you this Letter, 1s King of this Iſland, newly converted to the Fauth, and called Dom Lanes 
cerote z He hath rendred many good Offices, not onely to them who have ſubſcribed this Writing, 
hut to us alſo who have navigated on theſe Coaſts : For he hath given us very important adver- 
tiſements of the Treaſons which the Achems ard Turks bave plotted againſt ns, ſo that by 
the means of this honeſt man we have diſcovered all their Deſigns : withall God hath made 
uſe of hims for to gre ma not long ſince 4 great Vittory againſt them, wherein we have gaken 
from them one Gally, four Galliots, and frue Foiſts, with the death of above a thouſand Sac- 
razins. Wherefore we intreat you, by the Wonnds of our Lord Jeſws Chrift, and by the me- 
rits of his holy Paſſion, nt onely to keep hims frons all wrong, but to aſſiſt him with all your 
, 4s the manner is of all good Portugals, that it may ſerve for an example to thoſe which 
fhall know this, to do the like in imitation of you ; And ſo we kiſs your bands,thus thirteenth day 
of November, 1 544. This Letcer was ſigned by more then 50 Portugals, among whom 
were tne 4 Captains that I ſoughc for, namely, Laencerote Guerreyra, Antonio Gomez, Pedro 
Ferreyra, and Coſmo Bernaldes. When I had read this Letter, I made a tender of my per- 
ſon to this petty King, tor ocherways my power was ſo ſmall, as it could nor reach further 
then to the giving him a bad Dinner, and a red Bonnet I had on, which 2ll worn as it was, 
was yet better then his own. Now after this poor King had made ſome Declaration to me cf 
himſelf, and of his mileries, lifting up his hands to Heaven,and ſhedding abundance of tears; 
Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ſaid he unco ne, whoſe Slave 1 am, doth know what great need 1 have 
zow of the favour and ſuccour of ſome Chriſtians; for becauſe 1 am a Chriſtian, as they are, 
« Mahomeran Slave of mine, about four Moneths age, reduced me to that extremuy, nherem 
I behold my ſelf at this inſtant, being not able in the ſtate I am in to do any other then caſt 
up mine eyes to Heaven, and lament my misfortune, with much ſorrow, and lutle remedy. 
eArnd 1 aſſure thee, by the verity of that holy and new Law, whereof 1 now m: he profeſſion, 
that not onely for being a Chriſtian, and a Friend to the Poruug :1s, 1 am perſecuted in this ſort. 
Now for that being alone, as thow art, it 1s not poſſible for thee to aſſiſt me, 1 beſerch thee, 
Signior, co rake me along with thee, to the end that this Soul which God bath puz into me 
may not peyiſh, and in recompencethereof 1 promiſe to ſerve thee as a Slave all the days of 
my life. Lo this is that which this poor King (aid with ſo many cears, as it was great pity to 
behold ir ; inthe men time the Necode, who was of a good diſpoſitions and charitably in- 
clined, was very much moved with the Diſatter of the unforcunace King, ſo that he gave him 
a ſittle Rice, and ſome Linnen to cover him wichall, for be was ſo rigged, that one might 
ſee his naked skin every where about him. After he had informed himſelf from him of cer- 
tain farticulars, the knowledge whereof concerned him, he demanded him where his Enemy 
was, and what Forces he had ? Wrereunco he anſwered, Thar he was a quatter of a league 
from thence, in a Cabbin covzred wich firaw, having not above thirty Fiſhermen with him, 
who were moſt of them wichouc Arms. Hereupon the Necoda caſt his eye upon me, and ſee- 
ing me ſad, for that I was nor able of my ſelf ro ſuccour this poor Chriliian, thinking wiball 
that he ſhould much oblige me thereby, Sigmor, ſaid he un'o me, if thou wert now Captain 
of my Junck, as I am, what Remedy wouldſi thow give to the tears of this poor man, where« 
with alſo thy eyes do participate? 1 knew not what Reply to make him, tor chat 1 was greatly 


moved to behold my Neighbour, a Chriſtian like my ſeif, co ſuffer in that manner, — 
Cc $ 
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Necoda's ſon perceiving, who was, as I have ſaid, a young man of a good {piric, and broughe 
up amonglit the Portugals, and gueſſing at the ſhame and forrow I was 1n, he defired his 
father to lend him 2o Matiners of his Junck, that by theic means he might re-eſtabliſh this 
poor King, and chaſe the Thief our ot che Ifland ; To this the Necoda anſwered, that if 1 
would d-mand io much of him, be would do it very willingly ; whereupon catfting my ſelf at 
his feet, and embracing him, which is the humbleit complement uſed amongtt them, I cold 
him with tears in my eyes, that if he would dome this favour I would be his Slaye while(t I 
lived, andthat both he and his children ſhould finde how ready I would be always to ac- 
knowledee the ſame ; He preſently granted my Requel}, ſo that cauling the Junck to ap. 
proach near the ſhoar, he prepared |11 nſelf in 3 Boars wich one Faulcon, 3 Bales, and 60 
Men, Jaos and Leſons, all well armed, for 30of them cartied Harguebuſes, the reft Lances, 
and Bowes and A rows, belides Granadoes, and other ſuch like Fice-works, as we thought 
were convenient for our D-fhgn, 

Ic wes about 2 of the clock in the afternoon when we landed, and ſo we wene dire&ly to 
the Trench where the Enemies were. The Necoda's ſon led the Vantguard, conlifting of 40 
men, whereof 20 were armed wich Harquebuſes, and the reſt wich Bowes and Arrows ; The 
Necoda himſelf brougnt on the Rear, wherein were 3o Souldiers, carryivg a Binner, which 
Pedro de Faria bad given him at his parting from CMalaca, With a Croſs painted in it, to 
the erd that he might be known for a Vaſlal co our King, in caſe he ſhould encounter any 
of ovr Ships, Matching in this order by the guiding of this petty King, we arrived where 
che Rebell was with his men ſet in order, who by ghe ſhouting and cries ſeemed in ſhew 
not co'make any reckoning of us. They were in number about 50, but weak, unarmed, and 
utter.y Cetiitute of all things neceſſary for their defence, having for all their Arms bur Staves, 
100r 11 Lances, and 1 Harquequſe. Aſſoon as we had diſcovered them we gave fire to the 
Faulcon ar.d Baſes, diſcharging withill 20 Harguebuſes, whereupon the Thieves betook 
themſelyes preſ-ncly co flight, being 1n grear diſorder, and moſt of them hurt z We purſued 
them then (o cloſe, that we overtook them on the top of a lictle Hill, where they were de 
ſeated in the ſpace of 2 (reds's, not one of them eſcaping with life {ave onely 3, whom 
we ſpared for that they ſaid they were Chriſtians, That done, we went to a Vil.age, where 
there we not above 20 poor low Cabbins, covered with firaw z in it were found ſome three- 
ſcore and four Women, with a many'of lictle Children, who no ſooner perceived us, but all 
of them with tears fell a crying aut, { br1/tian, Chriſtian, Jeſms, Jeſms, At theſe words be= 
ing fully perſwaced that they were Chriſtians, I defired the Necoda that he would cauſe his 
ſon to retire, and nvt to ſuffer any of them to be killed, becauſe they were not Gentiles, 
which he preſencly yielded unto, and yer for all that be could not keep the Cabbins from 
ſacking, though in them all there was not found the yalue of 5 Ducates. For the People 
of this Iſland are ſo poor, that ſcarce one of them is worth a Groat ; they feed on nothing 
bur a lict'e fiſh, which they take with angling, and cat it broiled on the coals without alt; 
yet are they ſo yain and preſumptuous, that not one almoſt among them but terms himſelf 
a King' of ſome vile piece of ground, wherein there is litcle more then one poor Cabbin z 
befides, neither che Men nor the Women have wherewitba!l to cover their nakedne(s. Af 
ter tle ſlaughter of che rebellious Saracen and his followers, and there-eſtabliſhment of 
the poor Criſtian King, putting him in poſſeſſion of his Wife and Children, whom his Ene- 
my had made Slaves, together with above threeſcore and three Chriſtian Souls, we ordained 
a kinde of Church amongſt them, for the infiruRtion of thoſe that were newly converted ; 
Andthen recurning to our Junck, we preſently fer ſail, and continned our courſe towards 
Taunacarim, where 1 was perſwaded 1 ſhould hnde Lancerote Guerreyra, and his compani- 
ons, for to treat with them about the bufineſs, whereof I have formerly ſpoken : Bur for as 
much as in the Letter, which the pecty King ſhewed me, the Portuga/s made mention of a 
Victory which God had given them againſt the Tarks and eAchems ot this Coaſt, I hold ir 
pot amiſs to relafe here how that hapned, as well for the content th: Reader may take 
therein, as to ſhew that there is no Enterprize which valiant Souldiers at a need may not 
bring to pals, 1n regard whereof ic imports much to cheriſh, and make eſteem of them; 
For eight monerhs and more our hundred Portuga/s had ſcoured up and down this Coalt in 
four well rigg'd Foilts, therewith they had caken three and cyventy rich Ships, and many 
other lefler Vellels, ſo that they yvhich uſed co ſail in thofe parts vyere ſo tertitied yvich the 
tolerane of the Portygals, as they quicted their Commerce vvithout making any furcher 
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uſe of their ſhipping : By chis ſurceaſe of Trad? che Cuttom-houſes of the Ports of 
Tanducarim, Tuncalan, CMerguim, Vagarun, and Tavay, tell much in their Revenue, in 
ſo much chat thoſe people w-re conltrained to give notice of it to the Emperor of 
Sornax, King of $14m, and ſov:riign Lord of all that Country, beſeeching him co give a 
remedy co this miſchief, whereof every one complained. Intiantly whereupon, being then 
at the City of Odiaa, he ſent wich all ſpeed to the Fronctire of Lawhos for a Turkiſh Captain 
of his, named Heredrin Mahomet, the (ame who in the year one thouſand five hundred 
thirty and eight came from Sxez, to the Army of Slime the Baſhaw, Vice-roy of Carre, 
ping from the body of che Army arrived in a Gally on the Coalt of Tanaxcarim, where 

was entertaitied by rhe Sornes King of $;a9z, and for a Penſion of twelve thouſand 
Ducares by the year ſerved him as a General of chat Frontice. Now for that che King 
held this Tark for invincible, and made more. account of him rhen of all others, he com» 
manded him from the place where be was , with three hundred Janizaries that he had 


with him, and giving him a great ſum of money hs made him General of all che Coaſt of ' 


this S2a,to the end he might free thoſe people from our incurſions ; withal he promiſed to 
make him Duke of Bazchas , Which is an eſtate of great excenc, if he could- bring him che 
heads of four Portizga? Captains, This proud Twrk,, becoming more inſolenc by the re- 
ward and promiſes which the King made him poſted preſently away to Taraxcarim, where 
being arrived he tigged forth a Fleet of ren Sails for to fight with us, being ſo contid-:nt of 
vanquiſhing us, as in anſwer of certain Lerters , which the Sornas had wticten nnco him 
from Od:aa, theſe words were found in one of them, From the time that my head was 
efloigned from the feet of your Higneſs for to execute this ſmall emterprize, wherein it ſeems 
Jou are pleaſed 1 ſhould ſerve you, 1 continued my Voyage till at the ena of nine days { arrived 
at Tanaucarim , where I preſently provided my ſelf of Fic Veſſels as were neceſſary for meand 
indeed would have had but only two, for 1 hold it moſt infallible that thoſe would ſafſſice to chaſe 
away theſe pitty Thieves ;, howbeit mot to diſobey the ( ommuſſion, which Combracalon the 
Governor of the Empire hath given me under your great Seal, 1 bave made ready the great 
Gally, as alſo the four little ones , and the five Fai, 
freed: 3 For I fear left theſe Dogs ſhould have news of my coming , and that for my ſins God 
ſhonld be ſo much their friend, as to give them leaſure to fly, which would be ſo great a grief 
gynto me, that the very imagination thereof might be my death, or through ax exceſs of deiþair 
render me like unto them ; but I hope that the Prophet Mahomet, of whoſe Law 1 have made 
profeſſion w_ mine infaxcy, will not permit that it ſhould ſo happen for my fins, This Here- 
drin Mahomet being acriv2d at Tanaucerim, as I have delivered before, preſently made ready 
his Fleer, which was compofed of five Foilts, four Galliots, and one Gally Royal : Within 
cheſe V=ſſels be imbarqued eight huadred Adahometans, men of combat ( beſides rhe Mas 
riners, ) among the which were three bundred jev/z,ar:e5, as for the reſt they were Turks, 
Greeks, Malabares, Achems, and Misgores,all choyce men, and (o diſciplined,that their Cap- 
tain held che Victory already for molt affured ; Afﬀitted with theſe Forces be parred from 
the Port of Tazaxcarim for to go in tlie queſt of our men, who at that time were in this 
Iſland of Pulho Hinhor, whereof the foreſaid Chriſtian was King. Now during thoſe levies 
of men of War, this petty King going co che Town for co ſell ſome dryed fiſh there, as ſoon 
as he perceived what was ncented againſt us, he lefe all tis Commodities behind him, and 
in all haſte returned co this Iſland of hisz where finding our men in great ſecuricy, as little 
dreaming of that which was in hand again us, he related -ic all unto chem, whereat they re- 
mained-ſo much amazed, as the importance of the matter did require ; In ſo much that the 
ſame night and the nexc day having well caulked their Veflels which chey bad drawn 
aſhore, they lanched chem into the Sea, after chey had imbarqued their proviſions, their 
water, their artil/ery, and ammunition, So falling to their oars, wich a purpoſe ( as I have 
heard chem ſay fince ) to ger to Bengala, or to Racer, for that they duck not withfiand ſo 
oreat an Army ; bur as they were unreſolyed chereupon, and divided in opinion, behold 
they ſaw all che ten Sails appearing together, and behind chem five great Ships of Guz.arates, 
whoſe Maſters had given Heredrin Aſahomet thirty thouſand Ducaces for to ſecure them 
againſt our Portugals, The fight of theſe fifteen Sails pur our men. into a very great confue 
fon; and becauſe rhey were not able ac thar ti:ne co make ro Sea for that the wind was con- 
ta\ry, they pur chemſel ves into a Creek, _ 2 on the Sourh-fide of the Ifland and _ 
ronn? 


when as the great Turk, ſent him to invade the Zndzaes 3 but ir fell out that chis man y | 
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ronned by a Down, or Hill, where they reſolved to attend what God would ſend them ; 
In che mean time the fivs Gaz 2rat Ships ſhewed themſelyes with full ſails at Sea, and the 
ren Sails with oars went dire&ly to the Ifſlind, where they arrived abount Sun-ſet. Preſently 
chereupon chz Turkiſh Captain ſent our Spies ro the Ports, where he was advertiſed that 
they bad beep, and entered by little and liccle into the mouth of the Haven, that ſo ix mighe 
render himſelt more affured of the prizz which he pretended co make,wich hope that as ſoon 
as Ir was day he ſhould cake them all, and ſo bound hand and foot preſent chm to the Sornas 
of $:x», rho in rzcompence thereof had promiſed him che State of Barchaa, as I have ſaid 
betore, The Manchaa, which had been at the Port to ſpy them our, recurn2d to the Fleer 
about two hours wichin night, and told Heredrix for news, that they were fl:d and gone ; 
wherewith 1t is ſaid this Barbarian was ſo affli&ed, thar rearing his hair, 1 always feared, 
ſaid he weeping, my fins would be the cauſe that in the execution of this enterprize God. would 
ſhew himſelf more a Chriſtian, then a Sxtazin, and that Mahomet wonld be like to thefe Dogs, 
of whom I go in queſt, This ſaid, he fell down all along in the place, and ſocontinued a good 
while wichour ſpeaking a word. Nevertheleſs being come again to himſelf he gave ocder, 
like a govd Captain, to all that was neceiſary, Fir(t of all chzn he ſenc che four Galliots in 
quelt of them co an Iſland, called Taubaſoy, diſtant from that of Paulho Hinhor about ſeyen 
le:guzs, for he was perſwaded char our men were reticed thither , becauſe this was a better 
Harbor then thac of che Ifland from whence they were gone. As for the five Foilts he di- 
vided chem into three, whereof he ſent two co another I{land, named Sambilan, and other 
two to thoſe which were neareſt ro the firm Land, for that all theſe places were vety proper 
ro ſhelter one in 3 As for rhe fifth Foiſt, in regard ſhe was flatter then the reſt, he ſent her 
along wich the four Galliots, that ſhe might before ic was day bring bim news of that which 
ſhould happen, with promiſe of great reward for the ſame z but during theſe chings our 


* men, Who had always a watchful eye, ſeeing the Twzrk, had rid himſelf of his greateſt Forces, 


and that chere was no more remaining with him bur the Gally wherein he was, they re- 
ſolved ro fight wich him ; and fo ſailing our of the Creek, where they had ſhrouded them- 
ſelves, they roweddireRly to ber. 'Now in regard ic was paſt midnight, and that the Ene- 
mies had bur weak Sentineſs, for that they choughr themſelves moſt ſecure, and never 
dreamt of any body lying mwatt to arraque them ors, our four Foils had che opporcunity 
to board her all cogrher, and threeſcore of their luſtielt men leaping ſuddenly into her , in 
Jeſs then a quarter of '#n hour, znd befor che Enemies knew where they were for to make 
uſe oforh2ir-Atrms, they killed a"oy2 fourſcore Tarks';z as for rhe reſt they caft chemſelves 
all irco the Sea, nor btte man remaining alive : The dog Heredrin CMabomet was ſhin a» 
moon che relt, and in this great ation God was {Þ gracious to our men, and gave them 


. this Victory at ſo ch+ap a rate, rhat they had bur one young man killed, and nine Portugals 


hurc.” Th:y zffured me fince, thar in this Gally,in fo ſhore a time, what by water, and che 
ſword, above three hundred Aſahometans loſt their lives, whereof. the moſt patt were Ja- 
#1227145 Of th: Go!d Chain, which among the Turks is a mark of honour. Qur Portmgals 
hzviog paſt the reſt of the night wich much contentment , and always keeping good watch, 
ic pleaſed God that the nexc morning the ewo Foils atrived from che Iſland whither they 
h:d been ſent ; who alrogerther ignorant of chat which had paſt, came carelefly doubling the 
point of the Haven, wh:r-che Gally ſay, ſo thar the four Foiſts made rhemſely:s Maſters 
of them in a little ſpace, and with che loſs of bur a few men. Afﬀeer ſo good a ſucceſs they 
fell diligently ro'work' ih fortifying the Gally and che co Foiſts, which they had taken, and 
thenflanked the South-fide of rhe Iſland with five great Pieces of Ordnance to defend the 
entry into rhe Hayzn, Now about eyening the ocher ewo Foiſts arrived, making to Land 
with-the ſame indiſeferion as the others; aud alchough they had much ado to reach. them, 
yer were they conſtrained at lengrh to render themſelves, with the loſs onely of two. Porta» 
gels, | Fetcupofourmen reſolved to attend che four Galliors thar remained, and which had 
bten'fſenc to chEnex:r Tihnd , bur the nexe day ſo great a wind aroſe from the Noth, that 
two-of them were caſt away upon theiCoaſt, not one that was in them eſcaping..; As for.the 
other t:vo,about evSning they di{covered them very much in diſorder, defticute of oars, and 
eparated aboye tliree leagues the one from the other ; Bur at laſt about Sun-ſer,ong of them 
e271e t0-th2 Port , an#7an the (attic fortune as the former, without ſaving any age of the $a- 
r&,s lives, ' The gext morning an hour before day, che wind being 'very calm ,. our ajen 
diſtoyered the -orhea Galkor, which for want of oars was not able ro recover the Pore , n 
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regard whereof our men reſolved to go and fetch her in, as accordingly they did, and coming 
ſo.ne « hat near her withrwo Cannon ſhor, chey killed che moſt parc of chem thac were in 
her, and hoarding her rook her very eaſily; Now becauſe all ker men were either in, oc 
hure, they drew her to land by farce of arh-r Boars ; ſo that of the ren Sail of chis Fleer,ouc 
men had the Gally, two Gailiors, and four Foyſts ; as for che ocher two Galliots, they were 
calt away on the Iſl: of Tawbaſoy, as I have delivered before; and touching the fift Foyt, no 
news could be heard of her, which made it credible that ſhe alſo ſuffered ſhipwrack, or that 
the wind had caſt her upon ſome oP*the other Iſlinds. This glorious. victory, which ic pleaſed 
God to giv2 us, vas obrained in the month of September, one thouſand, five hundred, forty 
and four, on CMichaelmas Eve, which rendred the name of the Portugels ſo famous through 
all thoſe Coalts, that for three years aſrer there was nothing elſe ſpoken of; ſo that the Chas- 
bainbaa, King of Alartavano, h-aring of it, ſen preſently ro ſeekthem our , and promiſed 
them greac advancages if rhey would ſuccour him againtt the King of Bramas, who at that 
rime was making preparation in his City of Pegs, for to go and beliege MMartabano, with an 
Army of ſeven hundred thouſand men, 


CHAP L 


The Continuance of our voyage tothe Bar of Mattabano ; and certain memorable 
particalariies hapning there. 


Eing departed, 2$ I ſaid, from the Iſland of Pulho Hinbor, we continued our courſe to- SeR-1- 


wards the Port of Tarnaſſery,for the affair of which I have ſpoken ; bur upon the approach 
of the vight, che Pilor defiring co avoid certain ſands that were tothe Prow-ward of him, pur 
forth ro Sea,with an intention as ſoon as it was day to return towards land with the Weſterly 
wind, which art the inſtant blew from the Indaes bo r-aſon of the Seaſon. We had now held 
this coure five days, running with much labour by many different roombs, when as ic pleaſed 
God thar we accidently diſcovered a little veſſel; and for as much as we thought ic to be a Fi- 
ſher-boat, we made to it, for to be informed from them in her whereabours we were,and how 
many leagues it was from thence to Tarnaſſer7; buc having paſſed cloſe by her, and baled her 
withour receiving any anſwer, we (enc off a Shallop well furniſhed wich men for ro compel 
her co come aboard us:OQurBoat then going direRly to the veſſel, we entred her,buc were much 
amazed to find in her only five Porrugals, two dead, and three aliye, with a Coffer, and a ſack 
full of Tangues, and Lars, which is che mony of chat Country, and a fardle, wherein there 
were Baſins and Ewers of filver,and two other very great Baſins, Having laid up all this afely, 
I cauſed the Portugals ro be broughr inco our Junck;where looking very carefully unco them, 
yet could I not in two _ get one word from them; Bat at length by the means of yelks of 
eggs, and good broarths, which I made them take,rhey came again co themſelves fo that in fix 
of ſeven days they were able to render me a r=aſon of their accident.One of thoſe Portug als 
was called Chr:ſ/ovano Doria , who was fince ſenc into this Country for a Captain to Saint 
Tome ; th: other L»ys Tabonda,and the third S;wzano de Britogall men cf credit,and rich Mer- 
chants. Tlizſe ſame recounted unto us, that coming from the /udsaes in 2 veſſel belonging to 
Jorge Manhoz,, thit was married at Goa, With a purpoſe to go to the Port of {baringan, in 
the Kingdom of Bengala, they were calt away in the ſands of Rycano for want of caking 
heed; ſo that of fouricore perions, that they were in the veſſel, onely ſeventeen being ſaved, 
they had continued their courſe all along by the Coaſt for tive days together, incending if poſ- 
ſibly chey could ro recover the river of Coſmira in the Kingdom of Pegs, ther: co ſhip them- 
ſelves for the /»di:aes in ſome veſlel or other that they ſhould meet wich in the Port;bur whilſt 
they vvere in this reſolucion, they vvere ſo driven by a moſt mmperuous Weſterly vvind,that in 
one day and a night they loſt the hgh of Lind, finding themſelves in the main Sea yvichouc 
Oars,vvic hout Sayls,and all knovyledge of the vvinds,they continued in that Stare fixteen days 
rogether, at che end whereof their water coming to fail, all died bur thoſe chree he ſaw before 
him. Upon che finiſhing of this celation we proceeded on in our courſe,and within four days 
afcer we met With five Portugal veilzls, which were ſayling from Bengala to Malaca, Ha- 
ving ſhewed them Pedro de Faria's Qrder,l delired them to keep in conſort together for fear 
of the Achems Army,that ranged all oyer th: Coalt,leſt through their imprudence chey ſhould 
fall taco any miſchiet, and thereof I demanded - Certificate fgom them, which they willing 
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granted, as alſo furniſhed me very plentifully with all things necef{iry. Having made this diſ- 
patch we continued our courſe,and nine days after we arrived at the Bar of artabano, on 
a Friday, the ſeven and twentieth of arch, one thouſand, five hundred, forty and five , ha- 
ving palt by Tarnafſcy, Tovay, AMerguin, Juncay, Pullo , Camuda, and Vagarun, without 
hearing any tidings of thoſe hundred Portagals, in ſearch of whom I wenr, becauſe before 
chat they had caken pay in the ſeryice of the C haubainbas, King of Aartabano, who, accord 
ing to report, had (ent tor them to aſſiſt him againſt the King of Bramaa, thac held him be» 
fieged with an Army of ſeven hundred thouſand men, as I have: declared before ; howbeic 
they were not at this time 1a his Service z as we ſhall ſee preſently, R 

It was almoſt rwo hours within night, when we atcived at che mouth of the River ; where 
we ca(t anchor with a reſoiution to go up the next day tothe Ci:y z Having continued ſomes 
time very quietgwe ever & anon heard many Cannon ſhot,whereat we were ſo troubled,as we 
knew not what to reſolye ongAs ſoon as the Sun roſe,the Necoda aflembled bis men to coun. 
cel; for in Semblable occaſions he always uſed ſo to do, and told chem, that as ſure as they 
were all co have a ſhare in the peril, ſo ic was fit that eyery one ſhould give his advice abour 
it ; Then he made a Speech, wherein he repreſented unto them chat which they had heard 
that night, and how in regard thereof he feared to gs unto the Ciry, Their opinions upon ic 
were very different, howdeit at agen they concluded, that their ey2s were to be witneſſes of 
that whereof they ſtood in ſuch doubc : To this end we ſer Sail, having both wind and cyde, 
and doubled a point, called MMoxnay, from whence we diſcovered the Cicy., invironed with a 
world of men, and upon the River almoſt as many veſſels, and alchough we ſuſpeRed what 
this might be, becauſe we had heard ſomething of it, yer lefc we not off from ſayling to the 
Port, where we arrived with a great deal of care, and having diſcharged our Ordnance ac- 
cording to the uſual manner, in ſign of peace, we perceived a yeſlel very well furniſhed came 
dire&ly tous from the ſhore, wherein there was fix Portugals,at which we exceedingly rejoy- 
ced; Theſe preſently came aboard our Junck,where they were yery well entercained; & having 
declared unto us what we were to do for the ſafety of our perſons, they counſelled us not to 
budge from thence for any thing in the world, as we had told them our reſolution was co have 
fled that night co Beygela; becaule if we had followed that defign , we had affuredly been 
loſt, and caken by the Fleet which the King of Bramas had in that place, confilting of ſeven« 
reen hundred Sayls, wherein were compriſed an hundred Gallies very well furniſhed with 
ftrangers.Thzy added withal,that they were of opinion I ſhould go aſhore with them to Joane 
( #e5ro, who was Captain of the Portugals , for to give him an account of the cauſe char 
brought me thither, che rather for that he was a man of a {Weert diſpoſition, and a great friend 
of Pedro de Faria's, to whom they had ofren heard bim give much commendation, as well 
for his noble extra&ion,as for the goodly qualicizs that were in him ; beſides they cold me char 
I ſhould find Lancarote Gueyreyo, and n & reſt of the Captains with him, unto whom my 
aforeſaid Letters were direRed, and chat I ſhould do nothing therein prejudicial to the Sers 
vice of God,and the King. This counſel ſeeming good unto me.l went preſencly to land with 
the Portugals to wait on Foano Cajeyro,to whom I was exceeding welcome, as likewiſe to all 
che reſt that were in his quarters, to the number of ſeven hundred Portwgals, all rich men, 
and of good eſteem. Then I ſhewed Joano (ayeyro my Letters, and the Order that Pedro de 
Faria had given me ; Moreover I created with him about che affair that led me thither; wheres 
upon I obſerved that he was very inſtant with the Captains, co whom I was addreſi, who an- 
ſwered him that they wzre ready to ſerve the King in all occafions that ſhould be preſented, 
howbeir fince the Letrer of Pedro de Faria, Goyernour of Malaca, was grounded on the 
fear thar he was in of the Army of the Achems, compoſed of an hundred and thirty Say 
whereof Bijaya Sora King of Pedir was General ; and it having fallen our, that his Admira 
had been defeated at 7Tarnaſery by thoſe of the Countrr, with the loſs of ſeventy Lanchares, 
and {1x thouſand men, it was not needful they ſhould ir for that occaſion ; for according to 
what wy had ſeen with their own eyes, the Forces of chat enemy were ſo mightily weakned, 
as they did nor think he could inten years ſpace recover again ths loſs he had ſuſtained. To 


this chey added many other reaſons, which made them all co agree, that ic was not neceflary 
they ſhould go ro HMalaca. After theſe things I defired Joan Cayejro to make me a Declarati- 
on of all that had paſt in this buſineſs, that it might ſerve me, as it were, for a Certificate ar 
my return co our Forcreſs, determining as ſoon as I had it ro ger me from this place, for that 
I had nothing more co do there. Wich this reſolution I tayed there with Joave Canezro , ®

continual expeRation to be gone wen the Seaſon ſhould ſerve for the Junck to depart,and 

remained wich him ar this Siege the ſpace of tix & forty days, vyhich vyas the chief time bf che 

King of Bramas his abod- there; of vyhom I yvill (ay ſomething here in a fevy vvords, becauſe 

1 conceive the curious vyould be vvell content co knovy yyhat ſucceſs the Chanbainhas, King 

of Martabawo, had in this vyar. This Siege had lated novy fix months and thirteen days, in 

which ſpace cheCiry had bin aflaulced five times in plain-day,bur the befieged defended them- 

{elves always very valiantly, and like men of great courage : Howb-:ic in regard they were in- 

ſenſibly conſumed with length of time; and the ſucceſs of wat, and that no ſuccour came to 

them from any part, their enemies were wichour compariſon far more in numbet then they, 

in ſuch ſort as the Chanmbambas found himſelf ſo deftiture of men, as ic was choughe he had 
noc above five thouſand ſouldiers left in the Ciry,the hundred and thirty chouſand which were 
ſaid to be there at the beginning of the Siege, being, conſumed by Famine, or the Sword, by 

reaſon whereof che Councel afſembling for to deliberate what was to be done thereupon, ir 

was reſolved that the King ſhould ſound his enemy by his Intereſt, which he preſently pur it 
execution : For that effe& he ſent co cell him, that if he would raiſe the Siege he would give 
him chircy chouſand Biſſes of flyer, which is in value a million of gold, and would become 
his Tribucary at chreeſcore thouſand Ducates by the year. The anſwer made by the King of 
' Bramaa hereunto was, that he could accept of no conditions from him, if he did not hiſt 
yield himſelf co his mercy. The ſecond time he propounded unto him,that if be would ſuffer 
him co depart away Witch two ſhips, in one of the which ſhould be his Treaſure, and in che 
ocher his Wife and Children, that chem he would deliver him the Ciry, and all that was in it. 
Bu the King of Bramas would bearkzm no more to that then the former, The third Propofi- 
tion which he made him was chis, That he ſhould retire wich his Army to Tagalaa, ſome 
ſix _— off, that ſo be might have liberty to go away freely with all his, and (hereupon he 
would deliver him the Cicy, and the Kingdom, cogecher with all the Treaſute belonging to 
the King his Predecefour, or that in licu thereof he would give him three millions of gold : 
Bu he alſo refuſed this laſt offer, infomuch that the ( haubainhaa utterly diſpairing of ever 
making his peace with ſo cruel an enemy,began to meditate with himſelf what means he mighc 
uſe co ſave himſelf from him ; Having long chought upon ir he found no berter an expedient 
then thereim'to ſerve himſelf cf rhe ſuccour of the Portugals, for he was periwaded that by 
their means he mighe eſcape the preſent danger. He ſent chen ſecretly ro tell Joand Cayeyroz 
that if he would imbarque himſelf in che night in his four ſhips, and take him in with his 
wife, and children, and ſo ſave them, he would _ bim half his treaſure. In this affair he 
very cloſely imployed a certain Porrugal, named Paulo de Seixas, born in the Town of O- 
bidos, who at that eime was with him 1n the City ; This ſame having diſguiſed himſelf in a 
Pegs habir, that he might not be known, (tole one night to Capeyro's Tent , and delivered 
him a Lerter from the Chanbainbaa , wherein this was contained : Valiant and faithful 
Commander of the Portugals, through the Grate of the great King of the other end of the 
world , the ſtrong and mighty Lion, dreadfully roaring , With a Crown of Majeſty in the 
Houſe of the Sun, [ the unhappy Chaubainha's, heretofore a Prince , but now no longey ſo, 
finding my ſef befieged in this wretched and infortunate City, do give thee to underſtand by 
the words ——_ of my month, with an aſſurance nd ifs faithful then 'rut, that I now 
render my ſelf the Vaſſal of the great King of Portugal, Soveraign Lord of me, and my children, 
ith an acknowledgement of homage, and ſuch tribute as he at his pleaſure ſhall impoſe on me 2 
wherefore 1 require thee on his behalf, that as ſoon as Paulo Serxas ſhall preſent this my Lets 
ter unto thee , thou come ſpeedily with thy Ships to the Bulwark, of the Chappel-k*y , where 
thou ſhalt find me ready attending thee, and then without taking further counſel, I will delrver 
” up to thy mercy , with all the treaſnres that 1 have in gold, and precious ſtones, 
will moſt willingly give the one half to the King of Portugal, wpon condition that 

mt me with the remainder to leavy in his Kingdom, or in the Fortreſſes which he 
bat 7m the Indies, two thouſand Portugals , ro whom 1 will give extraordinary great pay 
that by their means I may be re-eſtabliſhed in this State , which now 1 am conſtrained to a= 
banaon'; ſince my ill fortune will haue it ſo, As for that which concerns thee, and thy men, 
I do promiſe them, by the fauth of my verity, that mm caſe they do belp to ſave me, 1 will di> 
vide my treaſure ſo libera'ly among them , that all of thens ſhall be very well ſatisfied and 
comented ;, And for that time will not ſuffer me to enlarge - farther , Paulo de Seixas, by 
whons 1 ſend this unto thee, fhall aſſure thee bath of that which he hath ſeen, and of the of 

whic 
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which I have communicated unto him, Toano ( ayeyro had no ſooner received this Letter, 
buc be preſently cauſed the chief of his followers ſecretly to afſemble rogerher in Councel, 
Having ſhwed them the Letcer, he repreſented unto them how important and proficable ir 
would be for the ſervice of God, and the King, to accept of the offer, which che Chanbain. 
haa hid made them ; Whereupon cauſing an Oath to be given ro Paxlo de Serxas, he willed 
him freely to declare all his knowledge of the matter, and whether it were true that the 
Chaubainhaa his Treaſure was ſo great, as it was reported to be. Thereunto he anſwered by 
the Oath what he had taken, That be knew not certainly how great his Treaſure was, bur 
that he was well aſſured how he had often ſeen, with his own eyes, an houſe in form of a 
Church, and of a reaſonab'e bigneſs, all full up to the y:ry tyles of bars and wedges of Gold, 
which might very well lade two great Ships: He further ſaid, That he had moreover ſeen 
fix and twemy Cheſts bound about with firong cords, wherein according to the Chaubain- 
haa his own report was the Treaſure of the deceaſed Preſaguean King of Pegs , which aid 
Treaſure containing an hundred and thirty thouſand Bifles, and every Biſs in value five hun- 
dred Ducates, made up all together che ſum of threeſcore Millions of Gold : He ſaid alſo, 
That he kn2w not certainly the number of the wedges of Gold which he had ſeen inthe 
Temple of the God of Thunder, but he was moſt affured notwichRanding that they would 
fully Ide four good Veſſels: And for a conclufion, be told chem, That the ſame Chanbar- 
hea had ſhewed him the golden Image of Quiay Frigan, Which was taken at Degumrs, all 
full of ſuch rich and reſplendent Rones , as it was thought the like again were nor 1n the 
whole world ; So that this Declaration which this man made upon Oath aſtoniſhed them 
ſo thar heard ir, as they could nor poſſibly beleeve ic co be true. Howbeir after they had ſemt 
him our of che Tent, they entered inco conſultation about this affair , whercin nothing was 
reſolved, of which I yerily believe our fins were the cauſe z for there were in this Afſembl 
as many different opinions, as Babel had diverſiries of Languages , which proceeded eſpect. 
allyfrom the envy of fix or ſeyen men ther= preſent, who would needs perſwade the reſt, 
that if this affair ſhould happen to hav2 ſuch ſucceſs as was hoped for, Jeans Cajeyro ( unto 
whom they all bore no good will } would go then into Portugal with ſo much honor and 
reputation, as it Would be a ſmall matter for the King ro make him an Earl, or a Marquig, 
or at lealt recompence him with the Government of the /ndiaes ; ſo that after theſe Mini- 


. {ters of the Devil had alledged many reaſons wherefore ic might not be done , which I ehink 


was but the mask of, their weakneſs and ill nature, though ir may be they did it out of the 
fear they were in of loſfing both their goods and lives if this matter ſhould come to be diſ- 
coyered to the King of Bramas ; howſoever they would nor agree to accept of this offer, but 
contrariwiſe they threatened Jeans Cayemro, that if he defifted not from his purpoſe, which 
was to comply with the Chanbainbaa,they would diſcloſe it ro the Bramaa ; ſo that Cayeyre 
was conſtrained to abandon this buſineſs, leſt if he ſhould perſiſt therein the Port wg als them- 
ſelyzs would diſcoyer him, as they threatened co do, without either fear of God , or regare 

of mien, + 
ceft.3, Joano Cayeyro, ſeeing he could not poſſibly bring his deſire to paſs, wrote a Letter to the 
Canbainhag, whzrcin he uſed many weak excuſes for not performing that which he de- 
manded of him, and giving it to Paxlo de Serxas, he ſpeedily diſpatch2d him away with ir; 
ſo that departing about three hours after midnighr he arrived ſafe at che Ciry, where he 
found the Canbainhaa attending him in the ſame place which he had named in his Leccer, 
unto whom he delivered the Anſwer he had brought ; After he had read ic, and thereby 
found that he cou'd nor be ſuccoured by our men, as he always thought he ſhould, it is ſaid 
that he remained ſo confounded, that for very grief and ſorrow he ſunk down to the ground 
like a dead man, and continuing a pretty while in that manner, at length he came again co 
himſelf, and then beating his breft, and bewailing his miſerable fortune, Ah \ 
ſaid he with rears in his eyes, how 111 do you acknoWiedge that which I have done fr riſe 
ging that thereby I ſhould maks acquiſition of your friendſhip, as of a treaſure, to the eng that 
like faithfu] men you wonld be aſſiſting to me in ſo great 4 neceſſity as this is which now 1 am 
»», whereby 1 deſired no other thing then to ſave my childrens lives, inrich your King, and ſtate, 
Jon in the numbir of my chiefeſt friends ? And would it had pleaſed him who raigns m the 
branty of theſe ſtars, tha” you had merited before him the doing me this good office, which onely 
for my ſins you have refuſed me; for in ſo doing you had by my means augmented his Law, and 
4 been ſaved in the promiſes of us ermb, Therzupon ſending away Paylo de Seixar , with 3 
young 
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yourg Wench, by whom he had had ewo ſons, he gaye him a pait of Bracefecs , and (aid un- 
ro him, / deſire thee not to think of this little which naw 1 grve thee, but of the great Live I have 
olways born thee ; above all, forget wot to tell the Portugals, with how muck canſe ind grief 1 
complain of their extream ingracucude, whereof 1 will render them culpable before God at the 
laſt and dreadful d:y of Fudgemem; The nigh following Paul de Seixas came back to the 
Portzg als, with ewo chiloren, and a very fair young Dimoſel their Mother , with whom he 
married afterwards at Coromande/, and ſhewed to S:;mon de Binto, and Pedro de Bruges, 
Lapidaries, the Bracelets which the Chaubainhaa had given bim, who buying them of him 
payd fix and thirty thouſand Ducates for chem, and had afterwards fourſcore thouſ:nd for 
them of 7rimira Raza Governour of Narſingua, Five days after Paulo de Serx 5s coming to 
the Camp, where he recounted all thar Þ have relared before, the { haubainhaa, ſeeing him- 
ſelf d:ticuce of all humane remedy, adviſed with his Councel what courſe he ſhould take in 
io Sn that dayly in the n2ck of one another fell upon him; and it was re* 
ſolved by them co pur to the ſword all things living char were not able to fight,and with che 
blood of them to make a Sactifice to Oaray Nivandel, God of Barrels, then to cat all the 
rceaſure into the Sea, that their Enemics might make no benefic of ir, afterward co ſer the 
whole City on fire , and laſtly that all thoſe which were able co bear arms ſhould mike 
chemſelves Amoucos, that is to ſay, men reſolved either ro dye, or vanquiſh, in fighting with 
the Brawass, The Chaubainhaa very much approved this counſel, and concluding of ic 
accordingly chey fell preſently co the demoliſhing of houſes, and” were prepativg all ocher 
things for the cff<Rting of their defign, when as one of the three principal Commanders of 
che City, apprehending that which was to follow the next day, flzd che nighe enſuing co the 
Enemies Camp, and there rendered himſelf with four thouſand men under his leadir g ro the 
Bramaa ; Hereupon thz courages of all the reft were ſo abated by ſuch a firange intidelicy 
andflight , that nor one of them cared afterwards either ro k2ep watch, maintain the brea» 
ches, or do any other ſetyice whatſoever, bur contrarily all chat remained {tuck not to (ay 
publiquely., that if the Chanbainhas would nor ſuddenly reſolve to yield himſelf ro the 
Bramas, they would open che gares and let him in, for that ir would be better for them to 
dye ſo, then to languiſh and conſume away like roccen beafts as they did 5 The Chanbambas 
ſeeing them fifly bent chereunro,for ro appeaſe them,an(wered, that h- would perform cheir 
defirez howbeit withal he cauſed a review to be made of thoſe that would fight, but he 
found them to be. nor above two thouſand in all, and they roo ſo deſtitute of couragegas they 
could hardly have reliſted feeble women : Beholding himſelf then reduced to the laſt caſt, 
he communicated his mind co the Qzzeen onely, as having no other at that time by whom he 
might be adviſed,or that indeed could adviſe him ; The onely expedient then that he could 
reft an, was £O render imſelf inco che hands of his Eremy, and co Rand to his mercy , or his 
rigor,, Wherefore the nexc day abour {ix of the clock in the morning he cauſed a whice flag 
tO be hung out over the wall in tign of peace, wh:reunto they of che Camp anſwered with 
another like banner.z Hereupen the Xemmbrum , who was as it were Marſhal of the Carap, 
ſent an horſeman co rhe 'bulwark, where the*flag tiood, unto whom it was delivered from 
the tap of the wali;That the (hanbainhaa defired to ſend a Letter tothe King,ſo as he might 
have a ſafe«condudt for it; which/being fignified to the * XYenjmbrum, he injiancly diſpatched 
away wo of good qualicyin the Army with a ſafe-conduRt , and ſo theſe two Bramaas rc= 
maining for hoſtages in the City; the” (({hanbainhxa fent the King a Letter by one of his 
Priejts, that was fourſcore years of age, and repured for a Saint amongſt them. The conrents 
of this Letter were theſe: The lave of children hath ſo much power-1y this houſe of onr weak - 
neſs, that emongft 144, whi are 'fathevs, there is not ſo much as one that for their ſakes would 
not be well contented to deſcend a thouſand times into the deep pit of the houſe of the Serpent, 
much more wouldexpoſe his life for them , and put himſelf imo the hands of one that uſeth ſo 
much clemency towards them that ſhall do ſo: For which reaſon 1 reſolved this night with my 
wife and children, coutrary to the opinions that would diſſwade me from this god, which 1 hold 
the greateſt of all others, to render my ſelf unto your Highneſs, that you may do with me as you 
think, fit, and as (hall be moſt agreeable to your good pleaſure, As for the fault wherewth 1 
may be charged, and which 1 ſubmit at your feet, 1 humbly beſeech you not to regard it, that ſo 
the merit, of «the mercy, which you ſhall ſhew me, may be the greater before God and men. May 
your Highneſs therefore be pleaſed to ſend ſome preſently for totaks poſſeſſion of my perſon, of 
my wife, of my children, of the City, of the Treaſure, and of all the Kingdoms ; all which 1 do 


even 
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even now Jield up unto you, as to my Sovereign Lord, and lawful King, All the requeſt that 
I have to maks unto you hbereupon with my knees onthe ground, 1s, that we may all of us with 


Jour permiſſion finiſh our days in a C loiſter, there 1 have already vowed continually to bewas! 
and repent my faults }4; For as touching the thoners and eſtates of the world, wherewith your 
Higneſs might inrich me, as Lord of the moſt part of the Earth, and of the Iſles of the Sea, 
they are things which I utterly renounce for evermore, In aword, 1 do ſolemnly ſwear unto 
Jou before the greateſt of all the Gods, who with the gentle touch of his Almighty hand makes 
the Clouds of Heaven tomove, never to leave that Religion which by your pleaſure 1 ſhall be 
commanded to profeſs, where being freed from the vain hopes of the world, my repeutance may 


- be the more pleaſing to him that pardoneth all things. Thus holy Grepo, Dean of the golden 


Houſe of Saint Quiay , who for his goodneſs and auſterity of life hath all power over me, 
will make a more ample relation unto you of what I have omitted , and can more particularly 
tell you that which concerns the offer 1 make you of rendring my ſelf ; that ſo relying on the 
reality of his Speech, the unquietneſs wherewith my ſoul « inceſſantly troubled may be appeas 
ſed. Th: King of Bramaa having read this Letter inſtantly returned ancther in aniWer 
chereunto full of promiſes and oaths to this effe&, That be would forget all that was paſt, and 
that for the future he would provide him an eftate of ſo great a Revenue, as ſhonld very 
well content him + Which he bur badly accompliſhed, as I ſhall declare hereafter. Thee 
news was publiſhed throughout all the Camp with a great deal of joy, and the next morn- 
ing all the Equipage and Train that the King had in bis quarter was ſer forth' to view : Firſt 
of all there were to be ſeen fourſcore and fix Field-Tents, wonderful rich, each of them be- 
ing invironed with thirty Elephants, ranked in two Files, as if they had been ready to fight, 
with Caſtles on their backs full of Banners, and their Panores faſtened totheir Trunks, the 
whole number of them amounted unto two thouſand, five hundred, and fourſcore : Not far 
from them were twelve chouſand and five bundred Bramaas , all mounted on horſes, very 
richly accouſtred z with che order, which they kept, they incloſed all the Kings quarter in 
four Files, and were all armed in Corſlets, or Coats of Mayl, with Lances, Cymitars, and 
oilded Bucklers. After theſe Horſe followed four Files of Foot, all Bramaas, being in num- 

r above twenty thouſand. For all the other Souldiers of the Camp,there were ſo many as 
they could not be counted, and they marched all in ordef afcer their Captains, In this pub- 
lique Muſter were to be ſeen a world of Banners, and rich colours, and ſuch a number of In- 
firumencs of war ſounded, that the noiſe thereof, rogerher with that which che Souldiers 
made, was moſt dreadful, and ſo great as ic was not pofſibie to bear one another. Now for 
that the King of Bramaa would this day make ſhew of his greatneſs, in the reddiion of the 
Chanbainhaa, he gave expreſs Command, that all the Captains which were firangers , wich 
cheir men, ſhould put on their beſt cloryes, and Arms, and ſo ranged in two Files,they ſhoujd 
make as it were a kind of freer, through which the Chanba:nhas might paſs ; this according- 
ly was put in executſon ; and this ſtreet rook begimning from che City gate, and reached as 
far as to che Kings Tent, being in length about three quarcers of a _—_ or bertrer : In this 
free there Were fx and thirty thouſand Rrangers,of two and forty differenc Nations, namely 


' Portugals, Grecians, Vinetians, Turks, Fanizaries, Fews, Armenians, Tartars, Mogores, A- 


byſſins, Raizbutes, Nobins, Coracones, Perſians, Tuparaas, Gizares, Tanaces, Malabares, 

aos, Achems, Moens, Siams, Luſſons of the Iſland Borneo, Chacomas, Arracons, Predine, 
Þ apnaas, Selebres, CMindancas, Pegus, Bramaas, and many others whoſe names I know 
not. All theſe Nations were ranked according tothe Xemimbrums order, whereby the Por- 
tug als were placed in the Vantgard, which was next co the gate of che City where the Cha- 
bainbaa age 4 come z Aﬀcer them followed the &rmenians, then the Jamzaries and Turks, 
and ſo rhe reſt. | |

£ che infant opening of the Gates of th: Cicy ;zwhereupon firſt of all iflued out the Soul. 
diets, whom the'King had ſent thither for the Guard of it, being 4000 Srams and Bramaass, 
all Harquebufiers, Halberdiers, and Pikemen, wich aboye 300 armed Elephants 3 all which

countenance of a generous Princes  Aſfoon as he was arrived at a place which vas near to 
the Gate of the Ciry, where a great throng of Women, Children, and old men, waited for 
himy- when they ſaw him in ſo deplorable an eſtare, they all made (7 times one after ano- 
ther) ſo loud and dreadfull a cty, as if Heaven and Earth would have come rogether, Now 
theſe lamencations and complaints were preſently ſeconded with ſuch terrible blows, chat 
they gavethemſelyes-wichour picy on their faces with fiones,- as they were molt of them 
all of a gore-bloud: In the mean time things fo horrible to behold, a1d mourrfull co hear, 
ſo much aMied all the Afſiltants, that the very Bramags of the Guard, though Men of 
'War, and conſequently bur lictle inclined co compaſſion, being alſo Enemies to the Chaw» 
bainhaa, could not forbear weeping. Ir was likewiſe in this place, where Nhay Canatoo, 
and all the ather Ladies that atrended on her, fainted twice, by reaſon whereof they were 
fain to let the Chaubainbaa alight from his Elephant for to go and comfort her 3 whereupon 
ſeeing her lying upon the ground ina Swoon with, her 4 Children in her arms, he kneeled 
downon both his knees, and looking up to Heaven with his eyes full of tears, O mighty Po-

Lequies, and of China. Asfor Gold, Silver, precious tones, and jewels, that were found 
there, one tfuly knows not what they were, for thoſe things are ordinarily concealed z 
wherefore it ſhall ſuffice me to ſay, that ſo much as the King of Bramaa had for certain of 
the Chanbainhaa's Treaſure, amounted to an hundred Millions of Gold, whereof, asfI haye 
ſaid before, our King loſt the Moity, as well for our fins, as through che malice and enyy of 
wicked diſpoſitions, The next day after the City was pillaged, demoliſhed, and burnt, there

which mine had cauſed unco me ; for it was now full 6 monerhs fince theſe poor Wretches 
had been in his power, being taken in the Ship of Dox Anrique Deca of ( aranor, which by 
a Tempeſt was caft on that Coaſt, Now ſeeing chat hicherto I have diſcouried of the ſucceſs 
of my Voyage to Martabano, arid of the benefit that redounded to me by my going thi- 
ther for the ſervice of the King, which was no other then the loſs of my Goods, and the 
Inrif6nmenr of my perſon ; before I engage my ſelf furcher in cheſe Relacions, I am re- 
ſolved toentreat of the divers Fortunes which 1 ran in that Kingdom for the ſpace of z 
years and an half that I travelled therein, being che time of my Captivity, as alſo of the ſe- 
veral Countries through v hich I was cartied by my crofſ:s and miſhaps; as holding it altoge- 
ther neceſſary for the declaration of chat which I am going on withall, 1 ſay then, that after 
this the King of Bramaa was departed from the Ciry Martiabano, 25 I bave related _— 
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things, he cauſed his Army co march one morning before day direAly ro 
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he jourreyed ſo long that at length hz came to Pegs, where, before he diſmiſſed his Com<- 
manders, he cauſed a Muller to 'be made of his Army, and found that of ſeven hundred 
thouſand men, which he had carried along wich him to the beſieging of the Chanbainkbaz, 
there was fourſcore and {ix thouſand of them wanting : And for as much as he nad abour 
that time ſome inckling how the King of eAvaa confederated Wich the Savadi and (þa- 
lew, would giveentry unto the S;anmon (whoſe Country borders on the Welt and North- 
W-( (ide of the ( a/aminhan, Empzrour of the indomicable Forczs \of the Elephants of 
the Earth, as I will ſhev hereafter when I ſpeak of hicm)to the end be mighe win from this 
Bramaa the ciiefelt firepgehs of his Kingdoms, be like a g00d Captain as he was, and very 
cuoning in matter of War, before he paſl:d on turther, cauſed men to be levied, with whom, 
as allo wich all other w wr wg things, he furniſhed thoſe OJ = Fortre fles from whence 
his greateſt fear proce:ded. Then having reiolved to go and befiege the City of Prom, he 
rerained the Army which he bad already a foot, and made new and great preparations 
throughout the Kingdom, ufing ſuch diligence therein, as in fix moneths crime he had got to- 
ther the number of nine hundred thouſand men, whom he imbatqued in 12000 rowing 
efſels, whereof 2Qoo were Servos, Laulers, Caruros, and Foifts, Now all this g reat Fleet 
ſer forth from Pegs he gth of March, 1545. and going up che Riyer of «Avſedaa, it went 
to Danaplun, where ic was furniſhed-with all ſuch Pronhons as were neceflary. Fr om this 
place foilowing on their way through a great R'yer of freſh Water, c:lled Picau Maltcon, 
which was above a League broad, at length upon the 13th of April they came within view 
of Prom. There, by ſome whom chey took that night, they learned, that che King was 
dead, and how he had left for his Succefſour ro the Kingdom a Son of his of 1 3 years of age, 
whom the King his Father before he died had married co his Wives Siſter, the Aunt of 
the ſaid young Prince, and Daughter co the King of Avas. This young King was no ſooner 
advertiſed of the King of Bramaa his coming to beliege him in his City of Prow, but he 
ſent preſently away to the King his Fathet in Law for ſuccour, which he inſtancly granced, 
and to thgxend ſpecdily raiſed an Army of 30000 Hons, Tartes, and Chalems, choice men 
and trained up in the Wars, of whom he made a Son of his, and Brother ro the Queen, Go. 
n-ral. In the mean cime the Bramas, having intelligence thereof, uſedall poſſible diligence 
for to beliege ther City before ſo great a ſiccour might arrive, To which purpoſe, haying land- 
ed his Army in a Plain, called CMeigavotas, ſome 2 Leagues below th: Girzy, be continued 
there 5 days in making ready ſuch preparations as were needfull , timing ie, order for = 
» with the 
found of Drums, Fifes, and other ſuch Taftruments of War ; where being od abouc 
noon without any oppoſition, he began preſently to ſertle his Camp 3 ſo that before ic was 
night, the whole City was environed with Trenches, and very great Ditches, as alſo with fix 
rows of Cannons, and other Pieces of Ordnance. 
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Thu which paſſed between the Queen of Prom, and the King of Bramaa, Pp | 
together with the firſt Aſſanlt that was given to the City, 2 | 
and the Succeſs thereof. 
E by King of Bramas had been now five days before the City of Prom, when as the Sed::: 
Queen that governed the State in the place of her Husband, ſecing her (elf thus befie- | 
oed, ſent to viſit this her enemy with a rich jewel of precious ſtones, which was preſented 
unto him by a Ta/agrepo, or religious man, of aboye an hundred years old, who was held a- 
_—_ them for a Saint, together with a Lerter, wherein tris was written ; Great and mighty 
Lord, more favoured in the Houſe of fortune then all the Kings of the earth, the force of an | 
extream power, an increaſing of the Salt-ſeas , whereinto all lefſer rivers do render themſelves 
4 Shield full of very fair devices, Proceſſor of the greateſt States, upon the Throne whereof 
thy feet de repoſe with a marvellous Majeſty : I Nhay Nivolau , 4 poor woman, Governeſs, 
and Tutreſs of my Son, an Orphan, do proſtrate my ſelf before thee with tears in mine eyes, 
and with the reſpett which ought to be rendred unto thee ; 1 beſeech thee not to draw thy 
Sword againſt my weakneſs , for thow knoweſt that 1 am but a ſilly woman, which ean but 
only cry unto God for the wrong that 1s done me , whoſe property alſo it ts to ſuccour with mer- 
cy, and to chaſtiſe with page States of the world be they never ſo great, trampling 
them under bis feet with ſo redoubted a power, that the very Inhabitants of the profound 
houſe of ſmoak, do fear and tremble before this Almighty Lord: I pray and conjure thee not 
10 take from me that which is mine , ſeeing it ts ſo ſmall a thing, as then ſhalt not be the grea- 
ter for it when thou baſt it, nor yes the */ if thou haſt it not; whereas contrarily, if thou, 
my Lord, wilt ſhew thy ſelſ putiful tome, that att of clemency will bring thee ſuch reputati« 
a , 4s the wery Infants themſelves will ceaſe from ſucking the white breaſts of their Alo= 
thers for to prarſe thee mith the pure lips of their innocenty z, and likewiſe all they of my Coun-' 
 Iry, and Strangers, will ever remember ſuch thy charity towards me, and 1 my ſelf will cauſe 
3t to be engraven onthe Tombs of the dead, that both they ard the living may give thee thanks 
for a thing which 1 do beg of thee with ſo much inſtance from the bottom of my heart. Thus 
holy man , Aveniachim , fron whom thou ſhalt recerve this Letter , written with mine own 
hand, hath Powter and Authority to treat with thee in the Name of my Fatherleſs Son, concern- 
ing all that ſhall be judged reaſonable touching the tribute and homage which thou ſhalt think, 
fir to have rendred unto thee , upon condition that thow wilt be pleaſed to let ua enjoy our hou- 
ſes, ſo that under a true aſſurance' thereof we nay bring up our children, and gather the fruit 
of our labours for the nouriſhment of the poor Inhabitants of this paltry Town , who will all 
ſerve thee , and I too, with a moſt humble reſpeit, in all things wherein thou ſhalt think good to 
1mpley #6 at thy pleaſure. 
The Bramas :eccived this Lecter and Ambaſlage with a great deal of authoricy,and enter- 
tained the Religious man thar delivered ic unto him with much honour,as well in regard of his 
age; as for that he was held as a Saint amongſt them ; with all he granted him certain things 
which were at firſt demanded, as a Ceſſation of Arms till ſuch time as Articles ſhould be a- 
greed on; 2s alſo a permiſſron for the Befieged to converſe wich the Befiegers, and other ſuch 
things of little conſequence $ In the mean time judging with himſelf that al thofe ofters, 
Which chis poor Queen made him, and the humble ſubmiſſions of her Letrers,proceeded from 
weakneſs and fear, he would never anſwer the Ambaſiidour clear|+, or to purpoſe : Contra 
rily he cauſed all the places there abours that were weak,and unarmed,to be ſecretly ranſaked, 
and the poor Inhabirants thereof ro be unmercifully butchered by their barbarous enemies, 
whoſe cruelty was ſo great, that in five dayes, according to report, they killed foutteen thou» 
ſand perſons, the moſt part whereof were women, children, and old men, that were not 
able to bear Arms. Hereupon the Rol/im, who brought this Lerter, relying no longer on the 
falſe promiſes of this Tyrant,and diſcontented with the lictle reſpeR he uſed towards him,de- 
manded leave of him to return to the Ciry, which the Bramaa gave him, rogether with this 
anſwer ; That if the Queen would deliver up'ber ſelf, her Treaſure, her Kingdom, and her 
Vaſſals to him, he would recompence het another way for the loſs of her Stare z but withall 
that ſhe was to return him a peremprory anſwer _— propoiition of his the yery ſame = 
H IMC 
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which was all the time I could give her, that ſo he might upon the knowledge of her reſolu- 
tion derermin2 upon what he had to do, The Ro/zme went herewith back ro che Ciry,where te 
gav2 the Queen an account of all things, ſaying, That chis Tyrant was 4 man withour faith, 
and replete with damnable intentions;for procf whereof he repreſented unto her che Siege of 
Martabanr,thez uſage of the Chanbainbaa aiter he had rendred himſelf unto him upon his word, 
2nd how he had pur him, his wife, his children, and the chiefeti Nobility of fiis Kingdom, to 
a moli ſhamefull death. Theſe things conſidered ic was inftanily concluded, as well by the 
Q2en,as by all choſe of her Councel,;that ſhe ſhould defend the Cicy,rill ſuch cime as ſuccour 
caine fron her Father, which would be wichin 15 days at the furcheft : This reſolucion taken, 
ſhe(being of a great courage)without furcher delay crook order for all things chat were thoughr 
neceſſary tor the defence of the Ciry, animating to that erd her people with great prudence, 
and a man-like Spirir, though ſhz was bur a woman ; Moreover, as ſhe liberally imparted to 
chem of her Treaſure, ſo ſh: promiſed every one throughly to acknowledg their ſervices with 
all manner of recomp2nces and honours, whereby they were mightily encouraged co fight : 
In the mean ſpace the King of Bramaa, ſeeing that the Ro/zms returned him no anſwer within 
the time prefixr, began the nexc day to fortifie all che Quarters of his Camp with double rows 
of Cannon, for co bacrer the City on every fide ; and for afſaulcing of th: walls he cauſed a 
great number of L1ddzrs to be made, publiſhing withall chroughout his whole Army, chat all 
Souldiers upon pain of death ſhould bz ready within three days co go to the Aſſiule;The time 
then being core, which was the third of May, 1545. About an hour before day che King 
went out of his Quarter, where he was at Anchor upon the river with two thouſand veſlels 
of choic2 men, and giving the Signal ro the Cemmanders which were. on Land, co prepare 
themſclves, they alcogether in ons Body affuled the walls, wich ſo great 8 cry, as if Heaven 
and Earth would have cone cogether, {o thac both fades falling ro encounter pell-mell with 
one :nocher,there was (uch a conflict berwixc them,as within a little while the air was ſeen all 
on fire, and the earth all bloody ; whereunts being added the claſhing of weapons, and noiſe 
of guns, it was a ſpeRacle ſo dreadful , that we few Portugals, who beheld theſe things, re- 
mained attoniſhed,and almoſt beſides our ſelves : This fight indured full five hours,at the end 
whereof th: Tyrant of Bramaa ſeeing thoſe within defend themſelves fo valiantly, and the 
molt part of his Forces to grow fainr,he went to land with cen or eleyzn thouſand of his beſt 
men, and with all dilig-nce re-inforcing the Companies, that were fighting, the Bickering re- 
newed 1n [uch ſorr,, as one would have faid it did buc then begin, ſo great was the fury of ir. 
The ſecond trial continued till 'night,yer would nor the King defift from the fighr,whar coun- 
ſel ſoever was given him to retire z buc contrarily he ſwore not to give over the Enterpriſe 
begun, and that hz would lie that night within the incloſure of the City walls, or cut oft the 
heads of all choſe Commanders that were not wounded at their coming off;In the mean time 
chis obſtinacy was very prejudicial to him, but continuing the Afaulc till the Moon was gone 
down, Which was rwo hours palt midnight, he was then forced to ſound a Retreat, after he 
had loſt in this Afſzulr, as was the next day found upon a Muſter, fourſcore thouſand of his 
men, beſides thoſe which were hurt, which were thirty thouſand at the leaſt, whereof many 
died for want of dreſſing ; whence iflued ſuch a plague in the Camp, as well chrough the cor- 
ruption of the zir, as thz water of the river,(that was all tainced wich blood and dead bodies,) 
that thereby about fourſcore thouſand more periſhed, amongſt whom were five hundred Por- 
tagals, having no other buriall then the bodies of Vultures, Crows, and ſuch like birds of 
prey, Which devoured them all along the Coaſt where they lay. 


Sea.z, ThreKing of Bramaa, having conſidered chat this firſt Aſſault had coſt him ſo dear, would 


no more h:zard his men in that manner,but he cauſed a great Terrace eo be made with Bavins, 
and above ten' thouſand Date-rrees, which he commanded to be cut down, and on that he 
raiſed up a platform ſo high, as ic over-topped the walls of the Cicy rwo farhoms, and more, 
where he placed 80 pieces of Ordnance, and with chem continually batrering the City for the 
ſpace of nine dayes together, it was for the moſt part demoliſhed, with che death of fourreen 


| thouſand perſons, whichquite abated the poor Queens courage, efpecially when fhe came to 
; under(tand that ſhe had bur fix thouſand fighting men lefr, all che reſt, which confifted of wo- 


' men,children,& old men,being unfic and unable co bear Arms, The miſerable beſieged ſeeing 
themſelves reduced to ſuch extreamity, aſſembled rogether in Councel, & thereby the advice 
of the chiefe(t of them,ic was concluded, Thar all in general ſhould anoint themſelves with the 

Oil of the Lamps of the Chappel of Q#1ay Nivandel,God of Bucel of the field V3tan, _ ſo 
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offering themſelves up in (acrifice-to him, ſet upon the platform, wich a determination | 


either co dye, or to yanquiſh, in yowing themſelves all. for the defence'of.their youpg King, 
ro whom they had ſo lately done homage, and ({worn' ro þe rrue {and faithful Sybjes. 
This reſolution taken , whuch the Q1'-en and her Nobility . approved of. for the belt and 
molt aſſured, in a-time whereinall cnings were wanting to them for.the longer defending 
themſelyes, they. promuſed co, accompliſh it in che manner aforeſaid by a tolemg Oath, 
which chey all cook z Now there being no furcher queſtion bur go-ſee how they ſhould carry 
chemſelyzs in this affair, ;they firtof -all made an Uncle of the Queensxthe Captain of chis 
reſolute Band, , who aſſembling theſe fix ghouſand together, the ſame Sfebe , abour che firſt 
quarter'of the watch; made a ſally ,our of the two. gates that were neerett co the Terrace 
and platform, and.ſo rakigg courage-from their deſpair, and reſolution to dye, they fought 
ſo valiantly, that in leſs then half an hour the whole Camp was put in-.diſorder, the Ter= 
race gained, the feurſcore pieces of /Cannon taken, the King himſelf hurt, the Palliado 
burnr, the Trenches broken, and the- Xeyimbrum, General of the Army, ſlain, withabove 
fifceen thouſand men; more, - amongſt. the whictr were five hundred. Twrks ; there were 
moreover forcy Elephants caken, beſides choſe tha were killed, and eight hundred Bramaas 
made priſoners z {0 that theſe f1x-chouſand reſolure men did that which an hundred thou- 
ſand, though valiant.cnough, could hardly bave effefted. After this chey retreated.an bour 
before day z: and upon g.teview they, found, thar 'of fix thouſand which chey were,, there 
was burſeven hundred.{lain. This-bad ſucceſs ſo grieved and incenſed. the King of Bra- 
mas, as 2tiriburing the cauſe thereof co.che negligence of ſome of. his. Captains in the ill 
guarding of ehe-Terrace,. that the day following he. cauſed ewo thouſand Pegs's to be be- 
headed ,” Which bad ftogd;ſentinel ghat nighe, This adventure rendred things quiet for the 
ſpace of ewelye days., during which: the. befieged Rirred nor 4 in the mean ume one of che 
four principal Captaips of the Ciry, named Xemins 2eleyray, fearing that which all ochers 
in general miſdoubred,, nomely.chas they could nor eſcape from falling into the, hands of 
ſo crie{4n Enemy ,-treated ſecretly with the Tyrant, and upon condition that he would 
conrinue him-in hischarge, nor meddle with any of che houſes of bis friends, and make .him 
Xemin of Anſedaa in the Kingdom of Pegs, with all the Reyenue which the Bainbas cf 
CMalacon had there, being thirty rhoutand Ducates a year, he would deliver him up the 
City by giving him entrance into it through the gate which he commanded : The King of 
Bramaa accepted hereof, and for a gage vf performance on his part , he ſent him a rich 
Ring from off his finger. This Treaſon ſo concluded, was effeRed on the three and twen- 
tieth of Auguſft,. ip the year 1545+ Wherein this Tyrant'of Bramas carried himſelf wich 
all che barbarouſneſs and. cruelcy ng uſed co-praRtiſe in the like caſes. And for as much 
as I conceive that 1 ſhould never have done , if I ſhould recount here at large how this af- 
fair-piſt ,'I will ſay po-.more, but: that che gate, was opened, the City, delivered upg: #he 
Inhebicancs all cut in pieces, withour ſo much as ſparing one ; the King and Queen made 
priſoners, their Treaſurers raken, the Buildings and Temples demoliſhed, and mapy ocher 
inhumanities exerciſed With ſuch outragiouſneſs, the. belief whereof.is beyond" the _imagi- 
ration, and chought.of,'man ; and. cruly I never repreſent unto my ſelf in what , manner ic 
was done, -2s- having ſeem it wich mine own eyes, but chat I remain as ic were aſtoniſhed 
and-befides my ſelf at it, For as this Trans was. touched co the quick with che affront he 
had-lately receiyed, .ſo he execured; all che cruelties be could imagine againſt choſe myiſera- 
ble Inhabitants, for:co. Þe revenged ofthe ill ſucceſs be had bad in the fiege , which could 
not proceed from any-other bur a baſe nlind and vile gxrradtion ;, for ic ordinacily falls, our, 
chat bxbarouſneſs finds place \in ſuch. kind of people ,. rather then in generous and valianc 
hears 4 VWherernna, may. be —_ Shes = Was a cop rm erg and of an eſſen_uen 
difpoksion, thongh he was nevertheleſs ap Enemy to women, albeit chere were in that King- 
dots and' in the —= whereof. he. was Lerd thoſe: that were. very white and fo.

of it, and thereby judge what Forces he ſhould bring for to rake it ; So he proceeded” ftill 
on for the ſpace of eight and twenty days, and during that time paſſed by' many goodly 
places, which within the Kingdom of (halew and Jaerpalaox were upon ithe bank of the 
River: Ar lengrh he arrived at che Cicy of Avas, the thirteench of Oftober,the fame year, 
a thouſand five hundred forty and five ; Being come to the Port , he remained there thirreen 
days, and that while burned berween two and three'thouſand Veſſels that he found there ; 
Moreover, he ſer fire on many Villages thereabeut, which cott him not ſo licele bur that 
he loſt in all theſe degalts eight thoutand of his men, amongſt the which were threeſcore 
and ewo' Portugals, Now whereas this City was very firong, as well in regard of the 
ſcicuation of it, as of the Fortifications Which were newly made there, ic had beſides with- 
in it.ewenty thouſand Mons, who (as it was ſaid) were come thither ſome five days before from 
the Mountains of Pondales , where the-King of Aves, by the permiſſion of the Sramon, 
Emperour of that Monarchy, was leyying'above fourſcore thouſand men -for to go and regain 
the Ciry of Prom : for as ſoon as that King had received certain news of the death of his 
Daugiter and Son-in-law, perceiving that he was not firong enough of himſelf to revenge 
the wrongs this Tyranc bad done hiav,' or ro ſecure himſelf from thoſe which he feared to 
receive of him in'time to come, namely, che depriving him of his Kingdom, as he was 
threatened , he went in perſon with his' wife and children and caſt himſelf at the S14mons 
feet, and acquaincing him with the'greart affronts he had received', and whar his defre was, 
he made himſelf his Tributaty at threeſcore thouſand Biſles by the year, which amaunc ro 
an hundred thouſand Ducates-of our money, and a gwet« of Rubies, 'being a meaſure like ro 
our pint, therewith to make” a jewel-for his wife z of which Tribute, it was ſaid thathe ad- 
vanced the payment foer'ten years beforehand, beſides many ocher precious ones, and'vety 
rich Place, which he preſented him with, eſtimated in all” at cwo millions ; in recompence 
whereof the Szamon obliged himfelf to take him into his proteRion, yea and to-march' into 
the field for him asoften as need ſhould require, and to re-eſtabliſh bim wichin a year in the 
Kingdom of Proms;,' ſo as forchat effe& he granted him choſe thirty thouſand men' of ſucs 
cour , Which the: Aramas defeared ar CMeleytay's axalſo the twenty thouſand that were 
then.in the Cicy , 'and the: fourſcore thoutand which were to come ro-him , oyer Whom che 
ſaid King of 'Avgs was co'be the General; The Tyrant having incelligetice thereof,” and 
prehendmg that this,above all other chings he could fear, mighr be rhe cauſe of his ruine, 
gave preſent orderforkhe fortifying of Props with: much more care amd diligence' then for- 
merly.:. howbeir, before his departure from this River where he lay ac Anchor, being, about 
ſothe league from the City of Aves, be ſent his Treaſurer, named: Diocory ( with 'whom 
we cight' Portugals, as T baye relaced before, remained priſoners) Embaſſador to the [Cala- 
mba y''a Prince'of mighty power, :who is ſeated in che midſt of this regiori in a grear and 
{pacious:extent of Country , and of. whom I ſhall ſay-ſomerhing when I come toſpeak of 
him- The ſubje&-of . this Embaſlage was ro make him his Brother in Arms by a'League 
and Contract of new amity, offering for that effe ro give him a certain quantiry. of: Gold 
andipreciqus ones ; as alio co render unto him certain Frontier Lands of his Kingon, up- 
on cohdition that the Spring following he ſhould keep rhe S:@mon'inwar for co divert him 
from fuccouting the King of Avas, and thereby give'him means the more caſilytorake his

Onur going with the King of Bramaia's Ambaſſadour to the Calaminham , with 
the Courſe which we held witil "we arrived at the Temple or Pagode 
of Timagoogoo, and « Deſcription thereof. 


[7 ſ-ems#f1r'unto me, and conformable to that which I am relating, to leave for a while this 8. :; 


Tyrant of Bramaa(to whom [ vill return again when time ſhall terve)for to entrear here of 
the way we h-1d for ro go into. 7implan, the capital Ciry of the Empire of the ( alaminham, 
whic'i ftignihes, Lord of the world ; tor in cheir langnage,Cala is Lord,and Minham the world z 
Thi- Prince alſo enritles himiclt, The abſolute Lord of the indomiptable force of the Elephants of 
the Earth; And indeed I co nor think chat in all the world titere is 2 greater Lord then he,as f 
ſhall declare hereafter. Tais Ambaſladour then departing from Avaa in the Moneth of Of&s- 
ber, a thouſand, five hundred, forty and five, took his courſe up the river of Queitor, fieering 
Welt, Sourh- Eait, and 1n many places Eaſtward,by reaſon of the winding of the water ; and 
ſo in this diverfity of rhombes we continued our yoyage ſeven days tcgether, at the end 
whereof we arrived at a Channel, called Guampanoo, through which the Rhobamo, who was 
our Pilor, took his courſe, that he might decline the S;amens Country, being ſo commanded 
to da by the expreſs Order of the King. A while after we came to a great Town, named 
Gataldy, where the Ambaſladour layed three days to make proviſion of certain things nece(- 
ſary for his voyage, Having left this place we went on (till, rowing up through his Channel 
eleven days longer, during which time we met not with any place that was remarkable, only 
we ſaw ſome ſinall villages, the houſes whereof wer2 covered with thatch, and peopled with 
very poor folks,and yet for all that the fields are full of Cattel,which ſeemed to have no Ma- 
fer, for we killed rwenty and thirty of them in a day in the fight of thoſe of the Country, 
no man ſo much as finding fault with ic,but contrarily they brought them in courteſie to us,as 
if they were glad co ſee us kill them in that ſort. At our going out of this Channel of Guan- 
paroo,we centred inco a very great rivergcalled Angegumaa,that was above three Leagues broad, 
and in ſome places fix and twenty fathom deep , with ſuch imperuous currents as they drove 
us ofcen-times from our courſe ; This river we coalted above ſeven dayes together, and at 
lengrh arrived at a-pretty little walled Town, named Gumbim, in the Kingdom of Jaxgremaa, 
invironed on the Lands (ide for five or fix leagues ſpace with Forrefts or Bi»jamm,as alſo with 
Plains of Lacre, where:vich chey ordinarily traded ro MMartabano, and do allo lade there many 
veſſels withthoſe conmodities for to tranſport them into diyers Countries of the /ndiaes, 
as tO the Streight of Mecqua, to Alcerer, and Judaa, There is alſo in this Town great fiore 
of Musk, far better then thar of China, which from thence is carried to Martabano and Pe- 
gu, Where thoſe of our Nation buy of it, therewich to rraffique at Narſingua, Orixaa, and 
Maſulepatay. The women of this Country are all yery whice and well-tavoured ; They ap- 
parel themſelves with Stuffs mace of Silk and Cotten-wool , wear links of gold and filver 
abour their legs, and rich Carcanets abour their necks ; The ground there 1s cf it [elf exceeding 
ſertile in Wheat, Rice, Millers, Sugar, Wax, and Catrel : This Town, with ten leagues of 
circuit abour it, yields ey2ry year to the King of Jargowmas threeſcore Altars of gold, which 
are ſeven hundred thouſand Ducates of our money, From thence we coaſted the fiver Sourh- 

ward, for the ſpace of aboye ſeven dayes, and arrived at a great Town, named Catammas, 
which in our language fignifies , the goldey Crewice, being the Patrimony of Kaudiavaa 1 im- 
bas, th: Calaminhams ſecond Son, The Nawgator of this Town gave good entertainment to 
the Amb-fladoir, and ſent him many ſorts of refreſhments for his followers ; withall he gave 
him co under{iand that the Calaminham was at the City of Timplay. We depatred from this 
place on a Sunday morning, and the day after about evening we came to a Fortreſs, called 
Campalagor, built in the midſt of the river in the form of an Ifl:nd upon arock, 2nd invi- 
roncd with good free-Rone,having three Bulwarks & two Towers ſeven tories high, where- 
In, they told che Ambaſſadour, was one of the four and twenty Treaſures, which the Cal:- 
»iwbans had in this Kingdom , the moſt part whereof confified in Lingots of & ver, of the 
weight of fix thouſand Caudins , whici are four and twenty thouſand Q iinrals ; and ir was 
ſaid, char all this filver was buried in wells under ground. After this wes fill continued our 
courſe for the ſpace of thirteen days , during the which we ſaw on both fides of the river 
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many very goody places, whereof the moſt were fair Towns, and che reſt ftately high Trees, 
delicare Gard2rs , and great Plains full of Corn, as alſo much Cartel, red Dzer, Shamoiſes, 
2nd Rhinocerors, under the keeping of certain men on horsback, who looked to them whilſt 
they ted, On the river theze were a great number of veſſels, where in much abundance was 
all chings to be ſold which the earch producech, wherewith it hath pleaſed God to enrich theſe 
Countrizs more then any other in the world. Now foraſmuch as the Ambaſſadour fell ſick 
here of an Im;oltume in his tomack, he-was counſelled ro proceed no further till he was 
healed, ſo that he reſolved co go with ſome of his Train for ro be cured to a famous Hoſpi= 
ral, ſome twelve Leagues from thence, in a Pagode, named Tmagoogeo , Which ſignifies the 
God of ihouſaxd Gods, and ſo departing at the ſame inſtant he arrived there on Saturday 
abour nigh. 

The Ambaſſadour being ſet on ſhore was the next day led ro an Hoſpical, called ( hipa- 
»ocan, whither the greatelt Lords uſed to repair when they were fick, and where there were 
two and forty ſeveral Lodgings very neat and convenient, in one of the which he was 
placed by the expr:ſs command of the Pmitales, who was, as it were, Governour of the 
Hoſpical : There care was taken that he wanted for nothing, but was furniſhed in abun- 
dance with all chat was neceflary for him : I will omit che odours, the neatneſs, the care 
of atcendance, the yeſlels, the robes, the exquifite meats, che delicaciet, and all che de. 
lights that may be imagined, which were to be had therewith as much perfe&ion and curio- 
ſity as more cannot be defired. Thicher likewiſe came twice a day to him exceeding fair 
women, who ſung to the Tune of Inſtruments of Muſick, and at certain hours frepreſented 
Playes, or Comedies,before him, that were very pleaſant, and finely ſer forth. Now that I 
may not trouble my ſelf in recounting here at length che infinite number of chings which I 
could ſpeak of concerning this Subje, I will paſs oyer many of them in filence, whereof ©» 
ther perſons, that could better expreſs them then my ſelf, would perady:nture make great e- 
ſtzem. Afrer we had been eigit and twenty days there, by which time the Ambaſladour was 
perfe&ly cured,we departed from thence for to go to a Town,named Meidur,twelye leagues 
further up che riv2r of Augeguma ; But that I may nor be blamed for failing in the promiſe 
which I made hererofore of ipzaking of this Pagode of T inagoogoo, I will here leave the Ame 
bafſadour to his Voyage, and return me to the Pagode z that of ſo many things which we ſaw 
there I may deliver ſome one, for to ſhew how little we Chriſtians do to 1ave our ſouls, in 
compariſon of that which cheſe wretches do to loſe theirs. During the eight and cwenty days 
which the Ambaſſadour imployed in recovering his health, we nine Portwgals that waited on 
bim nt knowing what to do, or heww to bettow our time in the mean while, no more then 
the reli, we palt it away in divers things, according to each ones fancy and delight, for to 
that purpoſe we wanted no commodities. Thus ſome applied themſelves co the hanting of 
Stags and Wild-boars, whereof there is great ſtore in chat Country ; Some to the purſuing 
of Tygers, Rhinocerots, Ounces, Zeores, Lions, Bufles, Wild- bulls, and of many other 
ſuch kind of bea(ts which we have not heard ſpoken of in our Exrope ; ſome to ſhooting at 
Wiid-ducks, Geeſe, and ſuch like Water-fowl ; ſome to hawking with Vulcures and Falcons, 
and ſome co fiſhing for Trowts, Mackarels, Chevyins, Mullets, Soles, and many other ſores 
of fiſh, whereof there is 2reat abundance in all the rivers of this Empire, In this manner 
we beſtowed our time, now in one thing, and then in another ; but that which we gave 
our ſelves molt unto was to hear, and ſee ; as alſo to enquire after the Laws of the Coun- 
try, the Pagodes, and Sacrifices, which we beheld there wich much cerrour and aftoniſh- 
ment : Howbeic I-purpoſe not to make any relation here more then of a few of them, 
which I conceive may (uffice to draw out the conſequences of choſe that I hall not giſ- 
courſe of, I ſay then that one of thoſe ſacrifices was made on the day of the new Moop of 
December, namely, on the ninth of that Moneth, which is a time wherein theſe blinded peo- 
pie are accultomed to celebrate a Feaſt, called by thoſe of the Country CMaſſunterives ; 
by thoſe of Jappan, Feriooz by the Chineſes, Maneioo; by the Lequios, Champas, and 
Cauchins , eAmpatilor ; by the Siamens, Bramaas, Pafuas, and Sacotays, Sanſaporas ; 
ſo that though ali theſe names through the diverſity of thoſe languages are different, yet do 
they in our rongue Hegnifie all one thing, that is, The memorial of the dead. This was 
then the Fealt which we ſaw celebrated here with # much diverſity of things that we 
never dreamt of, as I know not where to begin ; for ſuch a multigude of people of all che 
Nations of theſe Countries came flocking to this place , as. is not to be expreſſed, _ 
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beit the chiefeſt cauſe of cheir repair thicher in ſuch numbers, is a Fair, which is kepr all 
che time of the Feal(t, being fifteen days, nimely from ch2 n2zw to the full Moon. 1n this 
Fair are all things to be {old which Nature hath created on the earth, or in the Sex, and 
chat in (o high a degree of abundance, as there is not any one kind of ching, whereof there 
are not whole Streers of Houſes, Cabbins, or Tents, ſo long that one can hardly ſee from 
one end to the other. All theſe (ircers are repleniſhed wirh very rich Merchants, belides an 
infinite company of other people, who are lodged all along the River, which is aboye 
two Leagues brgad, and planted about with ſeveral ſorts of Trees, as Walnnts, Cheſ- 
nuts, Cocos, and Dates, whereof ev2ry one takes what he pleaſerh, becauſe ic doth all 

2long to the Pagode, Toe Temple of this Idol is a v2ry ſumptuous Edifice,ſcicuared in -ch= 
mid{t of a Plain upon a lictle round hill, more then half a league in circuic : Ic is builc all lope 
fifceen fathom high , and from thence upard ic hath a wafl of free-fione of ſome three fa- 
chom , wich it's Bulwacks, and Towers, after the faſhion of ours. Within the incloſure of 
this wall there is a platform made level wich Buctlements, a ones calt in breadch, which co- 
gether wich the wall excends round about the hill, Co char at firſt ight ones would take it for 
a Gallery. There are likzwiſe all along an hundred and threeſcore Hoſpitals, in each where « 
of are above an hundred houſes, which are low, but very neat and convenient, where the Pil- 
grims, Fucatoas , and Daroez:s are entertained , which come thicher in troops, like the 
Giphes in our Exrope , with chzir Captains, each company of them having cwo or three 
thouſand perſons, tome more, ſome leſs, according as the Kingdoms from whence they re- 
ſort are nearer or further off 3 now it is known of what Country they are by the devices 
which chey carry in cheir Banners, From the top to the bottom ir is all invironed with 
Cypreſs-rrees, and Cedars, where many fountains of moſt exceilent water do continually 
flow forth; and on the higheſt part of this bill, almoſt a quarcee of a league in circuic, ther 
are four Convents, and in th:m very ſumptuous and rich Temples,namely wo of men,and 
as many of women, in each of which , as we were aſſured, were very near five hundred per- 
ſons. In the mid? of theſe four Monalteries there is a Garden, compaſled about with 
rhree incloſures of Balliftets of Latin, having very fair Arches, of curious Maſons-work, 
and Steeples gilc all over, with a number of lictle filyer bells in chem,which ting concinually 
with the moving of the air. This Chappel of che Idol Tinagoogoo is of a round form,all oyzre 
laid on the in-fide wich plates of ſilver wrought in flowers, and garniſhed with a great ma- 
ny Branches,for lights, of the ſame mecal. Trois Monſter, of whom we could nor judge, 
whether he were gold, wood, or copper gilt, ſtood upright on his feer, with his hands 
lifred up to Heaven, and a rich Crownon his head z round about him were many other lit- 
cle Idols on their knees, and beholding him as it were amazed : Below were two men made 
of - braſs, in the faſhion of Gyants, ſeven and thirty ſpans high , and very ug'y and deform= 
ed , whom they held fac the gods of the twelye months of the year- Without this place al- 
ſo there were an hundred and forty Gyants, who ranked in two Files incloſed ic round a- 
bout , and were made of caſt iron, hi. lding Halberds in their hands, as if they had been the 
Guard of ic; ſochat allche Marvels of this Edifice pur rogether made it appear ſo Rarely, 
char looking upon ir one could nor ſufficiently efteem the riches and ſumpruouſneſs thereof, 
Bur ſetting afide,for this preſenc,the relation I could make of the buildings of this Pagode, 
becauſe that which I have ſaid of ic may, me thinks, ſuffice for the underttandipg of the reft, 
I will entrea here of the Sacrifices which we ſaw co be made there on a feltival day, called by 
them, Xipatilan, fignifying, The refreſhing of good people. 
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CHAP. LVI. 


The great and ſumptuous Proceſſion made in this Pagode, together with their 
Sacrifices ; and other particalarmnes. 


Hile(t this Fealt of theſe Gemtiles, as alſo the Fair , which was kept all the time 

thereof, endured for the ſpace of fifteen days, with an infinite concourſe of 
Merchants and Pilgrims, that came flocking thither from all parts, as I have declared be. 
fore , there were many Sacrifices made there wich different ceremonles , not a day paſſing 
withour ſome new ching or other. For among(t many of great charge , and yery worthy 
of obſervation , one of the chiefeſt was a Jabile, after their manner, which was publiſhed 
the fiith day of che Moon, together with a Proceſſion, chart was above three. leagues 1n length, 
as we could gueſs ; Ic was the common opinion of all, char in this Proceſſion rhere were 
forty thouſand Prieſts of the four and twenry SeRs , which are 1n this Empite ; moſt of 
t1em were of different dignities, and called Grepos, Talagrepos, Ryolims, Neepois, Bicos, 
Sacareru, and Chanfurauhos z Now by the ornaments they wear, as alio by che devices and 


enligns which they carry in their hands, chey may be diftinguiſh:dz and ſo every of chem 


is rei/pected according to his dignity ; Howbeit theſe went not on foot as the other ordina. 
ry Prieſts, for that they were as this day forbidden upon pain of great (in to tread upon the 
ground, (© that they cauſed themſelves to be born in Pallaguins, or Arm-chairs, upon the 
ſhon{ders of other Prieſts their inferiors, appar-lled in green Sartin, with cheir Stoles of 
Carnation Damask. In the midſt of the ranks of chis Proceſſion were all the inventions 
of their Sacrifices to be ſeen , as alſo the rich Cuſtodes of their Idols, for the which each 
of them had a particular Devotion ; They that carried them were clothed in yellow, ha- 
ving each of them a big wax candle in his hand ; and between every fifteen of thoſe 
Cultodes went a triumphant Charer , all which Charecs put cogether were in number an 
hundred ewenty and fix : All cheſe Charets were four , and ſome five tories high, wich as 
many wheels on either fide ; In each of them there were at the leaſt ewo hundred perſons, 
what with the Prieſts and the Guards, and on the cop of all an Idol of Silver, with a Miter 
of Gold on its head, andall of them had rich chains of Pearl andprecious ſtones abour 
th2ir necks ; round about every Charet went liccle Boys, carrying Silyer Maces on their 
ſhoulders, and behind them were a many of Caskets full of exquiſite perfumes, as alſo 
divers perſons with Cenſers in their hands, whoever and anon cenſed che Idol to the cune 
of certain Inſtruments of Muſick , ſaying three times, with a lamentable voyce , Lord, afſ- 
ſwage the pains of the dead, to the end they may praiſe thee Pay whereunto all the 
people anſwered with a firange noiſe , Such may thy pleaſure be , and ſo may it come to paſs 
every day wherein thou ſheweſft ms the Sun. Each of theſe Charers was drawn by above three 
thoutand perſons, who for that purpoſe made uſe of very long cords, covered with filk, 
and thereby gained ro themſelves plenary remifſion of their fins, without refticution eo be 
made of any thing at al! : Now chat many might participate of this abſolution by drawing 
the coard, they ſer their hands to it one after and cloſe ro another , continuing doing ſo to 
the very end, in ſuch ſort that the whole coard was covered with hands, and nothing elſc 
tobe ſeen ; bur thar they alſo which were wichour mighc gain this indulgence, they helped 
thoſe that had their bands on the coard. by putcing theirs about their ſhoulders; chen they 
chat were behind chem did the like, and ſo conſequently all the reſt : In this manner chrough- 
out the who'e length of the coard there were fix or ſeven Ranks or Files, and in each of 
them above five hundred perſons. This Proceſſion was environed with a great number of 
Horſemen, that carryed Raves With pikes at both ends , who riding all abouc , went crying 
to the people, which were infinite in number, chat they ſhould make way, and not inter- 
ruprt the Prieſts in their prayers : Many times alſo they firuck thoſe ſo rudely whom they 
frit mer wichal, as they beat down three or four rogether, or hure them grieyouſly, fo man 
daring to find fault with, or ſo much as ſpeak a word againſt it. In this order this marvelous 
Proceſſion paſled through above an hundred (ireerts , which to that end were all adorned 
with boughs of Palms and Myrtle, amongſt the which w:re many Standards and Banners 
of Silk planted; There were alſo many Tables ſer upin divers places, where all thar defired 


it for Gods lake were admitted to eat of free-coſt ; yea and in other parts they had clothes 
and 
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and monsy given them ; Tere likewiſc Enemies reconciled chemſelyzs one to inother, and 


che rich men forgaye theny cheir Dzbes which were not able co pay- + In 4 word, fo many 
good works were done thete, more proper for Chriſtians then for Gentiles, as I muſt needs 
conclude, chat if they had been done wich Faich, and Baptiſm, for the love of our Lord Je- 
ſus Chcift, and withouc any mixture of the things of this World, affuredly they would 
hays bzen acceptable to him. Bur alas ! the bet was wanting to them, and that both for 
theirs and our fins, Whileſt this Procefſion, togerher wich the Chariocs wherein the Idols 


were, "paſſed along in this manrier, and that with a dreadfull noiſe of Drums, . and other ſuch ,. *. 


Infiruments, behold where our of certain wooden Sheds made expreſly for the purpoſe, (ix, 
ſeven, eight, or ten men, all deſmeared with odours, and wrapped up in (ilk, wearing Gold 
Bracelets abouc their Wriſts, Rarr forth all at once, and room being inſtantly made chem by 
the People, after they had ſalured che [dol' which was on che top of the Charior, they wenc 
and laid themſelves.down athwarc on the ground, ſo that the Wheels coming to go over 
them craſh'd them all ro pieces, which the Aſſitiants beholding, cried our aloud rogether, 
My Soul be with thine : Preſently whereupon nine or ten of che Prieſts deſcending from 
the Chariot took up theſe blefled, or rather accurſed, creatures, thar ſacrificed themſelves in 
this ſorc, and putting che head, bowls, and all the orh:r members ſo cruſhed in pieces into 
ceat. Bowls made for that purpoſe, thzy ſhewed chem to the people from th. higheſt part of 

the Cbariot where the Idol Rood, ſaying with a pitifull voice, Miſerable ſinners, fall ye to 
praying, that God may makg you worthy to be a Saint, as this here #5, who hath now offered. 
binsſelf wp as a ſweet ſmelling Sacrifice. Whereunto all che people, protiraced on the ground, 
anſwered with a fearfull noue, We hope that the God of a thouſand Gods will permit it to be ſo. 
In this manner many other of theſe poor Wretches ſacrificed themſelves, to the number, as 
we were told by certain Merchants worthy of credit, of fix hundred and more. Afrer theſe 
followed other Marcyrs of the Devil, whom they called X;x2porame, which ſacrificed chem- 
ſelves before the ſaid Chariots, by moſt mercileſly ſlaſhing chemſelves wich ſharp Raſots, chac 
co behold them how they'did ic, one could nor think bur that they were alcogether inſen- 
fible ; for they cur off great gobbers of cheirflzſh, and holding chem on high at che end 
of Arrows, as if they would ſhoot them up to Heaven, they ſaid, That they made 4 Pres 
ſent thereof to God for the Souls of their Fathers, of their Wives, of theiy Children, or of 
ſuch an one, for whoſe ſake they did this wicked work, Now where ſoever this gobber of fleſh 
chanced to fall, there ran ſo much people ro catch it up, as oftetitimes many were ſtifled in 
che preſs, for they held it as a yery great Relick, In chis ſort cheſe miſerable Wretches ſtood 
upon their feer, all bathed in their own bloud, wichouc Noſes, without Ears, and withouc 
any reſemblance at all of a man, untill at length they fell down (tark dead on the Earth; then 
came the Grepos in all haſte down from the cop of the Charioc, and cutting off their heads, 
ſhewed them co all the people, who kneeling on the gtound, and lifting up their hands co 
Heaven, cried out with a loud yoice, Ler ws, O Lord, live to that time, wherein for thy ſer- 
vice we may do 4s this ſame here hath done. Thete were others alſo whom the D-vil drew 
thicher after anocher manner ; Thoſe ſame craving an Alms, ſaid, Give me an Alms for Gods 
ſake, or if thou doſt it not, [will kill my ſelf. So that if they were noc preſently concenced, 
they would inſtancly cur their own throats with Raſors which chey held in cheir hands, or 
ſab themſelves into the belly, and ſo drop down fark dead 4 whereupon the Grepos ran 
ſuddenly to them, and having cur off their heads, ſhewed them, as before, to the people, 
who reverenced them proſirated on the ground, We likewiſe ſaw ſome, named Nycaras 
wous, men of a ill look, clothed with Tygers sking, and carrying in cheir hands cercain 
Pots of Copper full of Excrements, and filthy corrupred Urine, che Rench whereof was 
ſo horrible and inſupportable, as ic was not poſſible for any no{iril ro endure ic ; Theſe cra= 
ving an Alms of the people, ſaid ; Give me an Alms, and that inſtamly, otherwiſe 1 will 
eat this Ordare which the Devil eats, axd bripatter thee mth it, that ſo thou mayſt be accurſed 
a be ts, They no ſooner uttered theſe words, bur that all ran haſtily co give chem an Alms; 
for if they Raid never ſo little, they Rraightway ſer che Por co their mouths, and taking a 
* great ſup of thar ſtinking Ruff, they rherewich all to bedaſhed ſuch as they pleaſed ; in che 
mean time all others that beheld chem ſo dreſt, bolding them accurſed, fell upon chem, and 
entreated chem in ſuch a firange faſhion, as the poor Wrerches knew nor which way to curn 
themſelves ; for there was nor a man of the company that drove chem nor away with blows, 
and that railed not at them, ſaying 3' That they were accurſed for having been the cauſe _ 
Iiz thu 
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this holynuan had eatrs of that beaftly filly which the Devil feeds upon, and therefore way bee 
come ſtinking before Gad, ſo that he could neither go mto Paradiſe, nor live amongſt men," B+ 
hold how ftrange the blindneſs of this people is, who: ocherwiſe have. judgment and wir” e- 
naigh. I will paſs by much ocher bealtlineſs commirted by them 'wehich is io far efloigned 
from all reafon, as rbey. ſerv2 for a grear motive unto us, to render thanks withour ceaſing 
unto God for the infinice mercy and gaodne(s that he ſhiews us, in giving .us rhe lighe of true 
Fairh; for che ſaving of out Souls. - :- 2204 : 

Of. rhe-1 5 days rhatithis Featt was to laſt, g being paſt, all the people, which were there 
aſſembled, feigning rhar.che gluttonous Serpent of .the: Houſe of Smoke (who is their Luci- 
fer,as I have (aid elſewhete) was come for to (teal away the Aſheg of them that were dead 
in theſe Teveral Sacrifices, and ſo-ro keep their Souls from going into Heayen, there aroſe 
among them ſo great and; drezdfull a noiſe, as words are nor able to Expreſs it ; for to the 
confnted yoices that were heard from every part, there was adjoyned (ſuch a ringing of Bells 
and Bifins, beating of. Drums, and winding of Horns, as ic was not poflible ro-hear one 
another; and all this was done to fright away the Devil. Now this noſe endured from ont:vt 
the clock in the afternoon till the next morning ; and & 1s nor to be believed whata world of 
Lighrs and Torches were ſpent thar night, belfides che mfinice: number of Fires thar were 
kindied every where z the reaſon hereof was, as they ſaid, For that Tinagoopoo,: the God of 
thouſand Gods, was in queſt of the gluttoxous Serpent, for to.kill hin with a Sword wihnth had 
been qruenhins from Heaven « Atces rhe wig hc ha& been palt thus amidit chis infernal aviſe 
and tumu'r, afloon as it was day,the whole Hi!l, whereon che  Tertpie was built; appeared 
full of whice Banners,:\which the people beholding, they fell Rraight cogiving thanks unto 
God, and:to that end they proltcated:tbemſelves on che ground with great demonſtrations of 
Joy, and then began ro ſend Preſens one to anocher, 'for the goodinews they reveived from 
rhe Prietts by the ſhew of thofe white Banners, an aflured (hgn thar the glutconbus Serpent 
was:kitfed., So all chepeople, tranſported wirh incredible g!adnefs, fell to going up che Hill, 
whereon the Temple ſtood, by four and twenty ſeveral accefles chit there were unto ir, for 
rogive thanks unto rh>1dol, and: chaung: his Praiſes, for the ViRory: he had che nighr paſt 
obcaincd aver the glurgonous Serpent, and cutting off his head: - This throng of pebple 
continued three days, and three nights ; ſo that: during time it was not poſhble 

through-the preſs on the way, bur waiith much pain. Now we Pertxgals having lite to do, 
reſolved ro:g0 thicher alto co ſee thoſe avules, wherefore we went co ask leave of che Em- 
baſſzdour, bur he denied: us for the preſeat, willing vs to Ray: cill che next day, and that 
then we ſhould wait on htm chicher;:'fox w his laſt ickne(s he bad yowed to vidic it 5 hereat 
we-iwere very glad, 'becauſe we- thought that by this tneans we ſhould the mote eafily (ee 
all charwe defh:ed :*'The mocrow/ after, which was che third day of this :Aﬀecnbly, the 
greateſt croud being over, we went along wich. bim-to the Temple of- Tinagoogoo, and at 
length arrived, though wich.much ado, \at che Hwl whercon tt was'bunle,. There werſaw fit 
very-fair eng (irzers, all full of Scales banging on great:Rads'of:Braſs 5 In theſe Scales a 
nugibar of people weighed cheraſelves, as well for che accompliſhment of the Vows they 
had made in their adverhines and fickne(s, as for the remiſſion of. all the fins they hathcom- 
m cred rill that preſent ; and the weight which each of them laid-in the other Scale was an- 
{werabie to the quality of the faulr chey. had done: [So they that found chemſelyes culpable 
of Glutcony,: and had not all that year uſed any abtlinence, \yeighed rhemſelves with Ho- 
ney, Sugar, Eggs,. and Burter, which wete chmgs nor diſpleaſing to rhe Prieſts, from whom 
they were-£o.receive Abſolucion'; Fhey char vere: addited to-Senſuatiry weighed 'them« 
ſelves with Cotron-wool, Feithersz| Cloth, Apparel, Wine, . and ſweet Odoups.z becauſe, 
lay they, thoſe things incice aman To chat fin 3 They 'thac were ungharitable-cothe poor 
weighed chemſel ves with Coim:oF Copper, Tim, and Silver, or with pieces of 'Go!ds The 
fathtnll with Wood, Rice, Coals, . Pork, and Frulc $- and che envious, becaufe rhey>reip no 
benete by cheir maligning che profpericy of orhers, expiated their fin by cotifefſing it 
puba:kly,”-and ſuffering 2 dozen boxes on the ear. co be given them inthe memory and 
praite of che twelve + Moons 'of, che'year-; As for the fin of Pride; it vas ſatizhed with 
d::d Fiſh', Brooms, and Cow+dung\, as being the baſeſt of chings ; And: 'touching

The Wt of this Monlier was ſeven and ewenty ſpans high, having 
thefice of u Ci 7 Negro, wide diftorred noktrils, qphty grea lips, and a very 


alſo we ſaw the Serpenc amidlt the place before the Tribunal in the form of an Adder, more 
horrible ro behold then the wit of man can imagine, and done ſo to the life, as all char look- 
ed on it trembled ſor fear It was laid all along, wich the head cur off, being eight fachom 
long, and che neck of it as thick as a Buſhel, (o lively repreſenced, that thovg - we knew 
ic to be an artificial thing, yet could we not chuſe bur be afraid of it. In the mean time all 
the Agittancs ran thronging about it, ſome pricking it with the points of their H:Iberds, and 
ſome u ith their Daggers, every one with railing ſpeeches, curſing and calling ir, Proud, 
preſumptuons, accurſed, infernal Monſter, Pool of Damnation, envious againſt Gods goodneſs, 
hunger-(tarved Dragon, mthe midſt of the night, and many other names, which they de- 
livered in ſuch extraordinary terms, and (ſo ficred to the eff Rs of this Serpent, as we could 
not but admire them. That done, they put into Baſins which food at the foor of the Idols 
Tribunal a world of Alms, of Gold, Silver, Jewels, pieces of Silk, fine Callicoes, Monzy, 
and a hundred other things in very great abundance. After we had ſeen all theſe things, we 
continued following the Emb:f{adour, who went to ſee the Grots of the Hermits or Peni- 
tents, Which were at the utmoſt end of the Wood, all cur out of the hard Rock, and in 
Fig» one would have thought that Nature, rather thzn.the band of man, had labour- 
ed iti it. There were arr hundred forty and two of them, in ſome of the which remained 
divers men, whom they held for Saints, and that did very great and auſtere penance z They 
in the firſt Grots wore long Robes like the Bonzes of 7 as, and followed the Law of an 


Idol, that had ſometimes been a man, called Sicumpor Michay, who during his life enjoyned 
thoſe of his S2& to lead their lives in great aulterity, aſſuring them that the onely and crue 
way to gin Heaven, was to ſubdue the fleſh, and that the more they laboured co affli& them- 


ſelves, the more liberally God would grant them all th:y could demand of hum, _ 
whic 
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| which'accompanied us thirher, cold us, chat they ſeldom ear any ching buc Herbs boiled, a 
few Beans of Aricor roſted, and wilde fruit, which were provided for chem by other Prielis, 


who as the Purveyors of a Cloiſter cook care to furniſh cheſe Penicents with ſuch things ag 
were cofiformable to the Law whereof they AO, After theſe we ſaw ina Grox 


others of a Se& of one of their Saints, or cather of a Devil, named eAngemacer ; theſe li. 
ved ih deep holes, made in the midſt of the Rock, according cothe Rule of rheir wrerched 
Order, earing nothing bur Flies, Ants, Scorpions, and Spidets, with che jnice of a certain 
Herb growing in abundance thereabour, much like ro Sorrel ;z Theſe ſpent cheir time in me. 
ditaririg day and night, with their eyes lifred up to Heayeri, and their hands cloſed one wichin 
another; for a teftimony that they deſired nothing of this World, and in that manner died 
like Beaſts ; bur they are accounted greater Saints then all the reſt, and as ſuch, after they are 
dead, they burn them in fires, whereinto they caſt grear quantities of moſt precious Per- 
fumes z_ The funeral pomp being celebraced with great Rare, and very rich offerings, they 
have ſumptuous Temples erxRed unto them, thereby co draw the living to do as they had 
done, for to obrain this yain-glory, which is all the recompence that the World gives them 
for their exceſſive penance, We likewiſe ſaw others of a SeQ altogether diabolical, invent. 
ed by a certain Gile# MMitray ; Thele have ſundry Orders of Penance, and are nor much dif- 
ferenc in their Opinions from the Ab;ſſins of Ethiopia Now that their abſtinence may be 
the more agreeable to their Idol, ſome of them eat nothing but filthy chick Spittings and 
Snor, with Graſhoppers and Hens dung ; others Clots of Bloud drawn from other men, with 
bicter Fruits and Herbs brought to chem from the Wood, by reaſon whereof they live bur a 
ſhore time, and have (o bad a look and colour, as they frighr thoſe that behold chem, I will 
paſs by them of the SeR of Godowers, who.ſpend their whole life in crying day and nighc on 
thoſe mountains, Godomem, Godomem, and defift nor from it uacill they fall down fark 
dead to the ground for want of breath : Neicher will I ſpeak of chem which they call Taxs- 
lacons, who die more bruriſhly chen the reſt ; for they ſhut themſelves up in certain Grors 
made of purpoſe for ir, tharare very lictle and cloſe, (topped on all ſides, and then burgi 
reen Thiftles'and Thorns in them, chey choke themſelves with che ſmoke chereof z Where- 
by one may ſee how by ſuch rude and different ways of living theſe miſerable creatures ren. 
der chemſelves the Devils Marcyrs, who in'reward thereof gives them everlaſting Hellefire ; 
and verily it is a picifull thing co behold the great pains which cheſe Wretches cake to loſe 
kemſelyes, and the little that we do co be ſayed, 
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What we ſaw in the contirnming of our voyage, until we arrived at the 
Cuy of Timplan. 
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Frer we had ſeen all theſe things with wonder enough, we departed from this Pagode of Seft.1, 


T inagoegoo , and continued on our way for thirteen days rogether, at the end whereof 
we arrived at wo great Towns , ſcituated on che Bank of the river , juſt oppoſite the one a» 
gain(t che other, about the diftance of a ton2s caſt, one of the which was called Maravedes, 
and the other S:»g:/apas ; In the mid of this ſame river , which was there ſomewhat nar- 
row, there was an Iſland by nature formed round, and in it a rock fx and thirty fathom high, 
and a Croſs-bow ſhort broad ; upon this rock was a Fort buile, with nine Bulwarks and hive 
Towers; without the rampire of che wall it was invironed with rwo rows of great iron gates, 
and from the Bulwarks co che other fide of the river ran a huge Chain of iron, to keep veſſels 
from paſling along , ſo that nothing could poſsibly enter there : Ar one of theſe two Towns, 
which was called $:»g:/apaz, the Ambaſſadour landed , where he was exceedingly well en- 
certained by the Xemmbram , or Goyernour of -it, who likewiſe furniſhed all his Train with 
great (tore of refreſhments, The next 'morning we left this place, accompanied wich rwenry 
Lagles , wherein there were a thouſand men and berrer, and abour eyening we arrived ac the 
Cuſtom-houſes of the Kingdom, which are two firong places, and from the one co che other 
run five mighty great chains of Latten all athwart the whole breadch of the river, io that no» 
thing can paſs in and out withour leave ; Hicher came a man in a ſwift Seroo co they Ambal- 
ſadour, and told him that he was to go aſhore at ( ampalagro, which was one of the two 
Caſtles on the South-fide, for to ſhew the Letter which this King had fent by him ro the Ca- 
laminham, to (ee if it were written in the, form that was required in ſpeaking to him, as was 
uſually obſerved. The Ambafſadour preſzncly obeyed, and being come to land he was led 
into a great Hall, where were three men ſer at a table, with a great many Gentlemen , wiv 
gave him good entertainment, and d:manded of him the occafion of his coming thither, as 
they that knew nothing of ir z Whereunto the Ambailadour anſwered; That he came thuber 
from the King of Bramaa, Lord of Tanguu, and that he had a meſſage to deliver unts the 
holy Calaminham concernug matters greatly importing his Eſtate, Then having made furcher 


aniwer to other queſtions, which were pur to him in a way of ceremony by the three principal” 


xe:ſons teat were at the Table, he ſhewed them the letrer , wherein they correRed ſome 
words,which w- re not of the ſtyle wherewith they were accuftomed to ſpeak to the Calamin- 
ham ; cogether with this letter the Ambatſadour ſhewed them the preſent which he had 
brought for hun, \. hereat they very much wondred, eſpecially when chey ſaw the Chair for an 
Elephant of gold and precious Rones, Which in the judgement of divers Lapidzries was worth 
above fix hundred thouſand Ducates, beſides the other rich pieces char” he carried him alſo, as 
I have before related. After we had out diſpatch from this firſt Cuftom-houſe, we went to 
the other, where we found more venerable men then the former, ho with another new Ce- 
remony looked likewiſe on the Lerter, and the preſent, and pur co all che ſeveral parcels of 
it (rings of wreathed carnation ilk, with three Seals in Lacre, which was as the con- 
clufion of the r2ceiving of the Ambaſſy by the Cal/aminhem. The ſame day there came 
a man from the next Town of Queitor, ſent by the Goyernour of che Kingdom to viſit the 

Ambaſladour wich a preſent of retreſhmenrs of fleſh, fruir, and other ſuch chings after their 
manner, During nine days chat the Ambaſladour Rayed in this place he was abundantly fur- 
niſhed with all things neceflary, both for his own Perſon and his Train, and wichal was en- 
tertained with ſundry ſports of hunting and fiſhing,as alſo with Feaſts, accompained with mu- 
hck and Comedies repreſented by very beauriful women,and richly atcired : In the mean time 
we Portugals went, with the permiſsion of che Ambaſſadour, to ſee certain things which they 

of th Country had much commended unto us, namely very antique buildings,rich and ſump= 

ruous Temples, very fair Gardens, Houſes and Caſtles rhar were all along the fide of this ri- 
ver , made afcer a lirange faſhion, well fortified, and of grear charge,amongſt the which chere 

was an Hoſpi:al for co l-dge pilgrims in called CManicafarer, fignifying in our rongue, The 

Priſon of the Gods, which was above a League in breadth z Here we ſaw twelve fireets, all 

nulced over, and in eyery one of them two hund:ed and forty houſes, namely, fixicor2 on 

each 
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each ſide , which made in all rwo thouſand,eight hundred, and fourſcore, all full of pilgrims, 

who the whole year throughout came thither in pilgrimage from civers Countries ; for,as they 

hold, this pilgrimage ought to be of far greater merit then all others, becauſe that theſe Idols 

| inpriſoned by firangers have need of company. All theſe pilgrims, which, as they of the 

- Country ſay, are all che year long withour diſcontiquitg above kx thouſand, have meat given 

th:m tc wholz time of their abode chere, at the charge , and our of the revenue of tie 

houſe : Taey are ſerved by four thouſand Prieſts of CMancafaran, who wich many others re- 

fide within the fame incloſure in tixſcore religious houſes , where there ate alſo as many wo- 

men that ſcrv2 in like manner. The Temple of this Hoſpital was very great, with three 

Iſls afrer the taſhion of ours , in the midſt whereof was a rematkible Chappel built round, 

2nd inyiron. d with three very big Bil!iRers of Latten ; within it there were fourſcore Ido!s 

ot men and women , beſides many other lictlz gods, chat lay*proſtrated on the ground ; for 

the fourtcore great 1dols onely (tood upright, and were all tied rogecher with chains of iron 

As for clie li:tle ones, they were, as I faid,laid along on the pay2ment,as the children of theſe 

greater, and tied ix to fix by the middle with other flzighrer chains : Moreover without the 
B lliiters in two Files there ttood two hundred, forty and four,Giants of braſs, fix and twen- 


| [' ty ſpans high, with their Halberds and Clubs upon their ſhoulders, as if they had been ſec 


there for chez Guard of the captive gods. There was over-head upon iron rods, that traver- 
* ſed the Ifl:s of the Temple, great (tore of Lamps hanging, having ſeven or eight Matches 
| apiece in them, in the faſhion of Candle(ticks, like to them of the Indzaes, all varniſhed with- 

out , 28 ailo.the wa!ls were , and every thing elſe that we ſaw there , in roken of mourning, 
by reaſon of rhe captivity of theſe gods. B:ing amaz:d as well at that which I haye recount- 
ed, as at man» other'things which I paſs oyer in filence, and not able to comprehend what 
thy m-ant by the impriſonment of theſe gods, we d:manded the fignification of it of the 
Piizits, whereunto one among them, ther ſeemed of more authority then the reſt , made us 


ry well, and which you have never heard ffoken, nor read of in your Books, 1 will declare 
the matiey unto you asu prſt, according as ut ts truly delivered by our Hiſtories, Know

ty Kingdoms of this Crown, waged wars with the Samon , Emperonr of the Mountains of 
" the Earth inſomuch that there aſſembled, what on the one part and the other, threeſcore and 


| it endured from an hoxr before day till night, and there was ſlain on both ſides ſixteen Laque- 
ſaas of men, each of which makes and hundred thouſand ; At length the witory remaining 

| | to our Calaiminham , without any more reſting alive of bus Forces then two bundred and thir- 
ty thouſana, be ruined in four moneths pace all the enemies Countries , with ſuch a deſtru» 

ttion of people, as (if credit may be given to our Hiſtories, or to what any other beſides have 

aſſured) there died fifty Laqueſaas of perſons, This battel was fought in the firſt of the ſaid 

: ſeven thouſand , three hundred, and tweuty Moons , in the renowned Field Vietau , where 

| Quiay Nivandel appeared to the Calatt.inham, firting in a ( hair of wood, who acquired unto 
| himfelf in this place a greater and more famous Title of honour , then all the other gods of 
| the Mons and Siammes; in regard whereof ſo often as they that inhabit the earth deſire to 
j make oath of things which paſs the belief of men, they uſe for the more authorizing thereof to 
f ſwear by the holy Qziay Nivandel, god of Battels of the field Vircau, Now in 4 great Cuy 
| named Sarocatam. , where five hundred thouſand perſons were ſlain, all theſe gods, which 
here you ſee before you, were made priſoners im deſpight of the Kings that believed in them, 
and the Prieſts that ſerved them with perfumes in their ſacrifices, Thus by reaſon of ſo 
glorious a wittory all thoſe prople became ſubjett ') #1, and tributarier to the Crown of the 
Ca::minhim, wko at this day holds the Scepter of this Monarchy, whereunto he was not 
raiſed but with much labour, and the ſhedding of a world of blood, during the threeſcore and 
four rebellions made by the ſaid prople ſince that time until this preſent ; who not able to en-

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Priſoners ; which alſo is the cauſe that xo Lamps are ſeen in their Temples, and that th+ J are 
reſolved to light up none during the captivity of thery 1ddls. Some of us ſcen.ing to coubc 
the verity hereot, becaule it 1cemed ttrange unto them, the Grepo (wore that it was moſt 
true, 2nd that alſo there had been killed at ſundry times,about the deliverarice of theſe Gods, 
whom there we ſay caprivez above three millions of men, beſides thoſe rhat fell in pr-ce- 
dent Bartels ; whereby one may clearly ſee iti what a firznge manner the Devil keeps theſe 
poor blinded Wretches (ubjeR=d unco him, and with how much abuie and extravagancy he 
precipitates tnem into Hell, When we had wel! obſetyedall the (itgularities of this Temple, 
we Wy: nt to ſee another, called Vrpaneſendoo; to ſpeak of which I defire to be excuſed, that I 
may not be forced to treat of intanous and abominable ma'ters 5 wherefore omitting the 
great abundance of Riches, and other things which we ſaw there ; it ſhail ſuſkc2 me to (ay, 
that this Temple is ſerved by none but Women, who are all of them the Davghters of 
Princes, and of the principal Lords of the Kingdom, which dedicate them ftom their infancy 
co offer vp their honour in ſacrifice there ; Now this filthy and ſenſual Sacrifice is performed 
wich ſo great charge, thar many of them beſtow above ren chouland Duc :ces in ir, belides the 
Offerings which are made to this Idol Ur panreſendoo, ro whom they facrifice their honour, 
This Idol is in a Chappel chat is round, and gilt all over ; it is made of Silyer, arid ſer upon a 
Tribunzl in form of an Altar, environed over-head with a great number of Candleſtick, 
which are all of Silver lik-wiſe, eyzry light in them having fix Wicks : Round about this Tri- 
bunal are many other Idols gilded over, of very comely and well-favorred Women, who with 
their knees on rhe ground, and hands lifted up, adore this Idol ; Theſe ſame, as the Pric(ts 
cold us, are the holy Souls of certain young Ladies, which finiſhed their days there co the great 
tenour of their Parents; who made more efteem of that then of all che King could give 
them, They fſured us, that the Revenue b-longing to the Ido. was thtee hunc red thoutand 
Ducates by the year, belides th: Offerings and rich Ornaments of their abominable Sacritices, 
which was yet worth more, In this diabolical Temple were ſhut up wichin many re:igious 
Houſes that we ſaw above five thouſand Women, being all of chem old, and for rhe molt part 
exceeding rich; ſo that coming to die, they make a Donation of all their Wealth to the Pagode; 
wherefore it is no marvel, if it haye che Revenue I ſpoke of. From this place we wen to 
ſee the companies of ſtrangers, which came thither in pilgrimage in the manner that I have 
declared. Theſe Corr panics were forty and fx in number , every one of an hundred, 
200, 500, 400, Or Foo perſonsz nay, ſome of them were more, and wete all lodged 2 ong 
by the River, a3 it :t had been a Camp, Amidft theſe Troops of Strangers we met by 
chance wich » Portugal Woman, wherear we wondred more then at all we had ſeen before; 
ſo that detiring ro kn/2w ot her the reaion of ſo firange an accident, ſhe told us, with tears, 
who ſhe was, what occaſion had brought her thirher, and how ſhe was at that inſtant the Wife 
of one of thoſe Pilgrims, ro whom ſhe had been married three or four and twenty years ; 
wherennco ſhe further added, that not daring to go and live among(t Chriftans, becauſe of 
ber fin, ſhe continued ill in her wickedneſs, but that ſhe hoped God would at length be 
_— co bring her into ſome Country, where before ſhe ended her days, ſhe mighr repent 

r of her lite paſt ; and that although we found her in the company of people devoted to 
the ſervice of the Devil, yet ſhe left nor for all that to be (till a true Chriſtian : we remained 
much amazed at ſo tirange a Relation, and not a little ſotrowfull alſo co ſee and underſtand to 
what a point of misfortune this poor Woman was reduced, ſo that + e told her our opinion, 
and what we thought was fit for her to doz whereupon ſhe concluded ro go along withus to 
Timplam, and ſo to Pegs, and from thence co ſet ſail for ({ oromandel, there to finiſh her cays 
in the Iſland of Sr, Tome. Having vowed unto us co do thus we quitted her, nor doubring 
that ſhe would loſe ſo good an opportunity to retite ber ſelf our of the Errours wherein ſhe 
was, and to reſtore her ſelf to an eſtate wherein the might be tayed, ſince. it had pleaſed God 
to permic her to ineet with us in a Country ſo tar diſtant from thac which ſhe could hope for : 
Howbeir ſhe performed nothing, for we could neyer ſee nor heat of her afterwards, which 
made us tc belieye, that eicher ſomething had befallen hr that kept her from coming to us; 
Or that through the ob{inacy of her fins, ſhe deſeryed nor co make her profit of the grace 
which our Lord bad offered to her our of his infinite goodneſs and mercy. 
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The Magnificent Reception of the King of Bramaa bis Ambaſſadoar, at the 
City of Timplam ; and that which paſſed betwixt rhe 
Calaminhan, a»d him,

| $&.1, Ine days after the King of Bramaa his Ambaſſadour had repoſed himſelf there by way 
4 of ceremony,accorcing to the faſhion of the Country, for the more honour of his Am- 
| baſſige, one of the Governours of the Ci:y, called ( amparogrem, came to fetch him, ace 
companied with fouricore Seroos and Lawlees, very well equipped, and full of luſty able men : 
Throughout this Fleet they played on ſo many barbarous 8 1ll accorded Infliruments,asBells, 
f Cymbals,Drums,and Sea-corners,that the din thereof coming to joyn with the noile which 
1 the Rowers made, terrified all choſe that heardir 3 and indeed one would have thought it at 
| fir!t robe ſome Inchantment,or ro ſay better,a Muſick of Hell,if there be any there. Amidſt 
| this ſtir we drew near to the City, where we arrived about noon ; Being come to the firtt 
[ Key, that was named Gampalarraia, we ſaw a great many men, both Horſe and Foot, all 
| richly accoutred, as alſo a number of fighting Eleptants, yery well furniſhed, having their 
; 


Chairs and fore=head pieces garniſhed with Silver, and cheir warlike Pavores fattened to cheir 
reeth, which rendered them very terrible. The Ambaſſadour was no ſooner come on ſhore, 


[ but the Camparogrem took him by the hand,and falling on his knees preſented him to ano- 
ther great man that atrended for him at the Key in great pomp ; This ſame was called Pa- 
tedacan, one of the chiefelt of the Kingdom, as we were told ; After he had with a new 
complement of courtehie received the Ambaſſadour, be ff-red him an Elephant furniſhed 
with a Chair and Harneſs of Gold ; bat whatſoever the Mandarin could do to make the Am- 
b:fladour accept of it, he could by no m.:ans draw him thereunco ; whereupon he cauſed ano- 
ther almoſt as well furniſhed to be broughc, and gave it to him. As for us nine Portugals, 
and fifty or threeſcore Bramaas, they provided Horſcs, on which we mounted: Ln chis 
manner we deparced from that place, having his Chariors b:fore us full of men, that amidſt 
the acclamations of the people played upon divers kindes of Infiruments ; namely, on Silver 
Cymbals, Bells, and Drums ; Thus we were conducted through many long Streers, whereof 
nine w2re environed with Ballifters of Latcin, and at the entrance into cliem, there were Ar- 
ches very richly wrought, as alſo many Chapiters of Pillars gilt, and great Be'ls, which like | 
unto Clocks {truck the hours, nay, the quarters of the hour of che Day, whereby the peopie 
were ordinatily direAed. After that with much ado, by reaſon of the great preſs of people 
that was in the Streers, we were come to the outward Court of the Ca/aminber's Palace, 
which was as long, or little leſs, as a Faulcons ſhot, and broad proporcionably rthereunto, we 
ſaw in it aboye (1x thouſand Horles, ill trapped with Silver and Silk,and thoſe that were mounc- 
ed on them were armed with Corſlers of Lattin and Copper, Head-pieces of Silyer, carrying 
Enſigns in their hands of divers Colouts, and Targets ac their Saddle-hows, The Com- 
mander of theſe Troops was the Quietor of ſultice, who is as the Superintendent over all 
the other Civil and Criminal Minitters,which is a Juriſdiction ſeparate by it ſelf,from whence 
there is no Appeal, The Ambaſſadour being come near unto him, who was alſo advanced 
to receive him,and the two Governours, they all proſtrated themſelves on the ground three 
times, which is amongſt th:m a new kinde of complement, whereupon the Qwieror ſpake 
not a word wo che Ambaſſadour, bur opely laid bis bend on his head, and then gaye him 2 
rich $cymicar that he wore by his ſide, which che Ambeſſadour accepred of very thankfully, 
and kiſſed ir thrice 5 That done the Quietor ſet the Ambaſſadour on his right hand, and lea- 
ving the two Mandarims a little beninde, they paſſed along through two rows of Elephants, 
which made a kinde of a Screec of che length of the ourward Court,they being fifteen hundred 
io number, all furniſhed with Caſtles, and rich Chairs of divers inventions, as alſo with a 
great many of (11k Banners, and gorgeous Coverings ; round about were a great Company of 
Halberdiers,and many other ſhews of Greatneſs and Majeſty, which made us believe that this 
Prince was one of te mightielt in the Country, When we were come to a great Gate,thar 
ſtood berween two high Towers, two hundred men which guarded it no ſooner ſaw the 
Qmeetor, but they all teil down on their knees. Through this Gate, we entered into another 
very long outward Cougr,where the Kings ſecond Guard was, compoſed of a thouſand _ 
who 
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who were all in gilt Arms, their Swords by their (ides, and on their heads Helmets wroughe 

with Gold andStver, wherein tuck gallanc Plumes of ſeveral colours. After we had pat 
through the middle of all this Guard we atrived ata great Hall, where there was a ſanda- 
rm, Uncleto the King, called che Morvagarum, a man of above ſcyenty yzars of age, ac- 
c0.7,42nt<d with a greac number of Nobility, as alſo with many Captains and Officers of the 
Kingdo.n 5 Abou him were ewel ve lictle Boys richly clad,with great Chains of Gold chree 
o: four iimes double abour.cheir necks, and each of chem a Silver Mace-upon his ſhoulder : 
\floon 2s che Ambafladour was come near lim, he couched him on- the head with a Vertiloe 
that hz held in his hand, and beheloing him, ay thy entrance, ſaid he,' into this Palace of 
the Lord of the World be as agreeable to his eyes, as the Rain ts to our Filde of Rice, for 
ſo ſhall he grant thee all that thy King demands of him, From thence we went up an high 
pair of (tairs, and entered into a very long Room, whecein there were many great Lords, who 
ſeeivg th2 Monvagaruu ood up on their teet,as acknowledging him for cher SupertourzOur 

of this Room we entered into another, where there were 4 Altars, very well accommodated 
with Idols of Silver;upon one of theſe Altars we ſaw the Statue of a Woman as big as a Gi- 

ant, being eighteen Spans high, and wich her arms all abroad lookipg up to Heaven : This 

Idol was of Silyzr, and her Hair of Gold,which was very long,and ſpread oyer her ſhoulders, 

There alſo we ſaw a great Throne, encompaſled round abour wich thirty Giants of Braſs,wt © 

had gilded Clubs upon their ſhoulders,and faces as ceformed as thoſe tiizey paint for the Devil, 

From thisRoom we pali into a manner of a Gallzry,adorned from the top ro the bottom with 

a number of litcle Tables of Ebony, inlayed with Ivory, and full of mens heads, under eyery 

one of the which che name of him to whonm'it belonged was written in Letters of Gold; Ar 

the end of this Gallery there were a dozen of Iron Rods gilt, whereon hung a great many Sil- 

ver Candleſiicks of great value,and a number of perfuming pans,from whencezbreathed torth 

a moſt excellenc odour of Amber, and Calambuco, or Lignum Aloes, but ſuch as we have 

none in Chr:ſtendom. There on an Altar environed all aboue with three rows of Billiſters of 
Silver,we {aw thirteen Kings viſages of the ſame Merall,wich golden Micres upon their heads, 
and under e:ci of them a dead mans head, and below many Candleflicks of Silver, wich great 
whiceWax lights in them,which were ſnuffed ever and anon by llitleBoys,who accorded their 
voices to thvie of the Grepos that ſung in form of a Lerany,aniwering one anocher. The Grepos 
cold us that thoſe thirteen dead mens heads which were under the viſages were the skulls 
of thirceen Ca/aminhans, which in times paſt gained this Empire from certain. (irangers, cal- 

led Roparons, who by Arms had uſurped the ſame upon them of the Country : As for the 
other dead mens heads which,we ſaw there, they were the skulls of ſuch Commanders as by 

their Heroick deeds had honourab'y ended their days in helping to recover this Empirezin re- 

oard whereof it was moſt reaſonable,that though death had deprived chem of the recompence 
which they had merited by their a&ion, yer their memory ſhould not be aboliſhed our of the 

World, When we were gone our of the Gallery, we proceeded on upon a great Bridge, 

that was in the form of a Streer, railed on either hes with Ballifters of Lattin,and beautihed 
with a many of Arches curiouſly wrought, upon which were Scurcheons. of Arms, charged 
With ſeveral devices of Gold, and the Creſt over them were Silyer Globes, five ſpans incir- 

cumferences, all very ately and majeflical ro behold, Ar the end of this Bridge was anather 

Luilding,the doors whereot we found ſhut,whereupon yve knocked 4 times,they vvithin not 

deigning to anſyver us,vybich is a ceremony obſerved by them in ſuch occaſions:Ac the length 

after vve had rung a Bell 4 times more, as it Were in haſte, out comes a Woman of about 50 

years of age, accompabvied yyith 6 lictle Girls, richly attired, and Scymicars upon their ſhoul- 

ders 2a:niſhed vvith Floyvers vyroug't in Gola:This ancient. Woman having demanded of che 

Menvagaruu vwwhy he had rung the Bell, and vvhac he wonld haye, he anſwered her With a 

vreat deal of reſveR, That he had there an Ambaſſadour from the King of Bramaa, the Lord 
of Tanguu, who was come thither to treat at the feet of the Calaminbau about CEYEALH. PAL = 

ters much importing his ſervice. By realon of the great Authority which this Woman was in 
ſhe leemed little ro regard this Anſwer, whereat we wondred much, becauſe he thas ſpake 

to her was one of the chiefe(t Lords of the Kingdom, and Uncle to tne,.Calaminhan, as it 

vaas ſaid;Neverrheleſs one of the 6 Girls that accompanizd her,{pake. thus in her behalf ro 

the Morwagaruu, My Lord, may it pleaſe your Greatneſs, to bave a ligtle patience till we 

may know whether the time be fit for the kiſſing of the foot of the. Throxe of this Lord of 
the World, and advertiſing him of the coming of this Stranger , and ſo according to the 
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race which our Lord will ſhew hims therein , his heart may rejoyce, and we with hin, 
Thar ſaid, the Door was ſhut again for the ſpace-of three or tour (redo's, and then thejfix 
Girls can? and opened it, bur che ancient Woman that at firſt came along with them we 
{zy no more ; howneit inſtead of her there came a Boy of about nine years of age, richly 
apparelled, and haying on his head an Hurfaygua of Gold, which 1s a kinde 0f Mitre, (but 
that it is ſomewhat more cloſed all abour, and without any overture) he had alſo a Mace of 
Gold, much like a Sceprre, which he carried upon his ſhoulder ; this ſame, without making 
much reckoning of the CAonvagaren, or of any of the other Lords there preſent, rook 
the Embaſſadour by the hand, and ſaid unto him, The news of thy arrival is come wnto the 
Feer of Binaigaa the Calaminban, and Sceptre of the Kings that govern the Earth, and ts (0 
agreeable te bis ears, that with a ſmiling look, he now ſends for thee to give thee audience con-' 
cerning that which is deſired of him by the King, whom he newly receives into the number of bu 
Brethren,with the love of the Son of his Entrals,that ſo he may remain powerfull and vittoriou 
over his Enemies : Tiereupon he cauſed him, togetrer with th: Kings Uncle, and the other 
Governours that accompanied him, to come in, leaving all the re(t without z the Embaſla- 
dour then ſeeirg none cf his Train follow him, looked three or four times back, ſeeming by 
his countenance to be ſomewhat diſcontented, Which the CMonvagarun perceiving, ipake 
ro the Oueitor, who was alittle behinde, that he ſhould cauſe the (rangers to be ler 10, and 
none e:ie; the Doors being then opened again, we Portugals began to goin with the Bra- 
2144s; bur ſuch a number of others,came thruſting in among us, as the Gentlemen Uſhers, 
who were above twenty, had much ado to keep the Doors, (iriking many with Batrtoons 
which they had in their hands, and (of thoſe) ſome that were perſons of quality, and yer 
could they not therewich, neither with cheir cries, nor menaces, ſtop them all from enter- 
in2: Thus being come in, we paſt along through the midſt of a great Garden, mace 
with ſuch arc, and where appeared ſo many goodly things, ſo divers, and ſo pleaſing co the 
eye, as words are not able toexpreſs them: For rhere were there many Alleys environed 
wich Balliters of Silver, and many Arbors of extraordinary ſcent, which we were told 
had ſo much ſympathy with the Moons of the year, that in all Seaſons whatſoever they 
bare Fiowers and Fruics g withall there was ſuch abundance and variety of Roſes and other 
Flowers, as almoſt paſſeth belief, In the midſt of this Garden we ſaw a great many young 
Women, very fair, and well clad, whereof ſome paſt away their time in Dancing, and 
others in Piaying on ſundry ſorts of Inſtruments much after our manner, which chey per- 


. formed with ſo much harmory, as we were not a little delighted therewith ; ſome alſo bee 


ſtowed themſelves in making of curious Needle-works and Gold-{trings, ſome in other 
things, while cheir Companions gathered Fruit to eat ; andall this was done ſo quierly, 
and with ſuch order and good behayiour, as made us admire it. Ar Our going our of this 
Garden, where the £Monwagarun would needs have the Embaſſadour to ſtay a while, that 
he might there obſerve ſomething worthy to entercain his King wich at his recurn to Pegs, 
we went into a very great Antichamber, where many Commanders and Lords were fitting, 
as alſo ſome great Princes, who received the Embaſſadour with new ceremonies, and come 
plements, and yet nor one of them ftirred from his place 5 Through this Antichamber we 
came toa Door, where there were fix Gentlemen Uſhers with Silyer Maces, by which we 
entered into another Room very richly furniſhed : in this was the ( alaminhan ſeated on 2 
moſt majeſtical Throne, encompaſſed with three rows of Balliſters of Silyer ; Ar the foor 
of the degrees of his Throne ſare twelve Women that were exceeding beautiful!, and moſt 
richly apparelled, playing on divers ſorts of Inſtruments, whereunto they accorded their 
voices ; On the cop of the Throne, and not far from his perſon, were twelye young Dam- 
ſels about nine or ten years old, all of them on their knees round about him, and carrying 
Maces of Gold in the faſhion'of Sceptres, among them there was alſo another char 
ſtood on her feer, and fanned him, Below, all along the whole length of the Room, were 
a great many of old men, tearing Micres of Gold on their heads, and long Robes of 
Sattin and Damask, curiouſly embroidered, every one having Silver Maces on their ſhou!- 
ders, and ranked in order on eicher fide againſt the Walls: Over all the reſt of the Room 
were [itting, upon rich Per/iau C__ abour ewo hundred young Ladies, as we could 
gueſs, that were wonderfull fair, and exceeding well-favoured, ' Thus did this Room, both 


for the marvellous firuRure of ir, and for the excellent order that was obſerved therein, re- 
preſent-ſo great and extraordinary a Majeſty, as we heard the Embaſſtdour Gy —_ 
calking 
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ca'king of ir, that if God would grant him the grace to return to Pegu, he would never 
ſpeak of it to the King, as well for fear of grieving him, as of beipg taken for a man that 
reports things which ſcem altogether incredible. | 

Aſſoon as the Emb:ſſidour was entered into the Room where the ( alamizhan was, ac- 
companied wich the four Princes that conduted him, he profirated himſelf five times on 
the ground, wichour ſo much as daring to behold the Calaminhar, in fign of the great re- 
ſpe& he carried ro ards him, which the CMonvagarus perceiving, wilizd him to advance 
forward ; (© that being arrived near to the firlt degree of his Throne, with his face fill 
bending d».vnward, h= {114 to the { a/ammban, with fo loud a voice as eyery one mighr 
hear ht: 3 The Clouds of the Air, which recreate the Fruits wher:of wt eat, have publiſhed 
ovey the whole Monarchy of th: World the great Majeſty of thy Power, which hath cauſed 
my King, deſiring to be homured with thy amuy, 4s with arich Pearl, to ſend me for that pur- 
poſe, and to tell thee from his, that thou ſhalt much oblige hins, if thou pleaſeſt to accept of 
him for thy Brother, with the honourable obedience which he will always render to thee, as to 
him that us the elder, as thou art « And for that end it 1s, that he ſends thee this Letter, which 
is the Jewel of all bis Treaſure that he prizes moſt, and wherein ht5 eyes take more pleaſure, 
for the honour ard contentment they receive by it, then being Lord of the Kings of Avaa, and 
of all the preciorms Stones of the Mountain of Falen', of Jatir, aud Pontau, Hereunmto the 
( alaminhan made him this Anſwer following, and that with a grave and ſevere counte- 
pance; For my part, 1 accept of this uew Amity, thereby to give full ſausfattion to thy King, 
45 to a Sonnewly born of my Intrals. Th:n began the Women co play on Inſtruments of 
Mufick, and $1 of them danced with licrle Children for the ſpace of three or four (reds! s ; 
After that, other fix little Girls danced with fix of che olde(t men that were in the Room, 
which ſezmed to us a very pretty fantafticalneſs. This Dance ended, there was a very finz 
Comedy repreſented by twelye Ladies, exceeding beautifull, end gorgeoufly attired, where- 
In appeared on the Stage a great Sea-monkter,holding in his mouth the Daughter of a King, 
whom th: Fiſh (wallowed up before them all, which che ewelve Ladies ſeeing went in all 
haſte weeping to an Hermitage that was at the foot of a Mountain, from whence they re- 
turned with an Hermir, who made earneſt ſupplications to Qu1ay Paturey, God of the Sex, 
that he would bring this Monſter to the ſhore, ſo as they might come to bury the Damſel 
according to her quality ; The Hermit was anſwered by Quiay Paturen, That the twelve 
Ladies ſhould change their lamencations and complaints into {o many Conſorts of Muſick, 
that were agreeable to his ears, and he would then command the Sea to cali the Fiſh upon 
the firand ro be done withall as they thought good ; whereupon comes on the Stage (ix 
lictle Boys with Wings and Crowns of Gold upon their heads, inthe ſame manner as we 


uſe to paint Angelr, and naked all over, who falling on their knees before the Ladies, pre= 


ſented them wich three Harps and three Viols, ſaying, that Q:ay Paturen ſent them theſe 
Inftruments from the Heaven of the Moon, therewith to calt che Montter of the Sea into a 
ſleep, that ſo they might have their defire on himy whereupon the twelve Ladies took them 
Our of the hands of the little Boys, and began to play upon them, tuning them unto their 
voices With ſo lamentable and ſad atone, and ſuch abundance of rears, that it drew ſome 
from the eyes of divers Lords that were in the Room z Havi'g continued their Muſick abour 
half a quarter of an hour, they ſaw the Monſter coming our of the Sea, and by lictle and 
little as it were aſtoniſhed, making to the ſhore where theſe fair Muſicians were ; all which 
was performed (o properly, and to the life, that the Aſfiftants could hardly imagine ic to 
be a F-ble, and a matter deviſed for pleaſure, buc a very truth, befides the Scene was ſer 
forth with a world of (fate andriches, Then one of the twelve Ladies drawing out a Po- 
niard, all ſer with preciors ones, which ſhe wore by her fide, ripped up the Fiſh, and our 
of the b-ily of it drew the Infants alive, which preſently went and danced to the tune of 
their Inftruments, and ſo went and kifled th { a/aminhas's hand, who received her very 
Sraciouſ] , and made her fit down by him; It was ſaid chat chis young Lady was his 
Niece, he Daughter of a Broth-r of his; as for the other twelve, they were all the Daugh» 
ters of Princes, and of the greateſt Lords of che Country, whoſe Fathers and Brothers 
were there preicnr. There were alſo three or four Comedies more like this, ated by other 
young Ladies of great quality, and ſer forth with ſo much pomp and magnificence, as more 
could not be defired . About evening the ( alaminhas retired into another Room, accom- 


panied with Women one:y ; for all the reft they went along with the CMonyagarny, w 
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rook the Embaſ{adour by the hand, and led him back ro che oviermoſt Room of all, where 
with many complements, af:er their manner, be took his leave of him, and ſo commirred 
him corthe Omertor, Who (iraightway carried him ro his Houle, where he lodged all the 
while that he was there, being ewo and thirty days, during which cime he was tealted by 
the principal Lords of the Courr, in a ſplendid and ſumptuous manner, and continually enter. 
rained with ſeveral ſports of fiſhing, hunting, hawking, and other ſuch like recreations ; 
As for us Portugals, we took a fingular content in obſerving, over all the City and abour ir, 
the excellent (truRure of very ſumptuous and magnificent Edifices, of (ately Pagages or 
Temples, and of Houſes adorned with goodly workmanſhip, and of ineſtimable value. 
Now amonglt all theſe Buildings there was not in the whole City a more majeſ(iical one 
then that Which was Cedicated to Quiay Pimpocau, Who is The God of the Sick « Ia it 
ſerve continually a number of Prielts, apparelied in grey Gowns, ho being ot greater 
kr,owledge then all thereſft of the four and cwenty Sets of this Enipire, do diliinguiſh 
themſelves from the others by certain yellow firings, which ſerve chem for Girdles ; rhey 
2re alſo by the vulgar people. in a ſovereign degree of honour called, ordinarily, Perfett mer. 
The Embaf{:dour himſelf went five times to their Temple, as well to ſee very marvelious 
things, as to hear the DoArine of thoſe that preached there, of which, and of all that con= 
cerns the extrayagancies of their Religion, he brought a great Volume to the King of Bra- 
2144, Which was 1o pleaſing to him, as he afterward commanded the ſaid Do&rine to be 
preached in ll the Temples of that Kingdom, which is to this day exac'y obſerved in all 
his ttates. Of this Book I brought a Tranſlation into the Kingdom of Portugal, which 
a Florentine borrowed of me; and when I asked him for 1t again, he told me chat it was 
loi, bu: I found afterward that he hadcarried it to Florence, and pr-:ſented it ro the Duke 
of Tuſcany, who commanded it to be printed under this Title, The new Belief of the Pa- 
gans of the other tud of the World. Upon a day as the Embaſladour as taiking in this Pa= 
ode ith one of the Grepos, who profeſſ:d much kindne(s unto (um, (for indeed they are 
al; of a good nature, eahe of acceſs, and communicating themſelves to ſirangers freely 
enough) be demanded of him, how long it was fince the Creation of the Werldjjior whether 
thoſe things had a beginning whic1 God doth ſhew lo clearly co our eyes, ſuch as the Night, 
th: Day, the Sun, the Moon, the Stars, and other Creatures thar have neicher Father nor 
Mother, and of whom no reaſon can be rendered in Nature how they began : The Greps 
relying more on his own knowledge, then on the others that were about hi n, made this An- 
ſwer to his Queſtion ; Natyre, laid he, bad no other Creation but that which proceeded from 
the will of the Creator, who in a certain time, determined in his divine Counſel, manifeſted 
it tothe Inbabitants of Heaven, created before by bus ſovereign power ; and according to that 
which ts written thereef, it was fourſcore and two thouſand Moons, ſince the Earth was diſ- 
covered from under the Waters, when as God created therein a wery fair Garden, where he 
placed the firſt Man, whom he named Adaa, together with bis Wife Bazagon, them he expreſly 
commanded, for to-yeduce them under the yoke of obedience, that they ſhould not touch a cer= 
tain Fruit of a Tree, called Hilstoran, for that he reſerved the ſame for himſelf ; and in caſe 
they came to eat thereof, they ſhould for a chaſtiſement of their fault prove the rigour of his 
Juſtice, whereof they and ieir deſcendants ſhould feel the dire effetts ; This being known to 
the great Luvant 00, who z5 the gluttonous Serpent of the profonnd Houſe of Smoke, and per- 
cerving how by thu Commaxament God would for mans obedience on Earth give him Heas« 
wen for a Reward, he went to Adaa's Wife and bid her eat of the Fruit, and that ſhe ſhould 
alſo mak; her Husb.nd eat thereof, for he aſſured her that in ſo doing they ſhould both of them 
be more excellent in knowledge then all other Creatures, and free from that heavy nature whereof 
he had compoſed them, ſs that 1 a moment their bodies ſhould mount 20 Heaven. Then Baz 
gon, hearing what Lupantoo had ſaid wnto her, was ſo taken with a deſire of enjoying that 
excellent Preregative of Knowledge which he promiſed her, as to attain thereunto ſhe eat of the 
Fruit, and made her Husbaxd likewiſe to eat of it, whence it enſued, that they were both of 
them by that unhappy Morſe! ſubjeited to the pains of Death, of Sorrow, and of Poverty, For 
God ſering the diſobedience of theſe two firſt Creatures, made them feel the r1gour of his Tuſtice, 
by chaſing them out of the Gard:n where he had placed them, and confirmmg the Puniſhments 
pou them wherewith he had threatued them before ; Wherefore Adaa, fearing leſt the divine 
Juſtice ſhould proceed further againſt him, gave himſelf up for a long time to contingal tears ; 
whereupon God ſent himz ward, that if he continued in his repentance he would forgive him 
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ki ſs. Whilelt the Grepo was ſpeaking thus, the Ambiflidour wondering at his Diſconrſe, 
w 11h was a great novelty co him, Certainly, (aid he unto him, 1 am well aſſured that the 
K ':q my Maſter hath never heard the like of this from the Prieſts of our { emples, for they 
1n recompence of our works propound no othey thing #1to u but the poſſeſſion of Riches in this 
life ; for, as they 'ay, there is no Gu. rdon after Death, and chat we muſt finiſh our Lives as all 
the Beaſts of the Field do, except the Cows which for a Reward of the Milk they have given """R 
are conver ted into other Sea cows, of the Apples of whoſe E yes are Pearls engendered. At theſe\ 
words the Grepo, putted up wich vanity tor that which he had ſaid ro che Amb-ſſadour ; 
Thirk no1, aniwered he unto him, that there #5 any one in all thu Conntry can let thee under- 
ſtand ſomach as I have done, unleſs it be one G::po, who ts as learned as my ſelf. With this 
| tu; eof pretumption ie chanced to calt his Cys on us Poringa/s, that were behinde the Am= 
b (ladour,and as the Minittcr of the Devil, believing that we etizeemed him as much as he did 
hy.11-If, Yeriy, (atd he unto us, / (hould be glad, that you, who as ſtrangers have no know- 
ledge of this Truth, would come more often to hear me, for to underſtand how God hath cre« 
ated all theſe things, and how much we are bound to him for the benefit of this Creation: Then 
one of the company, named Gafþar de Meyrelez,, ſhew:ng himie'f therein more curious 
then the reſt, atcer hz had thankey the Greps in the name of us all, he prayed him to give 
him leave co ask him ſomeching which he delired to know of him ; Whereunto the Greps 
mace anſwer, that he was very well contented , For, added he, it z5 as well the property of 
a wiſe and curious man to inquire for to leayn, 4s of an ignorant to bear, and not be able to 
anſwer : whereupon G afpar de Meyrelez demanded of him, whether God, after he h ad 
created all theſe things wher<of he ſpake, had not done ſome heroica: Works upon Earth, 
either by his Juſtice, or by bis Mercy. To this the Grepo replied , that be bad, it being eve 
dent, that as long as Man lived mthu Fleſh, he could not chuſe but commit ſins which would 
render him punifhable, nor God be without a great deſire to pardon him ; and he added fur= 
ther, That the fins of New coming to be multiplied on Earth, God had overwhelmed the 
whole World, by commanding the Clouds of Heaven to rain upon it, and to drown all living 
things, except one juſt Man with bus Family, which God pmt into a great Houſe of Weed, 
from whom [ſued afterwards all the Inhabitants of the Earth. The Portugal again in- 
quired, whe: her God afcer this Chaſtiſemenc bad not ſent ſome other > God did not, an- 
ſwered he, ſend any, which taken mm general, was like unto that ; but it is true, that in 
particular he c:aſtiſeth Kingdoms and People with Wars, and ether Scourges which he ſend- 
eth them, as we ſee that be pumſheth men wh infinite offi ions, labours, diſeaſes, and above 
all with extreme poverty, which 1s the laft and extremeſt of all evils The Portugal cone 
tinving in his D-inands, defired him to tell him, whether ne had any hope chat God 
would one day be appeaſed, ſo as Men might hoye entrance into Heaven z whereunto che 
Gvepo replied, That he knew nothing thereof, but that it was an evident thing, and tobe be- 
li:ved 45 an Article of Faith, that as God was an infinite good, ſo he would have regard 
zo the good which Men did upon Earth for his ſake. Hereupon he demanded of him, whe- 
ther h. had nor heard ic ſaid, or found written, That after all thols. things whereof be 
ſake, "a Man'Was come into the World,” who dying on th: Croſs, had ſatisfied God for all 
M-n ; or whether there was not among them ſome knowiedge thereof : Whereunro the 
Grepo aniwered, None can make ſatisfadion ro God, but God hiniſelf, although there be im 
the World holy and virtuous men, which ſatisfie for themſelves, and for ſome of their Friends, 
ſuch as the Gods of our Temples , as the Grepos do aſſure wy but to ſay, that one alone 
bath ſarisfied for all, a thing which we have never | card of till now ; beſides, on Earth, 
which is ſo baſe of ut ſelf, a Kuby of ſo high a price cannot be engendred : 1t is true never= 
theleſs, that in times paſt ſo much was certified to the Inhabitants of this Country by aman, 
named ]ohn, who came imo this City, who was held for an holy man, having been the Diſ- 
ciple of another, called Tone Modeliar, the Servant of God , whom thoje of the Country 
put to death, becauſe he went publickly preaching, That God was made Man, and that he 
had ſuffered Death tor Mankinde z which as firſt wrought ſuch a Diviſion amongſt the People of 
this Nation, 44 many believed it for a Truth, and others oppoſed it, and formed & COM 
Irary party againſt it, incited thereumo by the Grepos of the Law of Quiay Figrau, God 
of the Atomes of the Smn; ſo that they reproved all that this Stranger ſaid , by reaſon 
whereof He was bamſhed from this City to the Kingdoms of Bratmaa, aud from thence oy; the 
ante 
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Same canſe'to the Town of Digan, where he was put to death for preaching publickly, as 1 
ſaid before, That God became Man, and was crucified for Mens U pon theſe ſpeeches Gaiþar 
de Meyrelez,, and we, aid, that this Man had preached nothing in this Country which was 
not molt crue 3 wherewith the Grepo was (o taken, that he fell down on his knees before all 
char were preſent, and lifting up bis hands and eyes to Heaven, he (aid, with rears in his eyes, 
Lerd, of whoſe beauty and goodneſs the Heavens and the Stars d» give teſtim ony, I with all my 
beart do beſeech thee to permit, that in our times the hour may come, wherein the People of the 
other end of the World may give thee thanks for ſo great a Grace, After that theſe matters 
were palt in this manner, and many others beſides, which well deſerved co be related, if m 
gro's wit were able co deſcribe them, the Ambaſladour took his leave of the Grepo with many 
complements and words of courtefie, whereof they are nothing ſparing, as being much ac, 
cuſtomed to praRtiſe them one with another. 
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CHAP. XLIX, 
An ample relation of the Empire of the Calaminhbam, and of the Kingdoms of Pegu , and 
amaa, with the continuance of our voyage, and what we ſaw among the ſame, 


A Moneth afcer our arrival at this City of 7;mphen, where the Coure then was;the 5*%-1+ 


Ambailador demanded an anſwer to his Ambaſſi:, and it was unmediately granted 
him by the (a/aminham, with whom he ſpake himſelf, and being graciouſly entertained 
by him, he referred him for his difpatch to the Alonuag arns, that was, as I have hereto- 
fore delivered, the chief man in governing che Kingdom, who gave him an anſwer on 
the behalf of the Calaminharn, as alſo a preſent in exchange of chat which the King of 
Bramas had ſent him; withal h: wroce hum a Letter, that contained rheſe words , Thew 
arm of a clear Ryby, which God bath newly exchaced into my body, and whoſe fleſh us fitly 
faſtned to me, 4s that of my brother, by that new league and amity now accorded uno thee, 
by me Prechau Guimiam, Lord of the ſeven and twenty ( rowns of the Montaines of the 
earth, inherited by a lawful ſucceſſion from bim,who theſe to and twenty muneths hath not 
ſer his feet wpon my head , for ſo long it us fince be left megrever to ſee me again þy reaſon of 
the ſanttification which his ſoul doth now enjoy in feeling the ſweet beat of the beams of the 
Sunl have ſeen thy Letter, dated the pfth chaveca of the eighth moon of the year, wherewnto 
I bave grven the true credit of a brother,and 4s ſuch a one 1 accept of the party thou doſt pre- 
ſent me with obliging my ſelf to render thee the two paſſages of Srady free, that [0 thou 
»ayeſt without fear of the Siamon be King of Avaa, as thow deſireſt me by thy Letter : And 
as for the other conditions, whereof thy Anibaſſador bach made ſome mention unco me, 1 will 
make anſwer thereunts by one of mine own, whom 1 will ſend'unts thee from hence ere it be 
longyto the end thou mayeſt have a good ſucceſs inthe pleaſure thow ſeemeſt to take in mas 
king war upon thine ev:mies. The Ambaſlador having received this Lerter,departed from 
che Court the third day of Nov. inthe year one thouſand five hundred forty and fx, ac- 
companied with cercain Lords, who by the expreſs commandment of the.Calanminban 
went along with him to Bder, where they took their leave of bim, after chey had made 
him a grear feaſt, and preſented him with divers gifrs, But before I encreat of the way 
which we held from chis place ci[l we came to Pegs , where the King of Bramaa was, 
I think it convenient as neceſſiry co make a relation here of certain things which we 
ſaw in this country,whereia I will o_ my ſelf as ſuccin&ly as I can, as I have done in 
all ochzr marrers whereof I have ſpoken heretofore z for if I ſhould diſcourſe in parti- 
cular of all chat I have ſeen, and of that which hath pat 2s well in this Empire, as in 0- 
cher Kingdoms, wh-te I have ben during my painful voyages, 1 had then need co 
make another volume far bigger then chis ſame, and be induced wich a ri much above 
that I have : howheir char I may not wholly conceal things ſo remarkable, 1 am concent» 
edro ſay ſo much thereof as my groſs (tile will permic me to deliver. The K'ngdom 
of Pegs hach in circuit an hundred and forty leagues, is ſcituate on the South fide in fix- 
teen degrees, and in the heart of the Country towards the rhomb of the Eaft it hath 
2n hundred & forty leagues, being inviroped all above with a high ground, named Par- 
£4viran, Wh:re the Nation of the Bramaas doth inhabit, whoſe country is fouticore 
leagues broad, and rwo hundred long. This Monarchy was in times paſt one ſole King- 
dom, which no it is not, but is divided into chirteen eftates of Sovereigns, who made 
themſelves malters of it by poyſoning their King in a banquer which they made him in 
the City of (hales, as their hiſtories relate; of theſe thirreen eftires, there are cleven 

that are commanded by ocher Nations, who by a tra of another great country are 
Joyned to all che bounds of the Byamaar, where two great Emperors aide, of which 
the one is called the $:amon, and the other the Cal/amimbans, who is the ſame I purpoſe 
onely to treat of, According to report,the Empire of the Prince is above three hundred 
leagues breadth, & as much in lengch, and ic is ſaid that anciencly ic contained ſever and 
twency Kingdoms, the inhabitants —_ ſpake all one language { within this Em- 
pire we ſaw many goodly Cities , exceedingly well p:opled, and abounding with all 
prov:ftons a for mans life, as fleſh, freſh water, fiſh, corn, pulſe, rice, pattures, 
vines, and fruits ; the chief of all cheſe Cities is 7 ymphan, where this Emperor, the Ca* 
laminham,wich his Court commonly reſides : it is ſeated along by a great river, named 
Pits, and inviconed all about with ewo broad walls of earth, made up with firong fone 
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on eicher fide, having very broad ditches, and at each gate a Caſile with high Towers ; 
certain Merchants affirmed unto us, that chis Cicy had within ic ſome tour hundred 
thouſznd fires; and albeic the bouſes are for che moſt pare nor above two ſtories bigh, 


| yetin recompence thereof they are builc yery ſtately, and wich great charge; eipecially 


choſe of the Nobility,and of the Mercizants,vor ſpeaking of the great Lords,which are 
ſeparated by great incloſures, where are ſpacious ourward Conrts, and at the entring 
inco them arches after the manner of (bins, as alſo gardens, and walks planted win 
crees,and great ponds,all yery handſomely aecommodared to he pleaſures and delights 
of this lite,whereunto theſe people are very much inclined: We were allo certihed, 
thac both within the incloſure of the City , and a league abour it, there were fix and 
ewenty hundred Pagodes, ſome of which, wherein Wwe had been, were very ſumptuous 
and rich; indeed(for che reft)the moſt of chem were bur petty houſes in the taſhion of 
Hermitages : Theſe people folloy four and erwenty Sets, all dift-rent one from ano- 
ther, ainongſt che which there is ſo great a confuſion of errors, and diabolical precepcs, 
principally in that which concerns their bloody Sacrifices, as I abhor to ſpeak of them ; 
but che Idol whichis moſt in vogue amongſt them,and moſt frequented, is that whereof 
I have a'r:ady made mention,called Q#iay Frigaw,that is to ſay, TheGod of the oats of 
the Sux; for it is in this falſe god that the Calaminhans belicyes, and does adore him, 
and ſo do all the chiefeſt Lords of the Kingdom ,. wherefore the Grepos, CMemgrepes, 
& Talagrepos of this falſe god,are honored far more then all others, & held in che repu- 
ration of holy perſonages ; their ſuperiours, who by an eminent ricle are called ( a6:- 
z-0ndos, never know women,as they ſay;but ro content their bruitiſh and ſenſual appe- 
rites they want not diabolical inventions,which are more worthy of tears then recital : 
during the ordinary Fairs of this City,calted by them Chandwbos,we ſaw all chings there 
Lhat nature hath creared, as iron, Reel, lead, tin, copper, latcin, ſalr-peter, brimkione, 
oyl, yermillion, honey, wax, ſugar, lacre,benjamin, divers ſorts of Ruffes and garments 
of ilk, pepper; ginger, cinamon, linnen cloth, cotton wool, alum, borax, cornalines, 
criftal , camphirez musk, ivory, cafſia , rhubarbe, curbich, ſcamony, azure, woad , in- 
cenſe,cochenel, ſaffron,myrrhe,rich porcelain, gold, filver, rubies, diamonds,cmeraulds, 
ſaphirs, and generally all other kind of things that can be named, and that in fo great a- 
bundance, as it is nor poſſible for me to ſpeak that which I have ſeen, and be deiteved ; 
women there are ordinzriiy yery white andfair, bur that which moſt commends chem 
1s, that chey are of a good nature, chaſt, charitable , and much inclined to compaſſion 3 
The Prieſts of all theſe four and rwenty Se&s,wiereof there are a very great number in 
this Empire, are cloathed in yellow, like the Ryo/inss of Pegs they hay: no money ci» 
ther of gold or filyer, bur all cheir commerce is made with the weight of cates, ©ACI,054- 
azes, and conderins. The Court of the Calaminhans is very rich,the Nobility excceding 
g2llanc, and the revenue of che Lords and Princes very great, the King is ſeared and re= 
ipeRed in a marvellous maner he hath in his Courc many Commanders that are (tanr- 
gers, unto whom he giverh great penſions, to ſerve him for the ſafery of his perſons 
our Ambaſſador was aflured, that in the Cicy of Timphan, where mott commonly the 
Court is, there are above threeſcore thouſand horſe, and 10009 Elephants : che gentles 
men of the country live very handſomely,and are ſerved in veſlels of filyer,and ſometimes 
of goid, bur as for the common people they uſe procelain and lattin z in ſummer they 
are apparelled in ſattin, damask, and wrought raffeties, which come from Perſia, and 
in winter in gowns furted wich matterns ; there is no going to Law amongtt them, nor 
does any man enter into bond there;bur if there be any difference among che common 
peopl-, certain Magiltrates, like ro our Aldermen of Wards, do decide itz and if con- 
cention happens to ariſe berween perſons of an higher quality, then they ſubmir e6 the 
judgement of certain r:ligious men, whoare expreſly deputed for that purpoſe, and 
from them matters paſs on in manner of appeal to the Queitor of Juſtice , Which is as 
the {uperinrendent thereof, from whoſe ſentence there is no appeal, how great and im» 
portant {cever the bulineſs be : The Monarchy of theſe ſeven and twenty Kingdoms 
hath ſey.n hundred Provinces, that is fix and twenty in every Kingdom ; and in the ca- 
piral cown of exci of choſe Provinces doth a Governor preſide, all of them being of 
like and equal power, Now onevery new Moon, each Captain is bound to muſter the 
touldiers that aze under his charge, which ordinarily are two chouſand foot , five bun- 
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dred horſe , and fourſcore fighting Elephants , one of the which is called by the name of 
che capiral crown of the ſame Province; ſo that if onz ſhould make a jult compuration 
of all thoſe men of war that are in thoſe ſeven hundred companies of thoſe Provinces, 
they would appear to be ſevenreen hundred and fifty thouſand , whereof there are chree 
hundred and ky thouſand horſe, and five and fifty thouſand Elephants ; for in regard 
of the great numd2r that chere are of thoſe beaſts in that country, this Emperor tiles 
himſelf, in his ticles, Lord of the indomicable force of Elephants, The reyznue which 
the Monarch draws from his Royal Prerogatives , by chem called, the price of the Scepter, 
25 alſo from his Mines , amouncs to twenty millions of gold, without compriting there- 
in the preſents which are given him by che Princes, Lords and Captains, and a greac 
quantity of money that is diſtributed a;nongR the men of war, according to every ones 
merit , which are not of that account, In all this country, pearl, amber, and al, are v2- 
ry much eſteemed of , becauſe they are things that come from the Sea, which 1s far di- 
zant from the City of Timplan; bur of all other commodities they have infinite tore : 
The Country of it ſelf is very healthy, the air very good, and likewiſe the waters, When 
rhey ſneeze they uſe to ſay, the God of truth is three and oe, wher:by one may judge thac 
iheſe people have had ſo:ne knowledge of che Chriftian Religion, 


B:ing deparced from the town of Bidor , we held on cur courſe down the great river SeQ-z; 


of Pituy, andche ſame day at night we went and lodged ac a certain Abby ot the land 
of Quiay Jerem , the god of married folks ; this Abby is ſeated on the bank of the ri= 
(erin aplain, where are a great many of trees planted, and very rich buildings, bers the 
Ambaſſador was well entercained by che ( abiz2.0ndo and the Talagrepos ; then continuing 
our yoyage ſeven days longer, we arrived at a town named Pavel , Where we itaid three 
(Jays, to furniſh our veſleis with ſome provitions which we needed; in this place the 
Ambaſlador bought divers knacks of China, and other commodities that were ſold 
chere ar a very cheap rate, as musk, tine porcelains, wrought Glks, Ermins, and many 
other ſores of furs, Which are much uſed in that country, becaule it is exrreine cold there 3 
theſe wares were brought thicher by great troops ot Eiephants and Rhinacero's trom 
2 certain far diſtant Province, as the Merchants cold us, called Frioncaraniaa, neyond 
che which, chey ſaid, was a kind of people called Calogens and Funceos, rawny men, and 
oreat Archers, having their feet like unco Oxen, but hands like unco other men , ſave 
chat chey are exceeding hairy , they are naturally inclined co cruelty , and have below at 
che end of the backbone a lump of fleſh as big as ones two filts, cheir dwelling is in 
mountains that are very high and rough on ſome parts, where there are mighty deep pics 
or caves, from whence are heard in winter nights moſt dreadful cries, and doleful la- 
mentations : We were told likewiſe , that not far from theſe people there were otners, 
called Calouhos , Timpates, and Bugemss , and a good way b:yond them ſome, named 
Oquens and CMagores , who feed on wild beaſts which they catch in bunting, and eat raw, 
as alſoon all kind of contagious creatures, as lizards, ſerpents, and adders 3 they hunc 
thoſe wild - beaſts mounted on certain animals, as big as horſes, which have three horns 
in the mid(t of cheir forebeads , wich thick ſhore legs, and on the middle of their backs 
arow of prickl:s, wherewith they prick when they are angry, and all the reft of the bo- 
dy is like a great lizard ; beſides rhey have on their necks, inſtead of hair, oth-r prickles 
far longer and bigger then thoſe on their backs, and on the joynts of cheir ſhoulders 
ſhorc wings like co the fins of fiſhes, wherewith chey fly, as it were, leaving the lengeh 
of five or fix and ewenty paczs at a jump : Theſe creatures are called Bavazes , upon 
which theſe ſavage ride inco the country of their enemies, with whom cth:y hold conti- 
nual war, and whereof ſome pay them tribuce in falc, which is che thing they make moſt 
account of ,' in regard of the need they have of it, for that they are very far diſtanc from 
the Sza, We ſpake alſo with other men called Bumizers , who live on high mountains, 
where there are Mines of Alum and Lacre, and - ſtore of wood ; of this Nation , we 
ſaw a troop conducting of above two thouſand oxen, on whom they had put pack-ſad- 
dles, and ſomad2 them to carry their Merciandiſe ; th:ſe men were very tall, and hid 
eyes and beards like the Chineſes : We ſaw others likewiſe, that had reaſonable long 
beards , their faces full of freckles , and their eats and noſtrils pierced, and in the holes 
thereof ſmall threds of gold made into claſps , theſe were call:d Ginaphogeas, and the 
Province whereof they were Natiy2s Swroboſay , which Within the mountains of the 
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Lawhos are bounded with the lake of Chiammay , and are cloached with hairy skins, g6- 
ivg bare-toor and bare-headed, certain Merchants told us that theſe had greac ricoes, 
and thar allcheir trafique was in filver , Whereof they had great ftore, We ſpake al; 
with another ſort of men, called Twparoens, who are tawny, great Earers, and muchy a! 
dicted co the pleaſures of the fleſh ; theſe gave us better enterrainm-nc then all rhe re}, 
and oftentimes feaſted us, Now becauſe in a certain banquet , where we nine Portugal; 
were with the Ambaſſador , one of us , named Franciſco Temuda , challenged them © 
drink, they taking ir for a great affront, cauſed the feaſt to continue the longer for the 
recovery of their honour; but che Portuge! ſ:t on them ſo liftily , rwenty char they were, 


as he laid them all along drunk on the ground, himſelf remaining fill fober ; when they 


were Ouc of their drink, the Sap:rox, thac Was their —_— and in whoſe houſe the 
fealt had been made, called his company together, which were above three hundred, 
and,whether the Portugal would or no, made him ro mount upon an Elephant, and {5 
lead him through all the town, accompanied with a great multitude of people chat fol- 
lowed him at the ſound of trumpers, drums , and other ſuch infirumencs; the Captain 
himſelf, as aiſo che Ambailador, and the reſt of us, tog:ther wich all the Bramaas, ma:ch- 
ing on foot after him, wich boughs in our hands, and rwo men before him on horſe- 
back , that rode crying, O all ye people , praiſe with gladneſs the beams which preceed 
from the midſt of the Sun, who ts the God that makes our rice to grow, for that you have livs4 
to ſee a man ſo holy, that kuowing how to drink_ better then all the men of the world, hath laid 
ou the ground rwenty of the principal drinkers of our troop, to the end his renown may be daj- 
ly mare and more arigneented. Wnereunto all the crowd of people that accompanied 
him , anſivered wich tuch cries and acclamations, as the very noiſe thereof frighted al! 
that heard it, In this equipage they lead the Portugal to the Ambailadors houſe, where 
they fer hin down with a great deal of reſpet and many complements; then on their 
knees th.y r:ndr:d him to the Ambaſſadot, defiring him ro have a care of him as of an 
holy man, ': the ion of ſome great King , fot , ſaid they, ir cannot be otherwiſe, ſeeing 
God hath beitowed (o great a gift on him, as ro know how to drink ſo well. Whereup- 
on having made a gathering for him , they got together aboye two hundred lingots of 
filver , which they gzve him 3 and until 'the time that we departed he was continually 
vitited by che inhamntants, whereof many preſented him with rich pieces of filk, and o- 
ther gifts, as if they had made an offering to ſome Saint upon a ſolemn day of his inyo- 
cation. Afﬀcer theſe we (aw ochezr men that were very white, named Pavilens, great 
archers, and good horſemen, apparrelled in caffocks of hlk like thoſe of Japon, and rhar 
carried their meat to cheir mouths with little Ricks , afcer the manner of che Chineſe: , 
theſe ſame told us thar their Country was called Binagorem, and that it was dittanr 
from thence about two hundred leagues up the rivers their merchandize was fore ot 
gold in powder, like ro that of CMenancabo, of the Iſland of Sumatra , asaliolacre, a- 
los, musk, tin, coppe: , filk, and wax, which they exchanged for pepper, ginger, ſalr, 
wine , and rice ; the wiyzs of theſe men which we ſaw chere are very whire, of better con- 
verſation then all the rei} of choſe countrys, well natured, and exceeding charitable; 
demanding of them what was their Law, and what was the divinity chat they adored, 
they anſwered us, That their gods were the Sun, the heaven, and the ſtars, *for that 
from them they received by an holy communication all the good that they enjoyed upon earth ; 
and furthermore, that the ſoul of mun was but abreath which ended in the drath of the body, and 
that afterwards tumbling up and down in the air ſhe mingled her ſelf with the clouds, uni! 
ſach time as coming to be diſſolved into water , ſhe died again upon the earth, as the body had 
done before, 1 omit an infinice many of ſuch exrravagances which were told us, and that 

eave u3 good cauſe to wonder ar the blindneſs and confulion of theſe wretches, and doth alſc 

oblige us to r-nder thanks conrinually unto God for delivering us from rheſe errors, and this 

falle belief. Now from the diverfiry of theſe unknown Nations, which we ſaw in cheſt 

parts, it is eafie ro infer, that in this Monarchy of the world there are many countries yet un- 

divided, and unknown to us. 
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CHHAFP-LX 
Onr arrival at Pegu, with thedeath of the Roolim of Mounay. 


Ontinuing our courſe from this town of Pavel, w2 came the next day to a village, Se&-1, 


call:d Lancor, invironed about the [pace of three leagues, with a great number of 
crees of Benjamin, ihich from this place is tranſported into the Kingdoms of Pegs,and 
Siam. From thence we ſailed for nine days together down that great river, all alongt 
che which we ſaw many goodly rowns; and then we arrived at another river, called 
Ventras, thorow the which we cantinued our voyage to Penaxchin, the firſt Boarrough 
of the Kingdome of Tangumaa, where the Ambaiſador regiftred his veſlels, and all thar 
were within chem , becauſe ſuch was the cuttom of the country. Being deparred from 
chence , we went and ly char nighr at the Rawditens, which are ewo lirong places be- 
longing to the Prince of Pancanor, Fiv2 days after w2 came toa great town, called 
Magaalen,uhich is th country from whence lacre is brought to Martabane; the Prince 
ch-reof, during the time that we [tayed there, ſhewedthe Ambaſſador a general muſter 
of all che men of war t'ar hg had levied aguin(t the King of the Lauhos,wich whom he 
was at differenc:, becauſe he had repudiated a daughter of his , which he had married 
whree years b:fore,intenging to eſpouſe a gentlewoman by whom he had had a ſon that 
he had legitimated, and made choice of for heir of his Kingdom, thereby fruſtrating 
his Nephew ( by his daughter ) of his righr. Paſſing on chen thorow the freight of 
Aadsr, wherein we ſailed five days, w: arrived at a village called CMoxchell, rhe firſt 
place of che Kingdom of Pegs ; there one Chalagonins, a famous Pyrar, that went up 
and down robbing in chis place with thirty Ceroos, well equipped, and full of warlike 
men, aſſailed us one night, and fighting with us cill ie was almoſt day, he handled us in 
ſuch ſorc, as it was the great grace of God that we eſcaped our of his hands; neverthe- 
leſs it was not without the lois of five of the twelyz yefleis that we had, together with 
an hundred and foutſcore of our men, whereof two were Portugals : The Ambaſſador 
himſelf had a cut on one of his arms, and two wounds beſides with arrow ſhot, which 
had almoſt coſt him his life ; all of us likewiſe were cruelly hurt; and che Preſenc which 
the (alaminhans ſent tothe King of Bramaa, being worch above an hundred thouſand 
ducates, was taken by the Pyrar, together with a great deal of rich merchandize that 
Was in the five veſlels, whereof he had made himſelf maſter. In this ſad equipage we ar- 
rived three days after at the Ciry of Afartabeno, from whence the Ambaſſador wrote 
the King a letter, wierein he rendred him an account of all that had hapned co him 
in his voyage , asalſoin his diſaſter, Whereupon the King ſent preſently away a Fleer 
of ſixſcore Ceyoos, with a number of choice men, among which were an hundred Por- 
tugals,in queſt of this Pyrat. This Fleet having by good fortune diſcovered him, found 
that he had pur on ſhore his thirty Ceroos , wherewich he had aſſailed us, and was 
with all his forces retized into a fortreſs, which was full of divers priz2s that he had ca- 
ken in ſeveral parts thereabour ; our men immediately attacqued the place, and carried 
it eahfily at the very firlt aflault, only with the loſs of ſome few Bramass and one Ports- 
gal, howbeit many v/ere hurt with arrows, bur they recovered in a ſhort time wichour 
the maiming of any onz. As ſoon as the fortreſs was gained, all that were found witi- 
in it were put to the ſword, not (paring the life of any, bur chat of the Pyrar, and (1x- 
ſcore others of his company ,which were led aliveto tie King of Braman, 'who cauſed 
them to be calt to his Eleph:nts, that inftancly diſmembred th:m. In the mean time che 
raking of chis fortgeſs was ſo advantagious to the Portwgals that were ſent thither, as 
they recurned from thence all v<ry rich ; and it was thought chat five or fix of them gor 
each of them the value of five and twenty, or thirty thouſand ducares apiece, and that 
he which bad lea({t had the worth of two or three thouſand for his ſhare : Afcer that the 
Ambaſſidor was cured at Martabano of the hurts which he had received in the fight, 
he went dir:&ly to the Cicy of Pegs, where, as I have declared, the King of Bramas 
Court was at that times who b2ing adverciſed of his atrival, and of the letter which 
he broughr him from the ( alaminham, (whereby he accepred of his amity,% allied bim- 
ſelf with him )b2 ſenc the Chaumigrem, bis foltec-brother,and brother-1n-law,to receive 
him ; co which end ne ſer forth, accompanied with all ch: Grandees of che Kingdom, 
and four bactalions of irangers, amongit the which were a thouſand Portugals —_ 
mande 
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manded by Antonio Ferreira, born in Braguenca, a man of great underſtanding, and to 
whom this King gave twelyz thouſand ducftes a year penhon , beſides che Preſents 
which he de(towed on him in particular, that came co lictle leſs. Hereupon the King of 
Bramas (ccing that by this new league God had contented his deſire, he reſolved to 
ſhew himſelf thankful for ſo great a fayour , wherefore he cauſed great feaſts ro be 
made amongl theſe people, and a number of Sacrifices to be offered in their Temples, 
where chere was no ſpare of p:rfumes, and wherein ic was thought there were killed 
above a thouſand fags, cows, and hogs, which were beſtowed tor an alms among the 
poor , b:ſides many other works of charity, as the cloathing of five thouſand poot 
folks,and imploying great ſums of money in che releaſing of a thouſand priſoners which 
were detained for debr. After that theſe feaſts had continued ſeven whole days toge- 
ther, with a moſt ardent zeal, and at the incredible charge of the King, Lords, and peo- 
ple, news came to the City of the death of the Aixquendoo, Roolim of Mounay, who 
was 4s it were their Sovereign Biſhop , which cauſed all rejoycings to_ ceaſe in an in- 
Rent , and every one to fall into mourning , with great exprefſions- of ſorrow : The 
King himſelf rerired, the fafrs were given over, the windows, doors, and ſhops were 
ſhur up, (© that no living thing was ſeen to fir in the Cicy , withal their Temples and 
Pagodes were full of penicents of all ſorts, v-ho with inceflant ſhedding of cears exer- 
ciſed ſuch an exceſs of repentance, as ſome of them died therewith. In the mean time 
the King de; arced away the ſame nighr for ro go to CHonnay, which was ſome twenty 
leagues from chence, for that he was neceſ[arily to be afſiltant at this funeral pomp , ac- 
cording ro the antient cuſtom of the Kings of Peg he arrived there che next day ſome- 
what late, andthen gave order for all that was neceſſary for his funerals; ſo that che nexc 
day ,every thing being in a readineſs, the body of the deceaſed was about eycning 
brought trom the place where he died, and laid on a Scaffold that was ereted in the 
midlt of a great place, hung all about with white velvet, and covered oyer head with 
three clothes of Eſtate of gold and filver tinſel ; in the middle of it was a Throne of 
twelve (eps aſcent unto ic,and an hearſe almoſt like unto ours, ſer forth with divers rich 
works of gold and pretious tones ; round abour hung a number of filver candleſticks, 
and perfuming pots, wherein great quantiries of ſweer odours were burnt, by reaſon of 
the corruption of the body, which already began to have an il! ſayour. In chis manner 
chey kept ic all chat night, during the which was no little ado , and ſuch a cumulr of 
ciies and [amentations made by che people,as words are nor able to expreſs ; for the on- 
ly number of the Bicos, Grepos, Meugrepos, T alagrepos,Gnimons, and Roolims, who ate 
the chiefeſt of their Prieſts, amounted co above thirry thouſand,that were aſſembled to- 
gether there, beſides a world of others which came chither every hour, When divers in- 
ventions of ſorrow, that were well accommodated to the ſubje& of this- mourning, 
had been ſhewn, ciere came ſome two hours afcer midnight, out of a Temple, called 
Omnia) Figran, god of the Mores of the Sun, a proceſſion, wherein were ſcen five hun- 
dred little boys ark nzked, and bound about the neck and the middle with cords, and 
chains of iron z upon their heads they carried bundles of wood , and in their hands 
knives,finging ro two Quires with a rone,ſo lamentable and ſad, as few that heard them 
could hardly torbear crying : In che mezn time one among chem went, ſaying in this 
manner, 7 hou that art going toenjoy the comtentments of heaven,leave ua not priſoners in this 
exile; wherunco another quire anſwered, To the end we may rejoycewith thee in thebleſſings 
of the Lord:then continuing their ſong in maner of a Lerany,they ſaid many othet chings 
with che ſame cone. After that, when they were all fallen on cheir knees before t 

Scaffold where che body lay, a Grepo, above an hundred years old, profirated on the 
ground, wich his hands lifred by on high,made a ſpeech to him in the name of theſe lit- 
tle boys; whereunto another Grepo, who was near the hearſe, as if he had ſpoken in the 
perſon of the deceaſed,came to aniwer thus, Since it hath pleaſed God by hs holy will to 
form me of earth,it hath pleaſed him alſo toreſolve me into earth, 1 recommend unto you,my 
children, the fear of that hour, wherein the hand of the Lord ſhall put us into the balance of 
hes juſtice , whereupon all the reſt with a great cry replied in this ſort, May it pleaſe the 
moſt Almighty high Lord that reigns in the Snn, to have no regard to our works that ſo we 
may bedelivered from the pains of deaths Theſe little boys being retired, there came 0- 


thers about the age of ten or eleven yeatrs,apparrelled in white Sattin robes,with cinins 
0 
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of gold on their feet,and abour cheir necks many rich jewels and pearls : After they had 
with much ceremony done a great deal of reverence tothe dead body, they went and 
flouriſhed naked ſcymirars which they had in their hands all about the hearſe, as if they 
would chaſe away che diyel, ſaying aloud,Get thee gone, accurſed as thou art, into the bot= 
zons of the houſe of ſmoke, where dying with a perpernal pain,without making an end of dy- 
ing, thou ſhalt pay, without making an end alſo of paying the rigorous juſtice of the Lord a» 
bove This (aidgthey wichdrew,as if chey would ſhew that by this ation they had left che 
body of the deceaſed exempe from the power of the divel, which beſieged ir before z 
In che place of cheſe ſame came in (1x and twenty of their principal 7 alagrepor, being 
fourſcore years old and upwards, apparelled in robes of violet coloured camask, and 
carrying filyzr cenſers in cheir hands , before whom, for the greater gracing of them, 
marched twelye gentlemen Uſh2rs wich-Maces of che ſam: metal; as ſoon as theſ- 
Priefis had cenſed the bearſe four ſeveral times with many ceremonies, they all proſtra- 
ced themſelves wich their faces on the ground; and then one of them began to ſay, as if 
he had ſpoken co the dead man, 1f the clouds of heaves were able to tell our grief unto the 
beaſts of the field, they would forſake their paſture for to help us to wail thy death, and the 
great extremity whereunto we are reducedzor olſe they would beſeech thee, Lord,to imbargue 
«with thee into this deadly houſe, where thou ſeeſt not ua, becauſe we are not worthy f fo 
rea 4 favor; but that all this people may be comforted in thee before the tomb ſhall hide thy 


ly from ua, ſhew #s, Lord, by figures of earth, the peaceable joy, and ſmeet contentment of 


thy repoſe, that we may be all awaked out of the heav y wherein the obſcurnies of the 
A Sth wrap us, and that we miſerable wretches a. pins to imuate thee ,& hm 
thy ſteps, for to behold thee inthe joyful houſe of the Sun at the laſt gafþ of onr lives. To 
cheſe words the people,having made a very dreadful cry, anſwered incontinently , The 
Lord gravt «s this grace.Then the twelye gentlemen Uſhers that carried the Maces,go- 
ing on afore to make way chorow the preſs, though wich much ado, becauſe the peo- 
ple would not withdraw, there came forch of an houſe on the right fide of the Scaffold 
four and twenty lictle boys richly apparelled , with chains of gold and prerious tones 
about their necks, who playing after their manner on divers inftruments of mufick, and 
falling down on their kaces in two ranks before the hearſe, they continued playing on 


cheir infitumencs, cothe tune whereof there were only rwo of them that ſung, where- 


unto five others anſ{wered from time to time in ſuch a doleful manner , as made all the 
affifiants ſhed abundance of tears; yea ſome of them were ſo ſenhible of it, as they 
could not forbear plucking off their bair, and knocking their heads againſt the Reps of 
the Throne where che hearſe Rood. During this and many ocher ceremonies there per- 
formed, fix young gentlemen Grepos ſacrificed themſelves, by drinking our of a golden 
cup a certain yellow liquor, ſo venemous, that before they had madz an end of their 
draught, they fell down ftark dead on the ground ; this action of cheirs brought theſe 
Marcyrs of the devil into the number of their Saints, ſo as they were envied by every 
one for it, and preſently their bodies were carried with a ſolemn proceſſion to be 
burnt in a great fire, that was made of Sanders, Aloes, and Benjamin , where they were 
quickly reduced unto aſhes. The next morning the Scaffold was diſgarniſhed of all the 
richeſt pieces abour it, and the hearſe,bur che clothes of eſtate, the hangings & banners, 
a$ alſo many other moveables of great worth were not Rtirrzd, ahd ſo with divers cete- 
monies, fearful cries and lamentations, and a firange noiſe of ſeveral ſorts of in{iru- 
ments, they ſer fire on the Scaffold, and all chat was upon ic, anointing ic ofren wich 0+ 
doriferous liquors, and confeRions of great price, Tous was the body conſumed to a- 
ſhes in a very ſhore cimez but whil(t ic was burning, che King and all the Grandees of 
his Court which were then preſent, caſt in by way of alms many pieces gold, pre- 
rious ſtones, jewels , and chains of pearl of exceeding great value ; all which o ill 
imployed were inftantly conſamed by the fire, together with the body and bones of 
that wretched dead man,ſo as we were certainly informed afteruard, chat this funeral 
pomp colt above an bundred chouland ducates, beſides the garments which the King 
and che Grandees of the countrey gave to thirty thouſand Prieſts that were aſſiſting at 
It, Wherein was imployed an incredible quantity of Ruffs of ſeyeral ſorts, witneſs the 
Portugals, who mightily profired by ſo lucky an occafion , becauſe they ſold at what 
price they would ſuch as they brought from Bengala, for Which they were paid in lin- 
gots of gold and filyer, : CHAP.

Thexleftion of the new Roolim of Mounay, the grand Talagrepo of theſe 
"_320: Gentiles of the' Kingdom of Pegu. - 


T He next day between ſeven and eight inthe morning , which wes the tine when 


che aſhes of the deceaſed began co be cold, the King and all the grear Lords of the 
Court came unto the place where the bod had been burne, tnarching all in order after 
the manner of a ſtately proceſſion, and afliiied by all che Grepos, amongſt whom there 


' were an hundred and thircy wich filyer cenſers , and fourteen with micres of gold on 


their heads ;they were apparelled in long robes of yellow fxtyit; as for all the reſt , to 
the number of. cen thouſand'y they were cloathed with taffera of *the ſame colour, and 


-with 8 kind of ſurpliſs of fine linnen, which was'not done without a yery great charge, 


by reaſon of the number of them. Being arrived at the place where the 'Roo/ins had 
been'burne, after ſome ceremonies performed, as is uſyal with chem, according to the 
time and ſenſe that every one had of it, a Ta/agyepo of the Bramaa Nation, and: Uncle 
to the King, as Brother to his Father, whom the people held fot” che ableſt of them all, 
having been choſen co preach thar day, wene up thto the Pulpit, for chat" effe& : The be- 
ginning of his Sermon was an Elegy touching the defunA, whoſe life' he commended 
wich many ſpeeghes that made for:his purpoſe; hetein he grew {0 catneſt and hor, as 
rurning himſelf'co the King with rears in his Eyes', and niferng up his voice ſomewhat 
loudzr, tothe end he might bear him the berietz he ſaid unto him;.if the Kings in theſe 
times wherein we live do confider how little a time'they have to live, aud with what rigor of 
juſtice they ſhall be chaſtiſed by the Almighty band of the moſt high God for the crimes of 
their tyrawnical lives, poſſibly it would be better for them to ferd in the open fields liks bran 
beaſts,then to he ſo abſolute in their will and towſe it with ſo little reaſon, evty as to be crmal 
to the good, and ſlack, im puniſhing the wicked, whom by their ſovere:gn power they bave put 
ingo greatneſs ind antherity,aud truly they are much to be tawodpbeb good fortune hath 
naſe thens up to an eſtate ſo dangeron, 44 is that of Kings at thu day, by reaſon of the m- 
ſolence and liberty wherein they continually lrve, without ſo much as the leaſt w/o on of 
any fear or ſhame. But you muſt know, O ye blinded of the world, that God bath 1 Jou 
Kings to uſe clemency towarus men, to give them audience, to content, to thaſtiſe them, but 
not 10 kill them tyr annically : Nevertheleſs, O ye bad Kings,in the condition wherennts you 
are raſed,you oppoſe your {cdoes to the nature which God hath indued you with,and raks up- 
on you many other different forms, iy apparelling your ſelves tvery hour with ſome ſuch 1i= 
very as ſeems beſt unto you, to the tnd you may bt to the one very blood ſuckers, that inceſ- 
ſantly ſuck. from them their goods and their lives, never leaving them ſo long i they have 
one drop of blood in their veins ; and to others you. are dreadful roaring Lins, who to give 4 
mack.and a colour to your ambition anijavarice,c auſe ſupreme Lawns of death'to be publiſhed 
for the leaſt fanlts, and all for to confiſcate other' mens goods, which is the main end of your 
pretentious, Contrarily,if there be any —__ love,and nnto whons you, or the world, or 1 
know not what have grven the name of grandees,you are ſo negligent in chaſtiſing they proud 
bumors, and ſoprodigal in emriching thens with rhe ſpoils and undoing of the poor whom you 
have left md even flayed to the ver ck) you cannot doubr but that they will one 
day accuſe you before God for all theſe thing s when you will bave xo excuſe to [fo that 


: there will be nothing left you but a dreadful confuſion to rreuble you, and to pat you inta an 


borrible diſorder. To theſe he added ſo many other remonſtrances in fayout of th: poor 
lubjeRs, cried our ſo mainly, andſhed ſo many tears in their behalf,as che King remain» 
ed.almoſt befides himſelf, and-was touched-ſo nearly therewith; that he inſtantly called 
Br az. 1g aran,the Governor of Pegy, unro hint, and commanded hit withou fl delay 
to diſmiſs all the Depurizs of che Provinces of the Kingdom, whom he*had. cauſed co 
be aſſembled in the Town of -Coſmzin, for to demand of thenr a'great ſum of money, 
that b2 might fet.yupon- the Kingdom of Savady , on which he had 'newly reſolved co 
make war,  Withal he ſware pnblike'y or the aſhes of the defun& , that during his 
reign he'would never charge his ſubje&swith impoſts,nor would make them co ſerve by ' 
force,as he had formerly done ; yea, and that for the future he wou!d have a moſt ſpect- 
al careto hear the poor, and co. do them jultice againſt the miſdemeanours of che great 
ones, conformable ro the merit of -eyery,one , together with mapy other things wy 
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juſt and good, which-mighc well ſerye for a lefſon to us that are Chriſtians; This Sermon 
being finiſhed, the aſhes of the defanR, which had becn gathered up, was difiribured as 
a telique into fourteen golden baſons , whereof the King himſelf rook up one on his 
head, and che Grepos of chiefeſt qualicy carried the reſt $ ſo the Proceſſh going from 
rhence in the ſame order as it came thicher , thoſe aſhes were conyeyed. into a very rich 
Temple, which might be ſome flight ſhot from chat place, and _ Qmiay Doteo,that 
is, the god of the affuited of the earth, there they were pur into a ſhallow grave, with- 
out other pomp or vanity , for ſo had a the late Roolims, commanded. Fhis 
grave then was invironed abour with chree iron grates, and Witch ewo of filver, and one 
of latten, and upon three iron rods that croſſed the whole bredrh of the C |, bung 
ſeventy and cwo lamps of filyzr, namely, four and ewenty on each of them , all of great 
value, and faſtened together with great filyer chains. Furthermore, there were placed a- 
bout che ſteps, whereby one deſcended into the grave, thirty and fix little perfuming 
pots, with Benjamin, Aloes, and other confeRtions, wherein was great fore of Ambers 
oreecey all which was noc finiſhed cill ic was almott night, by reaſon of the many cere- 
monies uſed in this funeral ; all chat day long they freed an infinite number of birds 
which had been broughe thicher in zbove arrhundred cages; theſe Gentiles being of the 
opinion that they were ſo many ſouls of deceaſed perſons , which before times had paſ- 
ſed our of this life, and that were depoſited as it were in the bodies of thoſe birds, till 
the day of cheir deliverance ſhould come, at which time they were in all liberty to ac- 
company the foul of the defunt, The like they did wich a great many of little fiſhes 
which had been tranſpotred thither alſo in cercain Veſſells full of watery ſo that to ſer 
them at liberty, they caſt thzm into the riyer With another new ceremony, to the end 
they might ſerve the ſoul of him whoſe aſhes were then buried : There was alſo broughe 
thicher all kind of veniſon and fowl , which was difributed as an alms to all the poor 
thac were preſent chere, whereof the number was almoſt infinite. Theſe ceremonies, 
and other ſuch like which were performed in this ation being finiſhed, the King in re» 
gard it was neer _ retired into his quarter, where he had cauſed tents to be pitched 
for to lodge in, and that in ſign of mourning ; the like did all the great ones, ſo that all 
the Aſſembly by little and liccle withdrew. The next morning as ſoon as it was day, the 
King made 1c to be proclaimed, that all pefſons of what condition ſoever they were, 
ſhould upon pain of death diſlodge ſpeedily our of the Iſland,and that they which were 
Prieſts ſhould recurn to the attendance of their cures, witch chis penalty, in caſe of con- 
trayention to be degraded from their dignity. Whereupon all the Priefis wene preſent- 


ly out of the Iſland, ninety of them excepted, who were deputed for the eleQtion of | 


him that was to ſucceed in the place of the defunt, Theſe ſame then aſlembled in the 
houſe of Gangipars to acquit themſelyes of their charge z and for that in the two firſt 
dayes, which was the term limited to make this ele&ion , it could nor ſucceed by reaſon 
of the diverſicy of opinions , and | contratiety that was found amongſt them 
which were to give their votes g the King thought fir, that out of thoſe deputed ninety 
there ſhould nine be choſen, who alone ſhould make the ele&ion; This reſolution be- 
ing taken, theſe nine continued five dayes, and as many nights, together, in continuall 
rayer ; in the mean time a world of offerings were made,and alnms given; a great num- 

r of poor people were alſo cloathed, and tables prepared, where all men that would 
might eat of free coſt ; and all this was accompanied wich Procefſions in every quarter. 
Arlaſt theſe nine being agreed in conformity of vores,eleted for Roo/ims one Mancha 
CMonchan, who atthat time was a Capizondo, or Prelate, in the Town of D:gam, of a 
Pagode, called Quay Figray, that is to ſay, god of the atomes of the Sun, of whom x 
have ofcentimes ſpoken ; he was a man of about threeſcore and eight years of age, ac- 
counted among them for an holy perſonage, very knowing in the Cuſtoms and Laws 
of thoſe S<Rs of the Gentiles, and above a'l exceeding charitable to the poor 5 Wirh 
this eleQion the King and all the great ones of the Court remained yery well ſatisfied : 
The King then ſpeedily diſpatched away the Chanmigrens his foſter-brother, to whom 
be gave thereupon the ticle of Conta/anhaa, which fignifies, the Kings. brother, ro the 
end he might be the more honourably qualified, with an hundred Zaulea, wherein was 
the Flower of all the Bramaa Nobilicy, cogerher wich che nine EleRors, for to goand 
fetch him which had becn newly choſen ro 7 Ggnity of Roolins 3 And having _

him nine dyes after with a great deal of reſpe& and honour to a place called Tagalaa, 
fome five:leagues from rhe Ifle of Mounay, the King mer bim with all the-grear nicn of 
the: Couro ; befides a world of other people, and above rwo thouſand veſiells wich 
oars, When he was come in this equipage where the new Roolim Was,he profirared bim. 
ſelf before him, and kiſſing the gronnd three times, O thox holy pearl, ſaid he unto him, 
which art'en the midſt of the Sun, breathe forth upon me by an agreeable inſpiration of the 
Lord of uncreated power, that I may not dread upon earth the inſupportable yoke of mine ene» 
mics.. At theſe words the new Ro0/1m2 putting forth his hand to raiſe him from the 
eround, ſpake thus unto him,*Labowr,my Son, that thy works may be pleaſing to God, and [ 
will pray for thee without ceaſing. Hereupen the King riſing up, the Roo{1ys made him fit 
down by him, and (troaked him three times with his hand on his head, which the King 
took for the greate(t bonour he could do him z then having ſaid ſomething unto him 
which we could nor hear, for that we were alittle too far off, he blowed three times 
on the Kings head,whilett he was on his knees again before him, and all the people laid 
flat on the eatth, This done, he parted from that place amidſt the applauſes that were 
given bim from: all parts, and the ſound of bells and in{truments of muſick, and im- 
barqued himſelf in the Kings Lawlea, where he was ſeated in a rich chair of gold, fer 
with precious (tones, and che King at his feet, which was alſo taken for a great honour 
done him by che Roolims ; round about, and a little diſtant from him, were twelve little 
boys attired in yellow ſartin, with ſcarfes of filver Tinſe!l, golden Maczs, and Sceprers 
in their hands, All along the (ides of the veſle!, inftead of Mariners, Rood the Lords 
of che Kingdom with gile oars by th:m 3 and as well in the Poop as the Prow were 
two Quires of young (iriplings , appiretied in carnation ſattin, and having «livers ſorts 
of inlirunents-in their hands, to the rune whereof they ſung the praiſes of God, Some 
of our company obſerved, that one of their ſongs ſaid rhus ; Children of a pure heart, 
praiſe this admirable and divine Lord,for as for me being a ſinner I am not worthy to do it ; 
and if that too be not permitted unto you, let your eys weep before his feet, that ſo you may 
render your ſelves agreeable unto him. In the ſame manner they ſung many other (ongs 
ro the tune of their inftruments, and with ſo much ardor and zeal, as if they had been 
Chriftians, ic would haye been able co baye ſtirred up the devotion of them that heard 
chem, Afrer that the Roo/zms Was in this ſumptuous ſort arrived at the City of Marte- 
bano, he did not go to Land, as it had been reſolyed, becauſe it was night, for it was nor 
lawful. for bim at any hand: to touch the ground with his feet, in regard of che great 
dignity of his perſon, but (tayed cill che next morning, at which time the King difim- 
bargued him firit of all upon his own ſhoulders, and ſo too did the Princes and great 
Lords of the Kingdom carry him alternatively co the Pagede of Quiay Ponuzdea, 2s 
being the greate(t and moſt ſumptuous of the whole Ciry, in the midſt whereof was a 
Theater richly ſet forth of yellow ſattin, which is the livery of chat ſoyerein dignity, 
There, our of a new ceremony, being laid all along upon a little bed of gold he made as 
though he were dead, and then art the ſound of a bell which gave three roles, the Boyzes 
proſirated themſeives all with cheir faces on the ground for the ſpace of half an hour, 
during which time, all the affiſtants, for a fign of ſadneſs, held their hands before theic 
eys,in ſaying aloud, Z:74 recall this thy ſervant to a new lifeto the end we may have one to 
pray for 4. Inſtantly thereupon they rook him from thence, and pur him into a Tomb 
adorned with the ſame livery, then chanting our certain, I know not Whar, very ſorrow- 
ful words with cears in their eys, they left him, after they had ſurrounded the Temple 
thrice, in a grave made expreſly for that purpoſe, covered over with a cloth of black 
vel ver, and invironed about wich dead mens heads. This done, they ſaid certain prayers 
afrer their manner, weeping,Which very much moved the King ; and then all the throng 
of people that made a firange noyſe,b:ing commanded to filence,they gave three tolzs 
with a great bell, for a ſign to all the reſt of the bells in the City to anſwer them, as 
they did with ſo horrible and dreadfull a din, that the earth even crembled therewith: 
Afrer the ceaſing of this noyſe, rwo Talagrepos, men of great reputation among(t 
them, and very well verſed in their Laws, went up into two Pulpits, prepared expreſly 
for them, and chat were hung with rich Turky Carpets , where they entercained their 
Audicors with the ſubje& of this ceremony, and gave them the explication of every 


thing,making an ample relation unto them of the lite and death of the deceaſed —_— 
an 
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and of the elefion of this ſame ; rogerher wich che excellent qualities wich which he 
was indued for co be raiſed to ſo high a charge whereunto he was called by a particular 
grace Of God; to this they added many other things. wherewith the people were ex- 
ceedingly ſatisfied and contented then the ſame bell having tolled three times more, 
the two Prie(!s deſcended from their Pulpics, which cogecher with all cheir furnicure 
were preſently burned with anocher new kind of ceremony, whereof I will forbear 
here making a relation, becauſe ir ſeems unneceſſary to me to lole time in theſe ſuper- 
Auicies, having ſaid but too mnch already thereof. After all things were peacea\le and 
quiet, and that for the ſpace of five or fix Credoes nothing had been ſpoken, there ap- 
peared coming from the next Temple, which was about a flight ſhot off, a very rich and 
ſumpruous Proc.fſion of little children, attired all in white taffeca, for a mark of their 
innocency and purenels z they had about their necks a number of jewells,chains of gold 
upon their legs in form of bracelets, whi:e wax lights in their hands, and upon cheir 
heads bonnets imbroydered with ilk and gold,and ſet with Pearls, Rubies, and Saphirs ; 
in the middl2 of this Proceſſion was a rich Canopy of cloth of gold, which twelve of 
thole lictle children carried, inviconed round about with perfuming pans and cenſers 
of ſilver, from whence breathed forth excellent odors mot pleafing to the ſcent .The ſe 


lictle children played on divers infiruments of muſick , and went on ſivging prailes to / 


God, and praying bim co reſuſcirate this defun co a new life, When chey were arrived 
at the place where the Ro9limr lay, they drew tothe ſhrine, and taking away the cloth 
wherewith it was covered, there came out of it a little child, which could not be above 
three or four years old, and although he was naked, yet was not his n1kedneſs ſeen, be» 
cauſe he was all covered over with gold and precous fiones, and appeared in che ſame 
faſhion as we are accuſtomed ro paint Angells ; he had aiſo golden wings, and a very 
rich Crown upon his head: When as he was come from out the ſhrine, the Aſſittants 
being proſirated on the ground, fell to ſaying aloud, with a voice that made thoſe to 
eremble which heard them, Thou Angel of God, ſent from heaven for our ſalvation, pray 
for ua when thou retarneſt thither again, The King went intianily to chis child, and ha- 
ving taken him in his arms with a great deal of reſpe&, and a firange ceremony, as if he 
would ſhew that he was not worthy co touch him, in r2gard he was an Angel 'ent from 
heaven, he ſet him on the brink of the graye, where after the child had taken away the 
cloth of black Velvet chat covered him , whileſt all were on their knees, with their 
hands and eys lift up to heaven, he ſaid aloud, as if he had ſpoken co bim, Thou which 
haſt-been conceived w fin, amidſt the miſery and filthineſs of the fleſh. God commands thee 
by me, who am the leaſt of bu ſervants, that thou do reſuſcitate to a new life which may be 
agreeable unto him, alwayes dreading the chaſtiſement of his mighty hand, to the end thu at 
the laſt gaſp of thy life thou mayeſt not tumble like the children of the world. and that from 
thus place where thou art extended ſtark dead thou do riſe up preſently, becauſe it hath been 
fo dicreed by the greateſt of the greateſt in the Temple of the earth, and come af'er me, and 
come after me, and come after me. The King thereupon took this child again in his arms, 
and then th: Roolims rifing up in the grave where he was, as it were amazed Wirth this vi- 
ſion, fell on his knees before the child whom the King held,and ſaid, 7 accept of this new 
grace from the hand of the Lord, conformably ts that which thou haſt told me from him,ob- 
liging my ſelf to be even till death an example of humility, and the leaſt of all his, to the end 
the toads of the earth may not loſe themſelves in the abundance of the world. This (aid, the 
child rid himſelf again out of the Kings arms, and going directly to the grave, be lent 
the Roolims his hand to help him out of ir. Now he was ſcarce come forch, whenas they 
oave five toles with a Bell, which was a fign for all the people ro protirare themſelves 
on the ground the ſecond time, ſaying, Bleſſed be thou, O Lord. for ſo great agrace; 
whereupon all the bells in the City began to ring , and all the Ordnance that wer2 on 
the land to ſhoot off, as alſo thoſe of aboye two chouſand veſl-1ls that rode at Anchor 
in the Port, from whence proceeded ſo irapge a noiſe, as was molt inſupportable co 
the ears of them that heard its

put into poſſeſſion of his dignity. 


He new Roolims Was conduRted from that place in a chair of gold exceeding rich, 

and ſet with Precious Stones , Which the principal Lords of the Kingdom carried 
upon their ſhoulders ; the King in the mean time marched on foot before him, beating 
a tich Scymitar upright in his hand. In this equipage he accompanied him to his Palace, 
which was gorgeouſly furniſhed, and where he was lodged three dayes ; during, which 
time the preparations neceſſary for his entry was made in the Iſle of Jownay. Now 
whileit he abode in the City of CMarrabane, there were many ſorts of inventions of 
creat charge made by the Princes, Lords, and Inhabitants; In two of thoſe fealts the 
King himſelf was preſent in perſon, with a moſt ſumpruous entertainment, Which I 
ſhall not deſcribe, becauſe, to ſay che truth, I do not know how it did paſs, The day be- 
ing artived wherein the new Roe/1-,who is (28 T haye already deſcribed) their Sov-reign 
High Prieſt, was co make his entry into the Ifl: of Mownay, the whole Fleet of Seroos, 
Jangoas, Laulea, and ſuch other veſſels of divers ſores which were upon the river, co 
the number of rwo thouſand and betrer,were ranked in ewo files, ſome a !1cag:: and half 
in lengch, being the ſpace between the City & the Iſl:nd;ſo that of all thoſe veſl-ls joy- 
ned together was formed a (ret, the fairelt char poſſibly conld be ſeen; for every veſizl 
was covered with boughs full of ſeveral dainty fruits , cogether with all kind of flowers, 
Tangets, Standards, and Banners of Silk, each one ftriving in etulation of another to 
gain their pretended Jubilee, and a plenary indulgence and abſolution of all the robbe- 
ries they had formerly commicred, wichour being ſubje& to the reſtitution of any thing 
whatſoever. This they did alſo to be abſolved from an infinice of other abuſes of their 
abhominable lives, which I paſs by in ſilence, as a matter unfit for deyout ears, but con- 
formable to theit diabolical Seats, and the damnable intentions of thoſe which have 
inſtituted them;for their whole manner of living is nothing bur diſſoluteneſs and excefle 
in the laſciviouſneſs of the fleſh ; as in like manner are all other infide'ls,and arch-here- 
riques, In the Roolims company there Were not above thirty Lauleas, who were reple- 
niſhed wich a great number of che Novllity as for him he was in a rich Seroo, ſeated in 
a Thron: of filyer, under a cloth of State of cloth of gold, and the King at his feet, as 
not being worthy co fit in a mor eminent place ; round about him were thirty children 
on their knees attired in Crimſon Sattin , with filyer Maces on their ſhoulders, and 
tvielve tanding on their feet cloathed with whice Damask, having cenſers in theic 
hands, from whence breathed forth Moſt delicate perfumes. In the reſt of the ſhipping 
followed two hundred of the moſt honourable Talagrepos, ſuch as Archbiſhops and 0- 
ther Prelates may be amongſt us, in the number of whom were alſo fix or ſeven young 
Princes, all the Sons of Kings,comprehended. Now becauſe theſe veſſells were fo full 
of people as one could not row, they had fifteen Zauleas, or lictle Skiffes, wherein the 
Supream religious men of choſe nine Se&s did row, to bring them the ſooner to land. 
In this equipage, and in this order,the new Reo/im2 parted from the City of Iartabano 
ewo hours before day, and continued his courſe amidſt theſe Veſlells, which made, as I 
have delivered,a kind of ftreetzand foraſmuch as it was not yet day, there were agreat 
number of Lanterns of different faſhions placed among the boughs. As ſoon as he be- 
gan to ſer forth, a Cannon was ſhot off three times, at Which ſign there was ſuch 
2 noyſe of B2lls, and great Ordnance, as alſo of divers ſorts of very range Inſtruments 


1ntermingled with th: cries and acclamations of the people, as one would have thought 


chat Heaven and Earth would hayz come together. When he was arrived at the Kay, 
where he was toland, he was received with a ſolemn Proceſſion of certain religious 
men that live in ſolitary places,& are called Memprepos,which are like to the Capuchins 
in France, whom theſe Gentiles infinitely reſpe&t , by reaſon of their manner of living ; 
for according to the ruie which they obſerve,. they uſe more abſtinence by far then all 
che reſt ; Theſe ſame, being ſome fix or ſeven tbouſand in number, were all bare fcor, 
and cloathed with black Mar, to ſhew their contempt of the world: upon their heads 
they wore the ſculls and bones of dead men, and great cords abour their necks, having 
4/1 their faces dawbed over with dire, and a writing hangipg upon them which contained 

theſe 


* 
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theſe words , CMire, mire, do not caſt thine eye on thy baſeneſs, but on the recompenſes 
which God hath promiſed to thoſe that vilifie themſelves to ſerve him, Wh:n as they were 
very neer co the Roolim, who received them very affably, chey protirated theraielves 
with their faces down to the ground, an1 after they had continued (o ſome time, the 
chiefeit among them looking on th: Roolim; May it pleaſe him,C11d he, from whoſe bad 
thou haſt newly recrived ſo great a bleſſing, as tobe the Head of all on the earth , to render 
thee ſo g09d and [9 holy a man, that all thy works may be as pleafing nnto him, as the inno« 
cency of children which bold their peace when the mother gives them the dug. Wrereunto 
all che re(t anſwered, with a great noyſe of confuſed voices, Permit, O Lord Almighty, 
that it may be ſo, P:fſng on then, accompanied with this Procetlion , which the King 
for the greater hunour governed himielf, rogether with ſome of the principal perion- 
ages, whom he called unto him for that purpoſe , he wenr direRly to the place where 
the dead Roolim lay buried, and being arrived at his Tomb he fell down fl:t with his 
face upon it, then having ſh:d a great many tears, he {aid with a ſad and doleful voice, 
2$ if he had (poken ro the deceaſed , Aſay it pleaſe him, who reigns in the beanty of the 
Stars ,to make me deſerve the honowy to be thy Slave,to the end that in the houſe of the Sun, 
where now thou recreateſt thy ſelf,1 may ſerve as a broom to thy feet for ſ ſhall 1 be mad: a 
Diamond of ſo high a price, as the worldzand all the riches thereof together, ſhall nor be able 
to equall the value of it ; whereunto th. Grepos a ſwered , God grant ir. Thercupon ta- 
kipg a p-ir o. B:ads which had belonged to che deceaſed, and t iat was upon the Tomb, 
he pur 1t about his neck as a relique of great worth, giving as an Alms, x Lamps of 
filver, ewo Cenſers, and fix or ſeven vieces of violet coloured Damask. I'ms done, he 
retired unto his Palace, accompanied (till wich the King, t' e P.inces, and grea-Lords 
of the Kingdom ; as alſo with che Prietis that were there afliltant , from whom he pre- 
ſently rid himſelf, and chen from our of the window he thrzw down upon the Afl=me 
bly bandfulls of Rice, as a:nongſt the Papilts they uſe to caſt holy Water, which all che 
people received upon their knees, witch their hands lifred up. This Ceremony ended, 
which laſted very neer three hours, they gave three coles wich a Bell, upon which Signal 
the Roolims retired for altogether , and io did the Veſl-lls, and they that came in chein, 
wherein all that day was wholly beftowed. About eyening the King took his leave of 
the Rool:mn, and returned to the City , making dir:&ly che n<xt morning rowards Pen 
£4, which was ſome eighteen leagues from thence , where he atrived che d-y tollowing 
two hours within night, without making any entry oc ſhew, to teftifie the extream 
grief y was In for the death of the late Roo/im, whom ( ic was {aid,) he greatly af- 
fected. 


; CHAP. LXIIL. 
That which the King of Bramaa did after his arrival at the City of Pegu, 
together with his beſieging of Savady. 


Wo and twenty dayes after the King of Bramaa arrived at the City of Pegu, he 

. £ perceived by the Lecter which his Ambafſadour brought him from the Calamimham, 
that he had concluded the League wich him againſt che $;amon ; yet in regard the ſeaſon 
was not fit for him, either ro commence that war, or to af{ail the Kingdom of Avas, 
as hz defirzd, he r:(olved to ſend his Folter-brother, unto whom, as I have already de- 
clared, he had given the title of lawtull Brother, to the fiege of Savady, which was 
ſome hundred and thirty Leagues from thence to the Norch-Eaft. Having afſembled an 
Army then of an hundred and fifry thouſand men,among(t whom were « hirry thouſand 
ſtrangers of divers Nations, and fe chouſand fighting Elephants , beſides three thou- 
ſand others that carried the baggage, and the victualls ; the Chauwmigrens departed from 
Pegu with a Fleet of thirteen hundred rowivg Veſlzl1s, the fitrecnth of rhe monerh of 
March, Fourreen dayes zfter he arrived in the fight of Savady ; and having calt Anchor 
neer to a great Plain, called Gumpalaor, Ve arrived there fix dayes in attending the five 
thouſand Elephants which were co come to him by land, which were no ſooner arrived, 

but he began to beſiege the Town  (o that having begirc ic round, he affaulted it three 

times in the open day, and retreated (till with very great lois, as well in regard of che 

notable refiſtance which they within made again(t hun, as of the extream trouble = 

people 
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people were at in pianting their ladders againſt the walls, by reaſon of their bad ſcitua- 
tion, which was all of Slate ; whereupon conſulting with his Commanders about whar 
he ſhould do, they were all of opinion to have ic battered with the Canon on the 
weakeſt fide , untill that by che oyerchrow of ſome parc of the wall, a breach might bez 
made, whereby they might enter with more caſe and leſs danger, This reſolution was 
as ſoon executed as taken, ſo that the Ingineers fell to making of ewo manner of Hull. 
works on the outfide upon a great Plattorm , compoſed of great beams and bavins, 
which in five dayes they raiſed up to ſuch an height, as ic ſurpaſſed the wall cwo fathom 
at the leaſt, This _— planted on each bulwark ewenty great pieces of Ordnance 
wherewith they began to batter che Town ſo valiantly, char in alittle time they beat 


' down 4 pane of the wall; and beſides thoſe pieces of bartery, there were above three 


hundred Falcons that ſhot inceſſantly, with an intention only co kill thoſe that were 
in the ftreets,as indeed they made a great havock, which was the cauſe that ſeeing them= 
ſelves ſoill entreated, and their people ſlain in that manner, they reſolved,likz valianc 
men as they were,to ſell their lives as dearly as chey could ; ſo that one morning having 
ſallied forth by the ſame breach of the wall which the Cannon had made, they gave ſo 
valiantly upon thoſe of the Camp , that in leſs then an hour they almoſt roured the 
Bramaas whole Army, Now becauſe it began to be day , the Savadss though it fit to 
re-encer into the Town , leaving eight thouſand of their enimies dead on the place, 
Aſrer this they repaired the breach 1a a very lictle time by the means of a rampire of 
earth, which they made up with bavins and other materialls, chat was firong enough 
co reſiſt che Cannon, Hereupon the Chaumigrem ſeeing the bad ſucceſs |he had had, re- 
ſolved ro make war, both upon the places neer about, as alſo upon the frontiers char 
were furtheſt off from the Town; for which purpoſe he ſent Dioſanay, high Treaſurer 
of the Kingdom, whoſe Slayes we Portuga/s were, Colonel of five thouſand men, to 
ſpoil a certain Bortough, called Yalestay, which futniſhed che beſieged Town wich pro- 
viſions ; but this yoyage was ſo infortunare unto him, that before tus arrivall at the de- 
figned place, his forces were by two thouſand Savadis , whom he incountred by che 
Way, all cut in pieces in leſs thzn half an hour, not one eſcaping with life chat fell inco 
rh2'r enemies hands. Nevercheleſs, it pleaſed our Lord chat amid chis defeat we ſaved 
our ſelves by the favour of the night , and withour knowing whicher we went, we 
took the way of a very craggy mountain, where we marched in exceeding greae pain 
chree dayes and an half, at the end whereof we entred into certain Mooriſh Plains, 
where w2 could meer with no path or way, nor haying other company then Tygers, 
Serpents, and other ſavage beaſts , which pur us into a mighty fear, Bur as our God, 
whom inceſſintly we inyoked with tears in our eys, is the true guide of travellers , he 
our of his infinice mercy permitted, that at lengrh we perceived one eyening a certain 
fire towards the Eat, ſothat continuing our courſe cowards that place where we ſaw 
this light, we found our ſelyes che nexc morning neer to a great Lake,where chere were 
ſome Cottages, which in all likelihood were tnhabired by very poor people ; howbeic 
not daring to diſcoyer our ſelyes as yer, we hid us all that day 1n certain hanging pre* 
cipices that were very boggy, and full of Horſleaches , which made us all gore blood, 
As ſoon as it was night we fell to marching again uncill the next morning, when as we 
arrived neer to a greac river, all alongſt the which we continued gaing for five dayes to- 
ether, Ac lalt with much pain we got ro another Lake, chat was far greater then the 
former, upon ths bank whereof was a little Temple in the form of an Hermicage, and 
there we found an old Hermire, who gave us the beſt entertainment that poſſibly he 
could : This old man permicced us to repoſe our ſelyes rwo dayes with him , during 
which rime we d:manded many things of him chat made for our purpoſe z whereunto 
he alwayes anſwered according to the truch, and cold us , that we were till within the 
Territories of che King of Savady, that this Lake was called Oreguantor, that is to ſay, 
the opening of the mg ht ; and the Hermitage, the God of ſuccour. Whereupon being defi- 
rous to know of him the fignification of this abuſe , he laid his hand on an horſe of 
braſſe, that ood for the Tdol upon the Altar, and ſaid that he often read in a book, 
which entreated of che foundation of the Kingdom, that ſome rwo hundred, thicry, 


'and ſeven years before, this Lake being a great Town, called Ocu mbaley, a King that 


was named eFvaa had taken it in war, that in acknoyyledgement of this victory, - 
rie 
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P:ieſts,by wiom he was wholly governed,counſelled him to ſacrifice unto. Quiay Gus 
or, the god of war, alt the young male children which had been mace capuves ; and in 
cale he did'not ſo, they would when they became men regain che Kingdom from bims 
The King apprehending the evenc of this threatning , cauſed zll th:ſe children, being 
fourſcore and five thouſand in number, to be brought 211 into one place, and ſo upon a 
day that was kept very ſolemn among chem,he made them eo be pur moſt inhumanely 
ro the edge of the ſword , with an intent to have them butned the next morning in Sa- 
crifice ; bur the night following there came a great earthquake, and ſuch ligh:ning and 
fire from heaven ppon the Town, as within je(s then half an hour it was qui:e de- 
moliſhed, and all chat was in ir reduced co nothing ; ſo that by this jult judgement of 
God, che King, together wich all his,were fricken Ccad, not io much as one eſcaping z 
and belides them chirty chouſand Prietts in like manner , who ever ſince during all the

New Moons are h-ard to cry and roar (o dreadfully, that all the Inbabicants cherc-. 


a»outs were ready to go befides themſely2s With fear; |y reaion whereof the Country 
was u:terly depopulated, no other habiration remaining therein, ſave only fouricore 
and five Hermitzges, Which were ereQted in memory of he fourſcore and five thouſand 
children , whom the King had cauſed co be butchered through the evill counlell of bis 
P:1elts, 


CHAF. LEALIV. 
eA continnation of the ſucceſs which we had in this voyage , with my departare from Goa 
to Lunda, and what paſſed during my abode there. 


E palt two dayes in this Hermitage, where, as I declared before, we were very 

well entertained by che Hermitezth- third day after berimes in the morning we 

took our leave of hin , and departed from thence nor a little «flifted wich thar which 
we had heard, and (© all the ſame day and the night following we continued on our 
way along by the river; the next morni'g we arrived at a place where were a great ma- 
ny of ſugar canes, of which we took ſome , for chat we |.ad nothing elſe ro nouriſh us 
withal!, In this manner we marched (till along by this river, which we kept for a guide 
of our yoyage , becauſe wc judged that how long ſoeyer it were, yet wou'd it at laſt 
ingulfe ic ſelf in the Sea, where we hoped that our Lord would raiſe us up fom< remedy 
for our miſeries. The day enſuing we arrived at a village called Powmiſeray, where we 
hid our ſelves in a very thick wood from being deſcried by paſſeng2rs, and wwo hours 
within nighe we continued our defign in following the current of the rive<r, being re- 
ſolyed ro take our death in good parr,if it ſhould pleaſe God to (cad ir us, for to pur an 
end to ſo many ſufferings as we had undergone day and night ; and withour lying, the 
apprehenſion and viſions of this laſt end troubled us more then death ir ſelf , where- 
with we imagined our ſelves to be already enſnared. Art the end of ſeventeen dayes, 
rhac this painfull and ſad voyage had laſted , God ſhewed us ſo much grace, that during 
the obſcuricy of a- very rainy night we diſcovered a certain light lictie more rhen a 
Faulcon ſhot before us ; the tear we were in at the firft chat we were neer ſome Town, 
made us to ſtand (till for a good ſpace, without knowirg what to reſolve upon, uncll 
we obſerved that this light ſeemed to mave, whereby we conjeRured that it was ſome 
Veſſel which went ffom one port to another ; as indeed half an hour after we percei- 
ved one, wherein there were nine perfons who approaching to the bank of the 
river, neer to the place whzre we were, landed all in a Creek that was there i; the form 
of an Hayen, and preſently making a fire, they began co prepare their ſupper, which 
* was no ſooner ready, bur they fell co eating with great demonſirations of murth,where- 
in they beflowed a pretty good time.Art length when they were well repleniſhed wich 
meat and drink , it happened that all nine of chem, amongſt whom there were three 
women, fell faſt aſleep z whereupon ſecing that we could nor find a more favourable 
occafion ro make our benefit of this adventure, we went all eight of us very ſoftly into 
the barque, that fuck half in the Ouze, and was tyed faſt to a great ſtake, which puſh- 
ing forth with cur ſhoulders we ſet aflote; and then imbarquing our ſelves in ic with all 
ipeed, we began to row down the riyer with as little noyſe as poſſibly we could make, 
Noy in regard the current of the water and the wind were both very favourable 
unto 
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unto us,we found our ſelyes the next morning above ten leagues from the place whence 
we parted, namely, neer to a Pagone, called Quray Hinare!, that is to ſay , the god of 
Rice, where we met but only with one man and ſeyen and thirty women, the moſt of 
them old, and Religionaries of this Temple , who received us wich a great deal of chas 
rity, alchough in my opinion they did it rather out of fear of us, then any will that 
they had to do us good. Haying queſtioned them abour many things which ſerved or 
our purpoſe, they could give us no pertinent anſwer thereunto, alledging (till, thar 
they wefe bur poor women , who upon a ſolemn vow had renounced all things in the 
world, and confined themſelves into this incloſure, wher2 they beſtowed all their tine 
in continuall prayer co Quiay Ponuedea, which moves the clouds of heaven, that he 
would be pleaſed to give them rain, whereby their grounds might be made ftuitfull to 
new them abundance of Rice. In this place we ſpent all the day in caulking our 

arque, and furniſhing our ſelv2s at theſe religious womens colt, with Rice, Sugar, 
French B:ans, Onyons, and ſome ſmoak-dried fl:\h, wherewith they were ſufficiency 
provided. Being parred from hence abour an hour wichin night, we continued our 
coutſe with our Oars and Sails for ſeyen whole dayes rogether, without ſo much as 
once daring to touch the Land, ſo much were we in fear of ſome diſaſter that might 
eaſily arrive to us from thoſe places which we ſaw all along the river. But as it 1s m- 
poſſible to avoid that here below which is determined there above, juſt at the inſtant 
a$ we were continuing on our couſe, all confuſed as we were, and in a perpetuall a. 
larm, by reafort of the danger that was __ preſent before our eyes, as well for tha 
which w2 ſaw ; as for that we were in doubt of, our ill hap would have it, that an 
hour before day, as we paſt thorough the mouth of a Channell, three Paraos of Pyrats 
affzulred us with ſuch violence, and with ſo many different ſorts of Dires, which they 
ſhowred upon us, that within leſs then two Credees, they had killed three of our com- 
panions ; as for us five that remained , we caſt our ſelves into the Sea all bloudy as we 
were with the wounds which we had received, whereof two others died a little af- 
ter: When as we were got aſhore we hid our ſelves in the woods, where we paſt all 
that day in lamenting our preſent miſhap afrer ſo many fortunes as we had run tho- 
rough before time. Thus wounded as we were, parting from thence 1n more hope of 
death then life, we proceeded on our way by Lin, wich ſo mnch pain and irreſoluti- 
On concerning what we were to do, as we fell many times a _—_— , wichout being 
able ro comfort one anothet , in regard of the ſmall likelihood there was of ſaving 
Our lives by auy humane means. As we were reduced to this deplorable eſtate, with 


two of our companions ready to die , ir pteafed our Lord ( whoſe ſuccour doth ordine» 


rily ſupply our defe&s ) that in a place where we found our ſelyes upon the bank of the 
water, there chanced vo paſs by a Veſſel, wherein there was a Chriſtian woman, na- 
med Yolenta, who was married to a Pagas, to whom this Veſlel appertained, which 
he had laden wich Cotton Wooll to ſell off at Coſmin ; this woman no ſooner percei- 
ved us, but moyed with pity at the fighr of us, Jeſwu,cried ſhe, theſe are Chriſtians which 
T behold | that ſaid, ſhe cauſed the Veſſel wherein ſhe was to come to the ſhore, and 
leaping on Land, cogether with: her husband, they fell both of them co imbracing us 
with tears in their eys , and then made us to be imbarqued wich them ; preſently where- 
upon this verruous Dame took & care to haye our wounds dr:t, and provided us of 
cloaths the beſt that ſhe could, rendring us many other good offices of a true and chati- 
cable Chriſtian : Then ſetting aſide all fear, we parted from this place with all ſpeed,and 
five dayes after thorough Gods grace we arrived ſafely at the Town of Coſmwm, which 
is a parc of the Sea in the Kingdom of Pegs, where in the houſe of this good Chriſtian 
woman we were ſo well looked unto, that in a ſhort time we found our ſelyes tho- 
roughly cured of all our hurts, Now whereas there is neyer any want in the grace which 
God doth to his creatures, it pleaſed him that at that very time we met 1n this Pore 
with a ſhip, whereof Luis de Moxtorrayo was Maſter, who was upon the poynt of 
fetring (ail tor Bezgala; (0 that after we had taken our leaye of our Hoſteſs, ro whom we 
rendr:d many thanks for all che benefits which we had received of her , we imbarqued 
our ſelves with the ſaid Zu de Montorrayo, who likewiſe entreated us exceeding well, 
and furniſhed us abundantly with all rhat was neceſſary for us. At our artivall at the 
Port of Chat:gan in the Kingdom of Bergala, where there was at that time many 

Portugal:, 
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Portugals, I inſtinily 1 nbarqued my (elf in che folk of a certain Merchant, called Fer. 
nando ( aldeyra, nw ws bound for Goa, where it pleaſed God I arcived in good health. 
There 1 found Pedro de Faria, 'vho hid been Captain of Malace, and by whom I had 
been ſent as Anb-flidor cothe { batubanbaa of Martabano, as I have declared hereto- 
fore. To him I rendred an ex2& account of all that had paſt, for which he ſhewed him- 
ſe:f very (orrowfu!, and accommodated me with divers things , whereunto his conſci- 
ence and generoficy obliged him, in regard of the goods which I had loſt for his occaſi- 
on. A little 2fter, that I mighe nor lole the opporcun?!y of the ſeaſon, I imbarqued my 
ſelf with an intention to go to the Sourhward,, and once more to try my fortune in 
the Kingdoms of ( hin4 and F apa, to ſee if in thoſe countries where I bad ſo, many 
times loſt my coat, I could nor tind a betcer then chat I had on. 


Being imbarqued ar Gezin a Junck thac belonged to Pedro de Faria,which was bound *&-2- 


in way of trade for Z anda, I arrived at Malaca the ſame day that Ruy vas Perera, 
termed CMarramague died, who was then Captain of the fortreſs there, Being de» 
parted from that place to go to Zwunda, at the end of ſeventeen days I arcived at Ban» 
ta, where the Portugals are accultomed totraffique. And becauſe there was at that time 
oreat ſcarcity of pepper over all the country, and that we came thicher of purpoſe for 
Ic, we were conſtrained to paſs the winter there, with a reſolution to go for China 
the year following. We bad been almoſt rwo moneths in this Port, where we exerciſed 
our commerce very peaceably, when as from the King of Demaa, Emperor of all the 
I{lands of Java, Angenia, Bala, Madnra, and of the rett of the Iflands of that Arch:- 
pelags, there L:nded 1n chis country a widow woman , named Nhay Pombaya , about 
the age of threeſcore y-ats,who came as Ambaſlidor to 7 agaril, King of Zunda, that 
Was &aiſo his V lal as well 2s all the re(t of char Monarchy, for co tell him that he was 
within the term of fix weeks to be in perſon at the town of Japara , where 
he was then making preparation to invade the Kingdom of Paſſarzas, When 
this woman arrived in this Porr, the King went in perſon to the Veſſel where ſhe was, 
from whence he cartied her to his Palace with great pomp,and put her into the compa- 
ny of his wife ſor her better entertainment, w/ileſt he himſelf retirzd ro another lodg- 
ing farther off to do her the more honor, Now that one may know the reaſon 
wherefore this ambaſſage was executed raiher by a woman then a man, you muſt note, 
that ic hach aiways been th cultom of che Kings of this kingdom to treat of the 
moſt important matcers of their S:ate by mediation of women, eſpecially when it 
concerns peace, which they obſerve nor only in particular meſſages that are ſent by the 
Lords to their V aflals,(tuch as chis was) bur alſo in matter of publique and general af- 
fairs, which is performed by amb:flige from one king co another ; and all the reaſon 
they give fot ir, 1s; That God hath given more gentleneſs and inclination to conrteſie, yea 
and more authoruy to women then to men, who are ſevere, as they ſay, and by conſequent leſs 
agreeable to thoſe unto whom they are ſent, Now itis their opinion , that every one of 
thoſe women which the kings are accuſtomed to ſend about affairs of importance, 
ought to ave certain qualities for well ex2cuting of an ambaſſ:ge , and worthily diſ- 
charging che Commiſſion which is granced to them ; for firſt of all, they ſay, That ſhe 
muſt not be a Maid, for fear ſhe chance to loſe her honoy in going out of her houſe, becauſe that 
even 48 with her beanty ſhe contents every one,ſoby the ſame reaſon ſhe may be a motive of 
diſcord © unquietnes in matters where unit) is required;rather then an acceſs to concord,& 
the peace which 15 pretended unto, To this they add, that ſhe muſt be married,or at leaſtwiſe 
a widow after a lawful marriage ; that if ſhe have had children, ſhe muſt have a Certificate 
how ſhe h1th given them all ſuck with her own breaſts, alledging thereupon, that ſhe who 

hath born children , and doth no: nourifh them if ſhe can, us rather a carnal, voluptuoms, 

corrupted, and diſhoneſt woman, then a true mother. And this cuſtom is obſerved ſo ex- 

actly over all this country,vrincipally amongt perſons of quality, that if a mother hath 

achild which ſhe cannot give ſuck unco for tome valuable conſideration, ſh: muſt mak? 

an atteſtation thereof, as of a thing very ſerious, and much importing hr honor, That 

if being young too ſhe happens to loſe her husband, and becomes a wideow , ſh2 mult 

tor the betrer teſtifying of her vertue enter into Religion, to the end ſhe may thereby 

ſhew, thac ſhe did not formerly marry for the pleaſure which ſh2 expeRed from her 

marriage, but to have children, according to the pure and honeſt intention, wherewich 
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God joyned together the firli married couple in the terreftial Paradiſe, Furthermore, 
that there mighr be nothing co b- found fault wich in the purity of their marriage, and 
chat ic might be altogether conformable to che Law of God, they ſay, that after a wo- 
man is with child, ſhe ought no longer to haye the company of hex husband, becauſe the 
ſame could not then be bur diſhonett and ſenſual. To theſe conditions they add many 
others which I will paſs over in filence, for that I chink it unreaſonable to uſe ptolixity 
in matters that T hold worthy of excuſe, if I do nor relate them at length, In the mean 
time afcer that Nhay Pombaya had delivered her Embaſſige to the King of Zunda, as 1 
have declared before, and treated with him about the occafion which brought her this 
ther, ſhe preſently departed from this Town of Banta ; whereupon the King having 
ſpeedily prepared all things in readineſs, he ſer ſail with a Fleet of chirty ( alaluzes, and 
cen Juripangoes,well turniſhed wich ammunition and viftual,in which forty veſlels there 
were 7000 hghting men, beſides che Mariners and Rowers. Amonglt this number were 
forty Portugals, of (ix 1nd forty that we were in all, in regard whereof they did us mas | 
ny particular favors in the buſineſs of our Merchandize, and publikely confefſ-d , that 
they were much obliged to us for following them as we did, ſo that we ſhould have had 
lictle reaſon to have excuſed our ſelyes from accompanying them in this war. 


CHAP, XLIV. 


T he expedition of the P1ygueyran, Emperor of Jaoa, and K ng of Demaa, ag a:»ſt the 
King of Paſ{cruan, and all that which paſſed in this war: 


He King of Z«»da being depart:d from the Port of Banta the fifth day of Janxary, 

in the year one thouſind five hundred forty and ſix, arrived on the ninete-nth of 

the ſame at the Town of Jepara, where the King of Demaa, Emperor of this Iſl.nd of 
Taca, 'vas then making his prepatatives, having an army on foot of eight hundred thous 
ſand men, This Prince being a«y2reiſed of the King of Zanda's coming , who was his 
b:och r-1n-lw ant v-ſſzl, ne ſenc the King of Pararuca, Admiral of the Fleet, to re- 
ceive hin, who brought a ong with him an hundred and threeſcore Calaluzes, & nine- 
ty Lanchares, full of Luffons from the Iſl: of Borneo : With all this company he arrived 
Where rhe King of Zx»ds was, who entertained him very courteouſly, and with a great 
deal of izonor, Fourt.cn days af er our coming to this Town of Japara, the King of 
Deraa wer anc imbarqued himſe f for the Kingdom of Paſſaruau in a Fleet of two 
thuiand and iey- 1 hinged fails, amongſt the which were a choutand high built Juncks, 
and all rhe reit were Veſleis with oars. The eleventh of Febraary he arrived ac the ri- 
ver of Hicaxdarea, Waich 1s ar the entrance of the bar ; aad becauſe th. King of Pans 
ruca, Admiral of the F[-er, perceived that the great V-ſi:ls could not paſs unto the 
Port, which was two leagues off , by reaſon of certain ſhelyes of ſand chat were in 
divers parts of the river, he cauſed all thoſe that were in them to be diſimbarqued , and 
the ocher Veſſels with oars to go and anchor in the road before the Town, with an in« 
ten.ion co burn the Ships that were in the Por, which ind2ed was accordingly execu- 
ted. In this Army was the Emperor Pangaeyran in perſon, accompanied with all che 
grandees of the Kingdom ; the King of Zanda, his brother in law who was General 
of the Army, went by land with a great part of the forces, and being all arrived at the 
place where they meant to pitch cheir Camp, they cook car2 in the firlt place for che 
fortifying thereof, :nd for placing the Canon in the moſt commodious places to bat- 
tzr the To 'n, in which labour they beftowed the moſt part of the day. As for the 
night enſuing it was ſp=nt in rejoycings, and k2eping good watch until ſuch time as it 
was day,when as each Captain applied himſelf corhat whereunto his duty obliged him, 
all in g-neral imploying themſelves according to the ingineers direions , ſo that by 
th: ſecond day the whole Town was invironed with high Palliſadoes, and their Plat- 
forms fortified with great beams , whereupon they planced divers great pizces of 
O-dnance, among(t the which were Eagles and Lions of metal , thzt the Achens and 
Turks had calt,by the invention of a certain Renegado, born in the Kingdom of Al- 
garmes, apnertaining to the Crown of Portugal ; and by reaſon this wi. ked wretch had 
changed his belief, he called himſelf Coza Geral: for as for the name which he P_—_ 
ore 
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fore when he was a Chriſtian, I am contented to paſs it over in filence for th: honor 
of his Family, being-indeed of no mean extration. In the mean time the beſieged ha- 
ving taken notice how il|-adyiſed they had been in (iffering the enemies to labor two 
whole days togethzr peaceably in fortifying of their C1mp, wichout any impeachment 
of theirs ; and taking che ſame for a great affront, they deſired their King to permic them 
co fall upon th2m che night following,al.edging how ic was probable chat men wearied 
with labor could not make any great nſe of their arms,nor be able to refit this fic im- 
peruolity, The King,who at that time commanded the Kingdom of Pafſaruen,was yong, 
& indued With many excellent qualities which made him to be exceedingly beloved of | 
ali his ſubzeszfor as it was reported of him, he was very liberal,no maner of tyrant ,ex= [| 
ceedingly affable ro the common people,a friend to the poor, and ſo charitable cowards 
widows, that if they acquainted him with their neceflicies, he relieved them inftancly, 't 
and did them more good chen they asked of him. Befides cheſe perfeRions that were 
ſo recommendable, he poſſeſſed ſome others fo comfortable ro mens defires , as there | 
was not any one that would not have expoſed his life a thouſand times fcr his ſervice 
if need had been. Furthermore he had none but choice men with him, even the flower 


of all his Kingdom, befides many firangers, upon whom he conferred much wealth, | 
honor, and many graces, Which he accompanied with good words, that being indeed 
thz means whereby che minds both of great and ſmall are ſo Rrongly gained, that they | 


make chem Lions of ſheep , whereas carrying ones ſelf other ways , of g:nerous Li- | 
ons, they are made fearful hares. This King then examining the requeſt which his peo« 
ple made unto him, and referring himſelf to the advice of the antienceſt and molt pru- 
dent Counceltors of his Stare which were wich him, there was a great contention a- 
- bourthe ſuccels tha the affairs might have; but in the end, by the counſel of all in ge- 
nerah, it was concluded, That 1n-caſe Fortune ſhould be altogether adverſe unto them in 
this ſally which they meant to makg againſt their enemies, yet would it be a much leſs evil, 
and leſs conſiderable affront, then to ſee the King ſo beſieged by wile people, who againſt all 
reaſow wonld reduce them by force to quit their belief, wherein they had been bred by their 
Fathers, to imbrace another new one by the ſuſcitation of the Farazes,who place their ſalva» 
tiow in waſhing their parts behind, in not eating of ſmines fleſh, aud marrying of ſeven wives, 
whereby the.beſt adviſed may eaſily judge ghatGod was ſo much their enemy, as he would not 
aſſiſt them in any thing,ſeeing that with ſo great offence they would under pretext of Religi- 
ou, and with reaſons f full of contradiction, compel their King to become a Mahometan, 
and render himſelf tributary to them, To theic reaſons they added many others which 
the King, and they that were with him,found to be ſo good, as they all with one come 
mon conſent agreed thereunco, which is an evident mark, that it is a thing no leſs na- 
tural for a good SubjeR to expoſe his life for his King , then for a yertuous wife to 
conlerye her chaſtity for the husband which God hath given her : This being ſo, ſaid 
they, a matter of ſo great importance was no longer to be deferred, bur we all in gene- 
ral, and each one in particular,are by this ſally ro make demonſtration of the extreme 
affe&ion which we bear to our good King, who we are aſſured will never be unmindful 
of them chat (hall fight beſt for his defence , which is all che inheritance we deſire to 
leave co our children. Whereupon it was reſolved that the night following they ſhould 
make a ſally upon their enemies, 

Whereas the joy,which this deſigned ſally brought co all the inhabitants of the Town, SeR.r. 
was general, they never ſtayed cill chey were called, bur ewo hours after midnight, and 
before rhe time which the King had appointed, they affembled all in a great place, 
which was not far from the Royal Palace, and Where they of the country had accu» 
ſomed to keep their Fairs,and to ſolemnize their molt remarkable fealis on thoſe prin» 
cipal days which were deſtined co the invocation of cheir Pagodes. The King in the n 
mean time, wonderfully content to (ee ſuch heat of courage 1n chem, of ſevency thou- 
ſand inhabicants which were in tne Town, drew out rwelve thouſand only for this en- 
terprile, and divided them into four companies, each of chem containing three thou» 
ſand, whereof an Unkle of the Kings was General, a man whom experience had ren- 
dred very knowing in ſuch undertakings, and that marched in the head of the firſt com- 
pany« Of the ſecond was Captain another of the principal Afandacins ; Of the third 
a ſtranger, a Chawpaa by Nation, and m_ in the Iflind of Barzo ; and of the fourth 
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on2 called Panbacaluio; all of them good Commanders, very valiant, and exceeding 
expert in matters of war. When they were all ready, the King made them a Speech, 
whereby he ſuccin&ly repreſented unto them the confidence which he had in them 
rouching this enterpriſe. Afrer which, the better ro encourage them,and afſure them of 
his love, he rook a cup of gold and drunk to them all , cauſing the chiefeſt of them to 
pledge him, and craving pardon of the reſt, for that che time would not permit them 
ro do the like. This gracious carriage of his ſo encouraged che ſouldiers, that withour 
further delay the molt parc of them went and anointed ciemſelves with Ainhamundi, 
which is a certain confeRion of an odoriferous oyl , Werewith theſe people are ac- 
cuſtomed to frote themſelves with, when they bave taken a full reſolution to die, and 
theſe ſame are ordinarily called Amaces, The hourjbeing come wherein this ſally was to 
be made, four of twelve gares that were in the Town were opened, thorow each of 
the which (allied forth one of the four Captains with his company, having firſt ſent 
out for Spics into the Camp ſix Orobalons , of the moſt valiant that were aboyt the 
King , whom he had honored with new cicles, and with ſuch ſpecial fayors as uſe to 
give courage to them that Want it, and co encreale ic in them that are endued with ſome 
reſolucion. Tne four Captains marched a lictle after the fix Spies, and went and joyned 
all cog:ther in a certain place, where they were co fight with the enemies ; whereupon 
falling into che midi of them with a maryzllous impetuofity, they fought ſo valiantly, 
that in leſs chen an hours time, which the fight endured, the twelve thouſand Paſſars- 
ans left above thirty thouſand enemies upon the place, beſides thoſe that were wound- 
ed, which were in afar greater number, and whereof many died afterwards. Further. 
more they took priſoner three Kings, and eight Pates, which are as the Dukes among(t 
us; the King of Zunda too, wich whom we forty Portugals were , could not ſo ſave 
himſelf, but that he was hurc vvith a Lance in three places, a number being killed in de- 
fending him. Thus vyas the Camp pur in ſo great diſorder,as it vvas almoſt deſtroyed, 
the Pargueyran himſelf being vwounded yvith a darc, and conſirained to leap into the 
Water, where little lacked bur that he had been drowned, Whereby one may ſee what 
the force of a number of re(oluce and fearleſs men is again(t ſuch as are ſurpriſed when 
leaſt they think of it ; for before that che enemies could know what they did, or the 
Commanders could put their ſouldiers into order , they were twice routed. The next 
morning , as ſoon as the day gave them leaye to know the truth of rhe buſineſs, the 
Paſſernans retired into the Town, where they found that they had nog Iſt a- 
oy nine hundred of their men , nor more thea two or three thouſand 
ure, 

Ir is ſcarcely to be believed how much the King of Demaa was grieved with the diſa= 
ſer of the former day,as well for the affromt which he received from thoſe within by the 
loſs of his people,1s far the bad ſucceſs of the beginning of this ſiege, waereof he ſeem- 
ed in ſome ſort :© impure the fault unto our King of Z w»da,ſaying,that this fortune had 
hapned by the bad direQtions he had given to the Sentinels. Now after be had come 
manded that the wounded-ſhould be dreft, and the dead buried, he called ro Councel 
all che Kings, Princes, and Captains of the forces that he had, both by Land and Was 
rerzunto whom he ſaid, That he had made a ſolemn vow,and eath upon the Mazapho of Ma» 
homet,which u their Alcoran, or the book of their Law,never to raiſe the ſiege from before 
this Town, until he had utterly deſtroyed it, or loſt his own State therein, Whereunto he 
added, 7 bat he preteſted he wonld put to death whomſoever ſhould oppoſe this reſolution of 
his, what reaſon ſoever he could alledge thereupon ; which begot ſo great a tercor in the 
minds of all ch:t heard himy1s there was nor one that durſt contradict his will, but con- 
trarily they infinicely approved and commended it, He uſed then all kind of diligence for 
tne new forcifying of the Camp with good ditches, (trong Palliſadoes, and divers Bul- 
works made of fone and timber, garmiſh:d on the infide wich their Platforms, where 
he cauſed a great many of Cannons co be planted, ſo that by this means the Camp was 
{tronger then the Town ir (elf, in regard whereof the befheged did ofcen times jeer 
the Sentinels withour, telling them, That it muſt zeeds be concluded they were notori ons 
cowards , ſince inſtead of beſieging their enemies like valiant men, they beſieged themſelves 
like feeble women, wherefore & bid thems return home to their houſes, where it was fitter 


for them to fall ro finning, then to makg war. Theſe were the jeers which they ordinarily 
pur 
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put upon the befiegers, who were. greatly offended with chem. This Town had bzen 
almoſt three monechs b:lieged, and yer had the enemies advanced bur lictle; for during 
all chat time, wherein there had been five batteries and three aſlaulcs given to ir, with 
aboye a thouſand Jadders planted againſt the walls, the belicged defended rthemſelyes 
Rill like valiant and couragious men, fortifying themſelves with counter-mires: which 
chey oppoſed co the breaches, which they made with pieces of timber taken from the 
houſes yz ſo that all che power of ch: Pangnegyan, Which (as I have declared) was abour 
eight hundred thouſand men, whereof the number was much diminiſhed, was not able 
ro give him entrance intoit, Hereupon the principal Ingineer of the Camp, who was 
a Renegado of CMaillorgue,ſecing that this affair had not a ſucceſs anſwerable to whac 
he had promiſed the King, he reſolved to rake another far different courſe, To that ef- 
fe&t, wich a gteat amaſs of earch and bavins he framed a kind of a Platform, which he 
forcified wich fix rows of beames, and wroughe ſo, chat in nine days he raiſed it a fa- 
chom bigher chen the wall ; chat done, he planted forty great pieces of Cannon upon it, 
cogether wich a number of Baſes and Faulconetrs , wherewich he fell ro battering the 
Town in ſuch (orr, as the befieyed were therewith mightily damnified, ſo that the King 
perceiving that this invention of the enemy was the only ching in the world char could 
moſt incommodate him inthe Town, he refolyed by the means of ten thouſand Vo- 
lunceers, who had offered themſelves unto him for that purpoſe , and ro whom for a 
mark of honor he gave the ritle of Tygers of the world, to attacque this Fort, and they 
rhat were upon it ; this matter was no 10oner reſolved upon , bur was preſently put in 
execution, and for the better incouragement of rhem, the King himſelf would be cheir 
Captain, albeic chis whole enterpriſe was governed by the four Pararicons, which had 
formerly commanded in the firlt ſally. Having put themſelves into the field then wi:h 
che rifing of che Sun, they fought ſo valianily without any fear at all of the dreadful 
Ordnance , whici were planted on the Platform, as in leſs then two Credoes they got 
ro the top of it, and there ſerting on the enemies, who were thirty chouſand in num- 
ber, they defeated them all in a very ſhore crime, The Pangaeyran of Pate ſeeing his 
forces thus routed, ran chicher in perſon with ewenty chouſand choice ſouldiers, intend- 
iog co beat the Paſſeruans from the place which they had gained; but they defended ic 
ſo couragiouſly,as it is not poſſible to expreſs ic in words. This bloody battel having in- 
dured till eyening, the Paſſeruar, who had loſt che moſt part of his men, made his re- 
rreat into the Town by che gate that was next co the Platform , whereunto having 
firlt ſet fire in fix or ſeven places, irc cook hold of ſome barrels of powder, whereof 
there was gteat fore there, which inflamed it ſocerribly in ſeveral parts, as it was not 
poſſible ro approach unto it by the ſpace of a flight ſhoot ; this accident was very fayor= 
able to the beſieged, beczuſe the enemies were thereby kept from joyning together,and 
ſo the Town was for this time preſerved from the grexx danger wherewithal ic was 
threatned ; howbeit the Paſſerxars ſcap'c nor ſo ſcot-free, but that of the ten thouſand 
Volunteers imployed in this ſervice,ſix thouſand remained dead on the top of the Plar- 
form. True it 1s, that in the Pargueyren pare there was above forty thouſand killed, 
among(t the which were three thouſand rangers of divers Nations, the moſt pare A- 
chems, Turks, and Malabates, as allo twelve Pater, or Dukes, five Kings, wich many 0- 
cher Commanders, and men of qualicy. | 


All chis night was ſpent on both fides in lamentations and complaints, as alſo in Se&-4 


drefling the wound2d, and cafting the dead into the river, The next morning as ſoon 
as it Was day the Pargueyran of Pats ſeeing the bad ſucceſs which his enterpriſe had 
had uaril chart preſenc, could nor for all chat be drawn to d:6ift from it, ſo that 
he cauſed all his ſouldiers co prepare themſelves for a new affwlting of the Town, 
deing perſwaded that the beſieged had no great force left ro defend them withal, 
conſidering their walls were overthrown in many places, their ammunition ſpent, the 
moſt -part of their people ſlain, and their King dangerouſly burt, at leaftwiſe it was ſo 
reporred, Now the detrer to be affured thereof, he cauſed ſome of his forces to be 
lad in ambuſh in certain avenues, by which he had been adyertiſed thar divers of 
the frontizing inhabicancs would paſs, to bring unto the Town, Eggs, Pullein, and o- 
tier ſuch like things neceſſary for che recovery of lick perſons. Now they whom he 
had ſent for that purpoſe attived at che Camp a little before day , and brought nine 
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priſoners with them, among the which there was one Portugal. After then that they 
had racked and tortured th2 other eight, & were come to do as much ro the Portugal, 
who was the laſt, be imagined chart ic may be they would ſhew him ſome favor if he de. 
clared unto chem what he was,ſo that upon the firſt corment he cried out, That he was a 
Portugal,he not knowing hitherto any thing of us,nor we of him : Our King of Zan. 
da no 1ooner heard this Declaration of his, but he commanded him to be taken from 
the rack, and inſtantly ſent for us ro know whether that which this wretch delivered 
was true 3 Whereupon ' of us that were the leaſt hurt went unto him, and at the firli 
fight we judged him by his countenance to be a Portugal, (0 that profirating our ſelves 
before the Kinggwe beſoughe him ro give us this man, repreſenting unto him, that in re- 
gard he was of our Nation we were bound to make this ſuic for him, which he very 


willingly granted us, and ſo we in way of thankfulneſs kiſſed his feer. Afrer we had 


r2ceivzd him,we carried him ro the place where our companions lay wounded, and then 
we would needs underitand of him whether he were a Portwgal indeed, becauſe he look- 
ed ſo firangely as ive could nor well know him,no nor by his ſpeech ; bur after he was 2 
lictle come to himſelf, and that he had ſhed a many of tears, My Maſters , ſaid he un- 
tous, 1 aſſure you that I am a Chriſtian, ard a Portugal , both by father and mother, al- 
though as you ſee 1 do not wear the habit of one ; my country  Penamocor , avd my name 
Nuno Rodriguez Taborda z 1 went out of Portugal i» the ye ar one thouſand five hundred 
and thirteen, after 1 had inrollcd my ſelf in the Marſhals Army, and inthe Ship called the 
S, Joano, whereof Ruy Di»z Pereyra was Captain, Now becauſe m thoſe þ;ſt beginuings 
I ſhewed my ſelf nm all occaſions a worthy man , Alphonſo d'Albuquerque made me Cape 
rain of the four brig andines which he had in the Ind1aes at that time , afterwards I was pre- 
ſent with him at the taking of Goa and Malaca ; withal [ labored in the foundations of Or- 
muz & Calecut, never failing in any of the ſervices performed in thoſe times by that famous 
Commander,to whom ſo many different Nations do at this day give the title of Great. 1 con» 
tinued the ſame proof of my conrage during the Governments of Lopo, Suarez, of Diego, 
Lopez de Siqueyra, and of other Governors of the Indiaes,even unto Don Antiaque de Me- 
neſez, who ſucceeded to that charge by the death of theVice Roy Vaſco de Gama;who at the 
entrance into his Government made Franciſco de Sa General of a Fleet of twelve Veſſels, 
wheresn were three hundred men which he was to make uſe of for the building of a Fort at 
ZLunda, :n regard of the fear they were then in of the S) niards, who at that time went to 
the Moluccaes by the new way which Magellan had diſcovered unto themyn this Fleet I was 
made ( aptain of a Brig andine, called the S.) orge, where I commanded over fix and twen- 
ty very couragious and valiant men. We departed then from the bay of Bintan, whey as Pe= 
dro de Maſcarenhas deſtroyed it; but when we arrived at the Iſle of Lingua, we were beaten 
with ſo furious a tempeſt, that unable toreſiſt it , we were forced to make towards Jaoa, 
Where of ſeven rowing Veſſels that we were,fix were loſt, and my ſins would have it that mine 
Was one of that number,b:/ides for my greater misfortune,the tempeſt caſt my Brig andine upon 
the coaſt of this ( onntry where I have now remained theſe three and twenty years, not one of 
all that were in the veſſel eſcaping, ſave three of my companions,who are every one dead but 
oy ſelf; and wonld to God it had pleaſed him to To me the grace that 1 bad been ſo too, 
that ſo I might not have offended hum as I have doze ſince; for ſeeing my ſelf continually 
preſſed by theſe Gentiles to follow their pernicious errors , 1 af as a long time, but 
whereas the fleſh is frail;berng very poor, far from my country, and without hope of liberty, 
my fins made me at their intreaties to ield to that which they defired of me with ſo much 
1mportmnity ; by reaſon whereof this Kings Father did me many great favours ; and being 
ſent for yeſterday from a place where 1 was to look_nnto two of the chiefaſt Gentlemen of this 
countr y,ut pleaſed God! hat 1 fell into the hands of theſe dog 5,to the end I\ſhould no longer be 
o:e,for which the Lord be bleſſed for evermore.This mans diſcourſe exceedingly aſtoniſhed 
us, and a5 much as che novelty of ſo ſtrange an accident required, ſo that having com- 
forced him as well as we could in ſuch rerms as we thought were neceſſary tor the 
time wherein we were,we asked him whether he would go with us to Z anda, and from 
then to CAalaes, where God might ſhew him the grace to die in his ſervice like a 
good Chriſtian. Whereunto having made anſwer , that he defired nothing more, and 
chat he had never had other deſign, we gave him another habit, becauſe he was cloathed 
like a Pagan, and kept him always wich us as long as the fiege laſted,

The death of the King of Demaa by a very ſtrange accident, and that which enſued 
thereupon. 


T O come again now to our hiſtory, you are to underſtand, that the Pangueyran of Set, 


Pata, King of Demaa, being ceruhed by ſome of the enemies whom h1s men had 
caken priſoners, of the piceous eſtate whereunto the befieged were reduced, the moſt 
parr of them dead, their ammunition failing, and cheir King dangerouſly hurc ; all ch:\: 
chings together carried him more ardently then ever to the aſl wlt, which he had purpo- 
ſed with himſelf co give co the befieged Town. He reſolyed then to ſcale it in plain day. 
and co aſſault it with more violence then before, {o rhat infantly great preparations 
were made oyer all the Camp, where divers Serj-ants at Arms, on horſeback, agd car- 
rying Maces on their ſhoulders, went proclaiming aloud, after rhe men of war h1d been 
made to aſſemble rogerher wich the ſound of trumpets, The Pangtteyran of Para by the 
power of him who hath created all things, Lord of the Lands which inviron the Seas being 
willing to diſcover unto all in general the ſecret of hts ſoul, doth let you know, that nine days 
"wa, will have you be na readineſs, to the end thit with the conrages of Tygers,and re- 
doubled forces, you aſſiſt him in the aſſault which he intends to give unto the Town, for a ve- 
compence whereof he liberally promiſeth to do great favors, as well in money,as in honorable 
and remarkable tules, to thoſe five ſouldiers which firſt of all ſhall plant colours on the 
enemies walls, or that ſhall perform attions which ſhall be agreeable to him Whereas,contr..- 
rily,they which do nat carry themſeles valiantly in this emterpriſe,conformably to his plea- 
ſure, ſhall be executed by the way of juſtice, without any regard had to their condition. 1his 
Ordinance of the Kings, full of menaces, being publiſhed over every part of the Cmp, 
put them into ſuch an alarm, as che Commanders began incontinently to make them- 
ſelves ready, and co provide all things neceflary for this aſſault, without ſcarce raking 2= 
ny r-(t eicher day or night, making withal ſo greac a noile, by intermingling their huzs 
and cries with the ſounds of drums, and other infiruments of war, as it could not be 
heard without much terror, In the m<an time, whereas of the nine days, deftined for 
the pu;poſe aforeiaid, ſeven were already patt, ſo as there reſtzd no more but two, at 
the end whereof an aſſault was to be given co the Town, one morning as the Par- 
guemran \ate in Councel, to reſolve of the affairs of this fiege with the principal Lords 
of his Army, as alſo of the means, of the time, and places, whereby thzy were to al- 
ſaule the Ton, and of other neceſſary things, it was ſaid, thit from the diverſity of 0- 
pinions, Which che one and the other had, chere aroſe ſo great a contention among? 
the:n, as the King was conſtrained to take every ones advice in writing. During this 
time, Whereas he had always neer about him a young Page, who carried Bethel, an berb 
whoſe leaves are like unco Plantain,which theſe Pagans are accuftomed to chaw, becauſe 
it makes them have a ſweer breath,and alſo purges the humours of the Romack ; he ask- 
edchis Page then for ſome of it, who ar firſt ſeemed not to hear him, being much abour 
twelve or chirceen years old, for I hold ic fic to make mention of his age, in regard of 
thacT am to ſay of him hereafter. Now to return tothe Pangueyran, as he was conti- 
nuing his diſcoutſe 17ith his Councel of War, thorow much ſpeaking, and ſomewhat 
in choler, his mouch became dry , ſo that he asked the Page again for ſome Bethel, 
which he ordinarily carried in a little box of gold , bur he heard him no more this (c- 
cond time. then ie had done the firſt 5 infomuch as the King having asked him for ſome 
the chird tire, one of ' he Lords that was neer to the Page pulled him by the fl2eve, 
and bil him give the King ſome Bethel, which immediately he did , and falling on tis 
knees he pre\n.cd hi with the box which he had in his hands ; the King then took 
two or three leaves of it, as he uſed to do, and withour being otherwiſe angry, giving 
him alight touch ich his hand on the head, art thou deaf, ſaid he unto him, that thor 
conldſt no: hear me? and th:reupon re-entred into diſcourſe with them of his Coun- 
cel. Now becauſe theſe Facas are the moſt punRillious and perfidious Nation of the 
worlo, and that withal chey of this country hold it for che 2rextelt affront that can 
e done? th:zm, when one gives thzm a couchon the head, this young Page imagining 
that the King had couched him fo out of a mark of ſo great a contempr, as he ſhould 
thereby be made infamous for ever, though indeed none of che company took notice of 
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it, be went aſide weeping and ſobbing by himſelf, in the end reſolved to revenge the 
injury which the king had done him , ſo that drawing out a lictle knife which he wore 
a his girdle, he tabbed che king wich ic into the midit of the left pap, and ſo becauſe 
the blow was morral, the king fell in(iancly down on the ground, not able to ſay any 
more then theſe two or three words , / am dead: Wherewich all thoſe of the Councel 
were (o frighced,as it is nor poſſible ro expreſs it. Afrer that this commotion; was a lit- 
tle calmed , they fell firſt unto looking to the king , to (ee if ſome remedy might not 
be applied to his wound ; bur becauſe he was hurt jult in the heare there Was no hope 
of recovery, ſo that be died within a very ſhore time after : Preſently they ſeized on the 
Page, whom they pur co torture, by reaſon of ſome ſuſpitions which they had upon 
this accident, but he never confeſſed any thing, and ſaid nought elſe, ſave, That he bad 
done it of his own free will,azd to be revenged of the blow which the King kad given him on 
| his head by way of contempt,as if he had ſtruck, ſome dog that was barking up and down the 
| ſtreets in the mght, without conſidering that he was the ſon of the Pate Pondan, Lord of 
| Surebayaa. The page then was impaled alive, with a good big ſtake, which was chrult in 
at his Fundament, and came our at the nape of hisneck. As much was done to his Fa- 
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whole Race was exterminated; upon which ſo cruel and rigorous an execution, man 
| oreat troubles enſued afterwards 1n all the country of —u , and 1n all the Iſlands of 
| Bale, Tymor, and Madura, which ate very great, and whereof the Governors are Soye- 
reigns by their Laws, and from all antiquity. After the end of this execution, que- 
Rion was made what ſhould be done with the kings body, whereupon there were ma- 
ny diff-rent opinions amongſt them; for ſome ſaid that tro bury im in that place was 
| as much as to leaye him in the power of the Paſſer ans; and others,that 1f he were tran» 
| ſported ro Demaa, where his Tomb was, it was'not poſſible but that it would be cor« 
rupted before ic arrived there z whreunto was added, that if they interred him ſo putri- 
fied and corrupted, his ſoul could not be received into Paradiſe, according to the Law 
of the country, which is that of Aſabomer, wherein he died. Afcer many conteſtations 
thereupon, in the end they followed the counſel which one of our Portugals gaye 
them, that was ſo profitable to him afterwards, as it was worth him aboye ten thouſand 
ducates, wherewi.h the Lords rewarded him as ir were in vye of one another for a re- 
compence of the good ſervice which he did rhen to the deceaſed. This counſel was, that 
they ſhould puc rhe body into a Cofhn full of Lime and Camphire, and ſo bury it in a 
Junck alſo ful! of earchy ſo chat albeit che thing was not ſo marvellous of ic ſelf, yer lefec 
1t noc to be yery proficable to the Poyragals, becauſe they all found it very good,and well 
invented, as 12deed the ſucceſs of it Was tuch, as by means thereof the kings body was 

carried to Demaa, withour apy kind of corruption or ill ſayour, 

Set. As ſoon as the kings body was put into the Junck appointed for it, the king of Zan- 
da, General of the Army, cauſed che great Ordinance and the ammunition to be im- 
barqued, and with the leaſt noyie chat might be committed co ſafe cuſtody the moſt 
precious things the king had, together with all the creaſures of the Tents. But what= 
ſoever care and filenc: was uſed therein , the enemy could not be kept from having 
ſome inklirg of ir, and from underfiznding how things went in the Camp, ſo that in- 
ſtancly the king marched out of the Town in perſon, with onel, three thonſand ſoul- 
diers of the palt confeder:cy, who by a folemn vow cauſed themſelves ro be anointed 
with the oyl which chey call A{:nhamunds, as men reſolyed, and that had vowed them- 
ſelyzs to death, Thus fully determined as they were, they went and fell upon the ene- 
mies, whom finding buſie in truffing up their baggage, they entreated ſo 11), as in leſs 
then half an hours ſpace, for no longer laſted the heat of the fight,they cur rwelve chou- 
ſand of them in pieces. Withal they cook two king, and five Pates, or Dukes, priſon- 
ers, together with aboye three hundred Tarks, Abyſſines, and Achems,yea and their Ca- 
ciſmoubana, the Sovereign dignity amongit the CMahometans, by whoſe countel the 

Pangaeyran was come thither. There were alſo four hundred ſhips burner, wherein 

were the hurt men, ſo that by this means all the Camp was neer loft. Afcer this the 

king retreated into the Town with his men, whereof he loſt bur four hundred, In the 

mean time the king of Zazda having cauſed the remainder of the Army to be re»im- 

barqued with all ſpeed the ſame day, being the ninzth of March, m—_ = 

ireRly 


ther, to three of his brothers, and to threeſcore and twelye of his kinſ{men, ſo that his 
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dire&ly for the City of Demas, bringing along with them the Body of the Pan- 
gueyran , which upon the arrival thereof was received by the People with great 
Cries, and {trange Demonſtrations of an univerſal Mourning. The day after a review 


was taken of all the Men of War, for to know how many were dead, and there was. 


found miſſing a'1 hundred and thirty thouſand ; whereas the Paſſeruans, according to 
report, had loſt bur five and twenty thouſand 4 but be ir as ic wil!, and let Fortune 
make the beft Marker char ſhe can of cheſe things, yet they never arrive, but the Field is 
dyed with the Bloud of Vanquiſhers, and by a tironger realon with that of the Van- 
quiſhed, ro whom theſe Events do always colt far dearer, rien co che others, The ſame 
cay there was queſtion of creating a ne v, Pangneyran, who, 2s I have (aid heretofore; 
the Emperour over all the Pates and Kings cf that great Archipe/ago,which theChineſes, 
Tartar, Japon,and Leqwo,Hiftorians are wont to call Raterra YVexdax,that is to ſay, the 
eje-lid of the World, 2s on2 may ſee in che Card, it the Elevation of the Heights prove 
true. No becauſe thir afrer che death of the Pargneyran, there was not a lawfull ſuc- 
ceſlor to beifound that might inherit this Crown, it was reſolved thst one ſhould be 
made by ele&ion; for which eff:& by the common conſent of all, eight men were cho- 
ſen, as Heads of all the People,rocreate a Pargueyran. Theſe fame affembled then to» 
ether in a houſe, and after order had been taken 'for the pacifying of all things in the 
City, they continued ſeven whole days together without being able cocome to any 
ggreement about the eleRion ; for whereas there were eight Pretendents of the prin- 
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cipal Lords of the Kingdom, there were found amongſt theſe EleKors many different. - 


opinions, which proceeded from this, that the moſt: part, or all of chem, were meerly 
alliecto the eight, or co their kinſmen, ſo that each one laboured ro make him Par- 
gueyran which was molt to his minde, - Wh2reupon the Inhabicants of che —_— che 
Souldiers of che Army, making uſe of this delay cotheir advantage, as men who imagt- 
ned chat this affair would never be terminated, and that there would be no chaſtiſe» 
ment for them, they began ſhatneleſly to break out into all kinde of aRtions full of 1n- 
ſolency and malice. And foraſmuch as there was a great number of Merchants Ships 
in the Port, they got aboard them, and fell pell-mell co rifling both of Strangers, and 
thoſe of the Country, with ſo much licentiouſneſs, as ic was ſaid,that in four days they 
cook an hundred Junks, wherein they killed aboye fix thouſand men ; whereof notice 
being given to the King of Pararuca, Prince of Balambram, and Admiral of the Sea 
of this Empire, he ran thither with a'l ſpeed, and of the number of thoſe which were 
convicted of manife(t Robbery, he cauled fourſcore to be hanged all along the fhore, 
to theterrour of thoſe that ſhould behold them. Afrer this ation, Quiay Anſedeaa, 
Pate or Duke of ( h-rbom, who was Governour of the Town, and greatly in authority 
taking this which the Kiug of Paxraruca had done for a mapifelt contempr, becauſe he 
had, ſaid he, litile reſpe&ed the charge of Governour, Was ſo mightily offended at ic, 
as having inſtantly got together about (ix or ſeyen thouſand men, he went and fell up- 
on this Kings Palace, with an intent toſeize upon his perſon ; but the Paaraca refifted 
him with his foll@wers, and as it was ſaid, he endeayoured with many complements to 
juthe himſ. If ro him all chat ever he could ; whereunto Quiay Anſedeaa was io far 
ſrom having any regard, as contrarily entring by force into his houſe he {1:w thirty or 
forcy of his men;in the mean time ſo many people ran tothis mutiny as it was a dread- 
full ching to b:hold. For wheteas thefe two Heads were great Lords, one Admiral of 
the Fleer, the other Gov.rnour of the To:vn, and both of them a'lied co the principal 
Fami.tes of the Country, the D2vil ſowed ſo great a Diviſion among chem, as if nighe 
had nor ſeparated the Fight, it is credible char not one of them had eſcaped ; neverche- 
leſs rhe Difference went yer much farther, and ended not (o, for the Men of War, who 
vere at tha: time ahove fix hundred thouſand in number, coming to conlider the great 
Aﬀront which Quiay Anſedeaa, Governour of the Town, had done to their Admural, 
they to he revenged thereof went all aſhore the ſame night, the Panaryca not being 
of power enough to keep them from it, not withltanding he laboured all that he could 
todoir, Thus all of them anitated and tranſpotred with wrath; and a defire of re- 
Verge, wehit and ſet upon Ouay Anſedeas's houſe, where they flew him, and ten thou- 
ſand men ; wherewith not contented, chey affaulred che Town in ten or eleven places, 
and fell co killing and p:underipg all chat —_ _ mer with, ſo that they carried _ 
elyes 
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Se.1, | frm days after ſo cruel and borrible a Mutiny, vvienas all things vvere peaceable, 
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ſelves therein with ſo much violence, as in three days alon2, which was as [org as the 
fiege of this Town laſted, nothing remainzd that was not an inſupporcable objeR to 
the ſight. There was wichall ſo great a confuſion of howling, weeping, and heavy la. 
mentation, as all that heard ic could think no other bur chat the Earth was going to turg 
roplie-turyy. In a word, and not to loſe cime in aggravating this with ſuperfluoyg 
ſpeeches, the Town was all on fire, which buroe to the very Foundations, ſo that ac- 
cording to report there were above an hundred chouſand houſes conſumed, above three 
hundred chouſand perſons cut in pieces, and almoſt as many made Priſoners, which 
were led away Slaves, and ſold in divers Countries, Beſides, there was an infinite of 
Riches ftollen, whereof the value, as it was ſaid, onely in Silver and Gold, amounted 
even to forty millions, and all put cogether, ro an hundred millions of Gold. As for the 
number of Priſoners, and of ſuch as were ſlain, it was near five hundred thouſand per. 
ſons ; and all theſe things arrived by the evil counſel of a young King, bred up among 
young people like himſelf, yvho did every thing at his oyvn pleaſure, vvichout any bo. 


dy contraditing him. 
CHAP. LXVI. 


That which befell us, untill our departure towards the Port of Zunda, from whence we ſet 
ſail for China, and what afterwards bappened unto mz 


the principal Heads of this Commotion fearing afſoon as a Pargweyren ſhould be 
ele&ed,that chey ſhould be puniſhed according to the enormity of their crime, they all 
of them ſec ſail vyichout longer attending the danger vyhich chreatned them, They de- 
parted avyay then in the ſame Veſſels yvherein they came, the King of Panayuca, thei 
Admiral, being not poſſibly able ro Ray chem, bur contrarily yvas tyvice in jeopardy e 
loing himſelf 1n endeavouring to do it vyith thoſe feyy men that vyvere of tus party, 
Thus in the ſpace of tvvo days onely, the tyyo thouſand Sails that vere in che Pon 
vvent ayvay, leaving che Toyyn (till burning, vybich vyas the cauſe that thoſe feyy Lords 
vvhich remained, being joyned together, reſolyed to paſs unto the Town of JTapara, 
ſome five leagues from thence rowards the Coalt of the Mediterranean Sea, This re 
ſolution being raken, they puc ir preſently in execution, to che end that withthe more 
tranquillity (for the popular Commotrion was not yet well appeaſed) chey might make 
eleftion of the Parguejran, which properly fignifies Emperony ; As indeed chey created 
one, called Pate Sudajo, Prince of Surubayaa, who had been none of thoſe eight Pre. 
tendencs of whom we baye ſpoken z but chis El:Rion they made, becauſe it ſeemed to 
chem neceſl:ry for the common good, and che quiet of the Country : Allthe Inhabi- 
rants coo were excecdingly ſatistied with it, and they immeduiatly ſent the Pararacd 
for him to a place ſome dozen leagues from thence, called P:ſammenxes,where he at chat 
time lived, Nine daysafter he was ſemt for he failed not to come, accompanied with 
above two hundred thouſand men, imbarqued in fifreen hundred Ca/aluzes and Juri- 
pangos. He was received by all the people with great demon(iration of joy, and a lit- 
tle afcer he was crowned with the accuſtomed Ceremonies, as Pangueyran of all the 
Countri:s of Jaoa, Bala, avd Madura, which is a Monarchy that is very populous, and 
exceeding rich and mighry. That done, he returned to the Town of Demaa, with an 
intent to have ic rebuilt anew, and co reſtore it co its former eſtate. Ar his arrival in 
that place, the firſt thing he did was to give order for the puniſhing of thoſe which were 
found attainted and convicted of the ſacking of the Town, who proyed not to be #- 
bove five thouſand, though the number of them was far greater, for all the reſt were 
fled away,ſome here, ſome there, Theſe Wretches ſuffered onely ewo kindes of Death, 
ſome were impaled alive, and the reſt were burned inthe very ſame Ships wherein they 
were apprebended ; and of four days, wherein chis juſtice was executed, there palt 
nor one without the putting co death of a great number, Which ſo mightily cerrificd us 
Portugals that were there preſent, as ſeeing the Commotion very great fill over th: 
whole Country, and no likelihood that things would of a long time be peaczable, we 
humbly detired rhe King of Zundato g1ve us leaye tO go to our Ship which lay in the 


Port of Banta, in regard the ſeaſon for the Voyage to China was already come. This 
King 
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King having cafily granted our requett,with an exemprion of the Cuſtoms of our Mer- 


- chandile, preſenced every of us beſides with 2h hundr.d Ducates ; and tocach of the 


Heirs of fourteen of ours, which were {1:in in the Warhe gave chree hundred,which wg 
accepred of as a very honourable Reward, and worthy of a molt liberal, and good natu- 
red Prince, + Thus wene we preſently away very well ſatisfied of him to the Port of 
Bana, and there we remained twelve whole days together, during the which we made 
an end of preparing our ſelves for our Voyage. After this, we ſer ſail for ( bin in the 
company of- other four Ships, who were bound for the ſame place, and we took a- 
long with us the ſame Joaro Rodriguez, whom we encountred at Paſſer#an, as I have 
before declared, chat had made himielf a Brachman of a Pagode, called Quiay Nacorel; 
and as for him he had named himſelf Gauxitan Facalem,which is as much to lay as,the 
Council of the Saint. The ſame: Joano Rodriguez no f001er arrived at China, bur he um- 
barqued himſelf for Ma/aca, where (through the gtace of God) he was reconciled a- 
ne to the Catholick Faith ; and after he bad continued a year there, he died with grear 
demonfrations of a good and true Chriſtian, whereby ic ſeems we may believe that our 
Lord received him to mercy,fince after ſo'many years profeſſion of an Infidel, he reſer- 
yed him to come and die in his ſervice, for which be he praiſed for evermore. Our five 
Ships then; -wich which we: parted from Zanda, being arrived at ( hincheo, where the 
Portugals at that time traded, we abode rhree monerhs and an 'half there with travel 
2nd danger cnough of our perſons ; fot we were in a Country, where nothing but Re 
volts and\ Mutinies were ſpoken of . ' Withall, there wete great Armies afoot all 
along the Coaſt, by- reaſon of many Robberies which the Pitats of Japon had com- 
mitted thereabouc ; (o that'in this Diſorder thereſwas no means to exerciſe any Com- 
merce, for the Merchants durtt not leave' their houſes to go to Sea, By reaſon of all 
this we were conſirained to pals unto the Port of Chabaquea, Where we found at an- 
chor fixſcore Juncks, who having ſer upon us, took three of our five Veſſels, wherein 
four hundred Chriſtians were killed, of which fourſcore and two were Portugals, As for 
the ocher two- Veſſels, in one of the which I was, they eſcaped as it were by Miracle. 
Bur becauſe we could nor mike to land, by reaſon of the Ealterly Windes which were 
contrary cous all that ſame monerh, we'were conſtrained (though to out yu grief } 
co regain the Coaſt of Java." Ar length after we had cominued our courſe by the ſpace 
of two and twenty days with a great deal of travel and danger, we diſcovered an 
Iſland called P»fo Condor, difiant eight Degrees,and one third of heighth from the Bar 
of the Kingdom of (amboya. Whereupon as we were even ready to reach it, ſo futi- 
ous a Storm came from the South- cbaſt,as we were all in jeopardy to be caft away, Ne- 
vertheleſs driving along we got to the Iſl: of Lingus, where a Tempelt ſurpriſed us at 
Weft and South- Weſt,with ſo impetuous a Winde;as Rrugling againſt the Billow,it kepe 
us from making uſe of our Sails; ſo that being in fear of Rocks and Shelves of Sand, 
which were in the Prow-fide, we Reered the other way, untill thar after ſome time the 
Fore-keel of our Poup opened wichin nine hand-bredrhs of the Water, which was the 
cauſe, ſeeing our ſelyes ſo near unto death, that we were enforced to cht down our two 
Maſis,and to caſt all our Merchandiſes into the Sea,whereby our Ship was ſomewhat eaſ- 
ed. This done, wh-reas we had left our Ship the rett of the day, and a good part of the 
night,torhe mercy of the Sez,it p eaſed bur Lord out of an effteRt of his divine juſtice, 
that without knowing how, or without ſeeing any thing, our Ship ran her ſelf againſt 
a Rock, with the death of ſeventy and two perſons. This miſerable ſucceſs ſo deprived 
us of all our underſtandings and forces, 'that not ſo much as one of us ever thought of 
any way ſaving himſelf, as the Chineſes, whom we had for Mariners in our Junck had 
done, for they had ſo beftirred themielyes all che night long, that before it was day 
they had made a Rait of ſuch Planks and Beams as came to their hands, tying them co- 
——_ in [uch ſort with the Cordage of their Sails,that forty perſors might abide npon 
it with eaſe. Now wh:reas we were in an imminent Danger, and in a time wherein 
(as they ſay) the Father does nothing for his Son, nor the Son for the Father, no man 
took care Þut for himſelf alone, whereof we had a fair Example in our Chineſe Mari- 
ners, whom we accounted but as our {layes;for Afargin Eftevez,the Captain and Maſter 
of the Junck, having intreated his own ſervants, who were upon the Raft, to receive 
him amongſt chem, they atiſwered him, char chey could not do it at any band, wt.ict 
Ddd 3 coming 
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coming to the ears of one of ours called Rxy de fora, whereas he could not endure 
that thoſe perfidious Villains ſhould uſe us with ſo much diſcourteſie and ingratitude, he 
got him up on his feer from a place where he lay hurt, and made unto us a ſhort ſpeech, 
whereby he repreſented unto us, T hat we were to remember how odions a us. owardice 


was ; and withall, how —_—_ it ineported wa to ſeize upon this raft for the ſaving of 
our Lives, To theſe words hz added many other ſuch like, which ſo encouraged us, thar 
with one accord, and with one and the ſame reſolution, whereunto the preſent nec:flity 
obliged us, being bur eight and rwenty Portwgals, we ſer upon the forty ( hineſes which 
were upon the rafr, We oppoſed our Swords then to their Iron Hatchers, and fought 
ſo luſtily with them, as we killed them all in the ſpace of two or three ( reds's. lc is 
eeue indeed, that of us eight and twenty Portagals, lixteen were ſlain, znd twelve elcas 
ped, but ſo wounded, thar four of them died the next day. This was an accident, vvhere- 
of no doubt the like hath ſeldom been beard of, or ſeen, vvbereby one may clearly per- 
ceive hovv great the miſery of humane life is, for ic vvas not tyyel ve hours before, 
vyhen as vve all embraced each other in the ſhip, and behaved our ſelyes like right Bre- 
chren, intending co die for one another ; and ſo ſoon after our fins carried us ro ſuch 
great extremity, as hardly ſuſtaining our ſelves upon fonr ſcurvy Planks, tied together 
vvith tyyo Ropes, vve killed one anorher with as much barbariſm, as if we had been 
mortal Enemies, or ſomething worſe. Ir is true, that the Excuſe which may be alledged 
thereupon is, that neceſſity, which hath no law, compelled us thereunto. 

When as we were Maſters of this raft, which had coſt us and the { himeſes ſo much 
bloud, we ſer upon it eight and thirty perſons of us that we were, of which there were 
ewelye Portugals, ſome of their children, our ſervants, and the remainder of thoſe that 
were hure, whereof the moſt part died afterwards, Now foraſmuch as we were ſo 
great a number upon a very little raft, where we floated art the mercy of the Wayes of 
the Sea, the Water came up to our middles, and in chis faſhion we eſcaped from thar 
dangerous and infortunate Rock, on Saturday, being Chr;ſtmas day, ome thouſand five 
hundred forty and ſeven,with one onely piece of an old counter-point, which ſerved us 
for a Sail, baving neither Needle nor Compaſs to guide us : True it is, that we ſupplied 
this defeRt with che great bope which we had in out Lord, whom we invoked incefſant- 
ly with groans 2nd fighs, that were accompanied with abundance of tears. In this piri- 
full equipege we navigated four whole days without eating any thing, ſo that upon 
che fifth day neceſſiry conſtrained us to feed on a Caphay which died among us, with 
whoſe body we ſuſtained our ſelyes five days longer, which made 'up the nineth of our 
Voyage ; ſoriat during other four, wherein we continued in this caſe, we had nothing 
elſe ro eat but the foam and ſlime of the Sea ; for we reſolved to die with I [= 
cher then feed on any of thoſe four Portugels which lay dead by us. After we had wan- 
dered thus at thz mercy of the Sea, it pleaſed our Lord out of his infinite goodneſs to 
let us diſcover Land on the twelfth day, which was ſo agreeable a fight ro us, as the 
Joy of it proved morcal ro ſome of ours ; for of fifteen of us that were till alive, four 
died ſuddenly, whereof three were Portwgals; ſo that of eighc and thirty perſons which 
had been imbarqued on the raft, there was but eleven thar eſcaped, namely, ſeven Por« 
tugals, and four of our Boys. In the end having got to land, we found our ſelyes in 2 
ſhallow Rode, faſhioned much like to an Haven, whete we began to render infinice 
chanks to God for having thus delivered us from the perils of the Sea, promiſing our 
ſelves alſo, that chrough his infinite mercy he would draw us our of thoſe of the Land: 
Haviog then made proviſion of certain ſhell-fiſh,as Oifters,and Sea-crabs,to nouriſh our 
ſelves withal!, becauſe we had obſerved how all this Country was very Deſert, and full 
of Elephants and Tigres, we got up into certain Trees, tothe end we might ayoid the fu- 
ry of cheſe Beaſts, and ſome others which we ſaw there; then when we thought that we 
mighr proceed on our way wich leſs danger,we gathered us cogether,and went on through 
a Wood,(where to ſecure our lives)we had recourſe to loud cries,and hollowings. In the 
mean time, as it is the property of the divine mercy never to forſake the poor ſufferers 
that ate upon the earth,ic pernucred us to ſee coming along in a Channel of freſh Wa- 
rer,that ran ingulphing it ſelf into the Seaza liccle Barque, laden wich Timber and other 
Wood, wherein were nine Negroes, Jaoas,and Papuas. Aﬀocn as theſe men ſaw us,ima- 
gining thatwe were ſome Devils, as they confeſſed to us afterwards, they leapt __ the 

ater,

Water,and quite left the Veſſel, not ſo much as one of chem abiding in her ; But when 
they perceived what we were, they abandoned the fear they were in before, and com- 
ing unto us they queſtioned us abour many particulars, whereunto we anſwered accord» 
iog tO the truth, and withall, defired chem, for Gods ſake, to lead us whitherſoever they 
wou'd,and there to ſell us as Slaves co ſome that would carry us to Malaca; addirg thar 
w2 were Merchants, and chat in acknowledgment of ſo good an office, they ſhould ger 
a great deal of Money for us, or as much in Commodities as they would require. Now 
waereas theſe Jaoas are natura'ly inclined to avarice, when they heard us talk of their 
intereſt, they began to be more craRable, and gave us berrer words, with hope of doing 
that which we detired of them; but theſe courtehies lafted no longer bur till ſuch time as 
they could get again into cheir Barque, which they had quitred ; for afloon as they ſaw 
themſelves aboard her, they pur off from the land, and making as though they would 
part withour taking us in, they told us, that to be aſſured of what we had ſaid ro them, 
they would have us before they proceeded any further, co yield up our Arms to then, 
whereas otherwiſe they would never take us in, no not though they (aw us eaten up with 
Lions. Secipg our ſelyes thus conltrained by neceſſity, and by a certain deſpair of find- 
ing any other remedy to our preſent extremity, We were enforced todo all that theſe 
men required of us, ſo that having brought their Barque a little nearer, they bid us 
ſwim to them, becauſe they had neyer a Boat to fetch us from the ſhore, which we pre- 
ſencly reſolyed ro do, Whereupon two Boys and one Portagal leapt into the Sea to 
take hold on a Rope, which they had thrown out co us from off che Poup of the Barquez 
but before they could reach ic, they were deyoured by 3 great Lizards, nothing of the 
bodies of theſe 3 appearing to us, but onely the bloud, wherewich che Sea was all dyed, 
Whilett chis paſſed ſo, we the other 8 that remained on the ſhore were ſo ſeized with 
fear and cerrour,as we were not our ſelves a long time after gwherewich thoſe Dogs which 
were in the Barque were not a whic moved ; bur concrarily, clapping their hands toge. 
ther inthe fgn of joy, they ſaid in the way of jearing, O hiw happy are theſe three, for 
that they have ended their days without, pain Them when as they (aw that we were half 
ſunk up into the Ouze,withour ſo much ttrength as to get our ſelves out of 1r, 5 of them 
leaped a ſhore, and tying us by che middle, drew us into their Barque,with a thouſand 
injuries and affronts. After this ſerting (ail chey catried us to a Village called {herbans, 
which was ſome dozen leagues from*thence, where they fold all eight of us, namely, fix 
Portugals, one Chineſe Boy, and a Caphar, for the ſum of 13 Pardains, which are in ya- 
lue 300 Rea/sof our Money. He chat bought us was a Pagan Merchant of the Iſle of 
Zelebres, in whoſe power we continued fix or eight andtwenty days, and Withour ly. 
ing, we had no lack with him, either.of clothes or mear. The ſame Merchant ſold ug 
afcerwards for twelve Piſtols ro the King of Calaps, who uſed ſo great a magnificence 
towards us, as he ſent us freely co the Port of Zuxda, whete there were three Portugal 
Veſſels, where Jerome Gomez, Surmento was General, who gaye us a very good re- 
ception, and furniſhed us abundantly wich all chat was neceflary for us, untill ſuchtime 
25 he put to Sea from the Port, to ſer ſet ſail ro China. 


CHAP, LXVII. 
My paſſing from Lunda to Siam, where in the company of the Portugals 1 went to the War 
of Chiammay ; and thatwhich the King of Siam did, untill be returned into bis 
King dons, where bis Quetn poiſoned bum. 


Frer we had been very near a moneth in this Port of Zanda, where a good number goa.1; 
of Portugals were afſembled rogerher, ſo ſoon as the ſeafon to go to { bine was : 
come, the three Veſſels ſer ſail for Chincheo, no more Portwgals remaining aſhore, bur 
onely ryo, who vvent to S;amin 2 Junck of Patara vvith their Merchandiſe. I be- 
thought me then to lay hold on this occaſiong and put my ſelf into their company, be 
cauſe they offered co hear my charg2s in this VOYage.yea and co lend me ſome money for 
tO try fortune once more,and ſee whether by the force of imporcuning her,ſhe vyould 


not uſe me better then formerly ſhe had done. Being departed chen from this place, in 
ſix and.tyventy days vye arrived at the City of Od:4, the Gapiral of this Empire of 
Sarnas, which they of this Country ordinarily call Si4am, vyhere vye vvere —_— 
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fully well received andintreated by the Poreugals, which vve found chere. Novv having 
been a moneth and tetrer in chis City, attending the feaſon for the Voyage to Ching, 
char ſo 1 might paſs to Japan in the company of 11x or ſeven Portwgals, vwo had im» 
barqued chemlelves for that purpoſe, I made account to imploy in Commodities ſome 
hundred Ducates, vvhich thoſe-2, vvith yvhom I came from Zwn:da, had lent me. Inthe 
mean time very ce'tain nevys came to the King of $1am, vyho vyas at that time vvith all 
his Courc at the ſaid City of Odiaa, that the King of Chiammay, allied vyith the Time. 
conhos, Laaos, and Gucos, People vyhich on the North-Eaſt hold che moſt part of that 
Country above Capimper and Paſſiloco,and are all Sovereigns, exceeding rich and migh. 


cy in Eftares, "had laid fiege ro the Toyvn of Quiter#uan, with the death of above thirt 
thouſand men, and of Oyaa Capimper, Governour and Lieutenant General of all chat 


Frontire, The King remained ſo much appalled vvith this nevys, that ywithour further 
remporifing, he paſled over the very ſame day to the other fide of the River, and never 
ſtanding co lodge in houſes, he vvent and encamped ander Tents in the open Field, 
thereby to dravy others to do the like in imitation of him : Wirhall he cauſed Proclama. 
tion to be mide over all the City, That all ſuch as were neither old nor lame, axd ſo could 
wot be difþenſed with for going to this War, ſhould be ready to march within 12. days at the 
uttermoſt, upon pain of being burned alivt, with perpetual infamy for themſelves,and their 
deſcendents, and confiſcation of their Eftates to the Cyoywn: To which he added many 
other ſuch great and dreadfull penalties, as the onely recital of them fruck terrovr, not 
onely into crzem of the Country, bur into the very ſtrangers, whom the King would not 
exempt from this War, of what Nation ſoever they were , for if they would not ſerve, 
they were very expreſly enjoyned to depart out of his Kingdom within chree days. 
In the mezn time to rigorous an Edi@ terrified every one in ſuch ſort, as they knew not 
what counſel to take, or what reſolution to follow: As for us Portwgals, in regard 
that more reſpe& had always been carried in that Country to them, rien to all other 
N2cions, this King ſent to dzfire them that they would accompany him in this Voyage, 
wherein they ſhould do him a pleaſure, becauſe he wou'd truſt them onely with the 
Guard of his Perion; as judging them more proper for it then any other that he could 
make choice of z and to oblige them the more thereunto, the Meflage was accompanied 
vwvith many fair promiles, and very great hopes of Penſions, Graces, Benefits, Favours, 
and Honours, but above all; vyith a permiſſion yyhich ſhould be granted chem to build 
Churches in his Kingdom ; which ſo obliged us, that of an hundred and thirty Pores- 
gal; wich vve wverethere vvere fixſcore of us that agreed together to go to this War, 
The cvyely: days limited being pali,the King put himſelf into the Field yvith an Army 
of four hundred thouſand men, vybereof ſeventy thouſand yyere Strangers of diyers 
Nations : They imbarqued all in three hundred Seroos, Lauleas, and Tangas, ſo that on 
the ninerh day of this Voyage the King arrived at a Froncier Town, named Suroprſem, 
ſome 12 or 13 leagues from Quitiruax, which the Enemies had beſieged. There 
he abode above ſeyen days to attend tour chouiand Elephants which came to him by 
land. During that time, he was certified that che Town was greatly prek, both on the ri- 


vers (ide,which the Enemies had ſeized upon with two thouſand Veſlels,as alſo towards F 


the land, where there were ſo mary mer, as the number'of them was not cruly known, 


bur as it was adjudged by conjeRure,they(might be ſome three hundred thouſand, where- Þ 


of forty thouſand were Horſe,but no Elephants ar all. This news made the King haften 
th more, ſo that inſtantly he made a review of his Forces, and found thac he had five 
hundred thouſand men ; for ſince his coming forth many had joyned wich him by che 


- way, a8 alſo four thouſand Elephants, and rwo hundred Carrs with Field-pieces. Witch 


this Army he parted from Szrop:ſem, and drew towards Ouitiryay, marching not above 
four or five leagues a day: Ar the efd of the third, then he arrived at a Valley called 
Siputay, a lzague and a half from the place whers che Eneinies lay. Then all theſ: 
M-n of War, with the Elephants, being ſet in Batcel-2ray by the three Matters of the 
Camy, whereof wo wete Turks by Nation, and the third a Portugal, named Domin- 


* £95 de Sorxas, they proceeded on 1n their way towards Quitiryan, Where they arrived

before the Sun 2ppeared. Now whereas the Enemies were already prepared, in regard £ 
they had been adveriſed by their Spies of the King of Sam's Forces,and of the Deſign 
which he had, they attended him reſolacely in the -plain Field, relying much on theic | 
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forty thouſand Horſe. Afſoon as they diſcovered him, they preſently advanced, and 
with cheir wg which were the ſaid forty thouſand Horſe, they ( charged the 
King of $:am*s Rereward, compoſed of ehreelcore thouſand Foot,thac chey routed them 
in leſs then 2 quarter of an hour, withche loſs of three Princes that were {lain upon the 

lace, The King of Sam ſeeing his Men thus routed, reſo! yed not to follow the or- 
der which he had formerly appointed, bur co fall on with thejybole Body of his Army, 
and che four thouſand Elephants joyned cogether. With theſe Forces he gave upon the 
Bactalion of the Enemies wich ſo much impetuokity, as at bis firlt Shock they were 
wholly diſcomfie:d, from whence enſued the deach of an infinice company of men; 
for whereas their principal (irengrh confitted in their Horſe, affoon as the Elephants, 
ſuſtained by the Harquebuſes and the Field-pieces, fell upon them, they were defeated 
in leſs chen half an hour, ſo thar after the routing of theſe ſame, all the reſt began in- 
fanclyto retreat, Inthe mean time.che King of S:am, following the honour of the 
ViRory, purſued them to the Rivers fide, which the Enemies perceiving, they formed 
a new $quadron of choſe that remained of chem, wherein there were above an hun- 
dred chouland men, as w:11 ſound as hurt, and (o paſt all the ſame day there, joyned 
cogether in one entire Body of an Ariny, the King not daring to fight wich them, by 
reaſon be ſaw them fortified with two thouſand Ships, wherein chere-were great num- 
bers of men. Nevertheleſs, aſſoon as ic was dark night che En:mies began to march 
away-with all ſpeed all along by the River, wherewich che King was nothing diſpleaſed, 
becauſe the moſt part of his Souldiers being hurry, chey were necefiarily co be dreſt, as 
indeed that was preſently executed, and che moſt part of che day and the night follow- 
ing imployed therein. 


After the King of Sam had obtained ſo happy a ViRtory, the firſt ching chat he did Se&.z, 


Was to provide with all diligence for the Fortifications of the Town, and whatſoeyer 
elſe he though to be neceflary for the ſecuricy thereof. Afrer that he commanded a ge- 
neral Muſtzr co be made of all bis Men of War, that he might know bow many he had 
loſt in the Batrel z whereupon be found that ſome fifty thouſand were wanting, all men 
of liccle reckoning, whom the rigour of the Kings Edi& had compelled to ſerve in the 
War, ill provided, and without defenſive Arms : As for the Enemies, ic was known the 
next day that an bundred and chirty chouſand of them had been (lain. Afſoon as the 
hurt men were recovered, the King, having put into the principal places of his Fromcier 
ſuch Guards ax ſeemed requihre to him, was counſelled by his Lords co make War upon 
the Kingdom of G«ibem, which was not above fifteen leagues from thence on the 
North-tde, to be revenged on the Queen of Guibem, for having given free paſſage 
through her Dominions to thoſe of Chiammay, in regard whereof he actribured ro her 
the loſs of Oyaa Capimper, and the chirty chouſand men that had been killed with him, 
The King approving of this advice, parted from this Town with an Army of four hun=- 
dred thouſand men, and went and fell upon one of this Queens Towns, called Fumba- 
cor, which was eafily taken, and all the Inhabgants put to the Sword, not one excepted. 
This done,he continued his Voyage till he came to Gaitoy,the capiral Town of theKing- 
dom of Guibem,Where the Queen then was,who being a Widow governed the State un- 
der the Ti:le of Regezt,during che minority of her Son,that was abour the age of nine 
years : At his arrival he laid ficge co ch- Town, and foraſmuch as the Qicen found noc 
her ſelf rong enough to refiftthe King of $:am?*s power, ſhe fell to accord with him 
© pay him an annual Tribute of five chouſand 7armes of Silver, which are threeicore 
thouſand Ducates of our Money, wh2reof ſhe paid him five years advance in hand. Be- 
ſides that,the young Prince her Son did him Homage as bis Vflal, and the King led him 
away with him to S:;awz, Hereupon he raiſed his hege from before the Town, and paſ- 
ſed on towards the North-Eaſt to the Town of Tay/ras, where he had nes thar the 
King of ( biammay was fallen off from League aforeſaid. In the mean time, where- 
as he had been fix days march in the Enemies Terricories,he ſacked as many places as he 
met wichall, noc permitting the life of any Male whatſoever to be ſayed. So proceed. 
ing onward, he arrived at the Lake of Singipamor, which ordinarily is called Chiammay, 
where he ftaid fix and twenty days, during the which he took twelve goodly places, 
environed with Ditches 2nd Bulwarks after our faſhion, all of Brick and Mortar, with- 
Out any Stone or Lime in them, becauſe in the Country it is not che cuſtome to build = , 
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bur they had no other Artillery chen ſome Faulconets, and certain Muskets of Braſe, 
Now foraſmuchas Winter began to approach, and that it was very rainy Weather, the 
King coofeeling himſelf not very well, he retired back again co the Town of O17; 
ruan,' Where he tarried three and twenty days and better, in which ſpace he niace »n 
endof fortifying it with Walls, and many broad and deep Dirches, ſo that having pur 
this Town into an eftate of being able ro defend ir ſelf againſt any Attempr, he un. 
barqued his Army in the three thouſand Veſſels which brought him thicher, and ſo re- 
turned cowards S:am, Nine days after he arrived at Oda, the chief City of his whole 
Kingdom, where for the moſt part be kept his Court, Ar his arrival the Inhabiran:s 
vave him a (tately Receprion, whereio chey beſtowed a world of money upon divers Irs 
ventions, hich were made againſt his entty. Now whereas curing the fix monethsot 
the Kings ;bſence, te Queen his Wife had committed Adultery with a Purveyor of he: 
houſe, named Vgquumcheriraa, and that at rhe Kings return ſhe fourd her ſeif gone 
four moneths with childe by him, the fear ſhe was in leſt it ſhould be diſcovered made 
her, for the ſaving of her ſelf from the danger chat threatned her, reſolve ro poiſon 
the King her Husband, as indeed, withour furcher delaying ber pernicious intention, ſhe 
gave him in a Meſs of Milk, which wiought that effeR, as be died of ic within five 
days after during which time he cook order by his Teſtament for the molt importance 
ok of his Kip?zdom, and diſcharged himielt of che obligation wherein he food in- 
oxged tO the Strangers which had lerved him in this War of Ch: ammay. In'this Teſta- 
ment, when as he came to make mention of us Portugals, he would neces have this 
| clauſe added thereunto, t t my intent that the ſixſcore Portugals, which have always [» 
| faithfully watched upon the Guard of my Perſon, (hall receive for a Recompence of ther 
good Services, half a years Tribute which the Queen of Guibem gives me z and that in my 
Cuſtem-houſes their Merchandiſe fhall pay no Cuſtom for the ſpace of 3 years : Moreover 
my intent is, that their Prieſts may throughout all the Towns of my Kingdom publiſh the 
| Law whereof they make profeſſion, namely, of a God made Man for the Tata jon of man- 
| kinde, as they have many times aſſured me. To theſe things he added many others luch 
like, which well deſerve co be reported here,though I paſs them over in ſilence, becauſe I 
hope to make a more ample mention of chem h-<zeafrer. Furchermore, he deiired all the 
Grandees of his Court which were preſent wich him, that they wouid give him the con- 
lolation before he died, to make his eldeit Son be declared King, which was inconti- 
nently execured. For which effe& after that all che Oyazs,Conchalis,and Montros,urhich 
are Sovereign Dignities over all che re of the Kingdom, had taken rhe Oath of Alle- 

geance £0 this young Prince, they ſhewed him out at a Window to all the People, who 

were ina great place below, and they ſer upon his head a rich Crown of Gold in che 

torm of a Micre, and put a Swordinto his right hand, and a pair of Balances in his lefr, 

a cuſtom which they always obſerve in ſuch a like ceremony: Then Oya Paſſulico, who 

was the higheſt in dignity in the Kingdom, falling on lis knees before the new King, 

ſaid unto him with rears in his eyes, and ſo loud that every one might hear him, Bleſſed 

childe,that in ſo tender an age doſt hold from the good influence of thy Star the happineſs to 

be choſen by Heaven there above for Governour of this Empire of Sornau zſee how God puts 

2 into thy hand by me who am thy Vaſſal,tsthe end thou maiſt take thy firſt Onth, whereby 

tho marſt proteſt to hold it wuth obedience to his divine will, as aſs to obſeyve juſtice e= 

qually to all the people without having any regard to perſons whether it be in chaſtiſing or re- 

comp-nſing the great or ſmall,the mighty or the humble, that ſo intime to come thou mai( 

not be reproached for not having accompliſhed that which thou haſt ſworn in this ſolemn att 1< 

on. For if it ſhall happen,that humare conſiderations ſhall make thee ſwerwe from that which 

fer thy juſtification thou art obliged to do before ſo juſt a Lord,thow ſhalt be greatly puniſh- 

ea for it in the profound pit of the houſe of ſmoke, the burning lake of inſupport able ſtench, 
where the wicked and damned how! continually with a ſadneſs of obſcure my ot in their en- 
trails. Andto the end thou maiſt oblige thy ſelf to the charge which thou takeſt upon thee, 
ſay now X:mxaimpom, which 5 as much as ro ſay, among ft ,} Amen. The Paſſilico h- 
ving fin ſhed hi: Speech,the young Prince ſaid weeping Xamxaimpmm;which ſo mightily 
moved all the Aflembly of the People, as there was nothing heard for a good while 
rogether, bur lighing and wailing. Artlength, after that this noiſe was app-aſed, th: 
P»//ilico proceeding on with his Diſcourſe in looking oa the young King ; This Sword, 
| {aid 
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ſaid he unto him, which thou holdeſt naked in thy hand, is given thee as a Scepter of Soves 
reign power upon earth for the ſubdxing of the rebellious , which is alſo to ſay that thou art 
tral obliged to be the ſupport of the feeble and poor , to the end that they which grow lofty 
with their power ymay not overthrow them with the puſfe of their pride, which the, Lord doth 
as much abhor ,as be doth the mouth of him that blaſphemerh againſt a little Infant mbich 
hath never find: eAnd that thou mayeſt in all things ſatusfie the fair enamelling of

CH AP. XLVIIL! | 
The lamentable death of the King of Siam, with certain illuſtrious and memor able 
things done by him during bs life ; and many other accidents that 
arrived in this Kingdom. 


Wi as the day and che night following had been (ſpent in the manner that I $8.1. 


have related, the nexc morning about etght of the clock the infortunate King 
yielded up the Ghoſt. in the preſence of the moſt pare of the Lords of his Kingdom, 
toe the which all the people made ſo great demonſtrations of mourning, as every 
where there was nothing bur wailing and weeping. Now foraſmuch as this Prince had 
lived in che reputation of being charicable co the poor, liberall in his benefics and re- 
compences, pirifull and gentle roward eyzry one, and aboye all incorrupt in doing of 
juſtice, and chaſtifing the wicked y his Subj:&s ſpake ſo amply thereof in their lamenratt- 
ons, asSif all that they ſaid of it was true ; we are to believe, that there was never a becr- 
ter King chen he, cicher amone(t theſe Pagans, or in all the Countries of the world. 
Howbar, whereas I cannot affure, that thole things which they zffirmed in their com- 
plaints were true, becauſe I did not ſee them, I will only infift upon thoſe which paſt 
concerning him, in the cime while(t I was trading in this Kingdom, whereof I will re- 
port chree or four amongſt many others,which I have ſeen him do,from the year 1540, 
untill x 545. The firſt was, that in the year 1540. Pedro de Faria, being Governour of 
Malaca,King Joavo or John,the third, of glorious memory, wrote him a Letter,whereby 
above all chings he recommended unto him his uſing all poſhble means for the redeeming 
of a certain Domingos de Seixat,who for the ſpace of three and twenty years had been a 
{lave in the Kingdom of Siam ; adding that the doing thereof would be very impor- 
cant for Gods ſervice and his, in regard he was informed, that from him, racher chen 
from any other,he mighc be certified of the great things which were recounted to him 
of this Kingdom ; and in caſe he could redeem this Chriſtian, that he ſhould ſend him 
incontinencly to Poy Garcia, the Vice-Roy of the India's, ro whom he had alſo writs 
ren, that he ſhould imbarque him in the ſhip which was co part thar year for vo return 
nto Portugal. Pedro de Faria ad no ſooner received this Letter, bur ſeeing with how 
much care che King his Maſter recommended this affair unto him,he ſent us wich his Ame 
baſſadour to S14m,one Franciſco de Caſtro,x noble &yery rich man,to the end he ſhould 
rreat about the ranſom of this Domingos de Serxas, and other (ixteen Portwgals, which 
were alſo ſlav:s there as well as he, According to this Commiſſion Fraxc:ſcs de Caſtro 
came to the City of Od:aa, whilett I was there, whzre he delivered his Lercer co che 
King of S;amz ; wio gave him a very good reception; and afc2r hz had read ic, and que+ 
ftioned him concerning many new and curious things , hz anſwered him preſencly,' 
which was a thing he did nor uſually do to any Ambaſſidour ; his anſwer contained this 
much, A for Domingos de S2ixas, whom the - aptain of Malaca ſends to ms for, _ 
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me that I ſhall ds the King of Portugal a gredt pleaſure in releaſing him , I do mo 
py Pars ant ms it ; as alſo : deliver all cheref that are with him, Wherevpon Prof 
ciſco de Caſtro,having had chis diſpatch from che King,gave him molt humble thanks for 
it, and proftrated himſelf chree ſeveral crimes before him, with his head bowed down 
co the ground, as the cuttome was co do unto this King, in regard he was more abſolute 
chen others. When as chen the ſeaſon permitred Franciſco de Caſtro to return to Males 
£4, the King ſenc co ferch Domingos de Seixas from the Town of Goutalex, where he 
was at that cime Generall of che Frontire,having under his charge thirty chouſand foor, 
five thouſand horſe, and eighteen rhouſand ducates penſion by the year ; With him al. 
ſo he cauſed to be broughc the other ſixceen Portugals, and configned them all into the 
hands of Franciſce de Caſtro, who gave him thanks again for the grace which he did 
him. A little after, when as D»misg0s de Serx as and his companions went to take their 
leave of this King, he cauſed a thouland curmes of filver to be given to them, which are 
in value ew=lye thouſand ducares of our money , and defired them to pardon him for 
oiying them ſolivtle. Another time, which was in the year a thouſand five hundred for. 
7 and five, Simano de CMH:1o being Captain of the ſame Forcreſs of Halaca, one Lnys 
CMontarroyo coming from China to go to Patana, it happened rhar the ſhip wherein 
he was, being beaten with a furious rempeR, was cift away in che Port of Charrr, ſome 
five leaguzs from Lygor, where alt his goods were feiz:d upon by the Xabardar of the 
Country, afcer that che Sea had ca(t him aſhore, aad wichall, tis tkm(ſelf was mate a pri- 
ſoner, together wich all che reſt which were ſaved, to the number of four and cwenty 
Portugals, and fifty boys, which made in all ſeventy and four perſons ; the goods too 
that were ſaved our of this Shipwrack,amounred art leaſt co fifreen thouſand ducates. Now 
the reaſon which the Xabandar alledged for this ſame was, that by the ancient cuſtom of 
the Kingdom all theſe goods belonged unto him ; whereof Lum de Montarroyo having 
advertiſed certain Portugals which were at that inſtant in the Ciry, they concluded a. 
moneſt themſelyes ro make an Od:aa, or preſenc, of ſome rich pieces, to the value of a 
thouſand ducates, and therewith to go unto the King, upon the day which was named 
of the white Elephant, that was ten dayes after, and on thz which, in regard it was a very 
ſolemn feaſt, this Prince was accuſtomed to do many graces to ſuch as were ſuirors ro 
bim for them. So on the ſolemnity of chis day, which chey call Omidayp:les, that is to 
ſay, the rejoycing of good men; all the Portugals, who were threeſcore and odd, placed 
themſelves in a certain paſſige of one of the three principall fireers, chrough which 
the King was to paſs with a great deal of pomp and Majeſty, and when as they ſaw 
the King come by, they proftraced ch:mſelyzs all upon the ground, as the inhabicancs of 
Siam uſe todo; and one of chem, being depured thereunto, recounted unto che King 
the whole buſineſs of Luis de Montarrojo, and his companions, jult as ic had paſt, be- 
ſeeching him he would do chem ſo much grace , as to command che releaſement of 
choſe poor priſoners, wichourt ſpeaking of che goods which th: Xabandar lnd ſeized 
upon , becauſe ir ſeemed not reaſonable unto them. B u ch2 King, who preſenrly un- 
derſtood their demand, was ſo moved with the tears which he ſaw ſome of them 
ſhed, as he cauſed the whice Elephant whereon h2 was mounted co ſtay ; then caſting 
his eye on the Portagals , and the Preſent char ſome of chem held ouc in their hands, 
Which he knew ch:y incended to offer unto him ;3 CMy friends,faid he unco him, 7 rake 
that for received which you would preſent me with, and do thank, you for 1t;but in ſo ſolemn 
a day 4s this 1s I dy not uſe to take any thing of any body ,but to give,& oblige every one with 
benefits,wherefore { deſire you for the love of your God,whoſe ras I am, and ever will beg 
to beſtow this Preſent upon ſuch of your company as are in mioft need of it ;, for you ſhall do 
far better in £.erning thereby the recompence of thi Alms , which you ſhall gipe,for his ſake, 
ther you could. get by all that which 1 ſoentd confer on you in acknowledgment of this Preſent, 
it being moſt certain that b:fore him 1 am but a pow worm of the earth, As for the priſoner! 
which you demind of me, it is my pleaſure to beſtow them as an Alms upon you, that ſo m all 
liberty they may return #210 Mulaca ; aud further,  conmand that alt the goods which they 
ſay have been takzn from them be reſtored to them again for things which are done for Gods 
ſakes ought to be accompliſhed with much more liberality then the need of the pror requires, 
eſpecially when they crave it with tears in their eyes, Hereupon the Portugals prottrated 
themſelyzs all b:forz him ; and ths n2x: day ths King- by his Lecrers Parents Pegs 
That 
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That within the terms of ten dayes the priſencrs ſhewld be brought to the Gity, together with 


all that which had been taken from them ;\which incontinencly was executed very ex4&@'y;. 


for there were reſtored unto chem all the goods Which had been ſaved our. of the Ship, 


amounting , as I have already ſaid, ro fifreen thouſand ducazes , which the —_—_— 


»2ve them, T'wo or three moneths after, in the ſame year one thouſand five 


forcy and five , it greatly importing chis King of Siam to go in perſon and repulſe the 


King of Tuparabos, whoon Paſſilicans ſide had invaded his Councry, andſacked ſome 
ofthe weakeſt places, with an intent to beſiege the Fottreſs of Xinax and Laxtor, 
whereon depended the whole ſafety of this State ; he reſolved to go againſt him in per- 
ſon. Wherefore he ſent certain Colonells over all the Kingdom to leavy ten, with an 
expreſs Commiſſon co return within twenty dayes wich their men of war to the Ciry 
of Oda, for it was his intention to ſer forth from thence abour chat time; Wirhall he 
enjoyned his Commanders, upon pain of a rigorous chaſti ſement, not to diſpenſe witch 
a man that could fight, from chis war , except it were ſuch as were any way impotent, 
and above threeſcore years of age z whereupon each of theſe Colonells was affigned the 
Province wherein hz ſhould make his levies ; It happened' then that one Quiay Rane 
diuag, a man of quality, and one that the King made oftentimes uſe of , had for his lot 
the frontier of Bl/anchaa, where the moſt parr of the Inhabicancs being yery rich, as well 
in money, as other wayes, gave themſelyes co the delights of the flz(h, and ſpent the 
molt parc of cheir time in feaſts, in ſports, and other ſuch like pleaſures of this life z ſo 
that when they ſaw that Qu1ay Randizaa Would compell them to go to this war, as he 
was enjoyned to do, they cook ic for too heavy a yoke, and too inſupportable a bur- 
then , and char did not well agree wich che manner of life which they were wont to 
lead, and therefore the richelt of the Country aflembled together, and reſolved to ger 
a diſpenſacion fron this voyage by the means of a grzat ſum of mon2:y which they 
made up among(t chemſelyes, and carcied co the Colonel. Now whereas there is no 
place where money is not powerful enough to overthrow all things, and from which 
a man can hardly defend himlelf ; the Col-n2! Raudinas ſuffered him(ielf ro be overcome 
with ſuch a maſle of coyn as theſe men preſented him with, and conſented that they 
ſhould not budge from their homes, In this ſort he was coniirained to take up in their 
Reads molt of the poor impotent and old men of the Country, without any regard had 
ro the Kings expreis InjunRion to the contrary, Bzing arrived with this goodly com- 
pany of Souidiers at the Ciry of Odaa, he was commanded to make a ſhew of them be- 
fore the King, as all che Colonels did of theirs ; as ſoon as this Prince calt his eye from 
2 windoy where he was, upon men fo wretched, old, and poorly clad , he cauſed on2 
file of them to come before im, then having asked of them how old they were, and 
why they preſented themſelves before him in ſo bad an equipage ; one among them 
ſpeaking for the reſt, recounted unto him the whole buſineſs as it had paſt; which pur 
the King into ſuch choler, that having preſently commanded Quiay Randiuaa to be 
brought before him, and reviled him publikely for his villany and baſene(s, he cauſed 
him to be bound hand and foot, and having given order for the melting of five Twrmes 
of filver, he made it to be powred into his mouth in his preſence, whereof he died in- 
fantly. Whereupon beholding him lie dead before him ; f :t be ſo, ſaidhe unto him, 
that there needed but frue Turmes of ſilver to kill thee, how could*ft thou imagine that the 
threeſcore thouſand ducates which thou tookeſt of the cowards of Banchaa for to diſpenſe 
with them from the war, (hould uot be capable of ſending thee into the other world ? God for- 
give thee thy avarice,& me the lutle puniſhment I have inflift:d on thee for the ſame. After 
chis, he fent preſently co ſearch his houſe, where the five thouſand Twrmes he had taken 
were found, which were immediately brought co the King , who cauſed this money to 
be diſtributed in his preſence co thoſe old and impotent poor wretches which Raudinaa 
had broughe chither, being in number aboye three thouſand ; thar done, be ſent them 
home to their houſes, willing them to pray unto God for him; As for thoſe efteminate 
' men, who to be exempted trom going to the war, had giy2n che five chouſand Twrmes 
tothe Colonel, he commanded them to be attired like women, and ſo baniſhed them 
into anI{lind call:d PwulboCaton ; wherewith yer not contented, he confiſcated all cheir 
eltates, which he ordered ſhould be beſtowed on ſuch as behaved themſelves beſt in che 
war, And not long afcer, obſerving that one of the hundred and threeſcore gs, 
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which went along with him in this expedition, hung back in a cercain atrempr, which 
che reſt of his fellows went upon, where they carried themſelyes ſo valiancly, and with 
ſuch courage, as they regained the principall Fort which the enemy had taken in the 
Town of Laxtor, he commanded him to return to S:am, ſeeing he was nor like his 0s 
ther companions, and that as long as he continued there he ſhould neither offer to go 
out of the houſe where he was, nor take upon him the name of a Portugal, on pain of 
having his beard ſhayen off, and uſed like choſe of Baxchaaz lince he was as cowardly as 
they ; whereas,contrarily,co all the reſt of the Portagals he ſenc treble pay, and exemp- 
red them from all duries that were'to be paid for their Merchandize ; as allo gave them 
power to build Churches in any part of his Kingdom, for the adoring of the name of 


. the God of the Portugals. By theſe and many other examples which I could produce

here, ic is manifeſt how great and commendable che inclinacions of this Priace were, 
who notwithſtanding that he was a Gentz/e, was of a wonderfull good nature, arid ex- 
ceedingly addifed to yertuous ations; | 

Ic is not to be believed with what infinite ſorrow, both all the great Lords, and pe: 
nerally all the Subje&s of this Kingdom,bewailed the death of their good King z 
at length an Aﬀembly was made of all the Prieſts of this Cicy, who as ic was ſaid, were 
twenty thouſand in number; by whoſe direRion the principall perſons of the Kingdom 
concluded npon the funerall pomp, and ceremonies which were to be uſed thereabour, 
according to the cuſtom of the Country : whereupon a mighty great pile was forth- 
wich ere&ted, made of Sandal, Aloes,Calembaza, and B:njamin ; on che which che body 
of the deceaſed King being laid, fire was put to it, with a ftrange ceremony : during all 
che cime that the body was a burning, the people did nothing bur wall and lament be- 
yond all expreſſion ; bur in the end, ic being conſumed to aſhes, they put them into a fil- 
ver ſhrine,which chey imbarqued in a Laxlea very richly equipped,that was accompanied 
wich forty Seroos full of Talagrepos, which are the higheſt dignicy of their Gentile 
Prieſts, and a great number of ocher Veſſells, wherein there was a world of people : af- 
cer them followed an hundred ſmall barques 1aden wich divers figures of Idols, under 
the forms of Adders, Lizards, Tygers, Lions, Toads, Serpents,Bats,Geeſe,Bucks, Dog 
Elephants, Cars, Vultures, Kites, Crows, and other ſuch like creatures, whoſe figures 
were ſo well repreſented to rie life, as they ſeemed to be living, In another very great 
Ship was the King of all theſe Idols , which they called, The g/uttonous Serpent of the 
profound pit of the houſe of ſmoak, This Idol had the figure of a monſtrous Adder,was as 
big about as an hogſhead,and writhed into nine circles;ſo that when as it was extended, 
ir was above an hundred ſpans long zit had the neck Randing upright , and our of the 
eyes, throat, and breaſt, iſſued flames cf artificiall fire , which rendred this monſter ſo 
dreadfull and furious, as all that beheld it crembled for fear, Now upon a Theatre three 
fachom high, and richly gilc, was a very beauriful little boy,abour four or fivz years old, 
covered alt oyer with pearls, and chains, and bracel2cs of precious ones, having wings, 
and a buſh of hair of finz gold, much after the manner as we uſe co paint Angels. This 
child had a rich Curtelas in his hand ; by which invzntion theſe Pagans would give to 
underſtand, That it was an Angel of heaven ſent from God toimpriſen all thoſe many De- 
vils, to the end they ſhould not frat away the Kings ſoul, before it (hould arrive at the place 
of reft, which was prepared for it there above in glory, for a recompence of the good works 
which he had done below in the world.In this order all theſe Veſlells gor to land at a' Pa- 
gode, called Ouiay Powtor, Where after that the flyer ſhrine, in which che Kings aſhes 
were, was placed, and the little boy taken from thence, fire was put to all that infinite 
number of Idolls, juſt in the manner as they ſtood in the Barques ; and this was accom» 
panied wich ſo horrible a din of cries, great Ordnance, Harquebuſes, Drums, Bells, Core 
nets, and other different kinds of noylſe, as it was impoſſible to hear ir without trem- 
bling. Fhis ceremony lafted not aboy2 an hour ; for whereas all theſe figures w2re made 
of combuliible Ruffe, and the Veſlells filled with pitch and rozen, ſo dreadfull a flame 
enſued preſently thereupon, as one might well haye ſaid that ic was a very pourtraiture 
of hell, ſo that in an inſtanc the Veſlells, and all that were in them were ſeen to be re- 


duced to nothing. When as this, and many other very lively inventions, which had coſt 


a great deal of money, were finiſhed, all che inbabicants, which were come thronging 


thicher, and whereof the number ſeemed to be infinice, retired back to their _— 
where 
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where they remained with their doors and windows ſhur, nor one appeating in the 


ceers for the ſpace of ten dayes, during which cime all places were unfrequented, and 
noac were ſeen fiirring but ſome poor people,who in the night went up and down beg- | 


ginz with range lamencations, Ac the end of the ten dayes wherein they'had ſhur 
themſelves up ſo,they opened their doors and windows,and their Pagodes,or Temples, 
wers adorned with many Enſigns of rejoycing,together with a world of hangipgs,tian- 
dards, and banners of filk, Hereupon there went chrough all the fireers certain men on 
horſeback, apparelled in whice Damask , who ar the ſound of very harmonious inliru- 
ments, cryed aloud with tears in their eyes, Ye ſad inhabitants of this Kingdoms of Siam, 
hearken, hearken to that which is made known to you from God, and with humble and pure 
hearts praiſe ye all bis holy name, for the effetts of bus divine juſtice are great ; withall lay- 
ing a mourning , cone forth of your abodes wherein Jon are ſhut up, and ſing the 
praiſes of the _ of your God, fince he hath been pleaſed to gre you a new King, who 
fears hins, and is 4 friend of the poor. This Proclamacion being made , all the Aﬀfancs, 
with their faces proſiraced on the ground, and their hands lifted up, as people that ren» 
dred chanks co God, aniwered aloud weeping ; #e make the Angells of heaven our eAt- 
torneys , to the end they may continually praiſe the Lord for a. After chus, all che inbabi- 
tzncs of the City coming our of their houſes, and thinking of nothing but dancing and 
r:joycing, went to the Temple of Quzay Fanarel, that is to ſay, the god of the joyful, 
where they offered ſweet perfumes, and the pooreſt ſort, fruits, pullen, and rice, for the 
entertainment of the Prieſts, The ſame day che new King ſhewed himſelf over all the 
City with a greac deal of pomp and Majelty, in regard whereof the people made great 
demonſtrations of joy and gladneſs. And foraſmuch as the King was but nine years 
ol, 1t was ordained by the four and twenty Bracalons of the Goyeroment, that the 
Queen his mother ſhould bethe Prote&reſs or Regent of him, and that ſhe ſhould bear 
rule over all the Officers of the Crown, Things palt thus for the ſpace of tour monerths 
21 2n half, during the which there was no manner of diſorder, bur all was peaceable 
inthe Kingdom - howbeir, at ch: end of thac time, the Queen coming to be delivered of 
2 Son which ſhe had hgd by her Purveyor, being diſpleaſed with the bad report char 
went of her, ſhe reſolved wich her ſelf ro atisfie her defire , which was to marry with 
the Father of chis nzw Son; for chat ſhe was deſperately in love wich him # And further, 
ſhe wickedly encerpriſed co make away the nw King, her lawfall child, to the end rhar 
by this means the Crown mighe paſs to the baſtard by right of inhericance. Now to 
execute this horrible deſign of hers, (hz made ſhew that the exceſs of her afeAion to 
che young King her Son kept her always in fear, leſt ſome attempt ſhould be made up- 
on his life ; ſo that one day having cauſed all che Councell of che State to be atlembled, 
ſhz repreſented unto them,that haying bur clus orlly pearl enchaced in her heart, ſhe de- 
lixed ro keep it from being plucked from thence by ſome diſaſter; for which eff-& ſhe 
thought it requifite,as well to ſecure her from her apprehenſions,as to prevent the great 
miſchiefs which careleſsneſs is wont to bring in ſuch like cafes, thar there ſhould be a 
guard ſet about the Palace, and the perſon of the King. This affair was immediately de- 
bared in the Councell, and accorded to the Queen, in regard the matter ſeemed good 
of it ſelf, The Qu£en ſeeing then thar her deſign bad ſucceeded fo well, cook inftantly 
for the guard of the Palace, and the perſon of her Son, ſuch as ſhe judged were proper 
for ihe executing of her damnable enterpriſe, andin whom ſhe moſt confided. She or- 
dained a guard then of two thouſand foot, and five hundred horſe, befides the ordinary 
guard of her houſe, which were fix hundred Cauchins and Lequios,and cherzof ſhe made 
{ Captain one called Tilewbacme, the cozem of the ſame Purveyor, by whom ſhe had had a 
child, ro the end that by this mans fayour ſhe mighc diſpoſe of things as ſhe pleaſed, 
and che more eaſily bring co paſs her perpicious deſign. Whereupon relying on the 
vreat forces which ſhe had already on her party,ſhe began to r:venge her (elf upon ſome 
of che great ones of the Kingdom, becaule ſhe knew they deſpiſed her , and held her 
not in that efteem ſhe defired, The exo firſt whom ſhe cauſed to be laid hands on were 
wo Deputies of the Government, making uſe of this pretext, that they held ſecret in- 
tel.igence With the King of Chiammay, and were cogive him an entry into the King® 
dom thorough their lands z ſo that under colour.of juſtice ſhe cauſed them to be bork 
*xecured, and confiſcated their eſtates, whereof ſhe gaye the one to her Fayourite, _ 
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che ocher to a brocher-in-law of his, who (ic was ſaid ) had been a Smith : Bur in regard 
chis execution had been done precipitiouſly, and Wichour any proof, the greateſt part of 
che Lords of che Kingdom murmuted again(t the Queen for it, repreſenting unto her the 
merit of them whom ſhe had put to death, the ſervices chey had rendred co the Crown, 
the quality of che perſons, and the nobilicy and antiquity. of cheir extraRione, as being 
of the blood royall,and lincally deſcended from rhe Kings of Szam ; howbeir,ſhe made 
no reckoning thereof, bur contrarily a lictle afeer making ſhew as if ſhe had not been 
well, ſhe in a full Council! renounced her regency,and conferred-it on Vquumcheniraa, 
her Favouricezto the end thar by chis means. bearing rule over all others,ne might diſpoſe 
of the affairs of the Kingdom ac his pleaſure, and give the mott important charges there- 
of to ſuch as.yould be of his party, which he-choughr co be the moſt aflured way for him 
co uſurp this Crown, and make himſelf abſolute Lord of che Empice of Sornan, where, 
of the reyenue was twelye millions of gold, betides orher- comings- in , which a- 
mounted to as much more. With all theſe inventions this Queen-uſed (o 2reat diligence 
for the contenting of che defire which ſhe had co raiſe her Favourice to the Royalty, ro 
marry her ſelf co him, and to make the iilegitmarce Son,” which ſhe had had by him, ſuc. 
cefſor of the Crown, as within the ſpace of eight monerhe, fortune favouring her de. 
ſignes, and hoping more fully co execute her wicked plor, ſhe cauſed moſt of the great 
m£n of the Kingdom to be put to death, and confiſcaczd all their lands, goods and trea- 
ſures, which ſhe diftriduced amongit ſuch of her creatures as ſhe daily drew to her par- 
ty. Now foraſmuchas the young King her Son ſeryed for the principall obRacle to her 
intencions,this young Prince could not eſcape her abominable fury,for ſhe her felf poy- 
ſoned him ev2n as ſhe had poyſoned che King his facher. That done, ſhe married with 
Uquumcheniraa, who had been one of the Puryeyors of her houſe,and cauſed him to be 
crowned King in the City of Od:aa, the eleventh of November in the year one thouſand 
hve hundred forcy five. But whereas Heaven never leay-s wicked ations unpuniſhed, 
che year after, one thouſand five hundred forty and fix, and on the fhifreench day of 7a 
»uarygahey were both of them ſlain by Oyea Paſſilico, and the King of Cambaya, at a ce:- 
rain banquet which theſe Princes made 1n a Temple, chat was called Qu:ay Figras, thit 
IsCO ſay , the god of the atoms of the Sun , whoſe ſolemnity was that day celebrated : So 
chat, as well by the deach of cheſe rwo perſons, as of all the teſt of their party, whom 
theſe Princes alſo killed with them, all chings b:came very p2aceable, wichout any fur- 
ther prejudice to the people of the Kingdom ; only it is true, that it was deſpoyled of 
the moſt part of the Nobility,which formerly it had, by the wicked inyentions, and per- 
nicious practices, whereof I have ſpoken before. 


CHAP. LXIX. 
The Kiug of Bramas's enterprizs wpon the Kingdom of Siam;and that which paſt untill bis 
arrival at the City of Odia ; with his beſieging of it, and all that enſued thereupon. 


He Empire of $:an remaining withour a lawfull Succeſior, thoſe two great Lords 

of the Kingdom,namely, Oyaa Paſſilico, and the King of Cambaya, together with 
for or five more of the eruſtieſt chat were lefr, and which had been confederate wich 
chem, though fic ro chuſe for King a certain religious man , named Pretrem, in regard 
he was the nacurall brother of the deceaſed Prince, husband to thar wicked Q 1een of 
homT have ſpoken ; whereupon this religious man , who was Talagrepo of a Pagode, 
called Quiay Mitran, from whence he hid not bugg'd for the ſpace of thitty y2atrs,was 
che day atcer drawn forth of ic by Oyaa Paſſilico, who brought him on the ſey2areench 
day of Januery into th: City of Odzas, where on the nineteenth he was crowned King 
with a ney kind of ceremony, and a world of magniticence, which ( to avoid prolixity ) 
I will not make mention of here, having formerly created of ſuch like things, Wictu4ll 
paſſing by all chae further arcived in this Kingdom of S:am, I will content my felt wit" 
reporting ſuch things as I imagine will be moſt agreeable to the curious. It happened 
chen that the King of Bramas, who at that time reigned tyrannically in Pegu,being a4- 
vertiſed of the deplorable eftate whereinto the Empire of Sornas was reduced , and 0: 
the death of the greateſt Lords of the Connery, as alſo chat the new King of this Monir- 
chy was a religious man , who had no knowledge either cf arms or war, and withall © 
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zrowardly diſpofition,a tyrant,and ill beloved of his SubjeRs, he fell to conſulr there- 
upon with his Lords in the Town of Anaplex , whete at that time be kepr bis Court. 
Deſiring their advice then upon ſo imporranr an enterprize, they all of them told him, 
chat by no means he ſhould defiſt from ic , in regard this Kingdom was one of the beſt 
of the world, as well in riches, as in abundance of all taings ; thereunto they added, that 
che ſeaſon which was then ſo favourable for him, promiled it to him ar ſo good a rate, 
as it was likely it would nor coſt him aboye che revenue of one only year, what expence 
ſoever he ſhould make of his trealure ; beſides, if he chinced to ger ir, he ſhould remain 
Monarch of all the Emperours of the world , and therewirhall be ſhould be honovred 
wirh che ſovereign title of Lord of the white Elephant 4 by which means the ſeventeen 
Kings of Capimper, who made profeſſion of his Law, mutt of necefſi” y render him 6be- 
dience, They cold him moreover, that having made ſo great a conqueſt, he might, tho« 
rough the ſame Terricories,and with the ſuccour of ch: Princes his Allies,paſs into Chz- 
»a, where was the great Ciry of Peg#in, the incomparable pearl of alt the world ; and 
againlt which the great Cham of Tartaria, the Siamn, and the Calaminhan; had 
brought ſuch prodigious Armies inro the field, The King of Bramas, having heard all 
theſe reaſons, and many others which his great Lords alledged unto himwherein his in- 
tereft was eſpecially concerned, which alwayes works powerfully on ey:ry man , Was 

ſwaded by them, and reſolved co undertake this enterpriſe, For this effe& he went 
direly to Hartabano, where in leſs then rwo monechs and an half, he raiſed an Army 
of eight hundred thouſand men, wherein there were an hundred thouſand (rangers ; 
and among|t them a thouſand Portygals, which were comminded b Diego Suarez, d* 
Albergaria,called Galego by way of nick-name. This Diego Suerez, departed out of the 
Kingdom of Por:agal in the year one thouſand five hundred thirty and: eight, and 
went into the Iyd:as with the Fleer of the Vice-Roy , Don Garcia de Noronba, in a 
Junck, whereof Joan de Sepulveda,of the Town of Ewora, was Captain z Hur in the time 
of which 1 ſpeak,namely, in the year one thouſand five hundred forty and eight, he had 
of the King of Bramas two hundred thouſand ducates a year , with the cicle of his 
brother, and Governour of the Kingdom of Pegs. The King departed then from the 
Town of CIfartabano the Sunday after Eaſter , being the ſeventh of eApri/ 1548. 
His Army, as I have already ſaid, was eight hundred thouſand men ; whereof only forty 
thouſand were horſe, and all the reſt toor, rhreeſcore thouſand of them being Harque= 
buziers ; there were moteover five thouſand warlike Elephants , with whom they fighc 
in thoſe Countries,and alſo a world of baggage,toger her with a thouſand pieces of Can- 
non,which were drawn by a thouſ:nd couple of Buffles and Rhinocerots ; withall,there 
was a like number of yokes of Oxen for the catriage of the victualls, Having taken the 
field then wich cheſe forces, he cauſed his Army to march fill on,untill at length he en- 
ered into the Tertiories of the King of $:a99, where after five days he came to a For. 
treſs called Tapwres, containing ſome two rhouſand fites, commanded by a certain Xfo- 
gor, a valiant man, and well verſt in matters of war. The King of Bramaa having inve- 
fted ir, gave three afſanlcs roic in the open day, and laboured to ſcale it with a world of 
ladders which be had cauſed co be brought thither for that purpoſe ; bur nor being able 
ro carry it, in tegard of the great reliftance of them wirhin, he rerreared for that time. 
Bur having by the counſel of Diege Saarez; who was Generall of the Camp, and by 
whom he was wholly governed, cauſed forty great pieces of Ordnance, whereof the 
moſt of them-ſhor bullers of iron, to be planted againſt ic, he fell ro batcering ic with 
ſo much fury, as having made a breachin the wall twelve fachom wide, he affaulced ic 
with ten thouſand (irangers, Tarks, Abyſſins, Moors, Malauares, Achems, Jaaos, and 
Malajos ; whereupon enſued ſo'terrible a conflit berween the one and the other, that 
in leſs then half an hour, the befieged, which were fix thouſand Siamites, were all cut 
in pieces, fot not ſo much as one of them would rendet himſelf, As for the King of 
Bramaa,he loſt above three thouſand of his men,whereat he was ſo inraged,as that co be 
revenged for this loſs he cauſed all the women to be put to the ſword, which no doubt 
was a (irange kind of ctuelty ; After this execution, he drew dire&ly rowards the 
Town of Sacoray, which was nine leagu:s beyond, defiring ro make himſelf Maſter of 
thar, as well as of the other. He arriyed in the fight of this Town on Saturday abour 
Sun-ſer, and incamped all along the river of Lebra», which is one of the three thar on 
Ou 
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 _ outofthe Lake of Chiammay, whereof I have formerly mide mention, wich a deſign 
co march thorough it dire&ly ro Odras, rh: Capical Ciry of che Empire of Sorxas; for 
he had already bzen adyzreiſed chat chz King was thzre in pzrſon, and that he was ma- 
king preparation to fight wich him in che field ; hz no ſo2nzr reczivzd this advice , bur 
his Lords counſelled him to mak2 a9 txrrying tn any om as well chat he might nor 
loſe time, as that hz might k2ep hinſelf from inſenhfibly conſuming his forces, 1n lying 
before places which he przcend:d co tak2, thit were ſo well fortifi2d as they would 
coſt him dear if hz amuſed himſelf about chzm; fo chat at his arrivall at Odias be 
would find th: moſt parc of his men wanting, and his vi&ualls quite ſpent, The Ki 
having approved of this advice cauſed his Army co march away che next day thor 
woods that were cut d>wa by chreeſcore chouſand Pionzrs, whom he had ſent before 
to plane the paſſages and wayesz which wich much ado they performed. When he was 
com to a place, called Tila,whici is b2fidzs J#ncalan, on the South-Eult Coaſt, neer 
to the Kingdom of Quedea, an hundred and forty leagues from Malaca, he took 
guides char were yery w-ll acquainted with: the way, by whoſe means in nine days jour. 
ney he arrived in the Gight of Od:as , where he picched his Camp , which he invironed 
with trenches and Rrong Palliſadoes. | TT 
» During the ficlt five days thic che King of Bramas had been before the City of Odra, 
hz had b:Roved labour and pains enough, as well in making of trenches and Palliſa. 
daes,as in providing all things neceſſuy for this fieg2;in all which time the behieged ne- 
y2r offered to ir, whereof Diego Suarez, th: Mirſhall of che Cimo being aware, as 
alſo of th little reckoning w.\ich the Siamires made of ſo great a power as was there 
aſſembled, and not knowing whereunco he ſhould attribute che cauſe of ir, he reſolved 
co execute th2 deſign for which hz camgz to which effe&, of che moſt part of che men 
which he had under his command, he made two ſeparated Squadrons , in each of which 
there were fix Battalions of (ix thouſand a piece. After this manner he marched in bat- 
cell artay, at the ſound of many inliruments , rowards the rwo poynts which the City 
made on the South fide, bzcauſe che entrance there ſeemed more facite ro him then any 
other wh2re, So upon the nin2ceenth day of J«»,in che year on: chouſand five hundred 
forty and eight, an hour before dy, all cheſe men of-war , having ſet up above a thou. 
ſand ladders againlt the walls, end2ayoured to mount up on them z' but che beſieged op- 
poſed chem fo yaliantly, that in leſs then half an hour there remain2d dead on he place 
aboy2 ten chouſand on eith2r part, In the mean cime che King,who incouraged his ſoul- 
diers, ſeeing the ill ſucceſs of this fight , commend: theſe to recreat , and then made 
the wall to be aſſulced afreſh, making uſz for chat eff2& of fiv2 thouſand Elephants of 
war Which he had broughc chicher , and divided into twenty troops, of rwo hundred 
and fifry apiece, upon whon there were twenty thouſand 3forhs and Chalexs, choice 
men, and that had double pay. The wall then was affaulred by the forces with (0 
terrible an imperuofiry , as I want words co expreſs ic, For whereas all the Elepbants 
cartied wooden Caſtles on thir backs, from whence they ſhot with Muskets, braſs Cul- 
verins,& a great number of Harquebuſes a crock,each of them ten or twelve ſpans long, 
theſe guns mad: ſuch an hayock of che beſieged , char in leſs then a quarter of an hour 
che moſt of them were beaten down ; the Elephants wichall ſetting their tranks co the 
rarget fences, which ſeryed as battlements, and wherewich they wichin defended them- 
ſelyes, tore them do-vn in ſuch ſorr,as not one of them remained encire ; ſo that by this 
means the wail was abandoned of all defence, no man daring to ſhew himſelf above. 1a 
this ſort was the entry into the Cicy very eaft2 ro th Aſſailants,who being inviced by ſo 
good ſucceſs to make theic profit of ſo favourable an occaſion, ſer up cheir ladders #- 
gin Which they had quirred, and mounting up by them to the top of che wall, with 2 
world of cries and acclamations, they planted chereon, in lign of yitory,a nuniderof 
Banners an Enſigns, Now becauſe the Twrks delired to have therein a better ſhare chen 
the reſt, they beſought the King to do them ſo much favour as to give them che vant- 
guard, which the King ealily granted them, and char by thz counſell of Diego Suarez, 
who defired nothing more then to ſee their number leflzned, always gav2 chem che moſi 
dangerous inployments. Thzy in the mzan time excraordinarily contented, and p 
co ſee themſelyes preferred before ſo many other Nations as were in the Camp,reſolyed 
rocome off with honour from chis ſervice which they had undertaken, For which pur 


pole

poſe having formed a Squadron of rwelye hundred men, wherein ſome «Abyſſins and 
Tanizaries were compriſed, they mounted with great Cries by choſe Ladders up to the 
cop of the Wall, which,as I have declaredwas at that cime in the power of the King of 
Bramaa's people. Theſe Twrks then, whither more raſh,or more infortunate then the 
reſt, ſliding down by a Pane of the Wall, deſcended through a Bulwark into a place 
which was belo:y, wichan incent to open a Gate, and give an entrance unto the King, 
co the end they mighe rightly boaſt, that they all alone had delivered co him the capi- 
cal City of che Kingdom of S;am, and ſo might gain the recompence which they 
might well expe for ſo bray2 an Action; for the King had before promiſed to give un- 
rowhomſoever ſhould deliver up the City unco him,a thouſand Bifſes of Gold,which in 
value are five hundred thouſandDucates of our money. Theſe Tarks being gotten down, 
as I have ſaid, labcured co break opena Gare with two Rams which they had broughc 
with chem for chat purpoſe;bur as they were occupied abour ir,upon a confidence that 
they alone ſhould gain the chouſand Biſfſes of Gold, which che King had promiſed to 
whomſoever ſhould open him the Gares,they ſaw themſeclyes ſuddenly charged by chree 
chouſand Jaos,all reſolute Souldiers,who fell upon chem with ſuch fury,as in lictle more 
then a quarter of an hour there was not ſo much as one Tyrk left alive in the place, 
wherewich not contented, they mounted up immediately co the rop of the Wall with a 
wonderfu.l courage, and ſo fleſhr as they were, and covered over with the bloud of the 
Twrks, whom they had newly cut in pieces, they ſet upon the Bramax*s men which 
they found there, and fought with chem ſo yaliancly, that chey durſt not make head a+ 
gaink rhem, ſo that moſt of them were there ſkin, and the reſt cumbled down over the 
Wall, The King of Bramas redoubling his courage more then beſore, would not for 
all char give over this Aﬀaulr, bur contrarily reſolyed to undertake it anew; ſo as imagi- 
ning thac thoſe Elephants alone would be able to give bim an entry into the City, 
he cauſed them once again to approach unto the Wall. Ar the noiſe bereof, Oyaa Paſ- 
filico, Crptain General of the Ciry,ran in all haſte tothis part of the Wall, accompanis 
ed with fifteen thouſand men,whereof the moſt part were Luzons, Bornees, and Chan 
pas's, with ſome Menancabo's among, and cauſed the Gate to be preſently opened, 
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chrough which the Bramaa pretended to enter,and then ſent him word,that whereas he 


was glyen to underſtand how his Highneſs had promiſed to give a thouſand Biſles of 
Gold co whomſoever ſhould open him the Gates,that ſo he might thereby enter intothe 
City, be had now performed it, ſo that he might enter if he would, ided that like 
a great King as he was, he would make good his word, and ſend him the thouſand Biſles 
of Gold, which he ſtayed there to receive. The King of Byamaa having received this 
jear, would nor youchſafe to give an anſwer, thereby tro ſhew his contempr of Oyad 
Paſſilico ; but inſtantly be commanded the City to be affaulced, which was preſencl 

execured with a great deal of fury ; for the fight began ſo terrible, as it was a dreadfull 
thing to behold, the rather for that the violence of it laſted aboye three whole hours, 
during the which time the Gate was twice forced open, and twice the Affailants got an 
entrance intothe City, which the King of Sam no ſooner perceived, and chat all was 
in danger to be loſt, but he ran ſpeedily co oppoſe them with his followers, which 
were abour thirty thouſand in number, and the beſt Souldiers that were In all the City : 
whereupon the Confli grew much hotter then before, and continued half an hour and 
berter, during the which I do not know what paſt, nor can ſay any ocher ching, ſave 
that we ſaw fireams of bloud running every where, and the Air all of a light fire z chere 
was alio on either part. ſuch a tumult and noiſe, as one would haye ſaid che Earth had 
been toctering; for it was a molt dreadfull ching to hegr the diſcord and jarring of thoſe 
barbarous Intiruments, as Bells, Drums, and Trumpets, incermipgled with che noiſe of 
the great Ordnance and ſmaller ſhor, and the dreadfull yelling of fix thouſand Ele- 
phancs,whence enſued ſo great a terrour, that it took from them chat heard ic both con- 
rage and ſenſe; withall, that place at the City gate, whereof the Bramas had teen Ma- 
fer, was all covered over with bodies drowned in bloud, a ſpeRacle io horrible, that 
the very ſight of it put us almoſt befides our ſelves. Diego Suarez then, ſeeing their For- 
ces quite repulſed out of the City,the moſt part of the Elephants hurc, and che reſt ſo 


ſcared with the noiſe of the great — as it was impoſſible ro make them return 
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untO the Wall ; as alſo that the beſt of choſe that had fought at the Gate were ſlain, 
2nd Char the Suri was almoſt down, came to the King, and counſelled him to ſound 
a Retreat, whereunto the King yielded, though much againft his will, becauſe he 
o5ferved, thar both he and the moſt part of the Portugals were wounded , but 
it was with a purpoſe to return to the ſame Enterpiſe again the next mornipg. 


The King being retired to his quarter, found himſelf wounded with che ſhot of an 
Arrow which he received in that days Confli, and which be felr nor untill chen, by rea« 
on Of the bear of the Fight. This Accident hindred che executing of the Reſolution be 
had taken co'give another Aſſault to the City the next day ; for he was conlirained to 
keep his bed twelve days cogether ; bur at ſeventeen days end, when he was fully cured 
of his hurt h2 undercook again the proſecution of his Deſign, and toeff:& that which 
he had ſo reſolved upon, namely, nor to raiſe the Siege from before the Ciry uncill he 
had made himſelf Maſter of ir, thongh ic colt him boch his Life and his whole Scate. He 
vaye th:n a ſecond Aſſault unto the Ci:y, which proved like unto the former, for he loſt 
a world of men in it, ſo that he was forced to retreat ; bur his wilfulneſs was ſuch, as 
nothing daunted with the great ſlaughter of his men, he gave five Afſtules more co ic in 
the opzn day, wherein he made uſe of many watlike tratagems, which a Greek Enginier 
daily invented for him ; but whatſoever he could do, he was always fain:o retire with 
loſs, whereat he was greatly troubled. In the mean time, whereas the Siege of this City 
hid already endured four moneths and an half, he commanded a general Muſter of his 
Souldicrs ro be made, and he found that an hundred and forty thouſand of them were 
wanting. Whereupon ſecing to what eſtate he was reduced, for che putti”g of an end 
ro the buſineſs, he reſolved to aſſault the City again with another new Invention, and 
this Afault was the eighth he had alrcady given co ic, during the Siege, which he enter- 
priſed by the Council of War, and that under the fayour of the night ; for =7/ alledg- 
ed unto him, that Darkneſs would make the Afſaulc leſs dangerous, and the icaling of 
the Walls more facile, This reſolution taken, he inſtantly commanded all preparations 


neceſſary for this Deſign to be made, ſo that in ſeventeen days they built up fix and 


twenty Caltles of Rrong pieces of Timber, whereof each one was ſet upon fix and twen- 
ty Wheels of Iron, which facilitated the motion of ſo great a frame, Ey:ry Caſtle was 
fifty foor hrozd, threeſcore and five long, and five and twenty high, andall of them 
were re-inforced with double Beams, covered over with Sheets of Lead: Moreoyer 
each of them was full of Wood, and had faſtened ro them before great Iron Chains, 
and rhar were very long in regard of the Fire. Things thus prepared, on Fr:day abour 
midrishr, being very dark and rainy, the King of Bramas cauſed three times one after 
another all the great Ordnance of che Camp to be diſcharged, which, as I remember, I 
have already ſaid, conſiſted of an hundred and threeſcore great Pieces, whereof the molt 
part ſhot Tron Bullers, befides a many of Falconers, Baſes, and Muskets, to the number 
of fifteen hundred; ſo that from all cheſe Guns ſhot off cogether three times one after 
2norher, proceeded ſo horrible and dreadfull a noiſe, as I cannot chink that any where 
but in Hell the like could be ; for on whatſoey:r che imagination can be fixc, it cannor. 
meer'with any thing chat may be rightly compared thereunto, Ar this time, it was noc 
onely the great Pieces of Ordnance, whereof I have ſpoken before, and the ſmall 
ones too, hich were ſhor off, bur the like was done by all the Guns which were both 
wichin'the City, and without the Camp, of whar bigneſs foever they were, being 
at leaſt an hundred thouſand in all; for whereas there wer:, as I have alreavy aid, 
chreeſcore thouſand Harquebuſiers in the King of Bramas's Army, there were thir- 
ty chouſand alſo in the City, befides ſeven or eigiix thouſand Falconers and Baſes ; ſo 
that to hear all theſe ſhot off continnally for the ſpace of three hours together, and 
1ntermingled wich thunder, lighening, and che cempeſt of the nighe, was, to ſay the 
rfurb, a thing which was never ſeen, read of, or imagined, and ſuch indeed as pur every 
one almoſt belides himſelf z for ſome fell at on the ground, ſome crept behince Wal's, 
and others got inco Walls, During the greateſt violence of this horrible and furious 
Tempe, they ſer fire on the fix and ewen'y Caſtles which chey had before brough: cloſe 
fo the Walls, ſo that ty the force of the Winde, which was at that rime very great, = 
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by the means of barr21s of pitch that had been pur intothem,they fell a flaming in ſuch 
2 (trange manner,as there was anew co b2 ſeen ſo dreadful a picture of hell (for ic is the 
onely name that can be given it, becauſe there is nothing upon earth that my rightly 
be reſemb!ed unto it) char 1f evzn thoſe which were wichour crembled ar it, I I-ave you 
to think wich how 1:uch more reaſon were they to fear it whom neceffity conttrainzd 
:0 abide the violence of it. Hereupon began a molt bloody conflict on eicher parcgthey 
zvichour falling to ſcale the walls, and the bzfzged, who cook no leſs care for all things 
then they, valiancly to defemd ch2mſelvzs, ſo that no adyantage was to be found on e1- 
ther (id2 , bur racher both of chem were in a condition to be utrerly defiroyed ; for 
whereas che on= and other reinforced themlelyes concinually with freſh ſupplies , and 
thac the King of Bramaas obltinacy was ſuch, as be weat himſelf in perſon among(t 
his ſouldiers, incouraging them wich his ſpeeches, and che great promiſes that he made 
them, the tight proceeded fo far, and increaſed ſo mightily, as being unable to deliyzr 
the lea(t patr of that which paſſed therein, I leave ic ro the underſtanding cf every one 
co imagine what it might be, Four hours after midnight,the fix and ewenty Caſtles be- 
ivg quite burned co the ground, wit ſo terrible a blaze, as no man durft come within a 
2nes caſt of ir, the King of Bramaa cauſed a retreat to be ſounded,at thz requelt of rhe 
Captains of the (rangers; for there were ſo many hure men among them, as all the day, 
2nd molt parc of the night following, was imployed in dreſſing of chem. 


CHAP. LXX%; 


The King of Bramaa's ras/ing bis ſiege from before the City of Odiaa ; with a deſcription 
of the K ingdom of Siam ; and the fertility thereof, 


He King of Bramaa, ſeeing that neither the great Ordnance, wherewith he had 

battered che City, nor the aflauits which he had given unco it, nor his inventions 
of Caſtles, accompanied wich ſo many arcifices of fire, whereon he had ſo much relied, 
had ſerved bim to any purpoſe for the execution of that which he had ſo mighrily deſi- 
red, and being reſolved aor todefilt from the enterpriſe which he had begun, be called 
2 Councel of War, wherein all the Princes, Dukes, Lords, and Commanders that were 
in the Army were preſent, Having then propounded his defire and intention unto 
them, he required them to give him their advice thereupon ; immediarely rhe affair be= 
19g pur into deliberation, and thorowly debated on eicher part, they concluded in 
the end, that tne King was by no means to raiſe this hege,in regard this enterpriſe was 
che moſt glorious, and molt proticable of all chat ever might be offered unco him, they 
repreſented moreoy2r unto him the world of creaſure that he had imployed therein, 
and char if be coatinued battering che Cicy wichour defifting from his afſaules, at lengrh 
tne enemies would b- ſpent, beeauſe it was apparent (as they were informed) that they 
were no lon;eravle co withitand the leaſt attempt chat ſheuld be made againſt them, 
Che King being exceedingly contented, for that their opinions proyed to be conforma- 
"12 to his delice, teftifizd che great ſatisfa&ion that he received thereby, ſo that he gave 
them many recompences in money, and yowed to them, that if they could cake the Ci- 
ty, he would confer upon them che greateſt commands of the Kingdom, with very 
honorable cicles and reyenues, This reſolution being taken, there was no further ques 
{tion bur of conſidering in whar manner che buhinzfs ſhould be carried ; whereupon by 
the counſel of Diego Suarez, 1nd of che Ingineers it was concluded, that with bavins 
and green turf a kind of platform ſhould be erz&ed higher then che walls, and chac 
rhereon ſhould be mounted good ttore of great Ordnance , wherewith the princi- 


pal fortifications of the City ſhould be battered, ſince that in them alone conſilted all 


the enemies detznce, Order then was preſencly givenfor all that was judged neceſ- 


fary chereunto, and the chreeſcore thouſand Pioneers which were 1a'the Camp were 


imployed abour ir, who in twelye days brought che fore or platform” into che efiate 
wich the King d-fired, There were already planted on it then forty pieces of Cannon 
tor the battering of the City the day enſuing, when as a Poſt arrived with Lerrers ©© 
the King, wheteby he was adyertiſed , 5 ZLemindoo bring nſen:wpin the _ 
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| dom of Pegu, had cut fiftees thouſand Bramaas there 1n pieces, and had withal ſeized on 
M the principal places of the conntry. At thele news the King was ſo croubled,that with« 
out turther oclay he raiſed che (1ege, and imbarqued himſelf on a river, called Pacaras, 
where be it:yed buc char night, aad the day following, which he imployed in retiring 
his grext Ordnance and ammunition. Then having iet fice on all the Palliſadoes, and 


f lodgings of the Camp, he parted away on Tueſday , the fifteenth day of Offober, it, 
: the year a thouland fivz hundred forty and eight, for to go to the Town of Marta- 
by ban), Haviog uſed ali poſſible ſpeed in his voyage ; at ſevenceen days end he came 


f chich'r, and there was amply informed by the Chalagomms, his Captain of all the 

Zemindsos proceedings, in making himſelf King, and ieizing on his treaſure ; by kil- 

ling fifteen thouſand Bramaas , and that in divers places he had lodged five hundred 

thuuſznd men, with an intention to op his paſſage into the Kingdom. This news ye- 
| ry much perplexed che King of Bramaa, fo that he fell co thinking with bimſeit what 

F courſe be ſhould rake for che remedying of fo great a miſchiet as he was threataed 

' with : In the end he reſolved to tarry a while at CMartabano, to attend ſome of his 

| forces that were {till behind , and cnen co go and fight a battel wich his enemy ; but 

it was his ill luck, that in the ipace of fourteen days onely which he zbode there, of 

four hundred thouſand men which he had, fifey thouſand quicted hin:: For whercas 

they were all Pegues, and conſequently deficous to ſhake off the Bramaas yoke, 

| they taought it belt to (ds with the new King the Zemmados , wiO Was 4 Peru as w |! 
| as they ; and- they were the rather induced thereunto, by undertanding , that this 

[ Prince ws of an eminent condicion , {tbera}, and ſo aftable ro every on- , that he 

| thereby won mo{t men to be cf bis party, In che mean time the king of Bramaa, fear- 
iog left the defe© 19D of his ſouldiers ſhonld daily more and more increaſe, was advi- 
ſed by his Councel toftty 10 long2r there, in regard the longer he ſhould terry, the 
more ts forces would d1itunfh, tor that 2 great part of his Army was Pegees, which 
weie nor likely to very faithful unto him, This counſel was approyed of by the 
king , who preſently marched a vay rowards Pegs, neer unto Which he was no ſoon. 
ec! artived, but be was certified chae the Zemndes , being advertiſed of his coming, 
was attending ready to receive him. So theſe rwo kings being in the view of one an- 
other, incamped in 2 great plain, ſome ewo leagues from the Cicy of Pegs, the 
Zemindoo with x hundred thouſand men, and the Brames with three hundred and 
fifty thouſand, The nexc day theſe ewo Armies being pur into bartel array, came ro 
joyn tog2ther on Fridzy the fixteenth of November , che fame year, achouſand five 
huncred forcy and eight, Ir was about fix of the clock in the mo.nipg when firlt che; 
beg-n cheic incounter, which was performed with ſo much violence, 2s 2 general de- 
fear :nſued thereupon, yer fought they with am invincible courz2e on cirher part ; 
but the Zemndos had the worſe, for in leſs then three hours his whole Army was tout- 
ed, With the ſlanghcer of three hundred thouſand of his men, fo thi in this excre 
mity he was forced ro ſave himſelt onely with fix horſe in 2 fortreſs, lied Bartelor, 
where be Rayed bur one hour, during the which, he furniſhed himſelf wici 2 lictle Veſ- 
ſel, wherein he fled thc night enſuing up the river to Cedas, Let vs leave him now fly 
Ing, unnl w- ſhall co © to him ag1in whey as time ſhall ſerys, and recurn to che king 
of Bramas, who exceedingly comtznred with the victory which he hat gotten, march- 
ect che next morning 2g+1ntt the City of Pegs z where as ſoon as he zr:ived, the inba- 
Þicancs rendred themſelvzs unto him, on condition to haye their liy:s and goods 1a- 
ved, Wa:reupon he rook order for the dreffing of them that were hurt z as for thoſe 
that ve lo{t in this battel, chey were found to be chreeſcore thouſand in number,  a- 
monglt che which wete tio hundred and fourſcore Portugals, all the reſt of them bein; 
oricyouſly wounded. 

Set.z, Having already. treated of the ſucceſs which the king of Brawaas voy:ge had 12 
the kingdom of Szam, and of the rebellion of the kingdom of Pega, m2«thinks it wili 
not be amiſs for me to ſpeak here ſuccinRly of the (cituacion, exte ar, 1bundznce, riches, 
and icriility which I ſaw in this kingdom of Siam, and in this Empire of Sr»au,te ſhe: 
that che conqueſt thereof would have been far more uſeful unto us, then all che efiate? 
which now we have in the /ndia's, and that we might obtain it with a grear _ le(s 
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charge. This kingdom, as may be ſeen in the Map, is [even hundred l:agues in leneth, 
2nd a hundred and threeſcore in brea.ithz che molt par- of ic confilts in or at plains, 
where are a wo:1d of corn grounds , and rivz:s ot treſh water, dy reaſon iwhbereof the 
Cvntry is exceeding fertile, and abundantly Rored with catcel and victuals. In the 
1.0!t eminznc parts cf it are thick Forelis of A-gelin 004, whereof thouſands of ſhips 
m ghr be made ; there are allo many mines o: Silver, Iron, Steely L-ad, Tir,Saltperre; 
and Brimfthne ; likewiſe great abundance cf Silk, Aloes, Benjamin, Lacre, [ndic», Cote 
ron-woo!, Rubies, Saphires, Ivory and Gold ; There is moreover in the w oc 8 marvel- 
lous fore of Bralil and Ebony, wherewirh an hundred Tuncks are every yer laden, te 
be tranſported ro China, Haan, the Lequios, { amboya and ( amphaa ;, beſides Wax, 
Honey ,and Sugar,which divers places there do yeeld very plentitully. The Kings yearly 
;2yenu-: 15 ordinarily rw=ive millions of Gold,over and above the preſents which the 
ercat Lords make him,rthat comes to a great marrer, In the juriſdiction of his territories 
ciere are fix and ewenty hundred populations, Which they call Prodim, as cities and 
towns amonglt us, befides wiliages and imal! hamlers, whereof 1 have no reckoning;The 
moſt pare of thoſe populations have no other forrihcations or walls, then paliiadoes of 
wood; ſo chat ic would be eahe for ay chat ſhould atraque them co make themſelves 
maſters thereof ; the racher for that the inhabitants of chole places are naturally cffemi- 
ate, and deſticute of arms oftenlive and defeniive, This coalt of this kingdom joyns up= 
OD the two North and South Seas z on that of the [ndias by Jauncalo and Tanaucarim, 
and on that of China by CAlonpolocata, Cup, Lugor, Chintabs, and Berdio, The capital 
Ciry of all this Empire 15 Odzaa, whereot I hays ipoken hererofor: ; it is fortified with 
walls of brick and mortar, and conrains, according to ſome, four hundred thouſand 
fires, whereof an hundred chouſand are (trangers of divers countries of the world: for 
whereas the county 1s very rich of te ſelf, and of great traffick, there paſſes nor 2 yeat 
wherein,from tne Provinces & Iſlands of Java, Bale, Madoxra, Angenio, Borneo, % Solar, 
chere 1ails nor chereunto at th. le.ſt a 1050 Juncks,befides oth-r ſmailer veſſels,where= 
with all the rivers and all che harbors are full. The King naturally is no way giy:n toty- 
ranny. The cuſtoms of all che Kingdome are charicably deltinated for the maintenance 
of cer'a'n Pagoder,Where the duties that are paid are very eafie ; for whereas the re (igis 
ous men are torbidden to trade with money,rbey take no more of Merchants then whas 
they will give them ouc of alms. There are in chis Country twelve Se&s of Genriles, 
as in the K'ngdoin of Pegs ; and the King for a Sovereign ticle cauſeth bimie!t ro be 
called Prechas Sslex, which in our tongue fignifies, A holy member of God. He ſhews 
noc himſelf ro the people ſave only twice in te year, bur chen with ſo much riches and 
maje(ty , as he h:th power and grearne(s; and yet for all this that I ſay, he lers not co 
acknowledge hunſelt the v-flal and triburary to the King of China, ro the end that by 
means thereot his {-bj:&s Juacks may be admitred 1nco che port of Combay, where or- 
{inarily they exerciſe ch:ic commerce. There is alio 10 this Kingdom a great quantity 

{ Pepper, Ginger, Cinamon, Camphire, Allume,Caſfſiz,Tamarinds and Cardamon z ſo 
35 one may truly afſicm that, which I haye ofcen heard ſay in choſe parts. namely, chat 
this Kingdom is on-: of the belt countries in the world, and eafi:r to be tu dued then a= 
ay other Province, how little ſoever. I could. here repore likewiſz many more particula* 
ities of rhings which I haye ſeen only ia the city of Odiaa, but I am not minded ro make 
mention of them,rthat I may not beger in them that (hall read this the ſame grief which 
! have for the loſs which we made of ic chrough our fins, and the gain we might make 
i conquering this Kingdom.

A continuation of that which hapued m the Kingdom of Pegu, as well daring the life, 
as after the death of the King of Bramaa« 


O return no:7 unto the aittory which heretofore I have left, you muſt know, thar 
after the King of Bramaa had obtained that memorable victory neer to Pegn,as [ 

have declared heretofore , by means whereof he remained peaceable poſſeſſor of the 
whole kingdom , the firlt thing ke imployed himſelf in was co puniſh the offendors, 
which had formerly rebelled 3 for which efteR he cur off che heads of a great many © 
the Nobility,and Commanders, all whoſe eltates were confiſcated ro the Crown, which 
(according to report) amounted unto ten millions of gold, belides plate and jewels, 
whereby tht common Proverb, which was common inthe mouths of all, was yeritie'/, 
namely , 7hat one mans offence coſt many men very dear, Whileſt the king continu« 4 
more.and more in his cruelrties , and injutiice, which he execured againſt divers perſons 
during the ſpace of two moneths and a half, certain news came to him, that the city of 
Martabano Was revolted, with the death of two thouſand Bramaas, and that the Cha- 
lo71min, Governour of the ſame city, had declared himſelf for the Xemndoo. But that 
che cauſe of this revolt may be the berrer underRood by ſuch as are cutious,I will(befor: 
I proceed any further) ſuccin&ly relate,how this X emindoo had been of a religious order 
in Pe-gu, a man of noble cxiraftion, and (as ſome affirmed Jneer of kin to the precedent 
King, whom this Bramaa had put to death twelve years before, as I have already decla- 
red, [his Yemindoo had forinerly to name Xoripam Xay,a man of about forty five years 
cf age, of a gr-at unde:Randing,and held by every one for a Saint : he was withal yery 
w.1{ verit in the L:ws of their SeRs and falſe Religion, and had many excellent parts, 
whic': rendered him (o 2greeable unto all that heard him preach, as he was no 1ooner in 
the Pulpic , bur all the :(01itancs profirated themſelves on the ground, ſaying at every 
.0:d chat he utrered, 4 ſ/ured/y God ſpeaks an thee, This Xemindoogſecing himſelf then in 
ſuch great czedit with che p-ople, ſpurred on by the generoſity of his nature, and the 
occation Wiich was then 1o tavoroble unto him, reſolved to try his fortune , and ſee to 
what degree it might arrive. To this end, at ſuch time as the King of Bramaa was fai- 
len upon toe kingdom of $14, and had laid ſiege to the ciry of Odraa, the Yemindes 
preaching i the cemple of ( onguray at Prgu, wilch 1s as it were the Cathedral of all 
the re(t, where there was a very g:cat aſlembly of people, he diſcourſed ar large of the 
loſs of this kingdom, of the death of cheir lawtul King,as alſo of the great extortions, 
crue! puniſhments, and many other miſchiefs which rhe Br amaas bad done co their Na- 
tion; Wich ſo many inſolencies,and with ſo many offences againſt God,as eyen the very 
houſes which had been founded by the charity of good people, co ſerye for Temples 
wh:rcin the Divins Word mighe be preached, were all deſolated and demoliſhed ; or if 
2ny were found {till ftanding, chey were made uſe of, either for (tables, lay ſtalls, or 0- 
ther ſuch places accuſtomed to lay filch or dung in. Theſe, and many other ſuch like 
things, which the Xernir 4.2 delivered, accompanied with many ſighs and tears, made io 
oreat an impreſſion in the minds of the people, as from thenceforward they acknow- 
tedged him for their lawful king , and ſwore allegeance unto him ; ſo thar inſtead of 
cal'ing him, as they did before, Xompem Xay, they named him Xemindoo, as a ſovereign ' 
title which chey gave him aboye all others. Seeing himſelf raiſed then to the dignity 
of kipg, the firit thing during the heat and fury of this people, was to go to the king 
of Bramaas palace, where having found five thouſand Bramaas , he cut them all in pi-- 
c2S, not ſparing the life of one of them ; the like did he afterwards to all the reli of 
them thar were abiding in the moſt important places of the State, and withal he ſeized 
on th2 kipgs treaſure , Which was not ſmall. In this manner he flew all che Brama®s 
that were 1n the kingdom, which were fifteen thouſand, beſides the women of that Na- 
tion of what age ſoever, and ſeized on the places wiere they refided, which were in- 
ttancly demoliſhed; ſo thar in the ſpace of three and cwenty days onely he became ab- 
ſclute poſſeſſor of the kingdom, and prepared a great Army to fight with the kipg ©! 
Bramaa, if he ſhould chance to return upon the bruic of this rebellion, as indeed - 
fough: 
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fought wich him to his great damage, being defeated by him, as I have hererofore de- 
clared. And thus having methinks ſaid enough for the incelligence of that which I 
am to recount, I will come again to my firſt Difcourſe, This K:vg of Bramas being 
advertiſed of the Revolt of the Town of Martabano, and of the death of thoſe two 
thouſand Bramas's, gave order immediately to all the Lords of che Kingdom for 
their repair unto him with as many men as they could levy, and that within che cerm 
of fifteen days at the furtheſt, in regard the preſent neceſſity would not endure a 
longer d: lay. This done, he parted the day following with a ſmall Train from the 
City of Pefw, to | w6 example to others co do the like, and wene ard lodged at a 
Town called Moxchax, with an intention to carry there thoſe fifteen days he bad li- 
mired th: Lords to come unto him, Now when as fix or ſeven of them were already 
paſt, he was advertiſed that XNemin de Satan, Governour of a Town ſo named, had 
ſecrecly ſent a great Sum of Gold to the Zemundoo, and withall had done him Homage 
for the ſame Town where he commanded. This news ſomewhat troubled the King 
of Bramaa, who deviſing with himſelf of the means which he mighe uſe co meec 
with the miichief chat threarned him, he ſent for Xemin de Satan, who was then in 
the faid Town of his Government, with a. purpoſe to cur off tis Head 5 bur he, be- 
takirg nimſe'f to his Bed, and making ſhew of being fick, anſwered, that he would 
wait upon the King :floon as he was able to riſe. Now in regard he found himſelf 
to be guilty, and miſdoubring the cauſe wherefore he was ſent for, he communicated 
this Aﬀair to a dozen of his Kinſmen who were there preſent with bim, who all of 
them concluded cogether, how fince there was no better way to ſave himſelf then in 
killing the King, that wichout further delay ic was to be put in execution; ſo that 
all of them cftering ſecretly to zfſift him in chis Enterpriſe, they ſpeedily afl-mbled 
all their Confidents, without declaring unto chem at firſt the occaſion wherefore 
they didit ; and withall, drawing others unto them with many fair promiſes, chey 
made up, all being joyned together, a company of fix hundred men, Whereupon 
being informed that the King. was lodged in a certain Pagode, they fell upon ir with 
preat violence ; and fortune was {o fayourable unto ghem, that finding him almoſt 
alone in his Chamber, they flew him without incurring any danger. That done, chey 
retired into an outward Court, where the Kipgs Guard having had ſome notice of 
this Treaſon, ſet upon them, and the Conflit was ſo hot between chem, that in half an 
hours ſpace, or thereabour, eight hundred men lay dead in che place, whereof the 
moſt part were Bramaa's, After this Xemin de Satan making away with four hun- 
dred of his followers, went to a place of large extent, called Poxte!, whicher all 
thoſe of the Country round about reſorted unto him, who being advertiſed of the 
Death of the King of Bramaa, whom they mortally hated, made up a Body of five 
thouſand men, and went to ſeek our the three thouſand Bramaa's which the King 
had brought thither with him: And foraſmuch as theſe ſame were diſperſed in ſe- 
veral places, they were all of them eaſily flaiv, not ſcarce ſo much as one eſcaping: 
With them alſo were ſlain fourſcore of three hundred Portugals that Diego Suae 
rez had with him, who, together with all the ret which remained with their lives 
ſaved, rendered themſelves upon Compoſition, and were received to mercy, upon Con- 
dition that for the future they ſhould faichfully ſerve Xemin de Satan, as their proper 
King, which they eaſily promiſed to do. Nine days after this Mutiny, the Rebell ſee- 
Ing himſelf favoured by fortune, and ſuch a multitude of people at his devotion, 
which were come to him our of this Province, ro the number cf thirty thouſand 
men, cauſed himſelf co be declared King of Pegs, promiſing great recompences to 
fuch as ſhould fol'ow and accompany him, vntill he had wholly gotten the King» 
dom, and driven the Bramas's out of the Country. With this Deſign he retired 
to a Fortreſs called Tagalaa, and reſolved to fortihe himſelf there out of the fear 
he was in of the Forces which were ro come to the ſuccour of the deceaſed King, 
thinking to finde him alive, baving been adverciſed that many were already ſer forth 
from the City of Pegs for that purpoſe. Now of thole Bramaa's which Xewin de 
Satan had ſlnn, rl chance eſcaped, and caſt himſelf all wounded as he was into 
the River, and ſwimming over, never left travelling all that night, andthe wy fol- 
owing 
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lowing, for fear of the Pegs's, untill he arrived at a place, called (ontaſarem, where 
he enconntred with the ( haumigrem, the deceaſed Kings Foſter-brother, who was 
encamped there with an Army ot an hundred ana fourſcore thouſand men, whereof 
there were bur one!y thircy chouſand Bramaa's, all the reſt Pegs's ; finding him rhen 
upon the point of parting from thence, in regard of the heat that would be with- 
in ewo hours after, he acquainted him wich the dearh of the King, and all thac had 
aft beſides. Now though the news greatly troubled the ( hawmigrem, yet he difſem- 
bled it for the preſent with ſo much courage and prudence, as not one of his follow- 
ers perceived any alteration in him: Bur contrarily, putcing on a rich Hbic of Car- 
nation Sattin, embroidered with Gold, and a Chain of precious Scones abour his Neck, 
he cauſed all the Lords and Commanders of his Army to affemble before him, and 
ch-n ſpeaking to them with the ſemblance of a joyfull man, Gentlemen, ſaid he, this 
fellow which you ſaw come to me but wow wn ſuch haſte, hath brought me thus Lener, 
whi-' I bav e here in my hand, from the King, my Lord and yours ; and although by the 
contents thereof he ſeemeth to blame ui for our careleſneſs in lingring thus, yet I bo 
ere long to render him ſuch an account of it, as bis Highneſs ſhall give us all thanks y 5 
the ſervice we kave done him. By this Letter too be certifies me, that be hath very certain 
intelligence, how the Lemindoo hath raiſed an Army, with an intent to fall upon the Towns 
of Coſmin a»d Dalaa, and to g ain all along the Rivers of Digon aud Meidoo, the whole 
Province of Danapluu evex to Anſedaa ; wherefore he hath expreſly enjoyned me, that as 
ſoon as poſſibly I may, I put into theſe places ( as the moſt important ) ſuch Forces as ſhall 
be able to reſiſt the Enemy, and ihat 1 take heed nothing be loſt through my negligence, 
becauſe in that caſe he will admit of mo excuſe. This being ſo, ut ſeems to me very import» 
ant and neceſſary for bis ſervice, that you my Lord Xemimbrum go inſtamly without all 
delay, and put your ſelf with your Forces into the Town of Dalaa z and jour Brother-in- 
law B'inhaz Quem :»to that of Digon, with bus fifteen thouſand men ; as for Colonel Gi- 
pray aud Monpocafler, they ſhall ge with their thirteen thouſand Sonldiers into Anſedaa, 
ard Danapluu, aud Ciguamcan, with twenty theuſand men ſhall march along to Xaraa, 
and ſo to Malacou ; moreover Quiay Brazagaran, with bis Brethren and Kinſmen, ſhall 
go for General of the Frontier, with an Army of fifty thouſand men, to the end that aſſiſted 
with theſe Forces be may in perſon give order whereſoever need ſhall be. Behold, what the 
King hath written to me, whereof I pray you let us makg an Agreemevt, and all ſignit 
together, for it is no reaſon that my head ſhould anſwer for your want of care, and impru- 
dence. His Commanders preſently obeyed him, and withour longer cairying chere, 
each of them went {iraight ro che place whither his Commiſſion direfed him. The 
( haumigrem, by the means of this ſo cunning and well difſembled a ſleight, rid himſelf 
in leſs chen chree hours of all the hundred and fifry thouſand Pegs's, who he knew, 
if once they came to hear of the Kings death, would fall upon che thirty thouſand 
Bramaa's that he had there with him, and not leave one of them alive; This done, 
aſſoon as it was night, turning back to the City, which was not above a league from 
thence, he ſeized with all ſpeed on the deceaſed Kings Treaſure, which amounced, 
according to report, unto above thirty Millions of Gold, befides Jewels that were 
not co beeftimated; and withall, he ſaved all the Bramaa's Wives and Children, and 
took as many Arms and as much Ammunition as he could carry away, After this, he 
ſet fire on all that was in the Magazines, cauſed all the lefſzr Ordnance to be rived 
aſunder, and the greater, which he could not uſe ſo, co becloyed, Furthermore, he 
made ſeven thouſand Elephants that were in the Country to be killed, reſerving onely 
ewo thouſand for the carriage of his Treaſure, Ammunition, and Baggage, As for all 
the reſi, ir was conſumed with fire, ſo that n2ither in the Palace, where were Cham- 
bers a'l fieled with Gold, nor in the Magazines and Arſenals, nor on the River 
where were two thouſand rowing Veſlels, remained ought chat was not reduced co 
aſhes. After this execution, he departed in all haſte, an bour before day, and drevy Cl- 
realy towards Tawgun, Which was his own Country, from whence he came ſome 
fourteen years before co the Conqueſt of the Kingdom of Pegs, which in the heart 
of the Country was difiant from thence about an hundred and threeſcore leagues. 
Now whereas Fear commonly adds Wings to the Feet, it made him match _ ſuch

ſpeed, as he and his arrived in fifceen days at the,place whicher they weres going, In 
che mean time, whereas the (haumigrem had cunningly ſent away the 
fifty thouſand Pegs's, as I have declared already, ic happened that rwo days after they 
underliood how tne King of Bramaa Was dead : Now in regard they were mortal 
Enemies of chat Nation, fixſcore thouſand of them in one great Body turned. back in 
haſte for to goin quaſt of the thirty chouſand Bramas's ; bur when they atrived at the 
Cicy, they found that they were gone from thence chree days before z this maki 
chem to follow in purſuir of them wich all the ſpeed chat poſſibly chey could, they 
came co a place, called Gzinacontel, ſome forty | from the City whence they 
came ; there they were informed, chat ic was five days fince they valid by 3 ſorthar 
deſpairing of being able ro execure the Deſign which they had, of cutting them in 
pieces, they returned back to the place from whence they were parted, where they 
conſulced amongſt themſelves about that which they were co do, and reſolved in the 
end, fince they had no lawfull King, and that the Land was quite freed of the Bra- 
maa*s, tOgo 0 Xemin de Satan, as incontinently they did, who received ther *Hor 
onely with with a great deal of joy and good entertainment, but promiſed them 
mighty matters, and much Honour, by raifing them to che principal Commands of the 
Kingdom, afſoon as time ſhould ſerye, and chat he was more peaceably ſerled. There- 
upon be went dire@ly tothe City of Pegs, where he was received wich the magnifi- 
cence of a King, and for ſuch crowned in the Temple of (omgwiay, which is the chief- 
ce of all the reſt,

'F* ree moneths and nine days hed this Tyrant Xenins de Stan already peaceably 
| poſſeſſed the City and Kingdom of Pegs, When as without fearing any thing, or 
being contradited by none, he fell co difiribucing the Treaſure? and Revenues of the 
Crawmto whomſoever he pleaſed ; whereupon great Scandals enſued, which were 
che cauſe of divers Quarrels and Diviſions amopgR many of the Lords, who for chis 
cnife, and the injuſtice which. this Tyrant did chem, retired into ſeveral forreign 
Countries and Kingdoms. Some alſo went and ſided with the Xemindoo, who began 
at that time to be in reputation again: For after he had fled from the Battel onely 
with fix Hotſe, as I have declated heretofore, he got into the Kingdom of eAnſcdaa, 
whete as well by the efficacy of his Sermons, as by the authoricy of his perſon, he 
won ſo many to his devotion, as affittedby the fayour and Forces of thoſe Lords as ad- 
hered to him, he made up an Army of threeſcore thouſand men, with which he march» 
edto CMeidoo, where he was very well received by thoſe of the Country, Now ſet- 
ting aſide what he did in thoſe parts, during the ſpace of four moneths that lie abode 
chere, I will in the mean cime paſs to a firatige Accident which in a few days fell our 
inchis City, that one may know whar end che good fortune of the great Diego Sas 
rex, had, who had been Governour of this Kingdom of Peg»; and the recompence 
which the Wor'd is accuſtomed ro make at laſt unto all ſuch as ſerve and cruſt in ir, 
under the ſemblance of a good countenance which ſhe ſhews them at fir. The matter 
palt in this ſort; There was inthis Ciry of Pegs a Merchant, called CHavbagoaa, a 
rich man, and that ot good repuration in the Counnry 3 This ſame reſolved to matry 
2 Daughter of his ro a young man, the Son of a worſhipfull and very rich Merchant 
alſo, named Manicamandarins, about that time that Diego Suarez. was in the great- 
eſt height of is Forcune, and termed the Kings Brother, and in Dignity above all che 
Princes and Lords of the Kingdom, So the Fathers of this young Couple being 
agreed on this Marriage, andof the Dowry that was to be given, which by report 
was three Eundred thouſand Ducates ; when as the Day was come wherein the Nupti- 
als were celebrated with a great deal of fate and magnificence, and honoured wich 
the preſence of moſt of the Gentlemen of -omg quality in che City, it iepyena 
; 44 caat 
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that Diego Suarez,, being come 2 little before Sun-ſer f:om the royal Palace, with a 
grear-Fra'n both of Horſe and Foor, as his manner was to be always well accompani. 
ed, p:Med by CMambogoas's door, where hearing the Mulick and rejoicing that was in 
the houſe, asked wiat the matter was, whereunto anſwer being made him, that Mam 
bograa bad m-rried his Daughter, and that the Wedding was kept there, he preſently 
cauied the Elephant on which te was mounted to (tay, and ſent onerto tell the Fa. 
thzr of the Bride, that he congratulated with him for this Marriage, and wiſhed a 
long and happy life to the new married conple ; to theſe words he added many o- 
thers by way of complem-nt, yea and made him many offers if he would make uſe of 
him ; wherewith the old Father of the Bride finding himnſelE ſo exceedingly honour- 
ed, as not knowing how to acknowledge it, in regard the perſon who did him ſo 
much honour was no leſs then the King himſelf in greatneſs and dignity, the de- 
tire Which he bad co ſatisfie this obligation in part, if he could not wholly do ic, 
made him go and take his Daughter by the hand, accompanied with many Ladies of 
quality, 2nd fo le:ding ht co the Street door, where Diego Suarez was, he proſtrated 
himſelf on the ground with a great deal of reſpz&, and with many complements, af- 
cer his manner, thanked him tor the favour and-honour that he had done him. There- 
upon the ne: married Bride, having taken from off her finger a rich Ring, preſented it 
on 'er knees by her fathers expreſs commandment, to Dyvego Suarez; bur he that 
naturally was ſenſual and laſc'vious, inſtead of vufipg civility, whereunto the Laws of 
Geazroticy and F:iendſhip obliged him, having taken the Ring which the Maid pre» 
ſented unto 'i:i, he reached our his hand, and plucked her ro him by force, ying, 
God forbid that ſo fair a Maid as you ſhould fall into any other hands but mine ; where- 
upon the poor old;man ſeeing Diego Suarez halz his Daughter ſo rudely, lifting up 
boti) his hands ro Heaven, With his knees on the ground, and tears in his eyes, My 
Lord, (ad he unto him, 1 humbly beſeech thre for the love and refþelt of the great God, 
Whom thou adoreſt, «1d which was coxcerved without any ſpot o f in the Virgins womb, 
a5 I confeſs ard believe, according to that which I have heard thereof, that thou wilt not 
foreibly take away my Daughter ; for if thon doft ſo, 1 fhall aſſuredly die with grief and 
difÞleaſure at it ; but if thou deſire of me that 1 ſhould give thee her Dowry, together with 
a'l ina: is in my Houſe, and that I deliver np my ſelf unto thee for a Slave, I will inſtant+ 
ly ds it qprovided thon wilt permit that her Husband may poſſeſs ber, for Thave no other 
£ood in ihe world bat ſhe, nor will 1 have any other as long as 1 tive. Whereupon offering 
co lay ho d on his Daughter, Diego Swuarez,, making no anſwer to him, turned himſelf 
about to the Captain of his Guard, who vas a Twrk, by Nation, and ſaid unto him, 
Kil! this Dog. The Tark preſehicly drew our his Scymicat to kill che poor old man, bur 
he ſudden'y fl:d away, leaving his Daughrer wich all her hair about her ears in Dvego 
Swarez, his hands. In the mean time the Bridegroom came running to this Tumulc, 
with his cheeks all b:dewed with tears ; but he was ſcarcely arrived there, when as theſe 
Batbarians flew him, and his Father coo, with fix or ſeven other of his Kinſmen. 
Whileſt this paſt ſo, the Women made ſuch fearfuli Cries in the Houſe as terrified all 
thoſe that heard chem, ſo that even the Eatch and che Air ſeemed rotremble at ic, or 
to ſay better, they demanded Vengeance of God for the lictle reſpeA which was had 
to his divine Juſtice, and forſo great a Violence as chis was ; and tiuly, if I do noc 
mcre amply report the parciculatities of ſo: black and ſo abominable an Action, I 
defire to be excuſed, in regard T paſs chem by for the honour of the Portugal! Nation : 
Wherefore it ſhall ſuffice me ro ſey, that: this poor Maid ſeeing her telf upon the 
point to be forced, firanghed her felf with a fiting that ſhe wore about her Middle 
tor a Girgle ; which the chofe rather to do, then fuffer this ſenſual and brutiſh Man 
eo carry her away with frm ty force; bur he wes therewith ſo diipleaſed, as he was 
heard to ſay, thar he repenred hitfi more for that he had: not enjoyed her, then for 


uſing hr in that ſort as he did, * Now from che day of this abhorred AR, till four years 
afier,. the good old tnan, the Father of the Bride, was never ſcen to go out of his 
Houſe ; but at length to give a greater Demonſtration of his' Sorrow, and to ſhew 
his extreme R:ſettmenr of rhe matter, he covered himſelf with an old rattered Mat, 


and in that ſad equipage w-ot' up and down, begging an Alms of his very Slaves, 
never 
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neve? eating aty thing, bu lying all along naked, and his face fixed on the ground. 
Thus continued he in io {ad a manner of life, uncill in the end he ſaw that the ſeaſon 
invited him to hzye recourſe unto jultice, which he demanded in this ſort ; perceiving 
thac in the Kingdom there was another King, cther Governours, and other Jurii- 
dition, alcerations which time ordinarily produceth in every Country, andin all kinde 
of aftairs, he went out of his h-uſe in th: wretched faſhion he had fo long uſed, ha- 
vipg a big Cord about his Neck. and a white Beard, reaching almoſt dowu to his 
Gu:dle, and gor him inco the midit of a great place, where fiood a Temple called 
Ouiey Faxtareu, that is to (ay, the God of the affiified; there he rook the Idol from 
oft che Altar, and holding ic 10 his arms, he returned our of the Temple, to the ſaid 
great place, where having cried out aloud three times to draw the People togerher, 
as accordingly they came flocking in unto him, he ſaid with cears in his eyes; O ye 
People, ye People ! who with a clean and peaceable heart make profeſſion of the truth of 
this Goa of the affiitted, which you ſee here in my arms, come forth like Lightning in a 
dark and rainy Night, and jojn with me in crying ſo loud, that our Cries may pierce the 
Heavens, to the end the putifull ear of the Lord may be drawn to hear our beavy lamenta- 
tions, aud by them he may kyow the reaſon we have to demand juſtice againſt this ac- 
curſed ſtranger, as the moſt wicked Man that ever was born inthe World ; for this abo- 
minable Wretch hath not been comented with ſpoiling us of our Goods, but hath alſo d:ſho= 
noured our Families ; wherefore whoſoever ſhall not with me accompany the God which 1 
hold in my hands, and water with my tears, in deteſting ſo herrible a Crime, let the 
£luttonous Serpen: of the profound Pit of Smoke abridge his days miſerably, and tear his 
Body im pieces as Midnight, This old mans words io mightily rerrited the Afliſtants, 
and made ſo deep an impreſſion in their mindes, that in a ſhort time fifty thouſand 
perions aflembled in that place, with ſo much fury and defire of revepge, as was won - 
derfull co behold. Thus the number of the People fill more and more increafing, 
they ran thronging (trait to the Kings Palace, with ſo horrible a noiſe, as truck terrone 
Into all that heard chem. In cois di.order, being arrived at the ourward Court of the 
Palace, they cried our (1x or ſeven times with a dreadfull tone ; G King come out of the 
place where thou art ſhut up, to hearken to the worce of thy God, who demands juſtice of 
thee by the month of thy poor People, Attheſe Cries the King pur forch nis head out of 
the Window, and affrighied with ſo Airange an Accident, Would needs know of. them 
what they would haye ? whereunto they all an{wered unanimoutly with ſuch loud Cries, 
2s (cemed to pierce the Heavens, Juftice, juſtice, againſt a wicked Infidel, who to ſpoil 
#4 of our Goods hath killed our Fathers, our Children, our Brothers, and our Kinſmen. 
The King having rhereupon inquired of them who ic was; 7s z, anſwered they, ar ac= 
curſed Thief, participating with the Works of the Serpent, who mn the Fields of Delight 
abuſed the firſt Man that God created, 1s it poſſible, ſaid he unto them, that there 
fhould be any ſuch thing 4s you tell me * Whereunto they all replied, This ſame ts the 
moſt accurſed Man that ever was born on the Earth, and ts ſo out of hi wicked nature and 
anclination, wherefore we all of 14 beſeech thee in the name of this God of the «fflitted, that 
bis veins may be as much emptied of his bloud, as Hell u filled with his wicked works. 
Ac theſe words the King turning towards them that were about him, What do you think. 
hereof, ſaid he unto them 2 What am I to de? and how am 1 to carry my ſelf i ſo flrange 
and extraordinary a matter ? To which they all anſwered, My Lord, if t hou wilt not 
hearkgn to that which this God of the aſfuitted comes to demand of thee, it 13 to be feared 
that he will take care n» longer to aid thee, and will refuſe to ſupport thee in thy Dignity, 
Then the King turning himſelf again co che multitude that were below in the Court, 
bade them go to the place where the great Market was kept, and he would grve order that 
the Man whom they required ſhould 7 delrvered unto them to be diipoſed of at their pleas 
ſure. Wh:reupon heving ſent for the Chiren of Juſtice, who is Sthe Sovereign Sn- 
perintendent thereof aboye all others, he command.:d him to go and apprehend Diego 
Swarez,, and deliver him bound hand and fooc tothe People, that they might do juttic- 
upon him, for he feared if he did orherwiſe, that God would execute it upon 
tim, 
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The Chirca of Juſlice went immediately to Drego Suarez his houſe, and told 
him char che King bad ſent for him; he in the mean time was ſo troubled to ſee 
the { hirca come tor him, chat he retnained a pretty while not able to antiver him, 
48 4 nian that was almoſt befides himſelf, and had loſt his underlianding , bur at 
length being ſomewhar come .to himſelf again; He earneſtly deſired bim to diffenſe 
with him at this time for going with him, 1» regard of a great pain that be bad im hi; 
head, and that in ackrowledgment of ſo good an office, he would give him forty Biſſes of 
Gold, Wopereunto te (tres replied, The offer which thiu makeſt me 14 too little 
for me to take upon me that great pain which thog ſayeſt thon haſt in thy head, where- 
fore thou muſt go along with me, either by fair means or by force, ſince thox obligeſt 
me to tell thee the truth, Diego Suarez, then, ſeeing that there was no means to excuie 
him, wculd have taken along with him fix or ſeven of his Servants, and the { hirca 
nor permirting its / wwwſt, ſaid he unto him, falfill the Kings command, which ws, that 
thou ſhalt come alone, and not with fix or ſeven men, for the time is now paſt wherein 
thou wert wont to go ſo well accompanied, as { bave ofcentimes ſeen thee do ; all thy ſup- 
port « gone by the death off the T yramt of Bramaa, who was the quill wherewnth thou 
blowedſt up thy ſelf ro wnſupportable pride, 4s 1s apparers by the wicked attions which 
thou haſt commuted, which at this preſent accuſe thee before the juſtice of God, This 
ſaid, he took him by the hand, ne led him along with him, environed with a Guard 
of three hundred men, whereac we remained yery much diſinayed, Thus marching 
from one Street to another, he arrived in the end at the Bazor, which was a publick 
place where all kind: of Wares was {old ; bur as he was going thicher, he mer by 
chance with Balthazar Suarez his Son, who camne from a Merchancs bouſ:, whicher 
his Father had fenc him char Morning to receive ſome Money that was owing to 
him. The Soo, ſeeing his Father in this plight, aligiced pretently from his Horſe, 
and cafting bimſelf ar his feet; What means this, my Lord, aid hz unto him with 
rears in his eyes, and whence comes it that you are led along 1 this fort? aAk it of 
11) fins, aniwered Diego Suarez, and they will tell thee, for 1 _ unto thee, my Son, 
that in the caſe I am in, all things ſeem Dreams wito me, Tiereupon embracing one 
avocher, and mingling their tears cogethzr, they continued ſo, untill ſuch time as 
the { hirca commanded Balthazar Suarez, tO get him gone, Which he would nor do, 
being loth to part from his Facher ; bur the Ninifers of Juſtice haled him away by 
force, and puſhed him ſo rudely, as he fell and broke his head, yea and :-1thall chey 
gav2 him many blows beſides, whereat his Father fellinco a Swoun, Being come 
again to himſelf, be craved a lirtle Water, which he had no ſooner taken, but lifring 
up his hands to Heaven, he ſaid wich tears in his eyes, S: iniquitates ebſervaberis, Dg- 
mine, Donne quis ſuſt inebu ? But, O Lord, added he, owt of the great confidence 1 


have in the infouite price of thy precioxs Bloud,which tho haſt ſhed for me wpon the Croſs, 


1 may ſay wah more aſſurance, Miſericordias Domine 19 4ernums cantabo, Thus ale 
rogether deſolared as ne was in this laſt afflition, when he was come in fighc of che 
place whither the Kirg bad commanded him to be conduRted, it is ſaid, thac pers 
ceiving ſo many people, he remained fo exceedingly diſmayed, that curning bimſelf 
£O a Portugal, who was permitted co accompany hun, Jeſ#«, ſaid he unto him, have 
all theſe accuſed me to the King? Whereunto the (hirca made him this Aniwer, 
lr ts no longer rime for thee to bak of thu, for thou haſt wit enough to know, that the 
People are of ſo unruly a bumonr, that they always follow e211 wherennto they are vatue 
rally inclined. It is not that, replied Diego Suarez, with tears ip his eyes, for / kxow 
that if there be any unrulineſs in them, ut proceeds from my ſins, Thou ſeeſt thereby, 
faid the { hirca. that this is the ordinary Recompence which the World ws accuſtomed to 
give to them, who during this Life have loſt the memory of the divine Juſtice, as thou 
baſt done, and God give thee the Grace that in this little time thou haſt to live thou 
maJeſt repent thee ff the Faults thow haſt commuted, which poſſibly may avail thee more 


then all the Gold that thog leaveſt behinde thee, for an Inheritance to him, who peraduen- 


tyre is the Cauſe of thy Death, Herz Diego Suarez falling don on his kaces, and 
lifting 
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lifting up his eyes to Heaven, O Lord Jeſm Chriſt, cri:d he, my true Redeemer, I be= 


ſeech thee by the Pains which thow baſt ſuſſered upon the Croſs, to permit that the Ac - 
euſation of theſe hundred thouſand bunger-flarved Dags againſt me, may ſerve to [a= 
tisfie the Chaſtiſement of thy divine Juſtice in my behalf, to the end that the ineffi« 
mable Price which thou haſt imployed for the Salvation of my Sonl, without any Me» 
rit of mune, may not be unprofitable unto me, This (aid, he aſcended the my 
which led co the Market-place, and the Portugal that affitted him rold me, 

at eyery (tep he kifled the Ground, and called upon the Name of JESUS; « 
length when he was come to the top, the CManbogoan, who helathe Idol in his 
arms, animating the People with great Cries, ſaid unto them, whoſoever ſhall not 
for the honour of this God of the affiitted, whom I have here in my arms, flone thit 
accurſed Serpent , let him for ever be miſerable, and let the Brains of hus Children 
be conſumed in the midſt of the Night , *to the end that by the Puniſhment of (64 
great 4 Sin, the rightrow Judgement of the Lord above may be juſtified in the. 
He had no ſooner inade an end of ſpeaking thus, bur chere fell ſo great a Showet 
of Stones on Duego Swarex,, as in leſs then a quarcer of an hour be was bu- 
ried under them, and they that flung chem at him did it fo indiſcreerly, as che 
moſt part of them hurt one another therewith. An hour after they drew forth 
the poor Diego Swarez, from under the Stones, and with arjother new Tumule of 
Cries and Voices they core him in pieces, with ſo much fury and hatred of the 
whole People in general, as there was not he which did not believe chat he did 
a charitable and holy Work in giving a Rewatd to the moſt mutinous amongſt 
choſe which dragged his Members and Entrails up and down the Streets , This 
Execurion done, the King willing co confiſcate his Goods, ſent Men to bis Houſe 
for thac purpoſe, where che Diſorder was fo great, in regard of the cxcreme 
Avarice which cheſe hungry Dogs had, they lefe not a Tile unmoved; and becauſe 
they found not ſo much as they expeRted, they pur all his Slaves and Servancs 
ro corture, with ſuch an exceſs of cruelty, as eight and thirry of chem remained 
dead in the place, amongſt which were ſeventeen Portugals, who bore the pait 
of a thing whereof they were not guilry. In all chis ſpoil cnere were no more then 
fix hundred Biſlzs of Gold found, which are in value three hundred thouſand Du- 
cates , beſides ſome Pieces of rich Houſhold-(iuff , but no precious St ones, mor 
Jewels at all, which perſwaded men that Diego Suarez, had buried all the reft; how« 
ſoever it could ney2r be found out, notwithitanding ail che ſearch chat was made 
for ir, 2nd yet it was verihed by che judgement of ſome who bad ſeen him in his 
proſperity, that he had in means above three Millions of Gold, accotding ro che 
ſuppucarion of che Country, B-ho!d what was the end of the great Diego Sua- 
r7ez,, whom Fortune had ſo favoured in this Kingdom of Pegs, as ſhe had raiſed 
him up co the degree of the King's Brother, the higheſt and moſt abſolme Tile of 
all others, and given him wichall rwo hundred thouſand Ducates yearly Rent, with 
the Charge of G-neral of eight hundred thouſand Men, and Sovereign over all che 
other Governours or Vice-Roys of fourteen Kingdoms, which the King of Bras 
1maa had at chat time in his poſſeſſion, Bur ir is che otdinary courſe of the Goods 
of this World, eſpecially of ſuch as are il! gotten, always to ſerve for a way co 
Diſgraces and Misfortunes, : 


I recur 
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'T return now to the Xemindoo, of whom I have not ſpoken a long time. Wa: re. 
as thar Tyrant and avaricious Kipg Xemin de Satan gave daily new incteales to the 
Cruelties and Tyrannies which he exerciſed againſt all ſorts of perſons, never cea(- 
ing killing and robbing (indifferently) choſe, who were thought ro bave Money ; nor 
ſparing any thing tha he” could lay his hands, his Rapines proceeded o far, as it 
was thac in the ſpace of ſeven Monerths onely, wherein he was peaceable Pofi.flour 
of this Kingdom of Peg, he put co death fix thouland very rich Merchants, be- 
ſides many ancient Lords of the Country , who by way of Right of Inhericance 
held their Ecates from the Crown. Theſe Extorcions rendered him ſo odious, as 
the moſt part of thoſe that were with him abandoned him co fide with the Xe 
mindoo, who had for him at that time the Towns of D:gov, erdoo, Dalaa, and 
Coulans , even to the Confines of Xarea, from whence he parted in hate to go 
and befiege this Tyrant with an Army of two hundred thouſand men, and five 
chouſand Elephants, When he was arrived at the City of Pegs, where Xemin de 
Satan then kept his Court, he inveſted it round about with Paliſadoes and very 
ſtrong Trenches, yea, and gave ſome Afiults to it, but he could not enter it (0 
eafily as he believed, in regard of the great reſifttance he found from them within ; 
wherefore judging it requifice for him to alter his minde, being prudent as he was, 
he came very ſubuilly ro a Truce of twenty days with the Tyrant upon certain Con- 
ditions, whereof the principal was , that if within che term of choſe twenty days 
he gave him a thouſand Biſlzs of Gold, which are in value five hundred thouſand 
Dixcaces, he would defiſt from the pretention and right which he had co this King- 
dom ; and all chis he did (as I have already ſaid) cunningly, boping by this means 
to bring hin to his bowe with leſs peril, So the time of the Truce beginning to 
run On, all things remained peaceable on either fide, and the Beliegers fell to 
communicate with the Beſtzged: During this Pacification every Morning two hours 
before it was day, they of the Yemindod's Camp played after their manner upon di- 
vers ſorts of Infruments very melodiouſly, at the ſound whereof all they of the 
Ciry can cothe Wallsto ſee what the matter was , Whereupon thoſe Inſtruments 
c2afing to play, a Proclamation was made by a Prieft, accounted by every man a 
holy perſonzge, who ſaid cheſe words with a very ſad voice, O ye People, ye People ! 
unto whom Nature hath given cars to hear, bearken to. the woice of the holy Captain 
Xemindoo, of whom God will make uſe for the reſtoring you to your liberty and for- 
mer quiet ; in orditr whereunto he admoniſheth you from Quiay Nivandel, the God 
of Battels of the Field Vitauy that none of you be ſo hardy 4s to lift up your hand a- 
ganft him, nor againſt this holy Aſſembly which be hath made, out of a holy zeal 
towards theſe People of Pegu, a4 Brother , that he ts, to the leaſt of all the Poor : 
Othermſe whoſoever ſhall come againſt the Army of the Servants of God , or ſhall 
have the will to ds them any harm, lit hims be accurſed for it, and a4 deformed and 
z1le as the Children of the Night, who foaming with Poyſon make horrible Cries, aud 
be delivered into the burzing jaws of the Dragon of Diſcord, whom the true Lord of 
all the Gods bath curſed for ever; whereas contrarily, ts thoſe that ſhall be ſo happy 
as to obey thi: Proclamation, as bu holy Brethren and Allies, (hall be granted in 4 
Life a perpetual Peace, accompanied with a great deal of Wealth and Riches ; and 
after their Death their Souls ſhall be no leſs pure and agreeable to God, then thoſe of 
the Samts which go dancing amidſt the Beams of the Sun in the celeſtial repoſe of the 
Lord Almighty. This publication made, the Mutick began to play again with a 
great noiſe as before, which made ſuch an impreſſion in the hearcs of them that heard 
ir, as1n ſeven nights that ir continued above threeſcore rhouſand perſons went and 
render:d themſelves to the XYemindoo; for inoft of them which herd thoſe words 
gave 2s much credir thereunto, as if an Angel from Heayzn had ſpoken them. In 
rh2 mean time the belieged Tyrant, ſeeing that theſe ſecrer Proclamations of the 
Enemy were {© prejudicial unto him, as they conld not chuſe bur turn to his utter 
rune, brake the Truce at ewelve days end, and deliberated with his Council what ” 

ſhoul 
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ſhould do, who adviſed him by no means to ſuffer himſelf to remain any longer be- 

lieged, for fear leſt the Inhabuancs ſhould muriny, and fall from him eo che Enemy ; 

and that the beſtand ſure(i way was, to fight with the Xemndos in the|opta Field, be- 

for2 he grew to any further ſtrength, This Reſolution being GR_Y by Zenim 
hic 


de Satan, |\e prepared bimſelf for the execution of it z to w effe& he rwo days 
after, befo:e it was day, (allied out at five Gares of the City, with fourſcore thouſand 
men, whic:i then he had, andichatged the Enemies with ftrange fury, They then, in the 
mean time, Who always ftood upon their Guard, received them with a great deal of 
courage ; whereupon enſued ſo cruel a Conflit berween them, that in leſs then half an 
hour, for ſo long latted the heat of che Fight,. there fell on both ſides above forty 
thouſand men ; but at the end of thac time the new King Zexim was born from his 
Elephant by an Harquebuſe (hor, diſcharged ac him by a Portugal, named Goncalo Nets, 
which cauſed all che reſt to render themſelves, and the City likewiſe, upon Gondition 
that che Inhabicancs ſhould have their Goods and Lives ſaved. By this means the Xe- 
mindoo entred peaceably into it, and the very ſame day, which was a Saturday, the 
three and twentieth of February, one thouſand five hundred fifty and one, he cauſed 
himſelf ro be crowned King of Pegs in the greateſt Temple of the Ciry. As for 
Goncalo Neto, he gave him in recompence for killing the Tyrant twenty Bifles of Gold, 
which are ten thoutand Ducates ; and ro the other Portagals, being eighty in number, 
he gave five thouſand Ducates, beſides the Honours and Priyiiedges which chey had in 
the Country 3 he alſo exempted them for three years from paying any Cuſtome for their 
Merchandile, which was afterwards very exactly obſeryed, 
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CHAP, LXXIII. 
The which the Xemindoo did, after be was crowned King of Peg, with the Chau- 
migremsz the King of Bramaa's Foſter- Brothers coming agauiſt him, 
with an Army ; «nd divers other memorable things. 


He Xeneindoo ſecing bimſelf crowned King of Pegs, and peaceable Lord of all 

the Kingdom, began co have choughts far differenc from thoſe which Xemus de 
Satar bad had, being raiſed to the ſame Dignity of King z for the firt and pri-cipal 
thing wherein he imployed himſelf with all his endeavour, was to maintain his King- 
dom in peace, and ro cauſe Juſtice ro flouriſh ; as indeed he eftabliſhed it with 10 
much integrity; as no-man how great ſoever he was, dur(t wrong a leflzr then bim- 
ſelf: withall in chat which concerned the Government of his Kingdom, he proceed- 
ed wich ſo much vircue and equity, as it filled the Strangers that were there with admi- 
ration, fo that one could not withour maryel conſider the peace, the quiet, and union 
of the wills of the People; during the happy and peaceable eſtate of this Kingdom, 
which continued the ſpace of a year, and berter z at the end whereof the Chaumngrem, 
Folier=Brocher to the ſame King of Bramas, whom Xemm de Satay had (lain, as I 
have before declared, havin received advertiſement, that by reaſon of che Rebelli- 
ons and Wars, which fince his departure from thence had happened in che King- 
dom of Pegs the principal Men of State there, had loſt cheir Livesz and the 
Xemindoo who then reigned was vnprovided of all chings neceſſary for his defence 
he reſolved once again to adventure upon the ſame Enterpriſe which had formerly 
been undertaken by his late King, Witch !chis Deſign, he entertained into his Pay a 
mighty Army of Strangers, unto whom he gave a Tineal of Gold by the moneth, which 
is five Ducaces of our Money ; when as be had prepared all things in a readineſs, he 
departed from Tangus, the place of his birth: On che ninth day of arch, a thou- 
ſand five hundred fifry and two, with an Army of three hundred thouſand men, 
wheceof onely fifty thouſand were Bramaa*s, and all the reſt Mons, Chalexs, Cala- 
munhans, Sauanis, Pamcrm, and Auaner In the n—__— Xemimdoo, the new 
King of Pegs, having certain intelligence of theſe rces, Which were coming 
co fall upon him, made preparation to go and meer | wich a Deſign to give them 
Bart:1; for which effe&, he afſeinbled 1n che ſame City where he was, a buge Army 
of nine hundred thouſand men, which were all Pegs's by Nation, and conſequently of 
a we:k conſtitution, and leſs watlike then all « others, whereof I have ſpoken ; 
and on Teſds the fourth of April, abour noon, having received advice chat che 
Enemies Army was encamped all along the River of eleytay ſome twelve leagues 
from thence, he uſed ſuch expedition, as the ſame day, and the next might, all his Soul- 
diers were put into Batrel-aray, for whereas they had prepared every __ be- 
fore, and had alſo been trained by cheir Captains, chere needed no great ado to bring 
them into order, The day cnſuing, all theſe Men of War begun abour nine of the 
clock in the morning, co march at the ſound of an infinite number of warlike Inſtru- 
ments, and went and ſodged that night ſome two leagues fiom thence near co the River 
Potaren. The next day, an hour before Sun-ſer che Bramaa Chaumigrens appeared 
with ſo great a Body of Men, as it took up the extent of a league and an half of 
ground ; his Army being compoſed of ſeventy chouſand Horſe, of two hundred and 
thirty thouſand Foot, and fix thouſand fighting Elephants, beGdes as many more which 
carried Baggage and Vituals ; and in regard it was almoſt nighr, he thought fit ro 
lodge himſelf all along by the Mountain, that he might be in the greater ſafety. Thus 
the _ paſt wich a good Guard, and a firange noiſe that was made on either part, 
The day —_— which was a Saturday, the ſeventh of «April, in the year one 
thouſand five hundred fifty and three, thout five of the clock in the morning, theſe 


rwo Armies began to moye, but with different incentions ; for the Defign of the Bra- 
mae was to pals the Ford, and recover an adyantageous pizce of Ground, which la 

near to another Riverz and the Xemindeo had a defire to keep him from it, and to ſtop his 
paſſage ; upon this Concention, ſome Skirmiſhes enſued, which continued molt part of 


che day, and wherein aboye five hundred men on the one fide and the other were _ 
OW 
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howbeit thead vantage remained with the Chaumigrem, becauſe he pained the place 
whereunto he pretenced, and paſſed all the night chere in banquert-ing, and making 
great bonfires for this good facceſſe. The next day,berimes ia the morning, the Xe- 
-mindoo,King of Prgu, preſented the batrail to his enemies, who did not refuſe it , ſo 
thac they incountred one another with all the fury that a cruel hatred is accuſtomed 
ro kindlein ſuch like caſes, che ewo vantgards chen, who were the beſt Souldiers a- 
mongſt them, fell ſo luſtily unto ir, that in lefſe chen half an hour, all the Field was 


covered with dead bodies,and the Pegaes beganto lack courage. Whereuponthe Xemin- 


doo ſeeing his men give ground, came to ſuccour them with a body of three thouſand - 


elephants, wherewith heſer upon the ſeventy chouſand horſe ſo couragiouſly, & to the 
purpoſe, as the Bramas'*s loſt all that they had grined , which perceived by the 
Charmigrem, who was better experienced in matters of Warre, knowing full well 
what he wasrodo, to recover all again, made ſhew of retyrirg, asif he had been 
vanquiſhed, the X-mindo thereupon, whounderitood not (his ſtratagem, andchar 
chought of nothing bur che viRory, purſued his enemy abouc a quarter of a league: 
bur incontinently che Braman facing about with all his forces, fell upon his enemy with 
ſack violence and horrible cryes,as not only men, but eventhe very earch, and allche 
other elements ſeemed to tremble at ir. By this meanes thecor fl. & renewed in ſuch 
ſort, asina little timne the ayre was ſeen all on (ire, and the ground watered all over 
with bloud, for the Pegx Lords and Commanders, beholding their King fo farre 
ingaged in the batrle, and likely ro loſe the day, ran inſtantly to his ſuccor ; ihe 
likedid the Paronſaray. the Bramaa'*s brocher,onhis ade, with fourty theuſand men, 
and two thouſand elephants,” ſo that there enſucd berwixe chem ſo bloady and 
dreadfull a fight, as words are not able to exprefle the truth of it, wherefore 1 ſhall 
ſay no more, but that half an hour, orthere abour, before Sun-fec, the Army of nine 
hundred thei.ſand Peges was utterly diſcomfited , and (asit was (aic) four bndred 
thouſand of chem were left dead on the place, and all the reſt, or the moſt part of 
them, grievoully wounded , which the Xemizaco ſeeing, fled out of the field, and fo 
eſcaped. Thus did the viory remain unto the Charmigrem, whothereupon cxuſ:d 
himſelf co be crowned King of Pegs, with the ſame royal Enſignes, magniticence, and 
triumph, as the other King of Bramaa,whom Xemir de Satan flewhad formerly been. 
And in regrrd it was already nighc, they beſtowed the time in no ocher thing, bur in 
dreſſing che hurt men, ani keeping good watch inthe Camp. 


Thenext day, 4s ſoon as ic was light, all the victorious ſouldiers, as well wound- Se. 1. 


ed as unwounded,ran to the ſpoil of the dead bodies , wherewich divers ancung{t chem 
were mightily enriched, for they found there great tore of Geld and Jewe's, by 
reaſon the cultome of thoſe Gentiles is, (as I think, 1 have heretofore delivered ) ro 


carry all their weaith about chemto the War. The ſou!diers being well ſatisfied in* 


this particular, rhe new King of this miſerable Kiongdome parted forchwith from the 
place were he had gotten the ViRtory, and marched towards the Citie of Pegs, di- 
ftanc ſome three leagues from thence. Now foraſmuch as he would not thac day 
enter into it, for certain conſiderations which 1 will relate hereafter , he ſet himſelf 
down inthe view of it, about halfa league off, in a Plain, called Sunday Patir : and 
afrer he had thus encamped his Army, he gave order for che guard of the four and 
twenty gates thereof, by placing at each of them a Bramaas Commander with tive 
thouſand Horſe. Inthis mannerhe remained there five dayes, wichour' being able 
to reſolveto enter into the Citie, ont of the fear he was in, leſt the ſtrangers ſhould 
require of him the pillage ofit, as indeed, he was obliged to grant it to them by the 
promiſe which he had madethem for it at Tangus. Now the cuitomof menof War, 
who live but upon their pay, being to have regard to nothing bur their intereſts, theſe 
fix Nations ſeeing the King thus defer his entry into the Citie , which ehey could not 
brook, began to mutinie, and this by the inſtigation of a Port#gal, named Chriſts- 
2ano Surnento, 4 man ofa turbulenr ſpirit, but otherwiſea g90d and valiant Come 
mander, and this mucinie proceeded fo far, as the King of Bramaa for his own 
fafry was conſtrained to retire into a Pegode, where he fortified himſelf with his 
Bramaa®s, untill that the next morning about nire of the clock he came to a truce 
with them, and cauſing them to aſſemble rogerker, fromthe top of a wa!l he ſpake to 
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rhem in this ſort, Afy worthy Friends, and valiant Commanders, I have cauſed you ts 

come ts this holy reſting place of the dead, to the end that with a ſolemn Oath I may diſ- 

cover 1110 you my intentions; whereof, with my knees on the ground, and my eyes lift up 

unto heaven, I take to witneſs Quiny Nivandel the God of Battel of the field Vitau, be- 

ſeeching him to be fudg of this between you and me, and to trike me dumb, if 1 do not tel! 
Jeu the truth. I very well remember the promiſe I made you at Tanguu, which was, to 

give you the pillage of this tumultuous Citie ,, as well becauſe I believed your valor would 
be as it were the miniſter of my revenge, as in ſome ſort to ſatisfie your avarice, where- 
unto ] know you are naturally very much inclined: Now having given you this promiſe 

for a gage of my faith, Tacknowleag that [ am altogether obliged not to break myword with 

you: But whin, on theothev ſide, I come to conſuder the great inconveniences which may 
accrue to me thereby, andthe ſtrilt account which I ſhall one day render for it before the 

equitable and rigarom juſtice of the Lord above, I muſt confeſſe unto you, that T1 am 

very much affraid of charging my ſelf with ſo heavie a burthen : wherefore Reaſon ad- 

wViſes me to render my ſelf faulty towards men, rather then to fall into the diſpleaſure of 
Ged : Beſides, it us wot reaſonable that the innocent ſhould pay for the guilty, and of 
whom 1 am ſuffictently ſatwfird with the death which they bave recerved inthu laſt bat- 
tel by your hands Behold, how 1 earneſtly intreat you, as children that you are of 
my bowels, that having 1eg ara to my good intention, you wil! not kindle this five wherein 
my ſoul will be burnt ,ſ1+:ce you ſee well enough how reaſonable that ts which I a: fore of you, 
41:4 19w unjuſt it wind be for you torefuſeit me. Nevertheleſs, to the end you may not 

remain alr other withort recompen/e, 1 do here promiſe zou to contribute thereanto all 
that hal (eem reaſonableto you, and to ſupply thus default in part with my own goods, 
with my Perſon,with my Kingdosm,and with my State. Hereupon the Commarde's of 
thoſe fix Nations bearing the Kings juſtification, and che promiſe which he made 
them, veeld:dco agree unco v hatſoever he would do : howbeit, they prayed him a- 
bove all things to have regard unto ſouldiers preterſ:ons, who were- not at any hand 
to bediſcuntented, but greacly ro be made account of, Whereunto the King re- 
plyed, That they had reaſon,and that in all things he would endeavour to conform him- 
felf to whatſoever they ſhvuld judg reaſonable, 1n the mean time, to avoid diſputes 
which might entuc hereupon, 1: was concluded, that they ſhould referr themſelves to 
Arbicrators : for whicheff-& :he Mutiners were to name three on their fide, and the 
King three ochers or: his, wich madeſix in all, whereof three were to be Religious 
men,and the rei} Srrangers, thar ſo the judgment mighr be given with lefle ſuſpicion. 
Thisrefolucior bei:ig caken berween them, they agreed rogether, that the three Re-. 
ligions men ſhonid be the Iſcr-1grepos ot a Pagode,that was named Zxiay Hifaron,thae 
is to ſay,the God of Povercie, and that for the other three Strangers,che King and che 
Mutiners ſhould caſtlotrs, to ſee who ſhould chuſe one or two of them on his fide. 
This Ele&ion being fal'en to the King, he madea choice of rwo Portugals, of an hun- 
dred and forty that were then in the Cicie, whereof the one was Gonſalo Pacheco, 
the King our Maſters FaRor for Lacre, a worthie man, and of a good conſcience ; 
and the other a worſhipful Merchant, named Nano Fernandes Teixeyra, whom the 
King held in good eſteem, as having known himin the life time of the deceaſed King, 
By the ſame means the Commanders of the Mutiners ele&ed another ſtranger, whoſe 
name Idonot kaow. Things thus concluded, the Judges deſtined for the reſoluti- 
on of this Aﬀair were ſent for, becauſe the King was not willing toſtirre out of the 
place where he was, untill the matter was determined , to the end he might diſmiſſe 
chem all peaceably before he entred into the Citie, for fear lelt if chey entered with 
him, they ſhould not keep their word. For this purpoſe then the King about mid- 
night ſent a Bramaa on horſeback to the Portugals quarter, who werein no leſle fear 
then the Pegries of being plundered and killed. Afcer that the Bram«a was come 


inco theCi:ie, and that he had asked aloud (for fo they uſe tro do when they come 
from the King) where theCaprain of the Porrugals was, he was preſently conduRted 
to his Lodging, where being arrived, Jt z#athing (ſaid he to the Captain) as pro- 
per tothe nature of that Lord ab+ve, who hath created the ſirmament and the whole 
beavens, to make good men for the converſion of the wicked, as it is ordinary with the 
perniciocts Dragon to nouriſh in his boſome [ſpirits of commotion and tumnlt , to

bring aiſerger wnto the peace which conſeywrg us in the hily Law of the T,.xd, 1 mean 
hereby (continued he) that amonsſt ol! theſe of your N at 191 there is 6117 wicked 49 
fomnd, vomiting ont of his infernal ſfemach flames of diſcord and [edition,by means wher« 
of he hath cauſed the three frange Nations of the Chalons, Meleytes axd Savadis to now- 
tine in the King my Majiers Army, whereupen hath enſuca (6 oreata mil bief, that 
beſides almoſt the utter ruin? of the Camp,three thinſard bramaa's have been: flatn, and 
the King hims/rif hath been 18 ſuch danger, as he was feinto retire intoa Fort, where he 
hath remained three dayes, andſtill is there, not daring to come cat; beranſe he canuot 
pat any truſt in thoſe ſtrangers. Howbveit, jor a remedy of ſo great unquietn'ſſe, it hath 
pleaſed God,wh» us therrue Father of concord, to inſpirethe Kings heart with paticnce to 
endure this injure, being prudent as he ts, to the end he may by that means pacific the tu- 
mult and rebellion of theſe three turbulent Nations, who inhabit the moſt deſart parcs of 
the monutains of Mons, ana are the moſt accurſed of God amongſt all prople. Now, to 
make an cntry into thu peace and union, a Treaty hath been had between the Kings and 
the Commander: of the Mutiners whereby it hath been concluded oneither part ith an 
Oath,T hat foexempr this Cu:7 from the plundering which had been prom:{/edtathe Soul 
arers, the King ſhall give them ont of his own eſtate, as much as ſix men, deputed for 
that purpoſe, ſhall award, of which nuwber there are already fonr, /o that to make ”p the 
whole ſix, there wants none but thee, whom the Kins hath choſen for him ;, and another 
Portugal, whoſe vame ws written in this paper, whereby thu Halt be aſcertained ef that 
which I have ſaid unto thee. Thereypon he delivered a Letter unco him from the 
King of Bramaa, which Gonſals Pacheco received upon hits knees, and laid upon his 
head, with exterior complements ſo full of civilitie and courteſie, as the Bramas re- 
mained very much contented ard fatisfied therewith, and faid unto him, Surely, the 
King my Maſter muſt neeas have a great knowledge of thee, in that he hath choſen thee 
er 4 fndge of bi; Honony and Eſtate. Hereupon Gor/alo Pachece read the Letter - 
loud before all the Portwgals, who heard it ſtanding, with their hats in their hands : 
Thecontents of it were to thiseffeR, Captain Gorfalo Pacheco, my dear Friend, and 
that appears before my eyes like a precious Pearl, as being no leſs vertuos in the tran - 
quillzrie of thy tife,t ben the holy e/t Menigrepos 15. b live un the Deſarts, I, the axczenc 
Chaumigrem, ana now King of frurteen States wiich Goa hath now put into my hands 
by the death of the holy King my Maſter, as ſens thee a {mile of my month, te the end 
thou mayeſt be 41 arreenble to me, as thoſe whom { caxſe to ſit at my itable,in a day of joy 
; and feaſting : Know then that I have thought Coed to take thee for 4 {ure sf the Affair 
that i in queſtion, and thereſore have ſent for thee together with my #20d Friend, Nuno 
Fernandez Teixyra, to come pre/cntly n'9 me, for ro giUtds end to this #1 ane! e,which I 
wholly commit KyPo Jon” truſt. A 14 tor ſo mnch 4s concerns the ecHrtty of your perſon f. 
in regard of the fear you may be in of the late Mutiny, T do exgage my word C3 [wear to 
yon by thefaith which a King onohtto have, whom God himſelf hath anointed, that I 
will take y0u, and all thoſeof your Natten, with all others that beleeve in your God, into 
my proteition, Afﬀterthat this Letrer was read, to the great altoniſhmene of ail usthar 
heardit, we could beleeve no other, bur that by Divine permiſſion it came f:om 
Heaven, for the aſſurance of our lives, whereot weſtood in very great doubt until then, 
Gonſals Pacheco and Nuno Fernandez, with ten other Portugal: which wereehoſen for 
that purpoſe,inſtantly prepared a Preſent of divers rich Piecesto carry to the King,ur:- 
to whom they went that very fame night an hour before day, in the company of the 
Braman who brought the Letter, .in regard, the haſtethe King was in wonld brook 
ne delay. 

Gonſalo Pacneeo, Nuno Fernandez, and the other Portugals, arrived at the Camp 
an hour before Sun-ri{ing, and the King ſent to receive them one of the chieteſt 
Bramaa Commanders that he had, and in whom ke very much confided, who was 
accempanied with aboyean hundred horſe, and f1x Serjeantsat Armes chat carried Ma- 
ces. This ſame received the Porrugals, ard leadthem to the King, who did much 
honour unto Gox/alo Pacheco, and Nano Fernandez: , and atter he had talked with 
them of divers matters, he putthem in mind of the importance of the buſineſle for 
which he had ſent for them, and willed them by auy means to leane rather to the 
Commauders then to him, aflurirg chem that he ſhould be very well contented chere- 
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with, and ſaid many thingsto them to that purpoſe, Then he cauſed them to be 
conducted by the ſame Zrawaa Lord to the Tent, where the other four Arbicrators 
were with the high Treaſurer,and two Regiſters, when as they had commanded fi- 
lence to all that were.withour, they fell ro debating of the buſineſſe for which they 
were aſſembled together ; whereupon there were many opinions, which took up the 
moſt part of theday, butat laſt allſix came croconclade, That albeic on the one fide 
the King, by the promiſe which he had madeat Ta»gaxto the forreigne Sonldiers, for 
to give them the ſpoil or pillage of che places which he ſhould take by force, was excee- 
dingly obliged to the performance thereof, yet ſeeing char on che other ſide this pro- 
miſe was of great ard notable prejudice tothe innoceat, becauſe it could nor be pur 
in execution without greatly offending God, theſe things conſidered, they ordained 
by their award, That the King, in regard of the promiſe which he had made them, 
honld pay mate them a thouſand biſſes of gold out of his own treaſure, and that upon the 
Souldierr receiving therecf they ſhould paſſe over to the ather ſide of the River, and ye- 
tire direftly into thety commries , but that they ſhould firſt benlſ» paid all that Was dur 
ro them befoye this mutiny began, and that they ſhould be furniſhed with vifluals ſufficie 
ent for twenty aaies, This award being publiſhed was received wich much conteat 
ro eicher party ; So that the King commanded it to'\be inſtantly and punRually 
executed, and for a greater teltimony of his liberality , afcer he had paid them all 
this ſum of meny, he beſtowed upon the commanders and Officers of each Com- 
pany many bountifull rewards, wherewith they were all of them very well pleaſed, 
and ſatisfied. In this ſort were theſe three mutinous na'tons diſcharged ; for the 


\King would by no means truſt, or make uſe ofthem any longer : Howbcit, he would 


not ſuffer theſe ſtrangers to go all away together, but cauſed chem to be divided into 
rroups, each of chem confiſting of a thouſand men, to the end that by this means 
they ſhould give the leſſe ſuſpition in their recurn, and ſhould be lefle able to plun- 
der the open towns, by which they were to paſſe, and thus che next day they de- 
arced, As for Gonſals Pacheco, and Nano Fernandes T eixyra, the King gave them 
cen biſſes of gold, for _ his Arbitrators in thisaffair, whereunto he added a paſs- 
port written with his own hand, whereby the Port#ug als were permitted to retire free. 
ly intothe Indies, without paying any cuſtome or duty for cheir merchandize; where. 
of we made more account then of all the mony could have been given us, becauſe that 
for three years before the precedent Kings had retayned us inthis country, with excee- 
ding much vexationand tyranny, whereby we wereoftentimes in great danger of our 
lives,by reaſon of the ſucceſle of that which I have ſpoken heretofore. 1 his done, there 
were Proclamations made by men on horſeback, to give notice that the day following, 
the King would eater into the City in a peaceable manner,rhreatning all ſuch as ſhould 
do the contrary,with a crueil death. Accordingly, the next morning at nine of the 
clock the King parted from the Pagode, whether he had retired himſelf, and about 
an hour after arrived at the City , whereinto entring by the chiete!t Gate, he was 
receivedby anaſfembly (in form of a Proceſſion) ot fix thouſand Priefts of all the 
twelve Sets which arc inthis Kingdome , by one of whom, called Capiznndo, anora= 
tion was made unto him, whereof the preface was thus, Bleſſed and praiſed be that 
Lord, who ought truly to be acknowledged of all men for ſucb,in regard of the holy works 
which he hath made with his Divine hanas, teftified to us by the light of the day,the ſhi- 
ning of the night, and all the «ther magnificences of his mercy whieh he bath produced in 
»s , Praiſed be he, T ſay, for that by the efſett5of his infinite power, which are agree- 
able unto him, he hath been pleaſed to eſtabliſh thee on the earth above all the Kings that 
govern it ;, and ſceing we hold thee for his favorite, we humbly beſeech thee onr Lord,that 
thou wilt never more rewember the faults and offences which we have commiticd againff 
thee, to the end that theſe thy affiifted people may be comforted with the promiſe there= 
of, which they hope thy Majrfty will make them at this preſent. This ſame requeſt 
was likewiſe made unto him by thefix thouſand Grepos, all proſtrated on the ground, 
and with cheir hands lifred up to heaven, who with a dreadfull tumult of voices ſaid 
unto him , Granut,our Lord and King peace 4% pardon for that ts paſt to all the people 
of thu thy Kingdom, of Pegu,to the end they may not be troubled with the fear of their 
fences, which they conſeſſe publikely before the*, The King anſwered them, char he 
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was contented ſo todo, and ſwore to them by the head of 2 «tay Nivandel, the God 


of Barrel of the field Firas, for the confirmation thereof, Upon this promiſe a!l the 
people proſtrated themſelves with cher faces on the ground, and ſaid unto |.im : God 
make thee to proſper for snfunite years 89 the vitlory over thy enemies, that thou mayeſt 
rrample their beads under thy feet. Hereupon for a token of great gladneſſe,they fel ro 
playing on diversinſtruments after eheir manner, chough very barbarouſly, and un- 
tunably ,and the Grepo Capizona fer on his head a rich Crown of gold and precious 
{tones of che faſhion of a Micts , wherewich the King made bis entry into the City, 
with a great deal of ſtateand triumph, cauſing to march before him all the ſpoile of 
the elephants and chariots, as alſo the (tarue of the X:+mindoo, whom he had varqui- 
ſhed, bound witha great iron chain, and forcy Colours trayled on the ground, As 
for him, he was ſeated on a very mighty elephanc, harneſſed with gold, and invirored 
with forty Serjeants at armes bearing Maces: there marched likewiſe all the great 
Lords and Commanders on foot, with their Scymitars covered with plates of gold, 
which they carried on their ſhouldiers, and chree thouſand fighting elephants, wich 


their Caſtles of divers inventions, belices a world of oxher people, as well foot as horſe ; 
which followed him without number, 


CH AP. LXX'V. 
The finding of the Xemindoo, and bringing of him to the King; with the manner of 
his execution and death ,, and other particularities concerrins the ſame. 


AL that the King of Br amas had continued peaceably in this Citie of Pegs for 
the ſpace of fix and twenty daies, the tirft thing be did was to make himſelf 
Maſter ofthe principal places ofthis Kingdome, whichagg knowing the defeat of the 
Xemindeo, held {till for him: To this purpoſe, havid given Commiſſion to ſome 
Commanders for it, he wrote to the inhabitancs of thoſe places divers courteous 
Letters, wherein he called chem hzs dear children, and gave them an abolirion of all 
that was paſt: He alſo promiſed them,by a ſolemn oath, to maintain them in peace 
for the time cocome, and alwayecs to miniſter juſtice toe them, without any Impoſts 
or other oppreſſion, bur that be would(contrcarily )do them new favours, as to the 
very Bramaas which ſerved him in the Warres. To theſe words he added many 0- 
thers, very well accommodated to the time and his deſire, for the better crediting 
whereof, they that were already reduced under his obedience-wrote thei Lecrers al- 
ſo unto them, wherein they made an ample relation of the Franchiſes atd Immuni- 
ties which the King had granted to them. All this, accompamed with the fame which 
ran thereof in all parts, wrought ſo great anefteR, as all thoſe places rendred unto 
him, and put themſelves under his obedience: ſo chat,in imitation of chem ali,the 0+ 
ther Cities, Towns, States and Provinces that were in the Kingdom,did the like. For 
my part, I hold, that this Kingdome whereof the King of Bramas made at this time a 
new Conqueſt, ts the beſt, the moſt abuadant, and richeſt in Goldin Silver, and preci- 
ous Stones, that may be found in any part of the world. T hings being thus accompliſhed, 
to the greatadyantage of the Bramaa, be diſpatches divers Horſemen with all ſpeed in- 
ro all parts, to go in queſt of the Xemindeo, wio (as I have already declared) had 
eſcaped from the paſt Battel, and was ſo unhappy, that he was diſcovered in a place 
named Faxlas, aleague from the Town of Potem,which ſeparates the Kingdom from 
Aracam : Pceſertly whereupon, he waslead with great joy,by a man of baſe conditi+ 
on, to this King of Bramas, who in recompence thereof gave him thirty thouſand 
Ducares of yearly rent. Being brought before him, bound as he was with an iron 
collar, and manacles, he ſaid unto him,in way of derifion, Tho# art welcome ( King 
«f Pegu )and maiſt well kiſſe the ground which thou ſeeſt , for I aſſure thee, T have ſet my 
fot on it , whereby thou mayeſt perceive how mnch Iam thy Friexd, fince I do thee an 
honowr which then couldſt never imagine, Totheſe words the Xeminavo made no an- 
ſwer, ſo that the King falling to jeer this miſerable man anew, who lay before him 
with his face on the ground, faid unto him, What meas thi ? ire thow amazed ts 
ſee me, oy to ſre thy ſelf in ſo great bowour ? Or what 15 the matter,that thog doft not an- 
{wer tothat which I demand of thee? After this affront, the Xemindeo, whether ic _ 
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that te was troubled with his misfertunes,or aſhamed of his diſhonour, anſwered him 
in this ſort; If the clouds of Heaven, the Sun, the Moon,aud the other creatures, which 
cannot expreſſe in werds that which God hath created for the ſervice of man,aud for the 
beautifying of the Firmament, which hides from us the rich treaſures of hi power could 
naturally with the horriblewveice of their dreadful Thunder explain tothem which now 
look upon me, the eſtate whereunto I ſee my ſelf reduced before thee, and the extreme af- 
fliſtion which my ſoul doth ſuſſer, they would anſwer for me,and declare the cauſe I have 
tobe mute in the condition wherein my ſins have ſet me:C> whereas thou canſt not be Fuds 
«f that which 1 ſay, being the party that accuſeſt me, and the miniſter of the execution 
of thy defiene, 1 bold my ſelf for excuſed, if 7 ao not make the an anſwer, as I would ds 
before that bleſſed Lord,who, how faulty ſcever Tcould be,would have pitie on me mowed 

: tear that I ſhould ſhed. This ſaid, he fell down with his face 6n the 


with the leaſt | 
ground, and twice together asked for a little water : Whereupon the King of Bramas, 


the moreto aff!& him, commanded that the Xem3»4vo ſhould receive this water 


f-om the hand of a Daughter of his, ( held by him as a ſlave) whom he exceedingly 
loved, and had at that time of kisdefeat promiſed to the Prince of Nawrir, Son to 
the King of Avaa. The Princeſſe no ſooner ſaw her Father lying inthat manner or 
the ground, but ſhe caft her ſelf at his feet, and {traitly embracing him, after ſhe 
had kiſſed him thrice, ſhe ſaid to him with her eyes all bathedin tears, O my Father 
my L rd, and my King, I sutreat yon, for the extreme affettion which I have alwayes 
born you, and ſor that alſo whichyouhave at all times ſhewed to me, that you will beplea- 
ſedto lead me with you, thiu imbracing y-u as 7 ds, to the end that inthi: ſad paſſave you 
may have oneto comfort yowwith a cup of water, now that for my ſins the world refuſes 
ou that reſet which 5 Awe waro you, It 15 ſaid, | chatthe Father would fain have an. 
ſwered to theſe words, yet &Qd not poitibly doit, fo much was he oppreſſed with 
griefandanguiſh of mind, t thi; Daughter whom he ſo dearly loved, in ſuch a 
taking ; bur fell asit wereinaſwoun, and ſo continued a good while ; wherewith 
ſome Lords that were there preſent were ſo moved, as the tears came into their eyes; 
which obſerved by the King of Zramaa, and that they were Pegues, who had for- 
merly been the Xemindoo's SubjeRs, fearing leſt they ſhould berray him in time to 
come, hecauſed their heads to be preſently ſtrucken off, ſaying with a diſdainfull 
and fierce countenance, Seeing you have ſo great pitic of the Xemindoo your King, pet 
J0u before and prepare A lodging for him,a»d there he will pay you for this affettion which 
you teſtifie to have for him. Atter this, his wrath redoubled in fuch ſort, as inſtantly 
he cauſed this very Daughter to be killed in her Fathersarms;, which truly was more 
chen abrutiſh and ſavage cruelty, in ſeeking to hinder the affeRions which nature 
hath imprintedin us. Then no longer enduriag the fight of the Xemindes, he com- 
manded him to be takenfrom thence, and to becarried to a cloſe priſon, where he 
paſſed all che night following under a ſure guard. 

The next morning, Proclamation was made over all the City, for the people to bg 
preſentatthedeath of the unhappy Xemindoo,now, the chiefeſt reaſon why the Bramax 
did this, was, that the inhabicanrs ſeeing him dead, might for ever loſe all hope of 
having him for their King, asallgenerally delired, for whereas he was their Coun- 
tryman, andthe Bramaa a Stranger, they were in extreame fear, leſt the Bramas 
ſhould become intime like unto him whom Xemirn de Satan ſlew, and that had been 
during his reigna mortal enemy tothe Pegyes ; entreating them with ſuch extraordi- 
rary cruelty, asthere ſcarcely paſſed a day, wherein he did not execute hundreds of 
them : and all fer matters of ſmall importance, and which deſerved no puniſhment, 
had chey been proceeded againſt by the waies of true Juſtice. Abour ten of the 
clock, the unfortunate Xemindeo was drawn out of the dungeon where he was,in the 
manner enſuing, Before him marched through the Streets, by which he wasto paſſe, 
forty men on horſeback with lancesintheir hands, to prepare ard clear the waies ; 
therewereas many behind as before him, which carried naked ſwords, crying aloud 
tothe people, whereof the number was infinite, to make room : After them follow- 
ed about fifteen hundred harquebuſiers with their matches lighted , next to theſe laſt, 
which they of the Country uſe tocall, the avant comrenrs ofthe Kings wrath, went an 


hundred and threeſcore elephants armed with their Caſtles, and covered with —_ 
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peitry, marchingby hve and fivein arank, afrer them rode in the ſame order, by five 
marank, fifreenmen on horſeback, which carried black enſignesail bloudy , crying 
aloud, asit were by way of Poclamation; Ler thoſe miſerable wretches, which ave 
the flavesof bunger,and are continually perſecuted by the diſgrace of fortune, hearken to 
the cry of the arm of wrath,cxecuted on them that have offenged their King,to the ens that 
the aſtoniſhment of the pain, which uw ordained them for it, may be deeply imprinted in 
iheir memory. Behind theſe ſame were other fifreen, clothed with a Kind of bloudy 
garment, which rendred them dreadful and of a bad aſpet , who at cheſound of tive 
Bells, which they rungin haſte, {aid with ſo lamentable a voice, as they chat heard 
them were moved ro weep: This rigorous {uſftice is done by the living God, the Lord 
ef all truth," f whoſe huly body the hairs of our heads are the feet , It ts he that will have 
the Xemindoo prt ts death, for uſurping the Eſtates of the great King of Bramaa, Lord 
of Tangun. \ heſe Proclamations were anſwered by a troupe of people, which marched 
thronging before with ſuch loud cryes, as would have made onetrembie to hear them, 
ſaying theſe words, Let him die without having pity en him, that hath committed ſuch 
an offence : Theſe were followed by a company of hve hundred Bramaa horie,and after 
thera came another of foor, whereot ſome neld naked ſwords and bucklers in their 
hands, and the re{t were armed with cofſelets, and coats of maile; In the midit of 
theſe came the poor Patient, mounted on a lean1il-tavoured jade, and the hanoman 
on the crupper behind hira, holding him up under bath the armes. This miſerabie 
Prince was ſo poorly clad, that his naked skinne was every where ſeen, withall, inan 
exceeding derifion of his perſon, they had ſet upon his heada Crowne of ſtraw, like 
unto an Urinall caſe; which Crowne was garniſhed with muſcle-ſhel's, faſtned coge- 
ther with blew thred; andround about his iron collar were a aumber of onions ry2d : 
Howbeit, though he was reduced to ſo deplorable an eſtate, and that his tace was 
ſcarce like co that ofa living man, yerleft he not (for all thac)from having ſomething 
of I know not what in hiseyes, which manifeſted the condition of a King, There 
was beſides obſerved in him a majeſticall ſweetneſſe, which drew ters from all char 
beheld him. About this guard which accompanied him chere was another of above 
a thouſand horſemen, intermingled with many armed elephants: Paſſing thus tho- 
row the twelve principal {treets of the Ciry, where there was a world of people, he 
arrived at laſt at a certain (treet called Cabam Bainhaa, out of which he wenc bur two 
and twenty days before,:ogo and fight with the Bramaa, in fuch pomp arid greatneſs, 
as by the report of them char ſaw it, and of which number [ was one, it was(withour 
doubt)one of the mo{t marvellous {i1phtsthat ever hath been ſeen in the world; whereof 
notwithſtanding 1 will make no mention here, either in regard 1 cannot promiſe ro 
recount rightly how all paſt, or for chac I fear ſore will receive theſe cruchs for lies ; 
nevertheleſſe mine eyes having been the witneſles of theſe two ſucceſſes, if I do nor 
ſpeak of the greatneſſe of the firit, 1 will at lea{twiſe declare the miteries of che ſecond, 
to the endby theſe rwo ſo d.flerent accidents, happening in ſo ſhort a time, one 
may learn whatlicele aſſurance is to be put in the PI of cheearth, and in all the 
goods. which are given es by inconſtantand deceitful Fortune, Whenas the poor Pati- 
ent had paſt thati{treet of Cabam Bainhaa, he arrived at a place where Gonſalo Pacheco 
our Captain was, with abovean hundred Portugals in his Company , among(t the 
which there was one ofa very baſe birth, andof a mind yer more vile, who having 
' been robbed of his goods ſome years before, as he ſaid, at ſuchrime as the Patient reign- 
ed, and complained to him of thoſe who had done ir, he would not youchfafe to give 
him audience, ſothar thinking tobe revenged on him for ic now, with extravagant 
and unſeemly ſpeech ; as ſoon as this poor Prince came where Gonſals Pacheco was, 
with all the other Porcugals, the wirtiefle fe!low ſaid aloud to him, thar all might hear 
him, 0 Robber Xemindoo, remember how when I complained to thee of thiſe that had 
robbed me of my goods them wonldeſt not do me juſtice , but I hopethat now thou ſhalt {a- 
tisfie what thy works deſerve : for I will at ſupper eat 4 piece of that fleſh of thine, where- 
unto I will invite two dogs that I bave at home. The fad Patient having heard che 
words of this hair-bain'd fellow, ijifred up his eyes ro heaven, ard after he had 
continued a while penſive, turning himſelt with a ſevere countenance towards him 
that uttered them, Fricud, ſaid he unto him, Pi pray thee, by the great geeaneſs of that 
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God in whom thou believeſt to pardon me that for which thou accuſeſt me,and to remeny- 

ber that it 15 not the part of a Chriſtian, in thu painful eſt ate wherein I ſee my ſelſ at this 

preſent, to put mein mind of that which I have done heretofore , for beſidesthat, thou 

canſt not thereby recover the loſs which thou ſayeff thou haſt ſuſtained, it will but ſerve 

to aſfli8t andtrowble ms: the more. Pacheco having heard whar thisfellow ſaid,comman- 
ded him to hold his peace, which immediately he did, whereupon the Xemindoo with 

a gravecountenance made ſhewrhat thisaRion pleaſed him , ſo that ſeeming to be 

more quiet, it made him to acknowledge that with his mouth which hecould not 0- 

therwiſerequice, 1 muſt confeſs, ſa.d he unto him, that 1 could wiſh, if God would 
permit it, I might have one hour longer of life to profeſs the excellency of the faith where- 

in you Portugals live , for, as I have heretofore heard it (aid, your God alone ts true, and 
all othey gods are lyers. The Hangman had no ſooner heard theſe words, bur he gave 

him ſo great a buffer on the face, thac his noſe ran out with bloud, fo that the poor 

Patient ſtooping with his hands downward, Bro: her ( faid he unto. hin ) ſuffer metos 

ſave thu blond,to the end thou maiſt n«t want ſome to fry my fleſh with all. So pailing on 
in the fame order as before, he finally arrived at the place where he was io be executed, 
with fo little lite as he ſcarcely thought of any thing : When he was mounted on a 
creatScaffold, which had been expreſlly erected for bim, the Chirca of Jultice fe'l to 
reading of his Sentence from an high Seate, where he was placed, the contents where- 
of werein few words theſe , 7 he living God of our heads, Lord of the Crown of th. Kings 
of Avaa, commands, that the perfidious Xemindoo be ex:cated as the perturbator of the 
people of the earth, and the mortal enemy of the Bramaa Nation. This ſaid, he made a 
tign with his hand, and inſtantly the Hangman cut off his head at one blow, ſhewing 
it co all the people, which were there without number, and divided his body into 
eightquarters, ſerting his bowels and other interior parts which were put rogether, 
in a place by themſelves; then covering all with a yellow cloth, which is a mark of 
mourning amonglt them, they wereleft there till che going down of che Sun, at which 
time they were burnt in che manner enſuing, 


The eightquartersof the Xemindoo*'s body were expoſed from mid-day till three of 
Clock in tie af:ernoon, to the view of all the people, whereof there was an infinite 
company there, for every one came rhronging thirher, as well to avoid the puniſh- 
ment wherewith they had been threatned, as to gain( in ſs doing )the Plenary indul- 
gence called by them Axiperan, which their Priefts gave them of their fins, without 
re 11rurion of any thing of all the Thieveries by them formerly commicred, After,then, 
thac che cumult was appeaſed, and that certain men on horſeback had impoſed ſilence 
on the people by making cectain publications, whereby the Tranſgreſlors therein were 
threacred with terrible puniſhments, a bell was heard totoll five ſeveral times ; up- 
0 this tignall cwelve men clothed in black robes, ſported all over wich bloud, havin 
their faces covered, and bearing filver Maces on their ſhoulders, came out of a houſe 
sf woed, made expreſly for that purpoſe, and diſtant ſome five or fix paces from the 
Scaffold ; afcer them followed twelve Prieſts, which they call Talagrepes, being, as 
I bave ſaid, the moſt e;.inent Dignities amongſt theſe Pagans, and held by them ay 
Saints; then appeared the Xemin Pecaſſer, the King of Bramaa*s Uncle, who ſeem- 
ed to benear an hundred years old, and was(as the reſt)all in mourning, and inviron- 
ed with twelve little boyes richly apparelled, carrying on their ſhoulders Courtelaſſes 
curiouſly Damasked. After that the Xemin had with a great deal of Ceremonie pro- 
ſiraced himſelf three times on the ground, in way of extraordinary reverence; O 
holy fleſ»( (aid he )which art more to be eſtremed then all the Kingaomes of Avaa,thou orie 
ent Pearle of as many Carats as there be Atomes in the brams of the Sun,x>hom God hath 
placed in an beipht of Honour,with a Scepter of Sovereign power above that of Kings,I 
that amihe leaſe of thy mciny, & /o unlikethee through my baſeneſs as Tcan ſcarcely ſee 
my ſelf, ſo little 1 am, do moſt humbly beſeechthee, Orthou Lord of my head, by the freſh 
Meadow wheye thy ſoul doth mw ricreat thy ſelf, to hear that with thy ſorrowful ears 
which my mouth [ayes to thee in publike, to the end thou maiſt remain [atisfied” for the of- 
fence which hath been done thee in this world. Oretanan Chaumigrem,thy brother, Prince 
of Savady and Tanguy, ſenas to jntreat thee by me thy ſlave, that before he de parts my 
the 
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tha life thou wilt pardon him that which 6 paſt if be have given thee any diſcontent, 
and withall that thou wilt take poſſeffion of all bis Kingdomes, becauſe ht doth even now 
yield them up unto thee without reſerving the leaſt part thereof for himſclf . withall be 
proteſts unto thee by me thy vaſſal, that he makes this reconciliation with thee volunt ari« 
ly, to the end that the complaints which thou maieſt prefer ag inſt him there above in 
heaven ma 1ynot be heard of God: Moreover for a puniſhment « f the diſpleaſure he hathdone 
thee, be offer: to be for thee, during this pgrimage of life,the Captain and Guardian of 
this thy King dome of Pegu, for which he does thee homage, with an oath to accompliſh 
al waies upon earth what ſoever thou ſhalt command him from heaven above, upon conditi= 
on that thou wilt beſtow the profit which ſhall ariſe thereof npon him as an almes for his en- 
tertainment ; ſor be knows very well,that otherwiſe he ſhould net be permitted to poſſeſs 
the Kingdome, neither would the Menigrepos ever conſent thereunto, nor at the hour of 
death give him abſolution for ſo great a ſin. Upon theſe words, one of the Prieſts that 
was preſent, and chat ſeemed to have more authoritie then all the reſt, mado him an- 
ſwer, asif che deceaſed himſelf had ſpoken , Since 7 ſee, O my Son, that thou doeſt 
now confeſſe thy paſt faults, and craveſt pardon of me for them in this puvlick aſſembly, 
1 do grant it thee with all my heart ,, and it pleaſes ms to leave thee in this King dome for 
the paſtor of this my flock, on condition that thou doft not violate the faith thou haſt 
given me by this oath, which would be 46 great an offence,as if thaw ſhhouldſt now come to 
lay hands on me without the permiſſion of Heaven, All the people having heard theſe 
words, anſwered thereanto with joyful voices, Perform ſo much, my Lord, my Lord, 
After this, the Prieſt being gotinto the pulpic, begin to ſpeak thus to the aſliftancs ; 
Preſent me with part of the tears of your eyes for the entertainment of my ſoul, becauſe of 
the good news [now bring yon, which is, that by the will of God thu Conntry w ſetled on 
onr King Chaumigrem, without being tyed to make any reftsrution thereof, for which 
you have all of you g10d cauſe to rejoyce, like good and faithful ſervants as you are, He 
had ſcarcely made an end of ſpeaking thus, when as a!l thoſe of the aſſembly clapping 
their hands,gave great demonſtrationsof joy, andcryed out in a way of thankſp:ving, 
Be thou praiſed, O Lord, All this ceremony ended, the Prieſts full of devotion and 
zeal immcdiately took all the parts of this poor King, diſmembred in that ſort, and 
wich great veneration carried them to 2 place below, where a grear fire was kindled of 
Sandal, Aloes, and Benjamin, which coſt a great deal ; then three of them taking up 
of the body of the deceaſed, with che bowels, and a!l the reſt, threw ic into it, and 
afterwards with 2 {trange ceremony offered many facritices unto him, whereof the moſt 
part were of ſheep. The body bu: ned all chat night untill che nexc mornirg, and che 
aſhes thereof was put into a lver Urne, wherein, with a very ſolemn aſſembly of a- 
bove tenthouſand Prieſts, it was carried toa Temple, called The God of thouſand 
Gods, and there was buried in a rich. Tomb within a Chappe! gilc all over. Behold 
what was the end of the great and mighty Xemindeo King of Pegu, unto whom his 
Subj<&s bore io greac refpeR and honour, during the time of his reign, which was ſo 
flouriſhing, tha it ſeemed there was no other Monarch greater then he on the earth , 


but ſuch is che courte of all the world. 


CHAP. LXXVv. 
My imbarking is the Kingdome of Pegu to goto Malaca, and fromthence to 
Japan , and a ftrange actident which arrived there, 


He death ofthe good King of Siam, and the adulterie of the Queen his wife; 

whereof I have ſpoken atlarge heretofore, were the root and beginning of ſo ma- 
ny diſcords, and of ſo many cruell warres, which hapning in thoſe rwo Kingdomes of 
Pegu and Siam,indured three yearsand an half, with ſo much expence of mony and 
bloud, asis borribleto think of, Now the end of all choſe warres was,thatthe Char- 
migrem, King of Bramaa, remained abſolute Lord of the Kingdome of Pegs : how- 
beit for the preſent I will ſpeak no further of him, but will deliver chat which arrived 
in other Countries, untill ſuch time as the ſame Chaumigrem King of Bramaa retur- 
ned upon the Kingdome of Siam, with ſo mighty an Army, as neverany King what- 


ſoever in the [nd acs brought a greater into the field, as conſiſting of ſeventeen _ 
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dred thouſand men, andofſixteen thouſand elephants; whereof nine thouſand were 
for the carriage of the Baggage, and ſeven thouſand for fighting , an enterprize thar 
was ſo dammagveable for us, as I learned afterwards, that it coſt us two hundred 
and fourſcore Portugals. Icome now againto my defigne, from which 1 have wan- 
dered a good while. Afterthat theſe commotions, whereof I have ſpoken hereto- 
fore, were all appeaſed, Gonſal» Pacheco departed from the City of Pegs, with all 
us the reſt of the Portugals which remained there, and whom the new King of Bra- 
1144 had delivered, as I have already declared, cauſing their merchandize tobe reſto- 
redunto them, and obliging them with many othercourteſies, as well of Honour, as 
of Liberty : So we, an bundred and threeſcore Portugals as we were, imbarqued 
our ſelves in five veſſels, which were atthattimein the Port of Co/min, one of the 
principal Towns of that Kingdom, and there we divided our ſelves as pilgrims arid - 
travellerstothe Indiaes, for to go into divers Countries, according as each of ns 
rhoughr ro be moſt convenient for him. As for me, I ſer ſail for Malacca, with fix and 
twenty of my companions; where when we were arrived, I ſojourned there one 
month only, and then imbarqued my ſelfagain to goto fapax with one forge Alva- 
7, whoin a Ship belonging to Simono de Aﬀdells, Captain of the Fortreſſe, went r09' 
traffick, Now having been already 1x and twenty dayes under fail, in continuins our 
courſe with a good winde, according te the ſeaſon, we came in ſight of ar [land, 
called Tavixamaa, ſome nine Leagues Sonth towards the point of the Land of Fapan, 
ſo chat rurning our prow that way, we went and rode the rext day in the midit of 
the havencfGanxiroo : In this place the Nantaquin, who was Governour thereof, 
had the curiofitie to come unto us for to ſec a thing which heh4d never ſeen before, 
£6 which effe@ he got aboard of us, where amazed avith the faſhion and equipape of our 
veſſel, as being the firſt that ever arrived in that Country, he ſeemed co be infini-ely 
glad of our coming, yen, and was very earnelt with us to haye us trade in that place 
with him : but forge Alvarez and the Merchants excuſed themſelves, ſaying, thar 
this port was not (ace for their Ship, if any contrary winde ſhould happen to ariſe. 
The day following, being parced from this place, ro go to the Kingdom of. Bungo, 
from whence we were diſtant ſome hundred Leagues to the Northward, in five 
dayes after our departure it pleaſed God chat we arrived inthe Port of the Town of . 
F»cheo, where we were well received, as weltby the King as the people, who great- 
ly favoured us Mm chat which concerned the daries of our Merchandize , and the King 
had yet more obliged us, if in the little time that we abode there he had not been 
miſerably ſlain by a Vaſlal of hisnamed Fucarandono, a mighty Prince, Lordofmany 
Subje&s, and exceedingrich z adiſaſter, which hapned as followeth. At the time 
when wearrived there, there was in the King of Byxge's Court a young man, called 
Axirandoo Nephew ro the King of Arimaa, who in regard of the ill intreary which 
henad received from the King his Uncle, had retired himſelf into this Court, and 
continued chere above a yeer, with an intent never to return into his Country again: 
bur his good fortune wasſ-ch, as his Uncle coming to die, and having no other to 
ſucceed him, he declared him for his Herr, Whereuponthe Faucarandono, of whom 
] lately made mention, defiring to marry thisPrince to a Daughter of his, intreated 
the King to mediate this marriage for him, which he eaſily condeſcended unto, For 
which eff:& | he King one day invited the Prince to go a hunting with hira into & 
Wood, which was ſome twe leagues off,and where there was great ſtore of game, which 
he much delighredin, When they were there in private together, he moved this 
Marriage unto him, and certified how exceedingly it would content him that he 
would accept of it ; which accordingly be did, wherewith the Kiog ſeemed ro be 
excremely ſatisfied , ſo that upon bis return unto the Town, he ſenc for the Fx ca* 
-andono, andtold him how he had prevailed for the Marriage of his Daughter wick 
theKing of Arimas, and therefore willed him to go and acknowledge unto him 
with all chanktulneſſe this grace and honour which he did him , for he aſſured him 
on the word of a King, that he himſelf had deſired him for his Son-in-Law. Here. 
upon the Fncarasdono caſt himſelf preſently at the Kings feer, and in convenient terms 
for ſo great an obligacion, Kiſſed them, with much ſenſe of ſo excraodinary a favour 
35 he h2d ſhewed him. That done, he went home to his Palace, where, wich much 
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joy and contentment, he gave an account of this affair to his Wife, to his Sons, and 
his Kinſmen , who ſhewing themſelves exceedingly ſatisfied therewith, congratulated 
one anocherfor it, as they commonly uſe to doin ſuch honourable Marches as this. 
Jithe mean time, the Mother of the Bride, as ſhe chac had the be#t part in this Joy, 
went unto a Chamber where her Daughter was ſewing, with divers other young Maids 
that lerved her, and taking her by the hand, lead her into the room where her Fa- 
ther, Brethren, and Kinſmen were, whorejoyced with her for ſo happy a forrane, 
and honoured her with the Ticle of Highneſſe, as being already Queen of the King- 
dome of eArimaa, and ſo all that day was ſpent in Feaſts, Banquets, viſitsof Ladies, 
and preſenting her with many rich Gifts. But whereas the good or evill of ſuch like 
Afﬀairs conſiits morein that which foloweth, then in che original thereof, upon the 
good and joytull beginning of this Marriage ſuch great diſaſters enſued, as they al- 
moft equalled th:m of the Kingdome of Siam, whereof I have ſpoken heretofore; 
which | {{tck nocto lay, 1n regard [ can affirm it with truth, as having ſeen theſe rwo 
Succeſſes with mine own eyes, and been preſent at them with danger enough of my 
perſon. A!l this day was ſpent in che viſits of che principal Perſons of the Kingdom ; 
Bur in this publick rezoycing there was none favethe Bridealone that was diſcontent- 
ed, in regard ſhe wasdeſperacely in love witha young Gentleman, the Son of one 
Groge Arnum, who wasasa Baron amongſt us, bur very much different in extraRion 
andquality from the Fzcarandon», the Father of the Bride: who, as ſoon as it was 
nighr, compelled by the violence ol the love which ſhe bore to him , ſent him word 
by her whom ſhe had alwayes ſecretly made uſe of in this Aﬀair, that ſhe would have 
him come and (teal her away out of her Fathers houſe before ſome other miſchief 
arrived. Whereupon the young man, who was no more free from this p:ilton then 
ſhe, failed not rocometo her to a place in which they uſed to meet together, where 
his Miſtreſſe imporcuned him in ſuch manner, as he was conſtrained to carry her a- 
way from her Fathers houſe, and pur her into a Monaſtery of Religious women, 
whereofan Aunt of hers was as it were the Abbcfſe; in which ſhe continued nine 
dayes concealed, without the knowledge or privity oftany body. The next morning 
her Governeſle went into her Chamber where ſhehad lefr her the night before , bur 
not findiug hier there, ſhe preſently repaired co her Mothers Chamber, im1gining chas 
ſhe was gone thicher to trick up her ſelf extraordinarily, in regard of the time, or for 
ſome other ſuch like occation,; and miflins of her there too, ſhe recurned to her 
Bed-Chamber, where ſhe found one ofthe windows that looked into a Garden, 0- 
pen, together with a ſheet faſtned ro one of the barrs, and one of her fandils lying 
be'ow on cheground. Preſently miſdoubring che bufineſſe, ſhe went,withour furcher 
delay,toimpart the fad news unto her Mother, who wasſtillin her bed, out of which 
in all ha{te ſhe arofe, and diligently ſearching all the womens chambers, where ſhe 
conceived ſhe might be, and not finding her, it was ſaid, that ſhe was fo overcome 
with grief, as ſhe fell down dead inthe place. In the mean time, the Fucarandono, 
who as yet under{toodnothing of the matter, hearing the noiſe which the women 
made, ran in haſte to know the cauſe thereof : Whereupon, being aſſured of the 
flight of his Daughter, he ſent with all ſpeed co acquaint his Kinſmen therewith , who 
amazed wich the novelty of ſo unfortunate and unexpeRed an accident, came in- 
ftantly urito him : Having conſulced then amongſt themſelves what they ſhould do 
in this Afﬀair, they reſolved to proceed therein wich all the rigour that poſſibly cou'd 
be uſed; ſo that preſently beginning with the women of the houſe, they cur off I 
know not how many of their heads, under pretext of being complices of this rape 
or flight. After this execution, being of different opinions couching che place where 
this maid might be, they were all of che minde not to proceed any furcher, untill 
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they had firlt acquainted the King with the buſineſs ; which inſtantly they did, and - 


withall, very earneſtly beſought him to permit them co go and fearch the houſes of 
ſome whom they named unto him, where they beleeved ſhe was: Which the King 
refuſing, as well to exempt the Malters of them from luch an affront, as allo to pre- 
vent the tumulc which this diſorder might cauſe ; the F#carardono offended for that 
the King did not grant him bis requeſt, returned with his Kinſmen to Þtis Palace, 
where he reſolved with them todo therein all that in ſuch a caſe be rhought was = 
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his honour, alledsing thatit was onely for men of little worth, and baſe mindes, to 
proceed by way of juſtice in matters which might be carried by force. This reſolu- 
tion-caken, as it isthe cuſtome of theſe people of Fapan to be more ambitious of ho- 
nour then all the Nations of the world, he determined to bring his deſigne to paſſe at 
any price whatioever, without regard to any rhing that might arrive thereupon, ſo 
that giving intelltgence thereof te all his Friendsand Kinſmen that were in the Court, 
they came all to him that nighr, and approved of this his reſolution, after he had de- 
clared it unto them ; infomuch that they went without further delay to the houſes 
of them where they were p:rſwaded this Maid Jay hid : but they being already for- 
tified and furniſhed with men, upon notice given them before-hand of their intenr, 
ſuch a greac and terrible u/roar enſued thereupon, as there were above twelve thou- 
ſand perfons killed that night. To this diforder the King ran in perſon with his guard, 
ro ſee if he could pacific it, but the quarrell grew ſo hot berwixt them, as it was im- 
poſſible roappzaſe 17, {» that afrer they had loſt the reſpeX which they owed to 
the King, they rurned all their fury againſt him, and ſlew the moſt part of them that 
were with him, io thac he was conſtrained to retire unto his Palace, - where he Ba. 
thered unto bim as many as poſſibly he could upon a ſudden , but all that ſerved him 
to lictle purpoſe, tor they purſued him thither, and killed him, together with very 
neer all them that he had drawn to his defence, amounting to the number of ſeven 
or eighrthouſand men ; amongſt the which were fix and twenty Portugals of forty 
that were with the King. Bur theſe miniſters of Satan, not contented with having 
commited ſo ho:riblea Trezſon, went dire&ly tothe Queens lodgiag, where having 
{ound her fick in her bed, they moſt mercileſly butchered her, wich three: of ber 
D:voh:ers, and a!l the women they could meet withall. After this, with an enra- 
ed tury, they ſer fire 0n the Town in ſix or ſeven places, which kindling by the vio- 
lence of the Wind, that was very high at that time, it rook hold of it in ſuch ſorc 
25 in lefſe then two hours it was almoſt burnt down to the ground. Whereupon, we 
ſeven and ewenty Portngals that remained, retired with much adoe to our Veſſel, 
where we ſaved our ſelves as it were by miracle, leaving our anchor in the ſea, and 
ſetting ſail wichall the ſpeed we could. The next morning the muriners, who were 
about cen thouſaud, having ſacked the Town, divided themſelves into two troops,and 
retired to a Hill, called Canaphamaas , there they forcified chemfelves, withan intenc 
to create a new Head that ſhould govern them, becauſe the Fxcarandoxo had been 
ain with che ſtroak of a lance, which he had received in his throat, togecher wich all 
the reſt of his kinſmen, which had given a beginning to this Mutinie, 

The ſame gay, afcer the end of this diforder, advertiſement was given rhereof to 
the Prince, the Kings Son, who was at that time in the Fort of O/quy, ſome ſeven 
teagnes from the Town of Fxchee, This young Prince, excremely afflicted4 with this 
newes, would preſently have gone to the Town with ſome of his favorites, which 
were all the company that he lad then wich him ; but the Fingeindono, tis Governor, 
was ucterly again ic, alledging many reaſons to perſwade him not to budge from that 
place, untill he had been more amply informedin what cermes this Aﬀeair ſtood, for 
it was very credible, that they who durft kill his Father would not ſtick to diſpatch 
him out of the way too, fince it lay in their power ſo to do, he not being in a con- 
dition to defend himſelf : Wherefore he adviſed him to afſemble all the forces he could, 
to the end he might by their means ſubdue and chaſltiſe his enemies. The Prince ap= 
proved of this counſell, and having taken order for that which he judged was moſt ne- 
ceſſary according to the eſtate wherein he was, he commanded ſome that were about 
him tog0 and winde the horn, a thing obſerved in Fapas, which caufed ſuch a hurly 
burly over all thecountry, as words are not able to expreſſe it. Now the better to un- 
deritand this ſame, you muſt know, that by an ancient cuſtome of this Kingdome of 
#apan,all the inhabirants, in whatſoever place they lived.from the leaft to the greateſt, 
are bound to have in their houſes a horn of a great ſea-winckles ſhel], which they are 
forbidden atany timeio winde upon pain of great puniſhment, fave in one of theſe 
four caſes, namely, tumult, a fire, a robberie, and atreaſon , ſo that if one winds 
a horn, th= cauſe ot ic ispreſently known; becauſe, if it be a tumult, one winde ic 
once; if a fire,twice ifa robberic,thrice, anditir be a treaſon, four times; inſomuch, 

thac 
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that at the firſt winding of the horn, all others are bound upon pain of death to winde 
theirs, and in ſuch ſort as the firſt hath winded tis, to cheend that it may be ditlin&- 
ly known what itis, and that chere may be no confuſion, Now,becaule this fignal of 
creaſon is not ſo ordinary as the others, which arrive very ofcen; when it happe:s to 

e given, allthe people are ſoaffrighted withic, as without further delay, they run 
thronging to the place where the born was firſt winded , ſo that by this means, the 
bruir paſſeth from one to another with ſuch ſpeed, as within lefſe then an hour, ore. 
is advertiſed chereofabove twenty leagues about, Bur toreturn to that which 1 faiC 
but now ; as ſoon as the Prince had piven order for thar particular, he retired into 
Monaſtery of Religious Perſons, which ſtood in the midſt of a wood , there he re- 
mained ſhut up chreedates, during the which he did nothing but bewail his Father, 
Mother, and Siſters, and that with exceeding demonſtrations of ſorrow, teſtificd by 
his ſighs, andtears. Attheend of that cime, in regard greet numbers of his ſub- 
jets were aſſembled unto him, ke went out of chat Monaltery to provide for that 
which he judged neceſſary, as well for the fafry ofhis Kingdome, as for the cla- 
ſtiſement of che rebels, whoſe goods and eſtates were immediately confiſcated, their 
houſes demoliſhed, and ſuch cerrible Proclamations publiſhed againſt them, 25 could 
not be heard without trembling. Seven dajes afcer chis deplorable event, the Prince 
was counſelled, in regard he had, as already I have faid, great numbers come unto 
him, to go and beſiege the cen thouſand Mutinersin the place of their retreat : Where- 
., upon he partes from the Fort of Oſq«y, and marched directly ro the Town with his 
Army, which,it was fai,conliſted ot very neer an hundred and chirty thouſand men, 
whereof ſeventeen thouſand were horſe, and the reit foot, all luity and well armed, 
andcapableof executing any high eaterpriſe, Beinp arrived at the Town, he was 
wonderfully well received by the people, who teltified a great deal of refentment 
for the death of the late King his Father : Hewould not go ac firſt to the Royal Palace, 
but went, before he pait any furcher,to the Pagode where his Father was buried ; there 
he cook care to make him a Funeral Pomp, with a great deal of coft and Honor, ac- 
cording tothemanner of the Country, which laſted the ewo nights following, 1n 
concluiion, he was ſhewed the ſame robe, all bloudy, that his Father had on when he 
was killed , upon which he tooka ſolemn Oath, never to pardon any of them that 
ſhould be found guilty,no not if they were Bonzes;and to burn all the Temples where- 
into thoſe traitors had fled for ſanRuary, The fourth day after his entry intothe Town, 
he was Proclaimed King, though but withlictle ceremony and magnifience, in regard 
of the general mourning. That done,accompanied, as he was, with an hundred andthree- 
ſcore thouſand men, he marched direftly to the place whither the Mutiners were 
retired : Now io theend he might the more eaſily rake them, ard keep them from 
flying away, hebcſicged them in the mountain where they were, and that for the 
ſpace of nine daies : But whenas they faw chat they could hold out no longer for 
lack of Vituals, andchat they had no hope of tuccor, they thought ic was better for 
them to die like valiant men, then to ler themſelves be beſieged like cowards , wit! 
this reſolution, u:der the faror of a very dark and rainy night, they deſcended from 
the mouurain by four ſeverall waies;and falling onthe Kings Army, which was ready 
eo receive them in battel array, as having beenadvertiſed of their deſign, there enſued 
ſo dreadfull and furious a fight berwixt them, as it laſted two hours within day, bur 
at length, the confli& ended wich the death of ſeven and thirty thouſand men , amongſt 
the which, the ten thouſand Mutiners were ſlain, not one of them deigning to ſave 
himſelfupon any termes whatſoever. In themean time, the death of his men great- 
ly afflicted the King, whoafcer this puniſhment of che rebels, retiring coche Town, the 
firſt thing he did was to provide for the curing of the hurt men, whercin he ſpent 2 
go0d time, in regard they were very many, and whereof a great number died aftcr- 
wards, 
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CHAP. LXXVT. 
Our prſſins frem the Townof Fucheo, to the Port of Hiamargoo , and that which beſell 
um there, together wth my departure from Milaca, and arrival at Goa. 


frer that this revolt had taken an end by the death of ſo many men on the one 

and theother ſide, we few Pertugals that remained, as ſoon as time would per- 

mic us, 9£0t to the Port ofthe Town, where ſeeing the Country deſolated, the mer- 
chants fled away, and the King reſolved to leavethe Town, weloſt all hope of ſelling 
our Commodities, yea ard of being ſafein this harbour, which made us ſet ſail,and go 
ninety leapues further toanother Port, called Hiamangoo, which is in the bay of Can- 
gricxnman, there weſnjourned two months and an half, not able to ſell any thing 
at all, becauſe the Country was ſo full of Chizeſe Commodities, as they fell above halt 
in balfin the price : for there was not a Port or Road in all this Iland of Japan, where 
there were not thirty or forty Fa»ks at anchor, ard in ſome places above an hun- 
dred, ſo chat inthe ſame very year, at leaſt two thouſand merchants ſhips came from 
Chinato Fapan, Now moſt of this merchandiſe conſiſted in Silk, which was ſold 
at ſo cheap a rate, that the piece of Silk which at chat time was worth an hundred 
Taiesin China, was ſold in 7apan for eight and twenty, or thirty at the moſt, and 
that too with much adoe; beſides, the prices of all other Commodities were ſo low, ag 
holding our ſelves utterly undone,we knew not what reſ»lution or counſcll to take. 
yr whereas th: Lord doth diſpoſe of chings according to his good pleaſure, by waies 

which ſurpaſſe our underſtanding , he permitted, for reaſons only known to himſelf, 
that on the new Moon in December, being the fifth day ofthe Month, there aroſe ſo 
furious a tempeſt of Wind and Rain, as all choſe Veſſes, ſaving afew,periſhed, inir : ſo 
that the 1-\ſ- cauſed by this ſtorm amounted unto a thouſand, nine hundred, and 
ſeventy two funks ;, among(t the which were ſix and twenty Port#gal; Ships, where- 
in five hundred and ewo of our Nation were drowned , be'ides, a thouſand Chriſtians 
of other Countries, and ej-ht hundred thouſand Ducates worth of Goods caſt away, 
Of Chineſe Veſlzls, according to report,there were a thouſand, nine hundred, thirty 
ard {ix,\oſt,together with above ewo Millions of Gold, and an hundred and chreeſcore 
thouſand Perſons. Now from fo miſ<rable a Ship-wrack not above ten or eleven Ships 
eſcaped, of which number was chat wherein I was imbarqued, and that almoſt by 
miracle; by reaſon whereof theſe ſame ſold thetr Commoditres at what price they 
would. As forus, after we had uttered all ours, and prepared our fclves for our 
departure, we put toSea on a twelfth day in the morning, and although we were well 
enough contented 1n regard of the profic we had made, yct were we not a little ſad, 
ro ſee things fallout ſoto the coft of ſo many lives and riches, both of choſe of our 
Natior, and of Strangers; But when we had weighedarchor, and hoiſted our failes 
for the proſecution of our courſe, the tiesof our main ſail brake, by which means, 
the ſail-yard faling down upon the Prow of the Ship, brake all co peices, 
ſo that we were conftrained, by this accident, torecover the Port again, and to ſend 
a ſhallop on ſhore to ſeek for a ſail-yard, and ſhipwrighes to fit it for us. To, this ef- 
fe&, we ſent a preſerr tothe Caprain of the place, thac he might ſuddenly give us ne- 
cc{[ary ſuccor, as accordingly hedid ,fo that the very ſame day, the Ship was pur in- 
ro her former eſtate, and betrer then before: Neverthelefſe, as we were weighing 
anchor again, the cable of our anchor broke , and becauſe we had but one more in 
theShip, we were forced to endeavour all that we might for cherecovery thereof, by 
reaſon of the great need we ſtood in ofit; now, to do this, we ſent to land for ſuch 
as could dive, who in conſideration of ten ducates rhat we gave them, fell ro diving 
intothe Sea, where they found our anchor in fix and twenty fathome depth , ſo thar 
by the means of the cordage which we faſtned untoit, we hoiſted it up, though 
with a great deal of labour, wherein we all of us beſtowed our ſelves, and ſpent the 
moſt parrorthenighte. Asſoonas it was day, we ſet faile, and parting from this 
river of :amangoo, it pleaſed God, that in fourteen daies, with a govd Wind, we 
arrived at Chincho, which is own of the moſt renowned and richeſt Ports of the King- 
dome of China , there we were advertiſed, that at the entrance of this river, there 


lay 
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lay at that timea famons Pirate, called Cherpecheca, with a mighty fleet, which put 
5 inio ſuch a fear, thit inall haſte we gor away to Lamas, where we niade ſome 
mr@vition ofvictuals, which laited us uncill our arrivall at Malacs. 


Having ſtayed ſometime at Malaca, for the diſpatch of certain affaires that I had 
there, I imbarqued my feif tor 44, withan intent, ar length, toreturn into Portugal, 
if 1 could meet with ſhipping re:dy to depart from thence at 'that time ; but ſome 
few dates aiter my arrivallchere it happened, that a Poxt#gal named Antonio Ferreyra 
brought a preſent ot yery rich pieces to the Vice-Roy Don Pedro Aaſcarenhas, which 
the Kirg of Bugs ſenthim from f2pan, togerher with alerter, whereof che contents 
were thele, 1/inſtrioius Lord, and of oreat majeſty, Vice-Riy of the limity of the Tn- 
diats,the dreadful Lion in the flonds of the ſea, by the force of thy ſhips and artillerie + 
1 Yaca:aaandono King of bungo, Facataa, Omangucha, and rhe Countries of the twy 
ſeas, Lord of the petty Kings of the [lands of Tola, Xemenarequa,& Miaypimna, do give 
thee to rinderſtand by this my letter, that Father | ranciſco Xavier having ben not long 
france inth:s Ce natry,pre iching to them of Omangucta the new law of the Creator of all 
things, I ſecretly premiſed to bim, that at his raturn into my Kingadome I would ye- 
ceive frem by hand the name and water of holy Banti/m howſoever thenovelity of ſo un« 
expeited a thing might put me into bad terms with my Subjetts, Wherenpon, he alſo 
premiſed me 6n his fide, that if God gave him life, he would come bark, again unto me as 
ſpeedily as be conld. And foraſmmeh a his return hath been lager then I looked for, [I 
have ſent thas expreſly to know buth of him, and of you, the cauſe of this retardment of 
bis. Wherefor:,my Lora, I atjfire you, that be may haſten away to mewith all the ſpeed 
that the firſt ſcaſ»n which ſhall be proper for navigation, will permit. For beſides, that 
his arrival in my Kingdome us greatly important fax the ſervice of God, it will be alſo 
very profitable to my ſelf for the contratting of a new l:ague With the great King of Portu- 
Sal, to the end that by this amitie my Country and his ay hereafter be but ox: thing, 
and that hu Subjetts may in all our Ports and Rivers be as free as they are in your (o- 
chim where you are; wherefore your L:raſhip ſhall exceedingly oblige me by feading one 
2uto me, that may be witneſs of thr deſure I haveto ſerve your King , for I will 46 it 
as willingly, as the Sun u« ready ro haſten hu conrſefrom the morning tothe night, Move. 
over, Antunio Ferrevra will give thee the very ſame armes wherewith 1 vanguzſhed the 
Kings of Fiargaa and X-menarequa, anudn hich I wore in the day of battel. T am vea- 
dy in all things to obey my elder Brother, that invincible King of the ether end of the 
world, Lord of the treaſures of great Portugal, The Vice-Roy having read this 
Letter, ſent for one father Be/quror, Rettor of the Colledg of the Jeſuits, and ha- 
ving imparted unto him the King of Bungo's deſire, hetold him, that in regard Father 
Yavier wasdead, he couid wiſhthat he wouldin his ſtead undertake this voyage to 
?Zapan, which in all probalicie would very much redourd to the ſervice of God, and 
the propagation of the Chriſtian Fairh. The ReCtor upon the hearing hereof, willing- 
ly imbraced the imployment, wherewith che Vice-Roy was exceedingly well pleaſed, 
and very much commended him for ſuch his good and pious reſolution. Afeer this, 
the Vice-Roy conſulting wich ſome of his friends about the chuking of a man, that in 
qualitieof his Ambaſſador might accompany che Father in this expedition , I was no= 
minated unto him, as the fittelt hecould tix upon, in regard of the knowledge | had, 
both of the Country,and of the then King chereof : whereupon, I was immediately alſo 
ſent for, and the Vice-Roy acquainting me with the great defire he had, char I 
Mould take this negotiation upon me, which he faid, did ſo much import the ho- 
nor of God, and the King our Matters ſervice, he preſt me ſo earneſtly to it, that 
I knew not how to refuſe him; although 1 muſt confeſs, I was very unwilling 
thereunto: So that conſenting to what 1 could not well avoide, he commanded 
that all things neceſſary for our voyage ſhould with ell convenient ſpced be pre- 

pared. 
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CHA P. LXXVII. 
F athcr Belquior's and my departure from the Indiacs to go to Japan , and that which 
befell us 1K our arrivall at the [land ef Champeiloo, 


Qurteen dayes after, namely on the ſixteenth of April, One chouſand five handred 
filty and tour, Father Be{quior and I ſer fail for Malaca in a ſhip, wherein alſo 
was Don Antonio de Norowba, y0n to Don Garcia de Noronha, who tad been Vice- 
Roy of the Indiaes, that was going to take poſletlion of the Government ot the For- 
trefſe there ; from the which the Yice- Roy had tent order to diſplace Don eAlvaro de 
T ayda, who was Captain of it, as well for that he would not obey his Commands, 
as tor many other miſdemeanors which he had committed, whereof I will” noc ſpeak 
in particular here, becauſe tliey are altogether from my purpoſe at chis time, The 
fitch day ot June following, we and che new Captain arrived at Aalacas, where the 
Licentiat Gaſper Forge Superintendent Generall of the Indiaes, who was the man 
thac projecuted this buſineſſe, cauled the people of the Town ro aſfemble cogether 
upon the colling ofa Bell , and having read unco chem the Vice-Roys Lecters Parents, 
whereby he diſplaced Don Alvaro, he exumined him upon divers luterrogacories, 
whereot two Regiſters made a verbal proceſs, which was ſigned both by them and 
the ſaid Superintendent, and the new Captain. After all this, Don Alvaro was de- 
poſed from his Government , made a priſoner, and all his eftate confiſcated : the 
hke was done to a!l his partakers who had favoured him in the impriſoning of 
Gambsa, Superintendent of the Treaſure, and in diſobeying the Vice-Reys Com- 
miltions, as alſo in many other dilorders that had been commirted thereupon : 
winch was executed with ſo muchgigour, as the moſt part fled to rhe Mahome. 
tans, whereby the Fortrefſe remained ſo bare of men, as ic was in danger of being 
undone, had not thenew Captain provided for it with a great deal of prudence, 
granting a general Abolition unco all, although chey returned for all thac but wich 

at ill will, Theſe revolutions, and this excels of juſtice, which put all the Countr 
1n:0 211 uproar, were the cauſe that Father Belquior and I could not this year to 
unto fupan, as we had reſ@lved; ſo that we were conltrained to winter at Fſalace 
until April following,in the year One thouſand five hundred fifty and five, which was 
ten months. During that time, the Auditor Gaſper Forge continuing the rigorous 
executions which he exerciſed day by day, was a Subje& of great ſcandal to all the 
Country; wherewith not yet contented,and relying on the large Commiſiton which 
the Vice-Roy had given him, he would needs intermeddle with the Captain Dox 
Antoaro*s Juriſdiction; and indeed, he incroached fo far on his Authority, as Dox 
Antonio had ro more but the name of ic, «and was no other then as a guard of the 
Forcreſs, Now though be was very fenhible of this affront, yer he did diſſemble 
and endureit witha great deal of patience : But theſe exceflive rigours of this An- 

diror continuing for che ſpace of four months, (during the which there were man 
diſcontentments, whereotI will not creat here in particular, becauſe the diſcourſe 
of'it would be infinice, ) One day Dox Antonio, ſeeing thetime proper for the exe- 
cution of that which he had formerly reſolved on, cauſed ſome, whom he had de- 
ſired forir, co ſeiſe 08 him in the Fortreſs, and carry him to a private houſe, 

where (according to report ) he was ſtript ſtark naked, and his hands and feet bein 
bound with cords, he was grievouſly whipped : After whuch, having drop'd fcald- 
ing oyl on his bare fleſh, (which had almoſt killed him) and clapt iron on his legs, 
and manacles on his hands, they pluck'd off all the hair of his beard, leaving him 
notſa muchas one, and did many other ſuch like chiongs unto him, as it was pub- 
lickly ſpoken : ſo that the poor Licentiat Ga/par forge , who termed himſelf Audiror 
Genercall ofthe 7ndiaes, great Proviſor of the deceaſed and Orphelins, and Superin- 
tendent of the Treaſure oft Malacca, and of the Countries of the South, for the King 
cur Sovereign Lord, was thus handled by Don A»tonio, if the report of it be true. 
Finally, when the ſeaſon of Navigation was come, he was fent, fo manacled as he 
was, tO the [ndiaes, with an infamous verball proceſs ; which the Parliament of Goa 
annulledafterwards: And Don Antonio had thereupon an expreſls GS wy += 
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from the Vice. Roy Don Pearo de 1aſcarer has, who governed the State of the Tudiae: 
ar that time, toappear perioniily before him as a Priſoner, for to be confronted in 
judgment withGaſper Jorge, and render an accvunt of his proceeding againſt him, 
as indeed D.n Antonio failed not in making hisappearance at Gea accordingly : where 
being about ro jultifie himſelf for that which had paſt, he was ordered to anſwer 
within three dayes to an 1gnominions Libel, which Gaſfer Forge had exhibited a- 
gainſt him : But foraſmuch as Dor Antonio was naturally an enemy oi Juſtifica- 
tions by Anſwers and Replyes, whereby (it was ſaid, ) the Councellors of the Parlia- 
ment intended to ſurprize him, the report went (at laſt wiſe ſuch was the ſay- 
ing of Derractors , for as for me, Inei:her ſaw nor am aſſured of it) that in ſtead 
of1mploying the three dayes which had been given him, in making anſwer to this 
Libell, he within four and twenty hours having met accidencally with Gaſper 
forge, ſent him to proſecute his Suit in the other World, laying him ſo ſure on 
the ground, as he never roſe again. Howbeic, there are thole which recount this 
Afﬀair quite orherwiſe, and that ſay, how ia a Yenſt, whereunto he was invited; 
he was poyſoned. By this death of his all this Cifference was decided, and this 
buſineſſe wholly ceaſed ; fo that Dex Antenio was by Sentence abl{olutely clear- 
ed, and ſent backto his Government : whercin he continued not above two months 
and a half, at the end whereof he died of a bloody Flux: and to were all the 
ſtorms of envie and diſcord wherewith the Fortreſſe of 314/4ca had been beaten, 

appeaſed. | Y 
When the ſeaſon was come wherein we might continue our Voyage, on the 
firſt day of April, in the year One thouſand five hundred fifry and five, we par- 
ted from Malacca, after we had imbarqued our ſelves in a Carvel belonging to 
the King our Sovereign Lord, which Dex Antoxio, the Captain of the Fartreſle,gave 
us by the expreſſe coramand of the Vice-R»y. Three dayes after our putting to Seca, 
we arrived at an ifland called Palho P:/an, at the entering into the Streighr of 
Sincaupura, where the Pilot having never navigated that way before, ran us with 
full ſa1's ſy» dangerouſly on certain Rocks, as we thought our ſelves to be utterly loſt, 
without all tope of recovery : In recard whereof , by the advice of all the reſt, 
the Father and 1 were conſtrained to get into a Manchua, for rogoand demand 
ſuccour of one Luis Daimcida, who two hours before had paſſed by us ina Veſſel 
of his, and lay at anchor two leagues off us, by reaſon the winde was agni'(} him ; 
So the Father and I made to him with peril enough. For whereas all chac Country, 
which appertained to the King of /antana, Grand-childe to him that had been 
King of Malaca, our mortail Enemy, were at thac time in arms, his Baloxs and 
Lanchares, that were aſſembled in a Fleet of Warr, continually gave us chaſe, wich 
an intention to take us; but by Gods providence we eſcaped chem. At length, af- 
rer we had got to this ſhip, with no lictle fear and trouble, he that was Captain 
of her furniſhed us with a Boat and Mariners,: and fo we returncd to our Carvel 
as ſpeedily as we cou'd, for to ſuccour and draw her our of the danger whercin 
we had lefe her : But it pleafed the Lord thac we found her the day after Celi- 
vered from it, though itis crue, that ſhe took in water abundantly in the pro's 
fide; butin the end we ſtanched it at Patana, where we arrived ſeven dayes at- 
ter. There Iwenta ſhore,with cwo others, to ſee the King , unto whom j dcliver- 
eda Letter from the Captain of Malaca: and being received very graciouily by 
him, he read it over, whereby he underſtood, that the cauſe of our coming thi- 
ther was to provide our ſelves of vituals, ard ſome other chings which we had nor 
taken in at Malacs; as ailo that we were relolved to proceed 0n in our courſe 
direAtly to China, and from thence to Fapan, where Father Ze{qi»r and others 
with him were to pre:ch the Chriſtian Law to the Gentiles : which the King of 
Patana having read, aitcr he had muſed a little, he curned to then char were a- 
bour him, and ſaid ſmiling to them, O how mc better were it {ur 15's men, ſince 
they expoſe themſelves to [6 many travels, to go toChina and inrich themitlves there, 
then to recount tales in ſtrange Conuntrys ? Whereupon, calling the Nebandar to 
him, Be /#re, ſaid he unto him, that thou riveſt theſe men bers af! that they ſhall 
demand of thee, ana that for the love of the Ciprain of Nalaca, who bath greatly re- 
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commended them unto me: and above all remember, That it is xet my cuſtome ts come 
manda thing twice. When we had taken leave of the King, exceedingly content- 
cd with the good reception he had given us, we fell preſently to buying of ViRu- 
als, and other ſuch things as we ſtood in need of, So that 1n eight dayes we were 
abundantly furniſhed with wharſoever was neceſſary for us. Being departed frem 
this Haven of Patana, we failed ewo dayes together with a South-eaſt winde along 
by the coaſt of L«gor and Siam, traverſing the Barr of Cy, to go to Pulbo Cam- 
bim, and from thence to the Iſlands of Canton, with an incent there to atcend the 
conjunRion of chenew Moon : Burt it was our ill fortune to be ſuprized by Eaſt 
and South-eaſt winde, ( which reign in that coaſt che moſt part of the year ) 
whereof the violence was ſo great, that we were in fear to be caſt away: ſo that 
ro decline the event thereof, we were forced to tack about again to the Coaſt of 
Malaya , and arriving at an1fland, called Pulls Timan, we ran into great danger 
there, as well by reaſon of the tempeſt which we had upon the Sea, as in regard of 
the great treaſon of the people of the Country. Now after five dayes that we had 
continued there, without having either freſh water or Victuals, (becauſe for the 
eaſing of our Veſſell we had cai} out all into the Sea )) it pleaſed God that we 
encountred with three Port#gal Ship which came from S»nda, by whoſe arrivall 
we were very much comforted in cur traveis: Whereupon Father Belquiey ard I 
began co treat with the Captains of choſe Veſſels about that which they thought was 
requiſite we ſhould do, and all wereof the opinion, that we ſhould ſerd back the 
Carvel wherein we were to CMHalaca, ſaying, that there was no likelihyod we 
ſhould be able ro make ſolong a Voyage in her as that of Fapar, Having appro- 
ved of this counſel, we preſently imbarqued our ſelves in the Ship of one Franciſco 
T:ſcane, a Worſhipfull and rich man, who defrayed our charge during all our 
Voyage, yea, and moſt part ofthe cime that we were in China, not permitting a- 
ny of our Company to ſpend a penny. From this ifland Palo 75man we put to Sea, 
on Friday che ſeveath of «ec, in the fame year One thouſand five hundred $5 

a'd five, and diſovering the firm land of the Kingdome of Champaa, we failed 
along the Cea't with a North-Weſt winde, and in twelve dayes we arrived at an 
Iſland called Pu/o Champeileo, 1n the Streight of Caxchenchina, where we took in 
freſh water at a River which deſcended from an high Mountain. There among(t 
the Rocks we perceived a very fair Croſs graven on a preart free Stone, and ander 
ic 15 18, with ſixlertersabbreviated, which ſaid, Dwart Coelho: We obſerved al- 
ſo towards the River, and on the South-ſide, two flight ſhot off, threeſcore and 
two men hanged on trees alonglt the Strand, beſides others that lay on the ground 
h-lſcaten;, a thing which ſeemed ro have been done not above fix or ſeven dayes 
betore. Upon another tree there hang a great Banner, wherein theſe words were 
ſeen in Chineſe letters, L-t every Ship or Funk which ſhall arrive in this place, be 
ſure to d: flodg quickly from thence after ſhe hath furniſhed ber ſelf with freb water, 
whether ſhe hath time, or hath it not ; on pain of incurring the ſame Juſtice as theſe 
wretches have done, whom the fury of the arm of the ſon of the Sun hath overwhelm 
ed. We weremightily ſurpriſed with ſo ſtrange an accident, ſo that we could make 
no other judgment of it, but that ſome Chineſe Army had arrived there, and meet- 
ing with thoſe wretches, had (asPirates uſe ro do) intreated chem as we ſaw, winder 
the ſpecious pretext of Jultice, |

Onr departure fromthe Ilandef Champeiloo, and ear arrivall at that of Lam- 
pacan ; with 4 relation of two great diſaſters which hapyed in Chi- 
na wxto two Portugal Colonies , and of a ſtrange accident 


that befell in the Conntry. 


VV we were parted from theTland of Champrilco, we gortto the Iands of 
Canton , ſo that onthe fifchday of our voyage,it pleaſed God that we arrived 
at one of them, called Zampacar, where at that time the Porr»gal; exerciſed their 
commerce wich the Chineſes, which cantinued untill the year One thouſand five huns 


dred 
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dred, fifty and ſeven, when as the Mandarins of Canton, atthe requeſt of the Mer- 
chants of the _ gave ns the Port of Marao, where the trade nw is; of which 
place(that was bur adefart }f1and before Jour Country men made a vety goodly plancas 
tion, wherein there were houſes worth chree or four thouſand Ducares;togerher with a 
Cathedral Church : Moreover,this Colony hath its Governor, Audicor, and Oficers 
of Juſtice; whereunto I ſhall add, that the inhabitants of this p|aceare inas grear lafety 
there, asifthey were in the quicrelt part of Portugal. Bur God grant of his infinite 
mercy,and goodneſſe,that this Colony may be of longer durance theri that of Z lamps, 
which was another of the Portugals, and whereof [ have ſpoken ar large heretotore, 
being rwo hundred leagues from this ſame on the North Coaſt. Burt ill fortune world, 
that by the diſorder of one Portugal it was demoliſhed ina very little trme; in which 
diſaſter, I my ſeif was preſent, and can ſay, that the loffe which was made chere, as 
well of people, as of riches, was ineſtimable. For in e!!1s plantation were three 
thouſand men, whereoftwelve hundred were P:rtuoals, and the reſt Chritians of 
diversnations: Yea, and I have heard many ſay, which ſpoke like knowing en there- 
of, that the Portvg1lstraffick there exceeded chree millions of gold : N »w, the mo 
part of thistraffick was in lingots of ſilver of 7.zpan, which had been found ont no; 
above two months before, and was ſuch as a man doubled his mony threeor four times 
by the commodities which he ſent thither. In this Colony there was a Governor, 
who refided inthe Country, there were alſo an Audicor, judges, Sheriff<, Aldermen, 
a Proviſor of the deceaſed and Orphelins, a rown-Clark, and all other Officers that 
are uſually in a Commonwealth, together with four publick Notaries, and (ix Re- 
pilters, each of whoſe offices were (old for three thouſand Ducates, yea, and there 
were ſome farredearer. Therewerealſotwo Hoſpitals, wherein above thirty thou- 
ſand ducates wisſpent every year, and che Town-houſe had in revenue (ix thouſand 
per annum, Sothat it was generally faid, that this Cotony was the riche(t, and beſt 
peopled, of anv chart was1tn the Indiaes, belides, for matter of extent, ir had nor its 
fellow in a!l 4/3:. Furthermore, when the Regiſters or Secretaries paſſed any Grant,o: 
when che publick Noraries madeany writings,they ordinarily uſed theſe termes, 7» this 
moſt ngþle and a!waies faithful rown of Liampoo, for the King our Soverciga Lord. 
Now, having ſaid ſomuch of ir, holdit not amiſle to tell you, how and wherefore ſo 
noble and rich a Colony was deſtroyed, which arrivedin this fort. There was living 
therea min of 2 go0d ex:riRtonand rank, named Lancerote Pereyya, born at Pont ge 
Lima, atownin Portugal, 1615 faid, rhat this ſame had lent ſome thouſand ducaccs 
to certain Chineſ-;, who were not men ſolvent, bur became bankrupts, and never paid 
him any thin, nor could be hearany newes of chery afterwards : which was the cauſe 
that deſiring toy make good this lofle, and to recover it of them which were not the oc- 
cafion of it, he aſſembled for that effe& ſome eighteen or twenty Portxgals, idle fel: 
lows, and of lewd diſpoſitions, with whom, under the favor of the night, he fel! upon 
a village, ſfomerwo leagues from thence, where he robbed cleven or twelve labouring 
men ; and withall, ſeizing on their wives and children, killed abour balf a ſcore 
perſons. witheur any reaſonatall ſo to do. In the mean time, the Aiarum being 
taken up by the » hole country round about, by reaſon of this violence, the inhabi- 
tancs wenc and complained tothe Chambin for Juſtice, and having made a verball 
proceſs of the buſineffe, they preſented it in the nameof the people co the Charm of 
the Government, which is as one of the Vice-Roys of the Kingdome; who immedi- 
atcly thereupon, diſparched away an Hattan,whoisas an Admirallamonglit us, with 
an Army of chree hundred Junks, and feuricore Vanſons with Oares; wherein 
there were threeſcore thouſand men, which being all made ready in ſeventeen daies, 
came and fell 9n this misfortunate Colony , and the matter paſledin ſo ftrange a man- 
ner for them, asI muſt confeſſe, 1 have not capacity enough to recount ic {ufficient- 
ly, neither underſtanding enough to imagine it , only it ſhall ſuifice me to lay, - as 
one who ſaw it, that in leffe then the ſpace of hve hours, (which chis dreadfull chaltiſe- 
ment of the hand of God indured) thefe cruel! enemies left not any thing ar all in 
Liampos to which one could give a name, torthey demoliſhed and burner ail char they 
could tind , they put to death withall twelve hundred Chrifiiars, amongſt the which, 
were cighc hundred Portzugals, who were - rao alive in five and ewenty ſhips, 
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and ewo and forty Juncks. Iris ſaid, thatin this commonruine, there was loſt to 

the v:lue of ewo millions of Gould, as well in Lingots, Pepper, Sandal, Cloves, 
Mace, and Nutmeggs, asin other Commadities, and all theſe diſaſters arrived by 

the ill conſcience, andlicrle judgement,of an tvaricious Portxgal. Now, from this 
misforrune was another farre greater derived, which wis,that weloſt our credit and re- 
puration ſo mightily over all che Country , as the inhabitants would ng longer endure 
the ſight of us , ſaying, that we were devils incarnate, ingendred by the malediction of 
the wrath of God, forthe puniſhment of ſinners. This bapned inthe year, onethou- 
fard, fivehundred fortyand two, Martin Alfonſo de Sonfa being Governor of the 
Indiaes, and Ruy Vaz Pereyra Marramaque Captain of Malaca. Two years after, 
the Pertugals deliring co makeanerher new Colony in a Porr, called Chincheo, inthe 
ſame Kingdome of China, five lcagues lower then Liamp»o, with an intencion to 
ſertle their crade there, the Merchants of che County coming to conlider what 
great profic would redound to them thereby, intreaced the Aſanaarins ty t1ake ſhew 
of permitting it, andobliged them thereunco with many great preſents ; we had com- 
mercethzn with thoſe of the Country aboug two yeares and an balf, until! ſuch time 
as by the expreſſe command of Simanod? Ml,” Caprain of the Fortrefle, there was 
ſent into this place another man of the ſame humor as Zancerote Pereyra was of, un- 
ro whom the ſaid Simewo de Mella gavea commillton to be Governor of this Port of 
Chincheo,and Proviſor of the D:ſeaſed : but the bfuit wear of him, that the extream 
covdnouſneſſe wherewirch he was poſlſeſt made him lay hands on all things, with- 
out any the leaſt reſpe& ro ought whatſoever. It hapned then that in his time there 
arrived inthe Portof Chincheo a ſtranger, by nation an Armenian , who was held by 
every one fora very goud Chrittian: This man, who had an eſtate of ten or twelve 
thouſand ducates, and being a Chriſtian, asI have ſaid, and a ftranger, as we were, 
paſſ:d out of a Aſabrmetans Junk, wherein ke was, intothe ſhip of a Portugal, na- 
med £nuus de Mextaroyo. Now having lived ſome {ix or teven months very peace- 
ably amongſt ps, ihanch relpe&ted and favored of every one, he charccd to fall 
ſick of a feavey, whereof he died, but before he gave up the Ghoſt, be declared by 
bis Teſtament, thathe had a wife andchildren in a Town of Armenia, called Gxborom, 
and that ol his twelve thouſand ducates eftate he Jett two thouſand to the Hoſpitall 
at Malaca, and forthe re{t, he deſired jt might be kept in fafe hands, un ill there 
were an opporcunity to have conſigned ir unto his children, as to his lawfull heirs, 
and in caſe hey weredead, helefr it ro the Hoſpitall. Behold, what was the Te- 
{tament of this fairhfull Chriſtian, who was no ſooner buried, but Ayrew Botelhs de 
Serſa, Proviſor of the dead, ſeized on all hiseſtate, withour making any Inventorie, 
or other kind of accompr, ſaying, that before any farther proceedirg therein, they 
were to ſend to make er:quiry in Armenia, which wasabove two thouſand leagues from 
thence, to ſce whether there were not ſome ingagements, or ſeizure of Juitice upon 
ir, There arrived alſoat the ſame time two Chineſe Merchants, who had to the va- 
hae of three thouſand ducares in ſilk, peeces of damas%e, musk, and porcelaines, ap- 
percaining to the deceaſed Armenian : the Proviſor arreſted them all,2nd not con= 
tented therewith, he would reeds make the Chineſe beleeve, that all the merchan- 
. diſe which chey had belonged aiſo unto the Armenian ; ſo that under the pretext 
thereof, herookeight thouſand ducates from them, and bid chem go to Goa and there 

d2mand juſtice of the Proviſor Generall, by reaſon he cou!:a do no ocherw:ſe then he 

did, for that, he was obliged to deal in that fort by the duty of his Charge. Now, 

not to ſtand upon thedelivering of the reaſons, which in vain were all:d2cd by them 

againſt chis injuſtice of his, I will only ſay, that theſe two Merchants returning home 

without any of their merchandiſe, went wich their Wives and Children ; and caſting 

themſelves at the Chaems feer, rep: eſented unto him in a Pericion the whole buſineſle, 

asirpait: informing him, moreover, that we were men quite void of the fear of Ged. 

The Chae willing co do juſtice chen to theſe Merchants, and to many others which 

bad formerly complained againſt us, cauſed ic ro be every where proclaimed, that 

no man on pain of death ſhould converſe with us, whereupon, the ſcarcity of viRuals 

came to be ſogreat amonpit us,as that which was wont to be bovght for ſix blanks, was 

then worth above a dueate, fo that neceſſity conſtrained us to £0 unto certain hamlets; 


where. 
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whereupon enſued ſuch diſorders, as altthe Country roſe up againſt vs with ſo much 
hatred and {ur y, that fixzeen da1e-after we were ſcr upon by an Armvofan kundred 
and twenty very great Jurks, which intreated usin that manner for our (ins,as of thir- 
reen ſhips hich w2 hadin the Port, there was not one that was not b1rnt ; and of five 
handred Peortzgals which were abiding inthe Countrr, thirty only eſcaped, who had 
not the worth of a penny left thera, From theſe two fad hiſtories, recounted by me, 
] inferre,that it ſeems che Aﬀe. i:'s which we have now in China,and chetranquillity and 
conhdence wherewith-we hverhere, ( ſuppoſing that the treaties of peace which we 
have with them be firm andaſſured )willa(t bur titour fins ſhal ſerve for motives to the 
inhabicanrs of the Country to murine againſt us, which God, of hisinfinire mercy, per- 
mit, not for the time to come; Toreturnagua now to my former dilcourle , you 
muſt underſtand, that after we were arrived at the Port of Lampacas. as I have de- 
clared before, we could nor meet withany veſſel that was bound for 74pan, fo that 
we were conſtrained to paſſeanother vear too in this Port, with a deſign in May 


following, which was' ten months cff, ro contirue our voyage as we had refol- 
ved, 


Father Be/qzior and I perceiving that there was no hope of going to 7apan this 5,8, 2; 


year, as well tor that the ſeaſon was paſt, as for other inconveniences that tell our, we 
were forcedco fiay in this 1}and till the time ſton'd ſerve for us to make our voyage 
thicher, Having continued therethen wil the leventeenth of Feb. following,certain news 
cirzeto us from Cartan,that on the third day of theſame month the Province of Sax- 
{; h:d been ſwallowed up in the manner enſuing. The firſt day of Febraary, the earch 
{ei a crembling fremeleventil one of the clock at night, and the next day from mid- 
tight til rwo1n the morning , as alſo the day following from one til three: During this 
tremblirgir was a dreaCiul thing to hear the terrible noiſe which the ſtorms and thun- 
der made : Afﬀer all this fuch an horr ble inurdation-of waters broke forth our of 
thecentreof.heearch, a> (inan inſtant) all the Country about was ſwallowel up 
rhreeſcore leagues round, withour che ſaving of any living creature from periſhirg, 
Þu: on'y of one cll& of feven 1ears of age, ard which was for a great wonder pre- 
ſented :othe King of China, I the mean timethis news was no ſooner come to the 
City ©! Cant4a, burailthe takabitants thereof were territyed with ir, yea and all 
ours were ſo amaze 4tiy, that holdiag it for an unpuffible thing, fourteen of our 
c:mpany would nced>goutkiuber ro know the truth thereof, which ehey immediately 
putin execuiion, ard at their return affirmed, that the matcer was very certain, 
whereof anatreitation was made, {19acd by fourteen ocular witneſſes, who had been 
upon the place ; ITS was af:erwards lent by Franciſco Toſcano to tie 
King of Port raltfn Franc the third, of glorious memory, This prodigivus event 10 
affrighted che xnhtiabicancs of the City of Cantax, that all of them grnerally teititied a 
world of repen:ance; and alchough they were Gentiles, yet mult it be acknow- 
Iedoed thatrhey confounded vs Chriſtians, who ſaw how far their devotion excer.ced, 
For on the firit day when the news thereof arrived there, Proclamations were made 
throughout all the Principall treers of the C ity by {ix men on horleback, w!oinlong 
mourning rcbes, and with a fad andlamentable voice, rode crying out theſe words ; 
Miſerable creatures as you are, that ceaſe not from off :ndin7,day by day, the Lord of all 
things : Heare, © heare, the moſt lamentable an4 dreadful adurntare that ever was , 
For 'you ore to know, that for our fins God hath arawn the ſword of n:5s Divine fiſtice a= 
gairſt ali the prople of Cuy and yanſv, overwhelming pell mell with w-ter, fire, ana tem- 
pfls from Heaven,alitnat great Province of China, none being ſaved 9nt one only Child 
which is carried tothe Son of the Sun, And thereupon, they rung. liccle beil curice, 
whichthey had in their hands, Then all the people prolirating-tt.emleives on the 
ground, faid with fearfull cryes, God is Fuſt in all that he doth. After this was paſt, 
all che inhabitants retired into their houſes, which were ſhuc up jor tive dies toge- 
ther, ſothat the Ciry was fo deſolate, as there was not a living creature feen ſtirring 
121t. Attheerd of the five diies, the Chacm and the Anchaſſis of the government, 
together with all che reſt of the people(wherein the men or.ly were comprenenued, 
for as for the women, they hold chem incapable of being heard of God, by reaton 
of the diſobedicnce of the tirit fin committed by Eve) werit as it wete 10 money 
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fion, thorow the principall Streets of the Citie, while their Prieſts, which were 
above five thouſand in number, cryed with a loud vovce that pierced the yer 
skies, 0 marvellous and pitiful Lord, havens revard to our wi, kedneſſe; for if they 
taheft arcount of them, we ſnall remain dumb before thee. Whereunto all the peo- 

{e,with an other feartull cry, anſwered, Lord,we cor feſſe our faulrs before thee. And 
ſo the Procefſion continuing, and itill going on, they at |cngth arrivedat a magnificent 
Temple, called Nacapyran, whom they hold for the Queen of Heaven. as 1 have 
hcrecafore related; From thencethey went the next day co another Temple called 
The 77od of Fuſtice : and in this fort they continued fourteen dayes, during which 
were great Alms generally beltowed, and many priſoners freed, alſo divers Sacrifices 
were made of the odoriferous pertumes of Aloes and Renzoin : There were many 0= 
thers roo, wherein there was good {tore of blood ſhed , and wherein many Kine 
Srags and Swine were offered, which were all diſtributed in almes to the poor. 
In purſuance whereof, during the three months that we abode there, they conti- 
yncd4 in doing many other good works, which were performed with fo much 
charge and charity , as it is © be beleeved, that if the Faith of Jeſus Chrit had 
been added thereunto, they would have been acceprable unto him. We heard 
afterwards, and this report was univerſall over all che Country, that during che 
three dayes of that Farth-quzke at Sar/y, it had {till rained blood in the City of 
Prquin, where the King ot China's Court was at that time, which-made the mo 
pzri of the inhabitancs to forſake it, and the King tofly to Nanguin, where, ic 
was ſaid, he gavegreatalms, and ſet atliberty an infinite many of Slaves, amongſt 
the which were hve Poxtugals, who had been retained priſoners in the Town of 
Pocaſſer above twenty years together, Whentheſe cameto Cantaz they recount- 
ed uncs us divers marvelious things ; and amongſt others, they told us, that the 
almes which the King had given upon this occation, amounted to fix hundred 
thouſand Ducates, beſides the magnificent Temples wick he built ro appeaſe the 
wrath of God; amongſt the which he made one in chat very City, very ſumptu. 
ous, and of great mazelty, under thecitle of The Love of God. 


CHAP. LXXIX. 
Or arrival in the Kingdome of Bungo, and that which paſ;'d there. 


CN ſeaſon beins come wherein we might continue our Voyage, we parted from 
th.s Iland of Lampacas the ſeventh day of CIMiy, One thouſand five hundred 
fifty and ix, after we had imbarqued our ſelves in a Ship, whereof Don Franciſco 
d: Maſcarcnhas, furnamed Pallia, was Captain. So we proceeded on in our courſe 
for trurcecn dayes together; at the end whereof we diſcovered the firſt Iſlands, 
ar the heighr of five and chirty degrees; and which by gradacion regard the Weſt,and 
Noh welt of Tanixummaa: Whereupon, the Pilot knowing that it was ill failing 
there, teered to the South-weſt, to find out the point of the Mountain of A. 
nat'0 : Wecoaſted Taworaa then, and fill ran along this coaſt to the Port of F'i- 
n:174a, And foraſmuch asin this Climate the winds are Northerly, and that the 
current of the water was contrary tothem, the Pilot had a very bad opinion of his 
Navigation; fo that when he came to know his fault, (al:chough out of an accuſto- 
ned ubſtinacy of Mariners he would not confeſs it) we were already paſt three- 
{.oreleagues beyond the Port where we meant to arrive, by reaſon whereof, we 
were fain to tack about for the recovery of it fifreen dayes after, though with 
travcll enough, for that the winds were croſſe, and (without lying) cur goods 
andlives werein no lictle jeopardy, by reaſon all this Coaſt was riſen up againit the 
King of Bxngo our Friend, and the inhabitants, who were greatly inclined to the 
Lyw of the Lord, which had formerly been preached unto them. At length, after 
that by the mercy of God we had got to the Town of Fncheo, whereet | have of- 
tenrimes ſpoken, which 1s the capitall of the Kingdome of 5»ngo, where the chicic{} 
Chriſtians of all Zapas donow flouriſh, all they of che Ship thought ic requiſite chax 
I ſhould go tothe Fortreſfſe of O/q#y, where we keard the King then was : Now 


though 1 tcaredto.undertake this Journey, 1n regard the Country was all up, nu : 
4 | reſolve 
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reſolved for it, at the perſiwaſion of them of the ſhip, who allin generall intreated 
me very earneſtly unto ic. Having prepared my ſelf then, and received a Preſent 
worrh tive hundred Crowns, which Dox Franci/co, Captain of the Ship, ſent to the 
King, Icook four of my companions with me, and ſo went away. Afﬀcer I was land- 
edartheTown Key, the hrſt thing I did wasrogo to the houſe of the Admirall of 
the Sea, who received me with great demonſtrations of friendſhip, and confirmed 
me apainit thefear Iwas in , whereupon, having given him an account of the cauſe 
of my coming thither, 1delired him to give me horſes and men that might conduRt 
me to che King, which molt willingly hedid, andmore freely then I required. Be- 
ing departed from this Town, the next morning about nine of the clock 1 arrived 
ata placecalled Fingan, which might be a quarter of a leapne from the Fortreſl- 
of O/qny, There | ſent one of thoſe of Fapaw, which I bad with me, to ler the 
Captain of the place underſtand that 1 was arrived, and that I had an Embaſſiz 
ro deliver to his Highneſſe from the Vice-Roy of the /ndiaes : In which regard, 1 
intreated him to appoint me ſuch a time as he pleaſed, that 1 mipht ſpeak with him, 
Hereunto be returned me this anſwer by a Son of his . That my Companions and 1 
were very welcome, and thatthe King was inthe Iſle of Xequa, where he was enter- 
taining himſelf in the —_ a great Fiſh, wheresf the name was not renown, and 
which was come thuher from t e bottom of the Sea, with a great number of many 04 
ther little fiſhes: and that having cooped him up in a Channel there, it was likely that 
he wonld ſpend all the day in that ſport, and nt return till night: But that be would 
howſeever immediately advertiſe him of my arrival, Thereupon he ſent me to re- 
poſe my ſelf in a betrer lodging which he gave me, where I was abundantly fur- 
niſhed with all that was neceſſary for me; yea, and he told me, by way of Com- 
plement, that all this Country was no lefſe the King of Portzgals, then Malaca, 
Cockin andGoa. Then one of his followers, whom he had appointed to wait on 
us, gave us an extraordinary good receptionin a Pagode, whereof the Bo»zcs made 
gsa very ſumpcuons Feaſt, In the mean time, the King having notice of my ar- 
vall, diſpatched away from the Iſland 'where he was catching thac great Fiſh, 
three light Galleys, and in them his Chamberlain, a great Favourite of his, na- 
med Oretandano, who aboutevening came to me to the place where I was, and ha- 
ving told me thatby word of mouth which the King had enjoyned him, he drew forth 
a Leccer, and having kifled ic with the Ceremonies and Complements uſed among|t 
them, hedelivered it unto me, wherein I found chis written, Being at this preſent 
imployed inan exerciſe which 1s very pleaſing unto me, I have been advertiſed of thy 
arrival in wi) Country, herewith 1 am ſo contented, that 1 proreft unto thee, ] would 
have come away preſently untothee, had 1 nat ſworn that I would not part from hence, 
till I had killed a great Fiſh which 1hold coop'd wp here : Wherefore I intreat thee, as 
my good Friend, fince by reaſon thereof I cannot go to thee, that thou wilt come th 

ſelf te me in this Veſſel which I have ſent for thee ,, for on thy coming, and on the death 
which 1 hope to giveto thu Fiſh, my perfelt content depends, Ha ving read this Let- 
ter, I inſtantly imbarked my felt in the Galley wherein Oretandono came for me, 
and my followers in the other two, with the Preſent they carried. And forasmuch 
as thoſe Galleys were very ſwift, wearrived within leſſe then an hour ar the Iſland, 
which was ſome two leagues and an halfoff, Now we came thither at ſuch time 2g 
the King, with above two hundred men in boats, with darts in their hands, was pur- 
ſuing a prodigious Whale, which was all rogether unknown and {trangero them, as ha- 
ving never ſeen ſuch a Fiſh before in all tha Country. After they had killed and drawn 
it to land, the King was ſo pleaſed therewich, that to recompence all the fiſher- 
men that were imployed in the ation, he exempted chem from a certain Tribute 
which they had accuſtomed to pay before: as alſo conferred new Honours on 
ſome Gentlemen whom he loved, and that were there with bm, and gave a thou- 
ſand Taezs in filver to his Pages: wirhall, he received me with a ſmiling counte- 
nance, and queſtioned me very exatly about many particulars; whereunto I an- 
ſwered the beſt char [ could, alwaies adding ſomething of mire own thereunto, as 
judging it neceſſary for the increaſing of rhe Portugals reputation, and of the great 
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eſtcem wherein we were atthat timein the Country, for all the inhabitants held ir 
for moſt certain, that the King of Portugal vere AF the only Prince which mighe 
terme himſelfthe Monarch of the world, as well for the large extent of histerrico- 
ries, as for his power, and mighty treaſure, in regard whereof chiefly they of theſe 
Countryes made great account of our amixie. Theſe things done, the King went 
from this]land towards Oſquy, and about an hour within night he arrived at his 
Caſtie, where he was received with a great deal of rejoycing, and applaued by every 
onefor ſohonourable an exploit, as that of killing the Whale, attributing to him 
alone that which all the reſt had donez whereby one may ſee, that this pernici- 
Qus yiceof flattery reigns fo abſolutely in the Courts of Princes, as it hath eſtabli- 
ſh:d its ſelf a place even amongſt the very Gentiles and Infidels. The King ha- 
ving diſmiſſed all them chat had accompanied him, went to Sup with his Wife and 
Daughters, and would not then beattended on by any body, becauſe the feaſt was 
made at his wives charge. And whereas we were then at a Treaſureres houſe of 
his, where we were appointed to lodg, he ſent for us all five, and intreated us that 
we would ear in his preſence after the manner of our Ceuntry, adding, that the 
Queen did infinitely defire it. Then baving cauſed a table to bee covered for 
us, and on it pleced {tore of excellent good meat and well dreſt, which was ſerved 
ur by v:ry fair women, we fell to eating after our manner, of all that was ſer be. 
fore us, whileſt the jeaſts which the Ladies broke upon. us, in ſeeing us feed ſo 
with our hands, gaye more delight to the King and Queen, then all the Come- 
dies that covid have been preſented before them: for thoſe people being accuſto- 
med co feed with wo lirtle ſticks, as I have declared elſewhere, they hold it for a 
great incivilitie, to touch the meat with ones hand, as we uſe ro do. Hereupon 
the Kings Daughter, a marvellous fair Princeſſe, and .not above fourteen or fifteen 
years of age, craved leave of the Queen her Mother, that ſhe and (ix or ſeven of her 
companions might preſent a certain Flay before them concerning the Subjc& in que-= 
ſtion ; which the Queen with the Kings conſent granted her. That done, they 
withdrew into another room, where they ſtayeda pretty while, during the which, they 
that remained in the place drove away the time at our coſt, by jcering and gibing 
at vs, who were much aſhamed, eſpecially my four companions, which were buc 
novicesin the Country, and underſtood not. the language, for as for me, I had 
before ſeen fuch a like Comedy acted at T ainxamaa againſt the Portugals, As we 
were chus miniſtring matter for the Company te laugh ac us, and ſetting the beſt 
face 0n it that poſſibly we could amidfſt theſe affronts, 1a regard of the great plea- 
ſure vhich we obſerved the King and Queen took therin, we ſaw the young Prin. 
ceſſe come out of the other room diſguiſed like a Merchane, wearing a Scymitar by 
hcr aſide, covered all over with plates of gold; and the reſt of her habit anſwerable 
ro the perſon which ſhe repreſented. In this equipage falling down on her knees 
before the King her father, with the reſpe ſhe owed to him, Aff mighty Zord and 
Kino (aid ſhe unto him) albeit this my boldneſſe be worthy of great chaſtiſement, im 
regard of the inequalitie which it hath pleaſed Goa to put between your greatneſs and my 
baſeneſe; yet the neceſſity wherennto I find my ſelf reduced makes me ſhut my eyes a= 
ainſt all that may happen ts methereby ;, For being old as I am, and charged with 
many Children, which I have had by ſeveral Wives, with whom I have been married, 
myextream poverty, and the deſire I have not to leave then deſtitute of means, hath made 
me have recourſe to 4 friends for help which they have granted me. Sothat havins em 
ploged the mony which they have lent mein a certain Commodity, which I cannot (el! is 
all Japan, 1 have reſolved to barter it away for any other what ſoeverit br : And having 
complained hereof to ſome friends that I have at Meacoo, they have aſſured me that 
your Highneſs may do me ſome good. Wherefore, my Lord, I humbly beſeech you, that 
in conſideration of theſe white hairs, and feeble age, as alſo fir that I have many 
Children,and am poor, you will be pleaſed to aſſift me in my need, which will be an almes 
Very well beſtowed, and moſt agreebleto the Chenchicos, which are lately arrived here 
in their Ship, for this commoditie of mine will accomodate them better then any 
ether, in regard of the want they have continually thereof. Whileſt chis diſcourſe laſted, 
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the King and Queen could nor forbear laughing, ro ſee thar this old Merchant, who 
had ſo many children, and ſo many incammodiies, was the Princeſs their Davghcet, 
very young, and exceeding beautifull , bur the King forbeariog a little from laughing, 
anſwered her with a great deal of gravity, that ſhe ſhould ſhew ſome Samples of the 
Merchandiſe which (he had ; and if ic were ſuch as would accommodate us, he would 
defire us to buy ir, Arttheſe words, rhe pretended Merchant: having made a very low 
obeyſance, retired into- the other Room again. In the mean time, we were ſo con« 
founded wich what we heard and ſaw, as we could noc cell what to think, or what ſhould 
be the event of ic; whileft the Women which were in the Room, being about three» 
ſcore in number, (for there were no other Men bur we five there) fell ro jogging one 
another, and laughing atus. Hereupon, the Merchant comes inagain, bringing with 
her fix fair young Muids, richly clad, and diſguiſed alſo like Merchants, carrying Sam- 
plesof che Merchandiſe they had to ſell: They had Scymitars and Daggers by their 
ſides all gilt, with grave countenances ard high looks, being all of chem Daughters to 
the greatelt Lords of the Kingdom, whom the Princeſs had expreſly choſen co a this 
- Play with her.- Each of theſe fix Damſels bare on her ſhoulder a Fardle of green Taf- 
fata ; and all of chem together, ſeeming ro be Merchants Sons, danced a Ball to the 
tune of two Harps and a Viol, and ever and anon ſung in Verſe with a yery ſweet and 
melodious voice, words of this ſubſtance, High a»d mighty Lord, by the Riches which 
thou poſſeſſeſt, we pray thee to think, of our poverty ; we are miſerable Creatures in this 
frrange Country, aud conſeq#tly defpiſed by the Inhabitants thereof, which expoſeth ua 
to great Aﬀfrouts : wherefore we beſeech thee by that which thou art, be mindfull of our 
poverty. After that cheſe young Merchants had finiſhed their Dance and Song, they 
fell all on cheir knees before che King, and then the eldeſt of chem having rendered 
bim moſt humble chanks for the favour he did them, in helping chem away with theic 
Merchandiſe, they untied all their Fardles, and ler fall in the midtt of che Room a 
great number of woodden Arms wich hands, the eldeft of them ſaying with a very 
good grace, Since that Nature for our fins hath ſubjetted ms to ſo willanous a miſery, 
that our hands muft of neceſſity ſmell always of Fleſh or Fiſh, or of ſuch other Meat as 
we eat with them, this Merchandiſe will greatly accommodate tw, to the end that whileſt 
we make uſe of one ſort of bands, the = may be waſhed. The King and Queen fell 
heartily a laughing ar this Speech ; whereas in che mean time we five were ſo'aſhamed, 
as the King perceiving it, defired us to take it in good parry, ſaying, Thar the Princeſs 
his Daughter had done this to no other end, but for the becter entercainmenc of us, 
whom ſhe reſpeRted as her Brothers. . Whereunro we made anſwer, That we beped God 
our Maſter would reward bis Highneſs for this bonour and grace that he did ua ; which we 
confeſſed was very great, and for ſuch we would publiſh it over all the World 4s long as we 
lived: Wherewith the King, Queen and Princeſs, ſhewed themſelyes very well fatiſ- 
fied, giving us thanks, wich many Complements after this manner : yea, and the 
Princeſs ſaid to us moreover, If your God would take me for bis Servant, 1 ſhould ex- 
deavour the-beſt I could to pleaſe bins , but I hope he will not forges me. Antheſe words 
we proſtrated our ſelves onour knees before her, and kiffing the Hem of he Garment, 
we anſwered her, That we hoped no leſs of ber, and that in caſe ſhe becam: a Chriſtian, 
we ſhould ſee'ber Queen of Portugal, Whereupon the Queen her Mother, and ſhe, fell 
a laughing. Having taken leave then of the King, we returned to our Lodging, and 
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the next morning afſoon as it was day, be ſent for us again, and queſtioned us yery exat= - 


ly about che coming of Father Be/gwior, the incention of the Vice-Roy, the Lercer 
which I had brought from him ; our Ship, and che Goods that were in her ; and many 
other things, wherein we ſpent four hours at the leaſt ; afrer which he diſmiſſed us, lay” 
ing, that Within fix days he would be at the Town, and that here be wonld recetvet 
Letter, ſee the Father, and make anſwer to all: 
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CHAP, LXXX.' 


Ay Reception by the King of Bungo, 4s Ambaſſadour from the Vice 
Roy of the Tndiacs. | 


Fter the (ix days were paſt the King parted from Oſquy to gortothe Town of 
Fucheo, accompanied with a great number of Nobuicy, and a Guard of fix 

hundred Foot, and two hundred Horſe , which made a goodly ſhew. Being ar- 
rived there, he was received by the People wich great demonſtrations of joy, wich 
Shews, Interludes, 2nd many other Inventions after their manner, that were very 
colily ; after which, he went to his Palace , an exceeding fair and magnificent 
Structure, whither the next day be ſent for me, and bid me bring him the Vice- 
Roy's Lercer, as being come for no other end bur to receive it, and that after he had 
read it, he would ſpeak with Father Belqwior tonching the matters that were moſt im- 
portant, Whereupon I preſently rerurnzd to my Lodging, and having made ready 
all rhat was neceſſary for me, about ryo of the Clock in the Afternoon, the King 
ſent the Captain of che Town, and four other of the chiefe!t men of the Courc for 
me ; who conducted me to the Palace, accompanied with forty Portwgals, which 
marched all on foor, becauſe it- is the cuſtome of the Country ſo to do, All the 
Streecs through which we paſt, were very handſomly fer forth, and there was ſuch 
2 world of People, as the Officers had much ado co make way for us. Three Pory-- 
tugals on horſeback carried each of them apiece of the Preſeuty and a little after 
them followed ewo curious Spaniſh Genners, wit! rich Saddles and Trappings, and 
wich ſuch Arms as are uſed in Jults, Upon our arrival at the firſt Courr of the Palace we 
found the King there on a Scaffold, which had been erefted expreſly for him, accom« 
panied withall the Lords of the Kingdom, among whom were che Ambaſſadours 
of three ſtrange Princes, namely, the firlt of che King of che Leqwios, the ſecond of 
the King of Chaxchins, and Ile of Tofa,and the third of the Emperour of the Afiacoo; 
and round about as far as the Court extended, there were above a thouſand Har- 
quebuſiers, and four hundred men mounted on good Horſes, beſides a multicude of 
people withoue number. After that the forty Portxgals and I were come to the 
Scaffold where the King was, we performed all che Ceremonies and Complements 
which are uſed to be done to him in ſuch caſes ; and then approaching a liccle nearer co 
him, I delivered him my Letter from the Vice=Roy, which he would not receive but 
Randing. Then being ſer down again in bis place, be gave it to one about him, 
that was his Secretary, who read it aloud that every one might hear. After it was 
read, the King queſtioned me before the three ſirange Ambaſſidours, and the great 
Lords with whom he was accompanied, about certain things which he was curious to 
know touching our Exrope ; whereof one was, how many men, armed cap=a-pe, and 
mounted on fuch- Horſes as thoſe were that I ſaw there, che King of Portugal could 
bring into the Field > Whereupvn, fearing leſt I ſhould bluſh if I ſhould come to cell 
a Lye, I mulit confeſs, that I was much troubled how to anſwerf; which one of my 
Companions who was near me, perceiving, ſpeaking for me, made anſwer ; That he 
could bring an hundred and fixicore thouſand z a matcer whereat the King was much 
abaſhed, and I too: But the King taking pleaſure, as it ſeemed, in the marvellous An- 
ſwer which this Portugal gave him, beſtowed above an hourstime in asking him Que- 
ſftions. In the mean ſeaſon, even che King himſelf, and all chat were preſent with 
him, being exceedingly amazed to hear ſuch great and ſirange chings delivered, he 
turned to them and ſaid; 7 ſwear truly unto you, that { ſhould deſire nothing ſo much in 
the World, as to ſee the Monarchy of this' great Country, whereof '1 have heard ſuch 
wonderfull tnings, as well concerning the immenſe Treaſures, and the infinite number of 
Ships which he hath i for conld 1 but once do this, 1 ſhould live very well comtented the reſt 


of my days, Therevpon having ſenc me, and thole that accompanied me, away, hefſaid 


unto me, 1/hen thou ſhalt think, it a fit time, thou mazſt bid the Father come unto me, for he 
ſhall finde me ready here to receive bim, © 


After 
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After 1 was retired co my lodging, I gave Father Be/quior an account of the 
Kings good receptionasf me , rogether with all chat had patt befides, and how de- 
firous he was to ſee him; 1n regard whereof I held ic fir, ſince all the Portwgals were 
then together, and in cheir beſt clothes , chat he ſhould go to him our of hand, which 
he liked very well of, Having furniſhed himſelf chen wich certain things neceſſary 
for the better ſetting forch of his perſom , he and I went away, accompanied with 
forty Portugals, all yery weil apparelled, and wearing chains of gold Scarfe-wiſe ; 
and four pretty boys in caſſocks , and bats of white raffats, and filken crofles on theit 
breſts, together with a converted Fapanoze , Chrittened Joan Fernandez,, to ſerve 
for Interpreter, When we were arrived at the firſt Court of the Kings Palace, we 
found ſome Lords attending us there ,, who with a great deal of courrehe and demon- 
fications of friendſhip broug ht the Father and me up ro a chamber whete the King 
Rayed for him, who having taken him by the - hand with a joyful” countenance ſaid 
unto him ; Believe we, Father , this day is the onely one that I can call mine, in regard 
of the extreme pleaſure 1 takg to ſee thee before mine eyes , becanſe, me thivks, I ſee Fa- 
ther Xavier , to whonp 1 wiſhed as well as to mine own perſon : Then leading him into an- 
ocher inner chamber, that was richlyer. furniſhed, he ſer bim down by him , and 
made very much'of the four little Boys, for that it was a new thing to him, and ne- 
yer ſeen in; that Country before. The Father remdred him thanks conformable to 
the great honour he did: him, and after that manner which they are won: to uſe a- 
monglt cthemſclyes, afd which Joana Fernandez, bad taught him. After this, he encer- 
rained him wich che principal cauſe of his coming, which was , that the Vice-Roy 
had ſent him expreſly co ſerve bim , and ro ſhew him the aſſured way of (alyation ? 
which the King ſeemed to like of, by his aRion of bowing down of his head : The 
Father goitg on , made an boly ſpeech ſomewhat like unto a, Sermon unto him, a« 
greeable to the buſineſs in hand ; and which he had dire&ly Gudied for that pur- 
poſe. © Whereunto the King made this 2niwer , Good Father , 1 know not how to ex- 
preſs the great coment which I take in ſceing thee'in this houſe , and mm learning all 
that which my ears have- beard thee ſay ;\whith 1 do yet anſwer for the preſent, ws 
yegard the ws 'my State are ſuch,” as thon mayeſt peradventure have heard © 
Wherefore , 1 earneſtly intreat thee, ſince God hath brought thee hither, that then 
wilt repoſe thee a while from the travel which thou haſt endured for bis ſervice. And 
as for that which the Vice- Roy hatb written, to me; ronching the bulneſ; whith I 
ſent to him about by Antonio Ferreyra., { till. avow it ; but the Aﬀ airs of the pre« 
ſent time art rediced to that paſs, as 1 am much afraid, if my ſubjetts ſee any change 
in me, that they will ”—_—_ of the Bonzoes counſel ; Beſides, 1 make no queſtion 
but the Chriſtians which are bere have told thee the great danger / runin this Coun- 
try , by reaſon of the mutimes that have paſt here , during the which 1 bave been in 
a great jeopardy 4s any other; ſo that for. the ſafety of my perſon, 1 have been inforced 
to execute 1 one mormng thirteen of the Principalleſt Lords of 1; Kingdom, together 
with ſixteen thouſand perſons of their fattion and leagne , belidesS many more which 
1 bave bamſhed. But if it ever happens, that God ſhall me that which 
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my ſonl deſires of irs, 1 ſhall hold it a (mall matter, to pa” to what the Vice- Roy © 


adviſes me by hus Letter. Hereunco the Father replied, That he was greatly ſa- 
tisfiedwith his boly reſolution ;, but he was to remember, that his life was not in the hands 
of men , becanſe they were mortal ; and that if he ſhowld chaxce to die before he effe« 
thed it , what would then become of- bis ſoul > To which he anſwered, imiling, Ged 
knows, The Farh-r ſeeing chat he could receivce no other ſxisfaftion from the 
King, at that preſent, but good words, without making any concluſron on a mater 
that was ſo important for him , culembled with him, and chinging diſcourſe, 
ralk:d to him of other things, Wherein, he knew he rook inore pleaſure, So, having 
ſpenc che molt part of the night with che Facher, ih quettioning him abour di- 
vers noyelries, whereunto he was miich atfe&ed ,- h: diſnifled him 18 very plauſfble 
rerms, with hope that he would become a Chriſtian , bur not {o ſoon ; a thing 
which was then well enough und-r(ivod, and that ſufhiciently diſcovered his inten» 
tion. The next day about iwwo a m in the afcerco9n the Father w:nt ro ſee the 
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King again, and ſetting afide his kind well-coming of him, this Prince never anſWet- 
ed him to purpoſe z and within a while after returned to his Fortreſs of O/qsy, from 
whence be ſent to defire him co continue abiding where was , and to come fome 
times and ſee him, for that he cook extreme pleaſure in talking with him of che 
great things of Gcd, and perfeRion of his Law. In the mean ſpace above two 
morths and an half paſt away , withour giving in all that cime any other fruit of 
himſelf, ren Tercain kind of hopes, accompanied eyer and anon with ſome excy- 
(es, which did not mnch contenc the Father : ſo that he thoughe it requiſite for him 
r2 return to Goa, as well for the diſcharging of che dury of his charge there, as for 
many other reaſons that moyed him cthereunco. Being reſolved then for our depar- 
cure, I went to the Fortreſs of Oſquy ro the King, ro demand an anſwer of che 
Lecrer I broughr him from the Vice-Roy of the Indiacs, which he preſently gave me, 
having made it ready againtt my coming ; 'and in exchange of the Preſent he had racei» 
ved, he ſenc him very rich Arms, together with wo Scymurars garniſhed with gold, an 
hundred Ventiloes of the Country of the Lequios. In the Letter which he himſelf 
had wricren, were theſe words contained : Lord Vice-Rygy of honourable Majeſty, 
that art ſeated in the Throne of thoſe which render Juſtice by the power of the Scepter ; 
1Yuwetandono, K ing of Bungo,' give thee to wnderſtand, that Ferdinand Mendez Pinto 
is come to me, with a Letter from thy Royal Lordſhip, and a preſent of Arms, and other 
pieces very agreeable to my deſire, and which 1 very much efteem, for that they are of a 
Country in the other end of the world, which we call Chenchicogim, where, chrowgh the 
power of great Armies, compoſed of divers Nations, reigns the Crowned Lion of Porcugal, 
whoſe ſervant and ſubjett I do by theſe preſents declare my ſelf to be : Wherefore I pray 
thee, that as loug 45 the Sun ſhall not ſmerve from the effeft for which God bath created 
him, wor the Waters of the ſea ceaſe from riſing and falling on the ſhoars ſide , theu 
wilt not forget this homage , which hereby I make to your King, whom 1 acknowledge 
for my elder Brother ; to the end, that thereby this my obedrence ay remain the more 
honour able, as 1 ans confident it ſhall always be: And 1 defpre thow wilt deign to accept of 
theſe Arms which 1 ſend thee, as a gage and aſſurance of my faith. From thu my Fore 
treſs of Olſquy, the mmnh Mamocos of the third Moen, in the thirty and ſeventh year of 
our age, With chis Letrer, and bis preſent,I rerurned ro our (hip, which rode at anchog 
ſome cwo leagues off in che Port of Zegna, where I found Facher Be/quier, and all the 
reſt of our company, already imbarqued, and from thence we ſet (ail the day afcer, be- 
ing the fourteenth of November, One thouſand five hundred fifty and fix, 
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What paſt after onr departure from Zequa, till my arrival in the Indiaer, 
and from thence mio the Kingdom of Portugal. 
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Rom this port of Zegua we continued our courſe with Northerly winds, which 
L were favourable unto us in this ſeaſon; and on the fourth of December we ar- 
tived at the port of Lampacas , where we mer with fix Portuge! ſhips , whereof 
was General & certan Merchant, called Franciſco Martinez, the creature of 
Franciſco Barreto, at that time Goyernour of the State of the »diaes in the place 
of Don Pedro Maſcarenhas, And becauſe that then the ſeaſon for Navigation into 
india was almoſt pait, our Captain Dow Franciſco Maſcarenhas Rayed no long-r 
there then was neceſl:ry for providing of vitual, We deparred thzn from this 
port of Lampacas a lictle” before Chriſtmaſes , and arrived at Goa the ſeyznreenth 
of February. The firſt ching I did there was to 20 to Fraxciſco Barrete, unco whom 
I gave an accoimt of the Letter which 1 brought from the King of Jepes: bur he 
having referred it co the day following, I failed not to deliver It to him the 
next morning , together withthe Arms, the Scymitars , and the other Preſents —_ 
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that Pagan King had ſent. Whereupon , after he had ſeen all at leaſute , addfe(- 
fog himſelf unto me, / aſſure you, ſaid he umtome, that / prize theſe Arms which 
you bave brought me, as much as the Gruernment of India 3 for 1 hope that by the meant 
of this Preſent, and this Letter from the King of Japan , 1 ſhall render my ſelf agrees 
able te the King our Sovereign Lord, that 1 ſhall be delivered from the fortune of Lic 
bon, where almoſt all us that govern this State, do go and land for our fins. Then, in 
acknowledgement of this Voyage, and che great expence I had been at; he made me 
many large off-rs, which I would by no means accept of at that time: Neverthe- 
leſs I was well contented to juſtitie before him by atreftations, and as paſt cx- 
preſly for it, how many times I had been made a ſlave for the ſervice of the King 
out Maſter ; and how many times alſo I bad b:en robbed of my Merchandize : for 
I imagined that this would ſufhce to keep me, at my return into my Country, 
from being refuſed chat which I believed was due to me for my ſervices as indeed, 
the Vice-Roy palt me an AR of all theſe chings, adding thereunto che Certificates 
which I preſented unto him : withal , he gave me a Letter, addreſt ro the King, 
wherein he made ſo honourable a mention of me and my Services, that relying on 
theſe hopes , grounded as they were on ſuch apparant reaſons as I had on my fide, 
I imbarqued my ſelf for co return into che Kingdom of Portugal; fo contented 
with the papers which I carried along with me, chat I counted them the beſt pare 
of my eliacez at leafiwiſe, 1 believed ſo, becauſe I was perſwaded that I ſhould 
no ſooner ask a recompence for ſo many ſervices, bur it would be preſently g:anted 
me. Upon chis hope being pur to ſea, it pleaſed our Lord, thar I arrived ſafely 
at the Cicy of L:isbon , the wo and twentieth day of Seprember, in the Year One 
thouſand five hundred fifry and eight, art ſuch time as che Kingdom was governed 
by Madam KATHERINA, our Qyeen of happy memory, Having deli- 
yered her che Lercer then from the Vice-Roy of the /ndiaes, I told her by word 
of mouth all that I choughe was imporrant for the good of my buſineſs : where 
upon ſhe referred me to che Miniſter of her State , who bad che charge of deal- 
ivg in her Afﬀairs: Ar firſt he gave me yery good words , bur far better hopes , as 
indeed I held th:m for moſt aflured, hearing what he ſaid unto me ; Bur in (tead 
of letting me ſce the effeRt chzreof , he-kepe me theſe miſerable papers of mine four 
years and an half ; ar the end of which, aH che fruic I reaped thereby was no other, 
then che labour and pains which ro no purpoſe I had imployed in thz2ſe vain ſollici= 
rations, and which had been more grieyous unto me, chen all the troubles I had 
ſaffered during my voyages : Wherefore ſeeing of what lictle profit a!l my palt 
ſervices were unto me, notwithſtanding all che ſuic I could make, I reſoly2d co retire 
my ſelf, and r:main wichin the cerms of my miſery , which I had brought along 
with me , and gotren by che means of many misfortunes, which was all chat was 
refting to me of che cime and wealth which I had beſtowed in the ſeryice of this King 
dom , leaving the judgement of this proceſs ro the Divine Juſtice, 1 pur this de- 
fign of mine chen in execution , not a lictle grieved chat I nad not done it ſooner, 
b=cauſe I might thereby peradyencure have ſaved a good pizce of money. Por a con» 
clufion , behold waar the ſervices hays been which I have done for the ſpace of one 
and twenty years, during which time, I was thirteen times a ſlive, and fold fix- 
reen times, by reaſon of the unlucky events of (> long and painful a yoyage, where» 
of I have made mention amply enough in chis Book, But although this be ſo, yer 
do I not leave to b:lievz, char the cauſe why I remained without the recompence 
whereunto I prertented for ſo many ſervices and trayzls, rather proceeded from the 
Divine providence , which permicced ir to be ſo for my fins, then from the ney» 
ligence and faulc of him whom ene duty of his charge teemed to oblige to do me 
right. For ic being true, that in all the Kings of ebis Kingdom , who are the liye- 
ly ſource from whence all recompence do flow, though many times they ran 
through pipes more affe&ionate then reaſonable , there is always found an holy and 
2cknowledging zeal, accompanied with a very a:nple and grear defire, not onely to 
recompence thoſe which ſerve them , bur alſo co confer great eſtares on them which 
render them no ſervice at all z whereby it is evident , char if I, and others, bave _ 
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been ſatisfied, the ſame happens by che only fault of the pipes, and nor of the ſource ; 
or rarher,it is a work of the Divine Juſtice, which cannoc fail, and which difpoſech of 
all chings forthe beſt, and as is molt neceflary for us ; in regard whereof, I render in- 
finice chanks ro che King of Heaven, whoſe pleaſure it hath been, that his divine will 


ſhould be this way accompliſhed, and do not complain of the Kings of the earth, fince 
my fins have me unworthy of meriting more. 
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
